To  Honorable  Burek  R.  Sherman,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  77,  acts  of  the  Seven- 
teenth General  Assembly,  we  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the 
fifth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  showing 
the  traffic,  operating  expenses,  condition  of  the  railroad  companies 
doing  business  in  Iowa  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  together 
with  the  returns  of  the  several  companies  to  this  office,  and  tabulated 
rx  statements  therefrom.    A  change  in  the  membership  of  the  Board 

has  taken  place  since  the  date  of  our  last  report,  M.  C.  Woodruff,  of 
Dubuque  county,  retiring  April  !<  1882,  by  reason  of  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  service.  James  Wilson,  of  Tama  county,  was  on  the 
same  day  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  the  vacancy  thus  created.  The 
Boafd  state  with  satisfaction  that  nine  hundred  and  eleven  miles  have 
been  added  to  the  working  mileage  of  the  roads,  and  that  probably, 
before  the  close  of  the  year,  several  hundred  miles  in  addition  will 
have  been  completed.  Always  abreast  of  the  times,  the  prosperity  of 
the  past  year  is  nowhere  more  manifest  in  practical  results  than  in  the 
field  of  railway  enterprise.  No  year  in  the  history  of  the  State  has 
added  so  great  a  mileage.  Every  county  in  the  State  is  traversed 
by  an  operated  line  of  railway,  and  a  large  per  cent  of  the  counties 
have  competitive  or  rival  lines.  We  congratulate  the  people  of  the 
State  upon  the  growth  and  increasing  efficiency  of  its  railway  sys- 
tem, as  it  is  not  only  bringing  the  means  of  speedy,  safe,  and  cheap 
transportation  within  the  reach  of  all,  but  it  hastens  the  day  for  the 
development  and  perfection  of  a  legislative  system  of  railway  control 
that  will  at  once  restore  confidence  between  producer  and  carrier,  and 
carry  the  service  to  the  hiijhest  possible  point  of  efficiency.

submitted  herewith  will,  we  think,  disclose  facts  worthy  the  attention 
and  study  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  transportation  problem  of 
the  day,  and  abundantly  support  the  comments  and  observations 
thereon  submitted  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

MORE   COMPLAlKtS 

have  been  presented,  examined,  and  decided  this  year  than  in  any  pre- 
vious year  during  the  existence  of  the  Board.  Complaints  investigated 
this  year  reached  the  number  of  sixty-five,  and  while  these  cases  have 
grown  in  importance  as  well  as  in  numbers,  involving,  as  many  of  them 
do,  questions  of  much  interest  to  the  companies,  it  is  gratifying  to  be 
able  to  state  that  the  decisions  of  the  Board  have  been  as  promptly 
obeyed  and  complied  with  as  the  mandates  of  a  court  of  law,  thus 
demonstrating  what  we  have  had  occasion  to  remark  before,  that  an 
appeal  to  publicity  is  quite  as  effective  with  these  corporations  as  an 
appeal  to  the  courts.  While  this  condition  of  thihgs,  in  this  regard, 
continues,  it  may  not  be  necessary,  perhaps,  to  discuss  the  question  of 
providing  further  legal  power  of  enforcement.  Power  is  frequently 
quite  as  effective  in  reserve  as  in  action.  Should  these  corporations  at 
any  future  time  seem  disposed  to  misinterpret  this  grace  on  the  part 
of  the  State,  it  will  be  an  easy  matter  to  promptly  exercise  the  power 
to  enforce  obedience. 

CAPITAL  STOCK. 

The  total  number  of  miles  of  railroad  in  Iowa  reported  by  the  vari- 
ous  companies  to  the  Board  is  six  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  and  forty-three  one  hundredths  miles.  The  report  of  the  capi- 
tal stock  and  debt  is  based  on  the  entire  lines  of  the  roads  which  run 
into  other  States — the  entire  mileage  of  these  roads  is  eighteen  thous- 
and five  hundred  and  forty-eight  and  sixty-nine  one  hundredths  niiles. 
The  Commissioners^  estimate  of,  the  stock  of  these  roads  representing 
the  parts  of  them  in  Iowa,  added  to  the  stock  of  the  roads  entirely  in 
Iowa,  amounts  to  $121,160,084.81,  or  $19,117.54  per  mile.  The  total 
number  of  stockholders  living  in  the  State  is  returned  at.  seven  hun- 
dred and  thirty^four;  the  total  amount  of  stock  reported  as  owned  by 
persons  living  in  the  State,  is  $2,096,341.41. 
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DEBT. 

The  total  debt  of  the  roads  in  Iowa  as  reported  and  estimated  by  the 
Commissioners  is  $118,057,183.16,  or  $18,628.40  per  mile.  Of  this 
amount  $112,637,966.05  is  funded  debt— $5,419,217.11  is  unfunded 
or  floating  debt. 

STOCK  AND  DBBT. 

The  stock  and  debt  of  the  roads  in  Iowa  amount  to  $239,217,267.97 
or  $37,745.94  per  mile.

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The  increased  mileage  reported  for  the  year  is  2,955.66;  the  increased 
indebtedness  is  $69,369,409.51,  from  which  deduct  the  decreased  in- 
debtedness, and  we  have  a  total  increase  of  $66,839,109.51.  This 
increase,  however,  is  not  all  new  mileage,  as  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  &' Omaha  and  the  Wabash  represent  to  a  great  degree 
consolidations  vnth  other  lines;  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  & 
Northern,  Central  Iowa,  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy,  and  North- 
western represent  new  roads  built.

The  $343,849,402.06  represented  in  1878,  8,367  miles  ot  road;  the 
$732,146,933.28  represent  in  1882,  18,548.69  miles.  The  increase  of 
mileage  in  Iowa  is  from  4,157  in  1878  to  6,337  miles  in  1882,  or  2.098 
miles  in  the  four  years.  The  capital  and  debt  for  Iowa  reported  for 
1878  amounted  to  $153,601,784.47;  for  1882,  $239,217,267.97;  an  in- 
crease of  2.098  miles,  and  an  increase  of  stock  and  debt  of  $85,615,- 
483.50,  or  $40,808.14  per  mile. 

COST  OP  E0AD8. 

It  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  the  cost  of  the  Iowa  roads,  as  many  of 
them  came  into  the  hands  of  the  present  holders  by  purchase  at 
foreclosure,  consolidation,  or  through  the  medium  of  construction 
companies— the  amount  reported  is  $215,979,324.81,  or  $23,237,943.16 
less  than  the  reported  stock  and  bonds.  It  is  hardly  probable  that 
the  Commissioners  will  ever  be  able  to  arrive  at  more  than  an  approx- 
imation of  the  cost  of  the  roads.

the  year  1882  were $  20,512,393.05

The  mileage  was  increased  911  miles,  but  the  net  earnings  show  but 
a  slight  increase  for  so  large  an  increased  mileage.  The  mileage  being 
much  greater  than  any  year  since  the  establishment  of  this  Board. 
The  operating  expenses  per  mile  of  road  were  $3,552.64. 

COMPARISON  OF  OPERATING  EXPENSES  AND  EARNINGS. 

The  earnings  of  the  roads  for  the  11,739.59  miles  reported  in  1880 
were  $64,433,179.53,  or  $5,491.23  per  mile;  the  operating  expenses  for 
the  same  year  were  $35,624,124.79,  or  $3,036.51  per  mile.    The  earn-* 
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ings  for  the  14,109.37  miles  reported  in  1881  were  $76,530,450.99,  or 
$5,083.73  per  mile;  the  operating  expenses  were  $46,043,845.22,  or 
$3,346.87  per  mile.  The  earnings  for  the  16,544.46  miles  reported  in 
1882  were  $92,759,206.22,  or  $5,606.66  per  mile;  the  operating  ex- 
penses  were  $58,776,474.53,  or  $3,552.64  per  mile.

The  operating  expenses  generally  have  increased  during  the  last 
two  years;  the  present  year  is  considerably  higher  than  the  previous 
year.  This  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  floods  of  the  two  years,  which 
made  the  cost  of  repairs  very  much  larger  than  before,  and  the  gen- 
eral advance  in  the  price  of  labor  and  material.  For  the  year  ending 
June  30, 1881,  the  total  earnings  were  $28,452,181.91,  and  the  total 
expenses  $16,788,404.39.  The  net  earnings  for  the  year  w^ere  $11,- 
663,777.52,  for  the  6,426  miles  in  the  State,  or  $2,149.61  per  mile  of 
road. 

For  the  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  the  gross  earnings  were — $32,023,966.03 
For  the  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  the  operating  expenses  were  20,512,893.05 

Leaving  the  net  earnings  for  the  year $  11,511,572.98 

or  $152,214.54  less  than  last  year.  The  net  earnings  for  the  6,337 
miles  were  $1,816.57  per  mile;  the  year  before  they  were  $2,149.61 
per  mile.

The  roads  showing,  the  lowest  percentage  of  operating  expenses  to 
earnings  were  the  Fort  Madison  &  Northwestern,  41,  Illinois  Central, 
53,  Chicago  &  Northwestern,  54,  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  56, 
Chicago  &  Rock  Island,  58.80,  Dubuque  &  Dakota,  57.75,  Des  Moines  & 
Fort  Dodge,  58.50.  The  highest  percentage  ot  net  earnings  to  capital 
stock  and  debt  was  reported  by  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern,  8.58, 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  7.20,  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific, 
6.60. 

Thirteen  roads  report  an  excess  after  deducting  operating  expenses, 
interest,  and  rental.  This  excess  amounts  to  $8,434,176.64.  Seven 
roads  show  a  deficit  of  $577,487.70,  leaving  the  net  increase  $7,856,- 
688.94,  which  would  give  an  average  of  net  earnings  for  all  the  roads 
iu  the  State  of  $1,239.81  per  mile.  The  cost  of  operating  the 
Chicago,  Burlington  &  Kansas  City  road  was  $17,858.88  more  than 
its  entfre  earnings,  that  of  the  St.  Louis,  Keokuk  &  Northwestern, 
$63,013.80.  The  Iowa  Central  road  earned  7.54  per  cent  on  its  indebt- 
edness, the  Des  Moines  &  Fort  Dodge,  6.61,  the  Minneapolis  &  St. 
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Louis,  3.70,  the  Sioux  City  &  Pacific,  7.10,  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  & 
Pacific,  3.31.

The  taxes 
paid  in  1878  were  $594,912.65;  in  1879  were  $584,169.79;  in  1880  were 
$591,843.08;  in  1881  were  $628,611.51.  The  largest  amount  of  taxes

the  Illinois  Central  402.16;  the  Wabash  87.90;  the  Burlington  & 
Northwestern  15.91. 

SIDINGS. 

The  total  amount  of  side-track  reported  is  700.73  miles,  or  a  little 
more  than  eleven  per  cent  of  the  length  of  the  roads.  This  amount 
seems  small,  and  is  often  a  source  of  serious  embarassment  in  moving 
trains.

Forty-nine  per  cent  of  the  entire  roads  of  the  State,  exclusive  of 
sidings,  is  steel  rail.  For  the  year  1881  there  was  reported  forty  per 
cent;  for  the  year  1880  thirty-two  per  cent;  for  the  year  1879  twenty- 
seven  and  one-half  per  cent;  for  the  year  1878  twenty-two  per  cent. 
This  indicates  what  is  the  fact,  that  wherever  the  traffic  is  heavy  steel 
rails  have  been  put  down.  The  percentage  of  steel  to  iron  rails  will 
not  increase  as  rapidly  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  last  four  years. 


ROAD-BED  AND  TRACK. 


The  total  number  of  track  sections  reported  for  Iowa  is  861.    These 
vary  in  length  from  five  to  nine  miles,  probably  averaging  six  miles. 
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On  each  of  tliese  there  are  reported  as  employed  from  three  to  seyen 
men:  probably  the  average  would  be  five.  The  new  ties  laid  in  track 
during  the  year  were  reported  1,541,968.  They  last  about  seven  years. 
There  were  5,600  tons  of  new  iron,  and  190,584  tons  of  new  steel  laid 
in  track.  The  average  life  of  iron  rails  is  reported  from  four  to  twelve 
years,  varying  with  the  traffic.  There  is  now  no  iron  in  the  main 
tracks  of  the  trunk  lines.  The  steel  has  not  been  long  enough  in  use 
to  determine  its  average  duration. 

FENCING. 

The  number  of*  miles  of  fences  reported  is  4,345,  the  total  cost 
(432,160.98,  and  the  average  price  paid  per  rod  $1.12. 

The  Commissioners  are  pleased  to  learn  that  there  is  a  growing  dis- 
position to  fence  the  roads,  even  among  the  newer  lines.  As  a  matter 
of  safety  for  the  trains,  this  is  important  as  well  as  for  the  economy 
of  running  them.  The  landholder,  the  railway  company,  and  the 
traveling  public,  would  all  be  safer  in  person  and  property  if  all  the 
roads  in  the  State  were  fenced,,  and  this  Board  believe  that  the  cost 
would  soon  be  repaid  by  the  savings  made  in  damages  and  repairs,  and 
also  in  the  diminished  cost  of  doing  the  work. 

TELEGRAPH  LINES. 

The  telegraph  lines  are  mainly  owned  by  the  Western  Union 'Com- 
pany. The  railroads  report  in  their  offices  815  telegraph  stations,  and 
895  miles  of  wire  as  owned  by  them  and  operated  exclusively  for  their 
business.  They  report  4,344  miles  of  lines  owned  by  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph  Company. 

TRAIK  MILEAGE. 

The  total  number  of  miles  run  by  passenger  trains  was 18,575,194 

The  total  number  of  miles  run  by  freight  trains  was 39,106,906 

The  total  number  of  miles  run  by  switching  trains  was 14,005,754 

The  total  number  of  miles  run  by  construction  and  other  trains 

was 6,744 ,01 1 

Total  train  mileage 78,431,865 

The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  was 20,927,026 

The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  one  mile 787,021,961 

The  total  number  tons  freight  carried 81,062,765 

The  total  number  tons  freight  carried  one  mile 4,631,564,735 
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The  average  distance  traveled  by  each  passenger,  leaving  out  the 
short  lines,  varies  from  twenty-eight  to  sixty-two  miles;  forty-five  miles 
would  probably  be  a  fair  average.  This  indicates  plainly  that  little 
effort  has  as  yet  been  made  to  develop  local  travel.  The  rates  charged 
for  passenger  fares  generally  are  the  maximam  fixed  by  statute. 
Mileage  tickets  are  sold  on  many  of  the  roads  at  a  reduction  varying 
with  the  roads. 

The  speed  of  passenger  trains  varies  from  twenty  to  twenty-six 
miles  per  hour — of  freight  trains  from  ten  to  sixteen. 

FREIGHT  CAB  MILEAGE. 

The  number  of  miles  ran  by  loaded  freight  cars  east  and  south  109,746336

Several  of  the  roads  have  neglected  to  report  freight  car  mileage. 
This  is  a  source  of  regret,  and  also  of  embarrassment  to  the  Commis- 
sioners. Some  things  that  are  left  out  of  the  reports  may  be  supplied 
by  an  estimate  that  does  not  materially  affect  results.  This,  however, 
cannot  be  done  in  the  mileage,  and  the  report  is  defective  in  this  par- 
ticular. The  Board  sees  no  reason  why  this  may  not  be  given,  and  in 
the  future  will  insist  on  complete  answers  to  the  questions  asked. 

FREIGHT  BATES. 

* 

The  average  rate  of  freight  per  ton  per  mile  varies  from  nine  cents 
on  the  Crooked  Creek  road,  4.24  on  Burlington  &  Northwestern,  8.08 
on  the  Des  Moines  &  Fort  Dodge  road  to  1.60  on  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee &  St.  Paul;  1.47  on  the  Northwestern;  1.24  on  the  Rock 
Island;. and  .96  on  the  Wabash.  The  rates  are  a  little  higher  than 
last  year. 

EQUIPMENT. 

The  total  number  of  locomotives  reported  is  2,652,  the  weight  vary- 
ing from  twenty-eight  to  sixty-seven  tons;  the  total  number  of  cars 
is  85,206.  Of  these  1,031  are  passenger  cars,  601  are  baggage,  taail, 
and  express  cars,  125  parlor,  sleeping,  and  dining  cars,  49,864  box 
freight  cars,  7,846  stock  cars,  18,240  platform  or  coal  pars,  7,499  other 
cars. 
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STATIONS. 

The  total  number  of  stations  reported  in  Iowa  is  947. 

EMPLOYES. 

The  total  number  of  persons  regularly  etaployed  in  operating  the 
roads  of  the  State  is  28,397;  the  amount  paid  them  for  their  services 
is  $14,071,612.54,  or  two  and  one-half  millions  more  than  the  earn- 
ings of  the  roads  of  the  State  above  operating  expenses  and  the  taxes. 
The  figures  are  large,  but  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  are 
nearly  correct. 

TRUSS  BRIDGES. 

The  total  number  of  wooden  truss  bridges  is  464,  the  length  38,774 
lineal  f6et;  of  combination  truss  bridges  110,  length  13,358  feet;  of 
iron  truss  bridges  140,  length  14,724  feet. 

WOODEN  TRESTLE  AND  PILE. 

The  total  number  of  wooden  trestle  and  pile  bridges  is  7,559,  their 
length  531,014  feet;  these  bridges  put  together  make  a  total  of  more 
than  one  hundred  and  thirteen  miles. 

ARCH  CULVERTS. 

There  are  thirty-four  arch  culverts. reported — ^the  total  opening  is 
209  feet;  3,352  wooden  box  culverts,  and  926  stone  box  culverts. 

BRIDGES  BUILT  WITHIN  THE  TEAR. 

There  were  built  within  the  year  50,072  lineal  feet  of  bridges,  in- 
cluding those  rebuilt. 

CATTLE-GUARDS. 

The  number  of  cattle-guards  reported  is  6,976.  This  number  we 
are  sure  is  too  small. 

RAILROAD  CROSSINGS. 

The  number  of  railroad  crossings  at  grade  is  136;  over  or  under 
another  road  twenty-five. 

HIGHWAY  CROSSINGS. 

The  number  of  highway  crossings  reported  at  grade  is  4,677;  over 
the  track,  sixty-one;  under  track,  eighty-four;  at  which  there  are  flag- 
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meiif  forty-eight.    Bridges -eighteen  feet  above  track,  fifty-eight;  less 
than  eighteen  feet,  two. 

ACCIDENTS  TO  PERSONS. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  persons  were  killed;  of 
these  seven  were  passengers,  eighty-nine  employes,  and  sixty-nine 
others.  Five  by  derailment,  two  by  collisions,  four  caught  in  frogs,  six- 
teen coupUng  cars,  thirty-one  falling  from  train,  nineteen  getting  on 
and  off  trains,  four  at  highway  crossings,  forty-one  from  miscellaneous 
causes,  ten  stealing  rides,  twenty-one  while  intoxicated,  and  thirty- 
three  while  trespassing  on  track.  Of  this  number  three  were  reported 
as  suicides. 

There  were  six  hundred  and  thirty-five  persons  injured  during  the 
year;  sixty-one  were  passengers,  five  hundred  and  two  were  employes, 
and  seventy-two  others.  By  derailment  fifty-nine,  collisions  thirty- 
seven,  caught  in  frogs  four,  coupling  cars  ojie  hundred  and  eighty-two, 
falling  from  trains  fifty-seven,  getting  on  and  off  trains  fifty  six,  at 
highway  crossings  ten,  miscellaneous  one  hundred  and  ninety-two, 
overhead  obstructions  six,  stealing  rides  eight,  trespassing  on  track 
twenty-four. 

COUPLING  CARS. 

One  great  source  of  accident  resulting  in  a  very  large  percentage  of 
injury  and  death  to  the  railroad  employe,  is  the  present  method  of 
coupling  cars.  While  we  believe  the  theory  is,  and  most  of  the  time 
tables  require  the  use  of  the  coupling  hook,  in  practice  men  go  be- 
tween the  cars,  and  if  for  any  cause  the  deadwood  of  the  different 
cars  fails  to  meet  they  are  crushed;  others  are  caught  in  frogs,  the  car 
wheels  catching  them  before  the  foot  can  be  removed.  In  the  report 
for  this  year  four  employes  were  killed,  being  caught  in  frogs,  and  six- 
teen in  coupling  cars;  four  were  injured,  being  caught  in  frogs,  and 
one  hundred  and  eighty-two  in  coupling  cars.  There  is  evidently 
something  wrong  in  the  entire  arrangement  of  coupling  cars,  for  in 
no  legitimate  business  should  there  be  such  a  liability  to  injury  and 
death.  We  am  not  able  to  suggest  a  remedy,  but  believe  that  some- 
thing might  be  provided  that  would  do  away  with  much  of  this. 

WALKIKQ  ON  TRACK. 

We  would  not  feel  ourselves  to  be  entirely  free  from  censure  if  we  al- 
lowed an  opportunity  to  pass  without  calling  attention  to  the  danger 
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of  tliiapr^uittce.  It  has  become  so  common  as  to  have  almost,  we  believe, 
established  for  the  public,  in  the  judicial  mind,  an  element  of  acquired 
right  of  way  or  joint  occupancy.  During  the  year  1878  there'were 
reported  to  this  Board  killed  while  walking  on  tracks  twenty-two^ 
injured  nineteen;  in  the  year  1879,  killed  twenty-four,  injured  twenty- 
three;  in  the  year  1880,  killed  twenty-two,  injured  sixteen;  in  the 
year  1881,  killed  twenty-eight,  injured  twelve;  during  the  year  1882, 
killed  thirty-three,  injured  twenty-four.  Or  for  the  five  years,  killed  one 
hundred  and  twenty-nine,  injured  ninety-four.  The  Board  feel  that  this 
useless  waste  of  life  should  be  avoided,  and  that  the  only  way  to  ac^ 
complish  it  is  through  legislation.  Railway  trains  must  and  will 
always  be  run  at  high  rates  of  speed;  this  is  a  necessity,  and  sooner  or 
later  the  railway  track  must  cease  to  be  regarded  as  a  highway.  Until 
that  time  comes,  the  compiler  of  statistics  will  continue  to  report 
the  long  and  sickening  list  of  killed  and  injured  while  trespassing  on 
track,  and  juries  will  continue  to  speculate  whether  the  man  in  charge 
of  the  locomotive  might  or  might  not  have  been  able  to  stop  his  pon- 
derous train  in  time  for  the  injured  to  have  stepped  off  the  track.

These  reports  are  unquestionably  correct,  and  yet  they  make  a  show- 
ing that  surprises  us.  The  Sioux  City  &  Pacific  can  haul  only  eight 
net  tons  of  freight  to  one  ton  weight  of  locomotive;  the  Kansas  City, 
St.  Joseph  &  Council  Bluffs  road  can  haul  only  9.58  tons.  These  roads 
in  Iowa  have  probably  no  grades  to  exceed  ten  feet  to  the  mile.  The 
Burlington  &  Northwestern  hauls  over  grades  from  forty  to  fifty  feet 
per  mile  eight  tons  to  a  ton  weight  of  locomotive,  as  much  as  the 
former  and  but  little  less  than  the  latter.  This  is  the  strongest  argu- 
ment we  have  ever  known  to  be  advanced  in  favor  of  the  narrow 
gauge  road.  We  would  have  some  doubts  of  the  accuracy  of  the 
statistics  did  we  not  know  that  they  were  carefully  compiled  by  com- 
petent men,  and  conscientiously  sworn  to  after  exd>mination  by  the 
very  able  managers  of  the  respective  roads. 


CONGRESSIONAL  LAKD  GRANTS. 

The  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  received  from  con- 
gressional grant  358,442.09  acres;  they  have  sold  329,987.03  acres,  at 
an  average  of  $12.22  per  acre;  they  ireceived  from  cash  sales  $137,- 
917.47;  there  is  unpaid  on  outstanding  contracts  $2,367,241.62;  the 
gross  amount  from  sales,  contracts,  etc.,  up  to  June  30,  1882,  was 
$3,976,559.42;  the  amount  expended  in  the  sale  and  management  of 
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the  lands,  $570,298.79;  the  taxes  paid  on  them,  $242,011.97;  the 
amount  realized  from  the  sale  of  lands  above  expenses  incurred  in  the 
management  and  taxes  is  $3,164,248.66. 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  road  received  from  congres- 
sional grants  312,930.07  acres;  about  15,000  acres  more  will  inure  to 
the  company,  not  including  about  180,000  involved  in  the  suit  with 
the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul  company.  The  number  of  acres  sold  is 
245,214.57,  at  an  average  price  of  $4.65:  the  purchase  price  of  the 
land  sold  was  $1,139,456.48;  the  amount  unpaid  on  outstanding  con- 
tracts is  $666,022.27;  the  gross  amount  received,  including  outstand- 
ing contracts,  is  $1,218,061.22;  the  amount  expended  in  the  sale  and 
management  of  the  lands  was  $64,897.88;  the  taxes  paid  on  the  lands 
are  $23,464.34;  the  amount  realized  from  the  sale  of  lands  above  the 
expenses  incurred  in  the  management  and  taxes,  including  the  amount 
unpaid  on  outstanding  contracts,  is  $1,129,699. 

The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railroad  received  from  congres- 

» 

sional  grants  550,193.51  acres;  sold  502,406.86  acres  at  an  average 
price  of  $8.25  per  acre;  received  from  sales,  $2,733,080.59;  there  is  due 
on  outstanding  contracts,  $1,590,955;  the  gross  amount  received  from 
sales  and  contracts  up  to  June  30, 1882,  is  $3,404,022.88;  the  amount 
expended  in  the  sale  and  management  of  the  lands  is  $230,161.49;  the 
taxes  paid  on  the  land,  $576,552.78;  the  amount  realized  from  the  sale 
of  lands  above  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  sale  and  management  and 
the  taxes  is  $2,597,308.61. 

The  Iowa  Falls  &  Sioux  City  road  received  from  congressional 
grant  683,076.55  acres,  has  sold  583,265.64  acres  at  an  average  price  of 
$6.76  dollars  per  acre;  the  amount  received  from  sales  is  $1,513,202.56; 
the  amount  due  on  outstanding  contracts  is  $1,006,255.45;  the  gross 
amount  received  from  sales,  contracts  forfeited,  contracts,  etc.,  up  to 
June  30, 1882,  was  $3,122,864.29;  the  amount  expended  in  the  sale  and 
management  of  the  lands  is  $279,874.33;  the  amount  of  taxes  paid 
on  lands  is  $613,160.72;  the  amount  realized  from  the  sale  of  lands 
above  the  expenses  of  management  and  taxes  was  $2,229,829.24. 

The  Des  Moines  &  Fort  Dodge  road  received  from  congressional  grant 
35,545  acres,  and  there  is  yet  to  inure  to  the  company  7,000  acres; 
6,863.45  acres  were  sold  at  an  average  of  seven  dollars  per  acre;  the 
amount  received  from  sales  was  $6,114.50;  the  amount  unpaid  on  out- 
standing contracts  is  $27,413.90;  the  gross  amount  received  from  sales, 
contracts,  etc.,  to  July  30, 1882,  was  $18,154.76;  the  amount  expended 
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in  the  sale  and  management  of  the  lands  wa»  $813.68;  the  taxes  paid 
on  the  lands  were  $2,407.60;  the  amount  realized  above  the  expenses 
of  management  and  taxes  was  $14,933.48.

We  have  in  a  former  report  suggested  that  the  management  of  some 
of  these^  lands  had  not  been  such  as  to  apparently  produce  the  best 
results  for  the  companies  to  which  they  were  granted.  This,  however, 
has  long  been  past  remedy.  The  Railroad  Commissioners  of  Illinois, 
under  the  authority  given  them  by  statute,  have  duruig  the  last  year 
lowered  the  tariff  t)f  maximum  rates  in  Illinois,  and  also  changed  the 
classificatioD,  reducing  materially  (estimated  about  eighty  per  cent),  as 
we  learn,  the  local  rates  in  that  State,  and,  as  is  claimed  by  mauy  of  the 
roads,  brought  the  local  haulage  to  a  rate  that  hardly  pays  the  actual 
ordinary  operating  expenses.  It  is  not  our  province  to  discuss  the 
wisdom  of  the  acts  of  the  Illinois  Commissioners,  nor  is  it  probable 
that  the  ex  parte  statements  or  the  views  of  those  running  the  rail- 
roads are  entirely  correct  and  without  bias,  but  we  may,  we  think, 
without  transgressing  *the  bounds  of  comity,  give  expression  to  our 
views  on  the  establishment  of  rates  that  would  contribute  nothing 
towards  paying  interest  charges,  or  any  return  to  the  owners  of  the 
property  in  the  shape  of  dividends,  how  they  would  affect  the  interests 
of  Iowa,  and  all  the  other  Western  States  whose  products  must  pass 
through  Illinois  to  reach  their  market. 

That  the  State  has  the  power  to  fix  the  rates  has  been  so  often 
affirmed  by  the  highest  authority  that  no  question  on  that  point  now 
remains.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  State  when  it  assumes  to  regulate  rates, 
to  do  so  with  a  just  regard  to  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  railway 
as  well  as  the  citizen — both  parties  are  in  the  hands  of  the  State,  and 
have  no  appeal.    The  one  has  the  right  to  reasonable  rates  for  trans- 
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portation  of  himself  and  his  property,  the  other  to  a  reasonable  re- 
muneration for  its  services,  which  includes  a  fair  return  on  capital, 
provided  that  it  is  reasonably  and  judiciously  expended.    If  the  local 
rates  are  made  so  low  that  they  barely  pay  transportation  charges, 
then  whatever  profit  is  made  by  the  roads  is  from  through  trafiSc.    If 
this  principle  is  established  in  Illinois,  there  is  no  reason  why  Indiana, 
Michigan,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  New.  Jersey,  and 
New  York,  may  not  also  require  the  through  business  to  pay  the  entire 
interest  on  the  railway  property  of  those  States.    The  extreme  west 
must  either  bear  the  greatest  proportion  of   this  burden,  or  under 
ordinary  circumstances  retain  its  great  staples  at  home,  except  so  far 
as  its  producers  are  able  to  put  them  in  the  condensed  forms  that  would 
increase  their  value,  and  reduce  the  percentage  ^f  freight  to  value. 
In  fixing  rates,  if  this  is  the  best  method  to  reach  the  question, 
great  care  should  be  taken  to  cover  the  entire  ground,  every  circum- 
stance -should  be  considered  that  goes  to  make  up  or  modify  rates. 
The  commerce  of  the  country  is  now  largely  carried  by  the  railways, 
and  no  State,  we  think,  for  a  little  advantage  can  afford  to  use  its  posi- 
tion and  power  to  fetter  it,  or  disregard  the  general  good  of  the  country. 
Iowa  commerce  passes  over  Illinois  to  reach  the  lake  system  and 
Eastern  trunk  lines.    The  Commissioners  of  Illinois  vary  very  greatly 
in  the  uniformity  of  the  rates  they  fix  for  the  commerce  of  that 
State.    When  they  are  ranged  very  low  the  through  freight  must  be 
taxed  higher  to  equalize  incomes.    As  great  injustice  can  be  done  to 
our  State  by  shifting  the  burdens  of  local  State  commerce  in  Illinois 
from  where  they  belong,  to  rest  on  our  through  traffic,  as  by  too  heavy 
charges  from  Iowa  to  the  lakes  or  trunk  lines.     Where  the  territory 
of  one  State  lies  between  another  and  its  market,  it  is  evident  that  the 
power  to  arrange  freight  tariffs  should  not  be  wholly  in  the  hands  of 
State  authorities.    The  United  States  Congress  owes  it  to  the  States 
and  their  citizens  to  interfere  to  the  extent  to  which  State  authorities 
may  be  disposed  intentionally  or  insensibly  to  compel  their  neighbors 
to  pay  part  of  their  transportation  bills. 

The  growth  of  knowledge  of  the  cost  of  hauling  freight  will  indi- 
cate what  the  comparative  cost  should  be  of  carrying  local  and 
through  commerce.  To  violate  this  determination  will  suggest  a 
remedy,  as  wrongs  in  State  hauls  are  now  being  remedied  by  State 
authority,  and  wrongs  in  inter-State  hauls  suggest  remedy  by  Congres- 
sional action.    This  is  an  additional  reason  why  Congress  should  take 
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steps  to  bring  inter-State  commerce  within  rule  and  regulation,  so  that 
burdens  may  be  equitably  distributed  between  local  arid  inter-State 
commerce. 

BEOULATION  OP  INTBB-STATB  COMMEECB  BT  THE  STATE.    , 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  has  decided  in  the  case  of  John  A.  Car- 
ton  &  Co.  V.  The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company,  that  the  State 
has  not  and  can  have  no  control  over  inter-State  commerce.  The  lan- 
guage of  the  court  is  ^Hhat  an  act  of  the  State  legislature  whose 
^^  object  and  purpose  is  to  control  and  regulate  the  shipment  of  freight 
"  to  points  in  other  States,  is  in  violation  of  Art.  I,  Sec.  8,  of  the  Con- 
^^stitution  of  the  United  States,  as  being  legislation  on  inter-State  com- 
^^  merce,  a  subject  which  in  its  nature  is  national  and  requiring  the 
"exclusive  legislation  of  Congress.  An  inter-State  contract  of  ship- 
"  ment  entered  into  by  a  common  carrier  is  an  entire  contract,  an4  the 
"laws  of  the  State  wherein  it  is  made,  so  far  as  they  attempt  to 
"regulate  inter-State  commerce,  do  not  enter  into  it  as  a  part  of  the 
"contract,  being  repugnant  to  the  Federal  Constitution." 

In  the  case  decided,  the  act  approved  March  28,  1874  (beiug 
an  act  to  establish  reasonable  maximum  rates  of  charges  for  the 
transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  on  the  different  roads  in 
this  State),  was  in  operation.  There  was  a  similar  law  in  Illinois, 
and  it  was  in  evidence  that  the  maximum  rate  in  Illinois  was 
lower  than  the  maximum  rate  in  Iowa.  It  was  contended  that  the 
contract  for  shipping  was  an  Iowa  contract  and  followed  the  freight 
from  the  point  of  shipment  to  the  point  of  delivery;  that  the  Iowa 
contract  could  not  be  repugnant  to  any  rights  or  interests  of  Illi- 
nois, as  the  maximum  rate  of  Iowa  was  higher  than  of  Illinois;  that 
it  was  not  in  conflict  with  any  law  or  right  of  the  general  gov- 
ernment, because  Congress  had  not  attempted  to  regulate;  the  Iowa 
statute,  it  ia  true,  had  the  effect  of  regulating  inter-State  commerce; 
it  was  enacted  in  the  exercise  of  a  power  vested  concurrently  in  the 
State  and  National  governments,  and  as  it  was  not  in  conflict  with 
any  law  of  the  general  government,  it  cannot  be  regarded  as  an  en- 
croachment upon  its  authority.  Until  Congress  assumes  to  exercise 
authority  over  the  subject,  it  is  proper  for  the  State  to  legislate  upon 
it. 

The  court  held  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Iowa 
statute  to  do  more  than  fix  the  maximum  rates  to  be  charged  on 
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freight  shipped  within  the  State.  That  the  fixing  of  rates  of 
freight  shipped  from  one  State  to  another  is  a  regulation  of  inter- 
State  commerce;  that  it  is  a  regulation  in  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  gives  to  Congress  the 
power  to  regulate  commerce  among  the  several  States.  The  court 
admits  that  it  is  competent  for  the  States,  in  the  absence  of  congres- 
sional legislation,  to  legislate  respecting  inter-State  commerce  in  a 
certain  line  of  cases,  but  these  cases  have  been  such  as  relate  to 
bridges,  or  dams  across  streams  wholly  within  a  State,  police  laws 
relating  to  pilots  of  vessels,  health  laws,  and  the  like,  but  that  the 
power  to  enact  laws  upon  subjects  in  their  nature  national,  and  not 
merely  local,  is  exclusively  with  Congress.  That  the  holdings  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  Granger  cases  does  not 
sanction  the  validity  of  the  act  of  the  State  legislature,  if  intended  as 
such,  regulating  commerce  between  the  States.  These  decisions  de- 
termine the  power  of  the  State  to  fix  the  limit  of  reasonable  warehouse 
and  transportion  charges  within  the  boundaries  of  the  State,  and  when 
'  such  power  is  exercised,  although  it  may  incidentally  affect  commerce 
between  the  States,  yet  the  laws  of  the  State  are  not  regulations  of 
inter-State  commerce  because  of  such  incidental  results.  If  the  Iowa 
law  became  part  of  the  contract  for  shipment,  we  would  have  it  control 
the  transportation  of  freight  to  its  destination,  even  though  it  passed 
through  several  lines  of  carriers  and  several  States,  the  local  distance 
carried  being  only  a  small  part  of'  the  distance.  The  court  held  that 
such  regulation  should  be  national  in  its  character. 

Judge  Beck  dissents,  and  in  a  minority  opuiion  suggests  that  the 
Constitutional  prohibition  extends  only  to  those  regulations  that  im- 
pose burdens  and  restrictions  upon  inter-State  commerce;  that  the 
statutes  that  remove  burdens  and  restrictions,  which  protect  it  from 
the  unjust  exactions  of  common  carriers,  are  n6t  regulations  of  com- 
merce contemplated  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  Ue 
further  says  that  the  intention  of  the  statute  of  the  State  brought  in 
question  was  of  this  character,  and  that  it  operated  to  protect  and 
stimulate  commerce. 

The  transportation  question  is  a  broad  one.  While  much  good  has 
probably  resulted  from  a  knowledge  of,  and  a  decision  that  the  States 
have  the  power  to  regulate,  yet  it  is  a  question  whether  more  interests 
have  not  suffered  from  the  exercise  of  this  power  than  have  been  ben- 
efited by  it.    The  Granger  tariff  of  1874  seems  to  have  been  as  nearly 
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framed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  time  as  any  tariff  that  was  entirely 
without  elasticity  could  be,  and  yet  we  understand  the  popular  verdict 
after  four  years  of  trial  was  that  it  was  a  burden  rather  than  a  benefit 
to  commerce. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois,  in  a  case  brought  before  it,  held  the 
other  view  from  the  Iowa  court.  Messrs.  Bailey  &  Swanell,  of  Gil- 
man,  Illinois,  complain  that  the  Wabash  Railway  Company  charge 
them  twenty-five  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  for  freight  from 
Oilman  to  New  York,  while  their  charges  for  the  same  class  of  freight 
from  Peoria  to  New  York,  which  is  a  greater  distance,  was  but  fifteen 
cents  per  one  hundred  pounds.  The  defense  was  that  the  legislature  of 
Illinois  did  not,  and  had  no  power  to,  pass  a  law  regulating  the  charges 
for  the  transportation  of  property  from  a  point  within  the  State  of 
Illinois  to  a  point  within  the  State  of  New  York.  Thfe  power  of  the 
State  to  fix  rates  was  really  the  only  question  involved.  The  court  says 
that  section  8,  Article  I,  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  which  declares 
that  Congress  shall  have  power  to  regulate  commerce  among  the  States, 
does  not  refer  to  cases  of  this  character;  that  the  law  of  a  State  that 
may  incidentally  affect  commerce  between  the  States  has  never  been 
regarded  as  falling  within  the  inhibition.  The  court  says  that  the 
law  does  not  purport  to  exercise  control  over  any  railroad  corporation 
that  does  not  operate  a  road  in  the  State,  or  such  companies  as  haye 
domestic  relations  with  the  State.  It  quotes  from  the  opinion  as 
rendered  by  Chief  Justice  Waite,  in  the  case  of  Peik  v.  The  Norths 
western  Railroad,  as  to  the  effect  of  th&  statute  as  a  regulation  of 
inter-State  commerce,  that  the  statute  was  not  passed  for  the  purpose 
or  with  the  view  of  regulating  commerce  among  the  States;  its  object 
was  to  reach  railway  companies  which  derived  their  powers  to  transact 
business  from  the  State.  The  Wabash  company  is  engaged  in  State 
as  well  as  inter-State  commerce,  and  the  State  must  be  permitted  to 
adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  promo- 
tion of  the*  general  welfare  of  the  people  within  its  own  jurisdiction, 
even  though  in  so  doing  those  without  may  be  incidentally  affected. 
Should  Congress  pass  a  law  regulating  the  charges  of  railroads  engaged 
in  inter-State  commerce,  it  may  be  that  Illinois  would  be  confined  to 
charges  for  the  transportation  of  property  wholly  within  the  State, 
but  no  such  law  has  been  passed. 

We  have  examined  the  two  decisions,  and  the  diametrically  different 
conclusions  are  evidently  to  a  great  degree  influenced  by  the  construe- 
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tion  put  on  the  meaning  of  the  statement  of  the  opinion  of  the  court 
in  the  case  of  Peik  v.  The  Northwestern  Railroad^  where  it  says  "the  law 
^^  is  confined  to  State  commerce,  or  such  inter-State  commerce  as  directly 
"  affects  the  people  of  Wisconsin.  Until  Congress  acts  in  reference  to  the 
"  relations  of  the  company  to  inter-State  commerce,  it  is  certainly  in  the 
"  power  of  Wisconsin  to  regulate  its  fares  so  far  as  they  are  of  domestic 
**  concern.  With  the  people  of  Wisconsin  this  company  has  domestic 
"  relations.  Incidentally  they  may  reach  beyond  the  State,  but  certainly 
until  Congress  undertakes  to  regulate  for  those  without  the  State 
Wisconsin  may  provide  for  those  within,  even  though  it  may  indi 
"  rectly  affect  those  without." 

We  think  the  construction  of  this  section  by  the  Iowa  Supreme 
Court  to  be  the  correct  view.  Wisconsin  may  fix  a  maximum  rate  of 
fares  and  freight  transportation  within  the  State.  Even  if  this  rate 
should  incidentally  (for  the  purpose  of  paying  interest  or  dividends 
upon  the  property  invested  in  the  road),  increase  the  cost  of  through 
transportation,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  would  not 
hold  it  to  be  a  regulation  of  inter-State  commerce, — its  relation  is  purely 
domestic,  and  the  company,  whether  chartered  by  the  State,  or  oper-' 
ating  a  road  in  the  State  under  the  sanction  of  State  authority,  has 
such  domestic  relations  as  would  authorize  the  State  legislature  to  fix 
rates  within  the  State.  The  court  held  the  relation  of  the  lessee  to 
the  State  was  the  same  as  if  the  company  was  chartered  by  the  State. 
We  are  the  more  convinced  of  the  correctness  of  this  view,  from  the 
treatment  of  the  subject  in  two  cases  subsequently  decided  by  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court:  Hall  v.  De  Cuir^  and  Railroad  Com' 
pany  v.  Hannan,  reported  in  95  U.  S.,  465  and  485.  These  cases  go  to 
the  extreme  the  other  way,  determining  that  even  in  the  exercise  of 
police  regulations,  and.  for  purely  sanitary  purposes  the  State  may  go 
beyond  the  proper  limit,  even  in  matters  over  which  it  is  conceded 
that  the  jurisdiction  belongs  to  the  State. 

In  the  latter  case  the  court  says  "  whatever  may  be  the  power  of  a 
"State  over  commerce  that  is  completely  internal,  it  can  no  more  pro- 
"hibit  or  regulate  that  which  is  inter-State,  than  that  which  is  with 
"foreign  nations." 

We  understand  that  the  Wabash  company  terminates  its  lines  at 
Toledo,  and  that  the  larger  portion  of  its  freight  reaches  New  York 
over  the  lines  of  the  Canada  Southern  and  the  New  York  Central 
roads.    A  regulation  by  the  State  of  Illinois  of  rates  to  New  York 
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might  dictate  rates  to  both  these  lines.  There  can  be  no  pretense  that 
the  legislature  of  Illinois  could  fix  or  enforce  rates  on  a  Canada  road, 
and  we  think  it  equally  true  that  it  could  not  on  a  New  York  road. 
The  f orineY  derives  its  charter  from  a  foreign  nation,  which  alone  has 
the  power  to  fix  its  charges  and  regulate  its^  business;  the  latter  road  is 
entirely  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  subject  solely 
to  its  control. 

FREIGHT  WAR  OF  RATES  IN   1881. 

During  the  month  of  July,  1881,  a  war  of  rates  broke  out  between 
the  trunk  lines  connecting  the  West  with  the  s.ea-board,  and  continued 
during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Rates  were  reduced  to  a  point  that 
the  loss  of  net  earnings  for  the  six  months  was  estimated  at  more  than 
six  millions  of  dollars  below  what  had  been  regarded  a  reasonable  rate. 
The  danger  of  such  a  loss  infiicted  upon  the  railroad  interests,  the 
failure  to  earn  dividends,  and  the  consequent  depreciation  of  so  large 
an  amount  of  property,  led  theih  to  terminate  their  differences  by 
compromise.  After  squandering  their  resources  in  fighting,  the  solvent 
roads  of  the  country  always  end  their  diiKculties  this  way:  the  insol- 
vent roads  having  no  interest  to  pay,  and  no  dividends  to  provide  for, 
continue  the  fight  until  they  are  absorbed  by  some  strong  line.  It  was 
not  very  difficult  to  settle  upon  the  proportion  of  through  freight  to 
which  each  line  was  legitimately  entitled,  but  a  new  question  arose,  or 
rather  a  solution  of  an  old  question  on  a  different  basis  arose,  which 
was  termed 

DIFFERENTIAL   RATES. 

Or,  in  other  words,  the  representatives  of  the  New  York  lines  claimed 
that  the  rates  from  the  West  to  New  York  should  be  the  same  as  those 
to  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore,  the  difference  having  been  before  the 
July  contest  two  cents  less  to  Philadelphia,  and  three  cents  less  to 
Baltimore  per  one  hundred  pounds.  Some  difference  had  hitherto 
been  satisfactorily  based  on  the  difference  of  ocean  freight  fi*om  New 
York,  less  that  from  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore.  It  was  claimed  by 
the  New  York  roads  that  by  improved  facilities  at  the  latter  places  for 
receiving,  hauling,  and  loading,  and  fortunate  arrangements  with  the 
steamship  lines,  that  the  ocean  freights  had  become  nearly  the  same 
from  all  three  ports.  The  representatives  of  the  lines  terminating  in 
New  York  were  well  satisfied  with  the  different  rates,  until  the  possi- 
bility of  losing  a  large  amount  of  their  business  dawned  upon  them. 
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The  city  of  New  York  was  aroused,  and  the  controversy  was^carriecl 
from  the  railways  to  the  terminal  cities,  the  public  in  each  demanding^ 
that  the  railways  should  protect  the  interests  of  their  respective  cities. 

AN  ADVISORY   COMMITTEE. 

An  advisory  committee  was  appointed  by  the  oflScers  of  the  four 
roads  interested,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Thurman,  Washburn,  and 
Cooley,  to  determine  whether  uniform  rates  should  be  ad^ted  to  each 
of  the  three  cities,  or  whether  differential  rates,  and  to  what  extent, 
should  be  maintained.  The  railway  companies  stated  the  case  to  the 
commissionei^,  and  volunteered  to  furnish  them  any  information  that 
peculiarly  belonged  to  their  lines,  whenever  called  for,  and  seem  to 
have  left  the  people  interested  to  furnish  the  commission  the  facts  and 
circumstances  that  affected  their  localities.  The  Produce  Exchanger 
Board  of  Trade,  and  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  New  York,  and  similar 
organizations  in  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  furnished  the  commis- 
sioners statistics,  industriously  collected,  and  supported  their  positions 
by  arguments  carefully  and  thoughtfully  prepared,  as  the  representa- 
tives of  cities  whose  life  blood,  their  commerce,  might  be  gradually 
sapped  by  an  unfavorable  policy  recommended  by  this  commission. 
In  July,  1882,  the  commissioners  made  their  report,  and  the  railway 
companies  have  accepted  it  as  the  basis  of  their  action.  Their  report 
continued  for  the  present  the  differential  rates  previously  in  force, 
and  concludes  with  a  striking  suggestion,  that  although  the  rates  are 
just  and  proper  to-day,  it  does  not  follow  that  they  will  be  just  indefi- 
nitely, and  that  whenever  they  shall  be  found  to  give  a  forced  ox 
unnatural  direction  to  trade,  or  whenever  they  shall  deprive  any  of 
the  seaports  of  the  proportion  of  business  that  would  naturally  come 
to  it  under  the  operation  of  normal  competition,  then  it  would  be  right 
to  modify  or  abolish  them. 

These  gentlemen  examined  and  discussed  the  principle  of  mileage 
and  thought  this  was  not  the  basis  to  determine  the  question  upon; 
they  studied  the  effect  of  competition  and  concluded  that  it  was  not 
the  basis;  they  examined  the  cost  of  service  rendered,  and  concluded 
that  this  was  the  proper  basis;  but  they  did  find  that  the  ocean  freights 
during  the  year  1881,  averaged  from  Philadelphia  two  cents  per  hun- 
dred pounds,  and  from  Baltimore  three  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
more  than  they  did  from  New  York  by  steam  and  sail  vessels,  and 
that  under  this  condition  there  was  no  evidence  that  Philadelphia  and 
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Ealtimore  business^  to  which  the  differentials  were  applicable,  is  now 
increasing  more  rapidly  in  proportion  than  New  York,  and  concluded 
that  so  long  as  this  condition  lasted  the  rates  were  right.  We  think 
ihey  have  settled  the  question  in  the  only  way  that  it  can  properly  be 
•done,  taking  the  entire  western  freight  of  grain  or  other  produce  from 
^Chicago  and  the  Mississippi  and  Missouri  River  points  to  the  final 
market,  Liverpool  or  London,  and  give  to  each  of  the  Atlantic  cities 
the  through  rate  less  the  ocean  freight^.  They  further  suggest  that 
accurate  statistics  of  the  railway  commerce  be  kept,  and  that  they  be 
furnished  to  the  public.  Publicity  they  claim  will  correct  many  of 
the  evils  of  which  the  people  complain.  They  do  not  think  that 
questions  of  this  character  can  be  determined  arbitrarily,  but  that  large 
powers  of  self  government  have  been  left  by  law  with  railway  mansr 
gers,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  serve  the  public  with  fairness,  and  to  dis- 
tribute the  benefits  and  burdens  incident  to  their  occupation  fairly 
and  justly. 

These  gentlemen  reached  the  conclusion  that  all  men  who  have 
thoughtfully  and  impartially  studied  the  subject  have  hitherto  arrived 
at,  that  the  questions  that  arise  in  solving  the  transportation  problem 
cannot  be  decided  or  settled  aright  by  any  inflexible  law  or  precon- 
ceived opinion;  that  they  are  so  varied  in  character  and  surrounded  bj 
such  a  multiplicity  of  circumstances  that  each  case  must  be  deter- 
mined separately  and  by  itself;  must  be  studied  with  reference  to  un- 
derlying principles  and  conditions  that  fail  to  attract  superficial  notice. 

A  careful  study  of  transportation  as  it  affects  the  industries  of  Iowa 
will  suggest  that  volume  of  products  seeking  transportation,  and 
location  of  competitive  producers  has  much  to  do  with  cost  of  car- 
riage. A  car  load  of  butter  is  shipped  from  central  points  in  Iowa 
to  the  eastern  sea-board  with  profit  to  the  carrier  at  one  cent  a 
pound.  A  dairyman  living  one  hundred  miles  from  the  same  destina- 
tion pays  more  than  one  cent  a  pound.  The  volume  of  the  product 
in  Iowa  is  such  that  it  is  desirable  business  to  haul  butter  by  the  car 
load  at  one  cent  a  pound,  while  the  hauling  of  small  lots  at  more  than 
ia  cent  a  pound  one-tenth  of  the  distance  may  not  be  profitable  to  the 
railroad  doing  the  service.  On  the  other  hsmd,  if  Western  butter  paid 
charges  per  pound  according  to  distance  hauled  it  could  not  be  profit- 
ably manufactured.  With  regard  to  location  of  competing  producers 
in  relation  to  the  market  in  which  they  sell  it  has  been  determined 
from  experience  that  like  products  from  Iowa  factories  must  reach 
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their  common  market  at  nearly  the  same  rates,  or  the  ones  farthest 
from  market  will  he  shut  out  by  the  larger  rate.  When  New  York  is 
the  market  for  cured  meats  Iowa  packing-houses  must  have  nearly 
uniform  rates — ^half  a  cent  a  pound  takes  cured  meats  to  the  sea-board 
from  Iowa — and  from  one  county  as  cheap  as  another;  they  must  have 
rates  about  as  low  as  packing-houses  located  in  States  farther  east,  and 
on  products  sent  west  of  the  Missouri  rates  from  Illinois  are  made 
nearly  as  low  as  from  Iowa.  Factories  located  in  Iowa  making  farm 
machinery  require  low  rates  on  raw  material  that  will  enable  them  to 
<iompete  in  Iowa  with  the  same  products  manufactured  in  States 
farther  east  where  material  is  cheaper.  This  principle  is  at  the  basis 
of  all  manufacturing  in  Iowa,  and  interference  with  it  beyond  insist- 
ing on  like  rates  for  like  customers  for  like  uses  would  stop  most  of 
the  wheels  in  the  State.  Classification  of  roads  cannot  interfere, 
neither  can  distance  be  closely  estimated.  A  weak  railroad  must  give 
as  favorable  rates  as  a  strong  one  or  the  new  industry  will  locate  on 
the  strong  road.  Carrying  done  for  new  manufactures  is  based  to 
some  extent  on  future  prospects;  while  it  may  need  special  favors 
from  a  railroad  that  could  not  be  extended  to  all  freight  of  the  same 
class,  its  prospective  business  when  developed  will  justifv  the  antici- 
pation  of  lovrer  rates  on  all  freight,  as  increased  freight  always  brings 
about  lower  charges. 

It  would  be  well  for  the  public  and  the  railway  system  if  Congress 
should  pass  a  commissioner  law  and  place  upon  the  commission  men 
•of  the  learning,  fidelity,  and  fairness  of  these  gentlemen  to  determine 
the  differences  that  arise  between  the  people  and  the  railway  corpora- 
tions. The  student  of  the  railway  problem  fears  congressional  or  State 
l^islation  that  would  tend  to  abridge  the  freedom  of  commerce,  by 
prescribing  rules  or  enactments  made  by  the  most  fair  and  expert  legis- 
lators. With  all  the  ability  with  which  the  subject  has  been  studied 
for  the  last  fifty  years,  no  rule  has  yet  been  found  that  would  give  the 
-cost  of  any  special  service,  although  the  railway  managers  have  made 
-every  effort  to  arrive  at  it.  They  know  that  by  charging  high  rates 
for  carrying  valuable  articles,  and  low  rates  for  cheap  articles,  that  the 
business  can  be  done  satisfactorily,  and  if  the  volume  of  business  is 
sufficient  the  road  can  be  profitably  operated.  A  computation  of  aver- 
ages is  the  nearest  approach  to 'cost  arrived  at. 

It  may  be  proper  to  give  the  means  of  forming  a  correct  idea  of  the 
Tolume  of  business  carried  by  the  roads  whose  differences  these  com- 
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missioners  have  settled.  The  New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River 
Road,  in  1881,  carried  11,591,379  tons  of  freight,  which  is  996,205 
tons  more  than  was  carried  on  the  six  thousand  three  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  miles  in  the  State  of  Iowa.  The  cost  of  handling  this 
freight  pet  ton  per  mile  was  .562  cents,  the  charges  .780  cents,  leaving  a 
net  profit  of  .218  cents  per  ton  per  mile.  The  Erie  road  moved 
11,086,823  tons  at  a  cost  per  ton  per  mile  of  .529  cents,  at  a  charge  of  .805 
ceqts,  leaving  a  net  profit  of  .276  cents.  Fifty-two  and  one-half  per  cent 
of  all  the  freight  handled  hy  this  company  for  the  year  1881  was  coaL 
The  Pennsylvania  road,  in  1881,  moved  18,229,365  tons  at  a  cost  per 
ton  per  mile  of  .437  cents,  at  a  charge  of  .799  cenis,  and  a  profit  of 
.362  cents.  We  have  no  means  of  determining  what  proportion  of 
this  freight  was  coal,  but  presume  about  as  large  as  the  Erie.  We 
have  not  the  tonnage  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  road  for  the  year,  but 
judge  that  it  will  not  fall  short  of  the  Erie — five  millions  of  this  ton- 
nage is  reported  as  coal  in  Poor^s  Manual. 

It  is  by  the  rate  charged  on  these  lines  that  the  values  of  Iowa  pro- 
ducts are  measured  more  than  by  local  rates.  The  people  of  Iowa  are 
specially  interested  in  low  rates  for  long  haulage. 

Reduction  of  cost  and  annihilation  of  time  comparatively  have 
brought  the  Iowa  farmer  and  the  eastern  consumer  closer  together, 
resulting  in  the  steady  rise  of  Iowa  lands.  The  reduced  cost  at  which 
our  products  are  placed  in  European  markets,  has  a  tendency  to  equal- 
ize the  value  of  land  here  and  abroad.  The  value  of  lands  abroad  ha& 
for  a  number  of  years  gone  steadily  down,  while  the  value  of  our  lands 
goes  steadily  up.  There  is  good  reason  to  expect  a  continuance  of  this 
condition  regarding  landed  property  as  the  volume  of  traffic  increases 
and  the  rates  consequently  go  down.  Cheaper  money  and  plentier 
home  capital  will  compete  while  there  is  profit  in  the  carrying  trade. 

MR.   VANDERBILT's  SUGGESTION. 

Mr.  Vanderbilt  is  credited  with  at  one  time  having  made  the  as- 
sertion "that  railroads  take  all  they  can  get."  This  frank  acknowl- 
edgment has  been  the  theme  of  censure,  and  the  public  have  looked 
with  anything  but  favor  upon  the  avowed  greed  of  the  representative 
of  one  of  the  great  corporations. 

The  idea  of  Mr.  Vanderbilt  is  more  aptly  expressed  by  the  railway 
manager  in  the  phrase  "  what  rate  will  the  commodity  bear?"  The 
freight  agent  who  is  seeking  to  transport  any  class  of  produce  from 
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one  point  to  another,  must  make  his  rate  with  reference  to  the  value 
of  the  commodity  where  he  gets  it,  and  the  value  at  the  points  to 
which  he  sends  it,  and  the  prevailing  rates  from  other  points  that  are 
competitive,  as  well  as  values  at  those  points;  from  these  he  can  deter- 
mine what  rate  the  produce  will  bear  and  he  must  either  take  it  at 
that  rate,  or  not  move  it  at  all.  It  is  true,  as  can  be  shown,  that  his 
roads,  the  New  York  Central,  reduced  its  rates  from  2.743  cents  per  ton 
per  mile  in  1868  to  .879  cents  in  1880.  The  Lake  Shore  from  2.336  in 
1868  to  .758  cents  in  1880.  The  Michigan  Central  from  2.450  in  1868  to 
.842  cents  in  1880.  These  wonderful  reductions  in  twelve  years  of  six- 
ty-six per  cent  have  not  by  any  means  been  due  to  any  special  conces- 
sion to  the  public  welfare,  but  to  the  fact  that  his  roads  had  the  capacity 
for  an  immense  business,  with  a  full  equipment,  but  at  the  same  time 
the  freight  must  be  carried  at  such  rates  as  it  would  bear,  or  abandoned 
to  his  rivals.  His  interests  were  served  by  moving  freight  which 
would  have  availed  itself  of  lake  and  canal  transportation  if  he  had 
not  offered  rates  that  made  it  desirable  to  ship  it  over  his  roads.  A 
fuller  illustration,  of  the  correctness  of  his  statement  is  shown  in  the 
railway  classification.  Valuable  goods  are  classified  differently  and 
charged  higher  rate^,  not  merely  for  the  insurance  risk,  nor  that  the 
-cost  of  carriage  is  any  greater,  but  that  they  will  bear  the  higher  rate 
without  being  materially  felt  by  the  shipper  on  account  of  the  slight 
percentage  of  freight  to  value.  Products  of  small  value  that  will 
iiardly  bear  transportation  charges,  are  often  moved  at  no  profit,  at 
times  when  business  is  dull.  It  is  often  found  to  be  policy  to  keep 
men  employed  and  cars  moving  if  the  freight  pays  simply  the  cost  of 
transportation. 

The  roads  reporting  to  this  Board  give  a  total  of  equipment  of  2,562 
locomotives  and  85,206  cars,  or  a  total  value  of  about  $50,000,000. 
This  is  probably  not  far  from  the  value  of  the  equipment  of  the  roads 
controlled  by  the  Vanderbilt  parties.  The  interest  on  this  equipment  at 
six  per  cent  is  $3,000,000.  per  year,  or  $8,219.18  per  day.  It  is  all  im- 
portant to  keep  this  property  employed,  and  the  lowest  rate  can  be 
made  when  all  cars  are  f  lilly  loaded  in  both  directions,  and  when  all 
the  wheels  are  kept  moving. 

Our  views  on  this  subject  are  expressed  very  fully  by  Edward  Atkin- 
son, one  of  the  ablest  collectors  of  statistics  in  this  country,  and  one 
of  the  most  philosophic  writers  on  the  relations  of  the  railroad  and  the 
producer.    He  says  "it  cannot  be  too  often  repeated  that  the  railway 
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"  and  the  steamship  have  eliminated  distance.  The  Western  farm  and 
"  Eastern  work-shop,  the  Southern  plantation,  and  the  Northern  factory 
"  have  been  brought  near  each  other,  and  in  the  process  the  very  lines- 
''  of  railroad  that  have  been  most  profitable  to  their  owners,  are  the 
"  specific  lines  that  have  performed  the  largest  service  at  the  least  cost 
"  to  those  who  use  them.  One  day's  wages  of  a  common  mechanic  in 
"  Massachusetts,  will  pay  the  cost  of  moving  his  year's  subsistance  from 
"Chicago  to  Boston. 

"  When  we  consider  this  we  may  realize  that  Mr.  Vanderbilt,  and  his 
"  associates  who  led  the  way  to  the  consolidation  of  railway  service  and 

"thus  rendered  low  costs  possible,  were  the  great  communists  of  the 
"  day.  They  brought  a  community  of  subsistance,  and  carried  abund- 
*'  ance  to  the  door  of  the  common  laborer.  For  every  cent  they  earned 
"  in  the  railway  traflic  and  added  to  their  great  fortunes,  the  people  have 
"saved  a  d,ollar's  worth  of  labor  in  the  work  of  earning  their  subsistance 
"  by  the  reduction  of  the  charges  that  steadily  accompanied  the  increase, 
"of  the  traffic  upon  the  railroads.  It  matters  little  whether  their 
"motive  was  of  pure  selfishness,  or  enlightened  self-interest,  the  result 
"  is  the  same." 

RAILROAD  REPORTS. 

Mr.  Poor  in  his  Manual  for  1881,  suggests  that  all  railroads  be 
required  to  report  at  one  time.  We  might  add  that  if  some  system  of 
accounts  that  would  cover  all  statistical  information  needed  could  be 
adopted,  and  uniformly  reached,  comparisons  of  great  value  could  be 
made,  and  correct  ideas  of  the  cost  and  value  of  the  service  be  obtained. 
This  Board  has  struggled  through  five  reports,  and  sought  in  every 
way  to  secure  uniform  information.  The  answers  to  very  many  ques- 
tions asked  being  derived  from  different  methods  of  keeping  accounts^ 
have  been  far  from  satisfactory,  and  very  many  things  have  been  of 
necessity  estimated  by  the  Commissioners.  If  all  the  roads  would 
make  their  reports  on  the  30th  of  June,  and  adopt  the  system  recom- 
mended by  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  or  some  other,  the  informa- 
tion furnished  would  be  the  same  from  each,  and  the  reports  would 
give  a  much  more  intelligible  statement  of  facts  and  conditions. 

STRIKE  OF  THE  FREIGHT  HANDLERS   IN   NEW  YORK. 

During  the  past  summer  there  was  a  strike  among  the  men  handling 
freight  at  the  depots  of  the  roads  in  New  York.  The  strike  was  general 
and  seriously  hindered  the  forwarding  of  goods.    We  have  no  means 
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of  knowing  whether  the  wages  paid  these  men  were  suitable  compen-- 
sation  for  their  services  or  not.  A  strike  is  always  unfortunate  for 
the  laborer  who  loses  his  time,  and  the  employer  who  suflfers  in  about 

* 

the  same  ratio.  It  would  seem  that  some  plan  might  be  devised  by  which, 
the  equities  could  be  reached  without  this  loss.  The  public,  we  think^ 
rather  sympathized  with  the  freight  handlers,  and  the  commercial 
organizations  of  the  city  showed  a  strong  disposition  to  force  the  rail- 
ways to  terms  at  advanced  rates.  The  difficulties  were  finally  adjusted 
in  accordance  with  the  law  of  supply  and  demand,  which  seems  to  be- 
the  final  arbitrament  of  all  such  difficulties. 

CAPACITY  OF  FREIGHT  CARS. 

Until  vri thin  a  few  years  the  freight  cars  of  the  standard  gauge 
roads  were  not  allowed  to  carry  more  than  ten  tons  of  freight,  and 
any  excess  of  this  amount  was  charged  double  rates  as  a  penalty  for 
overloading.  The  generally  received  opinion  of  the  railroad  manager 
was,  that  this  was  about  the  limit  of  capacity  for  eight  wheeled  cars. 
These  cars  then,  as  now,  weighed  not  far  from  ten  tons. 

The  introduction  of  the  narrow  gauge  was  heralded  by  the  claim 
that  the  amount  of  dead  weight  was  less  to  the  load  than  could  be 
carried  on  the  standard  gauge,  the  original  cars  weighing  about  five 
tons  being  rated  for  loads  of  seven  and  une-half  tons.  This  seems  to 
have  set  the  reflecting  railway  manager  to  thinking  whether  the  cars 
of  the  standard  gauge  might  not  be  arranged  to  carry  a  similar  pro- 
portion of  tonnage  to  dead  weight.  The  result  has  been  that  at  the  pres- 
ent time  but  few  eight-wheeled  cars  of  standard  gauge  are  built  with 
a  carrying  capacity  of  less  than  twenty  tons.  This  seems  to  determine 
that  there  is  greater  economy  in  moving  j^eight  in  cars  of  the  greatest 
carrying  capacity.  This  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  the  rate  per  ton  per 
mile  is  being  reduced,  as  but  little  more  power  is  required  to  haul  thirty 
cars  each  loaded  with  twenty  tons  than  loaded  with  ten  tons.  The 
expenses  for  train  men  are  the  same,  and  the  cost  and  maintenance  of 
cars  about  the  same.  If  the  narrow  gauge  road  had  done  nothing 
more  than  educate  the  car  builder  and  the  railway  manager  as  to  the 
capacity  to  which  cars  could  be  increased  with  safety,  it  is  worth  to 
the  public  and  the  railway  system  all  that  it  has  cost. 

A  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Master  Car  Builders  Association 
to  examine  and  report  whether  the  carrying  capacity  of  freight  cars 
could  be  safely  increased  above  twenty  tons.  They  issued  a  circular  in 
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which  they  state  some  of  the  most  important  advantages  to  be  gained 
in  transporting  any  given  amount  of  tonnage  in  thirty  ton  cars,  lees 
cost  of  cars,  of  repairs,  of  dead  weight,  less  number  of  way-bills, 
shorter  trains,  shorter  side  tracks,  less  number  of  brakes,  journals  to 
oil,  wheels  to  inspect,  and  less  number  of  train  men.  They  submit 
the  following  table,  showing  the  number  of  box  cars  required  to  trans- 
port 1,000  tons  of  freight,  the  cars  of  different  capacities:

The  committee  submits  a  series  of  questions  to  the  master  car 
builders  of  the  various  roads,  .of  which  the  following  is  the  answer  in 
at  least  three-quarters  of  the  replies:  That  the  difference  between 
the  cars  of  the  capacity  of  twenty  tons  and  ten  tons,  so  far  as  wear 
and  breakage  of  wheels,  is  very  little;  that  greater  weight  is  required 
in  wheels,  but  not  much;  that  the  extra  wear  of  journals  is  slight,  if 
any;  that  there  are  no  more  hot  boxes  nor  is  better  oil  required;  that 
the  repairs  to  cars  generally  are  no  greater;  thftt  there  is  no  more  tend- 
ency to  deflection  in  car  bodies;  that  cars  from  thirty-four  to  forty 
feet  in  length  can  be  run  as  safely  as  shorter.  About  one-half  think 
the  carrying  capacity  could  be  increased  from  twenty  to  thirty  tons 
with  economy,  and  that  the  size  of  journals  and  weight  of  wheels 
should  be  increased  over  the  master  car  builder  standard.  The  others 
seem  to  regard  the  twenty  ton  car  a  success,  and  think  it  unwise  to 
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"attempt  to  enlarge  the  capacity  beyond  that  point.  They  were  unani- 
mous in  the  opinion  that  1,000  tons  of  freight  could  be  hauled  with 
greater  economy  in  twenty  than  ten  ton  cars. 

The  committee  concluded  that  freight  can  be  carried  in  thirty  ton 
ears  with  as  much  safety  and  greater  economy  than  in  cars  of  less 
capacity,  and  recommend  the  building  of  a  few  cars  as  an  experiment 
of  thirty  tons  capacity,  increasing  the  weight  of  wheels  to  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  pounds,  and  use  the  master  car  builders^  standard 
axle,  or  a  larger  size. 

The  conclusions  of  a  majority  of  the  men  who  have  devoted  the 
most  time  and  thought  to  this  subject  are  valuable,  interesting,  and  if 
correct,  will  go  to  form  another  factor  in  cheap  transportation.  The 
limit  of  weight  in  this  case  is  probably  a  little  more  than  five  tons  to 
the  wheel.  This  is  considerably  less  than  the  weight  of  the  loco- 
motives generally  and  successfully  introduced  on  most  of  the  roads. 
The  general  use  of  cars  carrying  thirty'  tons  would  be  a  reduction  in 
the  carriage  of  every  thousand  tons  of  paying  freight,  of  the  haulage 
of  five  hundred  and  eighty-eight  tons  of  dead  weight,  or  nearly  sixty 
per  cent  over  the  ten  ton  car,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  tons 
or  twenty-five  per  cent  over  the  twenty  ton  car.  The  extra  power  re- 
quired to  haul  the  dead  weight  of  the  car  has  always  been  one  of  the 
heaviest  burdens  imposed  on  products  that  must  be  moved  by  rail. 
The  effect  of  strong  winds  on  a  long  train,  particularly  in  a  prairie 
country,  has  also'  seriously  decreased  the  moving  capacity  of  a  given 
power.  A  thirty  ton  car  would  probably  be  as  little  affSected  by  this  as 
a  ten  ton  car,  and  the  percentage  of  its  moving  capacity  would  be  cor- 
respondingly increased.  The  low  grades,  the  steel  rail,  and  the  mini- 
mum percentage  of  dead  to  paying  weight  are  three  important  factors 
in  cheap  transportation. 

CONGRESSIONAL  REGULATIONS. 

There  have  been  many  suggestions  as  to  congressional  legislation 
in  regard  to  railroads,  and  a  multiplicity  of  views  advanced.  The  Hon. 
Charles  Francis  Adams,  Jr.,  prepared  a  bill  for  the  last  Congress  by 
which  he  proposes  to  establish  a  bureau  of  the  Interior  Department, 
consisting  of  three  commissioners  who  should  exercise  a  supervision 
ever  that  portion  of  the  business  of  railroads  that  passes  from  one 
State  or  Territory  to  another,  but  limiting  the  supervision  to  questions 
of  commerce  between  the  States,  and  the  methods  of  operation  affect- 
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ing  it.  The  duty  of  the  commissioners  was  to  investigate  all  com- 
plaints of  discrimination  of  charges,  or  method  of  rendering  service 
as  a  common  carrier  in  commerce  between  the  States  by  any  railway  ' 
corporations,  to  furnish  copies  of  their  findings  to  the  railway  com- 
panies, and  the  parties  complaining,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior. 

The  board  should  endeavor  to  procure  the  data  necessary  for  the 
gradual  enactment  of  an  intelligent  system  of  national  legislation 
regulating  inter-State  commerce,  and  was  required  to  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

.  The  bill  varies  but  little  in  the  underlying  principles  from  the  Iow& 
Commissioner  law,  which  was  framed  mainly  from  the  Massachusetts 
law,  probably  Mr.  Adams's  plan,  after  having  studied  the  workings  of 
the  commissioner  system  in  England. 

To  use  his  own  words,  "  the  policy  of  Great  Britain  adopted  in  1865, 
"was  an  expectant  one.  The  railroad  system  was  to  be  left  to  develop 
"itself  in  its  own  way  as  a  recognized  monopoly,  held  to  a  strict  ac- 
"  countability  as  such.  Whenever  it  should  appear  that  it  abused  its 
"privileges  and  power,  then  the  time  for  action  would  have  aiprived. 
"To  better  watch  over  it  an  exceptional  piece  of  government  ma- 
"  chinery  was  provided  in  the  form  of  a  board  of  commissioners,  whose 
"duties  were  to  hear  complaints  of  private  parties  and  intervene  in 
"cases  of  difficulty  between  the  companies  themselves." 

THE  REAGAK  BILL. 

Mr.  Reagan  introduced  a  bill  in  Congress  on  December  19,  1881, 
which  made  it  unlawful  for  the  railway  companies  to  charge  or  receive 
any  greater  or  less  amount  of  compensation  from  one  person  than 
another  for  like  and  contemporaneous  service;  that  all  charges  must 
be  reasonable;  that  all  services  shall  be  performed  alike  for  all  parties; 
that  no  rebates  or  drawbacks  should  be  allowed;  that  pooling  freights 
on  different  and  competing  roads,  or  any  contract  or  agreement  be- 
tween them  as  to  rates,  should  be  unlawful;  that  schedules  of  rates^ 
containing  the  classification,  the  stations,  and  the  charges  for  hauling^ 
storing,  and  handling,  shall  always  be  kept  posted;  that  no  schedule 
shall  be  changed  until  copies  of  the  new  schedule  shall  have  been 
posted  at  least  five  days;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  company  to 
charge  or  receive  either  more  or  less  than  the  schedule  rates;  that  it 
shall  be  unlawful  to  charge  more  for  a  shorter  than  a  longer  distance 
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in  one  continuous  carriage.  That  for  aViolation  of  this  act,  the  cor- 
poration shall  pay  to  the  party  damaged  by  greater  charges,  three 
times  the  amount  of  damage  sustained,  which  in  no  case  shall  be 
assessed  at  less  than  five  hundred  dollars;  and  for  each  offense  in  addi- 
tion, a  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be  recovered  by  the  United 
States,  one-half  of  which  shall  go  to  the  informer;  that  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  United  States  District- Attorney  to  prosecute,  and  the 
action  shall  be  in  the  nature  of  an  equity  procedure;  and  that  the 
parties  accused  shall  be  compelled  to  testify  against  themselves,  and 
produce  books  and  papers  for  the  purpose  of  convicting  themselves. 
The  directors,  officers,  and  managers,  or  agents,  are  made  liable  if  they 
directly  or  indirectly  aid  or  abet  any  infraction  of  the  act,  and  are  to 
be  fined  not  less  thanone  thousand  dollars  for  each  offense.  The  bill 
refers  to  car  load  lots,  and  is  confined  to  inter-State  commerce.  It 
makes  one  exception:  the  roads  may  carry  for  the  United  States  at  less 
rates  than  for  the  general  public.  Many  other  bills  were  introduced, 
but  generally  betrayed  a  total  lack  of  information  or  thought  upon 
the  subject,  so  that  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  they  were  gotten  up  for 
home  distribution*  without  any  expectation  of  their  being  acted  upon. 
There  is,  however,  one  exception;  Senator  McDill,  of  Iowa,  introduced 
a  bill  in  the  Senate  which  provided  for  a  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners, three  in  number,  one  of  whom  should  be  a  civil  engineer  with 
practical  railroad  experience,  one  familiar  with  the  agricultural,  com- 
mercial, and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  country,  and  one  a  spe- 
cialist in  railroad  questions  or  of  approved  legal  attainments.  That 
this  board  shall  exercise  a  supervision  over  the  transportation  com- 
panies, limited,  however,  to  inter-State  commerce,  whenever  called  upon 
to  do  so  by  the  railroad  commissioners  of  the  several  States,  and  all 
discriminating  charges  shall  be  investigated  if  desired  by  the  com- 
plainants at  the  place  where  the  cause  of  complaint  originated;  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  collect  statistics  bearing  on  inter-State 
commerce,  and  it  may  require  annual  reports  from  all  persons  or  cor- 
porations engaged  in  inter-State  commerce;  that  on  the  fiVst  day  of 
October  of  eaah  year,  the  commissioners  shall  make  a  report  of  their 
doings  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  embodying  such  facts, 
statistics,  and  data,  as  are  deemed  important  for  the  proper  regulation 
of  inter-State  commerce;  that  the  commissioners,  in  all  cases  of  com- 
plaint of  a  violation  of  law,  or  the  failure  to  perform  the  duties  of  a 
common  carrier  of  inter-State  commerce,  shall  give  notice  of  their  find- 
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ings  to  the  parties  interested  and  report  the  same  to  the  President  with 
recommendations  in  relation  thoreto;  that  every  unjust  discrimination 
against  persons  or  places,  that  all  extortions,  that  all  concessions  of 
rates  or  drawbacks,  and  all  devices  whereKy  one  shipper  or  locality  is 
given  an  undue  advantage  over  another,  are  declared  to  be  against 
public  policy,  and  it  is  specially  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  in- 
vestigate such  cases  and  report  them  fully  in  their  annual  report. 

The  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Reagan  met  the  combined  hostility  of 
the  entire  railroad  interests  of  the  country.  It  was  contended  that 
this  bill  prevented  any  discriminations^  whether  just  or  unjust;  that 
the  entire  transportation  business,  to  be  a  success,  must  be  discrimin- 
atory in  its  character,— high  rates  were  charged  on  valuable  goods 
largely  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  transportation  and  insurance,  in  order 
that  more  bulky  and  less  valuable  property  could  be  moved  at  low 
rates.  It  was  contended  that  the  railroads  were  now  carrying  the 
products  of  the  country  cheaper  than  any  form  of  railway  transporta- 
tion known;  that  the  tendency  of  the  bill  would  be  to  destroy  the 
elasticity  of  the  system;  that  the  rates  under  the  provisions  of  the  bill 
must  necessarily  be  increased.  It  was  claimed  that  the  pooling  of 
earnings  forbidden  by  the  bill  was  beneficial  rather  than  detrimental 
to  the  public  interests,  the  pool  being  defined  as  ^^  an  agreement  among 
*^  them  for  each  to  accept  as  its  share  of  the  competitive  business  at  a 
^*'  moderately  remunerative  rate  common  to  all,  what  shall  be  judged 
"  to  be  its  just  proportion  by  an  umpire  or  board  selected  by  them  all 
**  to  make  such  apportionment." 

If  every  business  interest  is  better  served  by  reasonable  uniform  and 
steady  rates  than  by  those  subject  to  constant  and  often  extreme  fluc- 
tuations, if  every  market  is  accessible  to  the  shipper  and  variation  of 
rates  to  dififerent  points  due  only  to  natural  or  acquired  advantages, 
then  their  reasoning  is  correct,  and  any  law  prohibiting  pooling  works 
a  hardship  on  the  railway  and  the  shipper.  The  railway  companies 
object  to  being  held  strictly  to  posted  rates;  they  claim  that  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  vary  their  rates  at  times  to  meet  circumstances 
that  constantly  arise;  that  no  one  can  be  injured  by  change  of  rates 
if  all  parties  under  similar  circumstances  are  treated,  alike. 

Mr.  Depew,  in  an  argument  before  a  railway  committee  of  the  New 
York  legislature,  gives  the  following  illustration:  They  quarry  the 
stone  and  manufacture  cement  at  Roundout,  a  station  on  the  line  of 
the  New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River  road.    A  large  contract  is  to 
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be  let  at  Indianapolis;  at  Louisville,  within  one  hundred  miles  of  In- 
dianapolis, they  manufacture  cement  as  cheaply  as  at  Roundout;  the 
Roondout  manufacturer  can  only  compete  for  thLs  contract  by  getting 
rates  to  Indianapolis  as  low  as  the  Louisville  manufacturer  does.  The 
New  York  Central  and  connecting  lines,  by  carrying  the  freight  at 
less  than  cost,  enable  him  to  get  the  contract;  an  important  industry 
is  kept  going  and  sustained  by  this  and  like  concessions;  a  large  pop* 
alation  is  kept  employed;  the  railroad  company  gets  its*pay  by  charges 
for  supplying  this  community  with  what  they  eat,  drink,  and  wear. 
His  road  does  the  same  for  the  iron-smelter;  it  carries  ore  to  his  fur- 
nace for  less  than  cost;  a  village  is  built  up  and  a  population  brought 
together  that  pays  back  to  the  railroad  for  supplies  and  otherwise^ 
largely  more  than  the  loss  on  the  transportation  of  the  ore.  If  every 
article  must  be  carried  below  cost,  because  the  iron  and  cement  were,, 
then  the  cement  man  and  the  iron  man  m9st  either  abandon  their 
business  or  reduce  its  proportions  to  paying  rates.  The  railway  com- 
pany and  the  locality,  he  claims,  are  both  benefited  by  this  low  rate, 
and  no  one  injured  thereby,  unless  it  maiy  be  the  Louisville  man,  who 
has  no  business  relations  with  the  road. 

If  the  manufacturing  interests  of  Iowa  are  developed  to  any  great 
degree  it  must  be  by  the  extension  to  them  of  special  rates,  and  the 
only  way  in  which  the  Iowa  manufacturer  can  succeed  is  by  special 
rates,  to  enable  him  to  meet  his  competitors  on  equal  terms.  If  the 
oat-nieal  manufacturers  of  central  Iowa,  as  they  have  done  recently, 
can  place  their  goods  in  London  and  Glasgow  for  fifty  cents  per  one 
hundred  pounds,  they  can  compete  with  the  Scotchman  on  his  own 
ground  and  in  his  own  product;  otherwise  the  oats  must  be  fed  to 
stock  at  home  in  the  place  of  cheaper  food.  The  railways  get  their 
support  from  the  communities  and  interests  they  help  to  build  up, 
and  no  other  industry  suffers  if  under  similar  circumstances  all  are 
treated  alike. 

For  a  violation  of  the  law  heavy  penalties  are  enacted,  one  fea> 
tare  of  which  is  peculiarly  distasteful  to  fair  minded  men,  that  is  the 
provision  that  one-half  the  penalty,  which  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than 
one  thousand  dollars,  goes  to  the  informer;  that  congressional  legis- 
lation should,  in  cold  blood,  set  the  spy  and  the  informer  to  destroying 
the  prospering  industries  of  the  country,  is  to  us  monstrous.  This 
eharacter  at  his  best  estate  is  detestable,  and  if  in  the  prosecution 
of  criminals  he  is  sometimes  necessary,  it  is  no  reason  why  he  should 
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be  injected  into,  and  made  an  instrument  to  rob  the  industrious. 
If  parties  are  injured  by  the  violation  of  law  by  these  corpontions,  it 
is  proper  that  their  losses  should  be  repaid,  and  that  in.  addition  they 
should  be  paid  their  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  obtaining  their 
rights;  beyond  this  they  have  no  legitimate  claim,  and  any  attempt 
to  give  them  more  is  a  more  serious  offense  against  justice  than  in 
charging  them  a  higher  rate  for  railway  service  than  some  one  else. 
We  regard  punitive  damages  in  this  character  of  cases  as  injurious,  and 
jin  exercise  of  arbitrary  power  utterly  at  variance  with  the  principles 
of  commercial  legislation. 

The  exception  to  the  ironclad  law  that  railways  may  carry  for  the 
United  States  cheaper  than  for  anyone  else,  is  a  striking  proof  that  the 
underlying  idea  of  perfect  equality  in  all  things  should  he  sometimes 
varied.  Why  the  government  that  makes  the  law  should  offer  itself 
as  the  only  exception  to  its  provisions  may  be  a  subject  of  profitable 
study. 

The  bill  offered  by  Senator  McDill,  like  that  of  Mr.  Adams,  provides 
for  a  board  of  railroad  commissioners.  These  two  gentlemen  have  both 
served  some  time  as  railroad  commissioners,  and  have  educated  them- 
selves upon  this  subject  with  the  same  surroundings;  both  have  spent 
years  studying  the  subject  from  a  philosophical  standpoint,  and  with 
an  eye  to  the  best  interests  of  their  respective  States  and  the  general 
good  of  the  country,  have  sought  to  fasten  upon  the  transportation 
companies  only  such  restraints  as  would  benefit  the  public  without 
injuring  the  service;  that  they  have  done  this  intelligently  no  one  will 
question. 

Senator  McDill  makes  the  commission  an  independent  body  and 
requires  reports  to  be  made  to  the  President  direct.  Mr.  Adams  makes 
the  commission  a  bureau  of  the  Interior  Department,  and  requires  re- 
ports to  be  made  to  the  Secretary.  We  think  Senator  McDill's  bill  is 
better,  as  the  subject  is  too  important  to  be  made  subsidiary  to  any  of 
the  departments.  Senator  McDill  defines  what  shall  be  unlawful  in  the 
way  of  unjust  discrimination,  extortion,  special  rates,  devices  whereby 
one  shipper  receives  an  unjust  advantage  over  another,  and  declares  them 
to  be  against  public  policy.  Mr.  Adams  leaves  the  determination  of 
these  matters  to  the  commissioners.  They  both  evidently  contemplate 
a  commission  of  high  character  as  to  its  personnel  and  leave  much  to 
be  developed  in  its  workings.  Both  contemplate  that  this  board  shall 
collect  the  data  from  which  an  intelligent  system  of  National  legisla- 
tion regulating  inter-State  railroad  commerce  shall  be  evolved. 
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DOMESTIC  EXPORTS. 

Mr.  Nimmo  says  that  the  value  of  the  domestic  exports  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1871,  was  $442,820,178;  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1881,  was  $902,319,473,  or  an  increase  of 
$459,499,295;  that  this  increase  is  chiefly  in  the  products  of  the  West- 
ern and  Northwestern  States,  a  large  proportion  of  which  was  trans- 
ported to  the  sea-hoard  hy  railroad,  and  he  credits  much  of  this 
increase  to  the  Teduction  of  rates  from  the  Mississippi  and  Missouri 
rivers  to  the  ocean.  He  says  they  were  reduced  from  1.77  cents  per  ton 
per  mile  in  1873  to  1.07  cents  per  ton  per  mile  in  1881,  a  decrease  of 
thirty-nine  and  one-half  per  cent. 

No  stronger  argument  could  be  presented  to  show  that  inter-State 
commerce  flourishes  best  with  the  fewest  restrictions  possible,  and  it 
must  be  admitted  that  the  West  has  been  enriched  by  its  freedom. 

FBEE  CANALS  IK  NEW  YORK. 

This  Board  learns  with  great  satisfaction  that  the  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York  was  passed. at  the  Novem- 
ber election  by  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  majority.  The  effect 
of  this  is  to  free  the  canals  from  tolls  and  maintain  them  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  State.  This  course  was  probably  necessary  to  hold  the 
supremacy  of  the  port  of  New  York  and  prevent  the  grain  of  the 
West  from  seeking  an  outlet  for  Europe  at  New  Orleans  or  other  ocean 
ports. 

We  regard  this  as  a  great  and  permanent  gain  for  the  Western 
States,  and  a  constant  and  reliable  avenue  for  cheap  transportation. 
The  canal  will  always  act  as  a  regulator  of  rates  from  Chicago  to  New 
York,  and  will  never  furnish  less  facilities  than  it  does  now.  It  may 
in  the  future  be  so  enlarged  that  the  lake  vessels  will  carry  their  car- 
goes to  New  York  instead  of  making  the  transfer  at  Buffalo. 

The  influence  the  improvement  of  transportation  facilities  in  one 
section  of  the  country  has  upon  another,  is  aptly  illustrated  by  the 
abolition  of  tolls  on  the  State  canals  of  New  York.  The  improvement 
of  the  Welland  Canal  and  the  deepening  of  the  mouth  of  the  Missis- 
sippi River  naturally  induced  New  York  to  look  to  her  commerce. 
Cheapening  of  carriage  over  a  part  of  the  route  to  the  sea-board  will 
decrease  the  price  paid  to  the  producer,  and  the  farther  improvement 
of  the  Mississippi  and  tributaries  will  have  a  tendency  to  reduce  far- 
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ther  the  cost  of  transportation,  not  only  over  that  commercial  highway^ 
but  over  all  competing  routes  to  the  sea^board. 

POOLS. 

During  the  summer  past  the  Northwestern,  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island  &  Pacific,  and  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  railroads 
meeting  at  Des  Moines,  disagreed  concerning  the  distribution  of 
freight,  and  a  war  of  rates  followed  continuing  till  October,  disturb- 
ing business  for  one  hundred  miles  wherever  Des  Moines  merchants 
competed  with  others  within  that  distance. 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minne- 
apolis &  Omaha,  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific,  the  Burlington,. 
Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern,  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis,  and  the  Illinois 
Central  railroads  operating  in  Iowa,  are  now  cutting  rates  wherever 
they  come  into  competition,  disarranging  business  entirely  throughout 
the  State. 

There  is  something  startling  in  the  reflection  that  the  business  of 
the  whole  Northwest  should  be  deran&red  by  misunderstandings 
between  railroad  men  relative  to  their  sh^e  of  freight  and  passengers 
at  given  points,  and  the  several  deleterious  results  that  attend  and  fol- 
low a  war  of  rates  are  far  reaching  in  their  consequences.*  Weak  rail- 
roads,  built  as  competing  lines  are  wrecked,  and  the  investment  lost 
to  the  owners.  Merchants  are  ruined  or  paralyzed,  when  competitors 
can  get  goods  for  as  much  lower  freights  as  more  than  equal  customary 
profits.  Non-competing  points  must  make  good  the  loss  endured  at 
the  points  where  the  cut  rates  carry  freight  and  passengers  for  less 
than  cost.  Every  station  within  competitive  distance  pajrs  higher 
rates  and  sufiers  in  consequence.  Producers  are  charged  too  much  at 
non-competing  points,  and  the  profits  of  their  business  unjustly  cur- 
tailed, or  entirely  appropriated.  Uncertainty  prevails  regarding  future 
enterprise.  Dissatisfaction  ensues,  and  a  sense  of  wrong  results. 
There  is  no  practical  remedy  under  any  existing  law  for  any  of  the 
abuses  mentioned.  If  a  railroad  cannot  stand  out  against  a  stronger 
one  it  must  succumb,  and  be  eventually  incorporated  with  some 
stronger  line,  thereby  lessening  the  number  who  control  our  transpor- 
tation systems.  It  is  difficult  to  lay  down  a  rule  that  would  prevent 
unjust  discrimination  at  every  point,  and  difficult  to  fix  a  minimum 
rate,  as  the  volume  of  business  at  any  given  point  enables  the  carrier 
best  to  gauge  the  rate,  but  the  burden  of  proof  should  rest  on  the  car- 
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rier  to  show  why  car  load  lots  going  eastward  from  stations  in  Iowa 
should  pay  as  much  as  lots  from  stations  farther  west.  We  have  half 
the  railroads  of  the  world.  Our  railroads  are  fast  developing  every 
State  and  Territory.  The  evils  incident  are  trivial  in  a  general  sensQ- 
compared  with  the  good  consequent  upon  commercial  development  by 
rail.  The  community,  however,  is  made  up  of  the  individuals  compos- 
ing it,  and  neither  passion,  pr^'udice,  power,  nor  pelf,  in  him  who  con- 
trols a  railroad,  should  be  permitted  to  destroy  the  estate  or  prosperity 
of  the  individual,  as  cutting  of  rates  during  the  past  season  and  at 
present  is  doing  in  Iowa.  The  first  requirement  in  transportation  i8> 
a  fair  rate,  and  the  next  a  steady  rate.  Our  people  are  slow  to  com- 
plain of  a  high  rate  if  it  is  unvarying,  but  when  one  town  in  the  midst 
of  an  hundred  gets  unusually  low  rates,  in  consequence  of  cutting  or 
pooling  that  the  others  cannot  have,  derangement  follows  that  affects 
every  business  relation  of  the  whole,  and  discontent  ensues  that  reaches 
every  relation  in  life.  There  is  urgent  need  of  a  power  commensurate 
with  the  jurisdiction  of  through  railroads,  that  can  interfere  to  settle- 
differences  between  railroads,  to  prevent  a  railroad  being  wrecked,  to 
prevent  a  town  being  unjustly  discriminated  against,  and  to  whom  an 
individual  may  go  for  justice  be  he  the  poorest  citizen  of  the  republic. 

The  strongest  barrier  in  the  way  of  instituting  a  power  by  the  fed- 
eral government  able  to  deal  with  a  railroad,  or  system  of  railroads,  is 
the  apprehension  in  the  minds  of  railroad  men  that  such  a  power 
would  go  too  far.  No  power  yet  called  into  being  has  gone  too  far. 
Con^pness  and  State  legislatures  have  created  courts  that  are  found 
coHLpetent,  but  too  slow,  and  too  expensive,  for  practical  relief.  The- 
States  have  created  commissions  that  are  not  likely  to  go  so  far  that 
public  opinion  will  not  bring  them  back,  but  are  gradually  collecting 
facts  for  general  information,  and  establishing  precedents  that  will 
grow  into  codes  of  authority  governing  State  commerce.  State  com- 
missioners can  establish  no  precedent  that  fails  to  meet  the  appro- 
bation of  intelligent  men  in  railroading  and  out  of  it.  A  federal 
commission  need  give  no  more  apprehension  to  inter-State  commerce^ 
than  a  State  commission  gives  to  State  commerce.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  it  would  gradually  stop  the  practices  prejudicial  to  commerce, 
that  will  be  stopped,  either  this  way  or  by  methods  more  heroic. 

The  producer  is  often  forgotten  in  fixing  rates;  nobody  represents 
him;  satisfaction  may  be  general  while  he  is  unheard  and  overlooked; 
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unrest  and  dissatisfaction  may  be  preyalent,  while  other  classes  are  ac^ 
commodated. 

The  most  prominent  complaints  regarding  rates  are  from  non-com- 
peting  points  that  suffer  in  competition  with  points  where  pool  rates 
on  one  or  more  sides  are  lower.  Farmers  selling  or  buying  at  such 
points  feel  the  discrimination  more  than  the  merchant,  and  the  Com- 
mission in  determining  cases  will  be  induced  to  regard  the  rates  iixed 
at  the  competing  points  as  prima  facie  fair  and  reasonable  for  like 
amounts  of  Iowa  freight. 

If  the  losses  consequent  upon  the  wars  of  rates  that  have  prevailed 
in  Iowa  during  the  past  season  were  equalized,  and  reductions  in  trans- 
portation of  freight  and  passengers  as  much  lower  as  the  loss  will 
make  general  incomes,  increased  travel  would  result,  and  encourage- 
ment given  to  the  industries  of  the  State  that  create  freightage  for 
the  railroads.  The  Commission  therefore  are  justified  in  recommend- 
ing lower  rates  for  freight  and  passengers  uniformly  distributed. 

Iowa  products  that  aggregate  in  the  hands  of  individuals,  like  but- 
ter and  meats,  and  in  some  instances  live  stock,  and  other  products, 
command  low  through  rates.  The  manufacturer,  to  be  enabled  to  com- 
pete with  more  favorably  located  rivals,  with  regard  to  material  and 
markets,  has  rates  commensurate  with  his  requirements.  The  whole- 
sale dealer  in  the  State,  to  be  able  to  compete  with  his  more  formida- 
ble Eastern  rival,  requires  rates,  and  gets  them.  The  theory  of  the 
carrier  is  to  ignore  to  some  extent  time  and  distance  in  overcoming 
the  comparative  disabilities  of  the  growing  industries  of  the  State. 
Representatives  of  those  industries  have  a  hearing,  can  press  their 
claims  with  detailed  statements  of  facts.  Heavy  shipments  are  con- 
trolled by  individuals  who  are  acquainted  with  railroad  men,  who  as- 
sociate with  them  in  public  and  private  life,  and  who  brin^  to  bear 
the  combined  influences,  knowledge  of  the  situation  and  the  advan- 
tages of  association.  There  are  classes  in  Iowa  that  possess  none  of 
these  influences:  that  is  the  producer,  the  small  shipper,  and  country 
merchant,  and  it  is  the  especial  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commission  to 
«ee  that  they  are  not  unjustly  discriminated  against. 

Iowa  railroads  have  about  one  thousand  stations.  Freight  trains 
stop  at  each  of  them  every  day  to  gather  the  products  of  the  State 
bound  for  markets  abroad.  It  is  very  rare  that  reasons  exist  for  giv- 
ing one  shipper  lower  rates  for  car  load  lots  than  can  be  had  by  all 
shippers.    It  is  very  rare  that  reasons  exist  for  charging  as  much  for 
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a  ^ven  distance  as  for  a  longer  distance.  When  unjust  discrimina* 
tioQ  exists  regarding  shippers,  or  distance,  it  is  nearly  always  at  the 
expense  of  the  carriers,  and  always  makes  resentment  in  the  minds  of 
those  who  are  denied  like  favors. 

Publicity  of  all  that  concerns  the  corporation  will  do  more  to  cor- 
rect abuses  through  enlightened  public  opinion  than  will  speculative 
statute.  We  believe  it  due  to  the  public,  that  when  corporations  are 
created  to  conduct  undertakings  too  extensive  for  private  enterprise^ 
it  should  be  made  the  duty  of  public  officials  to  keep  close  watch  over 
all  their  operations,  making  public  full  details  of  their  growth,  so  that 
remedy  may  be  suggested  for  abuse,  the  mysteries  removed,  and  sus- 
picion allayed  in  the  public  mind  where  no  cause  exists  for  it. 

TERBITOBIAL  ASSIGNMENT. 

The  settlement  of  the  war  of  rates  that  has  been  prevalent  during^ 
this  fall  among  the  railroads  on  the  theory  that  certain  territory  must 
be  sacred  to  the  uses  of  one  or  more  companies  and  that  no  other  shall 
build  a  competing  line,  is  wrong,  unwise,  and  alarming.  If  railroad 
building  has  arrived  at  a  point  where  sections  of  the  country  must  be 
left  to  the  caprice  of  one  railroad  directory,  very  prompt  measures 
should  be  adopted. 

Public  moderation  has  been  asked  while  the  railroad  systems  were 
being  perfected;  large  freedom  has  been  given  while  facts  were  being 
collected  upon  which  to  base  judicious  action.  Annoying  discrimin- 
ation has  been  tolerated  while  development  progressed.  While  differ- 
ent systems  opened  the  way  to  different  markets,  the  hope  was  lively 
that  competition  would  gradually  lower  cost  of  carriage  and  industrial 
development  justify  lower  rates  to  market.  But  when  the  element  of 
territorial  division  arbitrarily  stops  the  competition  looked  for,  legis- 
lative interference  should  at  once  determine  what  rates  are  fair  to  the 
producer  in  such  territory.  Competition  by  water,  competition  of 
capital,  competition  of  enterprise,  are  all  negatived  when  territory  is 
assigned  exclusively  to  one  combination.  The  arrangements  by  pool- 
ing and  distributing  have  been  understood  as  temporary,  pending  the 
coming  of  new  factors  into  the  transportation  problem,  and  the  en- 
couragement given  new  manufacturing  enterprises  at  general  expense 
has  been  conceded  pending  the  infancy  of  new  industries;  but,  if  as- 
signment is  made  of  territory  to  certain  corporations,  with  agreed 
prohibition  of  competitive  extension,  the  case  is  made  and  issue  joined 
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it  is  then  incumbent  on  the  States  and  nation  to  determine  the  rights 
of  all  parties  interested,  so  that  producers,  dealers,  and  consumers  msj 
be  as  well  assured  of  their  future  as  carriers. 

The  extension  of  new  corporations  into  our  State  has  resulted  in 
competition  in  many  articles,  and  at  many  points.  Development  of 
certain  products,  and  increase  in  their  value,  has  commanded  lower 
rates.  Year  by  year  the  products  that  commanded  lower  rates  to  the 
Eastern  markets  have  increased  in  number,  and  the  extension  of  rail- 
roads has  multiplied  the  points  where  competition  obtained.  While 
this  development  continues,  considerable  flexibility  in  charges  can  be 
«ndured,  because  the  carrier  is  adjusting  himself  to  new  relations  and 
the  producer  is  adjusting  himself  to  the  new  world  of  c(»mmerce  with 
which  the  railroad  is  bringing  him  into  contact.  Experiment  goes  on 
where  the  world  has  provided  no  common  law,  and  social  development 
very  regularly  follows  commercial  enterprise.  When  assignment  of 
territory  intervenes,  the  will  of  the  carrier  regarding  rates  takes  the 
place  of  rates  suggested  by  the  circumstances  that  attend  growth  and 
change  and  the  new  factors  they  introduce,  and  at  that  juncture  the 
will  of  the  government  should  protect  the  producer,  shipper,  mer- 
chant, and  consumer. 

The  fullest  freedom  compatible  with  safety  should  be  allowed  dur- 
ing growth;  when  growth  stops,  habits  should  be  settled. 

DEVELOPMENT. 

The  development  of  our  State,  through  better  farming,  manufac- 
turing, mining,  wholesaling,  and  commerce  by  rail  that  is  the  hand- 
maid of  these  diversified  industries,  presents  the  transportation  prob- 
lem in  a  different  view  from  that  shown  when  agriculture  in  its  less 
profitable  shape  was  the  principal  party  interested.  Ten  years  ago  the 
producer  needed  a  low  rate  for  bulky  cheap  articles.  He  was  in  debt 
at  harvest,  and  compelled  to  market  promptly.  Stock-raising  has 
superseded  grain-raising  to  a  great  extent,  and  a  railroad  car  carries  to 
market  much  more  value  than  it  did  a  decade  ago. 

The  perfection  and  extension  of  the  dairy  has  solved  the  transpor- 
tation problem  to  him  who  keeps  the  cow.  Manufacturing  cities  are 
springing  up  and  are  vitally  interested  in  fair  uniform  rates  on  in- 
coming material  and  outgoing  product.  Competing  cities  engaged  in 
manufacturing  and  wholesaling  suffer  more  now  from  the  inability  of 
carriers  to  arrange  uniform  rates  than  any  class  in  Iowa  suffers  from 
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excessive  rates.  Farmers  in  eastern  and  central  Iowa  can  wait  for 
markets,  such  is  their  financial  independence  generally,  but  the  mer- 
chant, the  manufacturer,  and  wholesaler  cannot  stop  business  for  adaj 
without  serious  inconvenience  and  loss. 

A  small  per  cent  of  the  complaints  made  to  this  Board  are  from  f arm- 
•ers  concerning  rates,  and  those  that  complain  are  generally  aggrieved 
•concerning  bulky  cheap  products.  It  appears  then  that  as  the  State 
^rows  and  exports  from  it  change  from  low-priced  to  high-priced,  a 
different  class  becomes  vitally  interested  in  transportation.  It  is  the 
<luty  of  this  Board  to  get  fair  usage  for  the  most  modest  citizen,  but 
it  is  pleasant  to  notice  as  the  citizen  changes  his  business  from  an  ex- 
porter of  com  to  an  exporter  of  butter,  meat,  or  wool,  he  helps  him- 
self as  far  as  transportation  is  concerned. 

No  pool,  or  division  of  business,  or  agreement  of  rates,  however 
sacred,  is  strong  enough  to  prevent  the  owner  of  one  hundred  head 
of  cattle  from  getting  a  special  rate  on  some  road  his  stock  can 
travel  to,  but  a  city  is  fixed  as  the  railroad  that  waits  upon  it 
is  fixed.  Its  merchants  are  at  its  mercy  and  its  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers  must  have  as  low  rates  as  their  competitors  in  neighboring 
i:own8  or  their  business  suffers.  The  self-interest  of  railroad  men  gen- 
erally protects  the  business  man  in  town,  but,  during  the  past  season 
very  great  differences  in  rates  to  towns  in  this  State  equidistant  from 
Chicago,  have  caused  loss,  inconvenience,  and  lively  apprehension. 
This  state  of  affairs  regarding  the  business  men  of  our  cities  is  the  most 
interesting  and  important  feature  of  the  transportation  question,  as  it 
affects  Iowa  people  at  present.  The  condensation  of  raw  material  into 
more  valuable  products  places  the  manufacturer  between  the  farmer 
and  transporter,  and  it  is  vital  to  the  prosperity  of  the  State  that 
he  have  a  uniform  rate  as  well  as  a  fair  rate,  and,  also,  that  his  rate  cor- 
responds with  that  of  his  competitor  in  neighboring  towns.  Iowa 
merchants  have  gone  to  Eastern  distributing  and  wholesaling  points 
heretofore  for  goods  to  supply  the  retail  trade.  Within  a  few  years 
several  enterprising  cities  in  our  State  have  been  building  up  whole- 
saling establishments.  They  buy  direct  from  Eastern  factories,  and  in 
many  instances  buy  from  manufacturers  in  Iowa,  thus  perfecting  our 
society  and  industries,  and  retaining  all  the  profits  of  such  business 
within  the  State.  When  transportation  charges  from  Eastern  import- 
ing cities  and  manufacturing  towns  vary  considerably  to  competing 
towns  in  Iowa,  the  difference  often  exceeds  the  profits  of  the  merchant

and  entails  loss  or  ruin.  Want  of  ability  to  prevent  the  above  men- 
tioned  conditions  relative  to  manufacturing  and  wholesaling,  seem» 
quite  as  evident  as  disposition  to  disturb  commercial  harmony.  These 
evils  are  mostly  beyond  State  jurisdiction  and  call  loudly  for  remedy^ 
or  prevention.  The  railroad  freight  agent  who  has  studied  the  details 
of  his  office  so  as  to  become  an  expert  in  his  line  of  business,  witb 
dividends  to  the  stockholders  and  harmony  with  competitors  as  his  aint 
in  life,  may  not  comprehend  the  wants  of  the  producer  as  progression 
in  the  departments  of  the  farm  requires  more  extensive  and  more  mi^ 
nute  consideration.  Nor  can  he  be  expected  to  add  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  diversified  industry  in  a  rapidly  developing  country  to  the 
knowledge  of  his  peculiar  vocation,  the  most  exacting  on  earth.  He 
fears  interference,  and  uses  his  influence  to  prevent  it.  He  is  in  charge 
of  the  most  potent  agent  that  serves  the  civilization  of  the  century, 
and  doubts  the  consequences  of  unskilled  meddling.  He  staggers  often 
under  the  weight  of  growing  responsibiltty  and  demonstrates  that  in 
the  wise  conservation  of  varied  interests,  varied  experience  should  be 
consulted,  and  when  the  industries  of  a  State  are  affected  by  misunder- 
standings between  carriers,  and  the  State  is  helpless  to  protect  its  citi- 
zens, and  can  neither  prevent  discrimination  nor  preserve  harmony^ 
the  Nation  should  supply  the  lacking  power.

Referring  to  your  letter  of  December  14th,  last,  wherein  you  complain  of 
the  high  rates  on  wheat  charged  by  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company, 
and  the  reduction  in  charges  on  Minneapolis  flour  transported  to  Iowa  mar- 
kets, the  Board  has  received  the  following  letter  from  W.  K.  Ackerman, 
President  of  the  Illinois  Central : 

Chicago,  January  18,  I882! 

E,  G.  Morgan,  Secretary  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  : 

Dear  Sir— Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  iiOth  ult..  In  regard  to  com- 
plaint of  the  Independence  Mills  Company,  I  would  say  that  our  rate  on 
nour  from  Minneapolis  to  Independence  is  forty-five  cents  per  barrel,  and 
this  is  a  higher  rate  than  we  charge  on  our  Iowa  Division  locally  for  the 
same  distances  and  on  the  same  class  of  freight.  Our  wheat  rates  on  our 
Iowa  Division  we  think  are  unreasonably  low,  and  the  Independence  Mills 
Company  has  the  advantage  of  them.  I  do  not  see  that  they  have  any 
just  cause  of  complaint,  because  we  haul  at  a  higher  rate  on  Hour  from 
another  State  than  we  charge  locally  in  Iowa.

W.  K.  Ackerman,  President, 

If  the  through  Minnesota  rate  to  Iowa  points  is  higher  than  the  Iowa 
local  rates  it  would  seem  that  this  is  all  that  could  reasonably  be  asked  as 
to  the  relation  or  proportion  of  the  two  charges.  Such  facts  show  that 
Iowa  local  interests  already  have  an  advantage  over  shipments  from  Min- 
nesota. The  next  question  is,  are  the  Illinois  Central  local  rates  reasonable 
in  themselves?  In  a  former  letter  you  asked  for  the  rate  from  Waterloo  to 
Independence.  On  examination  we  find  it  to  be  0.20  cents  per  100  lbs.  on 
wheat,  or  3.72  cents  per  bushel.  This  is  almost  exactly  the  rate  fixed  by  the 
Iowa  tarifiF  (*'  Granger  act")  law  of  1874.  To  be  exact,  the  rate  charged  now 
is 6.20 per  100  lbs.;  the  "Granger  rate"  was 6.14  cents  per  100  lbs.— an  in- 
erease  of  only  .06  of  a  cent  per  100.    The  Illinois  Central  is  still  operating 
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under  ''Granger  rates"  substantially,  having  made  but  a  slight  increase 
since  the  repeal  of  that  law,  and  this  only  on  short  hauls  and  partial  car 
loads. 

It  was  everywhere  conceded  that  the  rates  of  the  "  Granger  law "  were 
exceedingly  low,  and  surely  the  Illinois  Central's  Iowa  business  does  not 
indicate  anything  like  profits  year  by  year.  As  to  the  rate  on  wheat  from 
Waterloo  to  Independence,  and  from  other  stations  on  the  Illinois  Central, 
the  Commissioners  hold  that  they  are  not  unreasonable.  As  to  the  rate  on 
Minneapolis  flour  to  Iowa  points:  the  rate  being  relatively  higher  than 
Iowa  local  rates  for  like  distances,  they  see  no  good  ground  of  complaint. 
Besides,  they  have  no  jurisdiction  over  rates  between  different  States^  and 
are  powerless  in  the  premises. 

As  to  the  branch  of  your  complaint  referring  to  the  Burlington,  Cedar 
Bapids  &  Northern,  Superintendent  Ives  writes  that  their  rate  on  Minne- 
apolis flour  to  Independence  and  other  points  on  the  Milwaukee  Division  is 
fifty  cents  per  barrel.  This  is  five  cents  higher  than  the  Illinois  Central 
rate  for  same  service,  and  therefore  makes  the  relative  advantage  still 
greater  in  favor  of  Iowa  local  rates  on  wheat. 

If  the  Commissioners  had  the  power,  they  would  be  reluctant  to  use  it  in 
recommending  a  higher  rate  on  Minneapolis  fiour.  On  this  subject  Super- 
intendent  Ives  uses  this  language:  "We  think  if  the  Commissioners  will 
''inquire,  they  will  ascertain  that  people  at  Independence  imported  this 
"fiour  in  consequence  of  the  Mill  Company  being  unable  to  furnish  the 
"  local  wants  through  scarcity  of  milling  wheat.  The  Independence  people 
"  do  not  state  upon  what  basis  they  claim  our  rate  to  be  too  low— what  the 
"  expense  is  of  the  relative  fiours  and  reasonable  margin  for  manufacturing 
"  and  difference  in  grades,  theirs  not  being  equal  to  Minneapolis  fiour.    I 

think  you  will  learn  that  these  gentlemen  wish  all  other  fiour  excluded 

from  Independence  for  the  purpose  of  monopolizing  the  trade." 

The  Commissioners  have  made  no  inquiry  as  to  those  statements,  nor  are 
they  pertinent  to  the  case.  As  to  the  rates  of  this  road  on  wheat,  it  should 
be  understood  that  of  the  entire  run  from  Northwood  to  Independence— 
177  miles,  138  miles  is  over  class  "A"  road,  while  39  miles  is  class  "C."  By 
careful  computation  we  find  that  the  rate  now  charged  exceeds  the  Granger 
rate  for  that  distance  by  one  cent  and  fifty-four  hundredths  per  100  lbs.  The 
rate  on  wheat  from  Fostville  to  Independence,  same  distance  as  between 
Leroy  and  Postville  on  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  R'y  is  fifteen  cents  per  100 
lbs.,  while  that  of  the  latter  is  twenty  cents  as  you  know ;  though  they  have 
agreed  to  make  you  the  same  rate  as  the  former,  and  will  probably  refund 
you  the  five  cents  overcharge  on  the  shipments  in  controversy.  We  do  not 
think  their  rates  unreasonable  under  all  the  circumstances ;  and  even  if  in 
our  judgment  they  were  otherwise,  the  Board  is  without  authority  as  to 
Gordonsville  and  Glenville  shipments,  those  stations  being  in  another  State.

decision  of  the  commissioners. 

This  complaint  was  brought  before  the  Board  by  Mr.  Ayres  in  writing  ott 
the  22d  day  of  October,  1881,  and  consists  of  two  separate  claims  for  damages^ 

The  first,  that  on  the  9  th  of  October,  1880,  he  received  a  box  of  fancy  goods,, 
vases,  etc.,  from  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,, 
shipped  from  Kew  York ;  that  he  notified  the  agent  that  the  goods  wero 
received  in  a  damaged  condition;  that  at  the  request  of  the  agent  he  mad& 
a  list  of  the  damaged  goods  at  cost  price,  and  has  repeatedly  since  that  time- 
asked  payment  of  the  claim. 

Mr.  Sage,  general  freight  agent  of  the  company,  in  a  letter  to  the  presi- 
dent of  the  road,  dated  December  15th,  says :  **  The  injury  was  received 
"from  improper  packing,  that  vases  were  broken,  one  each  of  two  pairsi 
"  Mr.  Ayres  retained  the  single  vases  in  his  possession,  and  the  question  was 
"  whether  the  company  should  pay  one-half  or  the  whole  of  the  $4.37 ;  if  the 
"  claim  had  been  pressed  no  doubt  it  would  have  been  paid."  The  deposition 
of  Mr.  Ayres  with  regard  to  this  package  is,  that  the  box  was  stove  in  at  the 
corner,  looking  as  if  some  heavy  weight  had  been  thrown  or  dumped  upon, 
it;  that  in  his  judgment  the  vases  were  carefully  packed;  that  two  vases  out 
of  four  pairs  were  unbroken ;  that  after  holding  them  for  nearly  a  year  sub- 
ject to  the  order  of  the  railway  company,  he  sold  them  for  about  one  dollar;, 
that  he  had  used  his  best  endeavors  to  get  payment,  and  pressed  the  claim, 
in  every  way  he  knew  before  entering  this  complaint.  In  presenting  this- 
claim  he  only  charged  the  railway  company  what  the  goods  actually  cost 
him.  The  Commissioners  regard  Mr.  Sage*s  letter  as  an  admission  that  with 
the  facts  correctly  stated,  Mr.  Ayres  should  be  paid  the  amount  of  the  claim ^ 
$4.37,  and  so  find. 

The  second  claim  of  Ayres  &  Co.  is  for  damage  to  crockery  in  a  crate,, 
which  from  the  bill  of  lading  seems  to  have  been  shipped  from  New  York 
on  the  6th  day  of  April,  1881,  and  received  at  Des  Moines  on  the  15th.  Oi^ 
the  bUl,  in  red  letters,  is  stamped  **  owner's  risk."  It  appears  that  the  crate 
was  shipped  from  New  York  to  Baltimore  by  vessel,  and  the  bill  of  ladin^^ 
says  that  the  marine  risk  is  assumed  by  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Road.  H.  F.. 
Gleason,  agent  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway,  says  that  the 
crate  was  received  and  loaded  in  apparent  good  order  on  the  10th  of  ApriL 
On  the  18th  of  April,  we  find  the  following  signed  by  the  check  clerk  of  the 
Rock  Island  Railway  in  Des  Moines :  "  Notation  on  delivery,  one  side  and 
''end  partially  detached;  no  appearance  from  outside  of  contents  being^ 
**  damaged.  The  breakage  reported  could  not  be  caused  by  the  strain  of  the 
•*  crate ;  probable  cause,  either  bad  packing  or  a  heavy  fall."  This  was  signed 
•Fred."    On  July  1st,  1881,  the  general  freight  agent  of  the  Baltimore  & 
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Ohio  Bailway  declined  to  pay  any  portion  of  the  damage,  as  the  crate  was 
delivered  to  the  Bock  Island  Koad  in  apparent  good  order.  Tracing  the 
crate  from  Chicago,  it  was  found  that  it  was  put  in  a  sealed  car  and  reached 
Des  Moines  with  seals  unbroken ;  the  engineers  and  conductors  all  agree  that 
the  car  had  no  rough  handling.  Mr.  Eoyce,  Division  Superintendent,  con- 
cludes that  the  damage  must  have  occurred  in  loading  or  unloading  the  car. 

On  the  20th  of  August,  Mr.  Tewksbury,  agent,  declines  to  pay  the  break- 
age for  two  reasops : 

First    The  breakage  was  ordinary. 

Second,    That  i)roperty  was  shipped  at  owner's  risk. 

This  was  the  situation  at  the  time  the  case  was  referred  to  this  Board. 

Ayres  &  Co.'s  I) ill  is  as  follows:  For  damage  to  goods  in  crate  earthen- 
ware, No.  43S,  shipped  by  Thomas  Maddock  &  Bro.,  via  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
Railway,  April  0, 1881. 

6  ewers  at  34  cents  each • $  2.04 

5  basins  at  34  cents  each 1.70 

2  covered  chambers  at  42  cents  each .84 

1  soap  dish  cover  and  drainer .26 

2  cups  and  3  saucers 15

With  regard  to  ordinary  breakage  Mr.  Ayres  says  that  it  is  from  one  to 
two  per  cent,  that  the  breakage  on  this  crate  was  ten  per  cent,  and  his  state- 
ment seems  so  reasonable  that  we  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  pursue  this 
defense  further.,  The  second,  that  the  goods  were  shipped  at  owner's  risk,  is 
practically  all  that  there  is  in  the  case  that  would  seem  to  justify  a  defense. 

The  obligation  of  the  common  carrier  is  to  transport  and  deliver  goods  in 
same  condition  as  when  received,  unless  prevented. by  the  "act  of  Grod  or 
"public  enemies";  this  obligation  is  changed  by  what  in  fact  is  a  mod- 
ification of  the  contract,  the  railway  company  stamping  on  the  bill  of  lading 
"  owner's  risk."  This  is  done  in  all  goods  that  are  specially  liable  to  injury, 
without  consulting  either  the  shipper  or  consignor.  Of  this,  however,  Mr. 
Ayres  has  no  reasonable  ground  to  complain,  for  he  says  that  all  his  earth- 
enware is  received  in  that  way,  and  he  supposes  the  railway  companies  will 
receive  it  on  no  other  condition.  We  have  examined  authorities  as  to  the 
extent  of  the  modification  of  the  contract,  and  find  the  general  line  of  decis- 
ions to  sustain  the  following  views : 

Hutchinson  on  Carriers,  Sec.  248 :  "A  carrier  cannot  contract  for  exemption 
"  from  liability  for  losses  caused  by  his  own  or  the  negligence  of  his  serv- 
"ants."  Some  cases  are  reported  as  taking  a  different  view,  and  releasing 
the  carrier  from  negligence. 

Sec.  257.  But  it  will  be  observed  that  these  cases  occurred  in  States  in 
which  the  law  permits  the  carrier,  by  express  contract,  to  relieve  himself 
from  the  consequences  of  his  negligence.  It  will  consequently  be  found 
that  in  several  of  the  cases  heretofore  cited  as  recognizing  the  right  of  the 
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carrier  thus  to  put  a  limit  on  the  liability  to  which  he  would  otherwise  be 
subjected,  it  is  distinctly  coupled  with  the  condition  that  whenever  the  loss 
can  be  so  traced  to  his  negligence,  the  contract  for  limited  liability  will  not 
avail  him,  and  will  be  considered  out  of  the  way. ' 

Sec.  263.  These  conclusions,  after  so  thorough  an  examination  of  the 
subject,  may  be  said  to  fhave  decidedly  turned  the  scale  in  favor  of  the  ex- 
clusion of  all  contracts  between  carriers  and  their  employes  exempting  the 
foimer  from  the  consequence  of  the  negligence  of  every  grade  of  themselves 
or  their  employes  or  servants. 

Sec.  262.  Case  of  Railroad  Co.  v.  Lockwood,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  held:  Firsts  that  a  common  carrier  cannot  stipulate  for 
exemption  from  responsibility,  when  such  exemption  is  not  just  and  rea- 
sonable in  the  eye  of  the  law. 

Secondly,  that  it  is  not  just  and  reasonable  in  the  eye  of  the  law  for  a 
common  carrier  to  stipulate  for  exemption  from  responsibility  for  the  neg- 
ligence of  himself  or  his  servants. 

Thirdly,  that  these  rules  apply  to  carriers  of  goods  and  carriers  of  pas- 
sengers. 

Schouler  on  Bailments,  page  485 :  The  letters  "  O  "  **  R  ",  written  on  a  bill 
of  lading,  aim  in  some  cases  to  qualify  the  common  law  liabilities.  The 
use  of  this  expression  by  a  common  carrier  seems  to  throw  back  the  risk  of 
carriage  upon  the  sender  or  owner  so  far  as  public  policy  will  permit. 

Page  492 :  So  strong  is  public  sentiment  in  some  parts  of  our  country 
against  allowing  railways  to  qualify  their  common  law  liability  by  special 
contract  at  all,  that  the  legislation  of  certain  States  make  all  such  contracts 
utterly  void. 

Lawson  on  Contracts  of  Carriers,  Sec.  187 :  The  term  "owner's  risk "  in  a 
contract  for  transportation,  imports  that  the  owner  assumes  the  risk  arising 
from  the  ordinary  dangers  of  transportation  by  the  means  employed,  which 
the  reasonable  and  ordinary  care  of  the  common  carrier  might  be  insufficient 
to  prevent,  and  the  latter  is  liable  only  for  those  dangers  which  with  ordi- 
nary care  and  prudence  might  be  avoided.  He  will  still  be  answerable  for 
his  own  negligence  or  misconduct  or  that  of  his  servants  or  agents. 

Section  1308,  Code  of  Iowa:  No  contract,  receipt,  rule,  or  regulation,  shall 
exempt  any  corporation  engaged  in  transporting  persons  or  property  by  rail- 
way, from  liability  of  a  common  carrier  or  carrier  of  passengers,  which 
would  exist  had  no  contract,  receipt,  rule,  or  regulation  been  made  or 
entered  into. 

The  crate  was  received  in  Chicago  in  apparent  good  condition;  when 
delivered  in  Des  Moines,  it  was  first  reported  shaky,  and  afterward  the  check 
clerk  reported  one  side  and  end  detached.  His  nolie.is  that  the  breakage 
probably  came  from  bad  packing  or  a  heavy  fall.  Bad  packing  certainly 
never  broke  the  crate ;  rough  handling  or  a  heavy  fall  might.  The  company 
show  very  satisfactorily  that  it  was  not  done  in  transit  between  Chicago 
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and  Des  Moines,  as  it  was  in  a  sealed  car,  and  every  conductor  and  engineer 
that  had  it  in  charge  says  that  the  car  had  no  rough  usage. 

We  think  the  facts  as  stated  show  that  the  burden  of  proof  lies  with  the 
railway  company,  to  prove  that  it  was  not  injured  while  in  their  hands. 
They  have  shown  that  one  class  of  their  servants  did  not  injure  it,  and  must 
have  had  the  same  means  of  ascertaining  whether  another  did. 

It  seems  to  us  entirely  within  their  power  to  trace  this  package  from  its 
receipt  to  its  delivery,  and  the  company  can  hardly  mean  to  say,  "if  Messrs. 
Ayres  &  Co.  think  this  company  has  been  negligent,  let  them  say  when, 

where,  and  in  what  it  was  negligent." 

Ayres  &  Co.  first  saw  the  crate  when  it  was  delivered  to  them  broken ; 
when  it  came  into  the  hands  of  the  railway  company  it  was  in  apparent 
good  order. 

The  conclusion  of  the  Commissioners  is,  that  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company  should  pay  Messrs.  Ayres  &  Co.  the  amount  of 
the  biU  rendered,  which  is:

The  amount  of  this  claim  is  snaall,  but  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners have  given  the  subject  careful  investigation,  as  the  principle  that 
underlies  it  is  important,  and  from  the  request  of  the  president  of  the  road 
*•  that  the  Commissioners  should  give  expression  to  their  views  as  to  whether 
"  the  billing  at  owner's  risk,  in  consideration  of  reduced  rates,  can  be  con- 
"  sidered  as  a  release  from  claims  of  this  class."

decision  of  the  commissioners. 

The  complainant  alleges  that  he  shipped  a  car  load  of  melons  at  Musca- 
tine, consigned  to  St.  Paul  via  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern 
Railway ;  alleges  an  unreasonable  delay  in  transporting  the  freight,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  the  melons  rotted  to  some  extent  before  reaching  their 
destination,  and  claims  damage-s  for  the  alleged  loss.  In  a  supplemental 
letter  of  complaint  it  is  alleged  that  the  parties  saw  the  car  of  melons  stand- 
ing on  the  track  at  Albert  Lea  "  broken  open  and  a  good  many  of  the  melons 
gone" ;  also,  that  on  application  to  the  company  for  damages  and  a  release 
of  the  freight  charged,  the  company  refused  and  replied,  "no  one  to  blame." 
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Ck)mplainant  makes  demand  for  8125.80  damages,  '*  on  account  of  delay.** 
Superintendent  Ives,  of  the  railway  complained  of,  makes  oath  to  the  alle- 
gations as  follows,  relating  to  the  movements  of  the  melons :  The  shipment 
was  loaded  at  Muscatine  on  Friday,  August  5th,  and  left  Muscatine  by  first 
train  Saturday  morning;  taken  from  Nichols  by  first  freight  train,  and  ar- 
rived at  Cedar  Eapids  same  day,  Saturday.  As  we  run  no  freight  trains  on 
Sunday,  this  car  laid  at  Cedar  Kapids  until  [2:30  Monday  morning,  and 
reached  Albert  Lea  at  5:80  same  day;  left  Albert  Lea  at  2  Tuesday 
morning,  arrived  at  Minneapolis  afternoon  of  same  day  and  delivered  to 
St,  Paul,  M.  &  M.  R'y  for  St.  Paul,  which  point  was  reached  that  night,  and 
consignee  received  property  on  Wednesday,  the  10th,  being  actually  three 
days  in  transit,  and  one  additional  day  (Sunday)  making  four  days  in  the 
hands  of  the  railway. 

In  a  subsequent  communication,  dated  December  15,  Mr.  Ives  further  says : 
"  I  have  gone  aver  the  matter  again  and  must  refer  you  to  mine  of  October 
"  3l8t  to  you,  on  the  same  subject,  the  facts  therein  stated  remaining  fully 
"  substantiated  on  the  second  investigation.  Our  records  show  the  move- 
"  ment  of  the  car  day  by  day,  the  trains  showing  no  delay,  but  car  moved 
**by  first  train  every  time.  As  to  the  statement  of  his  (Richie's)  agent,  Mr. 
Barnard,  about  his  seeing  the  car  standing  on  the  track  at  Albert  Lea,  bro- 
ken open,  he  says :  But  he  is  unable  at  this  date  to  swear  positively  as  to 
the  number  of  the  car.  *  *  *  As  for  the  car  being  broken  open, 
"  shippers  of  melons  do  not  want  the  cars  fastened  and  sealed  as  with  other 
"  property,  but  want  to  leave  the  doors  partially  open  with  slats  nailed  on 
•*  in  order  to  ventilate  the  car,  and  it  is  distinctly  understood  with  shippers. 
"Mr.  Richie  was  particularly  told  that  if  he  desired  cars  left  in  this  condi- 
"tion,  it  must  be  at  his  own  risk  of  having  them  stolen,  as  when  freight  of 
**  tliis  character  is  left  so  exposed  it  is  practically  impossible  for  the  railway 
•*  to  defend  it  from  tramps  and  other  irresponsible  parties.  *  *  *  * 
''The  statement  made  by  Mr.  Richie  that  our  agent  at  Albert  Lea  states  in 
"  his  letter  to  them  that  he  found  my  car  standing  on  the  track  broken  open 
"and  a  good  many  of  the  melons  gone,  is  erroneous,  as  no  such  statement 
'*  was  made  by  our  agent.*' 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners,  therefore,  that  there  was  no  de- 
tention of  this  car  of  freight,  entitling  complainant  to  damages.  The  other 
branch  of  the  complaint,  that  the  car  was  broken  open  and  a  part  of  the 
melons  taken  out  and  destroyed  while  the  car  was  at  Albert  Lea,  Minne- 
sota, has  not  been  sustained  by  any  competent  evidence.  Indeed,  it  is  ad- 
mitted in  complainant's  letter  of  November  26th,  that  his  agent,  Mr.  Barn- 
ard, "  is  unable  to  swear  positively  to  the  number  of  the  car."  Complainant 
asserts  that  the  railway  company's  agent  at  Albert  Lea  states  in  his  letter 
to  them  that  he  "  found  my  car  standing  on  the  track  broken  open  and  a 
"good  many  of  the  melons  gone."  Replying  to  tbis,  Superintendent  Ives 
says:  "  The  statement  is  erroneous,  as  no  such  statement  was  made  by  our 
agent."  The  Commissioners  have  waited  patiently  for  proof  from  the  com- 
plainant, but  up  to  this  time  nothing  beyond  the  allegation  of  complainant 
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has  been  supplied.    But  the  fact  that  the  contract  to  carry  the  freight  was 
for  inter-State  service,  takes  the  case  as  to  the  question  of  damages  out  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board,  their  puwers  extending  only  to  business  and 
contracts  for  service  wholly. within  the  State  of  Iowa. 
The  proper  remedy  for  complainant  is  in  the  courts.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  complaint  as  to  failure  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Bail- 
way  Company  to  construct  causeway  for  R.  B.  Fisher  over  its  track  between 
lots  or  parcels  of  his  land  either  side  thereof,  was  duly  referred  to  the  presi- 
dent of  said  company.    Reply  has  been  received,  together  with  a  plat  of  the

town,  which  shows  that  not  only  several  side-tracks  intervene  between  his 
lots,  but  that  a  public  street  also  intervenes.  And  it  is  also  shown  by  the 
respondent  that  these  streets  and  lots  have  been  laid  out  since  the  construc- 
tion of  both  lines  of  railway.  And  the  Board  further  finds  that  were  the 
foregoing  facts  wanting,  he  still  would  not  be  entitled  to  the  causeway  he 
demands,  as  the  point  he  designated  is  unsafe,  and  consequently  an  unrea- 
sonable place.  And  it  is  further  shown  by  his  own  letter  that  there  is  a 
public  street  between  his  north  lot  and  the  railway.  Consequently,  section 
1268  of  the  Code  of  Iowa  has  no  application  in  this  case. ' 

The  Commissioners  are,  therefore,  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  complaihant 
is  not  entitled  to  the  causeway  he  requests  of  the  railway  company.

They  wrote  us  last  spring  that  our  bill  was  on  file  and  the  account  would 
be  considered  when  our  turn  came ;  we  think  our  turn  ought  to  come  pretty 
soon.    Will  you  please  write  me  in  regard  to  the  case.

P.  S.-^We  ship  a  great  deal  of  stock,  and  feel  we  ought  to  have  pay  for 
this  without  any  trouble ;  they  violated  the  contract,  and  certainly  ought  to 
pay  for  that  reason.  A  collision  killed  the  stock,  and  we  understand  there 
was  a  collision  about  that  time,  near  that  place,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
State.  H.  &  D. 

A  copy  of  this  letter  was  sent  the  general  manager  of  the  Chicago,  Bur- 
lington &  Quincy  Railroad,  which  was  answered  as  follows :

E.  G.  Morgan,  Esq.,  Secretary  Railroad  Commissioners^  State  of  Iowa, 
Des  Moines,  Iowa: 

Dear  Sir— Your  fav6r  of  the  28th  ult.,  addressed  to  our  general  mana- 

f:er,  containing  complaint  of  Huttun  &  Durette,  is  referred  to  me  for  answer, 
n  reply  liave  to  say  that  this  claim  has  been  in  process  of  investigation 
since  presented,  and  while  H.  &  D.  may  be  technically  correct  in  saying  that 
they  have  written  us  several  times  in  regard  to  same  without  reply,  they 
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must  be  aware  that  the  papers  have  been  in  Sidney  once  or  twice  and  that 
they  have  seen  them  there. 

The  facts  are  substantially  as  stated ;  namely,  that  in  May  last  they  shipped 
sixty-five  hogs  in  a  car  for  Chicago,  with  orders  to  feed  at  Ottumwa  and 
Galesburg.  For  some  reason  the  car  was  not  unloaded  at  Ottumwa  but  run 
to  Burlington  before  unloading.  Whether  this  was  done  through  any  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  the  company's  employes,  or  whether  it  was  done  at  the 
re(iuest  of  the  party  in  charge  of  the  stock  we  have  been  unable  to  ascer- 
tain, for  the  reason  that  the  man  who  was  then  in  charge  of  our  yards  at 
Ottumwa  has  left  the  service. 

The  real  questions  at  issue,  and  those  we  are  trying  to  decide,  are  these: 
1st.  Was  the  feeding  point  changed  by  order  of  the  party  in  charge  of  the 
liogs ;  and,  2d.  Were  the  ten  dead  hogs  which  were  found  on  arrival  of  the 
car  in  Burlington  killed  by  reason  of  overloading  or  because  of  the  extra 
four  hours  occupied  in  the  run  from  Ottumwa  to  Burlington  before  being 
unloaded.  It  seems  altogether  probable  that  the  loss  was  occasioned  by 
overloading,  but  inasmuch  as  it  is  one  of  those  questions  which  can  never 
be  settled  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  both  parties,  we  have  been  aiming  to 
get  all  the  facts,  before  further  negotiating  with  H.  &  D.  as  to  settlement. 
The  complaint  of  H.  &  D.  to  you  is  a  little  premature.  It  is  questionable  if 
we  owe  them  anything.  If  we  do,  we  are  ready  and  willing  to  pay  it,  but 
the  investigation  of  doubtful  claims  like  this,  necessarily  takes  a  good  deal 
of  time.  We  shall  be  ready  in  a  few  days  to  say  to  them  that  we  will  or 
will  not  pay  the  claim.    Yours  truly.

Dear  Sir— I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  T.  &  N.  W.  R.  R.  Co.,  in 
regard  to  the  location  of  their  depot,  and  also  their  manner  of  operating 
trains. 

1st.  The  T.  &  N.  W.  asked  the  people  of  Goldfield  to  assist  them  by  voting 
a  five  per  cent  tax,  agreeing  on  their  part  that  if  the  tax  was  voted,  they 
would  act  in  good  faith  with  the  people,  build  their  road  and  depot  accord- 
ing to  terms  set  forth  in  their  proclamation.  The  people  voted  the  tax,  and 
the  company  went  to  work  as  though  they  intended  to  accept  the  conditions, 
representing  to  owners  of  land  along  the  line  that  they  expected  to  build 
their  road  and  depots  as  set  forth  in  their  election  proclamation,  and  in  set- 
tlement for  right  of  way  deducted  the  five  per  cent  f roto  the  damage,  really 
collecting  from  some  of  our  citizens  the  five  per  cent  tax.  After  securing 
the  right  of  way  in  the  manner  above  stated,  they  located  their  depot  one 
and  one-half  miles  from  the  point  agreed  upon,  and  one  mile  from  the 
crossing  of  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R  y,  and  they  now  refuse  to  deliver  freight  or 
mail  or  passengers  at  Goldfield,  making  it  very  inconvenient  for  our  i)eople. 
We  doubt  not  that  the  N.  W.  Co.  are  able  and  willing  to  ignore  our  rights* 
but  we  are  not  disposed  to  submit  tamely.

I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  their  action  in  regard  to  Goldfield  has 
been  governed  by  spite  and  envy  of  little  great  men.  I  would  like  very 
much  to  hear  from  you  in  regard  to  this  matter.

Northwestern  Railway,  and  the  General  Superintendent  of  the  Burlington, 
Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway.

Chicago,  July  26, 1882. 

E.  G.  Morgan,  Esq.,  Secretary  Railrqad  Commissionei's,  Des  Moines: 

Dbar  Sir. — Referring  to  the  complaint  of  Mr.  Hanna,  of  Goldfield,  Iowa, 
respecting  the  construction  of  the  Toledo  &  Northwestern  Railway,  1  have 
to  say :  The  company  has  no  knowledge  of  any  misrepresentation  or  decep- 
tion practiced  by  the  agents  appointed  to  procure  the  right  of  way,  and 
station  grounds  for  that  road.  There  was  a  large  amount  of  tax  aid  voted 
to  the  company,  but  not  one  dollar  has  been  accepted  by  it.  The  company 
preferred  to  be  free  from  the  conditions  usually  imposed  under  such  circum- 
stances. The  right  of  way  has  been  paid  for  as  agreed  in  all  cases.  1  do  not 
know  of  any  unsettled  claims  against  it.  Stations  have  been  located  at  such 
points  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  management,  the  Interests  of  the  company 
and  its  patrons  would  be  well  served.  The  branch  of  the  Burlington,  Cedar 
Bapids  &  Northern  Railway,  to  which  Mr.  Hanna  refers,  did  not  exist  at 
the  time  the  Toledo  &  Northwestern  road  was  built.

Dear  Sir— Yours  of  January  27th  received,  and  in  reply  thereto  I  hes 
leave  to  submit  the  following:  1st.  The  proclamation  calling  the  special 
election,  and  full3r  setting  forth  the  conditions.  The  agents  of  the  Toledo  & 
Northwestern  Railway  did  often  assert  *^hat  all  the  people  had  to  do  was  to 
vote  the  tax,  and  that  the  road  would  be  constructed  as  set  forth  in  the 
proclamation,  or  notice.  If  desired  I  can  furnish  you  many  affidavits  that 
they  so  represented.  They  have  built  the  depot  about  one  and  one-half 
miles  from  the  place  named  in  the  notice. 

They  have  been  running  trains  thereto  about  nine  or  ten  months,  and  all 
that  they  have  now  to  prove  that  they  located  the  depot  "  »o  as  to  accom- 
''modate  the  public,  etc.,"  is  one  store  and  a  hay  press.  You  will  see  by 
reading  the  notice,  that  a  depot  was  to  be  built  within  half  a  mile  of  the 
southwest  corner  of  section  34, 92,  26.  As  soon  as  the  tax  was  voted,  they 
proceeded  at  once  to  secure  the  right  of  way,  representing  to  the  citizens 
that  they  intended  to  accept  the  tax,  and  build  according  to  said  notice.  In 
proof  whereof  I  herewith  attach  evidence  of  county  recorder. 

In  order  to  explain  the  method  pursued  to  secure  right  of  way,  I  will 
explain  the  settlement  with  George  W.  Hanna. 

They  agreed  that  his  damages  would  amount  to  S200,  that  his  five  per  cent 
tax  would  amount  to  $150.  They  paid  him  $50,  and  released  him  from  tax. 
It  is  plain  to  be  seen  Geo.  W.  Hanna  has  paid  the  Toledo  &  Northwestern 
6150,  for  something  or  nothing,  which  ? 

If  they  had  built  according  to  proclamation  they  would  have  earned  the 
tax,  and  Geo.  W.  Hanna  would  have  had  no  reason  to  complain  of  unfair 
treatment.  But  as  *hey  did  not  build  the  depot  as  agreed,  they  are  certainly 
$150  or  more  ahead  in  this  one  transaction. 

The  above  la  a  fair  illustration  of  the  methods  used  to  secure  this  right  of 
way.    Was  there  no  deception  used?    These  pfeople  worked  earnestly  to

comply  with  all  demands  of  the  company,  and  succeeded  in  securing  the  aid 
demanded,  and  they  did  it  in  good  faith.  What  we  now  ask  is,  that  the 
Toledo  &  Northwestern  put  in  a  depot  at  Goldfield,  and  that  the  Toledo  & 
Northwestern  and  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railways,  unite 
in  putting  in  a  transfer  or  Y .

REOOMMBNBATION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

A  copy  of  this  recommendation  was  sent  to  Marvin  Hughitt,  General 
Manager  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y,  and  to  C.  J.  Ives,  General  Superintendent  B.,  C. 
R.  &  N.  R'y,  on  the  lOth  day  of  February,  1882. 

The  Board  are  in  receipt  of  another  letter  from  Mr.  J.  Q.  Ilanna,  of  Gold- 
field,  Iowa,  requesting  that  a  "  Y  "  be  put  in  and  a  station-house  built  at  the 
intersection  or  crossing  of  your  road  at  said  town,  with  the  Burlington, 
Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway.  He  also  claims  that  you  have  accepted 
the  tax  voted  by  the  people  of  Liberty  township,  and  violated  the  conditions 
on  which  you  accepted  it.  This  branch  of  the  case,  however,  the  Board  de- 
cline to  entertain  for  want  of  jurisdiction.  As  to  the  request  for  the  **  Y  " 
and  the  station-house,  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board  that  you  comply 
therewith.  Section  1292  of  the  Code  of  1873,  as  amended  by  chapter  18,  laws 
of  the  Fifteenth  General  Assembly,  provides:  Any  railway  corporation 
operating  a  railway  in  this  State,  intersecting  or  crossing  any  other  line  of 
railway  of  the  same  gauge,  operated  by  any  other  company  shall,  by  means 
of  a  "  Y,"  or  other  suitable  or  proper  means,  be  made  to  connect  with  such 
other  railway  so  intersected  or  crossed.  Section  1293  of  same  act  amended 
as  above,  provides  that  *'  when  such  corporations  are  unable  to  agree  upon 
•*  the  methods  and  terms  of  such  connections  *  »  ♦       either 

**  or  any  person  interested  in  having  such  connection  made  may  make  appli- 
••  cation  to  the  District  or  Circuit  Court  in  any  county  in  which  said  connec- 
•*  tion  may  be  desired  or  located,  or  to  the  judge  of  said  courts  if  in  vacation, 
•*  after  ten  days  written  notice  to  the  companies,"  and  then  goes  on  to  pro- 
vide the  method  and  means  of  accomplishing  said  connection.  The  first 
section  quoted  makes  it  imperative  that  intersecting  railways  sTiall  connect 
hy  means  of  a^Y.^and  the  next  section  provides  the  method  and  terms 
of  connection  when  such  intersecting  railways  cannot  agree  upon  them; 
and  it  provides  further,  that  any  person  interested  may  avail  himself  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  to  secure  the  connection  desired. 

Section  3,  of  chapter  77,  of  the  acts  of  the  Seventeenth  General  Assembly 
provides:  "Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners, 
«*  *  ♦  ♦         any  addition  to,  or  change  of,  its  station  or  station- 
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*  houses,  *  •  *  is  reasonable  or  expedient,  in  order  to 

**  promote  the  security,/ convenience,  and  accommodation  of  the  public,  said 
"  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  inform  such  railroad  corporation'  of  the 
"  changes  which  they  adjudge  to  be  proper." 

The  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern 
Railway  Company  in  connection  with  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  North- 
ern Railway  Company  should  put  in  a  **  Y  "  as  required  by  law,  and  that  such 
platform  and  station-house  should  be  erected  at  said  crossing  as  will  ''pro- 
"mote  the  security,  convenience  and  accommodation  of  the  public"  at  said 
crossing.  A  duplicate  of  this  recommendation  has  been  sent  to  Mr.  C.  J. 
Ives,  Gen.  Supt.  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R*y,  who  it  is  expected  will  join  you  in  the 
accomplishment  of  this  work.

Dear  Sir— In  reply  to  yours  of  February  10,  regarding  complaint  of  J. 
Q.  Hanna,  Goldfield,  Iowa,  would  say,  that  no  application  has  ever  been 
made  to  us  by  Mr.  Hanna  or  aiiy  one  else  at  Goldfield  for  a  "  Y  "  or  depot 
at  the  junction,  and  probably  for  the  very  good  reason  that  none  is  needed. 
Our  depot  is  but  a  few  rods  from  the  crossing  of  the  C.  &  N.  W.  track.  There 
being  no  interchange  of  business  between  our  two  roads  at  that  point  no  Y 
is  needed  either  by  Mr.  Hanna  or  any  one  else.  As  you  probably  may  re- 
member from  the  previous  correspondence  regarding  the  x  at  Abbott,  our 
views  do  not  accord  with  those  expressed  by  the  Commissioners  in  regard 
to  the  peremptoriness  of  putting  in  such  Y's,  but  that  in  case  of  non-agree- 
ment of  such  matters  between  roads  a  way  is  provided  for  settling  them.

Dear  Sir— I  have  yours  of  February  23d,  and  would  again  state  the  ob- 
jections to  the  Commissioners'  interpretation  of  chapter  18,  acts  of  the  15th 
General  Assembly.  It  seems  to  me  tliat  it  was  not  contemplated  in  that 
act  to  compel  railways  to  put  in  connecting  tracks  when  not  needed  for  the 
transaction  of  business  between  two  roads,  but  that  in  case  of  disagree- 
ment between  two  companies,  a  way  was  provided  by  which  the  connection 
should  be  made.  If  any  legislation  is  needed  in  the  matter,  I  think  it  would 
be  well  to  empower  the  Commissioners  to  investigate  all  such  cases  and 
hear  the  testimony  of  both  roads  and  then  advise  as  to  what  they  think  best 
to  be  done  under  the  circumstances. 

I  have  a  letter  from  Mr.  Hughitt  in  regard  to  the  Goldfield  "  Y,"  in  which 
he  says  there  is  not  the  slightest  necessity  for  such  connection,  and  I  under- 
stand from  people  of  Goldfield  that  the  complaint  against  that  road  was  of 
a  vindictive  spirit  and  feeling  that  they  had  been  aggrieved  by  the  action  of 
the  road  building  an  opposition  town  a  short  distance  away,  and  not  tliat 
there  was  any  necessity  for  a  connecting  track  or  depot  at  the  junction. 
You  will  readily  see  that  the  citizens  of  Goldfield  could  ship  freight  either 
to  or  from  without  the  necessity  of  any  track  connecting  the  two  roads, 
providwi  each  had  depot  facilities  of  their  own,  and  this  is  in  my  mind 
another  proof  of  the  faulty  construction  of  this  section  compelling  roads  to 
build  these  connecting  tracks.  I  trust  this  matter  will  not  be  insisted  on 
to  put  us  to  such  an  extraordinary  expense  at  that  point,  when  we  have 
provided  all  the  facilities  necessary  to  do  the  business  of  the  town.

Dear  Sir— Again  referring  to  the  complaint  of  J.  Q.  Hanna,  in  regard 
to  the  **Y"  at  the  intersection  of  your  road  with  that  of  the  Chicago  & 
Northwestern  at  Goldfield,  and  in  reply  to  yours  of  the  23d  of  February,  I 
am  instructed  to  say :  The  Commissioners  have  again  carefully  and  critic- 
ally examined  chapter  18,  acts  of  the  15th  General  Assembly,  amending  sec- 
tions 1292  and  1293,  of  the  Code  of  1873,  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  Y's 
at  the  intersection  of  all  railways  of  the  same  gauge,  and  they  are  of  the 
clear  and  firm  conviction  that  the  legal  requirement  is  unconditional  and 
imperative.  The  law  reads:  "Any  railway  corporation  operating  a  rail- 
"  way  in  this  State  intersecting  or  crossing  any  other  line  of  railway  of  the 
''same  guage  operated  by  any  other  railway  company,  sTuill  by  means  of  a 
*•  Y,  or  other  suitable  or  proper  means  be  made  to  connect  with  such  other 
''railway  so  intersected  or  crossed.'* 

The  Board  are  unable  to  see  how  language  could  be  more  explicit  or  more 
imperative ;  and  certainly  there  are  no  conditions  in  the  act  which  create 
any  discretion  in  the  railways  so  intersecting.  The  next  section  merely  pro- 
vides for  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  by  the  Judge  of  the  District  or 
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Circuit  Court  "to  determine  the  method  and  terms  of  connection''  in  cases 
where  such  intersecting  corporations  are  unable  to  agree  upon  the  method 
and  terms  of  connection,  etc.  The  Commissioners  did  not  enact  the  law  and 
whether  it  be  oppressive  in  some  particular  cases,  it  is  not  their  proYince  to 
pass  upon.  The  least  they  can  do,  when  complaint  is  made  under  it  is  to 
declare  the  law  and  recommend  compliance,  and  in  case  of  a  refusal  to  com- 
ply, to  point  out  to  the  complainant  the  remedies  which  the  laws  supplies. 
This  law,  as  it  affects  the  interests  of  the  people  at  Goldfield  may  or  may 
not  be  of  any  practical  use,  and  the  complaint  may  proceed  from  a  *vin- 
''dictive  spirit*'  towards  the  railroads,  yet  neither  of  these  circumstances 
can  in  the  least  change  the  plain  terms  of  the  law.  Answering  the  com- 
plaint, which  was  also  made  against  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Company, 
Greneral  Manager  Hughitt  says  under  date  of  February  20th :  **  I  have  to 
"  reply  that  we  are  now  in  correspondence  with  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  Co.  regard- 
''  ing  the  matter,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  we  will  be  able  to  agree  with 
•*  them  on  terms  under  which  it  may  be  built"

Dear  Sir — Complaints  of  individuals  and  of  whole  communities  are  on 
file  in  this  office  asking  the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  secure  compliance 
with  the  laws  of  Iowa  by  your  railway  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  a 
**Y"  at  all  points  of  intersection  of  the  road  with  other  roads  of  Uke 
guage ;  also  for  buildings  to  provide  shelter  for  passengers  who  may  change 
from  one  of  the  roads  so  intersecting  to  the  other.  One  case  of  complaint 
comes  from  the  town  of  Abbot,  in  Hardin  county,  the  other  from  Goldfield, 
Wright  county. 

The  Board  instruct  me  to  call  your  attention  to  sections  1292  and  1293  of 
the  Code,  as  amended  by  chapter  18  of  the  acts  of  the  Fifteenth  General 
Assembly,  and  to  section  3,  chapter  77,  of  the  acts  of  the  Seventeenth  Gen- 
eral Assembly;  also  to  published  decisions  of  the  Board  upon  complaints 
under  these  laws,  in  their  report  for  1880,  pages  136  to  141,  and  in  report  for 
1881,  page  143. 

Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  following  letter  yesterday  addressed 
to  C.  J.  Ives,  General  Superintendent  of  your  company,  and  particularly  to 
the  last  paragraph.  I  am  instructed  to  say  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
Board  on  the  complaints  in  which  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern 
and  the  Central  Iowa  are  the  intersecting  lines,  are  the  only  ones  which 
have  not  been  complied  with  by  the  companies  interested,  all  other  roads  in 
Iowa  promptly  complying  under  like  circumstances.  The  Commissioners 
did  not  enact  the  law,  and  whether  it  be  oppressive  in  some  cases  it  is  not 
their  province  to  inquire.  The  most  they  can  do  under  it,  when  complaint 
is  made,  is  to  declare  the  law  and  recommend  compliance,  and  in  case  of 
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refusal  to  comply,  to  point  out  to  complainants  the  remedies  which  the  law 
supplies. 

Yesterday's  letter  to  Mr.  Ives  was  as  follows: 

Des  Moines,  March  29, 1882. 
C  J.  Ives,  Esq.,  8upt.  B.,  C.  R,  dk  iV.  R*y,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa : 

Dear  Sir— On  the  first  of  December,  1880,  nearly  sixteen  months  ago,  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  on  the  complaint  of  J.  M.  Lieser,  rec- 
ommended  the  construction  of  a  "  Y  "  at  the  intersection  of  your  road  with 
the  Central  low^a  at  Abbot.  In  correspondence  with  you  in  this  case,  the 
Commissioners  have  your  letter  of  November,  1880,  in  which  you  state  that 
you  had  written  Secretary  Morgan  that  *'a  platform  had  been  put  in  at  the 
"junction,"  and  that " a  building  would  soon  be  put  up,"  etc.  On  this  assur- 
ance, the  Board  made  no  recommendation  as  to  the  station  building,  or 
building  for  the  comfortable  shelter  of  passengers  who  may  wish  to  change 
cars  at  said  crossing,  but  contented  themselves  with  quoting  to  you  the  clear 
terms  of  the  law  as  to  the  power  of  the  Commissioners  to  require  such  a 
building.  A  similar  recommendation  was  made  to  Supt.  Pickering,  of  the 
Central  Iowa.  November  24, 1881,  nearly  a  year  after  the  recommendation 
of  the  Board  in  the  case  of  Leiser,  J.  T.  Miller  made  complaint  that  there 
was  much  suffering  endured  by  passengers  who  changed  cars  at  the  Abbot 
crossing,  for  want  of  shelter;  that  many  persons  change  there  daily,  and  that 
among  them  were  ladies  who  could  not  safely  endure  the  inclemency  of 
bleak  winter  weather. 

On  this  complaint,  the  former  recommendation  of  the  Board  in  the  Leiser 
case  was  repeated  to  you  and  to  Supt  Pickering. 

On  the  10th  of  December,  1881,  the  Commissioners  received  a  petition  from 
thirty-eight  citizens  of  Abbot,  praying  that  the  "  Y  "  and  the  building  for 
shelter  might  be  ordered  by  the  Board. 

The  complaint  of  J.  Q.  Hanna,  Goldfield,  in  November  last,  asking  for  the 
construction  of  a  "Y"  at  the  intersection  of  your  line  with  the  Toledo  & 
Korthwestem  raised  the  same  question,  and  the  same  recommendation  was 
made  by  the  Board.  The  Commissioners  have  the  opinion  of  the  general 
solicitor  of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway,  through  General  Manager 
Hughitt,  that  the  interpretation  made  of  the  laws  on  these  questions  by  the 
Board  is  unquestionably  correct,  and  that  there  was  no  legal  alternative  on 
the  part  of  the  roads  intersecting  but  compliance,  and  this  assurance  was 
emphasized  by  Mr.  Hughitt  expressing  the  purpose  of  his  company  to  con- 
struct a  "  Y  "  at  all  points  of  intersection  with  other  railways  of  like  guage 
in  Iowa.  In  a  letter  dated  March  16th  inst.,  the  Commissioners  wrote  you 
at  length  their  decision  in  the  Groldfield  case.  They  quoted  to  you  the  ex- 
pressed intention  of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company  to 
comply  with  the  recommendation,  and  hoped  to  get  prompt  response  from 
you  of  like  import. 
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I  am  instructed  by  the  Commissioners  to  ask  you  to  state  at  as  early  a  day 
as  you  can,  whether  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  & 
Northern  Railway  Company  to  comply  with  their  recommendations.  This 
specific  answer  is  required  in  order  that  the  respective  complainants  may 
be  notified  of  your  intention,  and  that  they  may  avail  themselves  if  they  so 
desire  of  the  provisions  of  section  1293,  chapter  18,  acts  of  the  Fifteenth 
General  Assembly,  if  your  company  refuses  to  heed  the  recommendations. 
It  has  been  a  favorite  belief  of  this  Board,  as  it  has  been  of  other  Commis- 
sioners, that  the  simple  power  to  investigate  and  recommend  was  quite 
sufficient  to  secure  prompt  compliance  with  the  law.  It  has  often  been 
asl^ed  of  its  members  if  more  power— power  to  enforce  its  recommendations 
—would  not  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Board  and  the  commissioner  sys- 
tem. The  invariable  answer  has  been  that  the  best  results  had  come  from 
the  exercise  of  mere  advisory  or  recommendatory  powers ;  that  compliance, 
without  employing  the  usual  powers  of  judicial  execution,  was  practically 
voluntary,  and  hence  far  more  satisfactory  to  the  public.  The  Board,  there- 
fore, wish  to  know  if  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  Co.  proposes  to  put  this  most  prom- 
inent feature  of  the  commissioner  system  to  such  a  test  as  will  logically 
challenge  the  enactment  of  amendments  supplying  power  to  enforce  execu- 
tion of  recommendations. 

Will  you  please  make  reply  to  this  at  your  earliest  convenience? 

The  Board  deemed  it  advisable  to  forward  you  a  copy  of  the  letter  to  SupL 
Ives,  and  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  matter  complained  of.  They  would 
be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  on  it  as  soon  as  you  shall  have  given  it  such 
consideration  as  you  think  it  merits.

Dear  Sir— In  reply  to  your  favor  of  20th  inst,  I  beg  to  say  that  this  com- 
pany now  contemplates  the  removal  of  the  station  named  Cleves,  near 
Abbott,  to  the  pomt  of  crossing  of  the  Central  Iowa  track,  and  if  such 
removal  is  made,  the  additional  facilities  for  the  transaction  of  business 
at  that  point,  the  putting  in  of  a  "Y,"  etc.,  will  be  attended  to.  There  is 
really  no  necessity  for  the  putting  in  of  a  "Y**  at  the  point  of  crossing  the 
B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  Co.'s  line  by  the  C.  &  N.  W.  at  Goldfield. 

No  one  would  be  benefited  by  it ;  but  if  insisted  upon  by  the  applicant^ 
the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners  will  be  complied  with. 

Although  not  uninformed  as  to  the  provisions  of  the  Iowa  statutes  you 
have  referred  to,  I  am  nevertheless  under  obligations  to  you  for  the  pains 
you  have  taken  in  pointing  them  out  to  me.  It  is  barely  possible  that  the 
courts  of  this  State  may  not  fully  agree  with  the  Honorable  Commissioners 
in  their  construction  of  the  statues  referred  to.  I  am  quite  willing,  however, 
to  accept  their  construction  of  the  law  as  applicable  to  the  two  cases  in- 
volved, and  expect  that  this  company  will  take  action  accordingly.

Dear  Sir— I  have  yours  of  March  28th,  and  under  instructions  from  our 
president  have  delayed  reply,  as  I  now  understand  from  him  that  he  has 
been  in  correspondence  with  the  Commissioners  on  the  same  subjects. 

You  say  you  have  the  opinion  of  the  general  solicitor  of  the  C.  &.  N.  W. 
Railway  in  regard  to  the  mandatory  interpretation  of  the  law,  regarding  the 
putting  in  of  Y's  or  connecting  tracks  by  railways.  This  opinion  does  not 
coincide  with  that  of  our  president,  Judge  Tracy.  I  do  not  wish,  however, 
to  argue  this  point  as  it  is  to  my  mind  a  legal  one,  but  w^ll  only  suggest  that 
if  strictly  enforced,  great  injury  might  be  done  to  the  railway  companies  by 
irresponsible  parties  making  complaints,  and  compelling  railroads  to  be  at 
a  large  expense,  when  it  is  entirely  unnecessary.  The  officers  of  the  roads 
necessarily  should  be  better  informed  as  to  the  business  on  their  lines,  and 
the  necessity  of  connecting  tracks  rather  than  outside  parties,  who  have  no 
use  for  the  tracks,  but  simply  complain  that  such  are  not  put  in,  knowing 
the  interpretation  placed  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  statutes." 

I  am  most  favorably  inclined  to  the  Commissioner  system,  and  have  the 
very  highest  respect  for  the  gentlemen  comi)rising  it,  and  certainly  do  not 
wish  to  place  our  line  in  antagonism  to  their  ruhngs ;  but  where  the  end 
sought  for,  which  is  the  accommodation  of  the  people,  can  be  had  without 
the  additional  expense  of  connecting  tracks,  which  are  not  needed,  I  am  in 
favor  of  such  accommodation  being  furnished,  and  in  regard  to  the  two 
points  now  under  consideration,  would  ask  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners 
in  regard  to  the  Abbott  crossing,  whether,  if  our  depot  at  Clevs  should  be 
removed  to  a  convenient  point  at  Abbott,  but  not  at  the  crossing,  this  would 
in  their  opinion  relieve  the  two  companies  from  the  maintenance  of  a  joint 
depot  at  the  intersection  of  the  two  roads.  In  case  their  decision  is  adverse  to 
this,  I  will  say  that  our  company  is  ready  to  join  with  the  Central  Iowa 
Railway,  in  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  joint  depot  at  the  junction 
whenever  the  officers  of  the  other  road  are  ready  to  co-operate.  We  must, 
however,  ask  to  be  relieved  from  the  expense  of  purchasing  grounds,  and  the 
laying  of  connecting  tracks,  until  such  time  as  any  business  is  offered  on 
either  road,  for  which  such  track  would  be  needed. 

In  regard  to  the  Goldfield  matter,  I  have  had  some  correspondence  with 
Mr.  J.  Q  Hanna,  the  complainant  in  the  case,  and  finally,  after  an  interview 
with  him,  I  learned  what  I  supposed  was  the  trouble  at  the  time,  which  is,  they 
wish  the  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y  Co.  to  build  and  operate  a  depot  at  Groldfield,  instead 
of  at  Thrall,  a  mile  and  a  half  distant.  They  admit  that  the  connecting  track 
at  Goldfield  would  be  of  no  consequence  to  them,  and  that  a  depot  at  the  junc- 
tion, while  it  might  be  a  convenience  to  the  traveling  public  passing  from  one 
road  to  tlie  other,  would  be  more  of  an  imaginary  than  an  actual  benefit  to  the 
people  of  Goldfield.  Mr.  Hanna,  however,  objects  to  the  entire  withdrawal 
of  his  complaint,  but  wishes  that  such  pressure  might  be  brought  upon  the 
C.  &  'S.  W.  people  as  would  compel  them  to  establish  a  depot  according  to 
their  original  contract. 
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As  I  understand  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners  in  this  case,  it  is  that 
they  have  no  jurisdiction,  but  can  only  advise  as  to  the  junction  depot,  and 
connecting  tracks.  A  connecting  track  in  this  case  as  in  the  other,  is  entirely 
uncalled  for,  no  business  having  been  presented  to  either  road  as  yet  to  be 
transferred  to  the  other,  at  that  point.  As  to  the  depot  at  the  junction  we 
have  no  use  for  it,  but  if  insisted  upon  I  am  willing  to  join  with  the  C.  & 
N.  W.  Co.  in  its  erection,  but  would  prefer  to  have  the  matter  of  the  inter- 
secting track  deferred,  until  such  time  as  there  seems  to  be  a  call  for  it.  I 
have  had  some  correspondence  with  Mr.  Hughitt,  in  regard  to  this  matter, 
and  have  no  doubt  but  we  can  come  to  a  satisfactory  arrangement.  In  regard 
to  the  Abbott  matter,  I  have  written  Mr.  Pickering  several  times,  but  have 
received  no  re8i)onse  from  him  in  regard  to  what  he  is  willing  to  do  at  that 
point.  On  receipt  of  your  reply  regarding  the  Abbott  affairs,  will  take  the 
matter  up  again  with  him  and  try  to  push  it  to  some  conclusion.

Dear  Sir— Your  letter  of  April  4th  received,  and  contents  noted.  We 
received  a  letter  from  Judge  Tracy  written  March  31st,  in  which  he  seems 
to  hold  the  same  opinion  that  you  do,  "  that  the  Iowa  courts  might  not  in- 
"terpret  the  law  as  the  Commissioners  did  *';  at  the  same  time  he  agrees,  as 
we  understand  him,  to  have  the  connecting  tracks  put  in  as  called  for  by 
the  law,  and  the  station  houses  as  suggested  by  the  Commissioners.  This 
we  supposed  was  the  situation ;  your  letter  throws  some  doubt  upon  it,  and 
as  it  is  some  threes  days  later  in  date  than  Mr.  Tracy's,  we  would  be  pleased 
to  learn  whether  yours  or  Mr.  Tracy's  is  the  final  conclusion  of  the  com- 
pany. 

This  Board  did  not  enact  the  law,  is  not  responsible  for  its  wisdom,  but  is 
required  bylaw  **to  inquire  into  the  neglect  or  violation,  and  inform  the 
"  company  of  what  they  adjudge  to  be  proper."  We  regret  the  manifest  dis- 
position to  disregard  the  adjudication  of  the  Board,  and  whatever  may  be 
the  determination  of  the  company,  whether  your  position  or  that  of  Mr. 
Tracy,  please  inform  us  as  at  once.

Wifion  writes  me  that  the  matter  of  a  road  at  Abbott  is  under  considera- 
tion by  your  Board,  and  when  determined  on,  the  matter  of  location  of 
depot  can  then  be  brought  up.

Since  the  letter  of  Mr.  Ives,  of  May  1st,  was  received,  the  Y  has  been  put 
in  at  Goldfield  as  called  for  by  the  law. 

The  Board  have  published  the  correspondence  very  fully,  as  it  was  one  of 
the  few  cases  where  there  seemed  to  be  a  persistent  determination  on  the 
part  of  one  of  the  companies  to  ignore  the  requirements  of  the  law  and  the 
findings  of  the  Commissioners,  the  theory  being  that  the  managers  of  the 
road  were  the  judges  of  the  necessity  of  the  connecting  tracks,  and  that  the 
law  being  founded  in  reason,  they  should  not  be  required  to  obey  its  man- 
dates if  there  was  not  a  demand  for  the  interchange  of  cars  at  that  station. 
That  this  company  were  under  a  misapprehension  of  the  needs  of  business 
at  this  point,  will  appear  from  the  following  letter:

To  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  State  of  lotoa: 

Gentlemen— I  wish  to  bring  under  your  notice  a  law  the  Iowa  Central 
Bailway  has  just  issued  in  regard  to  baggage.  The  principal  points  in  it 
are,  to- wit:  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  carry  any  samples  free.  If  they 
do,  all  under  300  pounds  shall  pay  for  300  pounds  excess  baggage,  and  in  no 
case  shall  any  traveler  be  allowed  to  carry  on  any  passenger  train  more  than 
600  pounds.  Baggage  must  be  at  the  depot  thirty  minutes  before  the  speci- 
fied time  of  leaving. 

Now,  I  think  the  above  conditions  are  great  pieces  of  imposition,  as  vou 
are  aware  that  if  a  traveler  has  to  have  his  baggage  at  the  depot  thirty 
minutes  before  time  for  train  to  leave,  it  will  cause  a  great  deal  of  incon-

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venience  and  loss  of  valuable  time.  They  have  a  card  with  these  rules 
tacked  up  In  their  depots.  Wish  I  could  have  sent  you  one.  Hoping  that 
you  will  look  into  the  matter  as  early  as  possible.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  complainant  avers  that  the  Central  Iowa  Railway  Company  has  is- 
sued a  rule  on  the  transportation  of  baggage  and  the  sample  trunks  of  com- 
mercial travelers  which  is  oppressive;  that  no  sample  trunks  will  be  carried 
free ;  that  the  300  pound  rate  is  charged  on  sample  trunks,  even  though  they 
may  not  weigh  so  much. 

The  order  complained  of  is  a  special  notice  to  commercial  travelers  and 
others  dated  November  14th,  1881 ;  that  '*  all  persons  with  sample  trunks  or 
"  other  packages  (not  strictly  personal  wearing  apparel)  will  see  that  their 
**  trunks  are  at  the  station  from  which  they  are  to  be  forwarded  on  passen- 
"  ger  trains,  not  less  than  thirty  minutes,  and  ticket  for  passage  shown  to 
**  baggageman  at  the  station,  and  baggage  pointed  out  and  weighed,  before 
"the  same  will  be  allowed  to  be  checked,  and  before  the  schedule  time  for 
'*  leaving,  or  the  same  will  not  be  put  on  the  train  except  at  the  convenience 
**of  the  company." 

**  One  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of  baggage  (strictly  personal  wearing  ap- 
**  parel)  will  be  allowed  free  of  charge  for  each  person  over  fourteen  years 
•*  of  age." 

"  Sample  trunks  taken  on  passenger  trains  will  be  charged  at  regular  ex- 
'*  cess  baggage  rates  for  300  pounds ;  all  over  300  pounds  will  be  charged 
'*  double  the  rate  of  the  first  300  pounds  for  such  excess,  and  no  person  will 
**be  allowed  to  take  on  passenger  trains  more  than  600  pounds;  and  any 
"  trunk  or  package  exceeding  in  one  piece  more  than  300  pounds,  can  only 
**  be  taken  on  freight  trains,  regularly  way-billed  at  the  station  and  freight 
"prepaid  to  destination."  "Persons  having  baggage  (strictly  personal 
"  wearing  apparel)  will  be  required  to  purchase  ticket  and  show  the  same  to 
"  baggageman  at  station  from  which  the  baggage  is  to  be  forwarded,  at  least 
"  fifteen  minutes  before  schedule  leaving  time  for  train,  and  must  be  claimed 
"on  arrival  of  the  train  or  the  same  will  be  at  the  risk  of  the  owner."  This 
notice  was  modified  by  a  circular  dated  November  20th,  so  as  to  permit 
holders  of  excess  baggage  books  to  have  their  baggage  checked  to  the  extent 
of  such  weight  as  their  baggage  excess  books  cover  till  such  time  as  their 
books  are  used  up,  but  from  that  date,  agents  will  not  issue  excess  baggage 
books  covering  more  than  450  pounds,  which  added  to  the  amount  carried 
free,  150  pounds,  makes  the  maximum  weight  allowed,  600  pounds. 

The  Commissioners  find  the  following  to  be  well  settled  principles  with 
regard  to  carriers  of  passengers :  That  the  carrier  is  regarded  as  an  insurer 
of  baggage  and  must  answer  for  any  loss  not  occasioned  by  the  act  of  God 
or  the  public  enemies. 
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That  a  carrier  cannot  restrict  his  liability  by  a  general  notice,  though 
brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  owners  of  the  property. 

That  the  carrier  may  demand  statement  of  the  value  of  baggage  and  pre- 
mium in  proportion  thereto. 

That  the  contract  with  the  carrier  is  to  carry  the  passenger  and  his  per- 
sonal baggage.  The  definition  as  legally  given  to  personal  baggage  is  such 
as  passengers  usually  carry  for  their  personal  use,  comfort,  or  amusement, 
according  to  the  position  in  life  and  occupation  of  the  traveler.  This  includes 
clothing. 

It  has  been  decided  in  many  cases  that  a  merchant  cannot  carry  merchan- 

■ 

dise  in  his  baggage  to  avoid  the  payment  of  freight  upon  it,  and  recover  of 
the  carrier.  This  rule  extends  tathe  samples  carried  by  traveling  salesmen 
upon  the  road. 

For  extra  baggage  the  carrier  is  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  special  com- 
pensation in  addition  to  the  fare  paid  for  the  carriage  of  his  person.  When 
such  extra  comi>ensation  is  paid,  the  carrier  is  responsible  for  such  baggage 
in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  carriers  of  goods.  Although 
the  correct  rule  seems  to  be  that  a  carrier  cannot  limit  his  liability  by  notice 
that  he  will  not  be  responsible  beyond  a  certain  extent,  yet  there  is  no 
reason  why  he  may  not  make  for  his  own  protection  and  for  the  greater 
safety  of  baggage,  such  reasonable  regulation  for  the  checking,  custody,  and 
carriage  of  the  baggage  as  may  be  suggested  by  reason  and  experience,  but 
the  regulation  must  be  of  a  reasonable  and  proper  nature. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  passenger  to  remove  his  baggage  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  reaching  his  destination;  failing  to  do  this  the  liability  of  the 
carrier  is  changed,  and  he  assumes  the  relation  to  the  baggage  that  a  ware- 
houseman holds  to  goods  in  store. 

From  the  above  quoted  authorities  the  Commissioners  conclude  that  the 
Central  Iowa  Bailway  Company  may  carry  or  not,  at  their  option,  the  trunks 
of  traveling  salesmen  on  their  passenger  trains  (not  being  personal  baggage), 
and  may  if  they  elect  to  do  so,  prescribe  the  time  when  and  the  conditions 
on  which  they  will  be  received ;  that  they  may  draw  the  line  of  distinction 
between  this  class  of  goods  and  the  ordinary  baggage,  as  they  have  done  in 
the  notice  of  the  time  in  which  it  will  be  received,  and  that  they  may  require 
it  all  to  be  shipped  as  freight  if  they  so  determine. 

The  passenger  as  to  his  personal  baggage  might  raise  a  question  as  to  the 
reasonableness  of  the  time  he  was  required  to  present  his  baggage  for  check- 
ing before  the  time  for  the  arrival  of  the  train,  and  possibly  might  compel 
them  to  check  at  any  time  before  the  train  was  due.  After  that  the  com- 
pany's agents  may  properly  refuse  to  check  baggage  or  seU  tickets.  That 
the  requirements  complained  of  will  often  be  a  waste  of  valuable  time  is 
probably  true,  and  possibly  if  the  regulation  is  rigidly  enforced,  may  work 
hardship,  but  we  have  failed  to  find  anything  in  the  law  of  carriers  as  inter- 
preted by  the  courts  that  will  furnish  relief. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  passenger  to  remove  his  baggage  on  arriving  at  his 
destination.    If  he  fails  to  do  so,  he  relieves  the  carrier  of  special  liability. 
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But  the  new  relation  of  warehoaseman  does  not  arise  until  it  appears  that 
the  baggage  was  stored  in  a  safe  and  secure  warehouse;  then  the  company 
becomes  liable  as  a  warehouseman  or  bailee  for  hire.

Dear  Sir— To  yours  of  30th,  inclosing  copy  of  your  decision  in  case 
of  F.  C.  Ashall,  **  a  traveler  for  Messrs.  Seeberger,  Breaky  &  Co.,  of  Chi- 
"cago,"  against  the  Central  Iowa  Railway  Company,  at  hand,  and  the 
same  has  been  read  with  satisfaction.  I  am  quite  sure  if  your  able  exposi- 
tion of  this  matter  was  in  the  hands  of  and  read  by  every  son  of  Japhet  who 
writes  himself  as  "a  traveler,"  the  wholesome  effect  produced  would  be  a 
luxury  that  every  road  in  the  State  would  make  the  effort  to  indulge  them- 
selves in. 

Not  infrequently  "a  traveler"  has  arrived  at  the  station  just  as  a  train  is 
ready  to  pull  out,  with  samples  weighing  in  the  aggregate  some  1,100  to 
2,000  pounds.  It  is  the  intention  to  have  the  " traveler"  at  the  station  with 
his  baggage  at  a  seasonable  time,  if  he  desires  his  luggage  to  go  by  that  train, 
else  it  will  be  loaded  at  convenience  of  the  company.  Striving  at  all  times 
to  meet  the  just  and  reasonable  demands  of  our  patrons,

To  tJie  Honoi'oble  Board  of  Railroad  Commisssoners,  Des  Moines,  lotoa: 

Gentlemen— Some  weeks  sijice  we  applied  to  the  general  ticket  agent  of 
the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  at  Chicago,  for  a  thousand  mile  ticket  over 
their  road  at  the  customary  rate  of  two  cents  per  mile,  for  traveling  sales- 
men in  Iowa,  but  they  declined  upon  the  plea  that  we  did  not  patronize  their 
road.  All  other  railroad  companies  to  whom  we  have  applied  for  thousand 
mile  tickets  at  the  established  rate  of  two  cents,  even  those  over  which  we 
do  not  ship,  have  cheerfully  acceded. 

Is  this  not  disQriminating  against  the  interests  of  shippers  in  this  city? 
TVe  hope  that  you  will  be  kind  enough  to  look  after  these  narrow-minded 
fellows,  if  it  comes  within  the  province  of  your  judicial  investigation.

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DEOISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

Your  charge  is  that  the  Illinois  Central  Company  refuses  to  sell  1,000  mile 
passenger  tickets  at  the  reduced  rate  of  two  cents  per  mile,  the  same  rate  it 
charges  to  passengers  who  transport  their  merchandise  over  its  line. 

The  law  fixes  the  rate  which  the  Illinois  Central  Company  may  charge  for 
passengers:  see  sections  1  and  2,  chapter  68,  acts  of  the  Fifteenth  General 
Assembly. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  has  no  authority  to  alter  the  rate  thus  pre- 
scribed. That  the  Illinois  Central  Company  sells  1,000  mile  tickets  to  per- 
sons for  a  less  rate  is  a  matter  not  within  control  of  the  Board.  That  in 
doing  so  the  company  has  a  right  to  affix  certain  conditions,  as  for  instance, 
that  the  purchaser  shall  transport  his  freight  over  their  line,  cannot  admit 
of  question. 

That  other  railway  companies  make  no  distinction  in  sales  of  such  tickets 
between  persons  who  do  and  who  do  not  do  their  freight  business  over  their 
lines  respectively,  does  not  impose  a  like  reduction  upon  the  Illinois  Central. 

If  this  doctrine  were  maintained,  one  or  two  companies  would  have  the 
power  to  control  the  passenger  rates  of  all  the  other  roads  in  the  State. 
Companies  of  large  business  would  practically  have  control  of  rates  on  other 
lines,  no  matter  how  limited  their  traffic. 

Section  11  of  the  Commissioner  law,  passed  March,  1878,  provides  that 
"no  railroad  corporation  shall  charge,  demand,  or  receive  from  any  person, 
"company,  or  corporation,  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property, 
"  *  *  *  *  a  greater  sum  than  it  shall  at  the  same  time  charge, 
"demand,  or  receive  from  any  other  person  ♦  ♦  ♦  for  a  like 
'•service."  It  also  provides,  that  "all  concessions  of  rates,  drawbacks,  and 
"contracts  for  special  rates,  shall  be  open  to  and  allowed  all  persons  alike," 
etc.  But  these  conditions  are  modified  by  the  conditional  phrase  that "  these 
"provisions  shall  be  ox)en  to  all  alike  upon  like  conditions  and  under  similar 
"circumstances.'*  If  one  person  obtains  special  passenger  rates  on  condition 
that  he  transports  his  freight  over  that  company's  lines,  another  cannot 
avail  himself  of  this  rate,  except  on  complying  with  the  terms  of  the  special 
rate,  except  *'  upon  like  conditions  and  under  similar  circumstances." 

There  is  no  discrimination  against  you  in  the  action  of  the  railway  com- 
plained of,  because  you  evidently  do  not  intend  to  accept  the  "  condition " 
along  with  the  special  rate.

I  will  also  urge  your  petition  upon  the  company  in  order  to  emphasize  the 
action  of  the  Board  and  hasten  the  work.

Dear  Sir— Various  complaints,  written  and  verbal,  have  been  received  at 
this  office,  from  which  the  Board  instruct  me  to  quote  the  following: 

"November  24, 1881. 

"  I  call  your  attention  to  the  transfer  at  Abbott,  between  the  Burlington, 
"  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  and  the  Central  Iowa  Railways.  I  spent  time 
"  enough  last  night  crouched  behind  a  two-inch  plank  to  freeze  an  Esqui- 
**  maux,  and  with  a  stiff  northwester  blowing.  I  found  that  several  ladies 
"  had  a  similar  experience  yesterday.  Perhaps  twenty-five  passengers,  on 
"  the  average  are  transferred  there  daily,  and  it  is  too  unbearable.  They 
**  sell  tickets  and  then  dump  you  on  the  plank  there  night  and  day.  Many 
"come  here  not  knowing  the  situation  and  so  are  unavoidably  caught. 
•*  Can't  you  devise  a  remedy?" 

Both  railways  are  important  lines  of  passenger  travel,  and  each  is  under 
obligation  alike  of  law  and  humanity  to  provide  for  the  comfort  and  safety 
of  its  passengers.  It  is  perhaps  a  nice  question  whether  a  railway  company 
is  not  liable  for  any  damage  by  exposure  from  the  delivery  of  passengers  at 
a  railway  crossing— the  almost  universal  custom  at  crossings  being  to  pro- 
vide a  depot  or  waiting  room.  Whether  this  be  so  or  not,  the  case  in  ques- 
tion calls  for  the  intervention  of  the  Commissioners. 

Section  3,  of  chapter  77,  acts  oif  the  Seventeenth  General  Assembly,  pro- 
vides, that  *•  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  it 
**  shall  appear  that  any  addition  to,  or  change  of,  its  station  or  station-houses, 
*  or  any  change  in  the  mode  of  operating  its  road,  and  conducting  its  busi- 
**  nes9  is  reasonable  and  expedient,  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  con- 
"  venience,  and  accommodation  of  the  public,  said  Railroad  Commissioners 
"shaU  inform  such  railroad  corporation  of  the  improvements  and  clianges 
•*  which  they  adjudge  to  be  proper,  by  a  notice  in  writing,"  et«. 

The  case  in  question  is  one  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners, 
demands  their  intervention  on  behalf  of  the  traveling  public.  It  is  their 
judgment,  and  this  is  to  notify  you,  that  such  a  building  or  waiting  room  be 
erected  at  so  near  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  two  railways  as  shall  af- 
ford reasonable  shelter,  comfort,  and  accommodation  to  passengers  who  may 
desire  to  change  from  the  trains  of  one  railway  to  those  of  the  other.  As 
the  transfer  between  the  two  roads  at  Abbott  is  presumably  equal,  the  Com-

missioners  have  directed  a  like  letter  and  notice  as  this  to  be  served  upon 
the  superintendent  of  the  Burlin^n,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway. 
It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board  that  the  expenses  of  such  building  should 
be  borne  share  and  share  alike  by  the  two  railways  intersecting.  They  have 
an  intimation  from  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Company  that 
they  are  ready  to  bear  their  proportion  of  the  expense.

Dear  Sir— The  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  crossed 
the  Central  Iowa  Railwav  at  this  place  iwo  years  ago,  and  have  not  as  yet 
put  in  a  "  Y,"  nor  a  decent  waiting-room  with  a  daily  transfer  of  from  two 
to  three  dozen  passengers.  It  seems  that  if  the  company  did  not  for  its  own 
sake,  it  should  for  humanity's  sake  he  forced  to  build  at  least  a  comfortable 
ticket  office,  and  furnish  an  agent  for  the  same.  Nothing  short  of  that 
would  be  of  any  use  at  all,  as  they  have  tried  putting  up  a  little  shanty 
which  in  a  few  days  was  so  defaced  by  filth  and  obscenity  tliat  it  could  not 
be  used,  and  finally  burned  down.

distance.  But  where  the  building  should  be,  and  where  the  traveling  pub-

The  undersigned  citizens  of  Ellsworth,  in  the  county  of  Hamilton,  and 
State  of  Iowa,  would  respectfully  represent  that  in  the  year  1880  the  Toledo 
&  Northwestern  Railway  Company  purchased  the  land  upon  which  the  said 
village  of  Ellsworth  is  built;  that  said  company  ciiused  said  land  to  be  sur- 
veyed and  laid  out  into  lots,  blocks,  streets,  and  alleys,  and  caused  the  same 
to  be  i)latted  and  said  plat  to  be  recorded  according  to  law  in  the  recoider's 
office,  in  said  county,  under  the  name  of  Ellsworth;  that  subsequent  to  the 
recording  of  said  plat,  said  company  for  a  valuable  consideration  sold  and  con- 
veyed to  different  persons  a  large  number  of  said  lots,  the  purchasers  erect- 
ing thereon  private  residences  and  business  houses;  that  the  said  purchasers 
at  the  time  oelieved,  and  still  believe,  that  said  railway  company  by  virtue 
of  their  charter,  a  franchise  granted  by  the  sovereign  State  of  Iowa,  were 
bound  to  manage  said  railway  in  the  interest  not  only  of  said  company,  but 
also  of  the  people  of  Iowa,  and  more  particularly  for  the  benefit  of  the  peo- 
ple living  along  the  line  of  said  railway.

To  the  Honorable  Railroad  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen— The  Independence  Mills  Company  is  a  corporation  owning 
and  operating  a  flouring-mill  at  Independence,  Iowa.  We  are  using  an- 
nually about  100,000  bushels  of  wheat,  most  all  of  which  we  have  to  ship  in 
by  the  Iowa  Division  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  and  by  the  Bur- 
lington, Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway.  These  roads  have  brought 
in  for  us  during  the  past  year  over  200  cars  of  wheat  for  milling  purposes. 
We  have  repeatedly  tried  to  get  a  reduction  of  the  freight  on  our  wheat, 
from  both  these  railroads,  but  have  always  failed. 

We  depend  for  our  sales  almost  exclusively  upon  the  local  market  Of 
late,  however,  these  roads  have  both  made  a  reduction  on  their  freight  on 
flour  shipped  from  Minneapolis.  This  reduction  has  been  made  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  Minnesota  mills.  It  is  such  a  discrimination  in  favor  of  Min- 
nesota flour  and  against  Minnesota  wheat  shipped  for  grinding  at  our  local 
mills  as  is  unjust  to  the  milling  interests  of  Iowa.  The  reduction  lately 
made  by  each  of  these  roads  is  fifteen  cents  per  barrel  on  flour  from  Minne- 
apolis here.    This  margin  is  sufiicent  to  Uike  off  all  our  profits. 

We  most  earnestly  request  your  honorable  body  to  inquire  into  this  mat- 
ter, and  to  see  if  the  same  or  corresponding  reduction  cannot  be  had  on 
wheat  shipped  for  milling  purposes. 

We  have  tried  to  procure  such  reduction,  but  cannot  get  any  favorable 
answer.

The  condplainant  states  that  he  is  a  manufacturer  of  flour  at  Independence 
Iowa;  that  he  obtains  his  wheat  in  part  over  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad; 
that  their  rates  are  too  high ;  that  the  railroad  company  transports  flour 
from  Minneapolis  to  Independence  at  a  rate  lately  reduced  by  the  amount 
of  fifteen  cents  per  barrel ;  that  with  such  a  flour  rate  complainant  is  unable 
to  compete  against  Minnesota  flour,  under  the  present  Iowa  local  rates  on 
wheat. 

Replying  to  these  statements,  Mr.  W.  K.  Ackerman,  president,  says: 
"  Our  rate  on  flour  from  Minneapolis  to  Independence  is  45  cents  per  barrel, 
"  and  this  is  a  higher  rate  than  we  charge  on  our  Iowa  Division  locally  for 
"  the  same  distance  on  the  same  class  of  freight.  Our  wheat  rates  we  think 
"  are  unreasonably  low,  and  the  Independence  Mills  Company  has  the  ad- 
"  vantage  of  them." 

If  the  through  Minneapolis  rates  to  Iowa  points  are  higher  than  the  Iowa 
local  rates,  it  would  seem  that  this  is  all  that  could  reasonably  be  asked,  as 
to  the  relation  or  proportion  of  the  two  charges.  Such  facts  show  tliat  Iowa 
local  interests  already  have  an  advantage  over  shipments  from  Minnesota. 
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The  next  question  is,  are  the  Illinois  Central  local  rates  reasonable  in 
themselves?  In  a  former  letter  yon  asked  for  the  rate  from  Waterloo  to 
Independence. 

On  examination  we  lind  it  to  be  6.20  cents  per  100  pounds  on  wheat,  or  3.72 
cents  per  bushel.  This  is  almost  exactly  the  rate  fixed  by  the  Iowa  tariff 
(Granger  act)  law  of  1874.  To  be  exact,  the  rate  charged  now  is  6.20  cents 
per  100  pounds;  the  "Granger  rate"  was  6.14  cents  per  100  pounds,  an  in- 
crease of  only  .06  of  a  cent  per  100  pounds.  The  Illinois  Central  is  still  op- 
erating under  "Granger  rates**  substantially  having  made  but  a  slight 
increase  since  the  repeal  of  that  law,  and  this  only  on  short  hauls  and  par- 
tial car  loads.  It  was  every  where  conceded  that  the  rates  of  the  "  Granger 
law"  were  exceedingly  low;  and  surely  the  Illinois  Central's  Iowa  business 
does  not  indicate  anything  like  profits  year  by  year. 

As  to  the  rate  on  wheat  from  Waterloo  to  Independence,  and  from  other 
stations  on  the  line  of  the  Illinois  Central,  the  Commissioners  hold  that  they 
are  not  unreasonable.  As  to  the  rate  on  Minneapolis  flour  to  Iowa  points, 
the  rate  being  relatively  higher  than  Iowa  local  rates  for  like  distances,  they 
see  no  good  ground  of  complaint.  Besides  they  have  no  jurisdiction  over 
rates  between  different  States,  and  are  powerless  in  the  premises.

Major  Anderson: 

Dear  Sir— I  am  shipping  com  from  this  point  and  have  been  wanting  to 
ship  to  Kansas  City,  but  the  railroad  company  refuses  to  give  rates.  At  last 
I  filled  a  car  of  corn  and  offered  to  consign  it  to  Kansas  City,  but  the  com- 
pany refused  to  take  the  corn  unless  I  loiuled  it  in  a  Kansas  City  car.  The 
agent  telegraphed  an  order  for  a  Kansas  City  car,  but  I  have  no  idea  that 
the  car  will  be  sent.  In  this  way  we  will  be  prohibited  from  sending  corn 
to  Kansas  City.  I  suppose  the  point  of  the  matter  is,  that  the  C,  B.  &  Q. 
line  only  runs  to  Burlington  Junction,  thirty -six  miles,  and  this  company 
would  only  get  a  small  fee  for  handling  the  corn,  and  if  it  goes  to  St.  Louis 
or  Chicago  it  will  pay  twenty-five  cents  per  liundred  weight.  Another  point, 
I  have  consigned  corn  from  Burlington  Junction  to  p]ast  St.  Louis,  for 
twenty-two  cents  per  hundred,  and  the  corn  comes  through  Villisca,  thirty- 
six  miles  further  than  corn  is  drawn  that  is  shipped  from  this  point,  but 
from  here  the  cost  is  twenty-five  cents  per  hundred. 

I  state  these  facts  to  you  as  a  Railroad  Commissioner  hoping  that  by 
virtue  of  your  oflSce  you  may  be  able  to  prescribe  a  remedy.

From  V  illisca  to  Chicago,  a  distance  of  433  miles,  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  IL 
Company  charge  twenty-five  cents  per  hundred  on  com  in  bulk.  From 
Villisca  to  Kansas  City,  a  distance  of  about  ISO  miles,  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  B.  R. 
Company  charge  the  same  rate  as  to  Chicago,  twenty-five  cents  per  hundred 
on  com  m  bulk.  The  C,  B.  &  Q.  Company  own  the  track  from  Villisca  to 
Burlington  Junction,  Missouri,  a  distance  of  thirty-sijc  miles,  and  the  Kansas 
City  &  Council  Bluffs  Company  own  the  track  from  Burlington  Junction  to 
Kansas  City,  144  miles.  The  C.,  B.  &  Q.  Company  have  the  right  to  make 
the  rates  on  all  freights  from  Villisca  through  to  Kansas  City.  Upon  the 
branch  road  running  from  Creston  to  Kansas  City,  a  freight  rate  of  sixteen 
cents  per  hundred  in  bulk  is  given. 

We  consider  these  rates  as  unjustly  discriminating  between  points,  and 
ask  your  honorable  body  to  procure,  if  possible,  for  the  grain  dealers  at 
Villisca,  the  same  rate  for  corn  as  is  charged  from  Creston  to  Kansas  City, 
or  the  same  per  mile  as  is  charged  from  v  illisca  to  Chicago,  and  that  we 
may  be  supplied  with  cars  for  shipping  com  to  Kansas  City.  We  the 
undersigned  state  that  the  alx)ve  mentioned  facts  are  a  true  and  correct 
statement  of  conditions  as  they  now  exist.

Dear  Sir— Your  several  letters  of  complaint  against  the  Chicago,  Bur- 
lington &  Quincy  Railroad,  on  account  of  alleged  excessive  charges  on  com 
to  Kansas  City  are  at  hand.  In  reply  the  Board  instruct  me  to  say  that  as 
the  service  is  between  points  in  different  States,  the  rates  are  not  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Iowa  Commissioners.  Their  jurisdiction  is  necessarily 
limited  to  rates  between  stations  within  the  State.  The  same  is  true  as  to 
the  other  point  of  complaint  you  make,  the  difficulty  to  get  cars  of  the  com- 
pany, to  be  transported  off  its  lines  upon  other  lines  of  road.  Although  the 
matter  is  wholly  without  our  jurisdiction,  we  nevertheless  have  laid  it 
before  the  managers  of  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  Railroad,  in  the  hope  that  whatever 
ought  to  be  done  in  the  premises  will  be.

As  to  that 
point  of  the  complaint,  your  refusal  to  allow  your  cars  to  be  loaded,  and  sent 
long  distances  off  your  line  upon  other  lines,  the  Board  long  ago  settled  the 
doctrine  sustaining  your  action  (see  case  of  Alex,  Risk  v.  The  I,  C,  R,  R, 
Report  of  1880,  pp  115, 118).  If  there  is  anything  that  demands  correction 
in  the  matter  of  charges,  the  Commissioners  are  very  confident  it  will  be 
promptly  done.    Please  make  reply  at  your  earliest  convenience.

E.  G.  Morgan,  Esq.,  Secretary  Railroad  Commissioners,  Des  Moines,  Iowa : 

Dear  JSir — I  am  in  due  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  22d  inst.,  inclosing 
sundry  communications  from  Mr.  F.  H.  Jerome,  of  Villisca.  The  burden  of 
this  complaint  seems  to  be — first,  that  we  have  not  always  been  able  to  fur- 
nish cars  in  which  to  load  com  for  Kansas  City.  Second,  that  our  rate  to 
that  point  is  twenty-five  cents  per  100  pounds. 

To  both  of  these  indictments  we  plead  guilty,  and  while  we  realize  the 
fact  that  your  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  in  matters  of  inter-State  commerce, 
we  are  not  disposed  on  that  account  to  refuse  an  explanation,  which  will,  I 
hope,  justify  us  in  your  eyes.  This  company  has  no  interest  in  any  grain 
market  beyond  its  revenue  for  the  carriage  of  the  grain — ^all  markets  are 
alike  to  it/ 

But  it  does  make  a  great  difference  to  us,  in  the  matter  of  cars,  whether 
the  Iowa  grain  crop  is  moved  east  or  west.  For  the  last  six  or  eight 
months  our  west  boimd  business  has  been  unusually  heavy,  and  our  east 
bound  unusually  light. 

The  great  deniand  of  the  extreme  west  and  southwest  for  merchandise  of 
all  kinds  resulted  in  the  months  of  October,  November,  and  the  first  part  of 
December,  in  much  of  our  equipment  beins  scattered  about  in  New  Mexico, 
Colorado,  and  Arizona,  with  lieavy  demands  for  cars  in  Chicago,  and  an  ab- 
solute necessity  for  hauling  empty  cars  four  or  five  hundred  miles  into 
Chicago  to  provide  for  our  pressing  necessities,  and  to  forward  valuable 
merchandise  and  perishable  freight.  A  car  spared  from  this  work  and  put 
into  the  service  of  carrying  Mr.  Jerome's  corn  to  Kansas  City  (with  great 
probability  of  its  going  thence  to  the  wilderness  and  not  returning  for 
months)  would  lose  us  far  more  money  by  its  absence  than  the  amount  we 
propijsed  charging  Mr.  Jerome  for  the  service.  It  is  not  true,  as  Mr.  Jerome 
states,  that  the  rate  from  Crehton  branch  points  to  Kansas  City  is  less  than 
from  points  on  the  Villisca  branch.  Many  things  are  done  and' many  orders 
issuea  by  railroad  officers  which  appear  to  others  as  arbitrary  and  unreason- 
able, but  they  are  always  explainaDle  on  business  principles,  and  are  never 
issued  with  intent  to  harass  or  annoy  shippers;  most  of  the  latter  class 
know  this,  and  from  them  we  have  no  complaints;  in  fact,  I  believe  they 
would  beai*  witness  to  our  fair  dealing  with  them.  Mr.  Jerome,  who,  I 
observe,  styles  himself  **  note  broker  and  claim  agent,"  is  evidently  unac- 
quainted with  the  transportation  business,  and  such  little  experience  as  he 
has  had  has  been  gathered  at  an  unfavorable  time. 

I  trust  he  will  be  more  fortunate  in  future,  and  I  beg  to  assure  him  through 
you,  that  any  Just  complaint  he  may  have  against  us  will  be  promptly  met 
by  our  own  ofticers  and  the  cause  removed,  whenever  such  just  complaint 
shall  be  brought  to  our  notice. 

It  is  proper  to  state  in  this  connection  that  Mr.  Jerome  has  not,  so  far  as 
I  can  ascertain,  made  complaint  to  any  officer  of  this  company  concerning 
the  matters  alleged  in  his  letters  to  you.    Yours  truly,

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DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

This  complaint  alleges,  first,  that  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Rail- 
road Company  refused  to  ship  corn  from  Villisca  to  Kansas  City  in  its  own 
cars,  or  unless  the  same  was  loaded  into  the  cars  of  some  company  who  de- 
sired to  handle  grain  in  the  Kansas  City  trade;  second,  that  the  rate  charged 
on  corn  to  Kansas  City  is  extortionate,  the  complainant  alleging  that  the  Vil- 
lisca rate  to  that  market  is  twenty-five  cents  per  hundred  weight,  while  the 
rate  on  the  Creston  line— distance  about  the  same,  is  only  sixteen  cents.  In 
support  of  the  complaint  as  to  the  extortion,  it  is  asserted  that  the  rate 
from  Villisca  to  Chicago,  483  miles,  is  twenty-five  cents,  and  the  rate  to 
Kansas  City,  a  distance  of  about  180  miles,  the  same.  Also,  that  the  same 
company's  rate  to  Kansas  City,  via  the  Creston  branch,  is  sixteen  cents.  As 
the  matter  complained  of  relates  to  shipments  from  a  point  in  Iowa  to  a 
station  in  Missouri,  the  Commissioners  have  no  jurisdiction  over  it  The 
matter  was  nevertheless  laid  before  the  company,  and  in  reply  and  explana- 
tion General  Freight  Agent  E.  P.  Ripley,  says:  "For  the  last  six  or  eight 
"months  our  western  bound  business  has  been  unusually  heavy,  and  our 

east  bound  unusually  light.    The  great  demand  of  the  extreme  west  and 

southwest  for  merchandise  of  all  kinds  resulted,  in  the  months  of  October, 
"  November,  and  the  first  part  of  December  in  much  of  our  equipment  being 
"  scattered  about  in  New  Mexico,  Colorado,  and  Arizona,  with  Heavy  demand 
"  for  cars  in  Chicago,  and  an  absolute  necessity  of  hauling  empty  cars  four 
"  or  five  hundred  miles  into  Chicago  to  provide  for  our  pressing  necessities 
"  and  to  forward  valuable  merchandise  and  perishable  freight. 

"  A  car  spared  from  this  work  and  put  into  the  service  of  carrying  Mr. 
"Jerome's  corn  to  Kansas  City,  with  great  probability  of  its  going  thence  to 
"the  wilderness  and  not  returning  for  months,  would  lose  us  far  more 
"  money  by  its  absence  than  the  amount  we  proposed  charging  Mr.  Jerome 
"  for  the  service." 

As  to  the  first  allegation  in  this  complaint  the  Commissioners  have  held 
that  no  railway  company  is  bound  to  furnish  cars  to  transport  freight  over 
lines  not  its  own.  (See  case  of  Aleorunder  Risk  v.  The  Illinois  Central 
report  of  1880,  pages  115,  118.)  In  that  decision  it  was  held  as  follows: 
"  The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  in  Iowa  is  intersected  by  ten  different  con- 
"necting  roads.  If  one  shipper,  residing  at  any  station  on  its  line  may  de- 
"  mand  cars  for  transporting  grain  or  goods  to  points  at  considerable  or  long 
"distances  from  its  own  or  connecting  lines,  every  shipper  may.  If  every 
"shipper  may  do  so,  the  railroad  company  is  at  once  placed  at  the  mercy  of 
"  connecting  or  competing  lines.  The  law  as  thus  interpreted  would  permit 
"  all  the  cars  of  the  road  to  be  taken  from  its  own  line  and  scattered  along 
"  the  ten  connecting  lines,  or  along  tlie  twenty  or  thirty  other  lines  with 
"  which  these  connecting  lines  connect.  Some  would  soon  be  at  various  sea- 
"board  points,  some  at  stations  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  others  on  the  plains 

or  Pacific  Coast,  while  all  might  be  scattered  into  every  part  of  the  Union. 
"  Combinations  among  these  connecting  lines  in  Iowa  in  the  way  of  cut  or 
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"cost  rates  might  thus  entirely  destroy  not  only  the  business  of  the  Illinois 
"Central,  but  its  very  property.  The  Commissioners  do  not  so  interpret  the 
"  law.  In  such  case  each  railroad  in  the  State  would  be  substantially  at  the 
"mercy  of  connecting  lines,  and  on  the  rapid  road  te  bankruptey.  Besides, 
"the  law  as  to  the  duty  of  a  railroad  company  in  furnishing  cars  for  ship- 
"pers,  limits  such  duty  to  tJie  line  of  its  road" 

On  this  point  the  law  is  that  no  railroad  company  can  be  compelled  to 
furnish  cars  for  carrying  freight  over  the  roads  of  other  companies.  A 
railway  may  do  so  at  its  own  option,  but  the  law  does  not  require  it  as  a 
dutv. 

Respecting  the  charge  that  twenty-five  cents  per  100  pounds  on  corn  from 
Villisca  or  Creston  to  Kansas  City,  180  miles,  is  extortionate,  the  Board  is  of 
the  opinion  that  it  is.  On  comparison  with  the  rate  fixed  by  the  "  Granger 
act"  of  1874,  repealed  in  1878,  the  rate  of  twenty-five  cents  is  found  to  be 
thirty-eight  per  cent  higher,  for  which  there  does  not  seem  to  be  justification ; 
the  rate  prescribed  by  the  repealed  law  was  fifteen  and  a  half  cents  per  100 
pounds.  That  the  Granger  rate  was  a  very  low  one,  will  not  be  disputed; 
but  that  the  present  rate  of  twenty-five  cents  is  an  unreasonably  high  one 
to  us  admits  of  no  question.  As  the  service  is  on  inter-State  business,  how- 
ever, it  is  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board  to  afford  a  remedy.  The 
charge  that  the  Creston  rate  is  only  sixteen  cents  while  the  Villisca  rate  is 
twenty-five  cents  is  unequivocably  denied  by  the  general  freight  agent,  E. 
P.Ripley,  his  language  being  as  follows:  "It  is  not  true,  as  Mr.  Jerome 
"  states,  that  the  rate  to  Kansas  City  from  Creston  branch  points  is  less  than 
**  from  points  on  the  Villisca  branch."  With  such  a  conflict  of  assertions 
and  testimony  it  is  impossible  for  the  Board  to  determine  which  is  correct. 
The  complainant  has  not  furnished  any  shipping  bills  or  receipts,  or  verified 
copies  to  substantiate  the  statement,  and  this  part  of  the  case  rests  upon 
the  contradictory  averments  of  the  paities. 

As  the  Iowa  Commissioners  have  no  jurisdiction  over  the  matter  in  dis- 
pute, it  is  unable  to  make  any  recommendations. 

The  courts  appear  to  be  the  only  remedy  available  in  such  cases.

Gentlemen— I  have  just  received  a  package  of  freight  shipped  from  Chi- 
cago that  weighed  ten  pounds,  and  paid  the  cliarges,  ninety  cents.  The 
package  is  a  crate  containing  four  hand  bellows,  and  was  billed  at  twenty 
pounds,  but  the  actual  weight  is  ten  pounds.  It  was  shipped  as  freight. 
Had  the  railroad  company  a  legal  right  to  collect  nine  cents  per  pound  as 
freight  from  Chicago  to  Sioux  City  ?

W.  F.  Knowles,  Esq.,  Slotux  City,  Iowa : 

Dear  Sir— Referring  to  your  complaint  of  the  9th  inst,  the  Board  hold 
that  the  charge  of  ninety  cents  on  the  crate  of  bellows  is  not  an  unreason- 
able one.  Such  freight  is  very  light  and  bulky,  and  if  moved  in  car  loads  at 
the  rate  per  pound  of  heavier  and  less  bulky  freight,  the  freight  per  car  would 
be  anything  but  a  paying  one.  All  small  or  parcel  freight  is  properly 
chargeable  at  a  higher  proportionate  rate  than  larger  quantities ;  and  it  is 
held  by  the  courts  everywhere  and  by  the  rule  of  all  transportation  com- 
panies that  a  pro  rata  proportion  of  a  large  shipment  for  small  parcels,  es- 
pecially when  weighing  less  than  100  pounds,  would  be  an  injustice  to  the 
corporation. 

In  the  new  revised  schedule  of  rates  just  issued  by  the  Illinois  Railroad 
Commissioners,  and  which  is  the  lowest  ever  provided  by  any  railway  or 
any  law,  it  is  declared  that  "  no  single  shipment  will  be  required  to  be  taken 
at  less  than  twenty-five  cents  for  distances  of  150  miles  or  under;  over  150 
miles  fifty  cents.  Now  the  distance  from  Chicago  to  Dunleith  is  190  miles, 
which  subjects  your  crate  to  a  charge  of  fifty  cents  in  Illinois  under  the 
new  rate.  From  Dunleith  to  Sioux  City  the  distance  is  about  325  miles, 
and  certainly  a  charge  of  forty  cents  addition  is  not  exorbitant  for  the  ser- 
vice. 

The  Illinois  Central  places  bellows  as  first  class.  No  package  is  carried 
at  less  than  the  rate  for  100  pounds.  The  charge  per  100  pounds  on  first 
class  for  325  miles,  or  from  Dubuque  to  Sioux  City,  is  sixty-three  cents. 
The  distance  from  Chicago  to  Dubuque  is  190  miles,  or  nearly  sixty  per 
cent  of  the  Iowa  distance.  The  sum  of  these  two  at  the  rate  for  light  par- 
cels would  therefore  be  about  $1. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners  that  ninety  cents  for  the  ser- 
vice you  mention  is  not  unreasonable.    By  order  of  the  Board,

decision  of  the  commissioners. 

Under  date  of  December  20, 1881,  N.  J.  Bond  complained  of  the  Wabash, 
St  Louis  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  as  follows :  to-wit., 

1st.  That  after  inducing  complainant  to  purchase  certain  lands  at  one  of 
its  stations,  it  refused  him  accommodations  to  the  extent  of  refusing  to  stop 
its  trains  at  said  station  and  otherwise  rendering  his  property  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  said  company  induced  him  to  purchase  it,  worthless. 

2d.  That  for  twelve  months  past  complainant  has  been  buying  grain  at 
Mineola,  a  station  on  the  W.,  St.  L.  &  P.  R*y,  where  he  had  been  at  consider- 
able expense  in  building  cribs,  placing  scales,  etc.,  and  had  there  in  cribs 
7,000  bushels  of  corn,  and  had  been  for  thirty  days  trying  to  ship  it,  but  the 
Wabash  agents  refused  him  cars  while  furnishing  them  to  shippers  at  other 
stations  on  its  line. 

3d.  That  complainant  offered  to  furnish  foreign  cars,  and  in  addition  to 
usual  tariff  rates,  pay  trackage  for  switching,  etc.,  but  that  the  Wabash 
agents  refused  to  receive  them  as  required,  to  his  great  damage. 

4th.  That  the  Wabash  company  refused  complainant  special  rates,  while 
granting  the  same  to  other  parties  under  similar  circumstances. 

5th.  That  complainant  shipped  four  cars  of  com  on  said  road;  that  it 
was  delayed  by  the  wrongful  acts  of  the  agents  therof  until  it  spoiled,  and 
that  the  company  refuse  to  pay  him  therefor. 

After  an  unusual  delay  in  settling  the  issues  and  presenting  the  proofs,  we 
have  the  case  before  us. 

The  first  count  in  the  complaint  having  been  abandoned  by  Mr.  Bond  him- 
self, we  dismiss  it. 

As  to  the  remaining  counts  there  is  a  conflict  of  evidence.  Complainant 
Bond  says  that  he  had  cribbed  at  Mineola,  a  Wabash  station  near  Council 
Bluffs,  about  7,000  bushels  of  com,  and  that  about  November  it  was  ready, 
in  due  course  of  trade,  for  shipment ;  that  he  made  application  for  cars  and 
received  a  few,  but  that  finally,  after  waiting  some  two  weeks,  he  aban- 
doned shelling  and  shipping  his  corn  for  want  of  cars.  J.  H.  Plumer,  his 
clerk  in  charge  of  his  gi-ain  trade  at  this  point,  swears  to  the  same  statement 
of  facts,  with  the  addition  that  at  the  time  that  the  Wabash  was  refusing 
cars  to  Mr.  Bond,  it  was  giving  them  to  parties  at  Silver  City,  the  first  sta- 
tion to  the  east  on  its  line. 

On  the  other  hand,  J.  W.  Blanchard,  superintendent  of  the  Council  Bluffs  & 
Omaha  Division  of  the  Wabash,  states  most  positively  that  he  **never  refused 
**  Bond  cars  at  Mineola,  and  that  the  cars  were  distributed  under  his  direc- 
"  tions,"  admitting,  however,  that  there  had  been  times  when  his  road  could 
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not  supply  them  for  the  good  reason  that  they  did  not  have  them,  but  deny- 
ing very  emphatically  any  unjust  discrimination  against  complainant. 

The  weight  of  evidence  seems  with  complainant,  and  that  too  without 
reference  to  the  number  of  witnesses  on  a  side,  but  depends  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent upon  the  means  of  knowledge  of  the  several  witnesses  touching  the 
matter  whereof  they  speak.  Complainant  and  liis  clerk  were  both  on  the 
ground  when  the  cars  were  needed;  both  swear  they  did  not  receive  them, 
though  they  were  duly  demanded,  and  the  clerk  adds  that  during  this  time 
the  company  was  giving  cars  to  Silver  City. 

While  it  may  be  true,  as  Superintendent  Blanchard  says,  and  as  we  pre- 
sume it  is,  that  he  never  refused  him  cars  when  they  were  on  hand,  yet  that 
is  not  inconsistent  with  Mr.  Bond's  statement,  corroborated  by  his  clerk, 
that  the  cars  were,  nevertheless,  refused  him.  Mr.  Blanchard  was  at  Stan- 
■  bury,  the  east  end  of  the  Council  Bluffs  and  Omaha  Division.  Mr.  Blanch- 
ard does  not  undertake  to  say  that  Mr.  Bond  received  the  cars.  He  does  state 
with  great  positiveness  that  there  was  no  discrimination.  But  this  is  a  con- 
clusion. The  burden  is  on  Mr.  Blanchard  to  state  the  facta  that  will  show 
there  was  no  discrimination.  We  do  not  think,  in  this  instance,  he  hasdone 
so.  We  find  that  the  W.,  St.  L.  &  P.  IVy  Co.  refused  complainant  Bond 
suitable  cars,  on  reasonable  notice,  in  which  to  transport  his  freight,  and 
such  refusal  to  furnish  suitable  cars  to  transport  the  freight  of  complainant 
constitutes  a  violation  of  section  10,  chapter  77,  acts  of  the  Seventeenth 
General  Assembly. 

In  support  of  the  third  count,  complainant  states  that  being  refused 
Wabash  cars  by  the  company's  agent,  on  the  ground  that  they  did  not  have 
them,  he  called  up,  by  telephone,  F.  M.  Gault,  the  Wabash  agent  at  Council 
Bluffs,  and  asked  if  they  would  take  Kansas  City  cars  out  to  Mineola  to  load 
his  corn  in,  and  said  Gault  replied  "  yes,"  if  he,  Bond,  would  pay  trackage, 
which  Gault  said  was  three  dollars  a  car.  Bond  replied,  saying  he  would 
take  it,  and  would  order  Kansas  City  cars  set  over  at  once  to  be  taken  out  to 
Mineola;  but  that  afterward,  he  thinks  on  same  day,  having  heard  there 
was  trouble  about  the  Wabash  receiving  his  K.  C.  cars,  again  called  agent 
Gault  by  telephone  and  asked  him  **  if  they  could  not  take  my  (his)  empty 
"  cars  to  Mineola  for  me  (him)  and  he  replied  no";  and  that  after  some  fur- 
ther talk  about  the  price,  he  received  the  reply  from  Mr.  Gault "  that  they 
"  would  not  take  them  at  any  price." 

Christina  Laustrum  testifies  to  having  heard  telephonic  conversation 
between  Mr.  Bond  and  the  Wabash  freight  office  in  Council  Bluffs,  in  which 
the  receiving  of  Kansas  City  cars  was  the  subject,  and  that  by  Mr.  Bond's 
repeating  he  learned  the  Wabash  was  to  take  the  foreign  cars  at  a  certain 
agreed  price.  That  Mr.  Bond  then  called  by  telephone  to  J.  H.  Plumer, 
foreman  of  his  elevator  at  Mosquito  Creek,  and  repeated  to  him  the  sab- 
stance  of  his  conversation  with  said  freight  oflice,  and  for  him  to  get  ready 
to  go  to  Mineola  to  load  cars;  that  afterward,  on  the  same  day,  he  thinks 
he  heard  Bond  again  call  the  Wabash  freight  office,  and  alluding  to  a  mes- 
sage his  wife  said  she  had  received  from  said  office  to  the  effect  that  the 
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Wabash  could  not  take  foreign  cars  for  him,  asked  if  the  same  was  true, 
and  heard  Mr.  Bond  say  further  that  "  if  you  will  not  take  three  dollars  a 
"car,  what  will  you  take  them  for?"  I  heard  Mr.  Bond  say, "  then  you  will 
••  not  take  them  at  any  price."  Mr.  Bond  tlien  called  J.  II.  Plumer  and  said 
through  the  telephone  to  him,  the  Wabash  will  n(»t  take  our  cars  to  Mineola. 

Mrs.  Bond,  wife  of  complainant,  also  testifies  on  this  point,  that  she  re- 
ceived in  her  husband's  absence  a  telephonic  message  from  the  Wabash 
freight  office,  saying:  **  We  cannot  take  those  cars  to  Mineola  for  Mr.  Bond," 
that  she  thought  it  F.  M.  Gault  speaking,  and  that  she  repeated  the  message 
the  same  day  to  her  husband. 

Mr.  J.  II.  Plumer  also  testifies  on  this  pohit,  that  he  received  a  telephonic 
message  from  Mr.  Bond  while  at  Mosquito  Creek,  saying:  The  AVabash  will 
take  out  empty  Kansas  City  cars  to  Mineola  to  be  loaded  with  corn,  and  at 
same  time  ordered  me  to  make  arrangements  for  shelling  and  loading  the 
corn  at  Mineola.  And  Plumer,  further  says,  that  Bond  afterward  on  the 
same  day,  or  the  next,  called  him  by  telephone  again,  and  told  him  that  the 
Wabash  had  refused  to  take  his  empty  cars  to  Mineola  for  him,  and  that  in 
consequence  we  could  ship  no  corn  from  that  point. 

In  answer  to  this  J.  W.  Blanchard,  superintendent  Council  Bluffs  and 
Omaha  Division,  and  who,  as  he  says,  has  charge  of  the  distribution  of  cars, 
emphatically  states  that  "  Bond  never  applied  to  him  directly  or  indirectly 

to  take  foreign  cars  to  Mineola  or  Neoga,  consequently  I  never  refused  to 

do  so."  But  the  superintendent  overlooked,  perhaps,  the  statement  which 
F.  M.  Gault,  local  agent  of  the  Wabash  at  Council  Bluffs,  made  that  Bond 
had  applied  to  him  to  take  Kansas  City  cars  to  Mineola,  when  he  says  that 
complainant  never  applied  to  him,  even  indirectly,  to  take  foreign  cars. 
Perhaps  the  superintendent  does  not  regard  the  application  of  Bond  to  agent 
Gault,  as  an  application,  direct  or  indirect  to  himself.  But  this  Board  think 
otherwise.  We  think  Mr.  Bond's  application  to  the  local  freight  agent  at 
Council  Bluffs,  was  to  the  whole  company  for  all  practical  purposes,  and 
fully  broad  enough  to  include  the  division  superintendent.  Local  agent 
F.  M.  Gault  further  says,  that  he  gave  Mr.  Bond  the  charge  for  taking  these 
cars  to  Mineola,  but  told  him  he  had  no  authority  to  receive  foreign  cars 
and  referred  him  to  Superintendent  Blanchard. 

Tliis  is  the  sum  of  all  the  evidence  on  this  point.in  the  case,  and  the  Board 
think  after  a  very  careful  examination  of  it  in  all  its  bearings,  that  the 
charge  in  the  third  count  is  sustained.  Bond  makes  the  plain  straightfor- 
ward statement  that  he  applied  to  the  agent  at  Council  Bluffs,  that  the  agent 
gave  him  the  terms  for  taking  foreign  cars  to  the  point  named,  the  terms 
were  agi'eed  upon,  that  the  agent  said  the  Wabash  would  receive  the  cars, 
and  that  afterwards,  on  the  same  day,  said  that  the  company  would  not  take 
such  cars  at  any  price. 

Complainant  was  applying  at  the  usual  and  proper  office,  according  to  the 
usual  method  for  the  accommodation  he  desired,  and  besides,  this  is  corrob- 
orated in  his  statements  as  to  what  took  place,  in  several  particulars,  by 
other  testimony ;  as  well  as  by  agent  F.  M.  Gault  himself,  who  says  that 
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Bond  {did  ask  him  by  telephone  what  would  be  the  charge  for  running  Kan- 
sas City  cars  to  Mineola,  having  them  loaded  with  com  for  8t  Louis,  and 
return  them  to 'Council  Bluffs,  and  he  answered  him,  "tariff  Mineola  to 
"  Council|Bluffs,  and  mileage  on  the  cars." 

The  statements  on  the  part  of  the  Wabash  agents  on  this  branch  of  the 
complaint  are  brief,  rather  technical,  and  some  of  them  somewhat  in  the 
nature  of  conclusions.  Hence  we  find  that  said  company  did  refuse  to  re- 
ceive and  transport  the  empty  cars  of  the  K.  C,  St.  J.  &  C.  B.  R.  R,  a  con- 
necting road  with  the  Wabash,  to  be  delivered  at  Mineola,  a  station  on  the  line 
of  its  road,  to  be  loaded  with  corn  and  returned  to  said  connecting  road ;  and 
that  in  so  refusing  to  receive  and  transport  said  foreign  cars,  said  Wabash 
company  did  violate  the  provisions  of  section  10,  chapter  77,  acts  of  the 
Seventeenth  General  Assembly. 

As  to  the  fourth  count  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  complainant 
has  not  sustained  the  charge  by  the  proof  submitted.  The  facts  that  Mr. 
Bond  gives,  that  he  sold  his  grain  to  a  buyer  who  could  not  have  afforded  to 
pay  him  the  price  he  did,  unless  he  had  some  kind  of  a  drawback  or  rebate, 
is  sufficient  perhaps  to  excite  a  very  grave  suspicion,  but  it  does  not  furnish 
that  class  of  legal  evidence  that  will  stand  against  the  plain  statement  of 
T.  B.  Gault,  general  agent  of  the  Wabash,  at  Council  Bluffs,  that  Mr.  N.  J. 
Bond  has  had  the  same  rates  on  corn  from  Neoga  and  Mineola  to  St.  Louis 
and  other  points  on  our  road  as  all  other  dealers  have. 

Mr.  Bond  states  that  on  April  28, 1881,  he  billed  three  cars  of  com  from 
Neoga,  Iowa,  to  Reynolds  Bros.,  Toledo,  Ohio,  giving  numbers  of  the  cars, 
and  at  same  time  partially  loaded  a  fourth  car,  and  that  all  four  cars  were 
taken  to  Mineola,  where  the  loading  of  the  fourtli  car  was  completed,  and  it 
was  billed  out  May  3d,  to  Reynolds  Bros.,  and  that  instead  of  sending  said 
cars  forward  to  their  destination,  said  company  permitted  them  to  remain 
on  the  side  track  at  Mineola  for  more  than  three  weeks,  and  that  by  reason 
of  said  detention  said  corn  heated  and  spoiled,  and  complainant  was  greatly 
damaged  thereby.  Complainant  further  states,  that  a  car  of  corn  billed  by 
him  over  the  Wabash  road  April  28th,  to  same  parties  in  Toledo,  reached  its 
destination  May  10,  notwithstanding  it  was  detained  by  Missouri  River  floods 
about  one  week.  And  that  afterwards  on  the  13th  day  of  May,  he  billed  out 
of  Council  Bluffs  to  same  parties  in  Toledo,  three  cars  of  corn  which  were 
reported  to  him  from  Toledo,  by  said  Reynolds  Bro.,  on  the  21st  of  May, 
while  the  cars  first  mentioned  as  billed  from  Neoga,  on  the  28th  of  April. 
1881,  were  yet  on  the  side  track  at  Mineola.  And  complainant  further  states, 
that  freight  trains  were  running  through  regular  from  Council  Bluffs  on 
the  Wabash,  while  the  cars  mentioned  were  allowed  to  remain  on  the  side 
track  at  Mineola. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Plumer  testifies  substantially  to  the  same  state  of  facts,  adding 
that  on  the  19th  day  of  May  following  the  loading  of  the  cars,  J.  L,  Rice, 
the  agent  of  the  Wabash  at  Mineola  informed  him  that  he  asked  F.  M, 
Gault,  agent  at  Council  Bluffs,  on  the  8th  inst.,  for  billing  directions  for  the 
four  cars,  and  that  up  to  that  time,  May  19th,  no  shipping  directions  for  said 
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cars  had  been  received  from  Mr.  Gault  or  any  one  else.  And  Mr.  Plumer 
adds,  that  for  a  week  or  more  prior  to  the  10th  of  May  business  had  been 
resumed  on  the  road,  which  for  a  few  days  had  been  suspended  on  account 
of  doods  on  the  Missouri  River,  and  that  freight  trains  had  been  running 
through  regularly  on  the  Wabash  from  Council  Bluffs. 

On  the  part  of  the  company,  Superintendent  Blanchard  is  the  only  witness 
who  speaks  on  this  point  in  the  case.  He  says  as  to  the  delay  of  loaded  cars 
(meaning  the  four  loaded  with  com  above  mentioned)  "I  can  only  say  it 

did  not  occur  on  this  division."    "  With  the  exception  of  perhaps  one  week 

during  the  very  high  water  at  Council  Bluffs,  loaded  cars  have  been  handled 
**  promptly.  It  would  not  be  surprising  if  some  of  his  corn  did  heat.  At 
**  various  times  during  last  season  it^  was  impossible  to  ship  corn  without 
"heating.  It  was  in  bad  order,  and  was  not  confined  to  any  one  shipper. 
"  They  all  experienced  the  same  trouble."  Bond  and  Plumer  were  both  upon 
the  ground,  and  show  personal  knowledge  of  the  matter  and  things  touch- 
ing which  they  testify,  while  Mr.  Blancliard  was  necessarily  absent  much 
of  the  time,  and  largely  dependent  for  his  knowledge  of  affairs  upon  the 
information  of  others. 

On  the  evidence  we  have  before  us,  therefore,  we  are  clearly  of  the  opin- 
ion that  these  four  cars  of  com  were  unnecessarily  detained  at  Mineola 
station.  And  we  further  find  that  said  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company,  in  detaining  said  cars,  and  refusing  to  send  them  forward 
with  all  reasonable  dispatch,  did  violate  the  provisions  of  said  section  10,  of 
chapter  77,  acts  of  the  Seventeenth  General  Assembly.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  for  the  State  of  louxi : 

We,  the  undersigned,  citizens  of  Aplington,  Iowa,  respectfully  submit  the 
following,  and  ask  you  to  take  such  action  as  in  your  judgment  the  case 
demands:  The  first  of  this  month  we  petitioned  the  superintendent  of  the 
Iowa  division  of  the  Illinois  Central  Ilailroad  to  make  arrangements  for 
keeping  tl\e  depot  building  at  this  place  open  till  after  the  departure  of  the 
night  passenger  trains,  at  about  11  p.  m.  and  1  a.  m.  lie  declined  to  do  so. 
It  would  greatly  accommodate  the  traveling  public,  as  well  as  citizens  resi- 
dent here,  especially  during  the  winter  months.  Trains  are  often  late, 
obliging  passengers  to  stand  out  in  severe  weather,  much  to  their  discom- 
fort and  also  endangering  their  health.

The  above  petition  is  signed  by  fifty-four  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  we 
are  informed  that  they  comprise  about  all  the  business  men  in  the  place. 
From  a  letter  accompanying  the  petition,  we  quote  the  following:  "There 
"  are  passengers  going  and  coming  on  nearly  every  night  train,  and  the  depot 
"being  closed,  they  are  obliged  to  stay  out  in  the  cold,  and  they  are  obliged 
"  in  many  cases  to  wait  until  daylight  before  finding  the  hotel.  There  were 
"eight  passengers  for  the  east-bound  train  last  night  (January  I2th)  all 
"  obliged  to  stand  out  in  the  storm  waiting  for  the  train." 

This  is  a  matter  which  certainly  demands  the  prompt  attention  of  the 
company.  It  is  not  expected  that  the  company  will  convert  their  station 
buildings  into  hotels,  but  it  is  proper  that  a  waiting-room  should  be  open 
and  supplied  with  reasonable  accommodations  for  the  shelter  and  comfort 
of  persons  who  wish  to  take  passage  on  its  trains,  such  as  fire  m  cold 
weather,  lights,  seats,  drinking  water,  etc.  Many  passengei-s  come  in  from 
country  places,  and  the  poorer  class  take  their  lunch  baskets  with  them  and 
expect  the  usual  waiting-room  accommodations,  and  they  should  have  them. 

Section  three  (3),  of  chapter  77,  of  the  acts  of  the  Seventeenth  General 
Assembly,  provides  as  follows :  "  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Rail- 
"  road  Commissioners  it  shall  appear  that  any  ♦  *  change  in  the  mode  of 
"  operating  its  road  and  conducting  its  business  is  reasonable  and  expedient 
"  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience,  and  accommodation  of  the 
"public,  said  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  inform  such  railroad  corpora- 
"tion  of  *  ♦  *  the  changes  which  they  adjudge  to  be  proper  by  a  notice 
"  thereof  in  writing,"  etc.,  etc. 

Under  this  provision,  the  Commissioners  recommend  that  the  Illinois 
Central  Company  keep  open  its  station-house  at  Aplington  every  night  on 
which  passenger  trains  run  either  way  until  after  the  departure  of  the  last 
train,  and  that  such  accommodations  be  provided  therein  as  shall  give  secu- 
rity and  convenience  to  the  traveling  public.    The  Commissioners  confi- 
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dently  rely  upon  the  company  to  do  In  this  matter  what  the  law  clearly 
contemplates  as  the  duty  of  all  railways  in  furnishing  "convenience  and 
''accommodation  to  the  public." 

It  is  further  recommended  that  this  be  done  at  an  early  day,  as  the  winter 
weather  particularly  requires  it.

Dear  Sir— Is  it  correct  and  lawful  for  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Rail- 
way Company  to  charge  fifty  cents  for  thirty  pounds  fourth  class  freight 
from  Cedar  Rapids  to  Jefferson.  First  class  freight  from  Chicago  here  is 
only  forty-five  cents.  N.  Kuhnen,  of  Davenport,  shipped  from  his  branch 
house  in  Cedar  Ilapids,  one  butt,  thirty  pounds,  plug  tobacco  to  Messrs. 
Smith  &  Wood,  December  13, 1881,  and  the  freight  bill  was  fifty  cents.  If 
this  is  law,  then  it  does  great  injustice  to  Iowa  shippers.  Tlieir  regular 
tariff  from  Chicago  to  Jefferson,  Iowa,  is  forty-five  cents  on  first  class,  and 
they  charge  on  thirty  pounds  fourth  class  freight  from  Cedar  Rapids,  fifty 
cents. 

Please  give  this  attention  as  one  of  the  Commissioners.  If  correct,  all 
right;  if  not,  please  correct  it.  I  live  at  Earlville,  Iowa,  and  travel  for  N.

Complainant  asks  this  Board  whether  a  charge  of  fifty  cents  on  a  thirty 
pound  package  of  fourth  class  freight  from  Cedar  Ilapids  to  Jefferson  is  a 
lawful  charge,  and  emphasizes  the  inquiry  by  calling  attention  to  the  rate 
of  forty-five  cents  on  first  class  from  Chicago  to  Jefferson. 

They  answer,  yes.  Freight  in  small  parcels  of  a  few  pounds— anything 
under  100  pounds— on  a  universal  custom  of  transportation  companies,  is 
always  charged  a  parcel  rate  and  never  a  pro  rata  charge  of  the  rate  per  lOO 
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•pounds.  This  custom  long  since  became  a  rule  of  railways,  and  is  published 
in  most  of  the  tariffs,  as,  for  instance,  this  which  I  quote  from  one  of  them: 
*•  No  shipment,  however  small  will  be  carried  any  distance  for  less  than 
"**  twenty-five  cents ;  over  150  miles,  fifty  cents." 

Another  is  as  follows:  "No  single  shipment  will  be  required  to  be  taken 
•**  at  less  than  twenty-five  cents  for  distances  of  150  miles  or  under;  over  150 
-**  miles,  fifty  cents."  This  last  is  the  exact  language  copied  from  the  legal 
tariff  of  Illinois,  applicable  to  all  railways  in  that  State.  In  the  case  men- 
tioned the  distance  barely  gets  it  into  the  higher  charge,  the  distance  from 
Cedar  Rapids  to  Jefferson  being  151  miles.  The  published  rates  in  all  tariffs 
<are  (or  freight  in  quantities  per  100  pounds  or  car  loads,  and  never  for 
tjuantitiea  less  than  100  pounds,  on  which  a  parcel  arbitrary  rate  is  charged, 
.4iis  appears  in  the  above  quoted  rules.

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^the  law  constitutes  a  first  class  railroad  ?"  (2)  **Is  the  Iowa  Falls,  Cedar 
^Kapids  &  Northwestern,  a  branch  of  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  from  Holland  to 
^'this  place  such  a  road  as  the  law  designates  as  a  first  class  railroad  ?*'  (3) 
''What  lstheB.,C.  R.  &  N.  from  Cedar  Rapids  north  to  Emmetsburg?" 
<4)  **  Do  you  know  what  the  gross  earnings  were  for  the  years  1880  and  1881, 
**  respectively  V" 
I  answer  your  questions  in  the  order  named. 

1.  Section  1  of  chapter  68,  acts  of  the  Fifteenth  General  Assembly  de- 
fines the  classification  of  railways  as  follows:  "All  railroads  in  this  State 
"  shall  be  classified  according  to  the  gross  amount  of  their  respective  an- 
*'  nual  earnings  within  the  State,  per  mile  for  the  preceding  year  as  follows: 
^' class  'A,'  shall  include  all  railroads  whose  gross  annual  earnings  per  mile 
*"  shall  be  $4,000  or  more." 

This  is  the  obvious  definition  of  what  you  designate  **  first  class  railroads." 

2.  The  Iowa  Falls  Branch  of  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y,  is  not  a  class  "  A  '*  or 
first  class  road. 

3.  This  branch  of  the  railway  to  Emmetsburg  is  a  class  **C"  road,  the 
lowest  class  prescribed  in  the  law,  its  gross  earnings  being  less  than  $3,000 
per  mile  per  annum. 

4.  Exactly  what  the  gross  earnings  are,  is  not  known  to  the  Board,  as 
the  company  has  not  yet  reported  for  the  year  1881,  and  which  is  due  on  or 
before  the  15th  instant. 

It  is  known,  however,  that  the  earnings  are  much  below  the  amount  pre- 
scribed for  the  lowest  class  roads.  For  1880  no  report  of  the  earnings  per 
mile  was  made,  as  this  new  branch  was  operated  for  only  a  few  weeks  before 
the  close  of  the  railroad  year.  This,  I  believe,  answers  your  questions.  If 
there  is  anything  more  you  desire,  write  me  and  I  will  do  my  best  to  answer 
you.

decision  of  the  commissioners. 

On  the  19th  of  Se))tember,  1881,  L.  C.  Campbell  shipped  for  his  father, 
Daniel  Campbell,  from  Onawa,  Iowa,  to  Amos  Edmunds,  Disco,  111.,  by  the 
Sioux  City  &  Pacific  Railroad,  one  keg  of  honey,  the  keg  and  honey  weigh- 
ing eighty  pounds.  The  company  writes  on  the  receipt  "O.  R.,"  and  in  a 
printed  form  expressly  limits  its  liability  to  damage  incurred  on  its  own 
line.  This  company  carried  it  to  Missouri  Valley  Junction  and  there  deliv- 
ered the  package  in  good  condition  to  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway 

59 
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Company,  who  took  it  to  CouDcil  Bluffs  and  delivered  it  to  the  Chicago,  Bur- 
lington &  Quincy  Bailroad  Company.  At  Council  Bluffs  the  keg  was  found 
with  one  hoop  off  and  leaking  badly,  which  fact  was  noted  on  the  way-bill. 
On  arrival  at  Burlington  the  weight  of  the  keg  and  contents  had  been  re- 
duced through  leakage  to  twenty  pounds.  We  suppose  this  station  to  be  the 
point  where  freight  for  Disco,  111.,  is  delivered.  The  consignee  refused  to  re- 
ceive it,  and  the  consignor,  on  being  asked  for  instructions,  disclaimed  all  in- 
terest, and  presented  a  claim  for  the  value  of  the  property.  The  statements 
of  the  parties  here  differ,  the  only  point  in  the  case  where  they  do.  The 
railway  company  states  that  complainant's  claim  was  for  $9.75.  The 
complainant  states  that  he  proposed  to  settle  his  claim  for  that  amount,  if 
paid  without  trouble  or  expense  to  him.  This  statement  covers  all  the  facts 
in  the  case,  as  far  as  the  transportation  of  the  honey  is  concerned.  The 
Sioux  City  &  Pacific  Railroad  Company  received  and  transported  it  to  Mis- 
souri Valley  Junction,  where  the  Northwestern  took  it  and  receipted  for  it 
in  good  condition.  This  company  carried  it  to  Council  Bluffs  and  delivered 
it  to  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Company  in  bad  condition, 
*' with  one  hoop  off  and  leaking  badly."  The  injury  to  the  package  occurred 
while  in  possession  of  the  Northwestern,  and  whatever  liability  for  damage 
there  may  be  rests  with  this  company.  As  there  is  no  evidence  of  further 
injury  while  in  possession  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad 
Company,  at  least  if  there  was  it  has  not  been  presented,  and  is  a  matter 
the  companies  should  settle  between  themselves. 

The  defenses  offered  by  the  Northwestern  Company  are,  first,  that  the 
leakage  may  have  been  the  result  of  bad  cooperage,  instead  of  rough  and 
improper  usage  on  the  part  of  the  servants  of  the  railway  company ;  second, 
that  the  railway  company,  having  written  "  O.  R."  on  the  bill  of  lading,  was 
exempted  from  liability  for  any  loss,  and  that  the  complainant  became  his 
own  insurer,  and  that  the  receipt  was  given  for  the  express  purpose  of  re- 
lieving all  the  companies  from  liability  for  just  such  accidents  as  the  one 
that  happened. 

With  regard  to  the  first  defense:  The  property  was  in  the  possession  of 
the  company  when  the  injury  occurred,  or  at  least  when  the  leakage  be- 
gan ;  if  it  was  the  result  of  bad  cooperage,  the  company  having  the  property 
in  their  charge  should  have  been  able  to  show  this  and  particularize  when, 
where,  and  in  what  manner  it  was  defective.  Having  failed  to  do  so,  and 
the  property  having  passed  through  the  hands  of  one  carrier  and  being  de- 
livered to  the  second  in  good  condition,  the  legitimate  inference  is  that  the 
injury  was  the  result  of  improper  usage. 

This  brings  us  to  the  second  defense.  It  is  noticeable  that  the  servants  of 
the  railways  have  too  often  assumed  that  the  arbitrary  affixing  of  "owner's 
"  risk  "  on  packages,  gives  them  the  right  to  handle  perishable  property  care- 
lessly and  roughly  with  impunity  for  themselves  and  their  companies.  This 
idea  has  grown  from  the  fact  that  in  most  instances  the  injuries  received  do 
not  amount  to  enough  in  value  to  justify  the  expense  of  contesting  them. 
The  obligation  of  the  common  carrier  is  to  transport  and  deliver  goods  in 
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the  same  condition  as  when  received,  unless  prevented  by  the  "  act  of  God 
"or  the  public  enemy."  He  is  to  that  extent  an  insurer  against  all  risks  or 
injury,  except  those  above  stated.  The  carrier  has  the  right  to  limit  his  lia- 
bility in  articles  that  are  specially  liable  to  injury  or  breakage  by  receiving 
them  at  "  owner's  risk."  This,  however,  is  coupled  with  the  condition  that 
it  does  not  exempt  the  carrier  from  the  consequence  of  negligence  of  every 
grade,  of  himself  or  servants. 

The  decisions  in  all  the  States  fully  sustain  this  view  of  the  effect  of  the 
"  owner's  risk "  stipulation,  even  in  those  that  by  special  enactment  have 
attempted  to  limit  the  liability  of  the  carrier.  In  Iowa  the  law  seems  spe- 
cially to  hold  the  carrier  to  the  extreme  of  liability,  as  will  be  seen  by  refer- 
ence to  section  1318  of  the  Code  of  1873:  "No  contract,  receipt,  rule,  or 
"  regulation  shall  exempt  any  corporation  engaged  in  transporting  persons 
"  or  property  by  railway  from  the  liability  of  a  common  carrier  or  a  carrier 
•*of  passengers,  which  would  exist  had  no  contract,  receipt,  rule,  or  regula- 
"  tion  been  made  or  entered  into.**  We  think  this  disposes  pretty  effectually 
of  the  second  defense. 

The  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  is  that  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern 
Railway  Company  pay  the  complainant  for  seventy  pounds  of  honey  at  12J^

Complainant  shipped  a  car  of  household  goods  and  lumber  from  Perry, 
Iowa,  over  the  Des  Moines  &  Fort  Dodge  Railroad  and  the  Chicago,  Bur- 
lington &  Quincy  Railroad  to  Afton,  Iowa.  Before  shipping  he  wrote  the 
agent  of  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R  R.  at  Des  Moines,  asking  for  rates  on  a  car  of 
lumber  from  Perry  to  Creston,  Iowa.  The  agent  replied  "  lumber  to  Creston, 
••  $35.10."  When  the  car  containing  the  goods  arrived  at  Afton,  Mr.  Hoopes 
was  called  on  to  pay  $67  freight,  the  company  claiming  double  rates  for 
loading  the  car  with  lumber,  household  goods,  etc.  The  attention  of  Gen- 
eral Manager  Potter  was  called  to  the  matter,  and  he  gave  Mr.  Hoopes  a 
rebate  of  $10,  which  he  accepted  and  withdrew  the  complaint.

vs.         ^  >  Abandonment  of  Road. 

The  Central  Iowa  Kailway  Company,  Re- 
spondent, J 

Filed,  March  7, 1882. 

This  is  a  case  wherein  citizens  of  Northwood  complain  that  respondent 
has  abandoned  operation  of  part  of  its  road,  to  their  damage  and  incon- 
venience, in  violation  of  its  charter,  and  contrary  to  law. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  3,  chapter  77,  laws  of  1878,  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  Commisioners  to  "  inquire  into  any  neglect  or  violation  of  the 
laws  of  this  State  by  any  railroad  corporation  doing  business  therein,  and 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Kailroad  Commissioners  it  shall  appear 
that  any  railway  corporation  fails  in  any  respect  or  particular  to  comply 
with  the  terms  of  its  charter,  or  tlie  laws  of  the  State,  *  *  said 
Commissioners  shall  inform  such  railroad  corporation  of  the  ♦  *  • 
changes  which  they  adjudge  to  be  proper,  by  a  notice  thereof  in  writing," 

*         *         *         and  report  shall  be  included  in  their  annual  report  to  the 
legislature. 

It  is  competent  for  any  citizen  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Commissioners 
such  matters  as  are  complained  of  in  this  case,  or  the  Commissioners  can 
inquire  into  it  on  their  own  motion. 

All  the  facts,  including  the  matter  of  the  complainant,  answer  and  reply, 
fully  appear  in  the  decision.  There  is  but  little  controversy  as  to  the  facts 
in  this  casa  Some  questions  of  law,  however,  of  more  or  less  importance 
to  raDway  corporations  and  to  the  public,  are  involved: 

1.  the  complainants  allege  that  The  Central  Railroad  Company  of  Iowa 
on  the  23d  day  of  June,  1869,  organized  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State* 
providing  for  the  organization  of  corporations  for  pecuniary  profit;  that 
**the  object  of  the  company  was  to  acquire,  construct,  maintain,  and  operate 

a  railroad  from  the  south  to  the  north  line  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  beginning  at 
the  State  line  of  Missouri,  at  or  near  the  present  northern  terminus  of  the 
North  Missouri  Kailroad,  and|running  from  thence  north  on  the  16th  merid- 
ian of  longitude  west  from  Washington,  or  as  near  thereto  as  practicable, 
the  following  points  on  the  line  having  already  been  established:  Moravia^ 
**in  Appanoose  county,  Albia,  in  Monroe  county,  Oskaloosa,  in  Mahaska 
** county,  Marshalltown,  in  Marshall  county,  and  Eldora,  in  Hardin  county." 

2.  That  to  aid  the  construction  of  the  road  the  people  of  Worth  county 
granted  it,  in  virtue  of  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  said  county,  all  the  swamp 
lands  of  said  county,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  32,000  acres,  and  on  the 
22d  day  of  September,  1871,  a  conveyance  of  said  land  was  duly  executed, 
reciting  the  performance  of  the  conditions  on  which  the  company  was  en- 
titled to  it,  which  conditions  were  the  "  grading,  bridging,  tieing,  and  con- 
structing of  all  that  part  of  said  road  from  the  south  to  the  north  line  of 
Worth  county."  The  deed  also  conveys  **  all  swamp  land  indemnity,  money, 
warrants,  et<;.,  granted,  or  to  be  granted,  to  said  county  in  lieu  of  swamp 
lands  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  Congress,"  etc. 
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8.  That  there  was  voted  and  paid  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  102,  of  tiie  laws  of  1870,  taxes  amounting  to  fifteen  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars  and  twenty  cents,  in.  aid  of  the  construction 
thereof;  that  the  notice  of  said  election  contained  provisos  that  the  tax  was 
to  be  expended  only  in  constructing  the  road  within  Worth  county,  and  that 
the  tax  should  "not  be  spread  upon  the  books  for  collection  until  said  rail- 
"road  company  shall  have  run  their  cars  into  North  wood." 

4.  That  Samuel  Egbert  conveyed  to  said  company  lands  of  the  value  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  B.  H.  Becket  lands  to  the  value  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, D.  McKercher  lands  to  the  value  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  L.  L» 
Woodworth  three  and  three-fourths  acres  of  land,  all  in  consideration  of 
said  company  building  and  operating  its  road  from  the  south  line  of  Worth 
county  to  Northwood. 

6.  That  on  the  10th  day  of  July,  1877,  a  tax  of  three  thousand  and  sixty  dol- 
lars and  thirty-eight  cents  was  voted  by  the  electors  of  the  town  of  North- 
wood,  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern 
Railway  Company  from  its  then  terminus,  near  Plymouth,  Iowa,  to  some 
point  in  section  21  or  28,  township  98,  range  20,  and  there  making  a  junction 
with  said  Central  Railroad  Company,  and  thence  over  the  track  of  the  last 
named  company  to  the  town  of  Northwood.  A  further  condition  of  voting 
this  tax  aid  to  said  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R*y  Co.,  was  the  construction  and  opera- 
tion of  its  line  from  Northwood  to  the  north  line  of  Worth  county.  Also 
L.  and  A.  J.  Dwelle,gave  the  company  the  further  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  thirty  dollars  and  sixty  cents,  on  like  conditions. 

6.  That  the  Central  Railroad  Company  constructed  its  road  as  agreed, 
and  commenced  running  its  trains  thereon  into  the  town  of  Northwood  in 
October,  1871,  and  said  road  was  so  operated  until  August,  1880,  at  which 
time  all  trains  were  abandoned  north  of  Manly  Junction;  that  said  aband- 
donment  of  trains  is  a  great  and  serious  damage  to  complainants,  and  the 
citizens  of  Northwood  and  Worth  county  in  the  matter  of  travel  and  traffic^ 
and  in  violation  of  the  charter  articles  of  said  corporation  of  its  statutory 
contracts  with  Northwood  township,  Worth  county,  and  the  people  thereof,. 
and  contrary  to  law. 

All  of  which  matters  of  complaint  are  submitted  to  the  Commissioners 
for  their  information  and  action. 

The  Central  Iowa  Etailway  Co.,  responding  to  the  complaint  denies  any 
legal  obligation  to  operate  the  portion  of  its  line  between  Manly  Junction 
and  Northwood,  and  denies  any  legal  liability  for  its  failure  to  do  so,  and  in 
support  of  its  position  submits  substantially  the  following  points: 

The  Central  Railroad  Company  was  organized  in  1869,  under  the  general 
laws  of  the  State,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  a  railroad 
from  the  south  to  the  north  line  of  the  State  of  Iowa;  that  it  built  and 
equipped  said  road  and  operated  it  for  several  years;  that  in  so  doing  it  be- 
came indebted  and  executed  first,  second,  and  third  mortgage  bonds  on  its 
road  to  secure  such  indebtedness ;  that  the  action  of  the  people  of  North - 
wood  and  Worth  county  in  inducing  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R*y  Co.,  to  run  its 
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trains  into  Northwood  over  the  Central's  track  from  Manly,  divided  business, 
decreased  the  earnings,  and  reduced  the  profits  of  the  company ;  that  such 
conduct  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  Northwood  and  Worth  county  was  un- 
looked  for  and  unforeseen,  as  the  Central  had  the  right  to  expect  no  compet- 
ing line,  but  that  tlie  people  of  Northwood  and  Worth  county  having  helped 
to  build  the  road.would  look  upon  it  as  a  thing  in  which  they  had  an  inter- 
est; that  as  the  result  of  a  series  of  misfortunes  suits  to  foreclose  the  mort- 
gages were  commenced,  and  the  road  taken  possession  of  by  a  receiver,  ajH 
pointed  by  the  United  States  Circuit  Court:  that  during  his  management, 
under  the  direction  and  approval  of  the  court,  the  receiver,  as  a  consequence, 
among  other  things,  of  the  conduct  of  the  citizens  of  Worth  county  in 
inducing  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  and  Northern  Bailway  Company  to 
run  its  trains  over  the  Central's  track  to  Northwood,  leased  that  portion  of 
the  road  between  Manly  Junction  and  Northwood,  to  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y 
Co.;  that  eventually,  in  J875,  the  road  was  sold  "  absolutely  and  uncondition- 
ally "out  from  under  the  ownership  and  control  of  the  Central  Railroad  Co.," 
to  the  Farmers*  Loan  and  Trust  Co.,  of  New  York ;  that  on  the  15th  May,  1879 
The  Central  Iowa  Railway  Company  was  organized  under  the  general  cor- 
poration laws  of  the  State  for  the  "  purpose  of  acquiring  and  operating  the 
road  " ;  that  the  matter  and  question  of  the  construction  of  said  road  did  not 
enter  at  all  into  the  object  of  the  company's  organization,  as  the  road  it  was 
organized  to  acquire  and  operate  was  already  built ;  that  the  Central  Iowa 
Railway  Company  is  and  ever  has  been  in  every  respect,  manner,  and  form, 
entirely  separate  and  distinct  from  the  Central  Railroad  Co. ;  that  the  Cen- 
tral Railroad  Co.,  did  all  it  agreed  to  for  the  aid  granted  it,  in  every  particu- 
lar, and  as  respondent  believes,  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  its 
charter  articles  and  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  that  respondent  purchased  and 
paid  full  value  for  the  Central  Railroad  property,  and  owns  and  controls  the 
same  free  from  obligations  to  citizens  of  Northwood  and  Worth  county,  for 
aid  given  to  the  Central  Railroad  Company,  subject  only  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  regulating  the  operation  of  its  road.  Respondent  also  says  that  after 
purchasing  said  road  it  began  a  suit  in  ejectment  for  the  possession  of  the 
leased  portion  of  its  road,  but  that  the  court  held  said  lease  valid,  and  that  the 
lessee  held  on  to  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  the  lease  was  given,  not  only 
under  the  lease/but  by  judgment  of  the  court,  that  it  should  not  be  dis- 
turbed. And  respondent  further  says,  that  during  the  intervening  time  it 
saw  that  to  continue  the  lease  to  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  Co.,  at  a  fair  rental, 
would  probably  be  a  wise  thing  to  do,  and  so,  in  August,  1881,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  aforesaid  lease,  for  another  and  greater  rental  gave  another  and 
new  lease  to  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  Co.,  as  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Cknie 
of  Iowa,  section  1300,  it  lawfully  might  do,  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  not  then 
or  since  having  any  track  from  Manly  Junction  to  Northwood,  and  that  the 
said  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  Co.  has  ever  since  continuously  operated  the  same 
with  all  the  facilities  and  equipments  of  a  first-class  road,  and  with  all  the 
conveniences  for  passenger  travel  and  freight.  And  that  such  a  disposition 
of  said  division  of  the  road  is  not  an  abandonment  of  it.   And  for  vet  other 
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answer  in  this  behalf,  respondent  says:  Nor  can  the  people  of  North  wood 
complain  on  another  ground.  The  Code  fixes  the  charges  for  freight  and 
passenger  fare,  and  it  costs  them  no  more  to  do  business  with  one  road  than 
two.  If  they  put  it  on  the  ground  that  if  they  had  competing  roads,  they 
could  get  better  rates  to  points  out  of  the  State,  the  answer  is  that  it  is  not  the 
duty  of  our  home  corporations,  nor  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 
to  look  beyond  our  State  boundary  to  assist  anyone.  Our  duties  begin  and 
end  at  home.  Nor  did  the  respondent  have  in  view  the  assumption  of  any 
contracts  or  bargains  of  any  former  owners  of  any  road  it  might  acquire, 
nor  did  it  ever  assume  any. 

In  short,  respondent  says :  1.  That  it  is  not  the  corporation  that  con- 
structed the  road  and  received  the  aid  and  incurred  the  obligations  therefor, 
but  that  it  is  an  entirely  separate  and  distinct  corporation,  operating  under 
an  entirely  separate  and  distinct  charter:  that  as  such  it  bought  and  paid  full 
value  for  said  Central  Railroad  property,  and  is  in  no  sense  liable  for  the 
constructing  corporation's  obligations,  but  entitled  to  operate  and  dispose  of 
said  road  under  its  own  charter. 

2.  That  so  owning  said  road,  it  had  the  lawful  right  to  lease  it  as  it  did, 
under  section  1300  of  the  Code. 

Complainant,  replying  to  respondent's  answer,  denies  any  wrongful  or 
illegal  acts  on  their  part,  or  on  the  part  of  any  person  or  corporation  they 
represent,  towards  the  Central  Railroad  Company  of  Iowa,  or  towards  any 
of  said  company's  successors  in  the  ownership,  control,  or  management  of 
said  road.  Complainants  admit  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  for  the  road, 
the  lease  and  sale  of  said  road,  the  organization  of  respondent's  company 
and  its  purchase  of  said  road,  and  the  lease  of  a  portion  thereof,  as  set  out 
in  respondent's  answer,  but  denies  that  any  or  all  of  these  acts  absolve  re- 
spondent from  its  obligation  to  operate  said  railroad  as  a  continuous  line 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  constructing  company,  the 
statutory  contracts  of  said  company,  by  which  it  procured  aid  in  construc- 
tion of  said  road,  and  existing  laws. 

Proofs  have  been  submitted  for  the  inspection  of  the  Commissioners  on 
all  material  controverted  questions  of  fact,  and  we  find  from  as  careful  an 
examination  thereof  as  we  have  been  able  to  make,  that  the  allegations  of 
fact  by  complainants  are  substantially  true  and  virtually  admitted  by  re- 
spondent, save  as  to  the  swamp  land  item ;  and  in  this  the  denial  only  goes 
to  the  fact  of  the  railroad  company  having  failed  to  receive  any  swamp 
lands  from  Worth  county,— the  vote  of  the  people  thereon,  the  deed  from 
the  county  in  pursuance  thereof,  the  conditions  of  the  deed,  and  the  com- 
pany's acceptance  thereof,  are  not  denied.  , 

An  examination  of  the  records  in  the  oflice  of  the  State  Register  of  Lands 
reveals  the  fact  that  Worth  county  received  but  forty  acres  of  swamp  land 
out  of  all  selections  made.  This  tract  has,  we  assume,  passed  to  the  railroad 
company  or  its  assigns.  But  the  failure  of  the  company  to  receive  this  por- 
tion of  the  aid  stipulated  for  does  not  affect  the  questions  to  be  considered 
here,  as,  aside  from  yet  other  controlling  considerations,  the  tax  and  other 
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aids  conveyed  by  other  and  independent  contracts,  are  not  denied.  Re- 
spondent virtually  admits  the  aid^saying,  **  it  (the  Central  Railroad  of  Iowa) 
'*did  all  it  agreed  to  for  the  aid  granted  it,  in  every  particular,  and  has  in 
"  every  way,  as  we  believe,  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  its  charter 
"  articles." 

It  is  idle  to  discuss  the  action  of  the  people  in  inducing  the  Burlington,. 
Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  Company  to  come  into  Northwood. 
They  had  the  right  to  do  this,  and  the  company  had  the  right  to  comply. 
Such  action  affords  respondent  no  possible  grounds  of  complaint.  The  peo- 
ple of  Northwood  voted  a  tax  to  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern 
Company  to  bring  its  road  to  North  wood;  that  it  came  in  over  the  re- 
spondent's track,  is  immaterial  in  this  case.  Complainants  say  that 
company  has  performed  as  it  agreed. 

It  is  likewise  immaterial  to  discuss  the  question  of  the  legality  of  anj 
lease  of  any  portion  of  the  road,  prior  to  the  voluntary  one  executed  by  re- 
spondent, in  August,  1881,  or  as  to  whether  they  were  made  with  or  without 
the  order  or  approval  of  the  court.  Whatever  they  may  have  been  they  are 
things  of  the  past.  The  voluntary  lease  made  by  respondent  is  the  only  one 
with  which  we  have  to  deal. 

And  it  does  not  alter  the  csise  that  a  court  declared  said  lease  valid  in  a 
suit  between  lessor  and  lessee.  The  parties  repijesented  by  these  complain- 
ants were  not  parties  to  the  action,  and  the  lease  did  not  exclude  the  respond- 
ent from  running  its  trains  over  the  leased  portion  of  its  road  except  on  its 
own  option.  Furthermore,  it  appears  in  the  evidence  submitted  in  the  case, 
that  during  the  management  of  the  receiver,  respondent's  road  was  operated 
as  a  continuous  line,  including  the  portion  leased,  and  that  it  continued  to 
be  so  operated  for  more  than  a  yeiir  after  it  came  under  the  ownership  and 
control  of  respondent. 

If  this  reasoning  be  sound  we  have  left  for  consideration  in  this  case  three 
questions ;  to-wit., 

1.  Was  the  Central  Railroad  Company  of  Iowa  legally  bound  by  its  char- 
ter ai'ticles  and  statutory  obligations  to  operate  its  road  as  constructed? 

2.  Is  the  Central  Iowa  Railway  Company,  the  respondent,  likewise  liable 
to  operate  the  road  V 

3.  If  so  liable,  can  respondent  lease  or  alienate  any  portion  of  its  road  or 
property  necessary  to  the  discharge  of  its  corporate  obligations? 

As  we  have  already  seen,  the  Central  Railroad  Company  of  Iowa  was  or- 
ganized under  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Iowa  providing  for  tlie  or- 
ganization of  such  corporations.  That  the  object  of  the  company,  as  stated 
in  its  articles  of  incorporation,  was  "to  acquire,  construct,  maintain,  and 
"operate  a  railroad  from  the  south  to  the  north  line  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  be- 
'*  ginning  at  the  State  line  of  Missouri,  at  or  near  the  present  (then)  nortb- 
"  em  terminus  of  the  North  Missouri  Railroad,  and  running  from  thence 
**  north  on  the  16th  meridian  of  longitude  west  from  Washington,  or  as  near 
thereto  as  practicable."  And  by  the  first  article  of  its  charter  it  assumes  all 
the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  by  the  law  upon  like  corporations.  The 
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principles  of  law  governing  this  company,  though  incorporated  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  State,  are  the  same  as  those  governing  corporations 
created  by  special  act  of  the  legislature.  In  The  People  v,  Albany  &  Ver- 
mont R,  K,  Co.,  37  Barbour,  S.  C.  N.  Y.,  218,  the  court  held  that  "A  railroad 
"  charter,  like  any  other  legislative  grant,  is  a  contract  between  the  incor- 
"  porated  company  and  the  public.  When  the  act  is  not  by  its  terms  subject 
"to  repeal,  it  confei*s  irrevocable  rights,  and  it  imposes  corresponding  obli- 
**  gations.  It  in  no  wise  alters  the  case  that  the  rights  and  privileges  con- 
"  f erred,  and  the  duties  thus  imposed,  are  so  conferred  and  imposed  under 
"a  general  law,  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  which  persons  may  associate 
"  or  incorporate  themselves.  They  still  hold  under  an  act  of  the  legislature^ 
"  which  lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  their  proci^ings,  and  is  essential  to 
"  give  them  force  and  vitality." 

It  follows,  then,  that  the  acceptance  by  the  company  of  the  rights  and 
immunities  conferred,  and  by  the  exercise  of  the  powers  granted,  in  locating 
and  constructing  its  road,  imposed  the  obligation  to  operate  its  road. 

The  acceptance  and  enjoyment  by  the  company  of  the  rights  and  immu- 
nities conferred  and  the  exercise  by  it  of  the  powers  of  sovereignty  dele- 
gated to  it  by  the  State  to  compulsorily  locate  and  construct  its  road  by  con- 
demnation of  private  property  for  the  right  of  way,  and  for  other  purposes 
obligates  the  company  to  operate  its  road  as  constructed.  This  is  but  the  con- 
tract  as  between  the  public  and  itself,  as  found  in  its  charter  and  the  laws 
of  the  State  into  which  it  voluntarily  entered. 

The  consideration  for  the  grant  of  powers  by  the  State  is  that  the  object 
and  purposes  of  the  corporation,  although  for  private  gain,  are  of  public 
necessity.  In  Stewart  v.  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Polk  County,  30  Iowa,  page 
20,  our  Supreme  Court  held  "  that  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  do- 
'*  main  in  behalf  of  railroads,  canals,  turnpikes,  plank  roads,  bridges,  mills, 
"and  the  like,  is  upon  the  principle  that,  being  of  public  utility,  although  for 
"private  profit,  "they  are  for  public  use  within  the  meaning  of  the  consti- 
"  tution." 

In  this  connection  it  is  profitable  to  notice  the  marked  distinction  which 
the  courts  have  ever  made  **  between  charters  granted  by  legislative  power, 
*'  which  exact  no  public  duties,  and  those  under  which  the  public  acquires 
**  such  rights  that  it  can  compel  the  corporation  to  respect  them."  It  is  also 
important  to  notice  the  grounds  on  which  this  distinction  is  based.  In  The 
State  ex  rel,  Tonmsend,  etc,,  v.  Mclvers  et  al,,  Withrow  Am.  Corp.  cases, 
volume  4,  page  161,  on  this  point  is  found  the  following:  •*  A  marked  dis- 
**  tinction  has  always  been  observed  between  companies  chartered  as  trading 
"associations,  or  scientific  societies,  or  others  of  that  character,  aiming  only 
*'  at  objects  of  their  own,  and  not  contemplating  any  benefit  to  the  public,  or 
"taking  upon  themselves  any  public  government  or  responsibility,  which 
*  are  exclusively  private,  and  those  where,  although  the  inducement  to  their 
»*  creation  is  individual  gain,  yet  the  interests  of  the  community  are  so  insep- 
"arably  connected  with  them  that  what  aflfects  the  one  will  be  sensibly  felt 
"by  the  other.  *  »  »  According  to  tlie  authorities  of  this  country, 
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"  the  respondents  may  properly  claim  to  be  the  oflScial  agents  of  a  private 
"  corporation.  This  proposition,  however,  affords  them  no  exemption  from 
**  the  liabilities  which  attach  by  reason  of  the  great  purposes  of  State,  which, 
"doubtless  to  no  small  extent,  induced  the  grant  under  which  the  company 
•*  enjoys  the  large  immunities  conferred  upon  it.  Such  has  been  the  rapid 
"  increase  of  railroad  companies,  with  the  extended  and  exclusive  privileges 
"  which  they  enjoy,  that  the  material  interests  of  the  country  are,  to  no  small 
"  degree,  influenced  and  controlled  by  them.  Tlie  great  facility  wliich  they 
afford  for  the  transportation  not  only  of  passengers  but  of  freights,  has 
prevented  all  rivalry  by  other  means  and  given  them  almost  a  monopoly 
of  the  whole  carrying  trade.  If  the  State,  through  the  courts,  has  no  power 
"over  them. by  a  short  and  speedy  remedy,  the  injury  they  may  inflict, not 
•*  only  on  private,  but  on  public  interest,  might  be  so  prejudical  and  detri- 
**  mental,  as  to  counterbalance  all  the  benefits  derived  from  their  establish- 
**  ment.  From  the  number  and  magnitude  of  their  capital  and  operations 
**  without  the  means  of  an  adequate  check  on  their  encroachments  on  private 
"rights,  they  might  indeed  become  a  power  which  the  State  itself  might 
"  have'cause  to  fear." 

There  is  entire  harmony  among  the  authorities  upon  the  proposition  that 
where  a  clear  right  to  the  performance  of  a  corporate  act  exists,  the  law 
furnishes  a  remedy  for  its  enforcement.  The  Central  Railroad  having  been 
located  andiconstructed  under  the  authority  conferred  by  the  charter  of  the 
Central  Railroad  Company  of  Iowa,  and  in  consideration  of  the  powers  and 
immunities  therein  granted,  it  became  and  was  the  duty  of  said  company  to 
oper.ite  said  road  **  for  the  uses  and  purposes,  and  to  the  extent  contemplated 
"  by  it  and  the  public,  as  defined  in  its  charter."  Hence  the  obligation  of  the 
company  to  the  public  to  operate  said  line  of  road  so  far  as  constructed,  as  a 
continuous  line.  The  operation  of  the  road,  so  far  as  constructed,  as  a  contin- 
uous line,  for  all  the  necessities  of  travel  and  traflSc  to  and  from  Northwood, 
according  to  the  usual  and  reasonable  methods  of  operating  like  railroads,  is 
the  agreed  consideration  between  the  company  and  the  public.  Nothing 
less  than  this  complies  with  the  terms  of  the  charter  contract  between  the 
corporation  and  the  public.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  dis- 
cussing this  question  in  Broion  v.  The  Railroad  Company,  17  Wall.,  445, 
say :  "  Having,  therefore,  constructed  its  road  as  it  was  authorized  to  do,  it 
will  be  held  to  a  faithful  compliance  with  all  the  terms  accompanying  the 
grant  by  which  it  was  enabled  to  procure  a  pecuniary  advangage."  In  The 
People  v.  The  Albany  d'  Vei'tnont  Railroad  Company,  supra,  held  that  "A 
railroad  corporation  whicli  has  completed  its  road  between  the  termini 
mentioned  in  its  charter  or  articles,  forfeits  its  franchise  by  abandoning  or 
cejising  to  operate  a  part  of  its  route.  It  seems  that  the  corporation  owes 
"  a  duty  to  the  public  to  exercise  the  franchise  granted  to  it  and  that  it 
"cannot  abandon  a  portion  of  its  road  and  incur  a  forfeiture  at  its  mere 
"  pleasure." 

In  TTie  State  v.  The  Hartford  &  Neto  Haven  Railroad  Company,  29  Conn., 
538,  the  question  of  whether  a  railroad  company  could  be  compelled  by  maif^- 
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damns  to  operate  its  entire  line  was  before  the  court.  The  defendant  was 
chartered  to  construct  and  operate  a  railroad  from  Hartford  to  the  navigable 
waters  of  New  Haven  harbor.  A  steamboat  company  was  afterwards  char- 
tered to  run  in  connection  with  defendant  to  New  York,  making  a  route. 
Defendant  operated  its  road  for  several  years,  and  then  constructed  a  track 
•diverging  from  the  original  track  at  a  point  a  mile  and  a  half  from  its  ter- 
minus at  tide  water,  and  running  to  the  station  of  the  New  York  &  New 
Haven  Bailroad  Company,  in  the  city  of  New  Haven,  and  discontinued  the 
running  of  passenger  trains  to  the  original  terminus  at  tide  water.  This 
cliange  inconvenienced  travelers  who  wished  to  pass  by  steamboat  route  to 
New  York,  of  whom  there  were  many.  The  court  held  that  mandamus 
ought  to  issue  to  compel  the  railroad  company  to  run  passenger  trains  to 
the  original  terminus,  and  closed  the  opinion  with  the  following  language: 
^'  We  forbear  going  into  other  questions  raised  on  the  trial,  or  commenting 
"'  on  the  authorities  cited  by  counsel.  We  think  it  unnecessary,  and  prefer 
to  place  our  decision  upon  the  simple  ground  of  the  corporate  duty  of  the 
respondent.  All  judges  and  jurists  will  at  once  agree  that  chartered  com- 
panies are  obliged  fairly  and  fully  to  carry  out  the  objects  for  which  they 
are  created,  and  that  they  can  by  mandamus  be  compelled  to  do  so,  and  it 
**  will  not  be  questioned  that  in  the  case  of  public  highways,  whether  turn- 
**  pikes  or  railroads,  they  are  bound  to  keep  them  fit  for  use,  and  in  the  case 
**of  railroads  to  keep  them  furnished  with  suitable  cars,  engines,  and  attend- 
**ants,  without  which  they  cannot  be  used  at  all.  We  advise  the  issue  of  a 
'" peremptory  mandamus" 

But  in  this  case  there  is  more  than  the  usual  consideration  arising  out  of 
the  grants  of  power  and  immunities  contained  in  the  charter  of  the  con- 
structing company,  to  obligate  it  to  operate  its  road  so  far  as  constructed  as 
a  continuous  line. 

The  Central  Railroad  Company  of  Iowa  made  several  special  contracts 
with  Worth  county,  with  divers  citizens  thereof,  and  with  Northwood 
township,  wherein,  for  a  valuable  consideration  named  in  the  contracts,  it 
stipulated  and  agreed  to  construct  its  line  of  road  from  the  south  line  of 
Worth  county  to  the  town  of  Northwood,  in  said  county. 

It  would  seem  sufficient  to  settle  the  question  of  the  obligation  of  the 
Central  Railroad  Company  to  operate  its  road  from  Manly  Junction  to 
Korthwoorl  as  a  part  of  its  continuous  line,  to  show  the  existence  of  these 
contracts  by  virtue  of  which  it  procured  valuable  aid  in  construction  of  its 
Toad.  and  for  which  it  agreed  to  construct  and  operate  it  to  Northwood.  It 
would  seem  that  the  acceptance  of  the  tax  alone  by  the  corporation  is 
sufficient  to  support  the  obligation  to  operate  the  road  as  constructed,  and 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  its  charter.  In  Stewart  v.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  Polk  County,  supra,  the  court  base  the  constitutionality 
of  chapter  102,  of  the  laws  of  1870,  providing  for  voting  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  railroads  upon  the  proposition  that  the  objects  to  be  promoted  by 
them  are  public,  and  in  the  course  of  the  opinion  say  that  ''it  has  been 
*' abundantly  shown  that  the  obje«t  for  which  the  right  of  eminent  domain 
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"is  exercised  is  a  public  one,  for  public  utility,  for  public  use,  within  the 
"  meaning  of  the  Constitution ;  that  this  right  can  be  exercised  in  behalf  of 
"  these  corporations  upon  no  other  ground.  If,  then,  the  building  of  a  rail- 
**  road  is  a  public  object  so  as  to  authorize  the  taking  of  the  private  real 
"  property  of  the  citizen— the  highest  species  of  property— for  a  right  of  way, 
"  is  it  any  less  a  public  object  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  aid  through  the 
"  medium  of  taxation  to  assist  ir.  building  the  road  upon  such  right  of  way? 
"The  right  of  eminent  domain  "and  the  taxing  power  are  both  sovereign 
'•  powers.  *  *  *  -If  the  taxing  power  cannot  be  constitutionally 
**  invoked  in  aid  of  railroads,  neither  can  the  power  of  eminent  domain."  If, 
then,  it  be  true  that  both  the  taxing  power  and  the  power  of  eminent  domain 
are  exercised  in  favor  of  railroads,  on  the  same  principle  it  follows,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  course  that  the  beneficiary  of  the  exercise  of  these  sovereign  powera 
accepts  each  subject  to  tlie  same  limitations  and  restrictions.  In  either  case 
the  conditions  of  acceptance  are  the  same,  and  like  duties  and  obligations 
are  imposed  as  an  equivalent. 

The  equivalent  is  the  operation  of  the  road  as  constructed »  as  far  as  con- 
structed, in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  charter  of  the  corporation 
accepting  such  grants  of  power.  This  the  public  would  have  the  legal  right 
to  demand:  was  the  road  being  operated  by  the  Central  Railroad  Company 
of  Iowa? 

This  brings  us  to  consider  the  question  of  the  liability  of  respondent. 

Conceding  the  respondent  company  to  be  an  entirely  separate  and  distinct 
company  in  every  shape,  manner,  and  form  from  the  original  Central  Rail- 
road Company,  and  that  it  paid  full  value  for  said  railroad  property,  wbicli 
we  do,  and  still  we  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  its  obligation  to  oper- 
ate the  Central  Railroad  as  constructed,  and  as  a  continuous  line.  The  Cen- 
tral Railroad  Company  of  Iowa  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  building 
and  operating  a  railroad  from  the  south  to  the  north  line  of  the  State,  as  set 
forth  in  its  charter  articles.  It  accepted  all  the  powers,  rights,  and  immu- 
nities provided  by  law  in  such  cases.  It  exercised  these  powers,  etc.,  in  its 
own  behalf  in  the  location  and  construction  of  its  road.  It  exercised,  un- 
der this  grant  of  powers,  the  right  of  eminent  domain  in  securing  its  right 
of  way,  and  it  availed  itself  of  the  sovereign  right  of  taxation  to  aid  the 
construction  of  its  road  thereon.  '*  It  has  been  abundantly  shown,"  say  our 
Supreme  Court  in  Stewart «.  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Polk  County,  supra^ 
that  "  the  object  is  a  public  one,  for  public  utility,  for  public  use,"  and  "that 
**  this  right  can  be  exercised  in  behalf  of  these  corporations  upon  no  other 
grounds."  The  limitations,  restrictions,  and  conditions  imposed  upon  the 
corporation  accepting  these  grants  of  power  became  a  part  of  the  law  of  its 
existence,  and  precludes  the  idea  of  its  owning  its  property  just  as  individ- 
uals own  their  private  property.  In  consideration  of  these  grants  of  power 
there  is  a  clear  right  which  the  courts  will  promptly  enforce  to  compel  a 
delinquent  corporation  to  operate  its  road  according  to  the  terms  of  its  con- 
tract with  the  public.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  case 
of  Brown  v.  The  Railroad  Company,  supra,  in  speaking  of  the  obligation 
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imposed  upon  a  railway  corporation  by  its  charter  settle  this  question,  as 
we  have  already  seen,  beyond  cavil. 

The  limitations  and  restrictions  thus  imposed  by  the  charter  of  a  rail- 
way company  upon  the  operation  and  management  of  its  road  are  a  lim- 
itation and  restriction  upon  the  private  property  therein.  The  charter  is 
a  miitter  of  record  and  as  much  a  notice  to  the  world  as  the  laws  of 
the  6tate.  Therefore,  the  purchaser  of  a  railroad  acquires  no  greater 
property  therein  than  was  owned  by  the  vendor.  Purchasers  and  lessees 
are  charged  with  notice  of  the  limitations,  restrictions,  and  conditions  im- 
posed by  the  franchise  of  a  railroad  company,  and  of  its  obligations,  un- 
der its  charter  and  the  laws  of  the  State,  to  the  public.  We  think  this  posi- 
tion sound  on  principle  and  sustained  by  the  authorities.  In  Thomas  v.  The 
Railroad  Company,  101  U.  S.,  83,  the  court  say :  "  Whereas,  a  corporation 
like  a  railroad  company  has  granted  to  it  by  charter  a  franchise  intended 
in  large  measure  to  be  exercised  for  public  good,  the  due  performance  of 
**  those  functions  being  the  consideration  of  the  public  grant,  any  contract 
**  which  disables  the  corporation  from  performing  those  functions,  which 
"undertakes,  without  the  consent  of  the  State  to  transfer  to  others  the  rights 
and  powers  conferred  by  the  charter,  and  to  relieve  the  grantees  of  the 
burdens  which  it  imposes,  is  a  violation  of  the  contract  with  the  State,  and 
**is  vcMd  as  against  public  policy." 

In  the  York  and  Maryland  Line  Railroad  Company  v.  Winans,  17  How- 
ard, 30,  it  was  claimed,  as  in  this  case,  that  the  duties  imposed  upon  the 
corporation  were  fulfilled  by  the  construction  of  the  road,  and  that  by  alien- 
ating its  right  to  use  and  its  powers  of  control  and  supervision,  it  might 
absolve  itself  from  further  responsibility.  "This  conclusion,**  say  the 
court,  "implies  that  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  plaintiff  by  the  charter 
are  fulfilled  by  the  construction  of  the  road,  and  that  by  alienating  its 
right  to  use,  and  its  powers  of  control  and  supervision,  it  may  avoid 
"  further  responsibility.*'  The  court  then  go  on  to  speak  of  the  consequences 
of  such  conclusion,  and  say :  "  Those  acts  involve  an  overturn  of  the  rela- 
'*tions  which  the  charter  has  arranged  between  the  corporation  and  the 
community.  Important  franchises  were  conferred  upon  the  corporation 
to  enable  it  to  improve  facilities  for  communication  and  intercourse  re- 
quired for  the  public  convenience.  Corporate  management  and  control 
over  these  were  prescribed  and  corporate  responsibility  for  their  insuflS- 
ciency  provided  as  a  remuneration  to  the  community  for  the  grant.  The 
corporation  can  not  absolve  itself  from  its  obligations  without  the  consent 
"  of  the  legislature." 

In  TTie  Railroad,  Company  v,  Broton^  supra,  Davis  J.,  delivering  the  opin- 
ion of  the  court,  said :  "  It  is  the  accepted  doctrine  in  this  country  that  a 
"railroad  corporation  cannot  escape  the  performance  of  any  duty  or  obliga- 
•*tion  imposed  by  its  charter  or  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  by  a  voluntary 
"surrender  of  its  road  into  the  hands  of  lessees." 

And  our  Supreme  Court,  speaking  of  this  doctrine  as  presented  in  the 
above  case  say,  in  the  case  of  Bower  v.  The  B,  d-  S.  W,  R,  R,  Co,,  42  Iowa,

446,  "that  there  can  be  no  doubt"  as  to  the  proposition  we  quote  bein^  the 
law,  "  unless  it  be,  as  is  urged  that  the  provisions  of  the  Code,  Sees.  1278  and 
**  1307,  making  lessees  of  railroads  liable  to  the  same  extent  as  the  corpora- 
"  tion,  inaugurate  a  different  rule.  It  will  be  readily  seen,  however,  that  the 
"  remedy  against  lessees  is  cumulative  only.  The  liability  against  the  cor- 
•  poration  exists  in  full  force  and  vigor,  without  any  statutory  aid  what- 


ever." 


In  Black  v.  Tfie  D.  and  R.  Canal  Company^  22  N.  J.,  130,  Chancellor 
Zabriskie  says:  **  It  may  be  considered  as  settled  that  a  corporation  cannot 
**  lease  or  alien  any  franchise  or  any  property  necessary  to  perform  its  obli- 
"gations  and  duty  to  the  public." 

If  the  authorities  we  have  here  cited  and  quoted  be  law,  and  about  that 
there  can  be  no  doubt,  then  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  Central  Iowa  Railway 
Company  to  operate  the  road  constructed  by  the  Central  Railroad  Company 
of  Iowa,  as  a  continuous  line,  unless  it  be,  as  is  urged  by  respondent,  that 
the  provisions  of  section  1300  of  the  Code,  authorizing  a  railroad  company  to 
sell  or  lease  its  road,  inaugurate  a  different  rule. 

It  will  be  readily  seen,  however,  by  an  examination  of  this  section,  that 
the  construction  of  it  contended  for  by  respondent  is  unwarranted.  The 
original  purpose  of  this  section  was,  as  we  view  it,  to  authorize  a  railway 
company  to  sell  or  lease  its  road,  or  to  make  joint  running  arrangement 
with  any  connecting  road.  "  Without  this  the  directors  might  not  have  such 
"  power,  or,  it  might  be  questionable  whether  they  possessed  it."  The  lia- 
bility of  the  vendor  or  lessor  was  in  no  manner  touched.  They  were  liable 
**  without  any  statutory  aid  whatever,"  and  section  1300  left  their  liability 
just  as  it  found  it.  The  remedy  given  in  this  section  against  lessees 
is  merely  cumulative.  Section  1300,  as  it  appears  in  the  Code,  and  us  it 
now  stands,  is  in  lieu  of  section  4,  chapter  86,  laws  of  1864,  which  was,  as 
originally  enacted,  and  as  it  stood  until  amended  by  section  1300,  as  follows: 
"Section 4.  The  board  of  directors  of  any  railroad  company  shall  have 
**  power  to  authorize  contracts  of  lease  or  joint  running  arrangements  with 
"any  connecting  road  for  the  operation  of  such  connection  upon  such  reas- 
"  onable  and  just  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  and  the  party 
**  thus  leasing  or  operating  the  railroad  of  another  company,  shall,  in  all 
"  respects  be  liable  to  the  public  for  their  acts  or  negligence  in  the  same 
*'  manner  as  though  the  road  belonged  to  them." 

Section  1300,  which  is  relied  upon  by  respondent  as  giving  the  legislative 
consent,  is  as  follows : 

"  Section  1300.  Any  such  corporation  may  sell  or  lease  its  railway  property 
"and  franchises  to,  or  make  joint  running  arrangements  with  anycorpo- 
"  ration  owning  or  operating  any  connecting  railway,  and  the  corporation 
"  operating  the  railway  of  another,  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  liable  in  the  same 
"  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  though  such  railway  belonged  to  it, 
"  subject  to  the  laws  of  this  State." 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  only  material  difference  in  the  two  sections  is 
that  authority  to  sell,  as  well  as  lease,  is  given  in  the  subsequent  or  amended 
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section,  the  liability  of  the  "  corporation  operating  the  railway  of  another'* 
being  substantially  the  same  in  both. 

Authority  to  sell  not  being  given  in  the  first  section  enacted  while  authority 
to  lease  was,  authority  to  sell  was  rendered  more  questionable  than  prior  to 
said  enactment.  This  gives  at  once  the  reason  for  the  amendment  to  the 
original  section  and  the  full  significance  thereof.  The  first  section  above 
quoted  has  been  construed  by  our  Supreme  Court,  and  we  think  the  con- 
struction not  only  sound  but  as  applicable  to  section  1300  as  to  the  one  they 
were  considering. 

In  Treadfvay  v.  The  C.  &  N,  W,  Ky  Co,,  21  Iowa,  351,  in  speaking 
of  the  legislative  intent  as  found  in  section  four  (the  original  enact- 
ment) Dillon,  J.,  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  said :  "  As  we  view 
••  it  the  primary  object  of  this  section  was  to  authorize  the  directory  of  an 
Iowa  railroad  company  to  lease  their  road  to  or  make  joint  running  ar- 
rangement with  any  connecting  road.  Without  this,  tlie  directors  might 
not  have  such  power,  or  it  might  be  questionable  whether  they  would  pos- 
sess it."  As  incident  to  this  extension  of  corporate  power,  and  in  consider- 
ation thereof,  lessees  were  made  liable  to  the  public  in  all  respects,  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  though  the  railway  belonged  to 
them,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  State.  There  Wcis  no  change  or  diminution 
of  corporate  charter  duty  or  obligation  as  to  vendor  or  lessor.  There  was 
an  expansion  of  corporate  power,  and  the  consideration  for  the  grant  was 
the  liability  of  purchasers  and  lessees.  And  all  this  expansion  of  corporate 
power  and  extension  of  corporate  liability,  "subject  to  the  laws  of  the 
State."  So,  from  the  history  of  this  simple  section,  and  the  judicial  inter- 
pretation given  it  by  our  Supreme'Court,  it  is  most  evident  tliat  it  does  not 
constitute  a  ''consent  of  the  legislature  "  to  a  corporation  "  to  overturn  tlie 
"relations  which  have  been  arranged  between  the  corporation  and  the  com- 
munity." On  the  contrary,  a  new  party  is  admitted  to  the  *'  relations  which 
**  the  charter  has  arranged  "  between  the  selling  or  leasing  corporation  and 
the  community  on  the  condition  that  it  will  not  only  not  overturn  those  rela- 
tions, but  will  see  to  it  that  they  are  fully  maintained.  Campbell  v.  M,  & 
C.  R.  R,  Co,,  22  Ohio  K,  168,  was  a  case  somewhat  similar  in  its  facts  to  the 
one  we  are  here  considering.  The  respondent  in  that  case,  as  in  this,  had 
acquired  a  portion  of  road  constructed  by  another  company  under  another 
charter;  it  bought  it  of  a  receiver  under  order  of  the  court  duly  made  in  an 
action  in  court ;  and  insisted  that  under  the  laws  of  Ohio  it  was  entitled  to 
operate  the  portion  of  the  road  thus  acquired  under  and  according  to  the 
terms  of  its  own  charter,  and  free  from  the  provisions  and  conditions  of  the 
charter  under  which  said  road  so  acquired  was  constructed.  The  statute, 
the  subject  of  construction  in  the  case,  certainly  contained  as  broad  a  grant 
of  power  with^less  restriction  and  condition  attached  than  section  1300.  It 
provided  as  follows:  **  That  any  railroad  company  organized  in  pursuance 
"  of  law  may  lease  or  purchase  any  part  or  all  of  any  railroad  constructed 
•*  by  any  other  railroad  company,  if  such  company's  lines  are  continuous  or 
connected." 
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The  court  held  that  the  State  could  only  confer  right  of  eminent  domain 
upon  a  railroad  company  upon  the  ground  that  when  constructed  its  road 
should  become  a  public  highway,  and  said  that  **  we  have  no  doubt  as  to  the 

right  of  the  public  to  use  the  road  upon  the  terms  secured  by  the  charter 

so  long  as  it  remains  a  public  highway,  unless  the  legislature  shall  clearly 
"  declare  its  intention  to  the  contrary." 

The  court  went  on  to  show  that  the  legislature,  under  the  statute,  did  not 
intend  that  the  purchased  road  should  be  operated  under  the  charter  of 
the  purchasing  company,  but  that  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  pur- 
chasing company  in  its  conduct  of  the  purchased  road,  were  to  be  found  in 
the  charter  of  the  constructing  company,  and  in  this  connection  said:  '*If 
"  it  be  that  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  charter  of  a  railroad  company 
**  *  *  ♦        is  a  limitation  upon  the  private  property  therein,  then 

**  it  is  quite  clear  that  by  a  sale  of  the  road,  no  greater  rights  therein  can 
"pass  to  the  vendee  than  were  owned  by  the  vendor.*' 

If,  then,  the  authorities  we  have  cited  with  reference  to  respondent's  lia- 
bility to  the  public,  be  the  law,  respondent  is  liable,  in  all  respects,  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  in  its  operation  of  said  road  as  would 
be  the  original  Central  Railroad  Company  of  Iowa  was  it  still  in  the  man- 
agement of  said  road.  But  there  is  another  sufficient  reason,  as  we  view  it, 
why  respondent  is  legally  bound  to  operate  said  road  as  constructed,  so  far 
as  constructed,  and  subject  to  all  the  obligations  and  burdens  imposed  by  the 
charter  and  statutory  contracts  of  the  constructing  company.  Its  charter 
obligates  it  to  do  so.  The  Central  Iowa  Railway  Company  was  organized 
May  15, 1879,  under  the  general  laws  of  this  State. 

Article  I  provides  that  the  company  "  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privil^es, 
•*  exemptions,  and  benefits  of  like  corporations,  and  shall  have  all  the  pow- 
**  ers,  rights,  and  franchises  now  or  hereafter  authorized  by  the  laws  of  Iowa 
**  relative  to  railroad,  transportation,  telegraph,  and  warehouse  companies." 

Article  II  declares  "  the  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  acquire,  con- 
**  struct,  equip,  maintain,  and  operate  a  railway  from  the  north  to  the  south 

line  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  embracing  the  present  road  and  property,  both  real 

and  personal,  of  the  Central  Railroad  Company  of  Iowa,  subject  to  the  first 

mortgage,"  etc.  In  consideration  of  the  powers,  rights,  immunities,  etc., 
enumerated  in  Art.  I,  the  corporation  must  do  and  perform  all  the  acts 
enumerated  in  Art.  II.  Such  is  the  contract  as  found  in  the  charter  and 
the  laws  of  the  State. 

The  authorities,  as  we  have  already  seen,  sustain  this  proposition. 

It  is  clear,  then,  that  respondent  is  legally  obligated  to  operate  the  Central 
Railroad  as  a  continuous  line  between  its  points  of  terviini,  in  accordance 
^'ith  the  terms  of  its  own  charter. 

Hiut,  says  respondent,  we  have  rented  that  portion  of  our  road  between 
'Wanly  Junction  and  North  wood,  and  cannot,  therefore,  operate  it. 

This  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of  the  power  of  respondent  to  execute 
such  a  lease,  and  we  unhesitatingly  declare  that  it  has  no  such  power.  Re- 
;ffpondent  cannot  lawfully  convey  to  an  other  corporation  the  right  to  the 
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exclusive  use  of  a  portion  of  its  road.  The  statute  only  provides  for  leasing 
the  road. 

The  statute  contemplates  such  a  sale  or  lease  as  will  put  vendee  or  lessee, 
as  the  case  may  be,  in  a  position  to  carry  out  fully  the  objects  of  the  charter 
under  which  the  road  was  constructed.  It  is  such  a  sale  or  lease  only  that 
is  "  subject  to  the  laws  of  this  State."  Section  1300,  which  is  relied  upon  by 
respondent  as  authority,  has  already  been  considered.  We  do  not  think 
it  gives  such  authority.  It  is  incumbent  on  respondent  to  operate  the 
road  as  a  continuous  line  according  to  the  usual  methods  of  operating  like 
roads,  and  any  contract  it  makes  which  precludes  it  from  the  performance 
of  such  duties  is  beyond  the  scope  of  its  power  and  void.  The  abandonment 
of  trains  on  the  road  in  question  between  Manly  Junction  and  Northwood 
is  a  practical  abandonment  of  that  portion  of  the  road,  and  is  in  violation  of 
its  charter  duties  and  contrary  to  law. 

We  decide,  therefore,  that  respondent  is  under  legal  obligation  to  "  equip, 
maintain,  and  operate  "that  portion  of  its  road  between  Manly  Junction 
and  Northwood,  and  to  so  equip,  maintain,  and  operate  it  as  a  part  of  and 
in  connection  with  its  entire  and  continuous  line  between  its  points  of 
termini,  as  provided  in  the  charter  under  which  said  road  was  constructed, 
as  well  as  in  accordance  with  its  own  charter  articles  and  the  laws  of  the 
■State,  and  that  a  failure  of  respondent  to  so  equip,  maintain,  and  operate 
said  portion  of  road,  and  its  entire  road,  is  a  violation  of  its  charter  duties 
and  obligations  and  contrary  to  law. 

The  Commissioners,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Central  Iowa  Railway 
Company,  respondent  herein,  resume  the  operation  of  that  portion  of  its 
road  between  Manly  Junction  and  Northwood,  in  accordance  with  this 
decision,  and  that  it  do  so  within  a  reasonable  time.

The  cars 
were  billed  for  Udell  spur  or  switch,  five  miles  west  of  Unionville,  and  when 
the  train  came  through  Unionville,  the  conductor  had  the  cars  left  there 
and  the  station  master  would  not  have  them  moved.  I  paid  the  freight  on 
the  cars  from  Muscatine  to  Udell  Switch,  and  had  to  haul  tl\e  two  g^v  loads 
from  Unionville  to  the  switch  at  a  cost  of  325. 
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I  wish  to  chU  your  attention  to  this  for  its  nothing  but  swindling.  Can 
you  do  anything  for  me  ?    If  you  can  I  will  take  it  as  a  favor.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

In  the  matter  of  the" complaint  of  C.  A.  Homaday,  against  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  the  Board  find  that  the  shipping 
order  of  Messrs.  Musser  &  Co.,  under  date  of  January  25, 1880,  for  the  two 
cars  of  lumber,  number  1851  and  215,  were  billed  to  Mrs.  Homaday,  Udell 
Spur,  Iowa,  via  Unionville,  Iowa.  The  way-bills  were  from  Muscatine  to 
Unionville,  the  rate,  2«,000  pounds,  12^^  cents,  $32.50  each.  Mr.  Warfield, 
the  station  agent  of  the  company,  states  that  Udell  Spur  was  not  a  billing 
station,  there  being  no  freight  agent  there,  and  the  freight  charges  unpaid 
he  billed  the  cars  as  usual  to  the  nearest  station.  The  president  of  the  Hail- 
way  Company  states  that  Udell  Spur  is  a  plug  switch  o  •  siding,  connected 
at  only  one  end,  and  was  put  in  solely  for  the  convenience  of  operating 
the  road,  as  freight  trains  bound  east  were  often  obliged  to  take  part  of 
their  trains  to  this  siding  and  return  for  the  balance. 

It  is  situated  four  and  one  half  miles  west  of  Unionville,  and  two  miles 
east  of  Sharon.  The  company  have  never  regarded  it  as  a  station,  have  no 
agent,  no  rates,  and  have  not  way-billed  to  or  from  it. 

Complainant  must  be  mistaken  in  his  statement  of  April  I7tb,  when  he 
asserts  that  the  rate  to  Udell  Spur  was  S32.50,  which  is  the  rate  to  Union- 
ville. The  President  admits  that  the  division  superintendent  has,  at  the 
particular  request  of  farmers  living  near  the  switch,  left  cars  there  to  be 
loaded,  charging  for  them  Unionville  rates,  but  if  this  is  to  be  construed 
into  discrimination  or  cause  for  complaint,  will  see  that  in  future  no  can 
are  left  there  for  the  purpose.  The  grades  from  Udell  Spur  being  favorable 
the  officers  of  the  road  had  been  disposed  to  accommodate  parties  living  in 
the  vicinity  who  were  desirous  of  shipping  east. 

Under  the  circumstances  the  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
complainant  has  no  cause  for  complaint,  or  claim  against  the  Chicago,  Bock 
Island  &  Pacific  Railway  for  damages.

Djsar  Sir— Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  14th  inst.,  I  cannot  learn  that 
our  freight  agents  have  refused  to  take  freight  from  Chicago  to  Ottumwa, 
or  vice  versa,  except  in  one  or  two  instances  where  instructions  have  been 
misunderstood,  but  we  have  refused  to  name  special  or  reduced  rates  be- 
ti¥een  the  above  named  points,  being  well  assured  that  such  action  would 
tend  to  a  demoralization  of  rates  at  many  other  points.  Our  line  from  Ot- 
tumwa to  Chicago  is  twenty-five  miles  longer  via  Eldon,  and  fifty-two  miles 
9ia,Oskalooea  than  the  road  t>ia  Burlington,  and  we  have  not  worked  for 
freight  at  rates  that  will  afford  us  no  profit.  But  I  will  guarantee  any  ship- 
per can  forward  by  the  C,  R.  I.  &  P.  R'y  at  the  tariff  rates  as  ijublished 
from  time  to  time  by  the  general  freight  agent.  I  inclose  copy  of  a  letter 
from  that  officer,  giving  rates  to  Ottumwa,  and  stating  how  the  letter  to 
which  you  refer  came  to  be  written.

Dear  Sir— Herewith  I  beg  to  return  Mr.  Secretary  Morgan's  letter  of 
April  14th. 

During  my  absence  I  find  a  letter  was  addressed  to  me  by  the  Ottumwa 
Iron  Works,  asking  for  rates  from  Chicago  to  Ottumwa  on  coal,  bar-imn, 
pig-lead,  etc.  It  was  replied  to  in  my  name  by  a  clerk  who  had  but  recently 
come  into  my  office,  and  the  reply  made  by  him  was  not  in  accordance  uith 
our  policy.  Our  published  rates^  Chicago  to  Ottumwa  are :  First  class,  75 
cents ;  second  class,  65  cents ;  third  class,  55  cents ;  fourth  class,  40  cents. 
Class  A,  35^  cents ;  class  B,  303^  cents ;  class  C,  273^'  cents ;  class  D,  25  cents. 

The  C,  B.  &  Q.,  being  a  shorter  and  more  direct  route  quote:  First  class, 
70  cents ;  second  class,  60  cents ;  third  class,  50  cents,  and  fourth  class,  29 
cents.  Class  A,  34  cents ;  class  B,  29  cents ;  class  C,  24  cents ;  class  D,  24 
cents. 

This  virtually  has  heretofore  given  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  and  Wabash  the  busi- 
ness. Our  ratc»  to  Ottumwa,  however,  are  no  higher  than  we  charge  to  the 
station  nine  miles  further  west.  I  regret  that  my  clerk,  through  inexpe- 
rience, worded  the  letter  in  such  a  manner  as  would  lead  our  patrons  to 
infer  that  we  refused  the  business.  We  do  not  refuse  the  business,  but  we 
claim  tariff  rates,  and  I  have  written  to  the  Ottumwa  Iron  Works  explain- 
ing the  mistake  in  my  letter  of  April  12th. 

Trusting  this  explanation  will  be  satisfactory  to  Mr.  Morgan,  I  remain

GENTLEMEN^Referrinjf  again  to  your  letter  of  13th,  in  relation  to  your 
application  for  rates  on  freight  over  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific 
Railway,  the  president  of  the  road  states  that  his  company  never  has  re- 
fused freight  from  Ottumwa  to  Chicago;  that  his  line  is  twenty-five  miles 
longer  than  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad,  and  giving  Ot- 
tumwa the  same  relative  rates  that  he  does  the  other  stations  on  his  line, 
brings  his  figures  slightly  greater  than  those  of  the  other  lines. 

This  the  Commissioners  suppose  the  company  has  a  right  to  do,  if  the 
officers  think  that  reducing  the  rates  to  that  of  the  shorter  lines  affords  no 
profit  on  the  business.

Gentlemen— As  a  corn  shipper  from  this  point  to  Chicago,  I  feel  grieved 
by  reason  of  the  discrimination  in  railroad  tariff  from  my  competing  towns, 
as  follows:  Waukon  to  Cliicago,  twenty-one  cents  per  100  pounds;  New 
Albin,  seventeen  cents  per  100 'pounds;  Lansing,  sixteen  and  one-half 
cents  per  100  pounds.  I  nave  positive  testimony  from  reliable  men.  I 
make  this  as  a  complaint  against  the  Chicago.  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Rail- 
way Company,  and  would  like  to  have  you  come  and  get  the  evidence  as 
the  duties  of  jrour  office  requires.  I  have  shipped  forty  broad  guage  cars 
shelled  corn  since  February  lOLh,  and  expect  to  8hi|)  sixty  more  oefore 
season  is  over.  Two  and  a  half  cents  per  bushel  is  quite  an  item  on  sixty 
cars.  Please  write  me  at  your  earliest  convenience,  and  I  will  expect 
you  gentlemen  to  do  your  duty  without  delay.    Yours  truly,

DECISION  of  the  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  report  to  us  that 
their  rates  from  "Waukon  to  Chicago  are  26  cents  per  100  pounds;  New 
♦*  Albin  to  Chicago  22  cents  per  100  pounds;  Lansing  to  Chicago  22  cents 
**  per  100  pounds ;  but  in  order  to  encourage  the  movement  of  coarse  grains 
''  they  have  made  a  concession  of  6  cents  per  100  pounds  from  the  above 
**  rates,  applicable  to  all  shipments  of  corn  made,  as  follows :  From  Waukon 
**  21  cents;  New  Albin  17;  Lansing  17;  these  rates  are  in  the  interest  of  all 
**  shippers  at  the  points  named."    From  this  we  understand  that  all  shippers 
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at  each  of  the  three  points  are  treated  alike,  and  that  the  complaint  is  for 
discrimination  between  localities. 

As  we  understand- it  New  Albin  is  live  miles  further  from,  and  Lansiug 
five  miles  nearer  to  Chicago  than  Waukon ;  that  they  are  both  on  the  main 
line  of  what  is  known  as  the  river  road,  and  at  these  points  the  road  com- 
petes with  the  Mississippi  lUver  for  the  carriage  of  grain.  Waukon  is  on  a 
narrow-gauge  branch  of  the  road  twenty^three  miles  long,  on  which  there  is 
very  little  local  business,  and  where  the  grades  are  very  heavy,  the  elevation 
of  the  town  being  six  hundred  feet  above  the  grade  at  the  junction,  some  of 
the  gradients  being  more  than  one  hundred  feet  to  the  mile.  The  main  line 
from  Waukon  Junction  north,  being  very  favorable  in  the  line  of  gradients 
for  the  transportation  of  freight.  It  is  true  that  the  grades  are  with  the 
freight  in  this  case,  but  the  haulage  of  cars  for  the  grain  up  this  elevation 
represents  a  very  considerable  expenditure  of  power. 

The  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that,  considering  the  situation,  the  branch, 
the  grades,  and  the  cost  of  break  of  bulk  and  transfer,  that  a  difference  of 
four  cents  per  100  pounds  is  not  unjust  discrimination;  that  the  actual  cost 
would  probably  be  that  much  greater  than  from  the  more  favored  points 
mentioned.

Railroad  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen— Your  decision  in  the  case  of  A.  Rosa  against  the  C,  M.  «& 
St.  P.  R'y,  on  discrimination,  came  duly  to  hand,  and  I  would  say  in  reply, 
I  feel  there  has  been  a  great  injustice  rendered  against  myself  and  Wau- 
kon. You  speak  in  your  decision  of  "competing  with  the  Mississippi 
"River,  and  600  feet  of  grade  from  the  Junction  to  Waukon,  and  but  little 
"local  trade."  I  will  say,  in  the  first  place,  that  Waukon  has  more  railroad 
business  than  any  other  town  in  northeastern  Iowa:  viz.,  300  cars  hogs  in 
a  year;  275  cars  corn;  175  oats,  wheat,  merchandise,  agricultural  imple- 
ments, and  everything  in  proportion.  The  cost  of  transfer  on  a  bushel  of 
corn  is  not  >^  cent  per  bushel.  I  do  not  understand  the  law  and  duties  of 
your  office — has  the  Mississippi  River  or  grades  to  be  taken  into  consider- 
ation? The  question  is,  do  they  charge  more  from  one  point  on  their  road 
than  from  another?  The  same  distance  is  traveled  to  Chicago.  Any  rational 
mmd  ought  to  know  that  from  2%  to  3  cents  per  bushel  is  discrimination. 
It  is  not  only  destructive  and  ruinous  to  Waukon,  but  to  all  of  its  immedi- 
ate vicinity.  I  cannot  but  think  that  a  higher  tribunal  than  your  body  will 
alleviate  the  suffering  from  this  ^eat  evil.  If  your  body  will  not  do  any- 
thing to  remove  this  discrimination,  I  shall  make  a  lengthy  argument  and 
put  your  decision  in  some  of  the  leading  papers  in  Iowa  and  show  up  to  the 
people  what  a  great  nuisance  and  farce  tne  creation  of  that  body  called 
•* Commissioners"  is.  Why,  sir,  to  show  you  the  injustice  of  the  railroad 
company,  after  shipping  45  cars  of  corn  to  Chicago,  I  requested  of  them  a 
trip  pass  to -Chicago  and  return,  expressly  to  increase  my  com  business,  and 
they  would  not  give  it  to  me.  There  are*  men  in  this  town  that  never  made 
the  railroad  company  a  dollar,  and  they  have  annual  passes,  but  I  care  little 
for  that  I  desire  the  same  rates  so  I  can  compete  with  my  neighboring 
towns,  and  I  have  asked  it  of  you,  and  know  you  have  the  power  to  grant 
it;  and  then  you  say  to  me  in  your  decision.  "  we  do  not  think  four  cents  per 
"  100  pounds  is  discrimination."  I  am  of  the  opionln  that  the  citizens  of  this 
community  will  raise  $5,000  to  test  this  matter  in  our  tribunals. 
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I  hope  you  will  do  me  the  courtesy  to  answer  this  soon,  so  I  shall  know  in 
the  near  future  what  course  the  citizens  will  pursue  in  the  matter.

Dear  Sm— Your  letter  of  May  22d  received  and  contents  noted.  The 
Commissioners  fear  that  they  were  not  explicit  enough  in  their  decision  to 
enable  you  to  fully  get  their  meaning. 

That  part  of  the  river  road  between  Waukon  Junction  and  Lansing  and 
New  Albin  is  part  of  a  through  line  of  road  from  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul 
to  Chicago,  and  also  to  St.  Louis.  The  business  of  these  two  towns  is  as- 
sisted in  paying  cost  of  operation  and  interest  on  cost  on  that  part  of  the 
main  line  by  a  percentage  of  the  through  business  both  ways.  The  road 
from  Waukon  Junction  to  Waukon  gets  almost  its  entire  business  from  the 
western  terminus,  Waukon ;  the  intermediate  business  being  small. 

They  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  business  of  this  terminus  amounts  to 
750  cars,  or  an  average  of  2%  cars  per  day  for  300  days  in  the  year;  but  large 
as  this  business  is,  there  may  be  some  question  whether  it  is  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  on  cost  of  construction  and  operating  expenses  of  twenty-three 
miles  of  road.  As  regards  the  right  of  Waukon  shippers  to  claim  as  low 
rates  as  are  fixed  at  Lansing  or  New  Albin,  on  the  main  line,  located  at  an 
equal  distance  from  the  initial  point  of  the  railway  in  the  east,  there  is  a 
principle,  recognized  by  the  State  legislature  in  passing  the  railroad  act  of 
1874,  known  as  the  "Granger  Law,"  that  may  be  considered  with  interest. 
Koads  were  classified  according  to  earnings,  and  the  road  earning  the  least 
was  permitted  to  charge  the  most.  Where  first-class  and  fourth-class  roads 
come  into  competition,  the  fourth-class  road  was  not  prohibited  from  lower- 
ing its  rates  to  enable  it  to  compete  at  points  of  conjunction,  although  at 
points  nearer  market  than  the  points  where  it  crossed  its  more  powerful 
rival,  it  was  by  the  terms  of  the  law  authorized  to  charge  more  than  for  the 
longer  haul  from  the  junction. 

Minimum  rates  have  never  been  established  in  Iowa.  Your  main  line 
passing  Lansing  and  New  Albin  competes  with  the  Mississippi  River.  If 
it  keeps  up  its  rates  it  will  get  no  business,  as  the  fourth-class  road  would 
have  got  none  when  it  crossed  the  first-class  road  if  it  had  kept  up  its  rates 
to  the  legal  limit.  The  lowering  of  the  rates  at  Lansing  and  New  Albin 
affects  your  business  at  Waukon.  The  Board  can  help  you  in  one  of  two 
ways,  provided  their  jurisdiction  in  inter-State  hauls  is  recognized.  They 
can  ask  the  lowering  of  the  rate  at  Waukon  if  they  are  able  to  show  that  it 
is  too  much  for  the  service,  or  they  can  ask  the  raising  of  the  rate  at  Lans- 
ing and  New  Albin,  which,  were  it  conceded,  would  bring  into  prominence 
a  troop  of  new  grievances  worse  than  this  one. 

Their  decision  was  that  the  rate  was  not  too  high  from  Waukon,  all  things 
considered. 
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If  the  conditions  were  alike  at  Waukon,  Lansing,  and  New  Albin,  the 
Commissioners  would  insist  on  like  rates  for  similar  shipments.  The  com- 
plaint that  a  through  line  in  competition  with  water  transportation  gives 
lower  rates  than  you  get,  is  kindred  to  complaints  everywhere  on  our  con- 
tinent and  beyond  it.  In  early  days  of  railroading,  the  question  relative  to 
rates  was  whether  they  were  below  the  wagon ;  later  it  was,  what  will  the 
product  bear  ? 

The  Commissioners  inquire  into  the  cost  of  the  service,  and  in  your  case 
think  the  cost  is  less  on  the  main  line.  Had  they  power  to  prevent  the  low- 
ering of  rates,  they  would  do  injustice  to  New  Albin  and  Lansing  should 
they  try  to  prevent  those  points  from  getting  transportation  as  low  as  the 
carrier  thinks  it  can  be  done  for.  You  say,  "I  do  not -understand  that  the 
"duties  of  your  oflSce  has  'Mississippi  River'  or  'grades'  to  be  taken  into 
"account."  "The  question  is,  do  they  charge  more  from  one  point  on  their 
""road  than  from  another,  the  same  distance  from  Chicago?"  This  is  not 
quite  the  question,  but  it  is,  do  they  charge  more  from  a  point  on  a  branch 
road  than  from  a  point  on  the  main  line,  the  distance  being  about  the  same, 
but  other  conditions  not  the  same.  We  think  we  should  consider  every 
factor  bearing  upon  transportation,  and  in  trying  to  eliminate  one  evil  take 
care  not  to  call  two  into  existence.  If  they  deny  the  competition  of  the 
main  line  with  the  Mississippi  River,  they  refuse  it  a  business  that  brings 
money  into  the  general  treasury  of  the  company  and  justifies  it  in  higher 
general  charges  to  all  points.  If  they  decline  to  consider  "  grades,"  they  get 
away  from  the  cost  of  the  service,  and  abandon  a  principle  that  is  their  only 
basis  of  reasoning. 

The  Commissioners  would  be  pleased  to  have  the  question  of  discrimina- 
tion in  your  case  reviewed  by  the  courts  and  also  before  the  broader  tribunal 
of  public  opinion— through  the  press,  as  you  suggest.  There  is  much  to  be 
learned  on  this  subject,  and  a  full  and  complete  discussion  cannot  fail  to  be 
of  value  to  the  people  of  the  State.

Hon.  a.  R.  Anderson: 

Dear  Sir— I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to 
a  matter,  hoping  through  them  to  get  the  question  settled.  The  Nodaway 
Valley  branch  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad,  running  south 
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from  Clarinda,  crosses  a  public  highway  runninpr  east  and  west  on  the  line 
dividing  section  18,  in  township  67,  range  36  west.  Page  county.  When  the 
railroad  was  built  this  highway  had  not  been  established ;  but  since  the  ron- 
stiniction  of  the  railroad  the  highway  has  been  established  and  opened.  The 
railroad  company  refui*es  to  put  in  a  crossing  and  cattle-g[uard8.  The 
road  is  a  very  important  one  to  a  large  section  of  the  country;  it  crosses  ilie 
Nodaway,  which  has  been  well  bridged.  There  is  no  wajr  to  cross  except  on 
this  bridge,  except  by  going  south  three  or  north  four  miles.  The  crossing 
is  one  mile  west  of  Morsman,  and  a  large  amount  of  travel  so  far,  by  suffer- 
ance of  myself  and  Mr.  Henry  Kunkel,  who  owned  the  land  through  which 
both  the  highway  and  the  railroad  runs,  the  travel  has  gone  through  our 
farms,  with  opening  and  closing  of  gates.  This  has  been  suffered  now  for 
two  years,  ana  we  cannot  afford  to  watch  gates,  etc. 

I  do  not  believe  that  the  position  of  the  railroad  is  well  taken,  that,  as  the 
highway  has  been  established  since  the  railroad  was  constructed,  they  are 
under  no  obligations,  etc. 

I  think  if  you  will  call  their  attention  to  the  matter  they  will  build  it.  If 
they  will  not,  and  the  roadmaster  has  the  crossing  and  cattle  guards  built 
can  the  cost  be  recovered  ?    Please  let  me  hear  from  you.

Railroad  Commissioners,  Des  Moines,  lotoa  : 

Gentlemen— Your  favor  of  the  19th  received,  making  inquiry  wheUier 
crossing  in  18,  67,  36,  had  been  put  in.  It  has  not.  The  road  hauled  some 
dirt  and  unloaded,  but  have  not  placed  it.  There  is  also  a  large  ditch  on  each 
side  of  the  road,  made  by  the  road  in  throwing  up  dirt  for  the  track,  tha|^ 
cannot  be  crossed.  When  the  railroad  was  constructed  a  cattle-guard  wa 
made;  this  is  in  the  highway  in  the  center  of  it,  and  the  earth  unloaded 
filled  this  up  so  that  my  pastures  are  thrown  open,  and  I  am  powerless  to 
remedy  it,  and  it  is  compelling  me  to  herd  my  cattle  in  my  own  pasture; 
that  is  there  are  no  cattle-guards  and  the  stock  can  go  into  the  hignway  at 
any  time,  unless  I  guard  the  gap— 100  feet  wide.    I  could  build  the  fence  out 
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I  cannot  fence  the  track.  The  parties  on  the  other  side  are  suffering  the 
same  inconvenience.  I  am  now  at  an  expense  of  a  man  to  herd,  by  reason 
of  it.  I  trust  you  will  understand  the  situation.  The  highway  is  on  the 
line  and  takes  thirty  feet  each  side.  When  the  railroad  was  built,  all  that 
was  necessaiT  was  the  cattle  guard  which  they  put  in.  The  opening  of  the 
highway  rendered  two  guards  necessary.  They  have  not  built  these  guards 
and  one  they  have  filled  up,  so  I  cannot  remedy  the  fencing  in  any  way.

Gentlemen— I  am  the  owner  of  a  warehouse  in  this  city  and  was  en- 
gaged in  buying  and  shipping  grain,  and  doing  a  general  forwarding  busi- 
ness. There  were  then,  and  are  now,  two  other  establishments  shipping 
grain  from  this  city.  The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company 
being  the  only  company  that  own  a  road  here  refused  to  let  me  have  cars  to 
ship  grain  in,  and,  also,  refuse  to  let  any  cars  be  loaded  at  my  house  by  other 
parties,  thus  discriminating  against  myself  and  patrons,  and  in  favor  of  the 
other  shippers.  No  cause  has  ever  been  assigned  why  I  should  not  load 
cars  at  my  house,  except  that  when  cars  were  loading  or  standing  in  front  of 
my  house  they  were  in  the  way  of  the  other  two  houses  that  were  in  the 
rear  of  those  at  my  place.  I  have  suffered  a  severe  loss  of  money  as  well  as 
having  my  business  destroyed  and  my  house  standing  idle,  by  the  injustice 
of  the  railroad  company.

Dear  Sir— In  reply  to  your  inquiry  regarding  the  subject  of  the  accom- 
panying letter,  would  say,  that  Mr.  Hayes  "Warehouse"  is  an  old  dilapida- 
ted board  building,  which  appears  to  me  to  be  ready  to  fall  down  on  the 
slightest  provocation.  It  stands  immediately  east  from  Mr.  Blair's  elevator, 
and  is  used  at  present  partly  as  a  carpenter  shop  and  partly  as  a  store-house. 
Some  years  ago  it  was  used  as  a  commission  store-house,  the  lessees  taking 
our  unclaimed  freight  in  store,  and  if  I  recollect  aright  dealing  in  grain  in 
a  small  way.  They  subsequently  gave  up  the  business,  it  proving  to  be  un- 
profitable. Since  then  it  has  been  used  occasionally  by  our  regular  elevator 
men  as  a  store-house  for  grass  seed,  etc.,  and  also  as  a  carpenter  shop.  Some 
years  ago  some  parties,  I  do  not  recollect  who,  desired  to  rent  for  the  pur- 

Sose  of  dealing  in  grain,  and  asked  if  we  could  furnish  cars  at  the  building, 
►n  referring  the  matter  to  Mr.  Kimball,  who  was  at  that  time  superintend- 
ent of  this  aivision,  he  said  that  he  did  not  wish  to  encourage  the  building 
of  a  lot  of  small  houses  which  the  owners  might  call  elevators,  and  expect 
the  company  to  build  side-tracks  to  and  furnish  cars  at  them,  but  preferred 
that  established  elevators  should  do  the  business,  as  there  was  capacity 
enough  among  them  to  handle  all  the  grain  offered.  I  make  this  statement 
from  memory,  and  as  several  vears  have  passed  since,  I  may  be  at  fault  ver- 
bjUly,  but  believe  the  spirit  of  it  to  be  correct.  Since  then  there  has  been 
no  application  made  for  cars  to  be  'furnished  to  do  a  regular  business,  but 
occasionally  parties  having  goods  stored  there,  requestea  a  car  put  there  to 
load  in,  and  with  such  request  we  have  invariably  complied.  Mr.  Hayes 
cannot  justly  complain  of  the  building  standing  empty,  as  he  has  had  sev- 
eral opportunities  to  rent  it  to  men  doing  business  here  and  which  offers  he 
has  refused. 

The  building  is  so  situated  that  two  cars  will  barely  stand  between  it  and 
the  frog  on  main  track,  and  on  one  occasion  cars  after  being  loaded  were 
pushed  east  so  as  to  obstruct  it.  In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  Mr.  Hayes 
IS  one  of  those  men— happily  few— who  think  that  railroads  are  a  curse  to 
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the  country,  and  that  the  world  and  its  inhabitants  would  be  much  better 
without  them.    Still  he  seems  to  want  some  cars.

Dear  Sir— Mr.  M.  Hayes  has  just  handed  me  your  reply  of  the  24th  inst. 
to  his  letter  of  the  5th  inst.,  and  he  requests  us  to  write  you  the  facts  which 
he  can  establish  by  proof  against  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company. 

That  he  owns  a  warehouse  and  grain-house  along  the  track  of  the  railroiul» 
and  has  owned  it  for  seventeen  years.  Th^t  up  to  about  1871,  shipments 
were  made  from  his  house  on  that  road,  the  company  furnishing  cars  at  the 
platform  of  the  house  for  that  purpose;  that  since  tnat  time  (1871)  the  com- 
pany has  refused  to  furnish  cars  at  the  house  for  the  purpose  of  shipping 
therefrom,  though  their  track  runs  alongside  the  same  to  the  other  grain- 
houses.  That  it  is  true  there  is  no  grain  m  the  house  and  has  not  been  for 
some  years,  for  the  reason  that  the  company  refused  to  furnish  cars  to  ship 
the  same  with,  and  he  was  compelled  to  shut  up  the  house,  as  it  was  not  so 
that  it  could  be  used  for  other  purposes ;  that  he  and  others  to  whom  he  has 
at  times  rented  the  house  have  applied  for  cars  at  different  times,  but  have 
been  refused.  That  some  time  m  1880  he  made  arrangements  with  S.  M. 
Lewis  to  occupy  the  house  as  a  grain  and  warehouse,  and  he  (Lewis)  applied 
for  cars  at  that  time,  and  was  refused,  and  he  was  obliged  to  abandon  the 
house  and  throw  up  the  lease.  That  he  has  had  repeated  opportunities  to 
lease  the  hquse,  and  could  have  done  so  on  favorable  terms  from  1871,  but 
when  it  was  learned  no  cars  could  be  had  at  the  house  the  parties  declined 
to  take  it.  That  there  has  been  no  grain  or  goods  in  the  house  because  no 
shipments  could  be  made  from  it.  The  railroad  track  runs  by  the  house  to 
the  other  grain-houses  and  near  enough  to  ship  from  the  platform  of  the 
house.  The  company  has  claimed  that  the  switch  thus  runnmg  by  his  house 
belonged  to  the  proprietor  of  the  other  house,  but  it  runs  on  tne  company's 
right  of  way. 

All  these  matters  can  be  established  by  proof,  and  Mr.  Hayes  wishes  to 
know  if  under  these  facts,  when  proven,  you  can  afford  him  the  relief  he  has 
failed  to  get  from  the  railroad  company.

The  com- 
pany emphatically  deny  that  they  have  ever  refused  to  furnish  cars  to  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  the  warehouse  when  solicited  for  thp  purpose  of  load- 
ing grain  in  them. 

The  Commissioners  hesitate  to  investigate  a  violation  of  law  that  dates 
back  to  a  period  seven  years  before  the  passage  of  the  act  creating  the 
Board.  If  Mr.  Hayes  wishes  to  test  this  matter,  they  would  suggest  that  he 
put  grain  in  the  house  and  ask  for  cars,  and  if  refused,  the  Commissioners 
will  endeavor  to  have  the  law  complied  with. 

If  the  Commissioners  are  mistaken,  and  Mr.  Lewis  did  offer  the  company 
grain  for  shipment  and  was  refused  cars,  please  establish  this  by  affidavit  or 
such  other  proof  as  you  deem  beat,  and  they  will  give  the  matter  immediate 
attention.

The  following  letter  on  behalf  of  the  Board  was  written  fegarding  the 
cut  rates  that  existed  during  the  summer  of  1882.  at  Des  Moines.  The  Board 
treat  the  subject  more  fully  in  their  report  to  the  Governor.    [Secretary.] 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  May  12, 1882. 
Messrs.  S.  K  Bellamy  &  Sons,  Knoxnille,  lotoa: 

Your  representations  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  that  your 
business  as  lumber  dealers  at  Knoxville  is  seriously  interfered  with  by  the 
unusually  low  rates  at  Des  Moines,  are  kindred  to  a  class  of  cases  under 
consideration.  You  are  injured  by  rates  at  a  competing  point  so  low  that 
you  cannot  ask  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  or  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  that  haul  for  you  to  compete  with  them,  as 
the  rates  you  pay  are  reasonable.  The  evil  in  your  case  could  only  be  pre- 
vented by  the  establishment  of  mmimiun  rates,  a  proposition  that  is  vigor- 
ously thrusting  itself  on  the  attention  of  all  who  make  a  study  of  trans- 
portation. 

As  we  understand  the  law,  congressional  action  is  necessary  to  regulate 
the  carriage  of  lumber  from  points  outside  of  the  State  to  points  in  Iowa. 
We  do  not  hesitate,  however,  to  remonstrate  with  a  railroad  company  that 
charges  too  much  on  inter-State  hauls,  and  are  usually  successful,  but  it  is 
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a  startling  proposition  to  demand  an  increase— the  only  thing  that  would 
bring  you  relief  in  this  case. 

The  extension  of  railroads  is  raising  the  same  questions  regarding  Iowa 
merchants  that  brought  about  concurrent  action  among  railroad  companies 
east  of  the  lakes.  To  prevent  this  very  class  of  annoyances  concurrent 
action  through  central  boards  of  control  have  failed  in  regaixl  to  Eastern 
roads,  and  it  is  proposed  by  those  boards  to  get  federal  sanction  of  their 
agreements. 

Your  complaint  admonishes  us  that  the  volume  of  Iowa  business  haa 
brought  west  the  evils  that  affect  merchants  in  the  east,  calling  loudly  for 
the  interference  both  of  State  and  federal  power,  the  one  relative  to  local, 
the  other  to  inter-State  commerce. 

This  Board  will  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  present  quarrel  that 
causes  the  cut  rates  at  Des  Moines,  injuring  your  business,  and  do  all  in 
its  power  to  bring  relief.

Hon.  James  Wilson: 

My  Dear  Sir— Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  a  serious  question  rel- 
ative to  railway  management. 

Trees  are  perishable  products.  Knowing  this  the  companies  require  freight 
to  be  guaranteed  and  the  rates  are  double  firdt  class.  If  in  bundles  they 
are  fixed  I  think  still  higher,  yet  they  are  just  as  subject  to  delay  as  stone 
or  other  imperishable  products.  Annually  it  gets  worse,  I  sent  out  very 
many  bundles  of  valuable  experimental  trees  the  current  spring.  In  going 
to  varied  points  in  the  State  they  averaged  fourteen  days  to  reach  their  des- 
tination, usually  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  miles.  I  have  now  before  me 
a  letter  from  w.  J.  Newell,  of  Patterson ville,  Sioux  county,  I  shipped  him 
a  very  valuable  collection  of  trees  for  experimental  orfchard,  April  11, 1882. 
The  bundle  reached  him  April  29th.  He  visited  the  station  from  his  farm 
a  great  number  of  times,  and  was  there  when  they  came  in  April  29th.  I 
could  give  a  hundred  such  cases.  I  find  that  the  officials  have  no  instruc- 
tions in  regard  to  perishable  products,  except  in  the  case  of  stock.  Could 
not  a  change  be  made.  Yours  with  respect,

Dear  Sir— I  have  investigated  the  matter  of  the  complaint  from  J.  L. 
Budd,  stated  in  yours  of  June  1st,  in  regard  to  a  bundle  of  fruit  trees.  So 
far  as  our  line  is  concerned  the  facts  are  these:  The  trees  were  offered  to 
US  (but  not  delivered)  on  April  15th,  1882.  Our  company  refused  to  receive 
these  trees  because  the  charges  were  neither  guaranteed  nor  prepaid— this 
being  the  usual  practice  with  our  line,  and  aU  other  railroads  as  far  as  I 
know,  in  regard  to  perishable  propertv  or  property  of  uncertain  value- 
On  the  19th  of  April  the  Chicago  &  !North western  Railway  guaranteed  the 
charges,  and  on  that  day  we  received  the  bundle  and  forwarded  it  to  Sioux 
City— on  the  20th  delivered  the  same  to  the  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway 
for  transportation  to  destination.

R*y  to  the  S.  C.  &  P.  R.  R.,  and  from  them  to  your  road,  and  find  they  were 
delivered  by  the  S.  C.  &  P.  R.  R.,  to  your  company  on  the  20th  of  April  at 
Sioux  City,  and  they  arrived  at  PattersonviUe  on  the  29th,  as  stated  by  com- 
plainant. 

If  this  is  true  is  it  not  an  unreasonable  delay  in  the  shipment  of  perish- 
able property  for  which  the  railways  charge  double  first-class  rates?  Please 
examine  this  case  and  report.

Dear  Sir— Yours  of  the  22d  to  Mr.  Merrill,  our  general  manager,  has 
been  referred  to  me  for  attention.  The  matter  of  J.  L.  Budd's  complaint 
has  been  thoroughly  investigated.  We  find  that  the  bundle  of  trees  was 
forwarded  from  Sioux  City  to  PattersonviUe  on  the  morning  of  April  21, 
and  that  it  reached  PattersonviUe  the  next  day,  the  22d,  and  was  there  un- 
loaded ready  for  delivery. 

It  is  customary  with  all  railroad  agents  to  notify  consignee  of  the  arrival 
of  freight ;  though  the  law  does  not  require  us  to  do  this,  it  is  the  business  of 
a  consignee  expecting  goods,  to  be  ready  to  receive  them  on  landing. 

There  is  certainly  some  mistake  about  Mr.  Newell's  statement  that  the 
trees  did  not  reach  PattersonviUe  until  April  29th,  and  that  he  was  present 
when  they  arrived. 

With  regard  to  Mr.  Budd's  general  complaint,  I  will  say  that  the  shipment 
of  trees  or  nursery  stock  is  always  attended  with  more  or  less  risk  of  losses 
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by  delay.    It  is  a  little  sin^lar  that  sbippera  who  are  so  well  aware  of  this, 
do  not  proOt  by  experience  and  ship  the^r  freight  by  express. 

AVe  do  tbe  very  best  we  can  in  handling  small  packages  of  this  character. 
We  do  not  as  you  well  know,  undertake  to  guarantee  especiallv  fast  time  on 
any  commodity.  Knowing  as  well  as  we  do  the  liability  to  delay  from  acci- 
dents, we  could  not  afford  to  undertake  to  guarantee  special  deliveries. 

It  is  true  that  delays  sometimes  occur,  and  they  are  vexatious  when  they 
happen  to  be  oonuecled  with  perishable  freight,  as  much  so  to  us  as  to  the 
owners  of  property. 

I  am  very  glad  that  Mr.  Budd  has  given  us  an  opportunity  to  point  out  to 
you  in  this  cjise  at  least,  just  what  a  great  many  of  these  complaints  amount 
to.  The  carrier  has  done  his  whole  duty  in  this  particular  case,  and  the 
fault,  if  any,  rests  with  Mr.  Budd's  consignee,  so  far  as  the  evidence  in  our 
possession  shows. 

It  will  afford  me  pleasure  to  investigate  every  case  of  complaint  that  Mr. 
Budd  has  to  make,  and  I  hope  that  in  future  he  will  not  allow  an  hundred 
cases  or  less,  to  pass  unnoticed,  but  give  us  his  complaints  in  the  order  that 
they  arise.  Unless  this  is  done  by  our  patrons  we  cannot  of  course,  provide 
proper  remedies.

Gentlemen— We  present  the  following  bill  for  lops  and  damage  and 
statement  of  facts  for  your  consideration,  and  for  such  action  in  the  prem- 
ises as  may  come  within  your  jurisdiction. 

On  the  15th  of  June,  1881,  and  from  that  date  until  the  20th  day  of  July, 
1881,  we  delivered  for  shipment  by  refrigerator  car  to  the  Chicago,  Burling- 
ton &  Quincy  Railroad  Company,  at  Chariton,  Iowa,  four  thousand  three 
hundred  and*  eighty-three  (4,383)  pounds  of  creamery  butter.  Said  butter 
was  of  best  qualily  in  good  condition  and  in  good  sound  packages  when 
delivered.  The  delivery  was  made  as  to  time,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
advertised  tim^  of  said  company  to  meet  the  refrigerator  car  at  Chariton. 

These  several  lots  of  butter  were  consigned  to  Koberts,  Call  &  Company, 
of  Boston,  Mass.,  and  in  care  of  the  Star  Union  Line  at  Chicago.  These 
several  lots  of  butter  arrived  in  Boston  in  a  damaged  condition,  and  from 
the  inclosed  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Chandler,  it  appears  that  the  damage 
occurred  wliile  tlie  butter  was  in  the  care  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  & 
Quincy  Railroad  Company.    . 

We  have  further  proof  that  the  Chicagfo,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad 
Company  is  responsible  for  said  damage,  m  the  fact  their  refrigorator  cars 
were  oft«u  from  ten  to  twelve  hours  behind  time  at  Chariton,  and  that  too, 
when  the  temperature  was  up  among  the  ninety  degrees.  During  these 
delays  our  butter  set  in  the  depot  unprotected  for  hours,  which  melted  and 
ruined  it  before  it  ever  left  their  depot  at  Chariton. 
63 
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Messrs.  Roberts,  Call  &  Company  informed  us  that  had  our  butter  not 
been  damaged  on  the  road,  it  would  have  sold  for  from  twenty-three  to 
twenty-four  cents  per  pound,  whereas  it  sold  at  from  fifteen  to  twenty  cents, 
and  by  reason  of  its  having  been  melted  and  slopped  out  of  the  tubs  it  shrank 
in  weight  12d.pounds.  We  charge  the  difference  in  price  and  shrinkage  up 
to  the  railroad  company,  as  follows: 

Depreciation  on  return  of  sales  of  1,712  pounds,  at  3  cents S   51.86 

Depreciation  on  return  of  sales  of  1,898  pounds,  at  8  bents 161.S4 

Depreciation  on  return  of  vsales  of    650  pounds,  at  6  cents 32.5<) 

Shrinkage  in  weight  of  123  pounds,  at  23  cents 28.29 

Total  loss  to  us $273.99 

Which  makes  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents 
of  loss  which  we  ask  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railway  Company 
to  pay. 

In  this  bill  we  are  simply  asking  just  what  our  butter  would  have  brought 
us  if  not  damaged  in  shipping.  The  inclosed  copy  of  Chandler's  letter  is  in 
reply  to  a  demand  made  on  the  Star  Union  Line,  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington 
&  Quincy  Rai1roa<l  Company,  and  a  few  extracts  from  letters  of  Messrs. 
Roberts,  Call  &  Company.

E.  P.  Ripley,  Esq..  G.  F.  A.,  C,  B.  d-  Q.  R,  R. : 

Dear  Sir— We  herewith  return  papers  in  claim  of  Marshall  &  Son  for 
damages  to  butter  by  heat  while  in  transit  from  Chariton  to  Chicago,  and 
wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  facts:  lu  statement  of  claim- 
ant you  will  find  that  your  refrigerator  car  which  is  run  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  this  class  of  property,  was  delayed  in  one  instance  from  six  to  twelve 
hours,  and  the  property  was  thereby  obliged  to  lay  in  your  depot  at  Chari- 
ton until  the  arrival  of  the  car,  and  at  a  time  when  the  themometer  regis- 
tered 100  degrees.  You  will  also  note  that  agent  Slack's  letter  of  Octuber 
12th,  states  that,  **^this  car  was  not  on  number  8,  on  two  or  three  occasions." 
The  translation  of  which  means  that  shipments  of  perishable  freight  were 
each  time  delayed  until  arrival  of  car  on  some  other  train. 

One  of  these  lots  arrived  in  Chicago  on  July  5th,  and  as  that  was  a  holi- 
day—the 4tli  coming  on  Sunday — there  was  no  delivery  made  until  July 
6th,  and  you  will  note  from  copies  of  your  expense  bills  attached,  that  these 
shipments  with  one  exception  (the  shipment  rel'erreil  to  was  our  first  and 
reached  Boston  in  good  condition,  and  is  not  in  our  claim.  Marshall  &  Son) 
were  delivered  to  us  in  a  damaged  and  heated  condition.  From  the  rei)ort 
of  the  weather  bureau  we  find  the  temperature  on  the  days  in  <iuestion, 
was  as  follows:  July  5th,  70  to  92  degrees;  July  6th,  66  to  83  degrees;  July 
16,  71  to  84  degrees;  July  18th,  77  to  61  degrees;  July  23d,  77  to  76  degrees; 
July  25th,  79  to  63  degrees. 

There  was  also  a  rain  of  over  two  hours  on  July  6th,  and  as  the  weather 
was  extremely  cool  for  the  season  of  the  year,  and  the  transfer  wagons  pro- 
vided with  covers,  there  was  no  possibility  of  damage  during  the  short  haul 
from  your  freight  house  to  our  depot.  As  further  evidence  of  this  state- 
ment we  received  by  the  same  trains  and  same  loads  shipments  of  perish- 
able property  consigned  to  various  parties  in  the  east,  which  were  delictred 
to  us  in  good  order,  and  were  transported  by  us  and  delivered  in  good  order 
at  destination,  a  fact  in  itself  that  shows  that  the  damage  to  property  in 
question  or>nirred  west  of  Chicago.  Upon  receipt  of  these  shipments  at 
our  depot,  the  packages  were  examined  and  receipted  for  in  bad  order,  and 
receipts  of  drivers  you  refer  to,  are  only  slip  receipts  signed  for  so  many 
packages  and  are  not  a  receipt  for  the  condition  of  the  property.  These 
shipments  were  loaded  in  the  best  refrigerator  cars,  fully  iced  and  went 
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through  from  Chicago  in  good  time,  and  as  no  part  of  said  damage  occurred 
on  our  line;  we  decline  to  participate  in  the  payment  of  this  claim  or  any 
portion  of  it,  for  the  good  reasons  given  herein.

"  We  have  not  been  able  to  place  the  second  lot  of  butter  yet,  it  is  in  such 
bad  shape."

**The  fifteen  tub  lot  which  is  just  in,  is  in  as  bad  condition  as  the  other 
lots.  It  is  too  bad  to  have  butter  ruined  just  by  the  niggardly  policy  of  your 
'westem  roads  *  *  *.  xhe  fall  short,  on  weights,  is  on  account  of 
the  butter  being  spilled  out  of  tubs." 

August,  I88I. 

"Butter  would  have  sold  for  twenty-three  and  twenty-four  cents  if  it  had 
not  been  melted." 

The  foregoing  complaint  was  received,  filed,  and  acknowledged.  May  25, 
1882,  and  on  same  day  a  copy  was  mailed  General  Manager  Potter,  of  the 
C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.,  at  Chicago,  with  a  request  that  it  be  investigated  at  once, 
and  a  report  made  to  the  Commissioners.    His  reply  was  as  follows : 

Chicago,  III.,  May  27, 1882. 
E.  G.  Morgan,  Esq.,  Secretary  Railroad  Commissioners,  Des  Moines^  lozoa : 

Dear  Sir— I  have  your  favor  of  the  25th  inst.,  in  regard  to  complaint 
made  bv  Marshall  &  8on,  of  Chariton,  for  damages  on  shipment  of  butter 
from  Cnariton  to  Boston. 

We  do  not  think  this  is  a  just  claim,  or  that  we  ought  to  pay  any  portion 
of  it. 

The  delay  in  getting  a  decision  jn  this  matter  is  on  account  of  our  freight 
department  trying  to  ascertain  if  any  damage  occurred  east  of  Chicago,  and 
if  so,  whether  eastern  lines  would  pay  anything,  and  the  papers  have  been 
traveling  about  all  winter  for  that  purpose. 

It  is  true  that  we  advertised  to  run  a  refrigerator  car  on  certain  trains  on 
the  Iowa  Division,  but  because  the  car  failed  to  connect  sometimes,  or  was 
late,  is  not  a  good  reason  for  the  claim ;  no  shipper  was  justified  in  putting 
his  butter  into  a  hot  freight  house  and  not  looking  after  it.  Moreover,  the 
buttei*  was  hauled  through  the  streets  of  Chicago  in  wagons  with  the  ther- 
mometer at  90  degrees  and  over. 

Our  agent  in  Chicago,  makes  the  following  statement :  "  There  is  one  thing 
that  Mr.  Chandler  seems  to  lose  sight  of,  or  ignore  entirely,  and  on  which 
this  whole  claim  depends  as  I  think —  the  time  consumed  by  butter  remain- 
ing in  C.,  B.  &  Q.  freight  house,  after  being  unloaded  before  being  called  for 
by  Star  Union  teams,  and  who  are  at  all  times  notified  by  telegraph ;  the 
time  butter  is  on  the  teams  in  the  street  in  the  middle  of  the  day  in  hot 
summer  weather,  and  the  time  consumed  after  butter  gets  to  Star  Union 
Depot  before  it  gets  into  refrigerator  cars,  and  the  fact  that  we  hold  these 
drivers  receipts  for  these  same  lots  of  butter  delivered  to  them  in  good  or- 
der." 

We  do  not  deny  but  what  there  was  some  delay  in  handling  this  produce 
at  Chariton,  but  1  believe  the  law  would  not  hold  us  responsible  for  delays 
that  could  not  well  be  prevented.  Our  passenger  trains  are  sometimes  late 
at  Chariton,  and  if  Mr.  Marshall's  claim  is  good,  then  every  passenger  who 
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is  delayed  at  Chariton,  or  any  other  point,  would  have  as  good  claim  for  a 
bill  of  damages. 

We  have  no  desire  to  quibble  or  in  any  other  way  try  to  get  out  of  paying 
just  claims,  but  in  this  case  we  think  there  is  no  liability,  or  any  good  reason 
why  we  should  paj  it. 

If  the  Commissioners  are  not  satisfied  with  this  explanation,  I  shall  be 
glad  to  discuss  the  matter  further  if  necessary.

Dear  Sir— In  your  letter  of  May  27th  you  say :  **  That  it  is  true  that  we 
**  advertise  to  run  a  refrigerator  car  on  certain  trains  on  the  Iowa  Division, 
"but  because  the  car  fails  to  connect  sometimes  or  was  late,  is  not  a  good 
"reason  for  the  claim.  No  shipper  was  justified  in  putting  his  butter  in  a 
**  hot  freight  house  and  not  looking  after  it." 

The  Commissioners  are  under  the  impression  that  there  is  a  very  grave 
question  underlying  this  statement,  that  is,  how  far  the  company  are  liable 
for  perishable  property  after  advertising  special  cars  running  at  stated  times 
for  moving  it  with  safety,  and  for  which  high  rates  are  properly  charged, 
unless  some  provision  is  made  at  the  station  by  which  the  freight  can  be 
protected  from  injury.  The  same  question  may  possibly  be  raised  in  the 
case  of  delayed  passenger  trains  as  you  suggest. 

The  Commissioners  do  not  now  refer  to  the  measure  of  damages  in  either 
case,  but  would  respectfully  ask  you  to  have  your  attorneys  refer  them  to 
any  text-books  that  treat  on  this  matter,  or  any  decisions  involving  princi- 
ples that  would  cover  both  cases  which  they  regard  as  analogous.  If  they 
are  correctly  informed  the  line  of  decisions  do  not  fully  i^ree  with  the 
position  you  assume.

Dear  Sir— Your  favor  of  the  1st  inst.,  about  Commissioners  not  being 
satisfied  as  to  the  question  of  liability  for  perishable  property  after  adver- 
tising special  cars  runniug  at  stated  times,  at  hand. 

I  am  advised  that  it  is  the  general  rule  of  law  that  a  common  carrier  is 
not  obliged  to  furnish  extraordinarj;  facilities  for  the  preservation  of  prop- 
erty intrusted  to  it  for  transportation,  for  were  the  rule  otherwise,  there 
would  be  no  limit  to  which  demands  would  be  made  for  facilities  of  all 
kinds.  Should  we  refuse  to  receive  property  until  it  could  be  loaded  and 
sent  forward,  great  hardship  to  shippers  would  result.  A  shipi)er  of  per- 
ishable property  is  supposed  to  know  the  condition  of  the  carrier's  ware- 
house into  which  he  puts  his  property  to  await  the  loading  and  departure 
of  the  train.  The  company  is  responsible  only  for  reasonable  diligence  in 
rimning  its  trains,  and  althougli  advertising  to  arrive  at  stations  at  a  given 
time,  is  not  liable  for  damages  occasioned  by  reasonable  delay  of  the  trains. 
The  circular  referred  to  does  not  constitute  a  special  contract  with  the 
shipper.    Under  the  rule  of  law  requiring  the  carrier  to  receive  and  dehver 
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ij^oods  at  stated  times,  the  shipper  takes  the  chances  of  reasonable  delays, 
which  may  be  long  enough  to  cause  perishable  freight  to  spoil.  It  is  well 
settled  in  law  that  a  passenger  can  maintain  an  action  against  a  common 
carrier  for  unreasonable  delay  in  the  movement  of  a  train,  and  the  same 
rule  of  law  holds  good  in  the  case  of  freight  trains,  but  the  common  carrier 
will  b©  held  only  to  reasonable  diligence  in  the  moving  of  its  trains ;  there- 
fore, I  am  led  to  the  conclusion  that  we  ai*e  not  oblig:ed  to  furnish  extraor- 
dinary facilities  at  our  stations  for  the  safety  of  perishable  property  until 
we  can  forward  it. 

The  following  cases  are  cited  as  bearing  upon  the  rules  above  stated. 
Hutchinson  on  Carriers,  section  328 ;  Delaware  Reports,  Vol.  3,  pages  176 
and  123 ;  Vail  v.  Railroad  Company,  63  Mo.,  230 ;  Wolf  v.  Railroad  Comr 
pony,  43  Mo.,  421 ;  1st  Hilton,  N.  Y.  Sup't  Ct.,  236. 

The  Commissioners  speak  of  our  properly  charging  higher  rates  on  this 
perishable  property.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is,  refrigerator  cars  were  run 
last  yeiir  and  iced  at  our  expense  at  the  same  rate  charged  as  if  property  was 
shipped  in  ordinary  cars.  The  furnishing  of  refrigerator  cars  supplied  with 
ice  was  a  voluntary  act  upon  our  part,  for  which  we  received  no  extra  com- 
pensation.

(3)  small  chunks  of  ice  in  the  boxes,  one  at  one  e\id  and  two  at  the  other. 
These  blocks  of  ice  had  been  put  in  we  suppose  at  Creston  to  keep  the  car 
cold  to  Ottumwa.  The  thermometer  was  up  to  about  75  or  80  degrees. 
Now  such  icing  of  cars  will  not  keep  butter.

Dear  Sir— Yours  of  the  14th  inst.  is  at  hand.  The  rate  on  butter  is  the 
same  on  all  cars.  It  is  rated  second  class  and  is  75  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
from  Chariton  to  Chicago.  They  put  the  rate  up  just  as  high  as  itwill  bear 
and  prevent  shipping  by  express. 
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We  are  aware  that  this  is  a  peculiar  case,  and  may  be  importantas  a  pre- 
cedent. But  we  think  the  main  question  is— is  the  railroad  company  liable 
for  the  damage?  if  tiiey  are,  it  seems  to  us  that  the  case  is  one  for  the 
Board,  it  comes  within  the  Iowa  law,  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
courts.  As  to  their  liability :  they  hold  out  inducements  to  shippers,  ad- 
vertise to  run  refrigerator  cars  on  certain  days.  They  furnish  their  sched- 
ule of  time  to  the  ship))er,  and  say  they  will  be  at  a  certain  time  at  such 
and  such  stations.  Shippers  are  induced  by  these  offers  on  the  part  of  the 
company  to  deliver  on  time  at  their  depots  perishable  articles,  eggs,  butter, 
meat,  etc.,  that  they  would  not  entrust  to  tne  hazards  of  common  cars,  or 
run  tlie  r'sk  of  shipping  by  common  freight. 

Instead  of  the  refrigerator  car  being  on  time  as  scheduled,  it  is  hours  be- 
hind in  the  hottest  weather.  They  receive  these  perishable  articles  and 
make  us  believe  that  they  will  go  on  the  time  scheduled.  They  do  not  notify 
us  of  any  delay  or  of  any  danger.  Besides  they  do  not  keep  the  refrigerator 
car  cold,  as  the  Star  Union  Company  it  seems  found  the  butter  in  bad  con- 
dition on  its  arrival  at  their  depot.  But  the  main,  and  probably  all  the  dam- 
age was  done  here  in  the  depot.  Some  of  the  butter  remamed  from  12 
o'clock  at  noon  to  about  midnight — 12  hours — ^in  hottest  days  of  July.  No 
after  care  would  remedy  the  damage,  and  little  could  be  done  to  make  it 
worse.

Dear  Sir— Yours  of  the  15th  is  just  at  hand.  We  were  not  notified  of 
the  delay  of  the  car  at  any  time,  but  were  directed  by  the  aijent  to  have  our 
butter  at  the  depot  promptly  at  11  o'clock.  We  inquired  ot  him  on  the  de- 
livery of  the  butter  if  the  train  would  be  on  time.  lie  said  he  could  not  tell. 
We  asked  if  thera  was  no  way  by  which  he  could  ascertain  when  the 
refrigerator  car  was  delayed.  He  said  there  was  no  arrangement  for  that 
matter.  The  same  is  true  this  season.  We  were  anxious  to  know  whether 
the  cai"  would  be  on  time  before  we  delivered  our  butter,  but  we  could  never 
get  any  information  in  advance.  If  we  could  have  done  so,  we  would  not 
nave  delivered  our  butter  a  great  while  in  advance  of  the  arrival  of  the  car. 
Remember,  their  time  here  was  at  noon,  the  hottest  part  of  the  day,  and  it  was 
import^mt  with  us  that  the  car  should  be  on  time.  There  is  no  way  that  we 
could  have  saved  loss  only  in  part.  We  might,  if  w^e  had  suspected  a  delay, 
delivered  our  butter  at  the  station  and  waited  until  past  time  for  the  car,  and 
hired  our  butter  hauled  back  to  the  refrigerator.  But  in  that  case  there 
was  an  uncertainty.  The  train  might  come  in  a  few  hours.  Besides,  it 
would  be  a  very  singular  arrangement  if  w^e  were  compelled  to  haul  our 
butter  back  and  forth,  three-fourtns  of  a  mile,  through  the  hot  sun  upon  the 
uncertainty  of  trains  off  of  time,  when  the  agent  could  not  give  us  intelli- 
gence as  to  the  matter.  . 

On  December  14th,  in  his  reply  to  our  complaint  on  the  delay  of  the  re- 
frigerator car,  Mr.  Thos.  Miller,  becond  assistant  general  freight  agent,  says : 
**  we  regret  tlio  trouble  that  you  experienced  during  the  past  summer  in 
"your  shipments  via  our  line  to  the  East,  but  we  think  that  another  season 
*•  the  trouble  of  this  last  season  will  not  be  repeated,  as  we  hope  to  run  the 
"  car  on  the  advertised  time  in  the  future." 

The  fact  is  the  company  has  never  denied  our  loss  nor  the  fact  of  their  cars 
not  being  on  time.

TESTIMONY  OF  K.  J.  MARSHALL. 

R  J.  Marshall,  the  partner  and  son  of  Marshall  &  Son,  being  duly  sworn, 
says  that  between  the  15tli  day  of  June  and  20th  day  of  July,  1881,  liis  firm 
delivered  for  shipment  to  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy^Rsdlroad  Com- 

Sany  4,383  i^ounds  of  creamery  butter,  and  that  this  butter  was  in  good  con- 
ition  and  good  packages,  and  in  every  particular  fitted  for  shipping.  It 
was  from  its  manufacture  until  it  was  broug[ht  to  Chariton  depot  kept  in  a 
refrigerator  room — a  comer  room  with  ice  in  it  to  keep  the  temperature  low ; 
this  room  has  always  kept  our  butter  in  good  condition. 

The  first  shipment  on  which  we  claim  damage  was  June  15,  1881,  the 
amount  was  fourteen  tubs ;  the  total  weight  was  760  pounds,  the  net  weight 
or  weight  of  butter  was  662  pounds.  The  second  shipment,  made  June  22d, 
on  which  we  claim  damage,  was  twenty -one  tubs;  gross,  1,128  pounds;  net 
weight  or  weight  of  butter,  981  pounds.  The  third  shipment  was  June  20th, 
1881,  twenty-three  tubs ;  gross,  1,234  pounds ;  net,  1,073  pounds.  The  fourth 
shipment,  July  13th,  gross,  1,244  pounds;  net  weight,  1,076  pounds.  The 
fifth  shipment  was  July  20th ;  gross,  793  pounds;  net,  688  pounds. 

These  shipments  of  butter  were  delivered  to  the  company  about  eleven 
o'clock  on  tne  morning  of  the  respective  days  before  stated.  The  butter 
was  delivered  at  that  time  by  order  of  Mr.  Slack,  the  agent  of  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Quincy  road  at  Chariton. 

The  witness  here  introduced  a  printed  circular  of  the  railroad  company 
for  1882,  which  he  states,  and  it  is  admitted  by  2^.  Davenport,  for  the  com- 
pany, to  be  similar  to  that  issued  last  year  (hereto  attached  and  marked 
exhibit  "A"). 

All  this  butter  was  consigned  to  Roberts,  Call  &  Co.,  Boston,  Mass.,  in  care 
of  the  Star  Union  Line,  at  Chicago.  Tliese  lots  of  butter,  all  of  them,  as  we 
were  notified  by  the  consignee,  reached  Boston  in  a  damaged  condition. 

At  the  time  of  the  shipment  on  the  29th  of  June,  the  train  was  late ;  my 
recollection  is  that  it  did  not  reach  Chariton  until  about  four  in  the  after- 
noon ;  the  car  should  have  been  here  about  twelve  o'clock,  3i.  At  the  time 
of  shipment  July  13th,  the  train  was  delayed  until  nine  o'clock,  a.  m.,  of 
July  14th,  a  delay  of  twenty-one  hours.  Oiir  butter  in  both  of  these  cases 
stood  in  the  depot  until  the  arrival  of  the  refrigerator  car.  The  shipment 
of  July  15th  was  loaded  a  little  late;  the  other  cars  I  know  nothing  about,  as 
I  had  been  in  the  habit  of  shipping  by  r'^frigerator  cars  on  the  Northwestern 
road,  and  had  had  no  trouble  before.  This  butter  was  consigned  to  the  care 
of  the  Star  Union  Line,  at  Chicago.  The  shipment  of  June  29th,  as  I  am 
informed  by  Mr.  Chandler,  Chicago  agent  of  the  Star  Union  Line,  wsw  deliv- 
ered to  them  on  the  6th  day  of  July.  This  is  the  shipment  that  left  Chariton 
about  four  p.  m.,  on  June  29th. 

I  afiirm  that  the  bill  rendered  in  our  complaint  is  a  fair  and  equitable 
charge  for  the  depreciation  to  the  butter  while  in  transit.  The  weights,  as 
they  were  made  at  the  creamery,  of  all  this  butter,  was  4,480  pounds,  and  the 
Boston  weight  was  4,260  pounds.  We  allow  for  soaka^ge  one  pound  per  tub. 
This  allowance  is  the  customary  one,  and  our  experience  shows  that  it  is 
about  correct.  We  haul  the  butter  to  the  depot,  about  three-quarters  of  a 
mile,  in  an  open  dray,  protected  with  a  canvass  cover  thrown  over  the  tubs. 
It  takes  in  the  neighborhood  of  fifteen  minutes  to  deliver  it.  I  think,  pro- 
tected as  this  butter  is,  that  this  haulage  would  not  affect  the  butter.  When 
we  get  the  butter  to  the  depot  we  put  it  where  the  agent  designates.  When 
we  made  the  last  shiptaent  of  fifteen  tubs,  I  sfaid  and  saw  them  loaded, 
and  the  butter  was  in  good  condition  when  put  on  the  cars. 

In  reply  to  Commissioner  Wilson,  witness  said  he  thought  that  the  car 
should  be  iced  twice  or  more  between  here  and  Chicago. 
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JOSEPH  F.  GRIFFIN, 

beiiiflf  sworD,  says :  That  about  the  middle  of  July,  1881,  I  saw  Mr.  Mar- 
shalrs  butter  at  the  depot.  There  were  quite  a  number  of  tubs.  I  saw 
them  there  in  the  afternoon  and  again  on  the  next  morning,  between  seven 
and  nine  o'clock.  I  think  tlie  butter  was  loaded  about  nine  in  the  morning. 
The  tubs  were  branded  with  the  name  of  Chariton  Creamery.  I  knew  that 
they  were  Mr.  Marshall's  tubs.  I  think  that  several  of  the  tubs  had  been 
upset,  the  butter  had  melted  and  run  out  upon  the  floor. 

B.  J.  MARSHALL'S 

testimony  resumed:  I  have  been  running  a  creamery  for  over  three  years. 
I  consider  myself  a  judge  of  butter  and  Know  how  to  make  it  Our  ship- 
ments to  Boston  when  uninjured  brought  the  highest  market  price.  Our 
advices  from  Denver  show  that  our  butter  was  of  first  quality  (will  furnish 
evidence  of  this  from  our  customers). 

On  the  two  occasions  that  I  have  testified  to  the  trains  I  know  were  late, 
for  I  inquired  whether  the  traiu  was  oh  time.  At  one  time  I  made  the 
inquiry  with  the  intention  of  taking  my  butter  back  if  train  was  much  de- 
layed. On  none  of  the  occasions  complained  of  was  I  able  to  find  out  from 
Mr.  Slack,  the  agent,  whether  the  train  was  on  time  or  not.  I  was  after- 
ward informed,  I  think  by  Mr.  Miller,  general  freight  agent,  that  after  the 
receipt  of  his  letter  the  agent  here  would  be  notified  whenever  the  train 
was  late.  Our  practice  has  usually  been  to  come  up  and  give  instructions 
for  billing  the  butter  before  hauling  it.  On  none  of  these  occasions  would 
I  have  sent  the  butter  if  I  had  known  how  late  the  train  was,  until  the 
time  the  car  could  reach  here. 

I  came  with  drayman  once  or  twice  with  the  butter,  the  other  times  I 
came  before  the  dray.  I  do  not  remember  that  I  ever  had  any  notice  from 
the  company  that  the  butter  was  received  by  them  in  bad  condition,  or  that 
anything  of  that  kind  was  noted  on  bill  of  lading.  The  total  shrinkage  was 
220  pounds,  after  deducting  07  pounds  for  soakage.  We  claim  a  loss  of  123 
I>ounds  for  wastage  in  handling. 

We  pay  freight,  Chariton  to  Chicago,  seventy-five  cents  per  100  pounds. 
Tliere  is  no  extra  charge  for  shipping  oy  refrigerator  car.

being  duly  sworn,  says:  That  he  is  familiar  with  the  facts  stated  by  his 
son  K.  J.  Marshall,  and  knows  all  the  circumstances  That  he  has  heard 
the  testimony  of  B.  J.  Marshall,  and  also  heard  the  same  read,  and  that  all 
the  facts  stated  by  him  in  the  evidence  taken  to-day  are  true  as  he  believes.

Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  : 

Gentlemen— Enclosed  we  hand  you  the  testimony  of  an  office  employe 
of  the  Star  Union  Line  in  Chicago,  which  corroborates  to  some  extent  the 
letter  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Chandler  now  on  tile.  With  this  we  rest  our  case.  If 
the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Company,  introduced  testimony 
touching  points  not  covered  by  our  testimony,  we  wish  to  have  the  privilege 
of  rebutting  it,  but  we  think  that  so  far  as  evidence  goes  you  now  have  a 
pretty  clear  understanding  of  the  facts.  As  to  the  shipment  which  laid  in 
Chicago.  Now  had  the  car  been  on  time  at  Chariton,  it  would  undoubtedly 
have  arrived  at  Chicago  in  time  for  transfer  on  Saturday.  As  tlie  delay  wa» 
caused  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  ('ompany,  it  was  their 
duty  to  have  taken  care  of  the  butter  and  not  allowed  it  to  be  taken  out  of 
the  refrigerator  car  until  Tuesday,  when  it  could  be  delivered. 

We  think  that  it  is  a  principal  of  law  that  the  Chicago,  Burlington  & 
Qnincy  Company  were  not  justified  in  abandoning  the  butter,  until  it  was 
delivered  into  the  care  of  some  one  else,  and  that  Dutter  was  not  delivered 
to  the  teams  of  the  Star  Union  Line  until  Tuesday— wlien  it  was  receipted 
for — and  until  then  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Company  was  bound 
to  take  care  of  it.  They  sought  to  avoid  the  matter  by  the  receipts  of  the 
transfer  line  teamsters.  Now  teamsters  are  not  expected  to  examine  the 
condition  of  the  contents  of  packages.  If  those  teamsters  liad  gone  to  work 
to  knock  off  the  lids  of  our  tubs  to  see  the  condition  of  the  contents,  they 
would  have  been  guilty  of  an  unwarrantable  act    They  receint  for  so  many 
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packafires  and  <agree  to  deliver  it  (iuferencially)  in  as  good  condition  as  it  is 
when  they  receive  it.  There  is  no  claim  that  the  butter  was  damaged  in 
transfer  from  one  depot  to  the  other.

IN  TOE  matter  of  THE  COMPLAINT  OF  MARSHAl^L  A  SONS,  AGAINST  THE 
CnrCAGO,  BURLINGTON  &  QUINCY  RAILROAD  COMPANY,  BEFORE  THE 
HON.  THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSIONERS. 

This  is  a  claim  for  damages  on  account  of  deterioration  of  butter  in  tran- 
sit. Th«  complainant  alleges  only  one  failure  on  ilie  part  of  the  company, 
Ue.  **that  their  refrigerat<»r  cars  were  often  from  ten  to  twelve  hours  be- 
hind time  at  Chariton.'*  This  fact  is  not  denied  by  the  respondent,  but  it  is 
denied  by  the  respondent  that  this  fact  is  sufficient  to  charge  it  with  a  lia- 
bility for  loss  rfSiilling  from  a  deterioration  in  quality  of  the  butter. 

It  is  to  be  presumed  tiiat  the  honorable  commissioners  do  not  desire  to 
inipttse  upon  the  respondent  any  extra  lejral  liability;  nor  in  the  decision 
of  this  ca.Me  to  apply  any  principle  except  those  which  a  court  of  law  would 
invoke  to  its  aid  in  the  solution  of  the  questions  presented,  nor  to  add  to  the 
contract  of  the  carrier.  I  shall,  therefore,  conteut  myself  with  the  argument 
of  tliis  case  as  though  addressing  a  law  court. 

The  undisputed  facts  of  this  case  are,  as  shown  by  the  testimony  intro- 
duced by  the  complainant,  that  the  respondent  advertised  that  it  would  run 
a  refrigerator  car,  iced  and  otherwise  furnished,  upon  certain  of  its  trains, 
arriving  at  Chariton  at  certain  specified  limes,  and  that  it  would  carry  but- 
ter in  this  car  without  extra  charge  to  the  shippers.  Tluit  pursuant  to  tliis 
advertisement  the  complainants  took  t4)  the  station  of  the  respondent  at  va- 
rious time  certain  lots  of  butter,  and  finding  the  trains  late,  left  tl>em  in  the 
respondent's  warehouse,  "  with  the  thenni»meter  in  the  flO,!*  to  await  the  ar- 
rival of  the  refrigerator  car;  by  reason  of  wliicli  the  hntter  melted  and  was 
reduced  in  quantity  and  impaired  in  qnality,  and  the  complainants  damaged 
in  the  sum  of  ^273.09.    The  respondent  does  not  introduce  any  testimony, 
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controverting  the  testimony  of  the  complainant,  because  it  believes  that 
conceding  the  truth  of  the  complaint  and  the  proof  in  support  of  it,  the 
complainants  have  failed  in  their  case. 

The  respondent,  a  railroad  company,  In  its  capacity  of  a  common  carrier, 
may  be  under  obligations  of  two  kinds  to  its  patrons:  First,  those  obliga- 
tions which  the  law  imposes  upon  each  several  coiltract  it  may  make;  and 
second,  those  obligations  which  it  may  expressly  assume  in  any  particu- 
lar contract;  or,  in  the  words  of  the  law,  its  contracts  are  either  implied  or 
expressed ;  and  no  recovery  can  be  had  against  a  carrier  for  loss  to  freight, 
unless  upon  a  breach  of  the  contract. 

First.  The  respondent  is  under  no  legal  obligation  to  furnish  extraordi- 
nary facilities  for  the  transportation  of  perishable  property.  This  has  been 
the  universal  decision  of  the  law  courts  through  a  long  line  of  contested 
cases,  and  is  now  thoroughly  established.  The  transportation  of  such  prop- 
erty is  at  the  owners*  risk,  and  the  carrier  is  not  in  any  sense  an  insurer  of 
the  quality  of  such  goods  when  carried  by  him.  See  Hutchison  on  Carriers, 
Sec.  210,  220  and  221,  with  cases  cited;  Angell  on  Carriers.  Sec.  210,  el  seq,; 
cases  cited,  M,  8.  &  N,  L  R,  R.  vs.  McDonoughy  21  Mich.,  165. 

The  carrier  did  assume  to  insure  the  carriage  and  delivery  of  the  property 
in  question,  in  its  identity ;  did  agree  to  insure  it  against  all  accident,  except 
the  act  of  God  and  the  public  enemy,  against  fire,  theft,  and  the  casualties 
of  the  road ;  but  it  did  not  assume  by  any  contract  imposed,  either  by  law, 
or  its  own  expressed  undertaking,  to  warrant  thn  quality  of  the  property, or 
to  insure  it  against  its  natural  decay,  or  from  its  inherent  tendency  to  deteri- 
oration. See  Edwards  on  Bailments,  2d  Edition,  Sec.  598 ;  Nelwm  v.  Woodruff, 
2d  Black,  jr.,  (U.  S.  Supreme  Court),  156. 

"  The  currier  is  not  required  to  answer  for  losses  of  this  kind,  arising 
from  the  climate  or  the  nature  of  the  goods."  Clark  v.  Bamewell,  12  How- 
ard, 272. 

Second.  The  respondent  in  this  case  was  under  no  oorUract  ohligatwM 
with  regard  to  furnishing  refrigerator  cars.  The  publishing  of  the  circular 
to  which  the  complainants  relets,  did  not  in  any  respect  differ  from  anv 
other  advertisement  which  its  business  necessities  might  prompt  It  Iiad 
no  single  feature  of  a  contract.  There  was  no  consideration ;  no  mutuality; 
no  accord.  There  was,  consequently,  no  duty  created.  The  complainant 
was  not  bound  to  ship  a  single  pound  of  butter,  and  the  respondent  could 
not  have  been  held  in  damages  to  the  complainant,  or  anyone  else,  if  it  had 
never  brought  upon  its  line  in  Iowa,  a  single  car  of  the  kind  advertised. 
See  Helm  v.  MoCaughn,  32  Miss.,  17;  Oordan  v.  R.  R.,  52  N.  H.,  596. 

Any  other  rule  than  this  would  impose  upon  the  carriers  an  unusual  and 
extreme  burden.  If  the  advertisement  by  circular,  by  insertion  in  the 
papers,  by  distribution  of  schedules,  amounts  in  every  case  to  a  contract, 
no  amount  of  care  will  excuse  the  least  variation.  The  breaking  of  an  en- 
gine, the  failure  of  a  bridge,  the  exigencies  of  safety  and  comfort  may  not 
be  considered ;  but  at  all  times,  and  under  all  circumstances,  the  carrier  is 
held  to  the  rigid  and  exact  performance  of  all  that  he  has  promised  to  try 
to  do  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances. 

It  is  not  denied  by  the  respodent  that  it  is  under  some  obligations  to  try 
to  run  its  trains  according  to  its  published  schedule  time.  But  the  law  m 
regard  to  this  is  satisfied  by  the  use  of  ordinary  diligence.  Whether  this 
degree  of  care  has  been  exercised  is,  of  course,  a  proper  subject  of  inquiry. 
But  the  honorable  Commissioners  will  bear  in  mind  that  the  want  of  rear 
sonable  care  must  be  established  by  the  complainants.  They  do  not  even 
try  to  establish  this,  but  content  themselves  in  all  their  te8timonv,and  even 
in  the  allegations  of  their  complaint,  with  the  bare  statement  that  the  re- 
frigerator car  did  not  arrive  at  the  advertised  time.  The  burden  is  on  them 
to  show  the  negligence,  and  in  this  they  fail. 

Tliird.  The  real  contract,  the  contract  actually  made,  was  that  the  re- 
spondent would  receive  the  butter,  would  transport  it,  and  would  deliver  it 
to  the  consignee.  This  was  actually  performed.  There  is  no  pretense  that 
the  butter  of  any  shipment  was  lost  or  stolen,or  that  respondent  neglected  il 
in  shipment.  The  only  claim  is,  that  before  it  was  loaded  into  the  refrigator 
car  at  Chariton,  its  quality  was  impaired  by  reason  of  the  heat.  The  whole 
claim  is  based  upon  the  delay  of  the  refrigerator  cars  in  reaching  Chariton. 
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The  all^ation  is  that  "  these  cars  were  of t^n  ten  or  twelve  hours  behind 
time  at  Chariton."  It  is  true  that  if  respondent  had  contracted  with  the 
complainants  to  undertake  the  carriage  or  their  goods  at  a  particular  time, 
the  failure  to  have  their  refrigerator  car  promptly  at  the  station  would  en- 
title the  complainant  to  recover;  but  thete  is  no  proof  of  any  such  contract. 
The  only  pretense  of  anything  of  the  kind  is  found  in  the  printed  circular 
before  mentioned.  That  this  did  not  amount  to  a  contract  has  been  already 
shown. 

Fourth,  But  the  respondents  claim  that  the  complainants  cannot  escape 
the  consequences  of  their  own  negligence  in  this  case. 

The  complainants  knew  that  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  a  railroad 
delays  are  unavoidable.  They  were  told  by  Mr.  Slack  that  he  could  not  in- 
form them  when  the  train  would  arrive.  They  "  put  the  butter  in  the  place 
designated  by  the  agent,"  in  the  company's  warehouse.  They  knew  that  no 
preparation  had  been  maple  to  protect  it.  They  knew  "  the  thermometer 
stood  among  the  nineties,  and  knew  that  butter  would  melt.  They  went  away 
and  left  it  there  to  sit  for  "twenty-one  hours,"  exposed  to  a  heat  which  they 
knew  would  soon  destroy  their  property.  Yet  their  whole  claim  is  based 
upon  the  loss  which  occured  in  the  station  at  Chariton,  and  the  complain- 
ants display  an  unusual  impatience  when  it  is  suggested  that  a  part  of  the 
loss  might  have  occurred  in  transit  through  Chicago  and  over  connecting 
lines  east  of  Chicago. 

The  entire  loss  occurred  in  Chariton.  The  butter  was  hauled  a  distance 
of  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  station,  upon  an  open  dray,  with  the  ther- 
mometer among  the  nineties;  then  stood  in  the  freght  house  where  no 
special  preparation  was  made  for  its  care,  and  where  the  respondent  was 
not  required  by  law,  or  by  its  contract,  to  make  any  such  preparation,  and 
when  complainants  knew  no  such  preparation  had,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  been 
made.  It  was  subject  to  its  owner's  control;  had  never  left  that  control ;  he 
could  have,  and  should  have,  protected  it,  even  at  the  expense  of  taking  it 
away  to  a  suitable  place,  and  there  keeping  it  until  the  arrival  of  the  refrig- 
erator car.  The  law  clearly  and  positively  imposed  upon  him  the  duty  of 
reducing  the  resulting  loss  to  the  minimum,  and  though  it  were  negligence 
on  the  part  of  the  company  to  fail  to  have  the  car  promptly  at  the  station 
at  the^advertised  time,  for  which  negligence  it  would  be  liable  to  respond 
to  the  complainant,  yet  the  complainants  might  have  much  reduced  the 
measure  of  the  liability. 

Failure  to  do  this  is  negligence,  contributing  directly  to  the  loss,  and  on 
account  of  this  the  complainants  have  lost  whatever  right  to  a  recovery 
they  might  have  had.  This  is  a  principle  so  engrafted  upon  our  law  that 
I  suppose  I  need  not  quote  authorities.  The  doctrine  is  tnoroughly  estab- 
lished in  the  decisions  of  our  own  Supreme  Court. 

Fifth.  The  respondent  was  entitled  to  a  reasonable  time,  after  delivery 
of  the  property  for  carriage,  before  beginning  the  transportation.  What  is 
a  reasonable  time  must  depend  upon  the  circumstances  of  each  case.  In 
this  respect,  also,  the  burden  of  proof  is  upon  the  complainants.  They  have 
not  shown,  and  have  not  attempted  to  show,  the  want  of  proper  and  rea- 
sonable diligence  on  the  part  of  tne  railroad  company.  If  no  delay  occurred, 
that  by  reasonable  care  could  have  been  averted,  the  respondent  cannot  be 
made  liable  on  this  account. 

Sixth.  Entirely  aside  from  these  considerations,  every  principle  of  fair- 
ness and  equity,  every  motive  of  public  policy,  every  dictate  of  interest  of 
the  people,  entitles  the  respondent  to  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners. 
It  meant,  without  charge,  to  furnish  new  and  extraordinary  facilities  to  an 
infant  industry,  in  the  hope  of  ultimate  advantage  to  itself  in  the  increase 
of  the  business  and  the  prosperity  of  its  patrons.  It  did  all  it  reasonably 
could  do ;  all  it  could  be  expected  to  do,  to  make  an  unaccustomed  service 
prompt  and  eflBcient.  It  probably  succeeded,  on  the  whole,  better  than 
could  have  been  anticipated.  Occasional  failure  in  a  new  enterprise,  to 
promptly  meet  all  the  minute  requirements  of  the  service,  was  to  be  ex- 
pected; it  cannot  be  avoided  in  an  established  service,  much  less  when  the 
demands  of  patrons  and  the  exigencies  of  the  undertaking  are  unknown. 
If,  for  a  failure  like  this,  the  carrier  is  to  be  held  liable  to  respond  in  dam- 
ages for  a  loss  which  it  could  neither  foresee  nor  prevent,  it  will  be  driven 
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to  abandon  all  experiment,  or  to  hedge  itself  about  for  its  own  protection, 
at  the  loss  of  the  public. 

To  attach  this  liability  would  be  to  embarrass  and  obstruct  the  progress 
of  the  times,  to  tliwart  well-meant  endeavor  to  promote  the  interests  of 
this  Stiite,  and  of  the  carrying  trade,  and  to  impose  upon  the  carrier  a  bur- 
den unheard  of  by  the  law. 

I  have  purposely  abstained  from  discussing  one  subject  that  will  occur  to 
every  one  wliose  attention  may  be  called  to  tliis  case,  and  that  is,  tlie  juris- 
diction over  the  case  of  the  tribiinal  whose  intervention  tiie  complainants 
have  invoked.  The  respondent  in  this  case  is  satisfied  with  the  fairness  nnd 
candor  of  the  Commissioners,  and  its  present  purpose  is  to  waive  all  objec- 
tions to  the  competency  of  the  tribunal,  and  in  good  faith  accept  the  award 
It  believes  it  is  entitled  to  a  favorable  judgment.  It  is  conscious  of  having 
exerted  all  reasonable  diligence,  and  of  taking  every  reasonable  precaution. 
It  believes  that  the  damiige  complained  of  in  this  particular  case  was  caused 
more  by  the  inattention  and  carelessness  of  the  complainant,  than  by  any 
negligence  of  its  own.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIOKERS. 

On  the  22d  day  of  May,  1882,  Messrs.  Marshall  &  Son  made  the  following 
complaint:  That  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  and  the  twentieth  day 
of  July,  1881,  they  delivered,  in  several  lots  and  at  different  dates,  at  the  de- 
pot of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Company  at  Chariton, 
4,382  pounds  of  creamery  butter,  for  shipment  in  refrigerator  care,  consigned 
to  Roberts,  Call  &  Co.,  Boston,  Massachusetts,  in  care  of  the  Star  Union 
Line,  at  Chicago;  that  this  butter  reached  Boston  in  a  damaged  condition, 
and  that  it  was  damaged  while  in  the  hands  of  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  Co.;  that 
it  sold  for  from  fifteen  to  twenty  cents  per  pound;  that  it  would  have 
brought  from  twenty-three  to  twenty-four  cents  if  it  had  not  been  injured; 
that  by  reason  of  improper  usage  it  shrank  123  pounds  in  weight 

They  submit  the  following  bill  as  their  losses:

On  return  of  sales  630  pounds  at  6  cents 82.50 

Shrinkage  in  weight  123  pounds  at  23  cents 28.29 

Total  loss  to  them »273.8» 

This  amount  they  claim  the  company  should  pay  them. 
A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  forwarded  to  T.  J.  Potter,  general  manager 
of  the  road.  His  reply,  dated  May  27, 1882,  states  that  he  "does  not  think 
this  a  just  claim,  or  that  they  ought  to  pay  any  portion  of  it" 
"  It  is  true  that  the  company  advertised  to  run  a  refrigerator  car  on  cer- 
tain trains  on  the  Iowa  division,  but  because  they  failed  to  connect  some- 
times is  not  a  good  reason  for  the  claim."  He  also  charges  contributory  neg- 
ligence on  the  part  of  Marshall  &  Son  in  putting  their  butter  into  a  hot 
freight  house  and  not  looking  after  it;  states  that  it  was  hauled  through  the 
streets  of  Chicago  with  the  thermometer  at  ninety  degrees;  that  it  remained 
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ji  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  freight  house  in  Chicago  after  being  unloaded  before  being 
called  for,  although  the  Star  Union  Line  was  always  notified  by  telej^raph  of 
its  arrival ;  that  his  company  holds  teamsters'  receipts  for  the  butter  in  good 
order.  He  admits  that  there  was  some  delay  in  the  iirrival  of  trains  at 
Chariton,  but  that  his  company  is  not  responsible  for  delays  that  could  not 
well  be  prevented. 

On  Tuesday,  September  18,  Mr.  Blythe,  attorney  for  the  company,  submits 
an  argument  covering  the  positions  taken  by  Mr.  Potter,  and  claims  that 
the  printed  circular  issued  by  the  company  did  not  amount  to  a  contract  to 
have  their  refrigerator  car  promptly  at  the  stations.  He  also  intimates  that 
the  Commissioners  have  no  jurisdiction  over  the  case,  but  decides  to  waive 
all  objections  to  the  competency  of  the  tribunal. 

The  Commissioners  having  furnished  the  parties  copies  of  all  the  papers 
in  the  case,  notified  them  that  they  would  take  any  testimony  offered  at 
Chariton  on  the  2Sth  day  of  June,  18S2.  Messrs.  Marshall  &  Son  appeared  for 
themselves  before  the  Commissioners.  Messrs.  Davenport  and  Moore,  one 
a  division  freight  agent,  and  the  other  a  lost  freight  agent,  as  the  Board  un- 
derstands, appeared  for  the  company. 

There  seems  to  be  no  conflict  with  regard  to  the  testimony ;  the  railroad 
company  "does  not  regard  the  controversy  as  to  the  facts  as  being  material 
"in  the  case." 

Briefly  stated,  the  testimony  is  that  Messrs.  Marshall  &  Son  had  been  run- 
ning a  creamery  for  three  years,  shipping  their  butter  mainly  to  Boston, 
some  of  it  to  Denver.  Their  butter,  when  shipped  through  without  injur- 
ing, has  uniformly  brought  the  highest  market  price.  Their  butter,  shipped 
before  June  15th,  brought  the  full  market  rate.  The  shipments  of  butter  on 
which  they  claim  damages,  were  in  good  condition,  and  good  packages,  and 
from  the  time  of  manufactjire  until  loaded  for  delivery  to  the  railroad  com- 
pany, were  in  a  refrigerator  room,  the  temperature  kept  low  witli  ice.  This 
room  has  always  kept  butter  without  injury.  The  distance  of  the  creamery 
from  the  railroad  depot  was  three-quarters  of  a  mile.  The  time  consumed 
in  delivering  the  butter,  about  fifteen  minutes;  it  was  protected  from  the 
sun  by  a  canvas  cover  thrown  over  the  tubs.  The  butter  was  in  good  con- 
dition when  delivered  at  the  depot.  The  practice  of  Marshall  &  Son  was 
to  go  and  inquire  if  the  train  to  which  the  refrigerator  car  was  attached 
was  on  time,  and  give  instructions  for  billing  it  before  sending  their  butter 
to  the  depot,  and  on  none  of  the  occasions  complained  of  would  they  have 
sent  their  butter  when  they  did,  could  they  have  ascertained  that  the  re- 
frigerator car  was  delayed,  and  would  have  hauled  it  back  to  their  refriger- 
ator room,  if  they  could  have  found  out  from  the  agent  how  much  the  car 
was  behind  time,  if  it  was.  They  made  every  effort  to  do  so,  in  order  that 
they  might  protect  their  property. 
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The  shipments  on  which  damages  are  claimed  are  as  follows:

The  usual  allowance  for  soakage  is  one  pound  to  the  tub,  6r  ninety-seven 
pounds,  which  leaves  net  weight  of  butter  delivered  at  the  Chariton  depot, 
4^83  pounds.  They  claim  the  loss  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  pounds 
by  leakage  while  melted.  Deducted,  t)iis  leaves  4,260  pounds,  on  which  they 
claim  a  loss,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  pounds  total  loss.  The  but- 
ter was  consigned  to  Roberts,  Call  &  Co.,  Boston,  in  care  of  Star  Union  Line, 
Chicago.  A  copy  of  a  printed  circular  for  1882  was  introduced  (and  admit- 
ted by  Mr.  Davenport  to  be  similar  to  the  one  issued  for  1881),  from  which 
the  following  extract  is  made:  " General  freight  order  882,  C,  B.  &  Q.  B.  R. 
•*  Co.  General  Freight  Office,  refrigerator  cars,  Chicago,  May  26, 1882.  Com- 
''mencing  May  30,  this  company  will  run  refrigerator  cars,  iced  and  other- 
"wise  appointed,  exclusively  for  the  transportation  of  butter,  eggs,  and 
"cheese  for  the  Chicago  market,  as  follows:"  Here  the  time  of  the  arrival 
of  the  train  at  all  stations  is  noted,  and  the  time  for  the  arrival  in  Chicago. 
"  All  consignments  for  delivery  to  connecting  lines  in  Chicago  will  be  im- 
"  mediately  transferred  on  arrival.  City  parties  will  be  promptly  notified. 
*'  Agents  are  requested  to  give  particular  notice  to  dealers  of  this  arrange- 
"  ment  for  through  iced  refrigerator  cars.

The  testimony  fixes  the  injury  to  the  twenty-three  tubs  shipped  on  the 
29th  day  of  June  to  be  as  follows:  The  train  did  not  reach  Chariton  until 4 
p.  M.,  or  four  hours  late ;  the  butter  was  in  the  depot  all  this  time.  This  lot 
reached  Chicago  on  Saturday,  July  3d,  too  late  for  delivery ;  lay  in  the  Chi- 
cago depot  on  Su)iday,  the  4th,  and  Monday,  the  5th,  the  latter  being  a  holi- 
day, and  was'  delivered  to  the  Star  Union  Line  on  the  6th.  Had  the.  train 
been  on  time  it  would  have  been  delivered  on  the  3d.  The  lot  of  twenty- 
four  tubs,  left  for  shipment  July  13,  was  delayed  in. the  depot  at  Ohariton 
until  9  A.  M.  of  the  14th,  a  delay  of  twenty-one  hours.  Several  of  these  tubs 
had  been  upset  and  the  melted  butter  had  run  out  on  the  fioor.  There  is  no 
evidence  of  injury  to  the  butter  at  Chariton  of  the  shipments  of  June  16th, 
June  22d,  or  July  20th.  They  were  receipted  for  by  the  Star  Union  Line  at 
Chicago  in  bad  condition.  The  shipment  receipted  for  in  good  condition  by 
that  line  we  understand  was  not  included  in  the  bill  rendered. 

This  case  has  had  very  full  consideration  from  the  Board,  as  on  the  rail- 
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way  transportation  of  dairy  products  depends  the  success  of  a  growing  in- 
terest, and  probably  in  the  future  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  State. 
The  railroad  companies  have  introduced  this  method  of  transportation  for 
the  purpose  of  developing  this  industry.  This  service  on  their  part  deserves 
commendation ;  to  be  valuable  it  must  be  prompt.  The  growing  dairy  in- 
terest and' the  natural  adaptation  of  Iowa  to  the  successful  production  of 
butter,  made  the  refrigerator  car  a  necessity.  Before  its  advent  the  butter 
manufactured  and  sold  for  shipment,  for  four  months  of  the  year,  brought 
a  very  low  price.  The  establishment  of  the  creamery  made  new  demands 
upon  the  raOroads.  The  exigencies  of  the  case  required  the  extension  of 
the  cold  storage  room  from  the  creamery  to  the  market.  To  meet  this  de- 
mand the  refrigerator  car  lines  were  extended  into  Iowa. 

Having  stimulated  the  growth  of  this  interest,  it  would  seem  to  be  the 
duty  and  the  policy  of  the  railroad  companies  to  make  this  service  reliable. 
It  is  true  that  it  is  not  always  possible  to  have  this  train  on  time,  but  it  cer- 
tainly is  in  the  power  of  the  company  to  notify  the  shipper,  when  he  asks 
information,  that  the  train  is  delayed,  and  how  long.  If  this  contingency 
is  to  happen  often,  some  arrangement  might  be  made  by  which  the  shipper 
could  protect  it  after  being  brought  to  the  depot.  It  is  certainly  bad  policy, 
after  establishing  and  running  these  cars,  which  must  be  expensive,  to  leave 
the  value  of  an  article  as  sensitive  to  heat  as  butter,  to  be  determined  by 
the  chances  of  a  freight  train  being  delayed. 
The  first  defense,  "  It  is  true  they  advertise  to  run  a  refrigerator  car  on 
certain  trains,  but  because  they  failed  to  connect  is  no  reason  for  the 
claim."  It  is  clear  that  the  shipper  did  all  in  his  power  to  take  care  of  his 
property ;  he  delivered  it  at  the  hour  advertised,  inquired  if  train  was  on 
time,  had  his  shipping  bills  made  out,  and  left  his  butter  in  the  custody  of 
the  servants  of  the  railroad  company.  He  had  a  right  to  expect  the  train 
to  be  on  time,  for  the  company  had  the  means  of  knowing  at  all  times  the 
exact  situation  of  these  trains,  and  the  agent  could  and  should  have  been 
informed.  Mr.  Blythe,  in  his  argument,  says:  "that  if  the  railroad  com- 
pany had  contracted  with  Marshall  &  Son  to  undertake  the  carriage  of 
their  goods  at  a  particular  time,  the  failure  to  have  their  refrigerator  cars 
promptly  at  the  station  would  entitle  them  to  recover."  He  admits  the 
original  contract  of  the  carrier  to  transport  and  deliver  safely.  In  our 
view,  the  circular  adds  another  obligation  to  it.  The  company  practically 
say  that  if  Marshall  &  Son  will  bring  their  butter  to  the  depot  at  12  o'clock 
on  a  particular  day  of  the  week,  that  they  will  have  a  refrigerator  car  there, 
properly  iced,  to  carry  their  butter  to  the  consignee  safely,  and,  so  far  as 
temperature  is  concerned,  in  good  condition, -for  the  sum  of  75  cents  per 
100  pounds.  They  accept  the  proposition,  and  deliver  the  butter.  They  do 
more  than  this.  They  endeavored  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  any  possi- 
bility of  the  company's  failing  to  perform  their  part  of  the  contract.  It  is 
true  that  the  company  received  no  greater  compensation  for  the  butter  car- 
ried in  these  cars  than  in  the  ordinary  car.    This  is,  however,  no  reason  for 
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neglecting  it.  The  railroad  company  fixed  its  own  rates.  The  presumption 
is  that  they  were  satisfactory.  They  had  a  right  to  fix  them  at  such  rates 
as  would  furnish  a  reasonable  remuneration  for  the  service  rendered ;  if 
they  were  not,  it  is  no  fault  of  the  shipper,  and  no  reason  why  his  butter 
should  be  allowed  to  depreciate  while  in  the  custody  of  the  company  if  in 
their  power  to  prevent. 

The  second  defense  is  that  the  butter  was  hauled  through  the  streets  of 
Chicago  with  the  mercury  at  ninety  degrees.  This  statement  is  probably  in- 
tended as  a  reply,  and'is  met  by  a  report  of  the  Weather  Bureau,  by  Mr. 
Chandler,  which,  though  not  sworn  to,  is,  we  presume,  correct:  Weather: 
July  5,  seventy  to  ninety-two  degrees ;  July  6,  sixty-six  to  eighty-three  de- 
grees; July  16,  seventy-one  to  eighty-four  degrees;  July  18,  seventy-seven 
to  sixty-one  degrees;  July  23,  seventy-seven  to  seventy-six  degrees ;  July  29, 
seventy-nine  to  sixty-three  degrees.  These  figures  were  furnished  the  com- 
pany, and  their  correctness  was  not  disputed. 

The  third  defense,  that  one  lot  remained  in  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  freight  house  in 
Chicago,  after  being  unloaded,  from  Saturday  until  Tuesday.  This  we  think 
is  disposed  of  by  the  fact  that  the  consignee  could  not  get  it,  the  train  being 
behind  time,  so  that  it  could  not  be  delivered  on  Saturday.  The  carrier  of 
perishable  property  will  not  be  relieved  of  responsibility  if  he  carries  it 
safely  over  his  line,  and  then  places  it  in'a  situation  where  it  must  suffer 
loss,  unless  the  consignee  was  properly  notified  and  could  have  cared  for  it. 

The  railroad  company  held  the  Chicago  teamsters'  receipts  for  the  freight 
in  good  condition.  What  the  value  of  these  receipts  is  we  are  unable  to  ascer- 
tain, but  it  is  certain,  in  two  instances  at  least,  the  butter  had  been  melted 
before  it  was  loaded  on  their  wagons,  and  the  fact  that  all  of  them  were  re- 
ceipted for  by  the  Star  Union  Line  in  bad  condition,  negatives  the  hypothe- 
sis that  they  were  injured  in  being  hauled  in  covered  wagons  from  the  C,  B. 
&  Q.  depot,  on  days  that  the  weather  reports  do  not  make  very  warm.  The 
teamster's  receipt  is  probably  regarded  by  all  parties  as  a  receipt  of  the  num- 
ber of  packages  and  their  identity,  not  their  condition.  We  think  that  gen- 
eral freight  order  882  is  a  suflacient  notice  to  the  public  that  their  butter  will 
be  properly  cared  for  and  delivered  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  and  that 
the  agent  has  duties  to  perform  in  connection  with  it.  It  is  hardly  neces- 
sary to  define  the  relation  of  the  station  agent  to  the  public,  but  in  the  case 
in  question  we  regard  him  as  the  representative  of  the  company ;  that  it  is  his 
duty  to  do  all  things  necessary  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  purpose  for  which 
this  line  of  refrigerator  cars  was  placed  on  the  road.  He  is  held  out  to  the 
public  as  the  representative  of  the  company.  The  public  deal  entirely  with 
him,  and  rarely,  if  ever,  come  in  contact  with  other  officers.  Whatever  he 
may  do,  or  fail  to  do,  is  the  action  of  the  company,  and  they  are  as  fully  re- 
sponsible as  if  it  was  the  action  of  Mr.  Ripley,  who  signs  general  freight 
order  number  882. 

The  duty  of  the  station  agent  is  to  give  the  public,  doing  business  with 
his  company,  all  the  information  it  may  require;  and  much  of  the  ill-feeling 
towards  railroads  in  communities  arises  from  the  indifference  of  station 
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agents.  An  intimation  of  this  was  thrown  out  in  the  testimony  taken  in 
this  case.  The  transportation  merchant  owes  to  his  customers  the  same 
courtesies  and  civilities  that  the  merchant  of  any  other  commodity  owes  to 
his. 

We  understand  that  it  is  a  principle  of  law,  sustained  hy  the  uniform  de- 
cisions of  the  Iowa  courts,  that  in  all  cases  of  loss  or  injury  to  property 
entrusted  to  the  common  carrier  for  transportation,  the  burden  of  proof  is  on 
him  to  show  that  the  loss  was  occasioned  by  unavoidable  causes ;  proof  of 
the  delivery  of  the  goods  to  the  carrier  and  their  loss  or  injury  make  out  a 
prima  facie  case,  that  the  carrier  is  held  to  the  strictest  liability ;  that  the 
care  he  is  bound  to  exercise  is  measured  by  the  susceptibility  of  the  property 
to  injury,  and  that  the  carrier  having  f urnisded  special  appliances  for  its 
care  and  protection,  is  bound  to  use  them. 

The  railroad  company  refers  to  the  following  authorities : 

Hutchinson  on  Carriers,  section  328,  from  which  we  quote :  "  This  duty  to 
^deliver  within  a  reasonable  time  is  one  engrafted  by  the  law  upon  the  orig- 
"inal  contract,  which  is  to  carry  safely.  If  by  unreasonable  delay  the  goods 
"have  deteriorated,  or  their  market  value  has  fallen,  he  may  be  held  liable 
*' for  damages." 

Second  reference— Delaware  reports,  volume  3,  pages  176  and  123;  "The 
"care  and  diligence  required  is  to  be  measured  in  a  great  degree  by  the  char- 
"acter  of  the  goods  they  are  transporting,  and  their  liability  may  be  greater 
"or  less  according  to  the  condition  of  the  property  when  received  by  them." 

"This  obligation  is  imposed  upon  them  as  a  public  duty,  and  by  their 
"undertaking  to  carry  safely,  as  far  as  human  care  and  foresight  will 
"  permit." 

In  the  case  of  Wolf  v.  American  Express  Co.y  43  Missouri,  page  431,  the 
court  held  that  "  the  carrier  must  not  only  exercise  diligence,  but  he  must 

use  that  degree  of  attention  and  care  which  the  occasion  and  the  subject 

committed  to  his  trust  demand.  What  would  be  sufficient  care  in  ponder- 
"  ous  articles  not  liable  to  be  deteriorated  by  exposure,  might  be  the  most 
"  palpable  neglect  in  case  of  costly  or  perishable  goods.  If  in  consequence 
"  of  his  negligence  or  defective  means  a  loss  occurs,  springing  out  of  the 
"  agencies  which  the  violence  of  nature  causes,  he  will  not  be  excused." 

The  same  principle  is  enunciated  by  the  court  in  the  case  of  Vail  v.  Pa- 
djlc  Railroad^  Missouri  Reports  63,  page  230. 

In  the  case  of  Wing  v.  The  New  York  &  Erie  Railroad  Co,,  Hilton's  New 
York  Reports,  page  243,  the  court  says :  "  The  fact  that  the  potatoes  were 
"  perishable,  imposed  upon  the  railway  company  more  than  ordinary  care 
"and  diligence  as  mere  bailees  and  the  obligation  to  deposit  them  most 
"  securely  against  cold.  The  intensity  of  the  cold  created  also  the  obliga- 
"  tion  of  additional  vigilance.    What  was  usual  was  not  the  consideration. 

What  was  necessary  to  be  done  under  all  the  circumstances  was  the  true 

criterion." 
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MEASURE  OF  DAMAGES. 

The  general  rule  seems  to  be  that  the  measure  of  damages  is  the  differ- 
ence between  the  market  value  of  the  goods,  as  delivered,  and  what  their 
value  would  have  been  had  they  not  been  damaged  in  the  course  of  trans- 
portation. 

Marshall  &  Son's  claim  is  based  on  the  difference  between  the  rates  that 
creamery  butter  sold  at  in  Boston  at  the  dates  these  consignments  reached 
there  and  the  amount  they  received  for  the  damaged  butter. 

The  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  is  that  the  Chicago,  Burlington  & 
Quincy  Railroad  Company  should  pay  Marshall  &  Son  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-three  dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents,  as  claimed.

On  the  23d  of  September  a  copy  of  the  decision  was  sent  T.  J.  Potter, 
general  manager  C,  B.  &  Q.  B..  R.,  and  the  receipt  acknowledged  by  him  on 
the  27th,  and  on  the  27th  of  September  a  copy  was  sent  Messrs.  Marshall  & 
Son,  who  replied  on  the  29th,  as  follows : 

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  R.  R.  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen— Yours  of  the  27th  inst.  giving  us  official  notice  of  your  de- 
cision in  our  case  for  damages  against  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy 
Railroad  Company  is  at  hand.  JPlease  accept  our  thanks  for  the  prompt 
manner  in  which  you  have  conducted  this  case.  We  thank  you  for  your 
decision  in  behalf  of  the  great  dairy  interests  of  Iowa  and  the  West. 

First.  Because  we  believe  it  just  and  wise,  fully  in  accord  with  the  law 
and  the  evidence  in  this  case. 

Second.  Because  it  protects  the  dairy  interest  of  Iowa,  which  will,  in  a 
very  short  time,  equal  any  other  Mjricultural  industry  in  exportable  value 
in  the  State.  The  dairymen  of  Iowa  are  using  every  possible  means  to 
make  butter  equal  to  any  to  be  made  anywhere  on  earth.  They  have  the 
cows,  grass,  and  water;  the  climate  is  favorable;  they  have  erected  estab- 
lishments, and  supplied  them  with  suitable  appliances  for  making  the  best. 
They  are  careful  to  use  clean,  sweet  packages ;  and  while  under  their  care  to 
keep  them  in  a  cool,  sweet  refrigerator,  free  from  all  manner  of  taint,  and 
to  deliver  them  to  the  care  of  the  transportation  company  in  the  best  possi- 
ble condition.  This  is  as  far  as  they  can  go  with  it.  ll  the  agents  of  the 
transportation  company  allow  the  butter  to  melt  in  the  depot  oefore  load- 
ing, or  if  the  car  is  not  sufficiently  iced,  or  if  the  refrigerator  car  is  contam- 
inated with  the  stench  of  rotten  eggs,  tainted  meat,  decaying  poultry,  rot- 
ting vegetables,  or  from  any  other  noxious  smell,  then  all  previous  care  and 
carefulness  on  the  part  of  the  dairyman  is  a  failure.  But  on  the  other  hand 
if  the  butter  is  properly  handled  and  cared  for  by  the  transportation  com- 
pany, the  butter  will  arrive  at  its  destination  in  equally  as  good  condition  as 
the  day  it  was  churned. 

The  transportation  companies  have  provided  palace  cars  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  public,  and  are  entitled  to  great  credit  for  the  ample  pro^ 
vision  that  they  have  provided  for  the  comfort  of  the  traveling  public.  It 
seems  that  the  transportation  companies,  in  many  instances,  have  not  piven 
that  attention  to  the  dairy  interest  that  it  demands  at  their  hands.  If  iQ' 
creased  facilities  demand  an  increase  of  cost  of  transportation,  then  let  us 
have  the  increase  cost,  but  let  us  have  the  very  best  possible  facilities,  bota 
as  to  care  of  the  butter  and  in  speed  of  transportation,  and  dairymen 
will  pay  the  increase  of  cost.  The  butter  dealers  in  the  cities  are  amply 
provided  with  cold  storage.  On  the  arrival  of  the  butter  it  is  immediatelv 
transfered  to  a  refrigerator  where  it  remains  until  disposed  of.  But  all  or 
the  nice  work  of  the  dairyman  or  carefulness  of  the  commission  man  may 
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be  lost,  by  a  few  hours  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  transportation  com- 
pany. Butter  once  melted  or  tainted,  is  ever  afterward  ruined  as  a  palat- 
able article  of  food.

Quincy  Railroad  to  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  one  cook  stove  worth  825,  and  have 
not  received  the  stove  or  heard  from  it.  I  paid  the  freight  in  advance,  and 
have  been  trying  ever  since  to  get  some  track  of  where  the  stove  had  gone 
to,  or  pay  for  it,  but  so  far  have  been  unable  to  find  out  anything  about 
where  my  stove  is^  or  get  any  satisfaction  out  of  the  railroad  company  in 
any  way.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

This  complaint  was  made  by  Mr.  N.  Densmore,  and  is  dated  Eockwell, 
Cerro  Gordo  county,  May  18, 1882.  This  station  is  twelve  miles  south  of  Ma- 
son City,  on  the  line  of  the  Central  Iowa  railway. 

The  case  as  stated  by  Mr.  Densmore  is  as  follows:  Passengers  coming  from 
the  east  or  north  on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  railway  lines,  desir- 
ing to  go  south  on  the  Central  Iowa  railway,  arrive  at  the  transfer  too  late 
for  the  regular  passenger  trains  going  south  in  the  afternoon,  the  train  from 
the  north  reaching  the  junction  at  3 :40  p.  m.,  that  from  the  east  at  3:45  p.  m., 
the  Central  Iowa  train  leaving  its  terminal  point.  Mason  City,  at  2 :30  p.  m- 

In  the  absence  of  testimony  or  statement  to  that  effect,  the  Board  suppose 
that  other  and  more  important  connections  require  the  starting  of  this  train 
before  the  arrival  of  what  would  seem  to  be  its  natural  terminal  connec- 
tions. 

There  is,  however,  a  freight  train  leaving  for  the  south  at  4:30  p.  m., 
which,  under  the  regulations  of  the  company,  is  allowed  to  carry  passengers, 
and  would  seem  to  a  certain  extent  to  supply  the  facilities  needed.  The  sta- 
tion at  Mason  City  of  the  Central  railway  is  a  little  more  than  a  mile  from 
the  crossing— the  grade  gradually  descending  until  the  crossing  is  reached, 
when  it  rises  at  the  rate  of  fifty-three  feet  per  mile  for  1,100  feet,  and  for 
about  one-half  mile  continues  nearly  level,  then  rises  at  the  rate  of  fifty- 
three  feet  per  mile  for  more  than  a  mile.  This  freight  train,  however,  does 
not  stop  at  the  transfer  for  passengers  unless  specially  ordered  to  do  so  by 
the  agent,  and  passengers  are  compelled,  at  great  inconvenience  and  expense, 
to  transport  themselves  and  their  baggage  a  mile  or  more  to  take  the  cars  on 
this  train.  Mr.  Densmore  asks  the  Com missioners  that  this  4 :30  p.  m.  freight 
train  be  required  to  stop  at  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  Ry.  crossing  for  passengers 
going  south. 

Mr.  Pickering,  superintendent,  in  reply  to  a  copy  of  Mr.  Densmore's  let- 
ter, g^ves  two  reasons  why  this  train  should  not  stop  at  this  place.  First, 
that  the  train  is  nearly  always  heavily  loaded,  and  this  depot  crossing  being 
in  the  bottom  of  a  sag,  if  the  train  stops  there  it  is  difficult  and  burdensome 
to  start  again.  Second,  that  it  is  not  the  desire  of  the  company  to  carry  pas- 
sengers on  freight  trains,  and  that  furnishing  the  traveling  public  two 
passenger  trains  a  day  each  way,  (which  is  certainly  a  liberal  provision  for  a 
road  doing  the  business  this  does.)  If  the  road  extends  further  accommoda- 
tions on  freight  trains,  the  public  should  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the 
company. 

The  regulations  dated  July  1, 1878,  state  that  freight  trains  are  not  run  for 
67 
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the  accommodation  of  passengers,  that  they  will  neither  start  from  nor  stop 
for  passengers  at  platforms,  and  that  as  a  matter  of  accommodation  passen- 
gers are  allowed  to  ride,  but  that  baggage  will  not  be  checked ;  that  passen- 
gers must  provide  themsslves  with  tickets  to  ride  on  these  trains,  and  that 
the  offices  will  not  be  kept  open  for  that  purpose. 

The  circular  shows  clearly  that  the  company  desires  to  make  traveling  on 
these  trains  as  little  attractive  as  possible,  and  regards  the  passenger  traffic 
of  these  trains  as  hazardous  and  undesirable. 

Two  considerations  enter,  the  Board  believe,  into  the  proper  solution  of 
this  question:  First,  that  on  the  arrival  of  the  3:40  train  from  the  north, 
which  is  one  of  two  passenger  trains,  and  the  3:45  train,  which  the  Board 
understands  is  the  only  passenger  train  from  the  east,  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  this  4 :30  P.  M.  freight  train  there  is  no  opportunity  for  passengers  to 
go  south  until  6  the  next  morning,  or  for  a  period  of  thirteen  hours  or  more 
(this  is  a  hardship  on  those  who  may  live  along  the  line  between  Mason  City 
and  the  points  where  the  other  eastern  roads  connect  with  the  Central),  the 
circumstances  would  seem  to  justify  the  modification  of  a  rule  that  in  its 
general  application  might  be  correct.  The  other  is  the  crossing  of  the  C, 
M.  &  St.  P.  Ry.  The  Board  understands  that  there  is  no  law  in  this  State 
requiring  railroads  crossing  each  other  at  grade  to  stop  before  crossing,  but 
believe  that  custom  has  made  it  a  Jaw,  and  that  any  accident  resulting  from 
failure  to  stop  before  making  such  crossing  would  properly  be  regarded  as 
negligence,  and  that  the  observance  of  this  regulation  would  be  all  that  is 
required  by  the  traveling  public.  In  addition  to  this,  all  the  laws  of  this 
State  that  refer  to  railroad  crossings  seem  based  upon  the  theory  that  pas- 
sengers an(J  freight  should  be  interchanged  at  these  places,  and  this  Board 
has  construed  the  law  on  several  occasions  as  authorizing  them  to  require 
at  the  crossing  comfortable  passenger  accommodations. 

If  these  stoppages  are  necessary  at  the  two  crossings,  it  occurs  to  the 
Board  that  arrangements  might  be  made  for  the  accommodation  of  passen- 
gers so  that  they  can  take  this  train. 

It  is  true  that  a  grade  of  53  feet  to  the  mile,  of  1,100  feet  in  length,  occurs 
just  past  the  crossing,  but  it  also  is  true  that  the  cars  going  south  from  what 
is  practically  the  northern  terminus  of  the  road  are  generally  empty,  and  it 
is  possible  that  quite  as  heavy  a  train  could  be  started  on  this  short  grade 
as  could  be  hauled  up  the  long  grade  fai'ther  south. 

The  traveling  public  has  some  rights  acquired  by  the  use  of  the  railway* 
and  among  them  there  is  none  that  partakes  more  of  the  character  of  the 
railway  itself  than  that  they  are  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  reaching  their 
destination  without  great  delay,  certainly  without  unnecessary  delay,  and 
that  delays  that  in  other  modes  of  conveyance  might  not  be  serious,  in  rail- 
ways are. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  provisions  of  section  3,  of  tlie 
Commissioner  law,  "that  a  change  in  the  mode  of  operating  its  road  and 
*•  conducting  its  business,  is  reasonable  and  expedient  in  order  to  promote 
"  the  security,  convenience  and  accommodation  of  the  public,"  and  say  to 
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the  Central  Iowa  Railway  Company  that  this  4 :30  p.  m.  train  should  be  re- 
(luired  to  stop  at  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  crossing  for  passengers 
going  south.

Mr.  Taylor  complains  that  he  is  manufacturing  and  shipping  lumber  from 
Swan,  a  station  on  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad,  southeast  of 
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Des  Moines.  Tlie  railroad  company  charges  him  814.30  for  a  car  of  thirteen 
tons.  On  the  5th  of  June  he  shipped  a  car  of  lumber,  weighing  32^ 
pounds,  on  which  he  was  charged  818.09.  He  complains  that  the  charge  is 
excessive,  and  has  reason  to  believe  that  coal  is  carried  in  car-lots,  twenty 
tons  to  the  car,  for  seven  dollars.  Mr.  Taylor  says  that  he  is  prepared  to 
ship  two  car  loads  of  lumber  per  week.  When  he  bought  the  timber  which 
he  is  cutting  into  lumber  the  rates  were  ten  dollars  per  car  load,  but  advanced 
afterward  to  $14.30.  He  says  that  the  Chicago  &  NTorthwestem  are  carry- 
ing lumber  from  Polk  City  to  Des  Moines  for  nine  dollars  per  car,  and  he 
thinks  ten  dollars  a  full  price  from  Swan,  nineteen  miles.  He  avers  that 
the  present  rate  is  prohibitory,  and  if  continued  will  compel  him  to  quit 
the  business.  He  ships  mainly  hard  wood  lumber,  but  would  ship  soft 
wood  if  freights  were  reasonable.  He  ownes  timber  enough  at  Swan  to  cut 
1,000,000  feet,  B.  M.,  and  that  he  must  abandon  it  unless  he  can  get  better 
rates  on  freight  to  Des  Moines. 

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  rate  charged  Mr.  Taylor  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  raihoad 
from  Swan  Station  to  Des  Moines,  a  distance  of  nineteen  miles,  is  five  and 
one-half  cents  per  hundred  pounds. 

This  is  a  little  less  than  the  rate  of  the  schedule  as  published  in  the 
"Granger  Tariff,"  which  was  supposed  to  be  reasonable. 

The  company  positively  deny  that  they  are  shipping  coal  from  that  station 
to  Des  Moines  for  seven  dollars  per  car  load,  and  claim  that  lumber  is  an  ar- 
ticle that  will  and  should  bear  a  higher  rate  than  coal. 

They  state  that  the  cars  shipped  for  ten  dollars  per  car  were  taken  before 
the  scales  were  put  in,  and  when  the  load  was  estimated  at  20,000  pounds. 
By  referring  to  the  bills  left  with  the  Board  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  of 
five  and  one-half  cents  per  hundred  pounds  has  been  charged. 

The  Commissioners  have  no  evidence  before  them  to  indicate  that  this 
rate  for  the  distance  is  unreasonable,  or  that  a  higher  rate  is  charged  com- 
plainant than  others  for  a  similar  service.

The  complaint  of  Groneweg  &  Schoentgen,  of  Council  Bluffs,  against  the 
Kansas  City,  St.  Joseph  &  Council  Bluffs  Kailroad  Company  is  based  upon  a 
freight  bill,  which  is  as  follows :

The  rate  per  hundred  pounds  we  have  calculated,  but  they  are  evidently 
those  charged.  The  "  Granger  Tariff"  for  the  distance  from  Council  Bluffs 
to  Hamburg,  fifty  miles,  was  under  the  classification  adopted  for  fourth 
class  goods;  viz.,  sugar  in  barrels,  coffee  in  sacks,  fish  in  kits,  meat  salted, 
canned  lye,  and  sacked  meats,  allowed  a  charge  of  thirteen  and  one-half 
cents  per  100  pounds ;  on  measures,  first  class,  twenty-two  and  one-half  cents ; 
on  baskets,  double  first  class,  forty-five  cents ;  and  on  blacking,  third  class, 
eighteen  cents.  On  this  tariff  a  class  "A"  road  was  allowed  to  charge  ninety 
per  cent  of  the  established  rate,  or  on  this  bill  of  goods :

The  rates  from  Harlan  and  Marne,  on  the  Chicago,  Bock  Island  &  Pacific 
railway,  on  first  class,  twenty-seven  cents;  second  class,  twenty-two  cents; 
third  class,  seventeen  cents ;  and  fourth  class,  fourteen  cents.  On  this  bill 
of  goods  at  local  tariff  rates  on  that  road  for  the  same  distance  as  Hamburg:

The  rates  on  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  and  the  Chicago  &  North- 
western correspond  for  same  distances.  The  Granger  rate  would  be  forty- 
three  per  cent  of  this  charge  in  controversy,  and  that  of  the  main  lines  east 
from  Council  Bluffs  fifty-three  per  cent. 

While  it  is  possible  that  the  rate  established  by  the  "Granger  Tariff"  and 
clsssification  was  too  low  on  short  distances  for  small  lots  of  goods,  it  seems 
to  the  Board  that  the  rates  adopted  by  the  Kansas  City,  St.  Joseph  &  Coun- 
cil Bluffs  Railroad  are  so  high  as  to  place  an  embargo  on  the  wholesale  trade 
of  Council  Bluffs,  or  Missouri  river  points,  so  far  as  that  road  is  concerned. 

This  does  not  seem  to  be  the  true  policy  of  the  railway  company,  or  to 
best  serve  the  interest  of  the  wholesale  or  retail  merchant.  The  railway  is 
entitled  to  a  reasonable  price  for  the  transportation  of  property,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  12  of  the  Commissioner  law. 

The  Commissioners  would  recommend  that  a  rate  be  fixed  by  the  Kansas 
City,  St.  Joseph  &  Council  Bluffs  Railroad  Company  not  materially  higher 
than  that  charged  by  the  three  eastern  lines  referred  to  for  the  same  service, 
which,  while  paying  a  fair  remuneration  for  the  service  rendered,  would 
enable  the  wholesale  dealers  in  Council  Bluffs,  and  other  Missouri  River 
points,  to  continue  their  business,  and  would  recommend  that  the  difference 
between  the  amount  charged  on  this  bill  and  the  amount  of  modified  bill  be 
returned  to  Mr.  Hoppner.

Referring  to  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners  upon  the  complaint  of 
Groenweg  &  Schentgen  against  this  company,  I  am  instructed  to  say  that 
the  company,  while  most  earnestly  protesting  against  the  decision,  will  com- 
ply with  it  by  refunding  to  Mr.  J.  Hoppner  the  amount  which  the  Commis- 
sioners deemed  to  be  excessive.  I  beg  to  say  in  this  connection,  that  I 
regret  exceedingly  not  having  presented  to  the  Commission  more  fully  than 
I  did  the  whole  of  the  argument,  which  I  think  the  company  has  upon  its 
side  in  this  matter. 

It  is  my  belief  that  upon  a  further  hearing,  the  Commission  could  not 
fail  to  reach  the  conclusion  that  the  rates  charged  by  the  railroad  company 
are  fair  and  reasonable,  but  this  case  having  been  decided,  I  suppose  there 
is  no  course  left  us  but  to  comply;  trusting,  should  another  complaint  be 
made,  of  our  ability  to  convince  the  Commission  that  we  ai'e  right.

536  ADJUSTMENT  OF  COMPLAINTS. 

Hugh  Riddle,  President  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  to  which  he  replied  as  follows:] 

Chicago,  Illinois,  July  10, 1882. 
E.  G.  Morgan,  Esq.,  Secretary  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  lotoa  .• 

Dear  Sir— Referring  to  yours  of  June  20th,  covering  a  claim  of  $1.36  by 
H.  F.  Bousquet,  of  Pella,  on  account  of  parts  of  a  gasoline  stove  broken  (or 
alleged  to  be)  in  transportation,  I  enclose  herewith  letter  of  John  Givin, 
Superintendent,  embodying  the  information  he  was  able  to  collect  at  Pella. 

The  stoves  were  shipped  by  a  firm  in  Cliicago  who  have  signed  a  release 
exempting  the  company  from  claims  for  loss  by  breakage  in  consideration 
of  the  lower  rates  given,  and  their  customers  have  the  l)enefit  of  these 
lower  rates.  In  the  classifications  furnished  by  the  Illinois  Railroad  Com- 
missionei*s,  stoves  and  stove  furniture  at  company's  risk  are  placed  in  the 
li4  (one  and  a  half,  first-class);  when  released,  in  third  class.  The  party  in 
question  had  the  lower  rates,  and  paid  less  than  half  of  what  he  would 
have  been  charged  had  the  goods  been  shipped  at  the  rate  authorized  when 
not  released. 

The  agent  at  Pella  states  that  there  was  no  appearance  of  breakage  when 
the  goods  were  delivered,  but  were  receipted  for  as  in  good  order,  and  no 
evidence  to  sustain  the  charge  that  the  company  or  their  employes  were 
guilty  of  gross  negligence. 

Mr.  Bousquet  did  not  make  any  claim  of  the  company's  agent,  before  apH 
pealing  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners.  Courtesy  would  seem  to  require 
that  a  claimant,  wfio  knew  he  had  a  just  claim,  should  at  least  present  it 
before  resorting  to  the  court.

Dear  Sir— Yours  23d  ultimo — I  find  that  the  stove  was  shipped  from 
Chicago  by  C.  S.  &  Co., "  released  "  and  "  at  owner's  risk,"  and  freignt  charged 
third  class,  58  cents  per  hundred.  Whereas,  had  it  been  at  the  company's 
risk  freight  would  have  been  $1.24J^  per  hundred. 

Tlie  stove  was  crated  and  no  damage  noticed  at  time  of  delivery,  either  by 
our  men  or  Mr  Bousquet's  drayman.  If  any  existed  it  was  concealed  by  the 
crate,  or  else  it  occurred  after  it  left  Pella  station  while  being  hauled  to  Mr. 
Bousquet's  store.    We  hold  receipt  in  good  order,  which  I  enclose. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  rough  nandling  at  Pella  station ;  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  stove— being  a  gasoline  one— the  castings  were  very  light 
and  too  thin  and  fragile  to  bear  even  ordinary  transportation. 

There  was  no  claim  made  on  agent  at  Pella,  and  be  never  heard  of  the 
alleged  damage  until  a  few  days  before  these  papers  were  sent  him  for  ex- 
planation. 

I  presume  "  release "  for  the  stove  is  on  file  at  Chicago  station.  It  is  an 
unusual  thing  for  parties  who  ship  their  freight  **at  their  own  risk,  released," 
in  order  to  get  the  benefit  of  low  rates,  to  aiterwards  make  such  claims  as 
tills ;  they  know  quite  well  that  all  such  released  goods  are  handled  just  as 
carefully  as  those  carried  at  risk  of  the  company.

DECISION  OF  the  COMMISSIONERS. 

H.  F.  Bousquet  resides  at  Pella,  Iowa.  On  June  9, 1882,  he  received  from 
Cribben,  Sexton  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  111.,  a  gasoline  stove,  via.  the  Chicago, 
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Bock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway,  which  he  claims  was  damaged  in  transit. 
J.  M.  Cox  was  station  agent  at  Pella,  and  had  in  his  employ  Thos.  J.  Letter, 
as  drayman,  who  delivered  goods  to  consignees. 

The  railway  company  was  released  from  liability  when  they  accepted  the 
goods  in  Chicago,  and  consequently  gave  reduced  rates. 

This  Board  held  in  the  case  of  SamH  A.  Ayres  &  Co,  vs.  The  Chicago  Rock 
Island  &  Pacific  Railioay  Company,  that  railroad  comi>anies  are  answerar 
ble  **for  ordinary  care.*' 

J.  M.'Cox  testifies  that  the  stove  was  packed  in  brown  paper,  then  crated 
with  only  half-inch  slats  at  corners,  and  does  not  consider  this  way  of  pack- 
ing substantial,  and  does  not  think  the  crating  would  stand  ordinary  usage 
in  a  freight  train.  He  further  testifies  that  the  casting  broken  was  too  light 
to  be  8hip}>ed  "  set  up." 

Thos.  J.  Leiter  testifier  that  he  remembers  hauling  gasoline  stove  for  Mr. 
Bousquet ;  that  the  nails  in  the  ends  of  the  boards  forming  the  crate  were 
drawn  out ;  that  the  crate  could  be  pulled  apart  with  his  hands. 

The  board  are  of  the  opinion  from  the  evidence  presented  that  the  gasoline 
stove  in  question  was  not  properly  crated ;  that  the  risk  of  damage  that 
ordinary  care  would  not  prevent  was*  taken  by  the  shipper ;  that  ordinary 
care  would  not  have  prevented  breakage,  and  that  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island 
&  Pacillc  RaUway  Company  is  not  liable  for  damage  as  claimed.

Mr.  Hewett  complains  that  he  was  charged,  and  was  compelled  to  paj, 
859.25,  for  freight  on  a  bill  of  castings  from  Hamburg  to  Sioux  Falls.  The 
weight  of  the  castings  on  the  bills  of  lading  was  different— on  two  of  them 
4,140  pounds,  on  the  other  4,830.  He  regards  the  entire  amount  as  exorbi- 
tant, but  specially  so  the  charges  between  Hamburg  and  Sioux  City,  amount- 
to  $S1j60, 

The  charges  for  transportation  were  as  follows :  Kansas  City,  St  Joseph 
&  Council  Bluffs  Railroad,  from  Hamburg  to  Council  Bluffs,  50  miles, 
weight  4,140  pounds  at  86  cents  per  100  pounds,  S14.90.  It  was  probably 
drayed  from  the  depot  of  the  Kansas  City  road  to  that  of  the  Chicago  & 
Northwestern  Railway,  as  the  charges  advanced  by  the  Sioux  City  &  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  were  $16.90,  or  two  dollars  more  than  those  received  by 
the  former  company ;  this  would  make  the  drayage  one  dollar  per  ton. 

The  freight  charged  by  the  Sioux  City  &  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  which 
it  seems  from  the  way-bill  had  control  of  it  from  Council  Bluffs  to  Mis- 
souri Valley,  as  well  as  from  there  to  Sioux  City,  was  for  ninety-seven  miles, 
4,140  pounds  at  50  cents  per  100,  $20.70. 

The  freight  charged  by  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Bail- 
way  Company  for  155  miles  was  4,830  pounds  at  50  cents  per  100,  $21.65. 

The  castings  seem  to  have  been  weighed  by  this  company,  and  are  charged 
for  190  pounds  more  weight  than  on  the  other  roads.

DedactiDg  this  from  the  rates  charged,  we  have  an  excess  of  88.03,  This 
is  greater  than  would  have  been  charged  over  a  continuous  line  for  the 
same  distance,  as  the  short  haul,  the  handling  and  transferring  on  three  dis- 
tinct and  separate  lines  of  road  add  materially  to  the  cost*  of  carriage. 
There  is  not  now,  and  probably  never  will  be,  any  large  interchange  of  busi- 
ness between  these  lines,  as  they  are  parts  of  systems  that  are  competitors. 
The  amount  allowed  by  the  "  Granger  Tariff"  on  this  lot  of  freight  for  the

Boardt^  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  Des  Moines,  loxoa: 

Gentlemen— Within  the  last  five  weeks  we  have  shipped  four  cars  hrick 
from  Riverton  to  this  point.  Tariff  rate  is  nine  cents  per  one  hundred 
pounds,  which  was  827.00  per  car  of  30,000  pounds. 

Previous  to  shipping  them  we  endeavored  to  obtain  a  rate  of  lower  price 
on  them,  but  obtaining  no  reply  we  were  compelled  to  ship  them  at  tariff 
rates.  Meanwhile,  Mr.  J.  Johnson,  of  this  place,  receives  special  rate  of 
twenty  dollars  per  car  on  brick  to  be  used  in  building  an  engine  house  to 
an  elevator  already  constructed  four  years.  Engine  house  being  rebuilt  to 
cheapen  insurance. 

The  railroad  company's  reply  to  our  complaint  of  discrimination  enclosed. 
We  fail  to  see  how  the  $20.00  rate  (special)  is  "  in  the  light  of  public  con- 
veni-ence,"  ' 

We  claim  we  were  overcharged  on  four  cars  (at  S7.00),  828.00,  and  refer  it 
to  your  honorable  body  for  consideration.

DECISION  OF  the  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  complainants,  Messrs.  Spencer  Bros.,  of  Randolph,  Iowa,  shipped  over 
the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  railroad  four  cars  of  brick  from  Riverton 
to  Randolph.  The  cars  contained  thirty  thousand  pounds  each,  and  com- 
plainants were  charged  nine  cents  per  cwt.,  or  twenty-seven  dollars  per  car, 
the  usual  tariff  rate,  the  brick  to  be  used  in  a  store  building.  Spencer  Bros, 
asked  a  reduced  rate,  because  Mr.  Isaac  Johnson,  of  Randolph,  was  conceded 
a  lower  rate  of  twenty  dollars  per  car  on  brick  to  be  used  in  building  an  en- 
gine house  to  an  elevator  on  the  company's  grounds.  The  Commissioner  law 
reads : 

"  No  railroad  corporation  shall  charge,  demand,  or  receive  from  any  person, 
"  company,  or  corporation,  for  the  transportation  of  i>ersons  or  property,  or 
'*  for  any  other  service,  a  greater  sum  than  it  shall  at  the  same  time  charge, 
''demand,  or  receive  from  any  other  person,  company  or  corporatioa  for  alike 
"  service,  from  the  same  place,  or  upon  like  conditions  and  under  similar  cir- 
''  cumstances ;  and  all  concessions  of  rates,  drawbacks  and  contracts  for  spe- 
cial rates  shall  be  open  to  and  allowed  all  persons,  companies  and  corpora- 
tions alike,  at  the  same  rate  per  ton  per  mile  by  car  load,  upon  like  condi- 
**  tions  and  under  similar  circumstances."       ♦       ♦ 

The  railroad  company  evidently  considered  an  elevator  different  from  a 
private  building,  and  on  that  account  made  the  special  rates.  The  law 
quoted  above  recognizes  special  rates,  and  the  question  for  the  Board  to  set- 
tle is  whether  the  distinction  is  justifiable. 

The  local  business  of  the  railroads  requires  elevators,  and  the  convenience 
of  the  people  requires  elevators,  the  erection  of  which  might  justify  special 
rates  from  the  companies,  completing  the  railroad  as  .a  transporting  power. 
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This  case  was  one  where  an  addition  was  built  to  an  elevator,  to  be  used 
as  an  engine  house.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  additional  safety 
to  the  elevator,  and  consequently  to  railroad  property  and  business  conve- 
nience, justified  the  company  in  making  the  special  rate.  It  is  customary 
for  companies  to  give  rates  to  public  enterprises,  and  to  enterprises  in  which 
tfaey  are  partially  interested,  such  as  on  materials  to  make  roads  to  reach 
their  stations,  materials  to  construct  factories,  and  material  worked  up  in 
them,  and  product  from  them. 

Both  shippers  are  private  individuals,  but  the  use  to  which  they  applied 
the  brick  is  different  as  regards  their  relations  to  the  public.  The  railroad 
companies  genenUiy  see  to  it  that  elevators  are  built,  that  the  particular  sta- 
tion may  get  its  share  of  business.  The  store-keeper  is  assured  more  trade 
after  the  elevator  is  built,  and  further  assured  of  its  safe  continuance  by  ev- 
ery safeguard  that  can  be  added  to  it.  Elevators  are  often  built  by  public 
enterprise  to  assure  general  convenience,  the  railroad  company  hauling  the 
material,  usually,  at  reduced  rates. 

The  Ck)mmissioners  think  that  there  is  a  clear  distinction  in  this  case  that 
justifies  discrimination  contemplated  by  the  law-maker.  One  elevator  man 
should  have  the  same  rate  as  another  for  car  load  lots,  and  one  citizen  the 
same  rate  as  another  for  the  same  amount  of  goods  of  the  same  class  under 
like  conditions  and  circumstances. 

As  the  Board  interprets  the  law  the  same  amount  of  the  same  class  of 
j^oods  should  be  carried  the  same  distance  for  the  same  price,  unless  in  ex- 
ceptional cases  like  the  one  under  consideration,  and  whenever  a  difference 
is  made  there  should  be  good  reason  for  it  outside  of  favoritism. 

The  Commissioners  therefore  do  not  find  that  Spencer  Bros,  were  unjustly 
discriminated  against.

To  the  Honorable  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  loioa : 

Dear  Sirs— I  present  for  your  consideration  and  adjustment  a  matter 
which  it  seems  1  can  have  settled  in  no  other  way.  The  difficulty  took 
place  last  March,  and  since  then,  and  now  has  become  somewhat  compli- 
cated ;  therefore,  please  bear  with  me,  and  as  best  I  can  I  will  set  the  mat- 
ter before  you.  About  tlie  fifteenth  of  March,  1882, 1  purchased  of  Thos. 
B.  AVales,  Jr.,  of  Iowa  Citv,  Iowa,  the  imported  tJioroughbred  Holsteln 
heifer,  ••Alsie,"  No.  1631  of  Ilolstein  herd-book.  "Alsie"  was  two  vears  old 
March  3d,  and  was  bred  tg  the  imported  bull  "Roclof,"  No.  089,  Vol.  v  of 
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Holstein  herd-book.  Mr.  Wales  said  the  heifer  was  due  to  calve  some  time 
in  April.  On  March  20th,  Mr.  Wales  shipped  the  heifer  via  Cedar  Rapids; 
consequently,  over  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  and  the  Chi- 
cago &  Northwestern  Railways.  The  heifer  started  from  Iowa  City  at  2:15- 
p.  M.,  March  20th,  at  which  time  Mr.  Wales  telegraphed  to  me  of  her  ship- 
ment. I  did  not  get  the  telegram  until  the  2 1st,  about  noon.  Had  there 
been  no  delay  the  heifer  should  have  been  in  Toledo  the  21st,  on  the  7  o'clock 
A.  M.  freight.  Thinking,  perhaps,  she  might  have  come  to  Tama  City,  two 
miles  south  of  Toledo,  and  the  starting  point  of  the  Toledo  &  Nortli western 
Railway  coming  to  Toledo,  some  time  during  the  day  of  the  21st,  I  went 
there  at  3  p.  m.,  out  she  had  not  yet  arrived.  Early  the  morning  of  the  22dr 
I  again  went  to  the  depot  at  Toledo,  and  was  told  tliat  the  heifer  came  on 
the  9  p.  M.  freight  March  21  st.  Accordingly  I  paid  charges  and  the  car  was 
then  opened,  when  I  found  the  heifer  loose  in  the  car  without  a  sign  of  feed 
or  bedding  of  any  kind,  and  a  dead  and  frozen  calf  «t  her  feet  The  heifer 
was  very  weak  from  labor,  and  lack  of  food  and  drink.  I  had  no  doubt  but 
what  Mr.  Wales  properly  cared  for  the  heifer  when  he  shipped  her,  and  I 
believed  the  neglect  and  abuse  came  through  the  Northwestern  Railway 
Company,  so  I  immediately  filed  claims  against  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern 
Railway  Company  for  damages  and  loss  to  the  amount  of  $125,  of  which 
the  following  is  a  copy :

Dear  Sir— Allow  me  to  present  through  E.  B.  Arnold,  station  agent  at 
Toledo,  Iowa,  claims  for  loss  and  damage  to  the  amount  of  .^125,  on  thor- 
oughbred Holstein  heifer,  "Alsie,"  No.  1631,  Holstein  herd-book,  said  loss 
and  damage  occasioned  through  neglect  and  delay  of  your  railway  company 
during  shipment  from  Cedar  Rapids  to  Toledo.  The  heifer  was  with  calf, 
and  due  to  calve  in  April ;  was  found  in  car  this  morning  with  dead  calf  at 
her  feet;  was  not  tied,  and  had  neither  feed  nor  bedding  of  any  kind  in  ear. 
She  was  shipped  in  good  condition  by  Thos.  B.  Wales,  Jr.,  from  Iowa  City, 
and  left  there  at  2:15  p.  m.,  as  per  telegram  received,  March  2lst.  Had  she 
been  forwarded  without  delay,  and  provided  with  feed  and  bedding,  no 
damage  would  have  been  occasioned.  Please  give  the  matter  careful  atten- 
tion.

About  April  20th,  the  station  agent  gave  me  a  rope  halter  to  which  was 
tied  a  tag  bearing  my  address.  Agent  said  he  found  it  in  the  car  in  which 
the  heifer  was  shipped.  When  I  took  the  heifer  from  the  car  I  saw^  no  rope, 
nor  did  any  of  the  persons  whom  I  had  to  witness  the  condition  in  which 
the  heifer  was  found.  Among  those  who  inspected  the  car  were  H.  B.  Bel- 
den  and  S.  M.  Looraer,  of  Toledo,  and  John  Hogden,  of  Gladbrook.  I  do  not 
doubt  but  what  the  rope  was  found  in  the  car,  but  none  of  us  saw  it  at  the 
time,  not  even  the  agent.  On  May  5th,  I  received  from  R.  C.  Richards,  Gen- 
eral Claim  Agent  for  Northwestern  Railway  Company,  an  answer  to  my 
claim,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy : 

Chicago,  May  3. 1882. 
H.  H.  WiTHlNGTON,  Toledo,  Iowa: 

Dear  Sir— Replying  to  your  letter  of  March  22d,  presenting  claim  for 
damage  to  heifer,  and  loss  of  calf  by  premature  birth,  would  say  that  I  have 
investigated  the  same,  and  find  that  when  the  cow  was  delivered  to  us  at 
Cedar  Rapids  she  was  in  poor  condition  and  apparently  sick ;  that  she  was 
placed  in  car  by  transfer  man,  and  tied  by  him ;  that  no  bedding  was  fur- 
nished us,  and  we,  therefore,  left  her  in  car  as  received.  The  car  in  which 
she  was  placed  was  dispatched  by  the  first  train  after  receipt,  and  we  do  not 
consider  there  was  any  delay  or  neglect  on  our  part  in  any  way,  and  I  roMt 
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therefore  respecifally  decline  entertaining  any  claim  for  injuries  received 
by  cow,  or  death  of  calf.

After  receiving  Mr.  Richards'  reply,  I  consulted  Messrs.  Ebersole  &  Wil- 
lett,  attorneys,  at  Toledo,  and  they  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  the  Burling- 
ton road,  having  received  the  heifer  in  good  condition  and  abundantly  sup- 
plied with  feed  and  bedding,  it  was  tlieir  business  to  properly  make  tlie 
transfer  at  the  Rapids  and  deliver  her  as  received.  I  then  sent  a  claim  for 
loss  and  damage  to  the  Burlington  road,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy :

QDear  Sm—Allow  me  to  present  claims  for  loss  and  dama(2:e  to  the  amount 
of  S125.0C).  Said  damage  done  to  thoroughbred  Holstein  heifer  "  Alsie,"  No. 
1631  of  Holstein  Herd  Book,  resulting  in  premature  birth  of  calf,  either 
during  transit  over  your  road  from  Iowa  City  to  Cedar  Rapids,  or  through 
gross  neglect  or  carelessness  in  transfer  from  your  road  to  the  Northwestern, 
on  March  20, 1882.  Now,  my  dear  sir,  I  beg  your  time  for  tiie  perusal  of  a 
somewhat  lengthy  explanation,  which  is  necessary  to  set  forth  the  facts  in 
their  true  fullness.  The  heifer  is  an  imported  animal,  and  was  purchased 
of  Thos.  B.  Wales,  Jr.,  of  Iowa  City,  Iowa,  and  by  him  was  shipped  from 
Iowa  City,  March  20, 1882,  as  per  telegram,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

"  Iowa  City,  March  20, 1882. 

"Shipped  heifer;  starts  at  2:15,  by  way  of  Cedar  Rapids. 

T.  B.  Wales,  Jr." 

On  March  21st  I  received  the  telegram,  but  the  heifer  did  not  arrive  until 
sometime  during  the  night  of  the  21st,  and  on  opening  the  car  early  the 
morning  of  the  22d,  the  heifer  was  found  to  be  not  tied  and  without  feed  or 
bedding  of  any  kind,  and  a  dead  calf  at  her  feet.  She  was  due  to  calve  In 
April.  The  night  of  the  21st  and  morning  of  the  22d  were  very  cold,  and 
going  so  long  without  food  aided  in  giving  her  inflammation  of  the  udder 
which  followed,  and  from  which  she  has  not  yet  fully  recovered.  Mr.  Wales 
informs  me,  and  is  willing  to  take  oath  to  the  same,  that  the  heifer  was 
shipped  in  good  condition  and  supplied  with  feed  and  bedding  sufficient  to 
last  for  a  much  longer  journey.  When  the  heifer  arrived  and  I  saw  the 
condition  she  was  in,  and  the  neglect  to  which  she  had  been  subjected,  I  at 
once  thought  the  blame  belonged  with  the  Northwestern  Company,  and  I 
at  once  entered,  complying  with  the  conditions  of  the  company  in  such 
cases,  claims  for  loss  anil  damage  to  the  amount  of  (;125.00,  a  very  moderate 
estimate  of  the  loss  sustained.  On  May  5th  I  received  an  answer  to  my 
claim  from  R.  C.  Richards,  Gen.  Claim  Agt.  for  N.  W.  IVy  Co.  After  re- 
ceiving Mr.  Richards'  reply  I  learned  from  good  counsel  that  it  was  the 
business  of  the  road  on  which  the  heifer  was  first  shipped  to  properly  trans- 
fer her,  and  to  deliver  her  in  same  condition  as  received.  Now,  had  your 
company  transferred  the  feed  and  bedding  with  the  heifer,  and  properly 
tied  her,  the  chances  would  have  been  in  her  favor  to  have  made  a  sale 
journey  and  at  least  have  exempted  you  from  neglect.  Even  if  bedding 
alone  had  been  transferred  it  would  have  rendered  the  car  bottom  less  slip- 
pery and  consequently  lessened  the  danger  of  injury.  Please  give  this  mat- 
ter your  careful  attention.  Inclosed  you  will  find  my  sworn  affidavit  before 
E.  0.  Ebersole,  J.  P.,  at  Toledo,  Iowa,  to  the  truthfulness  of  the  foregoing 
facts.

Dear  Sir— Your's  of  the  12th  is  at  hand,  but  you  fail  to  deal  with  the 
real  issue  of  the  ca^e.  There  is  no  doubt  on  the  part  of  any  one  but  what 
"  the  external  appearances  "  of  the  heifer  were  about  as  good  when  you  de- 
livered her  to  the  N.  W.  Co.  as  they  were  when  you  received  her  a  few  hours 
before,  for  she  was  properly  cared  for  when  you  received  her  at  Iowa  City. 
But  tlie  point  is  this:  Ought  not  your  company  to  have  transferred  feed 
and  bedding?  And  accident  and  loss  having  occurred  from  neglect  to  so 
transfer,  is  not  your  company  responsible  for  such  loss?  You  say  you 
"delivered  the  cow  to  the  agents  of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway." 
No  doubt  of  that;  but  if  I  ship  stock  to  you  do  I  not  also  deliver  such  stock 
to  the  agent  of  the  road  at  the  place  from  whi»jh  such  shipment  is  made? 
But  does  the  fact  of  my  delivering  the  stock  to  the  agent  of  the  road  exempt 
me  from  responsibility,  if  loss  and  daniiige  occur  through  my  neglect  to 
supply  the  animal  with  food  and  bedding?  And  it  seems  to  me  that  your 
comuanv,  being  properly  furnished  with  things  necessary  for  the  comfort 
and  nealih  of  the  animal,  are  equally  responsible  as  the  first  party  would 
be.    Please  answer.

But  it  se«^ms  best  that  I  place  this  matter  in  the  hands 
of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  where,  no  doubt,  justice  may  be  reached 
without  further  parley.

Mr.  Wales,  I  believe  to  be  an  upright  man.  He  tells  me  that  the  heifer 
was  abundantly  supplied  with  feed  and  bedding,  and  shipped  in  pood  condi- 
tion ;  says  he  shipped  one  to  Michigan  at  the  same  time,  and  more  forward 
with  calf  than  "  Alsie,"  and  she  went  through  all  right.    In  regard  to  the 
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value  of  the  calf,  Mr.  Wales  says  that  a  calf  of  the  pedigree  of  the  one  lost 
is  worth  S175,  at  six  weeks  old;  and  reference  to  any  reliable  breeder  of 
Holstein  cattle  would,  I  think,  confirm  his  statement.    Another  item,  about 
which  1  Baid  nothing  to  the  railway  company,  was  the  loss  of  three  inches 
ot  the  heifer's  tail  by  freezing.    There  being  no  bedding  in  the  car,  her  tail 
became  wet  in  her  litter  at  time  of  giving  birth  to  her  calf,  and  the  bush 
was  found  frozen  when  I  took  her  from  the  car.    I  hoped  to  save  it,  but  in 
May  the  end  came  off.    This  may  seem  a  small  matter,  but  any  stockman 
would  tell  you  that  a  stub  tail  would  damage  her  for  the  show  ring,  for 
which  she  is  otherwise  well  adapted.    Knowing  that  this  matter  wfll  re- 
ceive your  careful  consideration  I  will  add  nothing  further.    Further  infor- 
mation will  be  cheerfully  given,  or  questions  answered  if  desired.

My  Dear  Sir— I  arrived  home  from  the  east  last  evening,  and  then 
learned  through  my  son  that  he  had  just  received  your  letter  of  22d  inst., 
with  the  sad  news  of  the  loss  of  the  calf  and  the  illness  of  the  heifer.  He 
had  previously  received  yours  of  the  day  before,  enclosing  draft  for  8305.80. 
The  heifer  was  placed  in  the  car  by  my  son,  and  properly  fastened,  and  with 
plenty  of  bedding  and  hay ;  in  fact  there  was  so  much  brought  by  my  team 
that  i  understand  there  was  a  question  of  taking  some  back,  but  it  was  all 
left,  enough  for  three  head,  the  men  say.  The  run  from  here  to  Cedar  liap- 
ids  is  only  tliirty-two  miles,  and  the  train  left  at  2:15,  so  it  must  have 
reached  there  before  night,  and  the  heifer  should  have  been  delivered  to  the 
Northwestern  at  once,  which  probably  was  the  case.  Of  course  I  cannot 
say,  but  I  judge  that  the  fault  was  with  the  Northwestern  road,  who  should 
have  forwarded  the  stock  by  first  train,  and  probably  neglected  to  do  so, 
hence  the  delay  you  mention.  I  shall  be  glad  to  assist  you  in  all  possible 
ways  to  recover  damages ;  and  if  I  can  do  you  any  real  service  in  the  mat- 
ter, will  go  to  Cedar  Rapids  at  any  time  you  may  name.  \Yhile  I  was  away 
my  son  sent  a  heifer,  more  forward  if  anything  than  yours,  to  Michigan, 
and  no  harm  came  of  the  journey  I  hope  you  will  inform  me  how  the 
heifer  gets  on.  I  am  inclined  to  think  she  will  come  out  all  right,  and  the 
only  loss  will  be  that  of  the  calf.  If  you  wish  to  replace  it  I  will  let  you 
have  one  at  reduced  price,  on  account  of  your  loss.

To  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Iowa : 

Gentlemen— I  have  received  yours  of  September  6,  stating  complaint  of 
H.  H-  Withington,  of  Toledo,  Iowa,  I  have  caused  a  careful  examination  to 
be  made  of  the  matters  stated  in  the  complaint,  and  find  the  facts  to  be  as 
follows:  On  the  20th  day  of  March,  1882,  a  cow  was  delivered  to  the  Bur- 
lington, Cedar  liapids  &  Northern  Kailway  at  Iowa  City  by  T.  B.  Wales,  Jr., 
consigned  to  II.  H.  Wilhington,  Toledo,  loVa.  The  cow  reached  Cedar  Rap- 
ids and  wasdelivered  to  this  company  March  21st  at  about  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning  by  the  transfer  company  at  that  place.  She  then  appeared  to  be 
sick,  and  was  very  poor.    The  agent  of  the  transfer  company  placed  her  in  a  i 

car  and  tied  her  there.  That  car  left  for  Toledo  at  1 :05  P.  m.  on  the  same 
day,  and  arrived  at  Toledo  the  same  night.  During  the  trip  the  cow  gave 
birth  to  a  calf,  which  was  found  dead  in  the  car.  lio  bedding  was  put  in  the 
car  for  the  cow,  as  none  was  provided  for  her  use.  The  cow  was  taken 
away  precisely  as  she  was  delivered  to  this  company  by  the  transfer  com- 
pany. No  notice  was  given  to  this  company  that  the  cow  might  l»e  expected 
to  calve  on  the  route,  nor  was  any  suggestion  made  that  any  extra  care 
should  be  taken  of  her.  on  that  account.  It  is  evident  that  the  cow  would 
have  come  through  properly  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  fact  of  the  calf  s  be- 
ing born  that  nignt  in  the  car,  concerning  a  prospect  of  which  nothing  was 
said  to  this  company.  I  submib  that  it  cannot  be  reasonably  required  of 
this  company  to  take  notice  of  the  condition  of  all  the  animals  delivered  to 
it  by  the  transfer  company  and  provide  extra  accommodations  for  such  ani- 
mals as  might  be  expected  to  need  them,  since  indeed  no'  notice  was  given 
this  company  of  the  condition  of  the  animal,  nor  could  this  company  be  re- 
quired to  furnish  bedding  for  animals  shipped  in  its  cars  without  its  being 
contracted  for  by  the  p.irties  shipping  the  animals.  Second:  A  release  was 
executed  by  Mr.  Wales,  the  shipper,  releasinjj  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Kapids 
&  Northern  railway  company  and  all  other  lines  over  which  the  cow  might 
pass  from  all  damaeres  to  her  not  caused  by  a  collision  of  the  train.  No  con- 
tract was  made  with  this  company  for  the  transportation  of  a  calf,  or  for 
any  care  to  be  taken  of  a  calf.  The  company  transported  the  cow,  as  was 
its  duty  to  do,  and  no  serious  damage  seems  to  have  been  done,  and  none 
at  all  by  the  fault  of  this  company.  I  submit  that  the  shipper  of  an  animal 
in  the  condition  in  which  this  cow  was  should  have  taken  precautions  to 
have  provided  proper  bedding,  and  have  notified  the  company  of  the  ex- 
tra care  that  might  be  required  for  the  animal.  Of  course  this  company 
does  not  keep  quantities  of  bedding  on  hand,  nor  is  it  required  by  law  or 
custom  to  furnish  bedding  for  animals  transported  in  its  cars.  This  is  the 
duty  of  the  shipper.

Was  it  his  duty  to  have  sent  a  man  along  to 
take  care  of  the  cow,  or  was  it  his  duty  to  notify  the  company  of  the  extra 
care  that  might  be  required  for  the  animal  ? 

Please  state  the  charges  for  the  transportation  of  this  animal  as  compared 
with  the  ordinary  charge  for  shipping  cattle.

Iowa: 

Gentlemen— The  letter  of  your  Secretary,  of  the  19th,  is  received.  Of 
course  I  do  not  know  anythlngof  the  circumstances  under  which  the  heifer 
was  placed  in  the  car  of  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  Co.  I  only  know  that  the 
heifer  was  brought  and  tied  in  our  car  by  the  transfer  company,  and  that  no 
bedding  was  placed  there.  The  transfer  company  is  the  same  to  us  hs  any 
other  shipper.  That  company  is  not  connected  in  any  way  with  this  com- 
pany, but  IS  employed  sometimes  in  taking  freight  from  the  cars  of  this 
company  to  the  cars  of  others,  and  is  employed  by  other  companies  in 
bringing  freight  to  us.  In  this  latter  capacity  it  is  not  our  agent  at  all. 
You  ask  if  Mr.  Wales  was  in  fault.  I  answer  that  in  my  opinion  that  either 
Mr.  Wales  or  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  Co.  was  in  fault.  Undoubtedly,  as  a 
prudent  man,  it  was  the  duty  of  Mr.  Wales  in  shipping  the  cow  just  ready 
to  calve,  to  take  such  measures  as  would  secure  bedding  for  the  cow,  nnd 

E roper  care.  If  he  shipped  the  cow  on  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  Co.,  without 
aving  made  any  provision  for  the  bedding  of  the  cow  being  transferred,  or 
without  sending  a  man  to  look  after  it,  shipping  the  cow  just  as  Qther  ani- 
mals are  shipped,  the  universal  custom  being  not  to  furnish  bedding,  then 
he  was  guilty  of  the  want  of  proper  care,  and  the  fault  in  his.  If  he  con- 
tracted with  the  B..  C.  R.  &  N.  R*y  Co.,  stating  the  condition  of  the  cow  to 
them,  to  furnish  or  to  transfer  beading,  then  it  was  the  duty  of  the  B.,  C.  R. 
ft  N.  R'y  Co.  to  see  that  the  bedding  was  transferred  precisely  as  it  was  its 
duty  to  see  that  the  cow  was  transferred  itself.  I  repeat  that  it  cannot  be 
the  duty  of  this  company,  in  my  opinion,  to  have  known  that  that  cow 
would  have  required  bedding,  and  to  have  had  bedding  in  readiness  and  in 
the  car  when  the  cow  was  shipped,  or  to  have  provided  bedding  without  com- 
pensation, and  without  being  notified  to  do  so,  and  without  being  at  all  noti- 
fied that  it  would  be  necessary.  I  do  not  think  that  your  Board  will  require 
us  to  have  stacks  of  bedding  in  readiness  at  every  point  wliere  we  ship  cat- 
tle, and  experts  to  determine  in  what  cases  sucli  bedding  is  necessary; 
while  I  think  it  would  be  a  proper  rule  to  require  us  to  take  extra  care  of 
an  animal  in  the  condition  of  this  one,  where  we  had  been  notifierl  that  such 
care  would  be  necessary,  and  the  proper  bedding  had  been  provided  or  con- 
tracted for  by  the  shipper.

P.  S. — As  to  rates,  we  have,  and  I  believe  all  railroads  have,  a  uniform 
custom  of  charging  more  for  the  transportation  of  an  animal  when  shii)ped 
alone  in  a  car  than  for  a  car  load.    Our  rule  is  to  estimate  the  weight  of  a 
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8inj?le  head  at  2,000  lbs.  weiprht,  or  a  single  horse  at  2,600  lbs.  The  chanires 
of  tills  company  on  this  cow  were  $5.80  from  Cedar  Rapids  to  Toledo.  We 
paid  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  Co.  $6.05,  their  charges.  /

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

H.  H.  Withington  resides  in  Tama  county,  Iowa,  About  the  15th  of 
March,  1882,  he  bought  a  thoroughbred  Holstein  heifer  from  Thomas  B. 
Wales,  of  Iowa  City.  The  heifer  was  shipped  at  2:15  p.m.  on  March  20th  at 
Iowa  City,  via  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  and  Chi- 
cago &,  Northwestern  Railway  to  Tama  City.  She  reached  Cedar  Rapids  on 
the  20th,  and  was  delivered  by  a  transfer  company  to  the  Chicago  &  North- 
western at  10  A.  m.  March  21st,  and  reached  Tama  City  at  9  p.  m.  of  the  same 
day.  The  heifer  was  due  to  calve  in  April.  R.  C.  Richards,  of  the  Chicago 
&  Northwestern,  says  she  was  in  poor  condition  and  apparently  sick  when 
received  from  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern.  When  the  car 
was  opened  on  the  morning  of  the  22d  at  Tama  City  a  calf  was  found  with 
the  heifer,  dead  and  f roxen.  Mr.  Withington  complains  that  the  heifer  suf- 
fered because  food  and  bedding  were  not  transferred  from  the  Burlington, 
Cedar  Rjlpids  &  Northern  car  to  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  car.  When 
it  wtis  cold  enough  to  freeze  a  calf  bedding  was  undoubtedly  necessary,  but 
the  transfer  company  could  not  be  expected  to  move  that  which  had  been 
under  the  heifer  in  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  cars,  and  no 
bundles  were  shipped  with  her  for  that  purpose.  The  Chicago  &  Nortwest^ 
em  Company  had  no  notice  of  the  condition  of  the  animal  that  would  have 
suggested  extra  care,  nor  does  it  appear  from  the  correspondence  that  the 
train  men  of  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  had  notification  of 
her  liability  to  need  special  attention.  The  heifer  would  not  have  suffered 
for  want  of  food  from  Cedar  Rapids  to  Tama  City. 

The  trip  from  Iowa  City  to  Tama  City  was  made  reasonably  fast^  and  we 
fail  to  find  negligence  on  the  part  of  either  company.  The  heifer  required 
expert  personal  attention  during  the  journey,  and  if  Mr.  Withington  was 
not  aware  of  the  time  of  pregnancy  of  the  heifer,  Mr.  Wales  risked  her  life 
in  shipping  her  under  such  circumstances.  Correspondence  shows  that 
cows  have  been  shipped  safely  alone  in  similar  condition,  but  it  is  well  es- 
tablished among  stockmen  that  excitement,  such  as  transportation  by  rail 
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^ill  often  cause  mishaps.  The  Board,  therefore,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Diligence  of  the  shipper  was  the  cause  of  the  loss,  and  the  railway  compa- 
nies are  not  liable  for  damages.

Gbntlkmen — A  copy  of  your  decision  on  my  claim  for  damages  of  C.  & 
N.  W.  and  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R*y  Cos.  is  recpived.  I  thank  you  for  your  careful 
and  candid  investigation  or  the  case,  and  I  suppose  your  conclusions  are 
correct,  but  it  turns  out  different  from  what  I  expected.  I  had  no  doubt 
at  the  start  but  the  railway  companies  were  responsible  for  the  damages, 
but  it  appears  from  the  facts  gathered  by  your  honorable  Board  that  the 
shipper,  Mr.  Wales,  was  at  fault.  I  shall  send  him  a  copy  of  yonr  decision, 
and  if  he  is  as  ready  to  do  justice  as  he  would  be  to  receive  justice,  he  will 
make  it  satisfactory.    Indeed,  it  would  be  for  his  interest  to  do  so.

DsAB  Sir— Your  letter  of  August  26th  was  duly  received  and  contents 
noted.  The  Railroad  Commissioners  understand  you  to  ask  them  if  there 
is  any  power  in  the  Ck)mmission  or  the  law  to  compel  the  Wabash,  St. 
Louis  &,  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  lay  a  side-track  from  their  road  to 
your  coal  mine.  They  think  there  is  not,  unless  through  your  agreement 
with  their  predecessors,  the  Missouri,  Iowa  &  Nebraska  Railway  Company. 
If  you  will  send  them  a  copy  of  this  contract  (which  they  suppose  to  be  in 
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writing),  they  will  examine  it,  and  if  there  is  any  remedy  will  communicate 
witli  the  officers  of  the  railway. 

The  Board  judges  that  you  would  hardly  invest  eight  thousand  dollars 
in  the  shaft  and  fixtures  of  a  coal  mine  dependent  for  its  successful  operar 
tion  upon  railway  facilities,  without  a  written  contract  in  which  your 
agreements  were  fully  set  forth. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  general  railroad  law  any  company  can  build 
a  railroad  where  it  chooses  by  complying  with  certain  conditions.  After  it 
is  built  it  i^  subject. to  State  regulation,  but  the  Commissioners  know  of  no 
power  in  the  State  to  compel  a  company  to  build  a  road  or  a  siding  to  a  coal 
mine. 

They  understand  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  company  to  operate  all  roads 
they  have  built.

Dear  Sir— We  wish  to  know  if  the  rates  of  freight  on  lumber  by  the  car 
load  as  established  and  charged  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  R.  B. 
Co.  from  Mississippi  points,  namely :  Keokuk,  Montrose  and  Ft.  Madison, 
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^est,  are  approved  and  sanctioned  by  the  Railroad  ComraissioneiiB  of  Iowa. 
The  rate  from  Keokuk  to  Burlington  is  7J^  cents  per  100  pounds,  Montrose 
to  Burlington  ei%  cents,  Ft.  Madison  to  Burlington  53^  cents.    The  rate  of 
freight  on  lumber  from  Burlington  to  Chariton,  Iowa,  180  miles,  is  \2%  cents 
per  100  pounds;  from  Keokuk  to  Chariton  V2%  cents,  Montrose  to  Chariton 
12^  cents,  and  Ft.  Madison  the  same,  the  railroad  company  shipping  the 
lumber  up  and  through  Burlington  to  these  points  without  any  additional 
charge.    This  is  the  case  to  all  points  west,  as  far  as  the  Missouri  River, 
l^ow,  we  believe  this  to  be  an  unfair  and  unjust  discrimination  against 
^Burlington  and  our  interests.    The  citizens  of  Burlington  and  Des  Moines 
county  have  made  large  donations  and  investments  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  said  railroad,  for  which  we  are  now  paying  heavy  taxes,  hoping 
thereby  to  secure  some  advantages  on  account  of  geographical  position,  buc 
all  such  advantages  are  taken  away  by  the  action  of  tne  railroad  company, 
and  given  to  such  Hmall  villai^es  as  Montrose,  which  has  contributed  nothing 
for  their  construction,  and  is  entirely  free  from  local  taxation.    If  such 
practices  are  to  obtain  in  Iowa,  and  are  approved  and  sanctioned  by  the 
Railroad  Commissioners,  we  may  as  well  abandon  our  real  estate  in 'Bur- 
lington and  remove  our  lumber  and  business  to  Montrose,  where  we  can 
live  cheaper  and  avoid  a  heavy  corporation  tax.    If  the  railroad  company 
can  haul  from  Montrose  to  Chariton  {or  12^  cents  per  100  pounds  at  a  profit, 
they  can  haul  from  Burlington  to  Chariton  for  less  than  \2%  cents,  Mont- 
rose being  32  miles  below  Burlin^on.    We  ask  for  a  fair  show  for  business, 
on  account  of  geographical  position,  and  must  have  it

Iowa: 

Dear  Sir— I  have  before  me  your  favor  of  19th  inst.,  transmitting  com- 
plaint of  Wm.  Homer,  Secretary  of  the  Rand  Lumber  Co.,  alleging  discrimin- 
ation against  Burlington  in  the  fact  (which  we  admit)  that  our  rates  on 
lumber  to  points  on  our  road  in  Iowa  are  the  same  from  Montrose,  Keokuk 
ahd  Ft.  Madison  as  from  Burlington,  although  the  distance  is  greater.  In 
the  coui-se  of  my  experience  I  have  not  always  found  it  easy  to  reconcile 
the  views  of  the  carrier  with  those  of  the  shipper,  but  this  is  the  first  in- 
stance I  have  encountered  in  which  a  shipper  complains  that  others  are 
treated  as  toell  as  he  is.  It  is  easy  to  conceive  the  feeling  which  may  actuate 
a  complainant  when  he  imagines  that  others  have  loioer  rates  than  he  for 
the  same  service,  but  it  is  not  so  easy  to  imagine  a  business  man  who  actu- 
ally appeals  to  your  Board  to  protect  him  in  a  monopoly  which  he  fancies 
should  be  his  by  reason  of  his  geographical  location.  While  it  is  almost 
unnecessary,  perhaps,  to  make  serious  answer  to  so  absurd  a  complaint,  it 
may  be  well  perhaps  to  point  out  to  what  Mr.  Horner's  theory  of  a  tariff, 
based  wholly  on  distance,  regardless  of  other  conditions,  would  lead  us.  All 
the  lumber  sold  at  Iowa  river  towns  comes  down  the  Mississippi  from  the 
north,  and  the  further  it  is  rafted  the  greater  is  the  expense  of  that  rafting. 

By  agreement  between  all  roads  interested  the  rates  from  all  the  river 
lumber  markets  to  the  Missouri  river  and  beyond,  are  based  on  the  cost  of 
the  lumber  rather  than  on  the  distance;  that  is  to  s<ay,  the  rate  from  l^ir- 
lington  to  Council  Bluffs  is  less  than  the  rate  from  Clinton  to  Council  Bluffs, 
though  the  distance  from  Burlington  is  greater,  because  it  costs  more  to  get 
Inmlx^r  from  the  stump  to  Burlington  than  to  Clinton.  Now  were  the 
rates  based  on  distance  it  would  be  seen  that  the  lower  river  points,  Musca- 
tine, Burlington,  Keokuk,  etc.,  could  by  no  possibility  share  in  the  traffic  in 
competition  with  Clinton,  since  the  former  would  pay  higher  rates  on  the 
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logs  in  the  first  instance,  and  higher  rail  rates  for  the  lumber  when  shipped. 
Consequently  it  follows  that  were  Mr.  Horner's  doctrine  applied  strictly,  he 
might  possLblv  be  the  gainer  in  the  territory  immediately  adjacent  to  his 
own  city,  but  he  would  be  completely  shut  out  elsewhere.  It  does  not  seem 
to  me  that  the  practice  of  making  uniform  rates  from  all  the  river  towns 
needs  any  defense  before  your  Board.  To  adopt  any  other  course  Would  be 
to  close  up  the  line  of  our  road  to  all  markets  except  Burlington, and  create 
a  monopoly  in  favor  of  that  city.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  cost 
of  getting  lumber  to  these  lower  river  towns  is  greater  than  to  Burlington, 
and  strictly  speaking  they  should  perhaps  have  even  a  lower  rate.  We  have 
however  thought  it  just  and  reasonable  to  allow  these  lower  towns  to  com- 
pete with  Burlington  at  even  rates,  and  have  ourselves  shouldered  the  mis- 
fortune of  the  extra  haul  in  the  effort  not  to  discriminate  against  the  lumber 
interests  below  Burlington.  That  in  doing  this  we  should  encounter  a  com- 
plaint from  Burlington  is  unexpected.  Tlie  president  of  the  Rand  Lumber 
Company  personally  stated  to  me  not  long  since  that  he  thought  the  rates 
from  KeoKuk  to  the  Missouri  river  should  be  less  than  from  Burlington. 
Possibly  it  would  be  well  for  Mr.  Horner  to  argue  this  subject  with 
Jiis  president.  Distance  cannot  in  all  cases  be  made  the  governing  fac- 
tor in  the  making  of  rates ;  to  adopt  it  as  such  would  be  to  crush  out  many 
thriving  towns  and  industries  and  in  many  instances  create  offensive  mon- 
opolies, and  should  we  pursue  such  a  policy  your  Honorable  Board  would 
be  inundated  with  complaints.  Even  Mr.  Horner  would  not,  I  think,  be 
satisfied  with  the  strict  application  of  his  own  rule.  I  should  be  pleased  to 
learn  the  opinion  of  the  Board  in  this  case,  since  should  we  be  adiudged  to 
be  in  the  wrong  it  would  work  a  radical  change  in  the  policy  and  rates  of 
our  road,  and  probably  of  others  in  your  State.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONEBS. 

This  is  a  case  in  which  Wm.  Horner,  secretary  of  the  Rand  Lumber  Com- 
pany, of  Burlington,  Iowa,  complains  that  the  rate— twelve  and  one-half 
cents  per  cwt.— on  lumber  from  Keokuk,  Montrose  and  Ft.  Madison  to  Char- 
iton, Iowa,  is  the  same  as  the  rate  from  Burlington  to  Chariton,  and  that  the 
same  rate  is  charged  all  points  west  as  far  as  the  Missouri  river  from  the 
above  mentioned  points.  He  also  complains  that  if  the  company  can  haul 
for  twelve  and  one-half  cents  per  cwt.  from  Keokuk  to  Chariton,  it  can  haul 
from  Burlington  for  less,  and  to  refuse  to  do  so  will  deny  to  Burlington 
lumber  men  any  advantage  on  account  of  location  and  geographical  position. 
By  agreement  between  all  roads  interested  the  rates  from  all  the  river  lum- 
ber markets  to  the  Missouri  jriver  and  beyond  are  based  on  the  cost  of  the 
lumber  rather  than  on  the  distance;  that  is  to  say,  the  rate  from  Burlington 
to  Council  Bluffs  is  less  than  the  rate  from  Clinton  to  Council  Bluffs.  The 
Mississippi  river  is  the  furnishing  point  for  all  initial  Iowa  lumber  mana- 
facturing  markets.  It  costs  more  to  raft  logs  to  Keokuk  than  to  points  far- 
ther up  the  river.  If  less  freight  to  points  west  were  not  charged  by  the  rail- 
roads from  southern  than  northern  markets  the  most  northerly  market  on 
the  river  would  do  all  the  business  at  points  that  it  could  reach  by  railroad. 
The  principle  Mr.  Horner  asks  to  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  Burlington  as 
against  points  farther  south  would  ruin  the  lumber  business  of  that  town 
where  it  came  into  competition  with  points  farther  north.    The  railroad 
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companies  encourage  manufacturing  on  their  lines  in  Iowa  by  rates  that  en- 
able competition  with  points  in  States  farther  east,  and  in  this  instance 
have  arranged  amicable  rates  that  enable  lumbermen  all  along  the  Missis- 
sippi river  front  to  compete  with  one  another,  the  railroad  companies  taking 
into  consideration  the  cost  of  logs  and  encouragement  necessary. .  To  change 
this  would  stop  most  of  the  southern  lumber  markets  on  the  river,  and  with 
regard  to  manufactures  in  the  interior  of  the  State  the  same  result  would 
follow.  The  present  arrangement  respecting  lumber  enables  all  to  do  busi- 
ness while  the  compensation  to  the  railroads  varies.  To  a  great  extent  a 
railroad  company  must  protect  the  business  on  its  lines  in  competition  with 
like  business  conducted  on  rival  lines  under  more  favorable  circumstances, 
or  it  loses  that  particular  business.  The  Kailroad  Commission  do  not  think 
it  is  their  duty  to  so  interfere  as  to  destroy  business  so  helped  by  a  railroad 
company  at  its  own  expense  for  the  purpose  of  adding  that  business  to  an- 
other locality. 

The  Commissioners  understand  Mr.  Homer's  complaint  to  be  based  upon 
the  idea  that  a  j^ro  rata  rate  per  mile  should  govern  the  Chicago,  Burling- 
ton &  Quincy  Company  in  arranging  their  tariffs  on  lumber  from  the  Missis- 
sippi river  to  points  west.  If  this  rule  should  govern  in  the  shipment  of  lum- 
ber it  should  also  in  aU  other  freight,  and  yet,  outside  of  wool,  butter,  and 
possibly  some  other  condensed  forms  of  agricultural  productions,  there  is 
nothing  from  the  soil  of  Iowa  that  under  a  pro  rata  rate  would  bear  trans- 
portation to  the  Atlantic  cities.  The  principle  underlying  Mr.  Horner's 
complaint,  the  Commissioners  think,  would  be  fatal  to  almost  every  Iowa  in- 
terest, and  if  they  are  correct  in  their  information,  few  interests  would  suf- 
fer more  than  the  lumber  manufacturers.  -The  rate  from  Burlington  west 
is  not  understood  to  be  oppressive  or  unreasonable,  and  until  it  is  so  claimed 
the  Board  do  not  feel  that  it  is  their  duty  to  disturb  it,  even  if  other  points 
less  favorably  located  receive  the  same.

And  your  petitioners  saj  that  they  are  informed  and  believe  that  the 
aforesaid  articles  of  association  are  to  the  effect  that  the  members  of  said 
association  bind  themselves  under  penalties  to  ship  all  the  grain  and  other 
))roduct8  purchased  by  them  to  some  eastern  market  by  way  of  Chicago,  over 
the  said  railroad  company's  road,  and  that  said  railroad  company  binds  itself 
to  give  the  members  of  said  association  advantages  and  facilities  for  shipping 
the  commodities  purchased  by  them,  over  other  shippers  of  like  commodi- 
ties, and  to  give  such  members  concessions  of  rates,  drawbacks  or  contracts 
for  special  rates  not  given  or  allowed  to  other  shippers. 

We,  therefore,  pray  that  you  will  without  delay  investigate  the  matter 
and  apply  such  remedy  and  relief  in  the  premises  as  may  be  within  your 
power  under  Chapter  77  of  the  Acts  of  the  Seventeenth  General  assembly  of 
the  State  of  Iowa.

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Similar  complaints  were  about  the  same  date  filed  by  the  township  trus- 
tees of  Grant  township,  Montgomery  county,  and  also  by  John  Hatswell,  of 
Red  Oak,  against  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Company. 

These  cases  being  the  same  in  all  their  facts  the  determination  of  the  one 
case  substantially  disposes  of  all  of  them. 

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONEBS. 

This  is  a  case  in  which  the  trustees  of  Red  Oak  township,  Montgomery 
county,  complain  that  there  is  an  unlawful  combination  existing  between 
grain-buyers  at  different  i*ailroad  stations  in  Montgomery  county  and  the 
Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Company ;  that  there  is  an  associa- 
tion of  grain-buyers  bound  together  for  mutual  benefit  by  articles  of  asso- 
ciation, containing  pledges,  promises  and  penalties;  that  said  association 
bind  themselves  under  penalties  to  ship  all  grain  and  other  produce  to 
eastern  markets  over  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R. ;  that  said  company  binds  itself 
to  give  the  members  of  said  combination  better  facilities  for  shipping  than 
persons  outside  of  the  combination ;  and  further,  it  binds  itself  to  give  the 
members  of  said  combination  concessions  in  rates  not  given  to  persons  out- 
side of  said  combination  for  like  commodities  under  "like  conditions  and 
circumstances." 

The  Board  notified  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R  R.  Co.  of  these  complaints,  and  by 
correspondence  and  intercourse  with  its  officers  became  possessed  of  all  the 
facts  in  the  case  from  both  sides.  The  question  raised  comes  under  section 
11,  of  the  acts  of  the  Seventeenth  General  Assembly,  for  the  establishment 
of  a  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  which  is  as  follows:  ''  No  railroad 
'* corporation  shall  charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  person,  company  oi' 
••corporation,  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property,  or  for  any  other 

service,  a  greater  sum  than  it  shall  at  the  same  time  charge,  demand  or 

receive  from  any  other  person,  company  or  corporation  for  a  like  service 
**  from  the  same  place,  or  upon  like  conditions  or  circumstances ;  and  all 
^concessions  of  rates,  drawbacks,  and  contracts  for  special  rates,  shall  be 
"open  to  and  allowed  to  all  persons,  companies  and  corporations  alike,  at 
*"  the  same  rate  per  ton  per  mile  by  the  car-load,  upon  like  conditions  and  under 
•*  similar  circumstances."  *  *  *  Mr.  T.  J.  Potter,  General  Manager  of 
the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.,  says  that  the  charge  that  a  rate  is  given  to  this  associa- 
tion that  would  be  denied  under  similar  circumstances  to  others,  is  not  cor- 
rect _ 

This  case  raises  the  fair  construction  of  the  statute  quoted.  A  tech- 
nical construction  would  render  it  useless,  as  fai*  as  preventing  discrimina- 
tion is  concerned,  because  circumstances  are  never  quite  the  same  with 
regard  to  shipments.  An  association  may  be  able  to  offer  more  goods  than 
an  individual  of  a  given  product  of  a  special  industry,  and  no  good  reasons 
exist  for  getting  a  lower  rate  than  should  be  given  to  the  individual  who 
can  offer  the  carrier  less  goods  of  the  same  product,  in  the  same  line  of 
business.    The  association  may  own  elevators  that  have  cost  considerable 
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capital  to  build,  and  railroads  require  elevators,  but  that  is  not  a  good  reason 
why  an  individual  who  does  not  own  an  elevator  should  pay  more  for  trans- 
portation if  he  loads  without  delay.  There  are  about  one  thousand  stations 
in  the  State.  To  each  of  these  trains  go  daily  to  gather  together  the  cars 
loaded  for  market.  The  shippers  send,  as  it  happens,  one  or  more  cars  daUy. 
Provision  is  made  by  all  companies  to  take  all  the  cars  offered.  The  theory 
of  the  law  is  that  it  should  cost  about  the  same  for  like  distances  on  all 
roads,  giving  to  parallel  roads  about  what  produce  grows,  or  is  prepared  for 
market,  on  tributary  territory.  The  railroad  manager  knows  about  what 
locomotive  power  will  be  required  at  any  season  to  do  the  work  of  carrying. 
The  capacity  of  all  the  roads  to  move  freight  is  equal  to  the  requirement 
for  it.  From  the  standpoint  of  the  carrier's  interest,  it  is  needless  to  make 
a  rate  less^  than  what  is  fair  and  reasonable.  From  the  shipper's  standpoint, 
the  rate  should  not  be  more  than  fair  and  reasonable.  When  such  arrange- 
ments exist  for  moving  the  crops  to  market,  to  give  rebates  to  any  individual 
gives  him  an  advantage  over  other  shippers  that  he  has  no  right  to.  When 
rebates  are  given  to  an  association  of  shippers  that  are  denied  to  an  indi- 
vidual it  puts  him  at  a  disadvantage  in  purchasing  and  tends  to  encourage- 
ment of  monopolies,  resulting  in  neighborhood  dissatisfaction.  *'  Like  con- 
ditions and  circumstances "  seems  to  us  to  be  applicable  to  all  shipments 
made  in  the  usual  course  of  business  arising  as  above  described,  where  a 
shipper  loading  from  an  elevator  or  on  the  side  track  should  expect  the 
same  rates.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  a  farmer  or  merchant  should  not 
get  the  same  rate  as  an  elevator  man  gets,  provided  he  loads  substantially 
in  the  same  time.  Grain  is  nearly  all  sent  to  market  through  elevators, 
and  the  investment  in  elevators  has  sufficient  advantage  over  side  track 
foadei-s  without  rebates.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  law  requiring  like 
rates  under  like  conditions  and  circumstances  justifies  distinctions  between 
owners  of  elevators  and  other  shippers. 

In  this  case  we  recommend  that  like  charges  be  made,  where  not  less  than 
full  car  load  lots  are  offered  at  the  same  station,  and  if  any  concessions  or 
drawbacks  be  given  they  should  be  open  to  all  shippers  offering  freight  of 
the  same  kind,  in  the  same  class,  in  the  same  line  of  business.

Mr.  Jamison  complains  that  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Pacific  Railroad 
Company  built  their  rocid  last  spring,  but  have  failed  to  put  in  either  cattle 
guards  or  crossings. 
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A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  John  Sully,  superintendent  of  construc- 
tion, who  referred  it  to  S.  C.  Cook,  president.  Mr.  Cook  replied  that  the  mat- 
ter complained  of  was  on  the  line  of  the  Central  Iowa  Bailway,  and  writes 
that  he  "presumes  they  are  fully  competent  to  attend  to  them."  Mr.  Pickering, 
superintendent  and  treasurer  of  the  Central  Iowa  Bailway,  was  then,  De- 
cember 7th,  written  to,  who  replied  at  once  that  owing  to  the  failure  of  the 
<;ontractors  who  had  this  line  in  charge  to  complete  their  work,  his  com- 
pany had  been  obliged  to  assume  the  same.  That  he  had  ordered  material 
for  cattle  guards,  etc.,  on  the  ground  and  would  put  them  in  at  the  earliest 
possible  day. 

G.  B.  Nelson,  S.  C.  McCune,  William  Burnside,  Henry  Steddon,  and  C.  M. 
Chick,  sent  the  Board,  October  5,  a  complaint  of  the  same  purport  as  the 
above,  which  was  referred  to  same  parties  with  the  same  result.

John  N".  Hill,  of  Fort  Dodge,  writes  to  the  Board  stating  that  the  Minne- 
apolis &  St.  Louis  Bailway  Company  charges  four  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
more  on  lumber  from  Minneapolis  to  Badger,  than  it  charges  to  Fort  Dodge, 
nine  miles  greater  distance. 

C.  H.  Hudson,  general  manager  of  the  M  &  St.  L.  B*y,  says :  That  the  reg- 
ular tariff  schedules  to  Fort  Dodge  and  Badger  are  fourteen  cents  a  hundred 
pounds  on  lumber;  that  owing  to  a  cut  rate  made  by  the  Illinois  Central  Bail- 
road  Company  at  Fort  Dodge,  a  reduction  of  four  cents  a  hundred  pounds 
on  lumber  was  made  to  that  point.  Mr.  Hudson  says  further :  That  the  car- 
riage of  grain*  and  lumber  from  these  stations  to  points  in  Minnesota  is 
clearly  inter-state;  citing  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa,  in  the 
case  of  John  A,  Carton  &  Co,  v,  Illinois  Central  R,  R,  Co,,  and  decisons  of 
this  Board  to  the  same  effect ;  D.  Armstrong  &  Co,  v.  Illinois  Central  R,  R. 
Co^  report  of  1879,  p.  15 ;  McClintock  v.  C„  M.  <&  St,  P,  Ry  Co,,  and  B,,  C,  R, 
it  N.  Ry  Co,,  report  of  1879,  pp.  17, 18 ;  Crandall  &  Eyer  v.  III,  Cent,  R,  R,  Co., 
report  1881,  p  132. 

The  question  of  jurisdiction  raised  by  Mr.  Hudson  is  well  taken,  and  when 
raised  in  cases  of  this  kind  precludes  the  Board  from  recommending.  We 
cannot  insist  on  redress  for  shippers  from  Badger,  while  we  are  clear  that 
rates  should  be  at  least  as  low  for  the  shorter  as  the  longer  haul,  unless 
reasons  for  exemptions  exist. 

If  the  rate  made  by  the  Illinois  Central  B.  B.  Co.,'at  Fort  Dodge,  compels 
equally  as  low  rates  to  be  made  at  that  point  by  the  M.  &  St.  L.  B'y  Co.,  and 
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as  Mr.  Hudson  states,  the  rates  of  the  M.  &  St.  L.  R'y  to  Badger  are  less  now 
than  the  tariff  schedules  of  1874,  presumeably  reasonable,  then^  in  order  that 
the  merchants  and  producers  in  the  vicinity  of  Badger  may  profitably  and 
conveniently  transact  business  at  home,  the  rate  there  should  sympathize  with 
the  cut  rate  at  Fort  Dodge,  as  recommended  by  the  Commissioners,  in  thd 
case  of  B.  LighihcUl  v.  niinoU  Central  Railroad  Co.

Complainants  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact  that  the  Des 
Moines  &  Fort  Dodge  Railroad  Company  refuse  to  stop  their  trains  at  the 
crossing  of  that  road  with  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific  Railway  near 
Waukee  to  let  off  and  take  on  passengers  who  desire  transfer  from  one  road 
to  the  other. 

The  Board  called  the  attention  of  Superintendent  Gilmore,  of  the  Des 
Moines  and  Fort  Dodge  road,  to  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  the  letter  of  com- 
plaint,  and  his  reply  was  '*  that  the  depot  owned  and  used  by  them  at  Wau- 
kee had  been  in  use  since  the  completion  of  their  road,  and  all  the  business 
houses  of  the  place  are  located  adjacent  thereto.    The  Wabash,  St.  Louis  & 
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Pacific  Railway  crossing  was  about  1,300  feet  north  of  the  depot  of  the  Des 
Moines  &  Fort  Dodge  road,  and  trains  as  now  run  on  the  two  roads  did  not 
connect,  and  passengers  had  ample  time  to  reach  the  depots  of  the  respective 
roads  before  the  departure  of  trains.  Besides,  all  trains  were  obliged  to 
stop  before  making  crossing,  and  to  stop  at  crossing  would  necessitate 

"three  stops  while  passing  Waukee,**  which  he  considered  unnecessary. 
Mr.  Gilmore  seemed  anxious  to  accommodate  the  traveling  public,  and  had 

given  orders  to  conductors  to  stop  and  let  off  passengers  whenever  any  one 

desired  to  get  off  at  crossing. 
This  the  Board,  under  the  circumstances,  were  of  the  opinion  was  all  the 

public  could  ask,  and  so  notified  the  citizens  of  Adel.

Complainant,  at  the  request  of  the  business  men  of  Ogden,  calls  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  to  the  fact  that  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Rail- 
way was  finished  to  Angus  in  fall  of  1881 ;  that  at  Ogden  it  crossed  the  line 
of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway,  and  that  the  provisions  of  Section 
1292,  of  the  Code,  had  not  been  complied  with;  and  that  shippers  and  others 
desiring  to  transfer  cars  from  one  road  to  the  other  could  not  for  the  want 
of  a  •*  Y,"  or  connecting  track.

GsNTLEBiEN— I  am  obliged  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to 
the  exorbitant  and  unjust  freight  charged  by  the  B.,  0.  R.  &  N.  Railway  on 
lumber  per  carload,  with  a  minimum  of  24,000  pounds,  from  Independence  to 
Oelwein,  a  distance  of  fourteen  miles.  Their  rate  is  63^  cents  per  100  lbs. 
As  I  understand  the  law  they  are  allowed  to  charge  **a  reasonable  rate,"  and 
if  a  complaint  is  made  it  is  to  be  determined  whether  reasonable  or  not  by 
your  honorable  body.  I  wish  to  enter  my  most  solemn  protest  at  this  rate 
which  cuts  me  entirely  off  from  that  point  in  selling  my  lumber.  If  lumber 
could  be  shipped  there  from  Dubuque  the  cars  used  would  be  Illinois  Cen- 
tral cars,  and  I  claim  and  respectfully  demand  your  immediate  aod  kindly 
attention  to  this  unjust  discrimination  against  this  point  Trusting  your 
favorable  intercession  in  this  matter,  I  remain,  gentlemen.

Dear  Sir— Reply  to  yours  of  lOth  regarding  complaint  of  C.  W.  Robison, 
of  Dubuque,  on  lumber  rate  to  Oelwein.  A  rate  of  12  cents  per  100  pounds 
on  lumber  is  made  by  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  and  Burlington,  Cedar 
Rapids  ife  Northern  Railway.  The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  allow  Burling- 
ton, Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  ^%  cents  on  this  rate.  Mr.  Robison 
has  no  cause  of  complaint  as  he  gets  a  much  lower  rate  than  he  could  expect 
under  the  present  arrangement  between  the  roads.  As  our  division  of  the 
rate  is  same,  or  very  nearly  so,  as  formerly  allowed  under  the  so  called 
"Granger  Tariff"  for  same  distance,  it  cannot  be  called  "unreasonable.**

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

C.  W.  Robison,  a  wholesale  dealer  in  lumber  at  Dubuque,  ships  lumber  to 
Oelwein  via  the  Illiuois  Central  Railroad  and  the  Burlinjrton,  Cedar  Rapids 
&  Northern  Railway.  The  distance  is  eighty-three  miles;  seventy  miles 
of  the  route  is  over  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  and  thirteen  miles  is  over 
the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway. 

The  joint  rate  is  twelve  cents  a  hundred  pounds,  of  which,  Mr.  Robison 
says  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  gets  d>(  cents, 
while  the  Illinois  Central  gets  6J4  cents.  The  joint  rate  is  altogether  6^ 
cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  less  than  the  tariff  of  1874;  that  is  generally 
regarded  as  approaching  reasonableness. 

The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  evidently  considers  it  wise  to  give 
the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  Company  this  per  cent  of 
the  joint  rate  that  it  would  get  by  adding  the  local  rate  to  transfer  allow- 
ances. The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  competes  with  other  lines 
that  haul  from  Mississippi  River  points,  and  when  joint  arrangements  are 
ma4e  that  are  not  unreasonable  and  that  do  not  unjustly  discriminate,  there 
is  no  good  cause  for  complaint. 

The  distance  is  less  from  Oelwein  to  points  on  the  Mississippi  River  far- 
ther north  than  Dubuque,  than  from  Oelwein  to  Dubuque.  / 

If  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  and  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rap- 
ids &  Northern  Railway  Company  see  fit  to  make  a  low  joint  rate  for  a  longer 
haul,  this  Board  does  not  feel  justified  in  interfering  therewith.

L.  H.  Dalhoff  &  Co.  are  merchants,  located  at  Burlington,  Iowa.  They 
complain  that  goods  shipped  by  them  on  the  16th  of  October,  1882,  from  Bur- 
lington to  Solomon,  a  point  on  the  Omaha  branch  of  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis 
&  Pacific  Railway,  in  Mills  county,  were  not  delivered  at  Solomon  until  about 
November  20th. 

Mr.  T.  J.  Potter,  general  manager  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy 
Railroad  says  in  reply  to  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  "that  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  han- 
"dled  none  of  the  freight  referred  to." 

The  goods  it  appears  from  the  evidence  received  were  shipped  by  the  Chi- 
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cago,  Burlington  &  Kansas  City  Railway  from  Burlington  to  Sedan,  a  junc- 
tion of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Kansas  City  Railway  and  the  Wabash, 
St.  Louis  &  Pacific  Railway,  from  whence  they  were  forwarded  to  Humes- 
ton  and  there  held  until  November  20.  Mr.  A.  C.  Bird,  general  freight  SLgent 
of  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific  Railway,  admits  the  delay  of  the  goods  at 
Humeston,  and  says:  **The  delay  was  caused  by  the  route  selected  by  the 
"shippera." 

Complainant  says  in  answer  to  that,  if  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific 
Railway  could  not  take  the  goods  to  destination  they  should  not  have  ac- 
cepted them.  Complainant  further  says  that  the  goods  could  have  been 
shipped  to  Malvern  or  Shenandoah,  within  fifteen  miles  of  destination, 
where  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific  Railway  crosses  the  Chicago,  Bur- 
lington Sc  Quincy  Railroad,  but  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Company 
refuse  goods  for  that  section  because  the  Wabash  will  not  receive  goods 
from  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Company  shipped  from  Burlington, 
except  at  certain  designated  points,  for  the  reason  that  the  Chicago,  Bur- 
lington &  Quincy  Railroad  would  get  pay  for  the  long  haul,  and  the  route 
by  the  Wabash  is  the  longer  route. 

The  Wabash  denies  refusing  to  receive  goods  from  the  Chicago,  Burling- 
ton &  Quincy  Railroad,  except  at  designated  points. 

Messrs.  Dalhoff  &  Co.  say  that  they  are  losing  their  trade  in  the  localities 
mentioned  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  harmony  among  the  railroads 
through  whom  they  cotild  promptly  reach  their  customers. 

As  guarantees  for  the  future  are  the  objects  aimed  at  by  the  complainant 
it  is  not  considered  necessary  to  enter  into  a  more  minute  investigation  to 
determine  which  company  has  been  at  fault. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  shipper  has  the  right  to  select  the  route 
that  he  may  desire.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  railroad  officials  to  receive  freight 
on  their  respective  lines  and  bill  it  as  the  shipper  desires.  The  long  haul 
may  be  desirable  to  the  carrier,  but  the  convenience  of  the  shipper  should 
have  primary  consideration.  The  observance  of  this  principle  will  give 
quite  as  much  equality  in  the  distribution  of  freight  as  arbitrary  dictation 
by  the  carrier.  No  one  can  determine  for  the  shipper  as  well  and  as  satis- 
factorily as  himself  how  he  wants  to  reach  his  market,  and  any  other  policy 
will  be  productive  of  dissatisfaction.  Messrs.  Dalhoff  &  Co.  have  a  right  to 
ship  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  to  Malvern  or  Shenandoah,  and  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific  Railroad  Company  to  receive 
goods  at  those  points  and  carry  them  to  Solomon,  Imogene,  and  other  points 
on  their  line  at  their  customary  local  rates  where  no  joint  rate  is  arranged 
for,  just  as  it  is  the  duty  of  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  haul  goods  short  distances  over  their  line  that  have  traversed  longer 
distances  over  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific  Railway.  Any  other  conclu- 
sion would  cripple  trade  without  giving  any  benefit  to  the  carrier.  Freight 
naturally  seeks  the  nearest  or  quickest  or  cheapest  route  to  market,  and  the 
fewer  obstacles  it  meets  with  the  belter  for  the  public.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

This  is  a  case  in  which  Henry  D.  Smith  complains  that  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  charges  him  more  than  a  fair  rate  on 
mill  feed  from  Delaware  Junction,  in  Delaware  county,  to  Monticello,  in 
Jones  county. 

Mr.  Smith  had  mill  feed  shipped  from  Aplington  and  other  points  on  the 
Dlinois  Central  Railroad  to  Delaware  Junction,  thence  via  the  C,  M.  &  St. 
P.  R'y  to  Monticello.  He  was  charged  seven  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for 
one  car,  billed  September  80, 1881,  and  subsequently  charged  six  cents  per 
hundred  pounds  for  three  cars  of  ten  tons  and  tipwards  each. 

The  distance  from  Delaware  Junction  to  Monticello,  Mr.  Smith  says,  is 
twenty  miles.  Class  "C"  roads,  of  which  this  is,  were  allowed  by  the  tariff 
of  1874  to  charge  five  and  ninety-four  one-hundredths  cents  per  hundred 
pounds  for  twenty  miles,  plus  twenty  per  cent,  which  would  equal  seven 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  one-thousandths  cents.  The  regular  rate 
charged  by  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  R'y  Co.  is  seven  cents,  but  a  special  rate 
now  made  is  six  cents  per  hundred,  which  seems  to  the  Board  to  be  reason- 
able. 

Mr.  Smith  mentions  a  misunderstanding  with  the  111.  Cent.  R.  R.  Co..  re- 
garding two  cars  that  were  sent  to  Farley  by  mistake  and  transferred  tliere 
to  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  R'y,  but  does  not  insist,  as  we  understand  him,  on 
that  point  being  made  a  part  of  his  complaint 

It  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  what  is  absolutely  right  in  all  cases  of  charges 
for  hauling  .freight.  When  the  Board  finds  railroad  companies  charging 
less  than  the  tariff  of  1874  allowed,  the  presumption  is  that  it  is  not  excessive. 
and  we  have  no  evidence  to  convince  us  that  the  charges  of  the  C,  M.  &  St. 
P.  R'y  Co.  in  this  case  were  too  high.

Dear  Sir— I  wish  to  enter  protest  a^nst  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad 
Company  for  discriminating  against  this  place,  or  against  me,  in  charges  for 
freight  on  lumber  from  Dubuque  and  points  east  and  north  of  there  to  Alden. 

Their  regular  tariff  on  lumber  from  Dubuque  to  Iowa  Falls,  six  miles 
east  of  here,  is  18  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  From  Dubuque  to  Webster 
City,  twenty-five  miles  west  of  here,  is  14  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  The 
rate  from  Dubuque  to  Alden  is  13if  cents  per  hundred  pounds. 

Their  rate  now.  and  for  nearly  a  year  past,  is  10  cents  a  hundred  pounds 
to  both  Iowa  Falls  and  Webster  City,  and  as  we  come  in  direct  competition 
with  both  of  these  cities,  this  discrimination  in  freights  has,  and  is,  work- 
ing greatly  to  my  injury. 

Now,  has  the  railroaa  company  a  right  to  do  this,  and  what  steps  will  it 
be  necessary  for  me  to  take  to  ootaln  redress  ?  And  is  there  any  way  in 
which  I  could  obtain  from  them  the  amount  already  paid  them  in  excess  of 
the  10  cent  rate  to  these  other  places  ?    An  early  reply  will  greatly  oblige.

A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  sent  Mr.  W.  K  Ackerman,  President  of  the 
niinois  Central  Railroad  C<|mpany,  November  24,  and  on  the  dth  of  Decem- 
ber the  following  reply  was  received: 

Chicago,  III.,  6th  Dec.,  1882. 
E.  G.  Morgan,  Secretary  Railroad  Commissioners  qf  Iowa: 

Your  favor  of  the  24th  ultimo,  to  our  President,  with  enclosure  of  com- 
plaint of  Mr.  B.  Lighthall,  of  Alden,  has  been  referred  to  me  for  reply. 

Our  tariff  rates  on  lumber  from  Dubuque  to  Iowa  Falls  are  $25.95  -  to 
Alden,  $26.45 ;  to  Williams,  |27.05 ;  to  Blairsburg,  $27.85 :  to  Webster  City, 
$28.00.  These  rates  are  for  car  loads  of  20,000  pounds.  About  the  1st  of  July 
the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  made  a  rate  from  Winona  to  Webster 
City  of  14  cents  per  hundred,  the  same  as  from  Dubuque.  We  protested 
that  it  was  too  low  for  250  miles  haul  as  against  our  haul  from  Dubuque  of 
172  miles,  and  that  taking  the  purchase  price  of  lumber  at  Winona  as  com- 
pared with  that  of  Dubuque,  it  would  rule  the  dealers  at  the  latter  place 
out  of  the  business.  The  Chicago  &  Nortli  western  Railway  would  not 
agree  to  anything  different,  and  in  all  reasonableness  it  seemed  that  we 
ou^ht  to  protect  Dubuque,  and  we  therefore  made  a  rate  of  10  cents.  The 
Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  then  made  the  rate  from  Winona  12  cents, 
and  it  now  stands  12  cents  from  Winona  and  ten  cents  from  Dubuque.  Had 
we  maintained  our  tariff  rates  from  Dubuque  to  Webster  City,  Dubuque 
and  the  Iowa  points  would  have  lost  the  business  as  well  as  ourselves. 

These  questions  will  come  up,  but  it  seems  to  me  we  have  handled  this 
one  on  good  business  principles.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  rates  to 
Iowa  Falls  or  Alden,  the  ten  cent  rate  at  Iowa  Falls  referred  to  by  Mr.  Light- 
hall  being  simply  our  proportion  of  the  through  rates  from  Dubuque  to 
points  on  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y,  and  not  applying  to  Iowa  Falls  locally. 
1  may  add  that  Webster  City  is  twenty-two  miles  from  Alden  and  I  do  not 
think  this  difference  in  rates  at  all  interferes  with  the  legitimate  business 
of  Alden. 
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I  would  be  very  glad  to  have  the  judmnent  of  the  Honorable  Commission 
on  the  subject,  for  we  mean  to  defend  our  patrons  both  shippers  and  re- 
ceivers if  possible.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

B.  Lighthall  is  a  lumber  dealer  residing  at  Alden,  a  station  in  Hardin 
county  on  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad.  He  complains  that  he  is  charged  183^ 
cents  a  hundred  pounds  on  lumber  from  Dubuque,  while  the  rate  to  Webster 
City,  a  station  twenty-two  miles  west  of  Alden,  is  only  10  cents  a  hundred 
pounds.  He  further  complains  that  the  rate  to  Iowa  Falls,  a  station  on  the 
same  road,  is  only  10  cents  a  hundred  pounds  on  lumber  from  Dubuque.  J.  F. 
Tucker,  traffic  manager  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  says  that  the  10  cent 
rate  from  Dubuque  to  Iowa  Falls  is  not  given  to  dealers,  but  is  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral's proportion  of  through  business  in  connection  with  the  Burlington, 
Cedar  Rapids  k  NTorthem  Railway.  Mr.  Tucker  says  with  regard  to  the 
Webster  City  rate,  that  the  Illinois  Central  f  ormerly|charged  14  cents  per  hun- 
dred pounds  on  lumber  from  Dubuque  to  that  point.  The  rate  to  Williams 
is  and  was  1Z%  cents  and  to  Blairsburg  $27.36  per  car  of  t^  tons. 

Mr.  Tucker  further  says,  that  about  the  first  of  July,  1882,  the  Chicago  & 
Northwestern  Railway  Company  made  a  rate  of  14  cents  a  hundred  pounds  on 
lumber  from  Winona,  in  Minnesota,  to  Webster  City,  a  distance  of  250  miles,  the 
same  rate  as  the  Illinois  Central  charged  from  Dubuque,  a  distance  of  172  miles. 
The  Illinois  Central  thereupon  reduced  its  rates  from  Dubuque  to  Webster, 
City  to  10  cents  a  hundred  pounds,  when  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  re- 
duced its  rates  to  12  cents,  at  which  rates  business  is  now  being  carried  on 
by  both  roads. 

There  is  a  question  of  discrimination  affecting  merchants  and  producers, 
that  arises  whenever  cut  rates  at  competing  points  affect  the  non-competing 
points  within  reach  of  the  competiton.  Whether  this  condition  of  relative 
advantage  and  disadvantages  to  citizens  living  at  competing  and  non-com- 
peting points  is  justifiable,  is  raised  whenever  the  situation  is  the  same 
throughout  the  State. 

The  rates  to  Alden,  Williams,  and  Blairsburg  are  the  same  as  fixed  by  the 
General  Assembly  in  1874,  and  presumably  reasonable.  The  complaint  is 
concerning  the  relative  charge  to  Webster  City  with  which  those  towns  com- 
pete. 

The  proposition  seems  plain,  that  if  lumber  can  be  hauled  from  Dubuque 
to  Webster  City  for  10  cents  a  hundred  pounds,  it  can  be  hauled  to  Alden, 
twenty-two  miles  less  distance,  for  the  same  amount.  This  would  include 
all  the  stations  east  of  Webster  City,  where  more  than  ten  cents  a  hundred 
pounds  is  now  charged.  It  would  compel  the  Illinois  Central  to  conform  its 
rates  east  of  Webster  City  to  rates  fixed  by  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern— 
however  low — ^that  runs  into  Minnesota,  and  thereby  gives  an  interested 
character  to  traffic  over  it,  as  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa,  in  the  case 
of  John  A,  Carton  <fe  Co,  v.  The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company ,  unre-

ported.  To  require  rates  for  shorter  hauls  to  be  made  as  low  as  for  longer 
distances,  would  seem  a  rule  just  in  itself,  except  when  intruding  factors  like 
inter-state  commerce  in  this  case  mark  the  exception. 

Inter-state  commerce  comes  into  Iowa  on  all  sides,  and  freight  so  coming 
can  be  hauled  at  any  rate  the  carrier  sees  fit  to  charge  at  any  given  point» 
other  considerations  than  the  cost  of  service  governing.  A  rule  requiring 
that  no  more  be  charged  at  any  point  for  hauling  freight  than  for  a  greater 
distance  would,  if  generally  applied,  give  many  of  our  markets  to  companies 
hauling  from  outside  the  State,  without  general  benefit 

Traffic  in  this  case  on  the  Illinois  Central  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
State,  while  that  on  the  C.  &  NT.  W.  is  inter-state.  Charges  on  lumber  from 
Dubuque  to  any  point  on  the  Illinois  Central  can  be  considered  by  the  Rail- 
road Commissioners ;  charges  on  lumber  from  Winona  to  any  point  in  Iowa 
cannot.  To  require  the  Illinois  Central  to  lower  its  rates  to  all  stations  east 
of  Webster  City  where  it  now  charges  more  than  ten  cents  a  hundred,  while 
we  have  no  jurisdiction  to  require  the  C.  &N.  W.  to  lower  its  rates  on  either 
side  of  Webster  City,  would  practically  give  Webster  City  market  to  the  C. 
&  N.  W.,  as  it  could  maintain  its  rates  north  and  south  at  non-competing 
points  above  10  cents  a  hundred,  while  it  could  make  a  rate  at.  Webster  City 
so  low  that  the  Illinois  Central  could  not  afford  to  lower  its  eastern  rates 
accordingly.  That  part  of  the  Illinois  Central  west  of  Iowa  Falls  does  not 
pay  more  than  reasonable  interest  on  the  investment  now,  owing  to  the 
sparsely  settled  condition  of  the  country.  Whatever  recommendation  is 
made  by  the  Board  must  in  this  case  comprehend  especially  the  ability  of  the 
Dlinois  Central  to  comply  with  it  in  view  of  the  independent  condition  of  its 
competitor. 

Some  positions  taken  by  us  heretofore  will,  we  think,  suggest  relief  to  the 
non-competing  points,  and  at  the  same  time  have  regard  to  the  ability  of  the 
Illinois  Central  to  adopt  them.  In  making  rates  from  Mississippi  Biver 
points,  the  towns  some  distance  apart  are  regarded  as  one,  and  in  the  Band 
Lumber  Company  case,  decided  by  this  Board,  we  refused  to  interfere  where 
rates  to  interior  points  in  the  State  were  the  same  from  Bnrlington,  Fort 
Madison,  Montrose,  and  Keokuk.  From  the  Missouri  Biver  rates  are  made 
the  same  eastward  or  westward  from  Council  Blufb  or  Omaha.  The  towns 
are  regarded  as  one  from  a  transportation  standpoint.  When  a  railroad  is 
charging  fair  rates  that  gradually  increase  with  distance,  and  is  compelled 
to  materially  lower  its  charges  when  it  comes  into  competition  with  a  com- 
peting line  dtrrying  inter-state  commerce,  the  stations  on  either  side  of  the 
junction  should  be  regarded  as  one  with  it,  to  the  extent  of  sympathy  in 
charges ;  so  that  the  non-competing  points  may  not  have  their  business  re- 
lations deranged  by  the  cut  rate  at  the  competing  point,  and  where  cut  rates 
are  made  when  commerce  is  within  the  State  on  both  competing  lines,  the 
rate  at  the  competing  point  should  not  be  less  than  for  shorter  hauls  on 
either  line.  When  the  citizens  of  Blairsburg,  Williams,  and  Alden  go  to 
Webster  City  for  lumber  because  it  is  sold  cheaper  there  by  dealers  on  ac- 
count of  lower  freights,  they  buy  lumber  that  should  have  been  stopped  at 
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their  towns,  and  the  Illinois  Central  might  just  as  well  have  left  it  there  as 
to  have  hauled  it  to  Webster  City.  The  Illinois  Central  probably  would  pre- 
fer and  could  better  afford  to  haul  lumber  cars  to  Webster  City  at. ten  cents 
a  hundred  rather  than  switch  them  out  and  into  trains  at  Blairsburg,  Wil- 
liams, and  Alden,  but  that  is  not  a  good  reason  for  not  hauling  lumber  to 
Blairsburg,  Williams,  and  Alden  at  the  same  rate  as*  to  Webster  City. 

The  principle  we  recommend  is  that  the  rates  to  points  east  from  Webster 
City  be  gradually  lowered,  beginning  at  Alden  and  decreasing  to  Webster 
City,  so  that  farmers  can  as  well  afford  to  buy  at  those  points  as  at  Webster 
City,  where  the  rate  is  controlled  by  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern.  This  ar- 
rangement will  secure  to  the  Illinois  Central  the  carrying  of  lumber  needed 
at  stations  on  its  own  line.  Farmers  now  going  from  Blairsburg,  Williams 
or  Alden  to  Webster  City,  buy  lumber  hauled  by  the  Chicago  &  Northwest- 
em  Railway  to  some  extent. 

It  will  secure  to  the  merchants  of  Blairsburg,  Williams,  and  Alden  their 
home  business.  The  true  theory  of  transportation  requires  that  producers 
be  accommodated  at  the  nearest  statidh.  The  people  of  no  section  of  the 
State  should  be  required  to  travel  long  distances  to  do  business  at  a  compet- 
ing point  because  the  rates  to  the  stations  nearer  to  them  are  so  high  compar- 
atively as  to  forbid  their  dealing  there.  The  cost  of  hauling  is  not  so  much 
in  question  in  this  case  as  neighborhood  convenience. 

There  is  no  reason  why  this  principle  should  not  apply  at  every  non-com- 
peting point  in  the  State  where  business  is  deranged  by  the  influence  of 
out  rates  at  some  adjacent  competing  point,  and  while  in  this  case  the  rea- 
sonableness of  the  schedules  of  the  Illinois  Central  prevents  the  Board  from 
recommending  all  rates  east  of  Webster  City  being  made  at  least  as  low  as 
at  that  point,  we  see  no  reason  why  they  should  not  so  sympathize  with  the 
Webster  City  rates  as  to  retain  home  business  to  merchant,  and  farmer, 
and  railroad. 

Some  of  the  railroad  companies  group  neighboring  towns  in  equal  rates  to 
prevent  local  derangement,  overlooking  distances  to  accomplish  that  pur- 
pose. The  Commissioners  recommend  that  the  Illinois  Central  gradually  re- 
duce its  rates  east  from  Webster  City  as  indicated.

Mr.  Tungelas  writes  the  Commissioners  and  asks  them  to  come  to  Hamil- 
ton county  and  inspect  a  certain  culvert  located  on  the  Illinois  Central  Rail- 
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road  one  and  one-half  miles  east  of  Buncombe.  He  desires  to  have  the  cul- 
vert enlarged  and  moved  to  a  more  convenient  place  so  the  public  highway 
can  be  straightened. 

Mr.  E.  T.  Jeffrey,  General  Superintendent  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad, 
was  asked  by  the  Commissioners  to  investigate  the  location  of  the  culvert 
and  its  capacity,  which*  he  did,  and  reported  that  while  there  was  in  his 
judgment  no  immediate  necessity  of  a  larger  culvert,  he  would  as  soon  as  the 
frost  was  out  of  the  ground  in  the  spring,  cause  the  culvert  to  be  enlarged, 
which  fact  was  reported  to  Mr.  Yungelas,  who  reports  to  the  Board  that  he 
was  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  action  of  the  Greneral  Superintendent.

ankle  and  greatly  iu.inred  it,  without  any  fault  or  negligence  on  his  part. 

Tlie  defendant  pleaded  that  it  was  not  negligent,  ana  that  plaintiff  was  guiltvof 
■contributory  negligence.  Trial  by  jury,  verdict  and  judgment  for  plaintiff.  De- 
fendant appeals.    Affirmed.

:  PERSONAL  injuries:  medical  attendance.    To  recover  for  medical 

attendance  and  medicines,  in  actions  for  personal  injuries,  the  value  thereof  must 
be  established  by  proof;  and  where  no  value  is  shown,  an  instruction  including 
reasonable  compensation  therefor  is  erroneous. 
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FuRMAN  V.  The  C,  R.  I.  &  P.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  42. 

AttSkchment :  aoenct:  nfsTRucriONS.  Where  hoasehold  goods  belonginir 
to  the  wife  were  delivered  to  a  railroad  compaQj  for  shipment  by  the  hasband,  and 
were  attached  while  in  the  defendant's  depot,  in  a  suit  a^inst  the  hasband,  and 
notice  thereof  was  dalv  given  to  him  while  so  acting^  as  the  a^ent  of  his  wife,  and 
in  time  to  assert  a  right  to  the  goods:  held^  that  the  law  would  recognize  the  hus- 
band as  the  wife's  agent  in  transactions  relating  to  the  removal  of  their  hooseiiold 
goods;  that  she  could  not  recover  for  failure  to  deliver  the  goods;  and  that  the  ver- 
dict was  so  in  conflict  with  the  instructions  and  the  testimony  it  should  have  been 
set  aside. 

Instructions:  practice.  Where  there  was  no  evidence  whatever,  tending^ 
to  show  collusion,  an  instruction  directing  the  jury  to  inquire  whether  the  goods 
were  seized  by  collusion  on  the  part  of  the  defendants  was  eiToneous.

Evidence :  negligknce.  A  party  cannot  be  chargeable  with  negligence  for 
not  doing  that,  which,  if  done,  would  aiford  him  no  protection;  and  evidence  tend- 
ing to  show  that  plaintiff's  failure  to  plow  around  bis  hay  stacks  did  not  contiibate 
to  the  loss,  was  pi-operly  admitted. 

:  INTERROGATORIES  TO  THE  ^URY.    The  interrogatories  submitted  to  the 

jury  for  special  findings  must  present  specific  questions  of  fact. 

VERDICT  NOT  SUSTAINED.    Where  the  plaintiff  did  not  own,  or  have  any 


interest  in  the  land  upon  which  the  hay  was  cut,  a  verdict  allowing  damages  for  the 
destruction  of  the  hay,  is  not  sustained  by  the  evidence.  Having  no  property  in  the 
thing  destroyed  he  cannot  maintain  an  action  for  its  destruction.

Taxation :  assessment  :  impro  venents  on  land.  While  the  improvements 
upon  land,  such  as  a  platen t  limekiln  and  railroad  switch,  should  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration in  determining  the  value  of  the  Ismd  for  the  purposes  of  assessment  and 
tajcation,  yet  it  is  wholly  immaterial  whether  the  valuations  of  the  land  and  the  im- 
provements are  aggregated  or  stated  separately.

Statute  Penalties':  limitation.  An  action  under  chapter  68,  acts  of  the 
15th  General  Assembly,  to  recover  the  forfeiture  as  provided  therein,  is  an  action  to 
recover  a  statute  penalty;  that  provision  is  criminal  rather  than  remeditd;  and  the 
limitation  for  the  recovery  of  statute  penalties  applies. 

;— :  NOT  BARRED.    Where  the  statute  imposes  two  distinct,  not  alternative, 

penalties  for  the  same  act,  the  enforcement  of  one  will  not  bar  the  enforcement  of 
the  other. 


:  FORFEITURE :  LIMITATION.    The  essential  idea  of  forfeiture  is  a  loss  of 

property  by  way  of  punishment,  and  as  used  in  the  statute  it  indcates  something 
more  than  compensation;  and  whei'e  so  much  of  the  claim  as  embraces  a  statute 
penalty  is  barred,  the  whole  will  be  barred,  for  the  same  provisions  of  the  statute  of 
limitations  must  be  applied  to  the  entire  claim. 

Rush  et  al.  v.  The  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  201. 

Tenants  in  Common :  deed  bt  one:  damages.  Where  one  of  two  tenants 
in  common  deeded  the  right  of  way  through  their  premises  to  a  railroad  company 
upon  certain  conditions,  and  the  company  entered  but  failed  to  comply  with  the 
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conditions,  the  tenant  grrantinf^  the  deed  can  maintain  an  action  to  recover  dam- 
asres  for  the  breach  of  contract,  and  the  other,  the  entry  being  without  her  consent, 
for  the  trespass. 

Tkuesdell  V.  Greek  et  al.,  57  Iowa,  215. 

Tax  in  Aid  of.  A  tax  in  aid  of  a  railroad,  procured  to  be  voted  by  representa- 
tions that  it  would  only  be  enforced  as  against  non-resident  tax  payers,  will  not  be 
sustained. 

Tax  Titles :  void  :  bona  fide  purchaser.  Where  the  treasurer,  after  the 
adjournment  of  a  tax  sale,  executed  certificates,  without  a  sale,  to  a  pretended 
purchaser,  pursuant  to  a  prior  private  agreentent  with  him,  the  tax  titles  and  deeds 
based  upon  such  certificates  were  absolutely  void,  and  a  purchaser  thereunder,  by 
warranty  deed,  for  value  and  without  notice,  would  Qot  be  protected  as  an  innocent 
purchaser.

:  BSTOPPEL.    Where  the  tax  payer  did  not  know  prior  to  the  construction 

of  the  railroad,  that  the  work  was  being  done  on  the  faith  of  the  tax  voted  in  its  aid, 
he  is  not  estopped  from  denying  the  validity  of  the  tax. 

C.  I.  R.  Co.  V.  The  M.  &  A.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  249. 

Bight  of  Way :  abandonment.  The  provisions  of  section  1260,  Code,  as 
amended  by  act  of  1874,  in  relation  to  the  abandonment  of  a  railroad  line,  clearly 
contemplate  there  may  be  an  abandonment  of  a  part  of  a  constructed  railway. 
Whether  an  abandonment  exists  depends  upon  the  circumstances  of  each  case. 

STATUTE  CONSTITUTIONAL.  The  statute,  section  1260,  Code,  as  amended 


by  act  of  1874,  is  constitutional.  Following  Noll  v.  D.  B.  d;  M,  R.  Co.,  32  Iowa, 
H6.  The  constitutionality  of  so  much  of  the  statute  as  provides  for  *'  assessing  the 
damages,"  will  not  be  inquired  into  in  equity,  there  being  a  complete  remedy  at 
law. 


:  :  Beck,  lustice,  dissenting y  held:  that  a  railroad  through  its  en- 
tire extent,  must  be  regarded  as  a  unity;  that  while  there  was  an  intention  to  com- 
plete the  work,  there  could  be  no  abandonment;  and  that  in  this  case  no  part  of 
plaintiff's  line  had  been  abandoned. 

R0BEBT8OK  V.  The  Central  Iowa  Railway  Co.,  57  Iowa,  376. 

Trespass :  hight  of  way.  Where  the  petition  embraced  two  causes  of  action, 
damages  for  the  trespass  and  for  the  right  of  way  taken,  and  an  offer  of  compro- 
mise was  made  and  accepted  in  the  case,  both  claims  were  thereby  settled  and  ad- 
justed. 

compromise:  deed  for  right  of  way.    Under  the  pleadings  the 


compromise  stood  in  place  of  the  judgment  of  a  court,  and  upon  payment  of  the 
amount  agreed  upon  the  defendant  had  the  right  to  demand  a  deed  for  the  right 
of  way,  and  the  court  had  jurisdiction  to  order  the  deed  executed. 

practice.    The  appointment  of  a  commissioner  to  execute  the  deed  for 


the  right  of  way,  upon  the  tender  of  the  amount  agreed  upon  therefor,  without 
giving  the  party  a  reasonable  time  in  which  to  execute  it,  if  irregular,  worked  no 
prejudice,  and  affords  no  ground  for  reversal. 

Dkady  V.  The  D.  M.  &  Ft.  D.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  393. 

Construction  of  side  tracks  over  Streets.  Where  a  railroad,  duly  au- 
thorized by  an  ordinance  of  a  city,  and  also  by  virtue  of  section  1321,  Revision, 
constructed  its  track  along  a  certain  street,  it  was  held  that  the  successor  in  inter- 
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est  of  said  company  had  no  rij^ht,  after  section  464  of  the  Code  took  effect,  to  con- 
struct switches  or  side  tracks  on  said  street  without  making  compensation  to  the 
abutting  lot  owners  for  injuries  resulting  therefrom. 

coNRTiTUTiONAii  LAW.    Where  a  part  of  a  statute  is  unoonstitational, 


that  fact  does  not  authorize  the  court  to  declare  the  remainder  void,  if  the  provis- 
ions are  distinct  and  separable.  Even  if  the  defendant  in  this  case  could  not  be 
denied  the  right  to  construct  the  switch  in  question,  yet  it  can  be  done  only  upon 
making  compensation  therefor. 

COMPENSATION :  TRESPASS.    The  Compensation  provided  by  section  464, 


Code,  as  amended,  cannot  be  limited  to  damages  for  change  of  grade,  but  it  includes 
all  legitimate  damages,  and  where  the  occupation  of  the  street  was  unlawful,  a 
party,  if  injured  thereby,  mav  maintain  an  action  for  the  trespass  before  the  per- 
manent damages  are  assessed.

Municipal  Corporations:  ordinance:  limiting  speed  op  railway 
TRAINS.  Municipal  corponitions  have  power,  as  a  police  regulation,  to  pass  ordi- 
nances regulating  the  speed  of  railway  trains  within  the  corporate  limits,  but  sudi 
regulations  must  be  reasonable  and  proper. 


: :  T7NREA80NABLE  AND  VOID.  Where  an  ordinance  of  a  city  lim- 
its the  speed  of  railway  trains  to  four  miles  per  hour,  and  the  road  passes  through 
agricultural  lands,  fenced  on  both  sides,  for  three  miles  after  entering  the  limits 
of  the  city,  and  before  reaching  the  inhabited  portion  thereof,  such  ordinance  oper- 
ates as  a  restraint  upon  commerce,  and,  as  to  such  portion  of  the  road,  is  nnreason- 
able  and  void. 

Allen  v.  The  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  623. 

Damages:  personal  injuries:  evidence.  In  an  action  for  personal  iig'a- 
ries  sustained  by  a  brakeman,  while  ^tting  off  a  moving  train  to  turn  a  switch, 
witnesses  were  allowed  to  testify  that  it  was  **in  the  line  of  his  duty'*  for  a  brake- 
man  to  get  off  over  the  side  of  the  car,  while  the  train  was  in  motion.  Held^ 
error. 

:  : .    Where  witnesses  for  the  plaintiff  had  testified  that  a 

cei-tain  "cattle  chute"  was  constructed  dangerously  near  the  track,  the  evidence 
offered  by  the  defendant  that  persons  »id  frequently  ridden  past  it  holding  to  the 
side  of  the  ctir,  was  proper  ana  shoul^nave  been  received. 

Instructions:  considered  together.  All  the  instructions  must  be  read 
and  considered  together,  and  where  it  is  not  probable  the  jury  have  been  mislead 
by  the  omission  of  a  certain  qualification  in  one  which  was  explicitly  given  in 
others,  there  was  no  error. 

Negligence.  Where  a  milway  company  erects  "cattle  chutes"  in  such  close 
proximity  to  its  track  as  to  endanger  the  lives  of  its  employes,  in  the  proper  opera- 
tion of  its  trains,  it  is  negligence.  If  the  ^'chutes''  are  constructea  so  as  to  be 
reasonably  safe  for  employes  operating  trains'in  a  reasonable  and  prudent  manner, 
the  company  is  not  chargeable  with  negligence. 

lastructions :  refusal  to  give.  Where  the  doctrine  of  an  instruction  asked 
was  fairly  presented  in  one  given  by  the  court,  the  refusal  to  give  it,  though  proper 
in  itself,  was  not  error. 

Lance  v.  The  C.  M.  &  St.  P.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  636. 

Award  of  damages :  appeal:  owner  and  mortgagee.  Where,  in  the  con- 
demnation of  land  for  railroad  purposes,  the  award  of  damages  was  made  to  the 
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owner  and  the  mortgSLgee  jointly,  on  proper  notice  to  both  parties,  the  owner  mav 
prosecute  an  appeal  tnereirom  without  uniting  the  mortgagee  as  a  party  to  9uch 
appeal. 

:  RIGHT  OF  way:  growing  CROPS:  DAMAGES.    If  growing  crops  were 

destroyed  by  the  appropriation  of  the  right  of  way  and  entry  thereunder,  the  owner 
may  prove  the  value  of  the  crops  as  an  element  of  damage. 


:  buildings:  incrbased  risks:  evidence.    Evidence  ofthe  value  of  the 

buildings  and  a  grove,  and  the  increased  hazard  from  fire  by  reason  of  their  prox- 
imitj^  to  the  track,  was  improperly  admitted.  It  was  proffer  to  show  the  situation, 
and  its  effect  upon  the  value  of  the  property  ma^  be  considered,  but  the  increased 
danger  of  the  destruction  of  buildings,  and  the  like,  by  fire,  is  too  remote  and  con- 
tingent for  legal  inquiry. 

Lawson  V.  The  C,  R.  I.  &  P.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  672. 

Negligenoe:  special  findings:  instructions.  Several  cattle  were  killed 
and  injured  by  separate  trains  of  defendant.  In  an  action  for  the  entire  damage 
the  defendant  asked  for  special  findings  as  to  the  amount  of  dama^re  done  by  each 
train.  The  court  submitted  the  questions  with  an  instruction  that  it  the  jury  found 
that  damage  was  done  by  both  trains,  and  that  one  train  was  operated  with  reason- 
ble  care,  then  they  should  answer  the  questions.  No  special  findings  were  returned 
with  the  general  verdict,  whereupon  the  defendant  moved  to  require  the  jury  to 
return  answers  to  the  questions,  which  motion  was  overruled.  JHeld^  that  the  in- 
struction was  correct  and  the  motion  properly  overruled ;  that  under  the  geneml 
verdict  the  questions  asked  became  immaterial;  and  that  the  statute,  section  2808, 
4}ode,  does  not  require  special  findings  of  immaterial  facts. 


:  :  evidence:  sufficiency  of  to  sustain  verdict.    Where  the 

evidence  of  negligence  does  not  show  such  an  absence  of  proof  as  to  authorize  the 
conclusion  that  the  verdict  was  the  result  of  passion  or  prejudice,  the  judgment  will 
not  be  disturbed.

Slocumb  v.  The  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  675. 

Right  of  way :  lands  conveyed  subject  to.  Premises  adjacent  to  a  rail- 
road were  conveyed  to  plaintiff,  ^'subject  to  any  right  of  way,  said  railroad  mavown 
over  the  same."'  The  railroad  company  had  previously  become  entitled  to  thirty- 
five  feet  in  width  from  the  center  line  of  its  track  as  right  of  way,  but  there  was 
nothing  of  record  showing  the  extent  of  such  easement.  The  railroad  was  in  opera- 
tion at  the  time,  and  a  fence  had  been  constructed  on  one  side  near  the  track. 
Hefd,  that  plaintiff  was  advised  by  the  presence  of  the  railroad  and  the  recitals 
in  the  conveyances  that  the  railroad  company  claimed  a  right  of  way  over  the  prem- 
ises, and  by  inquiry  could  have  learned  tne  extent  of  that  light;  and  that  she  must 
be  regarded  as  having  notice  of  all  the  facts  which  due  and  timely  inquiry  would 
have  elicited. 

ADVERSE  F0S8E88I0N.    Under  the  facts  in  this  case  the  plaint- 


iff  being  affected  with  notice  of  the  acquisition  of  an  easement  over  the  premises 
by  the  railroad  company,  could  not  acquire  title  to  any  portion  of  the  right  of  way 
by  adverse  possession. 

DIVERSION  OF  COURSE  OF  STREAM:  ESTOPPEL.    Where  the  plaintiff 


stood  by  and  saw  the  defendant  at  great  expense  divert  the  course  of  a  small 
stream,  which  previously  had  touched  the  corner  of  her  premises,  without  objection, 
until  the  work  of  such  diversion  had  been  completed,  she  will  not  be  entitled  to  a 
mandatory  injunction  restoring  the  stream  to  its  original  channel: 

The  rule:  **He  who  is  silent  when  he  ought  to  speak  will  not  be  heard  to  speak 
when  he  ought  to  keep  silent,'*  applied. 
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Reusch  et  al.  v.  The  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  687. 

Long  et  al.  v.  The  Same. 

Practice:  krimbtating  evidence.  To  iustify  the  court  in  reinstaiing  the 
evideDce  in  a  case,  after  it  has  once  been  stricken  out  for  the  reason  it  did  not  ap- 
pear the  evidence  had  ever  been  certified,  it  should  at  least  be  shown  that  it  was 
duly  certified  within  the  time  required  by  statute. 

Eminent  Domain :  public  use:  diverting  course  of  stream.  A  rail- 
road company  may,  under  chapter  191,  laws  of  1880,  condemn  land  for  right  of 
way  for  a  channel  and  change  tne  course  of  a  stream,  where  the  safety  of  the  travel- 
ing public  would  be  promoted  thereb)[.  For  such  object  the  land  would  be  taken 
for  a  public  use,  authorizing  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  and  for 
that  purpose  the  statute  is  not  unconstitutional.  Whether  such  right  exists  where 
merely  tne  convenience  and  economy  of  the  company  would  be  promoted,  not  de- 
termined. 

Lawrence  v.  Smith,  57  Iowa,  701. 

Bailroads :  subscription  note:  evidence.  In  an  action  upon  a  subscription 
in  the  form  of  a  note,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad,  it  was  competent  for  the 
defendant  to  show  by  the  subscription  papers  and  by  the  declarations  of  the  a^nt 
who  procured  the  note,  that  the  i-ailroad  was  to  be  built  between  certain  pomts. 
The  leasing  of  a  part  of  the  road  between  two  points  is  not  a  compliance  with  the 
contract  to  construct  a  road  between  said  points. 

Hickenbottom  v.  The  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  704. 

Evidence :  sufficiency  of:  new  trial.  Where  the  evidence  fully  sustains 
the  verdict,  the  judgment  of  the  court  below  must  be  affirmed;  and  newly  dis- 
covered evidence,  which  is  merely  cumulative,  will  not  entitle  the  party  to  a  new 
trial. 

Mundhenk  v.  The  C.  I.  R.  Co.,  57  Iowa,  718. 

Injury  to  Stock :  duty  to  construct  cattle  guards.  The  statute,  pro- 
viding that  every  corporation  operating  a  railway  shall  make  proper  cattle  guards, 
where  the  same  enters  and  leaves  any  fenced  land,  is  im()erative.  'I  he  company 
has  the  right  to  fence  at  all  places,  except  where  the  public  convenience  excludes 
that  right,  as  at  depot  grounds;  and  under  the  facts  of  this  case  the  question, 
whether  the  injury  was  done  at  a  place  where  it  was  fit,  proper  and  suitable  for  the 
defendant  to  fence,  was  properly  excluded  from  the  jury. 

:  instruction:  evidence.    An  instruction,  asked  by  the  defendant,  and 

based  upon  evidence  not  found  in  the  record,  was  properly  refused. 


:  :  LIABILITY  for:  admission  of:  evidence.    In  an  action  to 

recover  for  injury  to  stock  by  a  railroad  train,  evidence  that  defendent's  road-master 
agreed  upon  an  arbitration  is  not  competent  to  show  the  liability  of  the  company. 
An  offer  to  arbitrate  is  not  an  admission  of  liability,  nor  would  any  admission 
by  the  road-master,  at  another  time  and  place,  be  deemed  the  admission  of  the 
company. 

INSTRUCTION.     The  giving  of  an  instruction  based  upon   a 


theory  wholly  unsupported  by  the  evidence,  was  misleading,  and  prejudicial  error. 


: :  DOUBLE  damages:  affidavit  for:  amendment:  service. 

The  affidavit,  served  for  the  purpose  of  entitling  claimant  to  double  damages  for 
stock  killed  by  a  railroad  train,  need  not  specifically  designate  the  place  where  the 
injury  was  done.  The  jurat  to  such  affidavit  may  be  amended  within  such  rfta- 
sonable  time  as  not  to  cause  essential  injurv  to  the  other  party,  and  the  notice 
of  claim  and  the  accompanying  affidavit  may  be  served  by  the  plaintiff  or  any  other 
person.

per  mile. 

COST   OP  ROABS. 

The  Commissioners  have  found  great  difficulty  in  arriving  at  any 
just  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  roads,  there  probably  being  at  the 
present  time  no  information  that  is  at  all  reliable  that  they  can  avail- 
themselves  of.  Some  of  the  roads  came  into  the  hands  of  the  pres- 
ent owners  by  foreclosure  of  mortgages,  were  built  partially  by  city 
and  county  bonds  and  taxes  levied  by  townships.  On  the  basis  thus 
furnished  the  companies  issued  their  own  bonds  and  sold  them  at 
large  discounts,  or  turned  them  over  to  construction  companies,  the 
roads  were  put  in  operation  with  the  least  possible  expenditure,  with- 
out any  permanent  structures,  with  insufficient  equipment,  station 
buildings,  engine  houses,  and  repair  shops,  or  in  fact  without  anything 
necessary  to  keep  them  in  running  order.  If  they  had  vitality  enough 
to  live  through  the  first  few  years,  their  earnings  were  mainly  ab- 
sorbed in  rebuilding  and  equipping  the  roads  and  fitting  them  for 
doing  business.  Many  of  the  roads  fell  into  the  possession,  or  un- 
der the  management  by  lease,  of  corporations  in  other  States  and  their 
cost  probably  was  greatly  increased  by  the  advances  necessary  to 
place  them  in  accord  with  the  needs  of  business.  The  Commission- 
ers never  expect  that  this  table  will  be  more  than  an  approximation  of 
the  cost  of  the  property  to  the  owners,  and  it  is  not  at  all  improbable 
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that  the  present  cost  contains  in  it  profits  to  individuals  that  would 
hardly  be  regarded  as  legitimate,  but  the  time  for  remedy  has  passed.

The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  were $32,023,966.03 

Operating  expenses  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1882,  were 20,512,398.05 

Leaving  the  net  earnings  for  the  year $11,511,572.98 

The  net  earnings  for  the  year  1882,  for  the  6,337  miles  then  re- 
ported, were  $1,816.57  per  mile  of  road. 

The  gross  earnings  for  the  year  ending  June  80, 1888,  were $34,483,354.77 

The  operating  expenses  for  the  yeiir  ending  June  80, 1883,  were  22,827,450.56 

Leaving  the  net  earnings $11,605,904.27 

The  net  earnings  for  the  seven  thousand  fourteen  95-100  miles 
reported  were  $1,654.45  per  mile  of  road.  The  operating  expenses  for 
the  year  increased  over  former  year  $2,316,057.45;   the  earnings  in- 
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creased  $2,409,388.74,  or  for  the  six  hundred  spventy-seven  95-108 
miles  added  since  former  reports,  the  net  earnings  were  $94,331.29. 
This,  however,  is  no  criterion  for  the  value  of  the  property  or  its 
earning  capacity,  as  the  last  two  years  have  been  peculiarly  unfavor- 
able in  the  State  of  Iowa;  the  showing  made  does  not  disappoint  us. 
The  earnings  in  Iowa  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  A  Kansas  City  have 
fallen  off  for  the  year  $11,227.07;  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific 
$827,774.65;  Crooked  Creek,  $2,621.72;  the  Des  Moines  &  Fort  Dodge, 
$102,841.07;  the  Dubuque  A  Dakota, $10,256.70;  the  Illinois  Central, 
$16,479.15;  the  Burlington  &  Northwestern,  $20,049.52.  None  of  the 
other  roads  have  made  increase  in  proportion  to  their  additional 
mileage. 

PEB  CEXTAGE  OF  OPERATING  EXPENSES  TO  EARNINGS. 

The  roads  showing  the  lowest  per  centage  of  operating  expenses  to 
earnings  are  the  Ottumwa  &  Kirkville,  44;  the  Illinois  Central,  57; 
the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific,  57.27;" the  Chicago  &  North- 
western., 59;  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  61;  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Quincy,  61.77. 

The  highest  per  centage  of  net  earnings  to  capital  stock  and  debt 
was  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern,  7.15;  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  Js 
St.  Paul,  6.72;  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  <fe  Pacific,  6.40. 

Twelve  roads  report  an  excess,  after  deducting  operating  expenses, 
interest  and  rental.  This  excess  amounts  to  $5,963,350.27,  which 
would  give  net  earnings  for  every  mile  of  road  in  the  State,  of  $794.75, 
or  about  sixty-four  per  cent  of  what  was  earned  last  year.  The  cost 
of  operating  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Kansas  City  was  $5,044.16 
more  than  its  entire  earnings;  of  the  Crooked  Creek,  $5,596.70;  of 
the  St.  Louis,  Des  Moines  <fc  Northern,  $24,869.63 ;"'ofJthe  Cedar  Rap- 
ids &  Marion  Street  Railway,  $1,057.46.

Fifty  per  cent  of  the  entire  roads  in  the  State,  exclusive  of  sidings,, 
is  steel  rail.     On  most  of  the  lines  where  the  traffic  is  heavy  the  steel 
baa  supplied  the  place  of  iron.     In  the  report  for  1878,  twenty-two* 
per  cent  of  the  rails  was  steel. 

BOAD   BED   AND   TRACK. 

The  total  number  of  track  sections  reported  is  1,169.  These  vary 
in  length  from  five  to  nine  miles,  averaging  about  six  miles.  On 
each  of  these  sections  the  reports  show  from  three  to  seven  men  em- 
ployed, averaging  about  five.  New  ties  reported,  1,458,885.  Oak 
ties  last  about  eight  years;  the  softer  woods  used,  about  six  years. 
There  were  6,716  tons  of  new  iron  laid  and  23,367  tons  of  new  steel

during  the  year.  The  life  of  iron  rails  is  reported  from  four  to 
twelve  years,  varying  with  the  traffic.  The  steel  rails  have  not  been 
in  use  long  enough  to  determine  their  average  duration. 

FENCING. 

The  number  of  miles  of  fenoe  reported  is  4,936,  and  the  average 
price  paid  per  rod  one  dollar.  The  wire  fences  cost  less  than  those 
formerly  in  use.  The  Board  believes  it  to  be  economy  to  fence  the 
roads,  and  that  safety  to  trains  requires  it.  Many  differences  between 
the  corporations  and  the  land  owners  might  be  avoided  if  the  roads 
were  fenced. 

TELEGRAPH    LINES. 

Most  of  the  lines  are  owned  by  the  Western  Union  Company. 
The  railroads  report  in  their  offices  887  telegraph  stations,  and  1,868 
miles  of  wire  as  belonging  to  them  and  operated  exclusively  for  their 
business.     They  report  8,153  miles  owned  by  the  Western  Union.

The  average  rate  paid  by  passengers  on 
all  roads  reporting,  was  two  and  sixty-seven  hundredths  cents  per 
mile. 

The  speed  of  passenger  trains  varies  from  twenty  to  twenty-six 
miles  per  hour;  that  of  freight  trains  from  ten  to  sixteen.

Creek,  Des  Moines  &  Fort  Dodge,  Sioux  City  <fc  Pacific  and  Burling- 
ton A  Northwestern  roads  are  much  higher  than  those  of  the  trunk 
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lines.  This  difference  is  dae  in  part  to  the  light  traffic,  but  mainly 
to  the  rebate  on  through  freight  given  these  roads  for  the  freight 
gathered  up  and  delivered  in  large  quantities  to  the  trunk  lines. 

The  general  policy  adopted  by  the  roads  seems  to  be  as  nearly 
as  practicable  to  equalize  the  rates  on  branch  lines  with  points  on 
main  lines. 

PERCENTAGE   OF   FREIGHT  THAT   IS   LOCAL. 

The  Board  has  made  considerable  effort,  without  much  success,  to 
ascertain  the  percentage  of  freight  between  stations  in  Iowa  as  com- 
pared with  the  total  freight  in  Iowa. 

They  are  satisfied  it  does  not  exceed  twenty-one  per  cent,  or  in 
other  words,  seventy-nine  per  cent  of  the  freight  of  the  Iowa  roads  is 
inter-State  in  its  character,  and  a  large  percentage  of  the  local  freight 
is  coal. 

It  is  probable,  when  in  the  future  manufacturing  increases  in  the 
State,  that  this  percentage  may  be  increased,  although  we  do  not  an- 
ticipate a  very  large  increase  over  the  present  rate,  soon. 

EQUIPMENT. 

The  total  number  of  locomotives  is  3,104,  weight  running  from 
twenty-eight  to  fifty-iive  tons.  The  total  number  of  cars  is  98,106; 
of  these  1,244  are  passenger  cars,  713  baggage,  mail  and  express  oars, 
118  parlor,  sleeping  and  dining  cars,  57,771  box  freight  cars,  12,074 
stock  cars,  18,599  platform  and  coal  cars,  and  7,587  other  cars. 

STATIONS. 

The  total  number  of  stations  reported  in  Iowa  is  1,130;  of  these  887 
have  telegraph  offices  in  them. 

EMPLOYES. 

The  total  number  of  persons  employed  regularly  in  operating  the 
roads  of  the  State  is  27,112.  The  amount  paid  them  for  their  services 
is  113,164,288.07,  or  $1,658,383.80  more  than  the  earnings  of  the  roads 
above  operating  expenses  and  taxes;  or  in  other  words,  the  entire 
capital  stock  and  debt  realize  this  much  less  from  the  property  than 
the  labor  alone  in  operating  it.  This  might  be  a  subject  well  worth 
the  attention  of  the  economist. 
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TRUSS   BRIDGES. 


The  number  of  wooden  truss  bridges  is  449;  the  total  length  is 
45,648  feet.  Of  combination  truss  bridges,  172;  the  length,  33,441 
feet.     Of  iron  truss  bridges,  111;  length,  14,192  feet.

The  total  number  of  wooden  trestle  and  pile  bridges  is  8,660,  their 
length  751,672  feet;  their  combined  length  is  more  than  142  miles 


ARCH   AND   OTHER   CULVERTS. 


There  are  twenty-five  stone  arch  culverts  with  twenty  feet  open- 
ings, or  more;  320  with  less;  761  stone  box  culverts,  and  4,446 
-wooden  box  culverts. 

BRIDGES   BUILT   WITHIN   THE   YEAR. 

There  were  built  within  the  year  17,795  lineal  feet  of  bridges,  in- 
cluding those  rebuilt. 

CATTLE    GUARDS. 

The  number  reported  is  10,400. 

RAILROAD   CROSSINGS. 

The  number  of  railroad  crossings  reported  at  grade  is  170;  over  or 
under  another  road,  36.  These  crossings  are  reported  by  each  com- 
pany, and  are  double  the  actual  number. 

HIGHWAY   CROSSINGS. 

The  number  of  highway  crossings  reported  at  grade  is  6,344,  over 
track  71,  under  track  111;  at  which  there  are  flagmen  56,  bridges  18 
feet  above  track  67,  less  than  18  feet,  4. 

ACCIDENTS  TO  PERSONS. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  persons  were  killed.  Of 
these  four  were  passengers,  eighty-two  employes  and  sixty-five  others 
in  no  way  connected  with  the  road  in  its  operations  or  movements. 
By  derailment,  seven;  by  collisions,  five;  caught  in  frogs,  three;  coup- 
ling cars,  sixteen;  getting  on  and  off  trains  while  in  motion,  ten;  falling 
from  trains,  thirty-three;  at  highway  crossings,  four;  from  miscellane- 
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0U8  causes,  thirty-one;  stealing  rides,  eight;  while  intoxicated,  fi^e; 
walking  on  track,  thirty-four;  suicide,  one. 

There  were  three  hundred  and  thirty  persons  injured  daring  the  year. 
Of  these  twenty-five  were  passengers,  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  em- 
ployes, and  fifty  others.  Of  these:  by  derailments,  thirty-two;  by  col- 
lisions, ten;  caught  in  frogs,  three;  coupling  cars,  ninety-eight;  falling 
from  trains,  forty-two;  getting  on  and  off  trains  while  in  motion,  thirty- 
seven;  at  highway  crossings,  eight;  from  miscellaneous  causes,  sixty- 
nine;  from  overhead  obstructions,  seven;  stealing  rides,  seven;  tres- 
passing on  track,  seventeen. 

The  number  killed  is  fourteen  less  than  last  year,  and  injured  three 
hundred  and  five  less.  This  record  is  very  satisfactory  by  compari- 
son, but  it  does  seem  that  some  method  should  be  devised  to  lessen 
still  more  these  casualties.  From  derailment,  by  which  seven  per- 
sons were]  killed  and  thirty-two  injured,  we  can  suggest  no  remedy 
except  vigilance  in  keeping  track  in  perfect  condition  and  care  in  the 
examination  of  cars  while  in  transit.  From  collisions,  five  persons 
were  killed  and  ten  injured.  While  the  roads  of  the  State  are  single 
tracks,  it  is  probable  that  with  all  the  care  that  can  be  exercised  these 
will  sometimes  happen.  As  the  tonnage  of  the  lines  in  Iowa  may  not 
reasonably  be  expected  to  increase  very  soon,  for  causes  that  we  shall 
treat  of  elsewhere,  and  the  capacity  of  the  single  tr'ick  has  not  been 
reached,  this  amount  of  double  track  will  not  be  materially  increased 
at  present.  There  is  one  item,  ^^  caught  in  the  frogs,"  by  which  three 
persons  were  killed  and  three  injured,  that  we  believe  in  future  should 
never  appear  in  these  reports.  There  are  several  appliances  either  of 
which  would  seem  to  make  this  species  of  accident  impossible,  and 
we  regard  the  officers  of  any  railway  company  who  neglect  to  pro- 
vide against  the  repetition  of  this  as  culpable.  The  next  item,  ^^ coup- 
ling cars,"  by  which  sixteen  persons  were  killed  and  ninety-eight 
injured  is  the  most  serious  of  the  whole  list;  various  devices  have 
been  patented  to  remedy  this  evil,  and  probably  there  is  merit  in 
some  of  them.  At  all  events,  the  subject  demands  the  serious  atten- 
tion of  the  railway  manager.  One  cause  |of  the  trouble  which  we 
think  might  be  remedied  is  in  the  deadwoods.  It  is,  as  we  under- 
stand, the  custom  of  the  western  roads  to  use  what  is  termed  a  single 
deadwood.  This  timber  is  intended  to  take  the  shock  of  the  cars, 
when  coupling,  after  the  elasticity  of  the  coupler  is  exhausted,  to 
keep  cars  apart.    Some  of  the  eastern  roads  use  the  double  deadwood 
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which  does  not  match  the  single  ones,  and  in  case  two  cars  fail  to 
couple,  they  are  forced  together  and  the  man  between  either  killed  or 
injured.  We  do  not  pretend  to  know  which  method  is  the  best,  and 
as  foreign  cars  are  in  use  all  over  the  country,  it  does  seem>to  us  that 
some  agreement  should  be  arrived  at  between  the  roads  that  would 
make  the  future  construction  uniform.  This  much  certainly  can  be 
remedied,  if  no  more,  and  we  are  fully  of  the  opinion  that  some 
method  of  coupling  cars  should  be  adopted  that  will  enable  them  to 
be  coupled  without  going  between  them.  If  this  can  be  done,  we  are 
inclined  to  believe  that  it  would  justify  a  large  expenditure  and  re- 
lieve the  the  roads  from  a  grave  responsibility.  We  are  not  enlisted 
in  any  patent,  and  only  press  this  subject  because  we  believe  that  it 
has  not  hitherto  received  the  attention  it  should. 

FALLING  FBOH  TRAINS. 

Falling  from  trains  seems  to  be  a  serious  cause  of  accident,  thirty- 
three  persons  were  killed  and  forty-two  injured  from  this  cause. 
There  seems  to  be  no  remedy  for  this,  and  it  is  probably  one  of  the 
necessities  of  the  service. 

GETTING  ON  AND  OFF  TRAINS. 

Ten  persons  were  killed  and  thirty-seven  injured  getting  on  and  off 
trains.  There  is  nothing,  as  we  understand,  re(^uiring  either  passen- 
gers or  employes  to  get  on  and  off  trains  while  in  motion,  and  this 
species  of  accident  is  simply  chargeable  to  carelessness,  for  which 
the  individual  alone  is  responsible. 

STEALING  RIDES. 

There  were  eight  persons  killed  and  seven  injured  stealing  rides.  If 
a  man  chooses  to  expose  his  life  in  riding  on  the  trucks  of  a  car  or  in 
other  dangerous  places  for  the  sake  of  defrauding  the  roads  of  their 
hire,  he  assumes  the  responsibility  and  it  becomes  a  matter  purely  of 
his  own  seeking. 

WALKING  ON  THE  TRACK. 

We  have  referred  to  this  subject  in  all  our  former  reports,  and  feel 
that  we  should  be  derelict  in  duty  if  we  failed,  when  opportunity 
offered,  of  calling  attention  to  a  practice  that  has  been  for  years  a 
fruitful  source  of  injury  and  death. 
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Duritag  the  past  year  thirty-four  persons  were  killed  and  seventeen 
injui'ed  Virhiie  walking  on  track,  and  for  the  six  years  that  the  reports 
of  this'  Commission  cover  there  were  one  hundred  and  sixty-three 
killed,  and  one  hundred  and  eleven  injured.  While  it  is  probable  that 
few  persons  appreciate  the  risk  in  trespassing  on  the  track  of  a  rail- 
way, and  are  ignorant  of  the  danger  they  voluntarily  incur,  it  does 
seem  that  the  convenience  is  no  compensation  for  the  risk.  The  only 
way  to  lessen  this  useless  waste  of  life  is  by  legislation,  and  until  the 
relation  of  the  trespasser  is  established  by  statute  the  ordinary  foot- 
man will  feel  that  he  has  joint  rights  on  the  track  with  the  trains,  and 
will  some  day  be  sacrificed,  as  thousands  before  him  have  been,  to  a 
neglect  of  what  we  regard  a  plain  duty  of  the  law-maker.  The  proper 
legislation  should  be  passed,  and  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  railways 
to  keep  it  properly  posted.  We  have  dwelt  upon  this  subject  more 
fully  in  former  reports,  and  in  the  present,  from  the  fact  that  we  be- 
lieve the  gravity  of  the  situation  is  not  appreciated,  and  we  have 
never  known  a  discussion  to  be  up  to  its  requirements.

Add  to  this  amount  tonnage  estimated  for  the  Burlington,  Cedar 
Kapids  &  Northern,  evidently  reported  erroneously,  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Kansas  City,  the  Kansas  City,  St.  Jo  &  Council  Bluffs, 
the  St.  Louis,  Keokuk  &  Northwestern,  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Min- 
neapolis &  Omaha,  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis,  the  Wabash,  St* 
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Louis  &  Pacific,  and  the  Ft.  Madison  &  Korthwestern,  whose  offi- 
cers were  unable  to  furnish  statistics  of  their  business,  2,342,000, 
and  we  have  a  total  tonnage  for  the  State  of  11,464,120.  Deduct- 
ing from  this  the  freight  twice  reported,  delivered  from  north  and 
south  lines  to  the  eastern  lines,  estimated  by  the  commissioners 
as  772,444,  and  we  have  the  Iowa  tonnage  as  10,691,676.  This  esti- 
mate is  not  accurate,  but  the  best  that  could  be  made  with  the  data 
furnished. 

Poor,  in  his  manual  for  1882,  in  discussing  the  tonnage  of  the 
United  States,  gives  the  following  classification  as  that  adopted  upon 
the  Erie  canal,  which  the  railroads  of  the  State  of  New  York  were  re- 
quired to  follow  in  their  schedules.  Following  the  canal  valuation, 
he  estimates  the  value  of  the  products  of  the  forest  at  $20  per  ton, 
the  products  of  animals  at  $150  per  ton,  vegetable  food  at  $40  per 
ton,  other  agricultural  products  at  $40  per  ton,  manufactures  at  $25 
per  ton,  merchandise  at  $250  per  ton,  and  other  articles  at  $20  per 
ton.  Applying  this  rule  to  the  tonnage  of  Iowa,  we  have  a  total  value 
for  the  tonnage  transported  by  the  railroads  in  Iowa  $624^049,159.00. 
We  have  given  this  estimate,  which  is  as  near  correct  as  we  have  the 
means  of  making  it,  to  give  some  idea  of  the  immense  value  in  dol- 
lars of  the  tonnage  of  our  railroads.  Few  persons  realize  that  the 
commerce  passing  over  the  roads  yearly  has  a  value  nearly  three 
times  that  of  all  the  roads  and  their  equipment.

Leaving  the  tonnage  originating  at  points  in  Iowa  destined  to  \to\j\U 
in  Iowa,  2,226,584  tons.  This  is  twenty-one  per  cent  of  the  entire 
freight  handled  by  the  Iowa  roads.  We  have  taken  some  pains  to 
reach  this  result  and  we  think,  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  accuracy. 
We  wished  to  show  what  per  centage  of  the  business  would  be  af- 
fected by  any  legislation  that,  underjthe  rulings  of  our  Supreme  Court, 
could  be  passed  by  the  State,  unless  the  Mississippi  river  towns  could 
get  such  legislation  as  would  divert  a  large  percentage  of  the  traffic 
down  the  river.

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The  tonnage  hauled  by  a  locomotive  over  these  grades  averages 
pretty  low.  We  presume,  however,  that  the  maximum  gradients  are 
here  returned,  and  that  the  general  efficiency  of  the  lines  is  greater 
than  here  made. 


LAKD  GRANTS. 

The  Chicago,  Burlington  A  Quincy  Railroad  received  from  Con- 
gressional grant  358^24  acres.  They  have  sold  336,016.88,  at  an 
average  of  112.12  per  acre;  they  received  from  cash  sales  (153,931. 73; 
there  is  unpaid  on  outstanding  contracts  |2,741,Q41.04.  The  gross 
amount  received  from  sales,  contracts,  etc.,  up  to  June  30,  1883,  was 
$4,403,925.46.  The  amount  expended  in  the  sale  and  management  of 
the  lands  was  (527,631.09;  amount  of  taxes  paid,  (251,149.87.  The 
amount  realized  from  the  sales,  above  expenses  incurred  in  the  man- 
agement and  sale  of  the  land  and  taxes,  is  (3,625,144.50. 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  So  St.  Paul  road  received  from  Congres- 
sional grants  328,799.89  acres;  number  of  acres  to  accrue  is  about 
10,000.      This,  however,  does  not  include  180,000  acres  involved  in 
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suits  with  the  Sioux  City  <fc  St.  Paul  Railroad  Company.  The  num- 
ber of  acres  sold  is  281,136.87;  the  average  price  is  $4.32  per  acre; 
the  amount  received  from  sales  is  (1,313,415.15;  the  amount  unpaid 
on  contracts  is  $403,428.36;  the  gross  amount  received  from  sales  to 
June  30,  1883,  including  outstanding  contracts  and  obligations,  was 
$1,427,140.51;  the  amount  expended  in  the  management  of  the  lands 
was  $88,647.88;  the  amount  of  taxes  paid  on  the  lands  was  $25,- 
555.18.  The  amount  realized  from  the  sales  of  land  above  the  ex- 
penses of  management,  taxes,  and  a  rebate  of  $195,574.56,  allowed 
for  breaking,  is  $1,142,-918.07. 

The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  road  received  from  Congres- 
sional grant  550,193.51  acres.  They  have  sold  519,068.54  acres,  at  an 
average  of  $8.50  per  acre.  They  have  received  from  sales  $3,170,- 
418.00.  The  amount  unpaid  on  contracts  was  $1,335,175.00;  the 
gross  amount  received  from  sales  to  June  30,  1883,  including  con- 
tracts and  obligations,  was  $3,938,539.29;  the  amount  expended  in 
the  sale  and  management  of  the  lands  was  $238,225.30;  the  amount 
paid  in  taxes  on  the  lands  was  $584,700.90;  the  amount  realized  from 
the  sales,  above  expenses  incurred  in  the  management  of  the  lands 
and  the  taxes,  is  $3,115,604.09. 

The  Des  Moines  &  Fort  Dodge  road  received  from  Congressional 
grant  43,882.85  acres.  They  have  sold  30,346  acres,  at  an  average 
price  of  $6.00  per  acre.  They  have  received  cash  from  the  sales, 
$9,277.09;  the  unpaid  amount  on  contracts  is  $91,659.08;  the  gross 
amount  received  from  sales,  contracts,  etc.,  to  June  30,  1883,  is 
$44,393.73;  the  amount  expended  in  the  sale  and  management  of  the 
lands  is  $868.68;  the  taxes  paid  is  $4,325.31;  the  amount  realized 
from  the  sales,  contracts,  etc.,  above  the  expenses  incurred  in  the 
sale  and  management  of  the  lands  and  taxes,  is  $39,200.74. 

The  Iowa  Falls  &  Sioux  City  road  received  from  Congressional 
grant  640,256.1 1  acres.  They  have  sold  616,973.77  acres,  at  an  average 
of  $6.79  per  acre;  the  amount  received  is  $3,234,075.32;  the  amount 
unpaid  on  contracts  is  $754,646.28;  the  gross  amount  received  from 
sales,  contracts,  etc.,  to  June  30,  1883,  is  $3,675,100.35;  the  amount 
expended  in  the  sale  and  management  of  the  lands  is  $305,474.00;  the 
amount  paid  in  taxes  on  the  lands  is  $624,416.88;  the  amount  realized 
from  the  sales  of  lands  above  the  expenses  of  the  management  and 
taxes  is  $2,304,184.44.

The  Commissioners  have  been  unable  to  get  recent  reports  from 
the  Dubuque  &  Sioux  City  and  the  Sioux  City  A  St.  Paul  companies. 
They  would  be  glad  to  be  able  to  state  in  their  next  report  exactly 
how  much  had  been  realized  by  the  railroad  companies  from  the 
grants  made  by  Congress.  The  net  amount  realized  is  represented 
to  us  as  $11,444,478.94.  The  general  impression  has  been  that  these 
grants  had  done  more  toward  constructing  the  roads  than  they  have; 
but  the  expenses  and  taxes  have  materially  diminished  the  net  pro- 
ceeds.  The  most  of  the  grants  were  made  as  early  as  1856,  and  there 
is  yet  land  not  disposed  of  with  all  the  roads. 

THK     AUTHORITY   OP  A   CORPORATION   TO   ISSUB    STOCK    POR    THE    PUR- 
CHASE  OP  THE   PROPERTY  OP  OTHER   CORPORATIONS,  AND  TO 
MAKE   STOCK  DIVIDENDS   TO   EQUALIZE  VALUES. 

A  decision  has  been  recently  made  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  in  a  case  where  Ruf us  Hatch  and  others  brought 
suit  against  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  and  the  officers 
and  directors  of  that  corporation,  which  has  attracted  general  atten- 
tion, and  in  many  quarters  given  rise  to  the  feeling  that  there  is  no 
safety  to  the  stockholder  in  railway  and  telegraph  properties  with- 
out additional  safeguards  being  thrown  around  them  by  legislative 
enactment. 

The  case  briefly  stated  is  this:  Prior  to  January  19,  1881,  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  had  a  capital  stock  of  |;41,0T3,- 
410.00,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  The  At- 
lantic and  Pacific  Telegraph  Company  had  a  capital  of  114,000,000.00 
outstanding.     The  American  Union  Telegraph  Company  had  a  cap- 
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ital  of  1 10,000,000.00.  The  lines  of  these  companies  were  mainly 
parallel,  although  there  were  some  points  reached  by  some  of  the 
companies  not  reached  by  the  others.  About  January  15,  1881,  a 
conference  was  held  by  the  directors  of  these  corporations  for  the 
purpose  of  agreeing  upon  a  basis  for  the  consolidation  of  their  prop- 
erties. The  result  of  the  conference  was:  that  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  agreed  to  issue  138,926,590.00  in  additional 
shares  of  its  capital  stock;  of  this  amount,  (15,526,590.00  was  to  be 
distributed  among  those  persons  then  holding  its  shares;  this  amount, 
it  was  claimed,  represented  the  earnings  since  July  1, 1866,  expended 
in  betterments,  in  building  additional  lines,  and  the  purchase  of  wires 
and  other  property,  it  being  an  excess  over  the  regular  dividends 
paid  on  the  stock.  The  $23,400,000  was  to  be  exchanged  for  the  shares 
of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific,  and  the  American  Union  Telegraph  compa- 
nies. As  a  result  of  this  conference  the  proposition  agreed  upon 
was  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  stockholders,  called  for  that  purpose, 
on  February  5,  1881;  $30,819,900.00  of  the  stock  represented  at  the 
meeting  voted  in  favor  of  the  stock  dividend  and  to  ratify  the  agree- 
ment for  the  purchase  and  the  consolidation  with  the  other  lines, 
$60,000.00  voted  against;  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  entire  stock 
voted  for  the  proposition,  which  would  increase  the  stock  to  $80,000,- 
000.00.  In  February,  1881,  the  suit  was  brought  against  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph  Company  and  all  the  directors.  In  the  complaint 
it  was  alleged  that  there  was  a  fraudulent  combination  among  the 
directors,  and  that  in  pursuance  of  a  conspiracy  the  meeting  of  stock- 
holders was  called;  that  the  value  of  the  property  of  the  Atlantic, 
and  Pacific  and  American  Union  Telegraph  companies  did  not  ex- 
ceed $8,000,000.00,  and  their  purchase  at  the  price  named,  $23,400,- 
000.00,  was  a  fraud  upon  the  rights  of  the  individual  stockholders  of 
the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company;  that  this  company  did  not 
have  surplus  property  enough,  over  and  above  its  capital,  to  represent 
the  stock  dividend  of  more  than  $15,000,000.00;  that  the  dividend 
was  a  violation  of  the  law,  and  the  incorporation  of  the  stock  of  the 
other  companies,  which  were  of  little  value,  at  par  was  a  breach  of 
trust  on  the  part  of  the  directors,  that  rendered  them  personally 
liable  for  the  payment  into  the  treasury  of  the  company  of  the  full 
face  value  of  all  the  capital  stock  divided  and  exchanged. 

In  the  argument  of  the  case  it  seems  to  have  been  admitted  that 
when  the  property  of  a  corporation  exceeds  its  capital  stock  and  in- 
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debtedness,  that  the  excess  or  surplus  belongs  to  the  corporation,  is  a 
portion  of  its  property,  but  in  a  strictly  legal  sense  is  not  a  part  of 
its  capital;  this  surplus  may  be  cash  and  the  cash  may  be  divided;  it 
may  be  property  and  the  property  may  be  divided;  if  such  dividend 
tends  to  diminish  or  deplete  the  value  of  the  property  it  is  unlawful. 
A  dividend  of  the  earned  surplus  in  shares  of  th  3  stock  of  the  com- 
pany does  not  interfere  with  the  property  of  the  corponttion,  or  its 
efficiency;  the  property  remains  in  the  same  position  as  before;  the 
stockholder  has  a  certificate  of  the  value  of  the  surplus  earned,  in- 
Btead  of  his  certificate  of  stock  showing  the  capital  and  in  addition 
to  it  the  surplus.    A  stock  dividend  may  be  made  at  any  time  when 
it  represents   property   earned. .    The  court  states   the  proposition 
broadly:     "That  so  long  as  every  dollar  of  stock  issued  by  the  cor- 
**poration  represented  a  dollar  of  property  no  harm  can  result  to  in- 
"  dividuals  or  the  public  from  distributing  stock  to  the  stockholders. 
***        *        *        *         We  know  of  no  principle  of  law,  no  public 
policy,  no  statute  that  condemns  a  stock  dividend  under  such  cir- 
cumstances; the  company  had  made  surplus  earnings  which  it  could 
"  have  divided,  but  instead  of  dividing  had  invested  them  in  prop- 
"erty  to  facilitate  and  enlarge  its  business,  and  such  property  was 
"found  to  be  worth  $15,526,570.00."      This  sum,  while  being  mixed 
up  and  used  in  common  with  the  other  property  of  the  corporation, 
-was  not  beyond  the  reach  of  the  dividend-makingf  powers  of  the  di- 
rectors.    We  have  brought  out  the  main  points  of  this  case  as  one  of 
unusual  interest.     It  would  seem  from  the  decision  that  nothing  was 
sustained  before  the  trial  court  to  make  the  directors  liable  for  their 
official  action,  as  every  act  seemed  to  have  been  held  to  be  within 
the  scope  of  their  powers.      As  is  shown  by  this  report,  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  track  of  the  railways  in  Iowa  is  owned  by  corporations 
whose  lines  run  through  other  States  and  territories,  and  whose  ac- 
tion  cannot  be  reached  by  any  legislative  act  of  ours.    It  is,  we  think, 
generally  conceded  that  our  interests,  as  well  as  the  interests  of  the 
people  of  the  other  States,  are  better  served  by  this  aggregated  capi- 
tal and  a  management  having  the  interests  under  its  control  in  com- 
mon, than  it  would  be  were  the  lines  divided  into  small  and  inde- 
pendent corporations  in  the  different  States,  without  any  unity  of  in- 
terests.    We  arie  not  disposed  to  take  issue  with  the  proposition  that 
the  railway  or  telegraph  company  having  earned  a  surplus  has  the 
power  to  divide  it  among  the  stockholders  in  such  manner  as  may 
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seem  right,  yet  we  believe  that  there  should  be  some  check  or  con- 
trol; that  there  should  be  some  legislative,  judicial,  or  other  action 
required  to  ascertain  whether  this  property  to  be  converted   into 
stock  has  actually  been  earned.      It  is  true  that  the  public,  if  their 
business  is  done  at  fair  prices,  has  but  little  interest  in  the  capital  of 
these  corporations;  but  it  is  also  true  that  the  business  is  expected 
to  pay  a  reasonable  interest  on  the  capital  and  debt  of  the  roads,  and 
they  are  interested  tl^us  far,  that  this  should  not  be  inflated  by  the 
manufacture  of  fictitious  capital.     We  have  called  attention  to  this 
subject,  and  given  the  holdings  of  the  appellate  court  of  the  State 
of  New  York  in  a  case  presented  where  a  corporation  by  the  action 
of  its  directors,  confirmed  by  a  vote  of  its  stockholders,  increased  its 
capital  from  forty  to  eighty  millions  of  dollars.    This,  the  court  says, 
is  legitimate,  and  fully  within  the  power  of  the  corporation  to  do. 
May  not  this  subject  be  food  for  reflection  to  the  law-making  power, 
whether  there  should  not  be  some  check,  other  than  the  uncontrolled 
will  of  the  director  and  stockholder,  to  regulate  these  expansions  of 
capital.    In  treating  this  subject  in  a  former  report  we  said  ^*  our 
object  has  been  to  call  attention  to  this  subject,  believing  it  to  be 
unwise  to  leave  the  managers  of  these  large  properties  the  unre- 
stricted right  to  swell  their  capital  whenever  inclination  prompts." 

HAVE  NOT  THE  LINES  OF  IOWA  IN  THE  CULTIVATED  PABTS  OF  THE  8TATB 

BEACHED   THEIB  MAXIKITK  OF  TONNAGE. 

Ever  since  the  incipiency  of  the  railroad  system  in  the  State  we 
have  looked  forward  to  the  extension  of  lines,  and  the  buildinc;  of 
new  roads  as  marked  evidences  of  prosperity,  and  pointed  with  pride 
to  the  development  of  our  resources  which  seemed  to  be  coeval  with 
our  railway  mileage.  In  the  early  settlement  of  the  country  the  first 
effort  seems  to  be  to  get  returns  from  tie  land  cultivated  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  this  has  usually  been  done  by  raising  gram.  The  newly 
built  roads  usually  found  awaiting  their  extensions  large  quantities 
of  grain  for  immediate  shipment,  and  the  not  unnatural  conclusion 
has  usually  been  reached  that  this  state  of  things  is  bound  to  con- 
tinue and  greatly  increase  with  the  more  complete  settlement  and 
cultivation  of  the  soil.  We  think  this  conclusion  is  incorrect.  It  is 
probable  that,  without  some  marked  climatic  changes,  the  cultivation 
of  wheat,  except  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  may  be  expected 
to  diminish  rather  than  increase  as  the  State  grows  older;  hence,  as 
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an  article  for  shipmeTit  it  cannot  be  relied  upon  to  maintain  its  former 
status.     Corn  is  our  staple,  our  soil  and  climate  seem  to  be  specially 
adapted  for  its  successful  production,  but  its  shipment  in  largely  in- 
creased quantities  can  hardly  be  depended  upon  as  the  freight  is  too 
large  a  per  cent  of  its  value.     The  Iowa  f arme/  has  learned  that  it  is 
more  profitable  to  ship  it  in  the  more  condensed  form  of  cattle  and 
hogs.     Our  State  for  grazing  seems  to  have  no  superior,  and  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  dairy  in  the  condensed  forms  of  butter  and  cheese  are 
offered  for  shipment  in  place  of  the  bulky  articles  of  former  years. 
As  the  State  increases  in  wealth  and  population  the  cruder  forms  of 
agriculture  will  give  way  to  those  that  are  more  remunerative,  and 
the  articles  paying  the  smallest  percentage  of  freight  to  their  value 
will  be  the  ones  mainly  offered  for  shipment.     When  that  point  is 
reached  it  is  probable  that  the  tonnage  of  the  roads  per  mile  will  in- 
crease very  slowly.     There  are  other  reasons  that  strike  us  as  work- 
ing toward  the  same  results.     The  territory  along  each  of  the  main 
lines  across  the  State  has  been  occupied  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  by 
rival  lines  during  the  last  three  or  four  years,  and  unless  they  receive 
additional  amounts  of   freight  from  their  connections  and   branch 
lines  their  freight  traffic  must  diminish.     It  is  true  that  passenger 
travel  will   increase  with   increased  population   and   facilities,  but 
smaller  territory  can  hardly  be  expected  to  furnish  increased  tonnage 
unless  it  be  in  the  form  of  coal  or  something  that  requires  the  min- 
imum of  rates.     If  the  tonnage   on   the   leading  lines   should  be 
seriously  diminished,  we  can  hardly  expect  materially  lower  rates.    A 
comparison  of  the  present  report  with  former  ones  will  show  that  ^e 
earnings  of  the  roads  in  the  State,  per  mile,  for  the  past  year  are  less 
than  in  former  years.  While  this  in  part  may  be  due  to  failure  of  crops 
for  two  years  in  succession,  it  is  also  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the 
causes  above  indicated.     While  in  some  localities  more  railroad  facil- 
ities are  needed,  it  is  possibly  true  that  in  general  greatly  increased 
mileage  is  not  desirable.    The  nearer  a  railway  is  employed  to  its 
full  capacity  the  cheaper  it  can  carry,  and  if  we  are  correct  in  our 
theory  that  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  railways  of  the  State  is 
largely  in  excess  of  the  ordinary  and  usual  demands  upon  them,  there 
may  be  a  well  grounded  apprehension  least  further  increase  in  mile- 
age may  not  be  an  injury  rather  than  a  benefit. 

The  question  has  often  been  raised  whether  there  should  not  be 
some   tribunal   to   determine  whether  a   new   railroad  was   needed 
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before  permitting  land  to  be  taken  from  an  unwilling  owner  under 
the  powers  of  eminent  domain.  As  it  now  is,  any  corporation  or- 
ganized under  the  general  laws  of  the  ?tate,  without  responsibility, 
And  without  demonstrating  any  public  necessity  for  its  construction, 
is  authorized  to  avail  itself  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain.  The 
assumption  hits  been  that  no  railroads  would  be  built  under  the  utmost 
freedom  of  incorporation  unless  they  were  needed,  but  it  will  be  seen 
by  looking  over  the  tables  in  this  report  that  there  are  a  number  of 
roads  that  pay  no  dividends.  While  perhaps  the  public  has  but  lit- 
tle interest  in  the  roads  as  an  investment,  it  may  not  be  unprofitable 
to  inquire  whether  the  time  has  not  arrived  when  to  say  the  least,  the 
questionable  authority  of  allowing  townships  to  tax  themselves  five 
per  cent  on  their  valuation  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  roads  through 
them,  should  not  be  repealed.  Has  not  the  State  railroads  enough  to 
leave  the  building  of  them  in  future  to  private  enterprise  and  capi- 
tal, without  an  enforced  contribution  from  unwilling  property  holders? 
The  necessity,  if  any  ever  existed,  seems  to  us  to  have  passed.  While 
it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  we  have  about  seven  thousand  miles  of 
railroad,  ajid  rank  among  the  States  whose  mileage  is  the  greatest, 
we  cannot  resist  the  conviction  that  the  tonnage  furnished  by  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  State  does  not  for  the  present  require  the  facilities  to  be 
increased  with  the  rapidity  they  have  been  for  the  past  four  years. 
It  would  probably  be  well  to  await  the  future  developments  of  traffic 
before  adding  largely  to  the  present  lines  of  road  or  making  addi- 
tional competitive  lines.  Extreme  low  rates  are  never  permanent 
aild  reliable  unless  the  volume  of  business  is  large,  and  building  new 
roads  is  not  the  best  way  to  reach  them. 

CONOBESSIOKAIi  RBGULATIOXS. 

This  Board  in  one  of  its  earlier  reports  stated  '^  that  the  business 
interests  of  the  country  needed  regular,  moderate,  and  uniform 
rates,"  and  when  these  could  be  relied  upon,  it  always  conformed  to 
tiiem;  that  competition  that  would  furnish  unreasonably  low  rates  at 
one  time,  and  demand  unreasonably  high  rates  at  another,  was  always 
disastrous  to  the  best  interests  of  both  shipper  and  carrier.  As  our 
railroads  generally  run  into  other  States,  and  there  seems  to  be  no 
method  of  regulating  or  controlling  the  interstate  commerce,  there 
has  been  a  great  deal  of  discussion  as  to  the  propriety  and  feasibility 
of  congressional  interference.     There  is  at  times  a  feeling  that   the 
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through  rates  are  too  high,  and  again  that  they  are  too  low;  that 
Cougress  should  interfere  to  protect  the  stockholder,  guard  the  pub- 
lic against  fluctuations,  and  should  regulate  railway  transportation 
so  as  to  prevent  the  extremes  being  reached.  Whether  the  through 
commerce  would  be  the  gainer  by  the  interference  of  Congress,  is  a 
serious  question,  and  one  that  it  is  not  safe  to  assume  affirmatively 
without  investigation.  While  Congress  has  the  power  under  consti- 
tutional authority  to  "  regulate  commerce  among  the  States,"  there 
certainly,  is  an  opportunity  for  argument  whether  this  was  intended 
to  empower  that  body  to  fix'  the  rates  of  common  carriers.  The  Su- 
•preme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  held  that  States  may  do  this, 
and  it  is  no  unwarranted  assumption  to  claim  that  the  court  would 
hold  that  Congress  had  the  same  power.  To  exercise  it  sagaciously 
is  another  matter.  To  exercise  it  unwisely  might  derange  the  entire 
export  trade  of  the  country,  and  destroy  the  agricultural  and  commer- 
cial prosperity  of  the  CL^ntral  Sta^ies  in  the  interest  of  those  nearer 
the  seaboard.  We  are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  a  Commission, 
created  somewhat  after  the  form  of  the  State  Commissions,  whose 
business  it  should  be  to  investigate  the  whole  subject  of  transporta- 
tion by  rail,  might  be  of  great  service,  and  be  the  means  of  furnish, 
ing  Congress  information  that  could  not  be  readily  acquired  elsewhere. 
In  our  judgment,  until  this  is  done,  legislation  that  attempts  to  do 
more  will  probably  affect  injuriously  our  internal  commerce. 

We  have  always  in  our  reports  expressed  the  opinion  that  some  ac- 
tion by  Congress  would  relieve  what  seems  to  be  an  aiiamolous  posi- 
tion.    Last  year  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa,  in  the  case  of  John  A, 

Carton  A  Co.  t?.  Ihe  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company^  held,  "  that 
an  act  of  the  State  legislature  whose  object  and  purpose  is  to  control 
and  regulate  the  shipment  of  freight  to  points  in  other  States  is  in 
violation  of  Art.  1,  Sec.  8,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
as  being  legislation  on  interstate  commerce,  a  subject  which  in  its 
nature  is  national  and  requiring  the  exclusive  legislation  of  Congress. 
The  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois,  in  the  case  of  Barley  <&  Swannele  v. 

TTie  Wabashy  St.  Louis  db  JPaciJic  Railway^  says  that  a  statute  simi- 
lar to  the  above  does  not  conflict  with  Art.  1,  Sec.  8,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States.  "The  Wabash  Company  is  engaged  in 
state  as  well  as  interstate  commerce,  and  the  State  must  be  permitted 
to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  promo- 
tion of  the  general  welfare  of  the  people  within  its  own  jurisdiction, 
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even  though  in  so  doing  those  without  may  be  incidentally  affected. 
Should  Congress  pass  a  law  regulating  the  charges  of  railroads  en- 
gaged in  interstate  commerce,  it  may  be  that  Illinois  would  be  con- 
lined  to  charges  for  the  transportation  of  property  wholly  within  the 
State,  but  no  such  law  has  been  passed." 

In  the  further  elucidation  of  this  subject  we  give  the  opinion  of 
Judge  McCrary  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  rendered 
in  Des  Moines,  October  24,  1883,  in  the  ease  of  Wm,  Kaeiser  v.  Ihe 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company/: 

By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Iowa,  approved  1874,  a  tariff  of 
maximum  charges  was  provided  for  the  transportation  of  freight  and  passen- 
gers by  railroad.  The  act,  by  its  terms,  applies  to  "  all  railroad  corporations 
organized  or  doing  business  in  this  State,  their  trustees,  receivers,  or  les- 
sees.'' It  provides  that ''  all  railroads  in  this  State  shall  be  classified  accord- 
ing to  the  gross  amount  of  their  respective  annual  earnings  within  the  State 
per  mile  for  the  preceding  year,"  and  for  a  separate  tariff  of  rates  for  each 
class.  It  also  provided  that  the  tariff  of  rates  so  established  should  '*  be  con- 
sidered a  basis  on  which  to  compute  the  compensation  for  transporting 
freight,  goods,  merchandise,  or  property  over  any  line  of  railroad  within  this 
State." 

This  suit  is  brought  to  recover  damages  for  overcharges  upon  freight  ship- 
ped from  points  in  Iowa  to  points  in  Illinois  or  Wisconsin  over  a  part  of 
defendant's  road  in  Iowa  and  over  connecting  lines  in  the  other  States 
named.  The  answer  sets  up,  among  other  things,  that  the  statute  above 
named  neither  had  nor  was  intended  to  have  any  extra  territorial  operation 
beyond  the  limits  of  Iowa,  and  neither  had  nor  was  intended  to  have  any 
application  to  or  effect  upon  contracts,  either  expressed  or  implied,  for  the 
conveyance  of  persons  or  property  from  a  point  in  one  State  to  a  point  in 
another  State.  Plaintiff  demurs  to  this  answer  and  the  principal  questions 
discussed  by  counsel  are: 

1st.    Did  the  act,  by  its  terms,  apply  to  interstate  commerce? 

2d.    If  so,  is  it  constitutional?

McCra^rt,  VirntU  Judge.— There  may  be  room  for  doubt  as  to  whether  the 
act  of  1874,  by  its  terras,  applied  to  inter-State  commerce.  If  it  be  construed 
as  in  pari  materia  with  the  subsequent  act  of  the  Sixteenth  General  Assembly 
(187&)  *'for  the  relief  of  certain  railroad  companies,  their  agents  and  em- 
ployes," there  is,  I  think,  sufficient  ground  for  holding  that  it  was  only  in- 
tended to  regulate  such  transportation  as  was  carried  on  within  the  State. 
The  latter  act  provides  for  releasing  any  railroad  company  from  liability  for 
I'Mviiiir  violated  tlif^  aot  of  1S74  upon  certain  conditions.  Among  these  con- 
dilioiis  w.Ls  a  reciuiremeut  that  such  railroad  companies  should  enter  into 
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l)onds  with  security  conditioned  that  they  would  not  seek  to  evade  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  of  1874,  "by  increasing  or  contriving  any  increase  on 
through  rates  to  points  on  its  line  outside  of  the  State.''  If  the  original  act 
itself  was  intended  to  apply  to  through  shipments  between  points  in  this 
State  and  points  in  other  States,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  it  could  have  been 
evaded  by  Increasing  si|ch  rates.  It  is  plain,  therefore,  that  the  legislature 
understood  and  construed  the  original  act  as  applicable  only  to  local  or  State 
commerce,  and  sought  by  the  supplemental  act  above  mentioned  to  induce 
railroad  companies  to  bind  themselves  by  contract  not  to  increase  their 
charges  upon  inter-State  commerce  for  the  purpose  of  making  up  for  their 
losses  under  the  law  upon  State  commerce.  If,  however,  the  statute  shall 
be  held,  by  its  terms,  to  apply  to  inter-State  commerce,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  it  should  be  held  to, be  in  contravention  of  Art.  1,  Sec.  8,  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States,  which  confers  upon  Congress  the  power ''to 
regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations  and  among  the  several  States." 

The  question  is  one  of  great  importance,  and,  in  some  of  its  aspects,  not 
free  from  difficulty.  It  has  been  much  discussed  in  the  courts  of  the  country 
and  especially  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  The  following 
propositions  may  now  be  laid  down  as  settled,  at  least  so  far  as  the  Federal 
Courts  are  concerned: 

1.  The  transportation  of  merchandise  from  place  to  place  l^  railroad  is 
conmierce. 

2.  The  transportation  of  merchandise  from  a  place  in  one  State  to  a  place 
in  another  is  ''  commerce  among  the  States." 

3.  To  fix  or  limit  the  charges  for  such  transportation  is  to  regulate  com- 
merce. 

4.  A  statute  fixing  or  limiting  such  charges  for  transportation  from  places 
in  one  State  to  places  in  other  States  is  a  regulation  of  commerce  among  the 
States. 

5.  The  power  to  regulate  such  commerce  is  vested  by  the  Constitution  in 
Congress. 

6.  This  i>ower  of  Congress  is  exclusive,  at> least  in  all  cases  where  the  sub- 
jects, over  which  the  power  is  exercised,  are  in  their  nature  national  or 
admit  of  one  imiform  system  or  plan  of  regulation. 

7.  The  State  cannot  adopt  any  regulation  which  does  or  may  operate  in- 
juriously upon  the  commerce  of  other  States. 

These  general  propositions  are  abundantly  sustained  by  the  following, 
among  other,  authorities:  (JrandaM  v,  Nevada,  6  Wal.,  35;  Passenger  Cases, 
7  IIow.,  283;  Qibbon  v.  Ogden,  9  Wheat.,  1 ;  Case  of  State  Freight  Tax,  16  Wal., 
232;  Welt(m  v.  Missouri,  90  U.  S.,  279;  Hall  v.  De  Cuir,  95  U.  S.,  497;  BaUroad 
.  Company  v.  Husen,  96  U.  S.,  469;  Pensacola  Telegraph  Co,  v.  Western,  etc,.  Tele- 
graph Co.,  96  U.  S.,  9;  Carton  v.  Illinois  Central  BaUroad  Co.,  1  (Supreme 
Court  of  Iowa),  13  N.  W.  Rep.,  67. 

It  is  insisted  by  plaintiff's  counsel,  in  his  very  able  and  exhaustive  argument 
in  this  case,  that,  conceding  the  soundness  of  these  proi>ositions,  the  statute 
in  question  may  be  upheld  upon  the  ground  that  in  enacting  it  the  State  ex- 
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ercised  a  power  which  is  vested  concurrently  in  the  States  and  the  general 
government.  That  certain  powers  may  he  exercised  hy  the  States  in  the 
way  6f  regulating  inter-State  commerce,  where  no  act  of  congress  is  inter- 
fered with,  may,  for  the  purposes  of  this  case,  well  he  admitted. G Assuming 
such  to  be  the  law,  the  questions  remain: 

1.  Whether  the  act  in  question,  if  applied  to.  through  shipments  of  freight 
upon  lines  extending  into  or  through  several  States,  must  not  be  held  to 
relate  to  a  subject  which  is  in  its  nature  national,  or  which  admits  of  one 
i^ifoim  system  or  plan  of  regulation. 

2.  Whether,  if  the  power  of  the  State  to'  pass  such  an  act  be  conceded,  it 
does  not  necessarily  include  the  power  to  discriminate  against  the  conunerce 
of  other  States? 

If  either  of  these  questions  must  be  answered  affirmatively,  then  the  stat- 
ute, in  fio  far  as  it  relates  to  through  shipments  over  inter-State  lines,  is  in 
violation  of  the  Federal  Constitution.    I  am  of  the  opinion  that  both  ques- 
tions must 'be  so  answered.    It  seems  very  obvious  that  the  regulation  of 
transportation  of  merchandise  over  a  line  extending,  it  may  be,  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  ocean,  is  a  subject  which  is  in  its  nature  national. 
It  is  so  because  it  necessarily  concerns  the  people  of  the  whole  coimtry,  and 
is  beyond  the  legislative  power  of  any  single  State.    It  is  also  apparent  that 
such  transportation  not  only  admits  of,  but  requires  a  uniform  system  or 
plan  of  regulation.    I  do  not  understand  the  plaintiff's  counsel  as  denying 
these  propositions;  but  he  insists  that  this  State  may  regulate  charges  upon 
so  much  of  the  route  as  lies  within  its  own  territory.    In  other  words,  the 
contention  of  counsel  is,  that  each  State  over  whose  territory  a  line  of  inter- 
State  railroad  passes,  may  fix  or  limit  the  charges  to  be  made  for  the  carriage 
of  a  cargo  upon  that  part  of  the  route  which  lies  within  its  own  jurisdiction. 
The  consideration  of  this  proposition  involves  a  determination  of  the  second 
question  last  above  stated,  viz.:  whether  the  statute  in  question  construed 
as  authorizing  the  regulation  of  charges  within  this  State,  may  not  affect 
charges  made  for  carriage  in  other  States.    To  state  the  question  in  another 
form  it  is  this:  Can  each  of  the  States  through  which  a  cargo  must  pass, .in 
going,  for  example,  from  Des  Moines  to  New  York  City,  fix  the  proportion- 
ate charge  which  shall  be  made  by  the  carrier  for  the  distance  within  its 
own  territory?    Such  a  line  would  pass  through  portions  of  the  States  of 
Iowa,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  New  York.   How  can  Iowa 
fix  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  carriage  from  Des  Moines  to  the  State  line 
without  indirectly  affecting  the  rates  to  be  charged  in  other  States?    It 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  power  to  regulate  includes  not  only  the 
the  power  to  reduce,  but  the  power  to  increase  charges.   If  one  of  the  States 
upon  such  a  line  can  fix  the  charges  for  carriage  within  its  own  territory, 
what  is  to  prevent  it  from  authorizing  its  own  carriers  to  demand  and  re- 
ceive an  undue  and  unreasonable  proportion  of  the  gross  amount?    If  the 
propositioncontended.for  be  admitted,  what  is  there  to  prevent  the  three 
States  through  which  the  charge  must  first  pass  on  its  way  to  New  York  from 
exacting  more  than  one  half  of  the  charge  for  the  entire  route?  Or,  to  state 
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the  same  question  in  another  way,  why  may  not  the  five  States  through 
which  the  cargo  would  pass  before  reaching  the  boundary  of  New  York, 
exact,  in  the  aggregate,  the  whole  of  a  reasonable  charge  for  the  entire 
route,  leaving  nothing  for  the  carrier  within  the  State  of  New  York?  And 
since  no  State  law  can  have  any  extra  territorial  force,  is  it  not  clear  that 
the  attempt  to  enforce  the  statutes  of  each  of  the  several  States,  in  so  far  as 
the  carriage  within  such  State  is  concerned,  would  lead  to  conflicts  and  dis- 
putes which  no  State  authority  would  be  competent  to  adjust  and  deter- 
mine. These  considerations,  I  think,  lead  inevitably  to  a  conclusion,  not 
only  that  such  commerce  is  the  subject  only  of  National  control  and  reg^a- 
tion,  but  that  any  attempt  to  devolve  upon  a  single  State  the  power  to  regu- 
late it  in  part  would  necessarily  give  to  such  State  the  right  to  discriminate 
against  other  States  of  the  Union.  It  is  well  known  that  one  of  the  chief 
reasons  which  caused  the  Constitutional  Convention  to  insert  the  commer- 
cial clause  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  was  the  belief  that  if 
the  power  to  regulate  commerce  among  the  States  was  not  taken  exclusively 
into  the  hands  of  the  national  government,  rivalries  and  jealousies  would 
arise  among  the  States  similar  to  those  which  had  existed  under  the  old  con- 
federation, which  would  lead  practically  to  the  destruction  of  inter-State 
commerce,  and  it  was  regarded  as  specially  important  that  no  power  in  the 
legislature  of  any  one  State  to  interfere  with  commerce  or  trade  in  any  other 
State  should  be  recognized  as  existing.  My  conclusion  is,  therefore,  that 
the  statute  in  question,  if  held  to  apply  to  inter-State  commerce,  is  in  viola- 
tion of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  In  this  view  I  am  supported 
by  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  (CarUm  v.  lU,  Cent. 
S.  B.  Co.^  supra),  in  which  the  act  now  under  consideration  was  held  to  be 
unconstitutional.  If  I  were  in  doubt  upon  the  subject  I  should  not  hesitate 
to  follow  that  ruling.  I  am  not  aware  that  the  Federal  courts  have  ever  in 
the  course  of  our  history  undertaken  to  enforce  a  State  statute  which  has 
been  held  void  by  the  supreme  judicial  authority  of  the  State.  I  should  hesi- 
tate long  before  undertaking  to  enforce  in  this  tribunal  any  act  of  the  State 
Legislature  which  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  has  held,  for  any  reason, 
to  be  null  and  void.  To  do  so  would  be  to  give  suitors  who  can  come  here 
an  unjust  advantage  over  the  citizens  of  the  State,  who  are  compelled  to 
submit  their  rights  to  the  determination  of  the  State  courts. 
The  demurrer  to  the  answer  is  overruled. 

.BAILKOAD   WABS. 

Mr.  Charles  Francis  Adams,  in  an  article  published  during  the 
present  year  in  the  Boston  Journal,  says:  "  The  old  idea  in  regard  to 
a  community  and  its  railroads  was  that  the  railroads  were  to  be 
regarded  in  the  nature  of  thieves,  and  when  they  fell  out  honest  men 
might  hope  to  come  to  their  dues. 

"The  whole  tendency  of  late  has  been  in  another  direction;  it  has 
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become  recognized  that  the  business  of  a  railroad  company  is  to  serve 
the  public,  not  fight  another  railroad  company.  It  has  become  recog- 
nized that  in  order  to  serve  the  public  well,  corporations  must  be 
large  and  prosperous;  small  companies  cannot  afford  the  equipment 
or  facilities  which  modern  railroad  business  requires.  So  far  as  the 
public  is  concerned,  the  tendency  of  feeling  and  legislation  in  respect 
to  railroad  development  is  well  defined.  The  tendency  is  to  look  upon 
railroad,  war  as  any  other  war  and  railroad  peace  as  any  other  peace. 
The  war  was  a  wasteful,  uncertain,  semi-barbarous  way  of  reaching  a 
desired  result.  In  place  of  it  a  system  of  regulation  and  arbitration 
is  being  rapidly  developed.  The  railroad  companies  are  allowed  to 
grow  and  assume  such  forms  as  may  be  made  convenient  by  the  needs 
of  the  work  they  have  to  do.  Never  was  our  railroad  service  so  good, 
so  uniform,  so  generally  regardful  of  the  just  rights  of  the  public  as 
at  this  time.  It  will  unquestionably  be  more  so  in  the  future  than  it 
is  now;  but  that  the  public  may  be  better  served,  the  railroads  must 
give  up  fighting,  and  concentrate  their  resources  and  attention  on 
serving  the  public." 

The  view  here  taken  by  Mr.  Adams  is  undoubtedly  correct  in  its 
theory;  in  practice,  however,  the  railways,  with  all  the  machinery 
of  commissions,  pools,  etc.,  are  slow  in  reaching  the  status  above 
marked  out.  They  are  all  ready  to  admit  that  they  should  be  gov- 
erned by  whatever  is  reasonable,  fair,  and  right,  and  are  always  ready 
to  make  contracts  and  agreements;  but  there  is  a  wonderful  tendency 
to  break  them  and  get  into  open  warfare.  Why  this  should  be  we 
shall  not  attempt  to  explain.  During  the  railway  war  at  Des  Moines 
last  year,  participated  in  by  nearly  all  the  roads  doing  business  in  this 
city,  and  affecting  seriously  the  interest  of  almost  every  town  in  the 
vicinity,  it  occurred  to  members  of  this  Board  that  if  the  officers  and 
directors  of  the  various  companies  could  be  held  personally  responsi- 
ble for  the  difference  between  the  rates  then  given  and  a  reasonable 
and  fair  rate  for  doing  the  business,  the  differences  between  these 
corporations  would  readily  be  adjusted. 

Every  man  doing  business  with  a  railroad  company  wants  his 
freight  carried  in  the  shortest  practicable  time  and  delivered  in  the 
same  condition  it  was  received.  This  feature  has  been  wonderfully 
improved  in  the  last  few  years,  and  delays  are  the  exception,  not  the 
rule.  He  wants  his  rates  as  low  as  practicable,  and  to  comply  with 
with  the  foregoing.     Cheap  rates,  as  business  is  now  generally  done, 
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^will  not  compensate  for  unreasonable  delays.  He  does  not,  however, 
T^ant  his  business  done  at  a  loss  to  the  carrier;  for  he  knows  that  the 
loss  must  be  made  up,  and  a  portion  of  it  at  his  expense,  often  when 
lie  cannot  require  those  who  have  been  benefited  by  the  reduced  rates 
to  contribute  to  the  high  rates.  The  railway  tariff  that  brings  out 
the  greatest  yolume  of  business,  and  at  the  same  time  makes  a  rea- 
sonable return  for  services  rendered,  is  the  best,  both  for  the  com- 
panies and  the  public.  We  have  thought  that  one  strong  road 
should  be  more  yaluable  to  a  community  than  two  weak  ones;  that  it 
should  be  to  the  interest  of  the  strong  road  to  furnish  every  facility 
to  build  up  the  business,  the  manufactories,  and  give  prominence  to 
the  points  from  which  they  have  no  rivals  in  the  carrying  trade.  On 
the  contrary,  strange  as  it  may  appear,  they  furnish  all  possible  facil- 
ities and  the  lowest  rates  to  the  points  where  they  cannot  hope  to 
more  than  divide  the  business,  and  by  the  rates  they  fix  render  it 
impracticable  to  build  up  industries  where,  if  built  up,  they  would 
reap  the  sole  advantage. 

They  compel  the  man  of  enterprise  and  capital  to  abandon  the 
non-competitive  point  and  establish  his  business  where  they  must 
divide  the  carrying  with  rival  routes.  We  have  often  wondered  why 
this  should  be,,  and  have  never  received  a  solution  that  was  at  all 
creditable  to  the  sagacity  of  the  party  fixing  rates.  To  arrange  tariffs 
in  such  manner  as  to  develop  at  non-competing  points  trade  and  man- 
ufacture, would  in  many  ways  be  advantageous  to  the  railway  com- 
panies. Towns  always  grow  where  there  is  remunerative  wages  for 
labor,  and  whatever  develops  a  demand  for  it  attracts  the  supply. 
The  increase  of  population  increases  the  wants  to  be  supplied  and 
increases  travel,  which  belongs  to  their  lines  alone.  To  build  up  large 
manufacturing  interests  at  non-competitive  points  by  the  exercise  of 
reasonable  and  judicious  rates,  would  tend  to  solve  many  of  the  difii- 
culties  that  now  disturb  the  relations  of  the  companies.  We  cannot 
resist  the  conviction  that  the  railway  manager  in  his  treatment  of 
this  branch  of  his  relation  with  the  public  has  been  governed  more 
by  the  amount  that  could  be  realized  at  once  than  by  the  broader 
scope  that  should  cover  the  future  possibilities  oi  the  territory  that 
he  occupies  and  the  expansion  of  his  business. 
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POOLS  AND  POOLING. 

The  competitiye  point,  and  its  treatment  by  the  corporations,  has 
always  been  one  of  the  most  serious  questions  that  has  agitated  the 
railway  system.     The  course  that  has  ordinarily  been  pursued  by  the 
rival  lines  has  been  to  agree  upon  rates,  and  allow  each  to  carry  what 
it  could  get.   With  the  anxiety  felt  for  increasing  his  business  by  the 
freight  agent,  it  was  very  easy  to  disturb  the  natural  equilibrium,  and 
contests  followed,  which,  after  depleting  the  resources  of  the  contest- 
ants, were  usually  followed  by  new  compacts.    This  state  of  things, 
from  which  the  public  derived  no  practical  benefit,  the  fluctuation  of 
rates  working  a  hardship  on  the  merchant  and  shipper,  led  to  the 
adoption  of  what  is  termed  the  pool.     To  the  public  mind  the  word 
pool  has  a  vague  and  undefined  meaning,  and  perhaps  it  may  be  a» 
well  to  state  exactly  what  it  is,  and,  as  far  as  we  are  able,  its  effect  on 
the  business  of  the  country.     A  railroad  freight  pool  is  an  agreement 
between  the  several  lines  reaching  competitive  points,  by  which  each 
road  is  awarded  a  percentage  of  the  business  or  the  receipts  of  the 
business,  to  be  determined  by  the  representatives  of  all  the  lines  in 
interest  or  by  arbitrators  chosen  by  them.     There  is  usually  a  com- 
missioner appointed,  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  each  road  gets  its 
allotted  proportion  of  the  business,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  division  of  re- 
ceipts, to  see  that  each  gets  its  share.     Having  decided  upon  the 
proportion  each  road  is  to  receive,  it  is  easy  to  determine  rates, 
and  each  party  has  then  an  interest  in  maintaining  them.      This 
is  the  feature  that  renders  pooling  unpopular,  and  has  given  rise  to 
very  much  discussion.     It  has  been  the  theme  of  many  an  harangue 
on  the  stump,  and  in  legislative  bodies,  that  a  few  railway  freight 
agents  had  it  in  their  power  "to  combine  and  lay  their  hands  on  the 
throat  of  the  industries  and  commerce  of  the  country  and  strangle 
them."   While  it  might  be  possible  for  these  gentlemen, by  ill-judged 
action  or  mistaken  policy,  to  make  serious  blunders  that  would  affect 
special  industries  injuriously,  dependent  as  they  are  for  their  success 
upon  the  prosperity  of  their  patrons,  it  is  hardly  within  the  range  of 
probability  that  they  woujd  do  any  act  that  would  seriously  interfere 
with  the  general  welfare.     That  good  men  talk  loosely  and  without 
knowledge  on  this  subject  was  illustrated  by  the  letter  of  Judge  Black 
to  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  August,  1880,  where  he 
stated  that  by  an  agreement  the  railways  had  raised  the  rates  during 
the  suspension  of  navigation  five  cents  per  hundred  pounds  over  an 
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unreasonably  high  rate,  which  amount  equalled  an  export  tax  of 
$75,000,000.00.  He  afterward  foand  on  examination  that  this  amount 
nearly  equalled  the  dividends  on  all  the  roads  in  the  United  States 
for  the  year,  and  the  increase,  instead  of  being  seventy-five,  was  two 
millions.  Mr.  Black  had  the  manliness  to  publicly  ackno  ^'ledge  that 
he  was  mistaken  in  his  facts.  But  it  is  hardly  safe  to  assume,  when 
Buch  profound  thinkers  and  conscientious  seekers  after  truth  go  wild 
upon  si  subject  attracting  popular  attention,'  that  the  average  states- 
man will  always  reach  correct  conclusions. 

In  the  pooling,  whichever  form  is  followed,  it  is  claimed  that  the 
facilities  for  the  transaction  of  business  are  more  reliable,  and  that  a 
saving  in  the  cost  of  conducting  and  managing  the  business  is  af- 
fected. We  understand  that  experience  shows  that  whether  railway 
companies  allow  business  to  take  its  natural  channels  or  compete 
strongly  for  it  the  result  in  percentage  to  each  is  about  the  same. 
Whatever  the  effect  of  pooling  may  be  in  the  future,  one  thing  is  cer- 
tain, that  with  all  the  pools,  combinations  and  consolidations  that 
have  been  formed  in  the  past  twenty  years,  the  result  has  been  a 
gradual  reduction  of  rates  from  the  great  grain  and  stock-raising  re- 
gions to  the  ultimate  market. 

DENNIS  KEABNET. 

Dennis  Kearney,  the  California  communist  and  agitator,  during  the 
last  summer  appeared  before  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to  whom 
uras  confided  by  that  State  the  difficult  and  delicate  task  of  fixing  rail- 
road tariffs,  with  a  proposition  that,  to  say  the  least,  was  novel.  He 
claims  that  the  railways  are  the  largest  employers  of  labor  in  the 
State,  and  that  the  prices  they  pay  fix  the  compensation  for  all 
other  labor,  and  that  the  rates  of  transportation  shall  be  fixed  solely, 
or  at  least  mainly,  with  the  idea  that  the  labor  of  the  State  shall  earn 
in  a  less  number  of  hours  a  compensation  very  much  in  excess  of 
what  is  liow  paid;  that  the  only  interest  that  deserves  attention  at 
their  hands  is  that  of  what  he  terms  the  "wage  workers";  that  all 
other  interests  are  prosperous  when  the  day  laborer  receives  a  liberal 
compensation  for  his  services.  Mr.  Kearney  sees  but  one  side  of  the 
subject,  and  is  like  many  other  philosophers  who  conceive  from  their 
standpoint  that  they  thoroughly  understand  one  of  the  most  complex 
questions  that  has  ever  been  presented  for  solution,  the  proper  rela- 
tions of  the  public  and  the  State  to  the  corporations  created  by  them. 
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and  the  best  method  of  managing  them.     His  proposition,  properly 
stated,  would  be  this:  when  all  the  business  interests  of  the  countrj 
are  prosperous,  and  there  is  a  great  demand  for  agricultural  prodncU 
and  for  manufactured  articles,  then  labor  receives  a  liberal  compen- 
sation; but  when  there  is  oyer  production,  the  labor  market,  being 
the  most  sensitive,  is  the  most  readily  affected.     Mr.  Keamey^s  idea 
of  increasing  rates  is  so  utterly  at  variance  with  sound  policy  that  it 
needs  but  an  illustration  to  show  its  fallacy.    Three  years  ago  some 
speculators  cornered  the  wheat  markets  of  this  country  with  the 
view  of  raising  the  price  of  that  staple  abroad.    They  failed  in  the 
effort  because  they  misunderstood  the  temper  and  the  condition  of 
Europe.    Those  people  will  buy  and  consume  our  wheat  and  pork  if 
it  can  be  bought  at  reasonable  rates;  if  not,  they  can  live  on  some- 
thing else"".    They  are  not  able  to  pay  extravagant  rates.    The  prosper- 
ity of  the  country  for  the  last  few  years  has  been  due  in  part  to  the 
fact  that  we  were  able  to  export  largely  more  than  we  imported.  We 
liave  been  enabled  to  do  this  by  the  low  rates  of  transportation  from  the 
agricultural  centres  to  the  markets  of  the  world.     A  rate  imposed  on 
Mr.  Kearney's  theory  in  the  interest  of  the  "wage  workers"  might 
very  readily  place  an  embargo  on  the  movements  of  our  produce,  and 
impose  greater  hardship  on  the  day  laborer  than  allowing  the  laws  of 
of  supply  and  demand  to  operate  un trammeled. 

REASONABLE   BATES. 

The  Iowa  Commissioner  law  contemplates  for  the  transportation  of 
persons  and  property  reasonable  rates,  and  expressly  says  that  un- 
reasonable rates  shall  not  be  charged.  The  determination  of  what  is 
reasonable  is  not  in  its  nature  a  legislative,  but  a  judicial,  act,  to  be 
reached  by  careful  and  patient  investigation.  The  railway  manager 
has  the  best  means  of  knowing  what  is  reasonable,  and  ought,  when 
called  upon,  to  be  able  to  give  satisfactory  reasons  for  the  rate  he 
makes.  It  is  difficult  to  give  a  general  answer  that  will  cover  all 
<iases  of  what  should  be  reasonable  charges  for  transportation.  A 
main  line  of  road  whose  business  is  large,  whose  grades  are  easy,  and 
is  equipped  with  all  the  conveniences  and  facilities  for  handling  the 
traffic  offered,  can  do  its  work  cheaper  there,  than  it  can  on  a  branch 
line  where  there  is  little  to  do,  and  whose  operating  expenses  can 
hardly  be  earned;  but,  as  we  understand,  this  furnishes  no  reason  for 
•extortionate,  or  even  paying,  rates  on  the  branch  line.     It  is  proper 
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that  the  main  line  should  contribute  to  the  expense  of  operating  the 
non-paying  branch,  as  it  is  from  the  contributions  furnished  by  these 
branches  that  the  grand  aggregate  is  made,  that  makes  the  main  line 
profitable.  The  cost  of  doing  the  work  on  the  branch  line  obviously 
should  not  fix  the  rate,  because  it-  would  work  hardship  on  those  com- 
pelled to  do  business  with  it,  and  public  policy  seems  to  require  that, 
as  far  as  practicable,  all  parts  of  the  country  should  get  as  nearly  uni- 
form rates  as  circumstances  will  admit. 

To  determine  when  the  railways  are  receiving  more  than  reason- 
able compensation,  and  prescribe  the  remedy,  is  one  of  the  judicial 
functions  of  the  board.  This  should  be  exercised  by  examining  into 
every  case  presented,  and  hearing  patiently  the  reasons  offered  for 
the  rates  made.  To  reach  conclusions  by  the  application  of  a  gen- 
eral principle,  that  in  itself  may  be  plausible  and  sometimes  work 
well,  will  often  produce  more  harm  than  benefit.  Railway  manage- 
ment has  made  great  progress  in  its  efforts  to  solve  the  various  prob- 
lems that  have  been  presented,  but  there  is  still  much  to  be  learned. 
Close  study  of  the  particular  cases  presented,  with  an  earnest  effort 
to  arrive  at  conclusions  that  will  do  justice  to  all  parties,  is  expected 
of  those  to  whom  the  State  has  delegated  the  authority  to  deter- 
mine whether  rates  are  reasonable. 

We  have  read  with  interest  an  article,  published  not  long  since,  by 
Judge  Cooley,  of  Michigan,  on  the  subject  of  Railroad  Commissions. 
His  high  reputation  as  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  his  State, 
as  a  law  writer,  and  his  recent  membership  of  the  commission  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  subject  of  differential 
rates  from  the  West  to  the  seaboard  cities,  justify  us  in  inserting  it 
in  full. 

RAILROAD  COMMISSIONS. 


THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  AN  UMPIRE  BETWEEN  COMMON  CARRIERS  AND  THE 
PUBLIC— THE  VIEWS  OF  JUDGE. COOLEY,  OF  MICHIGAN. 

Few  things  are  more  evident  to  the  casual  observer  than  the  jealousy  with 
which  the  railroad  interest  is  regarded  by  the  general  public.  Some  of  the 
reasons  for  this  are  as  obvious  as  the  fact.  Tlie  enormous  wealth  which 
this  interest  represents,  the  rapidity  of  its  j^rowth,  the  vast  numbers  and 
the  great  ability  it  summons  to  its  service,  and  its  immense  possibilities  for 
evil  as  well  as  for  g(»od,  cannot  fail  most  powerfully  to  affect  the  imagina- 
tion, and  to  cause  no  little  apprehension  for  the  future,  even  in  the  most 
thoughtful  and  well-balanced  minds.    Tlie  fact,  too,  that  the  managers  of 
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great  lines  or  systems  of  competing  roads  are  found  agreeing  upon  rates, 
and  perhaps  upon  apportionment  of  business,  and  thus  apparently  putting 
an  end  to  competition,  has  the  appearance  of  organizing  those  who  should 
be  competitors  into  one  or  more  great  monopolies,  with  which  the  public  is 
compelled  to  deal  on  their  own  terms;  and  these  terms  will  prima  facie  be 
taken  to  be  unreasonable  and  oppressive,  for  the  reason  that  they  are  dic- 
tated exclusively  by  one  of  the  parties  concerned,  irrespective  of  concurring 
will  in  the  other.  The  railway  interest  being  thus  personified  as  a  monop- 
oly, all  individual  interests,  as  they  come  in  conflict  with  it,  seem  to  be 
placed  at  great  disadvantage;  none  of  them  receives  and  disburses  such  vast 
sums  of  money;  none  of  them  has  so  many  desirable  places  at  its  disposal; 
none  of  them,  without  loss  to  itself,  can  grant  so  many  favors;  none  of  them 
has  so  many  means  of  affecting,  duly  or  unduly,  the  legislation  of  the  coun- 
try. So  great  a  power  is  certain  to  be  more  or  less  abused;  and  when  it  is 
wielded,  as  sometimes  it  will  be,  by  men  who  are  arrogant,  overbearing,  and 
reckless  of  the  rights  of  others,  the  public  are  more  likely  to  regard  the 
abuse  as  naturally  and  inevitably  pertaining  to  a  system  than  as  exceptional. 
Even  the  administration  of  justice  cannot  fail  to  be  distrusted  when  it  is 
observed  that  a  large  share  of  the  best  legal  talent  of  the  country  is  foimd 
regularly  employed  by  an  interest  whose  other  fa«ilities  give  it  g^reat  advan- 
tages in  litigation  with  private  parties. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  notorious  that  railroad  managers  believe,  or  cer- 
tainly affect  to  believe,  that  both  in  the  legislature  and  in  the  courts  the 
railroad  interest  must  meet  its  antagonist  at  great  disadvantage.  In  the 
legislature  demagogues  find  it  apparently  to  their  interest  to  pander  to  pub- 
lic ignorance  and  prejudice,  and  in  the  courts,  if  judges  are  firm  and  im- 
partial, this  is  not  to  be  expected  of  jurors.  Jurors  are  drawn  from  the 
community  at  large,  where  distrust  and  prejudice  are  common,  and  they 
enter  upon  the  nominal  investigation  of  railroad  cases  with  beliefs  or  im- 
pressions which  put  an  impartial  administration  of  the  law  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. There  are  undoubtedly  many  who  believe  that  every  verdict  awarded 
against  a  railroad  company  is  so  much  recovered  by  the  conununity  from  a 
grasping  and  heartless  tyrant. 

It  is  very  obvious  that  to  have  the  administration  of  public  affairs  thus 
distrusted  is  a  great  evil,  whether  the  distrust  is  well  founded  or  baseless. 
The  value  of  government  is  largely  in  the  content  it  g^ves,  and  there  cannot 
be  content  where  there  is  want  of  confidence.  It  is  also  a  great  evil  to  have 
so  vast  and  so  valuable  an  interest  standing  in  apparent  antagonism  to  the 
public.  The  relations  of  the  public  with  it  are  so  general,  so  constant  and 
so  intimate,  the  opportunities  are  so  frequent,  that  the  public  good  impera- 
tively demands  the  existence  of  friendly  relations  between  them.  Indeed, 
the  railroad  ought  to  be  considered  and  ought  to  be  made  the  convenient 
and  accommodating  servant  of  the  public,  existing  to  do  its  will;  but  the 
public  will  that  is  to  be  served  ought  to  be  a  just  and  reasonable  will,  and 
should  demand  nothing  which  the  owners  of  railroad  lines  had  no  reason  to 
anticipate  when  they  invested  their  money  m  this  species  of  property,  and 
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which  they  cannot  therefore  he  said  to  have  hargained  for.  Much  of  the 
mutual  distrust  is  without  reason,  and  is  the  offspring  of  ignorance  of  rail- 
road workings,  and  of  the  principles  that  govern  them.  Where  it  is,  so  it 
ought,  as  far  as  possible,  to  be  removed  by  placing  before  the  public  the 
needful  information.  If  railroads  are  created  to  serve  the  public,  the  pub- 
lic ought  to  have  the  means  of  judging  for  themselves  whether  the  service 
is  fairly  performed,  and  is  given  for  a  reasonable  compensation,  and  they 
cannot  judge  of  this  without  such  full  presentation  of  facts  as  the  railroad 
managers  act  upon  in  preparing  their  tariff  of  charges.  But  some  of  the 
problems  involved  are  so  intricate  and  complicated,  and  depend  upon  so 
many  and  various  circumstances,  the  influence  of  which  upon  each  other  is 
not  readily  perceived,  that  it  is  impossible  they  should  be  fully  appreci- 
ated and  understood,  and  the  reasonableness  of  railroad  action  in  respect  to 
them  judged,  except  by  those  trained  minds  who  have  made  them  a  study. 
But  their  intricate  nature  and  the  certainty  that  they  will  not  be  understood 
on  casual  examination,  render  it  specially  important  that  they  should  be 
patiently  and  thoughtfully  considered  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  that  the 
public  sentiment  may  be  molded  to  a  right  conclusion  in  respect  to  them. 

The  facts  above  stated  indicate  what  seems  to  me  the  chief  need  of  a  rail- 
road commission.  The  railroad  interest  and  the  public  stand  in  apparent 
antagonism,  which  frequently  and  needlessly  becomes  real  antagonism.  But 
they  ought  to  be  in  harmony,  and  not  at  war.  Their  real  interests  are  to  be 
found  in  harmony  and  mutual  prosperity.  The  more  prosi)erous  the  rail- 
roads are,  the  better  are  they  able  to  perform  the  services  for  which  they  are 
created.  To  deny  them  reasonable  compensation,  to  cripple  or  hamper  them 
by  needless  and  vexatious  legislation,  to  load  them  down  with  imreasonable 
burdens,  will  appear  as  impolitic  from  the  standpoint  of  public  interest  as 
it  would  be  for  an  employer  to  put  his  servant  on  short  allowance,  or  to  com- 
1)61  him  to  carry  weight  at  his  labor.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  as  is  not  uncom- 
monly believed,  the  railroad  managers  sometimes  invite  unfriendly  treat- 
ment by  assuming  despotic  powers  where  their  just  position  is  one  of  agency, 
by  disregard  of  law,  by  extortion,  and  by  favoritism,  the  impolicy  of  con- 
duct on  their  part  is  equally  plain  and  equally  mischievous. 

The  first  and  most  important  duty  of  a  railroad  commissioner  will  be  to 
stand  as  a  friendly  umpire  between  the  public  on  the  one  hand  and  the  rail- 
road interest  serving  it  on  the  other.  He  should  for  this  purpose  be  given 
power  to  examine  into  all  the  details  of  railroad  work,  to  investigate  local 
complaints  of  unfair  charges  or  discriminations,  of  unreasonable  manage- 
ment of  trains  or  of  delays,  of  obstruction  of  highways,  and  the  innumer- 
able annoyances  and  dangers  of  which  the  public  has,  or  thinks  it  has, 
occasion  to  complain;  to  examine  the  condition  of  the  road,  the  safety  of 
bridges  and  other  structures;  whether  proi)er  regulations  of  police  are  es- 
tablished and  enforced  as  a  protection  against  calamities;  and  it  should  be 
his  duty  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  railroad  managers,  in  an  authorita- 
tive way,  any  neglect,  omission,  or  misconduct  in  which  the  public  would  be 
concerned.    He  should  prepare  himself  to  give  authoritative  and  reliable 
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information  as  a  basis  for  public  judgment  on  railroad  afifairs,  and  his  im- 
partial  position  and  standing  should  be  so  unquestionable  and  notorious 
that  his  information  will  be  accepted  without  any  of  the  suspicion  which  is 
so  likely  to  accompany  that  which  is  furnished  by  the  railroad  companies 
themselves. 

It  cannot  admit  of  doubt  that  a  competent  and  suitable  commissioner, 
occupying  this  position,  could  be  of  incalculable  advantage,  not  only  to  the 
public,  but  to  the  railroad  interest.  So  far  as  antagonisms  depend  on  preju- 
dice, misunderstandings  of  fact,  or  of  the  general  principles  which  underlie 
the  railroad  service,  he  should  be  able  to  remove  them,  or  the  most  of  them, 
quietly  and  without  litigation  or  cost.  He  would  be  able  to  settle  many 
local  controversies  which,  if  left  to  the  parties  themselves,  would  grow  into 
bitterness,  and  perhaps  on  one  side  or  the  other  ensue  in  violent  or  lawless 
action.  J3ut  his  services  ought  to  be  quite  as  valuable  in  anticipating  and 
preventing  antagonisms  and  controversies  as  in  settling  them  after  they  had 
arisen;  for  it  would  be  a  large  part  of  his  duty,  by  his  careful  oversight,  to 
see  that  reasonable  cause  for  complaint  did  not  arise. 

The  commissioner  should  also  be  required  to  report  upon  railroad  acci- 
dents, with  a  view  as  well  to  fix  the  responsibility  for  them  as  to  guard 
against  the  occurrence  of  like  accidents  in  the  future;  and  this  report  should 
be  for  the  use  of  the  State  as  well  as  of  the  railroad  company  concerned. 
And  in  his  general  supervision  of  railroad  affairs,  it  should  be  expected  of 
him  that  he  should  advise  upon  the  removal  of  dangers  at  highway  crossings, 
or  the  protection  against  them  by  watchmen  or  otherwise,  and  that  he  will 
have  some  advisory  authority  also  in  respect  to  terminal  and  other  facili- 
ties wliich  the  roads  are  expected  to  supply.  As  such  powers  might  be  easUy 
abused  and  made  the  means  of  annoyance  for  improper  ends.  It  is  assumed 
that  they  would  be  carefully  guarded  in  the  law  conferring  them. 

To  make  the  commissioner  thus  useful,  the  law  which  provides  for  this 
appointment,  and  the  authority  which  selects  him  should  ^assume  that  the 
interest  of  the  public  and  the  interests  of  the  railroads  are  not  antagonistic, 
but  that  both  alike  require  harmonious  workings  and  mutual  prosperity. 
To  make  the  appointment  on  any  different  assumption  would  be  mischiev- 
ous in  a  high  degree.  If  the  commissioner  were  expected  to  occupy  a  hos- 
tile attitude  toward  the  railroads,  and  to  be  a  champion  of  controversies 
instead  of  an  impartial  arbiter,  or  if  he  were  understood  to  be  chosen  in 
their  interest,  his  powers  for  usefulness  would  be  small,  and  the  office  itself 
would  be  a  source  of  irritation,  annoyance  and  controversy  instead  of  a  pro- 
tection against  them.  I  do  not  enlarge  upon  this,  because  it  seems  very 
obvious,  though  it  has  sometimes  been  overlooked  in  urging  the  creation  of 
this  office. 

But  the  railroad  ocmmissioner  should  not  be  expected  to  stand  merely 
between  the  railroads  and  the  public  for  mutuat  assistance  and  protection; 
he  is  needed  also  to  keep  peace  and  prevent  mischief  between  the  railroads 
themselves.  However  much  the  railroad  interest  may  assume  to  the  public 
eye  the  appearance  of  a  monopoly,  very  slight  examination  shows  it  to  bean 
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aggregate  of  antagonisms,  and  the  desperate  rivalry  is  often  destructive  not 
only  of  corporate  but  of  individual  interests.  Who  can  compute  the  aggre- 
gate damage  to  the  traveling  public  through  loss  of  connection,  unloading 
and  reloading  of  freight,  detention  of  cars,  and  the  thousand  little  annoy- 
ances which  arise  from  the  unaccommodating  spirit  of  jivalry,  and  without 
benefit  to  anyone?  Who  can  justly  estimate  the  danger  as  well  as  the  loss 
from  roads  crossing  each  other  at  a  grade  when,  with  any  disposition  at  mu- 
tual acconmiodation,  it  would  be  easy  to  cross  otherwise?  How  many  an- 
noyances at  the  great  railroad  centers,  and  indeed,  wherever  two  roads  meet, 
could  be  avoided  if  an  officer,  though  with  only  advisory  powers,  were  to 
inquire  into  the  cause  and  responsibility  for  them  and  insist  upon  their 
removal?  There  is  a  broad  field  here  for  official  usefulness;  for  much  as  we 
may  think  the  railroads  combine  to  oppress  the  public,  the  undoubted  fact 
is  that  the  public  more  often  suffers  from  their  failure  to  act  in  a  spirit  of 
harmony  and  accommodation  in  their  mutual  dealings,  than  from  all  their 
joint  arrangements  and  combinations^ 

The  commissioner  should  also  to  some  extent  stand  between  the  railroad 
companies  and  their  servants;  at  least  to  the  extent  necessary  to  see  that 
the  known  and  generally  used  appliances  and  guards  for  their  protection 
and  safety  are  made  use  of  by  all.  The  fact  that  the  law  makes  the  servant 
take  upon  himself  the  risks  of  the  employment  does  not  relieve  the  mana- 
gers from  the  moral  duty  of  caring  for  his  safety,  and  they  should  be  re- 
minded of  the  fact  whenever  it  is  neglected.  In  the  mere  mechanical  man- 
agement of  the  trains  m^y  things  are  yet  to  be  learned.  Take  the  coupMng 
of  cars,  for  example.  How  fearfully  dangerous  it  is  if  we  may  judge  by  %he 
loss  of  lifel  As  experience  teaches  better  ways  the  roads  should  be  required 
to  follow  them,  but  a  commissioner  will  be  more  likely  than  the  general 
public  to  understand  and  appreciate  how  important  it  is  that  the  railroads 
should  be  cautious  and  deliberate  in  adopting  new  methods  and  supposed 
but  untried  improvements.  His  business  will  be  to  look  at  a  proposal  on  all 
sides,  and  not  upon  any  pressure  of  public  clamor  to  demand  of  the  rail- 
roads that  they  make  rash  experiments. 

The  need   for  railroad  supervision  by  some  competent  and  impartial 
authority  is  emphasized  by  the  peculiar  division  of  powers  between  the 
nation  and  the  States,  which  renders  it  impossible  that  the  l^slation  of 
either  the  one  or  the  other  should  establish  a  complete  system  for  the  regu- 
lation of  the  roads  of  any  one  State.    But  in  this  tact  is  to  be  found  also  the 
greatest  danger  to  be  anticipated  or  feared  from  railroad  commissions.  It; 
where  two  lines  compete  for  the  same  business,  a  State  can  control  one, 
because  it  is  wholly  within  the  State,  while  Congress  alone  can  control  the 
other,  because,  being  in  two  or  more  States,  the  business  upon  it  is  inter- 
state commerce,  and  if  there  shall  be  legislation  by  Ck)ngress  and  the  State 
respectively  differing  essentially  in  substance  and  spirit,  nothing  would  be 
nK>re  certain  than  that  one  of  the  two  lines  must  be  injured,  and  perhaps 
crippled  or  altogether  ruined,  by  the  imposition  of  restrictions  or  burdens 
which  its  rival  did  not  feel,  or  by  the  want  of  advantages  or  facilities  \vlii(!h 
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ita  rival  was  given.  The  two  great  New  York  lines— the  Central  and  Erie- 
will  sufficiently  indicate  this  danger.  Ck)ngressional  legislation,  conceired 
in  a  friendly  spirit,  and  controlling  the  one,  and  State  legislation,  originat- 
tng  in  unfriendly  motives,  for  the  other,  or  vice  versa,  might  put  fair  and 
•equal  competition  out  of  the  question.  The  differing  legislation  of  two  con- 
tiguous States  might  in  some  cases  he  equally  mischievous;  and  while  the 
railroads  would  be  the  chief  sufferers,  nothing  which  limited  the  competi- 
tive power  of  facilities  of  any  one  could  fail  to  injure  the  public  also.  But 
railroad  commissions  governing  or  regulating  rival  roads  upon  different 
systems  and  principles  might  prove  equally  mischievous  and  would  be  cer- 
tain to  do  so  if  a  spirit  radically  different  controlled  their  respective  adniin- 
istrations.  The  true  solution  of  the  railroad  problem  will  doubtless  some 
day  be  found  in  a  judicious  combination  of  self-government  with  goyem- 
ment  by  the  State.  But  State  government,  whether  alone  or  in  combination 
with  self-government,  can  never  be  judicious  or  safe,  unless  it  can  take  into 
consideration  the  whole  of  this  immense  and  diversified  interest— the  whole 
railroad  system  of  this  country,  in  all  its  capabilities,  all  its  needs,  and  all 
its  multiform  operations.  State  and  congressional  legislation,  origlDating 
in  the  ordinary  way,  will  be  more  likely  to  be  conflicting  and  confusing  than 
harmonious,  and  if  it  shall  go  very  far  in  laying  down  definite  and  restrict- 
ive regulations,  the  introduction  of  new  evils  will  be  more  probable  than  the 
eradication  of  such  as  before  existed.  Commissions,  if  not  hampered  by  ex- 
cessive and  perhaps  mischievous  legislation,  can  proceed  with  deliberation 
«nd  caution;  they  can  consult  and  act  in  concert  whenever  co-operation  is 
essential;  they  can  deal  with  peculiar  difficulties  upon  a  judgment  enlight- 
ened by  the  special  facts  and  uncontrolled  by  iron  rules,  and  then  can  assist 
quietly  but  most  beneficially  in  a  natural  development  of  railroad  useful- 
ness, and  a  natural  solution  of  railroad  problems. 

To  obtain  [such  results  a  railroad  commissioner  must  be  selected  for  his 
fairness  and  candor  no  less  than  for  his  intelligence.  But  his  usefulness  to 
the  public  will  come  largely  from  his  activity  in  its  behalf  as  an  investigator 
and  teacher.  In  railroad  questions  we  are  as  yet  only  in  the  morning  twi- 
light; no  expert  fully  masters  them  in  all  their  bearings;  the  results  are 
often  unexpected  and  confusing,  and  the  highest  wisdom  of  one  year  proves 
to  be  folly  in  the  next.  As  yet  the  study  of  railroad  development  and  its 
workings  is  more  important  than  to  legislate  upon  it;  the  study  may  prepare 
MB  to  act  wisely;  the  legislation  by  those  who  know  little  or  nothing  of  the 
subject  is  more  likely  to  be  mischievous  than  beneficial.  It  is  well  when  on 
strange  ground  to  make  haste  slowly,  and  not  to  assume  that  we  can  tell  bf 
intuition,  or  by  a  surface  glance,  where  the  quagmires  and  the  pitfalls  are. 
Time  has  cured  many  evils  in  railroad  affairs  without  the  aid  of  the  law, 
but  new  evils  have  come  in  also;  and  we  need  to  ascertain  the  whence  and 
the  wherefore  before  we  can  wisely  deal  with  them.  Let  the  commissioner 
be  an  investigator  and  a  learner,  on  our  behalf  as  well  as  for  the  purposes  of 
his  office,  and  some  day  we  may  hope  to  have  a  system  of  railroad  manage- 
ment., the  product  more  of  p^^^'^ri^nce  than  of  legislation,  which  shjiJl  make 
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the  railroads  accomplish  their  intended  purposes  without  the  friction,  the  ir- 
ritation and  strife,  the  inequalities  and  the  injustice  of  which  the  public  has 
now  such  frequent  occasion  to  complain.  And  when  we  have  such  a  system, 
'we  shall  also  have  more  friendly  relations  between  the  roads  and  the  com- 
munity, better  management  on  the  one  side,  and  better  results,  with  greater 
content,  on  the  other. 

In  this  letter  it  is  assumed  that  the  powers  which  any  State  will  attempt 
to  confer  on  a  [railroad  commissioner  will  be  only  advisory  and  administra- 
tive. He  could  not  wisely  be  clothed  with  judicial  powers,  and  in  at  least 
some  of  the  States  it  would  not  be  competent  for  the  legislature  to  give  him 
such  powers,  because  all  such  powers  are  expressly,  by  their  constitution, 
conferred  upon  the  courts.

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MINORITY  VIEW  OF  THE  TRANSPORTATION  QUESTION.

Hon.  Bussk  R.  Shesman,  Governor  of  Iouhi: 

Ab  I  desire  to  make  a  few  suggestions  in  oonformity  with  the  pnh 
visions  of  section  4,  chapter  77,  of  the  laws  of  1878,  and  in  which  I 
cannot  prevail  upon  my  brothers  to  agree,  I  herewith  submit  mj 
views  separately  for  such  consideration  as  they  may  merit.  Anj 
comments  or  suggestions  on  the  transportation  question,  found  in 
this  report,  elsewhere  than  in  this  separate  expression  of  views,  are 
not  mine.  A  subject  as  a  whole  may  be  complex  and  intricate,  and 
require  foi*  its  mastery,  in  all  its  parts,  an  expert,  yet  it  may  be  re- 
solvable into  sections,  some  of  which  may  come  within  the  grasp  and 
comprehension  of  the  '^common  mind."  The  line  of  action  to  be 
pursued  with  reference  to  a  few  questions  in  connection  with  ^  the 
working  of  the  system  of  railcoad  transportation  in  this  State,  and  iu 
relations  to  the  general  business  and  prosperity  of  the  citizens  of  the 
State,"  seems  so  patent  that  I  am  constrained  to  this  separate  action. 
If  I  am  wrong,  I  am  entering  upon  the  shortest  way  to  a  better  and 
more  perfect  knowledge  of  the  subjects  in  hand.  It  is  the  unez> 
pressed  objection  that  baffles  refutation,  as  it  is  the  secret  maladj 
that  defies  the  physician's  skill. 

And  in  submitting  the  suggestions  I  have  to  make  in  this  connec- 
tion, I  wish  to  recall  the  fact  that  the  leading  object  in  the  enactment 
of  the  tariff  law  of  1874  was  the  regulation  of  rail  transportation,  and, 
that  while  that  law  in  many  particulars  disappointed  its  friends, 
proved  impracticable  in  large  degree,  became*  unpopular,  and  was  re- 
pealed, it  was  not  so  repealed  for  the  reason  that  the  people  had 
abandoned  the  objects  sought  by  its  enactment. 

The  leading  purpose  in  the  enactment  of  the  present  law,  creatine: 
the  Commission,  was  the  same,  all  other  provisions  and  requirement* 
being  but  the  means  necessary  to  that  end.     To  mistake  these  meann 
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as  the  end,  to  the  neglect  of  the  '^  weightier  matters  of  the  law,"  is  a 
grave  error  fraught  with  mischief,  not  only  to  the  people  of  the  State 
at  large,  but  to  the  projectors  of  such  line  of  policy. 

It  "was  not  the  intent,  in  my  judgment,  of  the  legislature  that  en- 
acted the  law  creating  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  that  the 
Com.mission  should  be  merely  a  bureau  for  the  collection  of  railway 
statistics,  and  a  court  for  the  adjustment  of  small  claims  and  contro- 
versies between  the  corporations  and  the  people. 

The  matter  of  statistics  is  of  little  value  to  the  masses,  save  as  they 
throw  light  upon,  and  aid  in,  the  solution  and  settlement  of  the  trans- 
portation question  upon  a  basis  at  once  fair  alike  to  producer,  carrier, 
and  consumer.  As  for  the  settlement  of  claims  and  controversies 
other  than  those  directly  bearing  upon  the  question  of  transportation, 
courts,  with  power  to  enforce  their  findings,  were  already  provided 
for  their  settlement. 

These  are  but  incident  to  and  the  means  by  which  the  great  objects 
of  the  statute  creating  the  Commission  are  to  be  wrought  out.  That 
the  task  thus  imposed  is  an  arduous  and  difficult  one,  in  the  presence 
of  which  the  best  minds  of  the  country  may  well  pause  for  thorough 
investi^tion  and  profound  reflection,  no  fair  minded  man  will  deny. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  would  be  but  injustice  to  myself  not  to 
concede  that,  as  a  member  of  this  Commission,  I  came  to  the  dis- 
charge of  my  duties  with  misgivings  as  to  my  own  ability  to  compre- 
hend fully  the  various  details  of  railway  transportation.  Taking  the 
view  of  the  law  I  do,  and  the  duties  it  imposes  upon  this  Commission, 
I  have  given  the  subject  such  examination  and  study  as  I  could,  to 
the  end  that  I  might  know  the  causes  of  complaint,  if  any,  made 
by  producer  and  shipper  against  the  railway  service  of  the  State,  and 
the  remedy  therefor.  As  a  result,  I  find  that  what  is  commonly 
known  as  the  pool,  and  the  kindred  questions  of  discrimination  be- 
tween stations  and  persons,  are  the  causes  not  only  of  all  prai^nt 
distrust,  but  stand  as  the  hindrance  to  a  restoration  of  confidence  be- 
tween the  railway  corporations  and  the  people. 

This  distrust,  it  is  possible,  may  not  be  warranted  by  the  facts,  but 
it  cannot  be  removed  or  allayed  by  denouncing  those  who  entertain 
it  as  demagogues,  inspired  solely  by  purely  personal  motives  of  a 
questionable  character. 

The  question  of  how  to  best  regulate  rail  transportation  in  this 
country  will  be  the  prolific  theme  of  much  speech,  both  upon  the 
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"  stump ''  and  in  legislative  halls,  and  wMle  to  hold  up  sand-lot  dema- 
gogues and  political  pariahs  as  the  promoters  of  this  agitation,  and 
their  extravaganzas,  as  a  fair  example  of  the  absurd  and  unjust  de- 
mands made  by  the  advocates  of  all  governmental  control,  may  please 
the  fancy  and  command  the  favor  of  the  railway  manager  who  is  con- 
ducting his  corporation  with  reference  to  his  own  day  and  time  only; 
in  the  end,  argument  will  have  to  be  met  with  argument,  and  reason 
with  reason. 

Palpable  wrongs,  apparent  to  the  common  mind,  when  made  the 
subject  of  complaint  by  proper  parties,  cannot  be  put  away  with  a 
sneer,  nor  answered  wholly  by  the  threadbare  statement  that  the 
transportation  problem  is  so  intricate,  complex,  and  incomprehensible 
that  only  railway  managers  and  experts  in  the  business  are  authorized 
to  speak. 

There  is  no  occasion  whatever  for  feeling  of  this  kind.  The  con- 
ditions of  the  creation  of  railway  corporations  are  that  they  will  be 
used  and  operated  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  their  respective  char- 
ters, subject  in  all  cases  to  governmental  control. 

It  is  no  longer  anything  but  a  waste  of  time  to  discuss  the  question 
of  the  State's  right  to  control,  nor  to  discuss,  or  even  enumerate,  the 
many  substantial  grounds  on  which  the  courts  have  declared  that 
right  to  rest.  And  this  right  exists  by  virtue  of  no  modem  doctrine 
generated  by  anti-monopolist  agitation;  but  is  settled  in  accordance 
with  a  principle  long  ago  declared  by  the  English  judges  when  they 
put  their  heads  together  to  know  what  to  do  with  the  man  who  was 
'  trundling  a  cart  on  the  streets  of  London. 

This  right  of  control  exists  as  fully  and  permanently  as  though  it 
rested  on  ten  thousand  grounds  instead  of  a  few.  The  courts  have 
declared  this  right  again  and  again,  and  it  only  remains  for  the  law- 
making power,  and  those  who  aid  in  giving  shape  and  direction  to 
public  thought,  to  supply  the  means  best  adapted  to  secure,  in  the 
exercise  of  that  right,  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number. 

With  the  tremendous  power  in  their  hands  that  enables  them  to 
make  and  unmake  individuals,  towns,  and  communities,  railway  man- 
agements need  not  be  surprised  at  criticism.  That  this  criticism  may 
sometimes  be  harsh  and  unreasonable,  affords  neither  occasion  for 
alarm  nor  ground  for  restiveness  and  irritation  at  all  suggestions  of 
reform  that  emanate  from  a  public  source. 

Railway  legislation  enacted  in  the  exercise  of  this  spirit  of  control 
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iMrill  come  from  the  great  conservative  masses,  and  will  be  condder- 
ately  framed  and  justly  enforced,  within  the  scope  of  the  anthority 
the  corporations  themselves  have  delegated  to  the  people,  and  for 
nvhich  they  have,  in  advance,  received  adequate  consideration.   '^ZT.  ^ 

That  it  is  meet  and  proper  that  the  people  should  go  this  far,  no 
one  will  question.  That  they  will  not  go  farther,  is  as  certain  as  that 
constitutional  government  shall  stand  and  order  and  domestic  tran- 
quility prevail  among  the  people. 

The  tariff  law  of  1874  was  not  repealed  for  the  sole  reason  that  it 
failed  to  meet  the  public  expectation.  The  fact  that  it  was  highly 
unsatisfactory  to  the  railway  companies  was  a  factor  of  no  little 
influence  upon  the  legislative' mind. 

It  is  a  fact  that  is  quite  generally  accepted  by  the  public  that  no 
one  can  so  well  manage  the  affairs  of  ,a  railwiSy  company,  not  in  the 
interest  of  the  stockholders  alone,  4>ut  in  the  interest  of  the  general 
public  as  well,  as  its  own  general  manager.  The  freer  he  is  to  act, 
so  long  as  his  action  is  equitable,  the  better.  Such  laws,  then,  as 
liamper  the  management  least,  and  at  the  same  time  correct  manifest 
abuses^  and  tend  to  place  all  the  patrons  of  the  road  on  an  exact 
equality  in  dealing  with  it,  are  the  ones  that  are  productive  of  most 
good.  Wholesome  l&^/s  that  will  put  trunk  and  parallel  lines  in  the 
^way  of  competition,  and  at  the  same  time  prevent  unjtist  discrimina- 
tions between  stations  and  individuals,  are  th^  ones  tkat  suggest 
themselves  to  my  mind  as  best  calculated  to  be  productive  of  good 
results. 

Nothing  breeds  such  distrust  among  the  patrons  of  railways  as  dis- 
crimination, as  this  leaves  every  man  in  doubt  as  to  whether  he  has 
fared  as  well  as  his  neighbor,  his  competitor  or  rival  in  business. 

It  would  seem  that  the  railway  companies  themselves,  managed  as 
they  are  by  the  brightest  minds  in  the  country,  Vould  recognize  this 
fact  and  at  once  put  an  end  to  all  classes  of  discriminations,  whether 
"between  competing  or  non-competing  points,  or  whether  between 
large  or  small  shippers. 

"It  is  very  obvious,"  says  Judge  Cooley,  speaking  on  another 
branch  of  this  subject,  "that  to  have  the  administration  of  public 
affairs  thus  distrusted,  is  a  great  evil,  whether  the  distrust  is  well 
founded  or  baseless.  The  value  of  government  is  largely  in  the  con- 
tent it  gives,  and  there  cannot  be  content  where  there  is  want  of 
confidence." 
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This  is  as  true  in  the  management  of  a  railway  as  in  the  manage 
ment  of  a  government. 

It  would  seem  to  the  looker-on  that  railway  managers  would  wel- 
come a  statute  that  enabled  them  to  say  to  localities  and  individuals 
pressing  for  special  rates  and  concessions,  that  it  was  impossible  to 
grant  such  favors,  the  law  having  specially  forbidden  such  action. 

'*  Special  i^tes,"  says  one  of  the  most  popular  and  efficient  general 
managers  of  one  of  the  largest  corporations  in  the  country,  ^^  make 
the  railway  manager  all  his  trouble." 

It  is  not  so  much  the  rate  that  makes  dissatisfaction,  as  it  is  the 
suspicion  that  unjust  discrimination  is  being  practiced. 

"  But,"  says  the  general  manager,  ''we  could  not  build  up  manufac- 
tories along  our  line  if  we  did  not  have  this  right  to  discriminate  in 
the  shipments  of  raw  materials.  Rival  lines,  or  lines  in  other  sec- 
tions of  the  country,  will  offer  inducements,  and  we  will  lose  them. 
We  do  not  give  these  rates  at  the  expense  of  any  other  class  of  ship- 
pers, but  in  consideration  of  the  increased  business  the  development 
of  such  industries  along  our  lines  being  to  us."  Suppose,  for  argu- 
ment's sake,  tl^s  objection  to  legislation  against  discrimination  be 
good,  it  is  submitted  that  it  is  altogether  competent  and  practicable 
to  meet  this  objection  by  making  an  exception  in  the  statute  allowing 
special  rates  on  raw  materials,  etc.,  to  manufacturers.  But,  while  this 
objection  seems  plausible,  and,  at  first  sight,  to  furnish  an  exception 
to  a  general  rule,  would  not  the  general  rule,  without  the  exception, 
put  all  sections  and  localities  of  the  country  on  an  equal  and  equitable 
basis,  the  equity  of  which  all  fair  men  would  see  and  respect,  and 
would  not  the  building  up  and  developing  of  the  various  commercial 
industries  of  the  country  go  on  just  the  same  in  the  natural  order  of 
things,  and  therefore,  in  harmony  with  the  laws  of  competition  and 
supply  and  demand?* 

THB   POOL. 

This  Board  has  1>een  criticised  in  various  quarters  for  not  seeing  to 
it  that  the  statute  in  this  State  (section  1297)  forbidding  pooling  hj 
parallel  railway  lines  is  enforced. 

Persons  making  such  complaint  are  perhaps  laboring  under  a  mis- 
apprehension of  the  facts. 

If  there  is  any  violation  of  section  1297,  Code  1873,  against  pool- 
ing contracts  on  State  commerce,  by  the  railways  of  this  State,  such 
fact  has  not  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Board. 
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The  pooling  contracts  which  are  the  ground  of  the  general  com- 
plaint in  this  respect  are  made  in  relation  to.  inter-state  commerce, 
over  which  the  railway  companies  claim  State  authorities  have  no 
control. 

The  casQ  nearest  in  point  in  our  own  State  is  FuUer  v.  The  Chicago 
-cfe  Northwestern  Railway  Company^  31  Iowa,  187.  That  was  an  action 
to  recover  a  statute  penalty  and  overcharges,  and  was  brought  under 
section  2,  chapter  169,  of  the  laws  of  1862,  which  is  in  the  following 
words:  ''In  the  month  of  September,  annually,  each  railroad  company 
shall  fix  its  rates  of  fare  for  passengers  and  freights  for  transporta- 
tion of  timber,  wood  and  coal,  per  ton,  cord  01  thousand  feet,  per 
mile,  also  its  fare  and  freight  per  mile  for  transporting  merchandise, 
and  articles  of  the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  grades  of  freight, 
and  on  the  first  day  of  October  following,  shall  put  up  at  all  the  sta- 
tions and  depots,  on  its  road,  a  printed  copy  of  such  fare  and  freight, 
and  cause  a  copy  to  remain  posted  during  the  year.  For  willfully 
neglecting  so  to  do,  or  for  receiving  higher  rates  of  fare  or  freight 
than  those  posted,  the  company  shall  forfeit  not  less  than  one  hund- 
red dollars  or  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  to  any  person  injured 
thereby  and  sueing  therefor."  One  point  made  by  the  defendant  in 
this  action  was  that  the  statute  under  which  it  was  brought,  was  that 
it  was  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  in  that 
it  sought  to  regulate  commerce  among  the  States,  a  power  conferred 
upon  Congress.    Article  1,  Section  8,  United  States  Constitution. 

This  was  a  statute  commanding  certain  things  to  be  done  in  rela- 
tion to  freight  which  was  the  subject  of  inter-state  commerce,  and 
imposing  penalties  to  enforce  obedience  thereto.  ''No  attempt  is 
here  made,"  say  the  court,  "to  regulate  the  charges  of  the  incorpor- 
Mions  for  the  transportation  of  merchandise  and  passengers.  Nor  is 
there  anything  in  the  provision  which  can  in  any  way  operate  to  in- 
terfere with,  or  prevent,  the  free  exercise  of  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany. It  contains  no  prohibition  of  the  transportation  of  passengers 
or  the  merchandise  of  the  country,  nor  are  any  of  the  rights  of  the 
corporation,  as  pubiic  carriers,  curtailed.  *  *  *  As  we 
have  seen,  it  in  no  sense  interferes  with  the  business  of  the  roads,  or 
places  any  restriction  or  impediment  upon  the  free  transportation  by 
railroads  of  either  persons  or  property.  They  are  forbidden  to  carry 
no  kind  or  character  of  goods  or  persons;  the  time  and  place,  and 
when  and  where  they  should  receive  and  deliver  whatever  they  trans- 
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port,  is  not  interfered  with;  the  terms,  conditions  and  circumstances 
under  which  they'  shall  transact  their  business  are  in  no  manner  pro- 
vided for;  in  short,  transportation  upon  these  roads  is  just  as  free, 
just  as  untrammeled  as  it  was  before  the  act.  The  tran8port{Uion  it- 
self by  these  roads  is  in  no  sense  regulated.  The  regulations  of  the 
act  extend  to  the  prevention  of  abuses,  injustice  and  oppression  to- 
ward the  people  resulting  from  the  unfair  and  unlawful  practices  of 
the  agents  and  officers  of  the  corporation,  or  from  the  corporations 
themselves.  It  is  intended  simply  for  the  protection  of  the  people  of 
the  State,  and  in  its  practical  operation  has  no  other  effect;  and  in 
this  view  is  a  police  regulation  indisputably  within  the  scope  of  the 
authority  of  the  State  government.  »  »  »  Such  laws, 
while  they  may  even  affect  commerce  and  operate  upon  those  en> 
gaged  therein,  are  not  obnoxious  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.        ♦  ♦         »        The  views  above  stated,  in  our  opinion, 

are  in  accord  with  doctrines  recognized  by  the  United  States  supreme 
court.  The  MayoTy  efc.,  oflf.  Y.  v.  Milrij  11  Pet.,  102;  Gibbons  t>. 
Offdeny  9  Wheat.,  1 ;  Zdcenae  CaseSy  6  How.,  504;  Brown  v.  Maryland^ 
12  Wheat.,  419;  Passenger  CaseSy  1  How.,  276." 

That  the  doctrine  of  this  case  is  not  only  not  encroached  upon,  bnt 
referred  to  and  approved  in  The  City  of  Council  Bluffs  v.  The  K.  C, 
8t  J.  A  C  B.  R,  Co,y  45  Iowa,  338,  an  extract  therefrom  need  only 
be  cited.  In  that  case,  at  page  354,  the  court  say:  "We  fully  recog- 
nize  the  well-settled  doctrine  that  the  State,  by  virtue  of  its  police 
power,  may  enact  all  such  laws  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to 
protect  its  citizens  in  their  persons,  health  and  property,  to  guard 
them  against  frauds,  impositions  and  oppressions,  even  where  such 
laws  may,  in  some  respects,  affect  persons  or  corporations  engaged  in 
the  transportation  of  foreign  or  inter-state  commerce,  such  as  quar> 
antine  and  health  laws,  all  laws  to  prevent  the  commission  of  felonies, 
misdemeanors  and  other  breaches  of  the  peace,  etc.  J%e  Mayor y  etc,, 
N.  T.  V.  Miln,  11  Pet.,  102;  Gibbons  v.  Ogdeny  9  Wheat,  1;  lA- 
cense  CaseSy  5  How.,  504;  Brown  v,  Maryland,  12  Wheat.,  419;  Pas- 
senger CaseSy  1  How.,  283;  Full^  v.  C  ik  N.  W.  B!*y  Co,,  31  Iowa, 
187.  The  views  we  have  expressed  in  respect  to  the  validity  of  the 
statute  under  consideration  are  in  no  respect  inconsistent  with  the 
doctrine  above  referred  to.  The  act  is  not  in  the  nature  of  a  police 
regulation,  nor  confined  within  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  of 
the  State."    John  A,  Carton  v.  The  Illinois   Central  Railway   Com- 
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pattyy  6  Am.  &  En.  Railway  Cases,  305,  sometimes  mentioned  in  this 
connection,  is  not  in  point.  Indeed,  the  statute  involved  in  this  case 
and  the  Fuller  case,  9upra^  are  so  unlike  in  their  nature  and  office 
that  the  court  in  discussing  the  former  seems  to  have  never  thought 
of  the  latter,  though  the  point  was  made  in  both  cases  that  said  stat- 
ute were  in  conflict  with  article  I,  section  8,  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  therefore  an  encroachment  upon  the  power  of 
Congress.  There  can  be  no  pretense  that  the  one  case  overrules 
the  other.  They  are  entirely  different  on  principle.  Section  1297  ia 
not  ''an  act  of  the  State  legislature  whose  object  and  purpose  is  to 
control  and  regulate  the  shipment  of  freight  to  points  in  other 
States,"  and  therefore  ''in  violation  of  lirticle  I,  section  8,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.'^ 

This  section  does  not  fix  the  price  which  the  corporations  shall 
charge  for  the  transportation  of  property,  but  is  purely  a  police  reg> 
Illation  declaring  it  to, be  unlawful  "for  any  railway  company  to 
make  any  contract,  or  enter  into  any  stipulation  with  any  other  rail- 
way company  running  in  the  same  general  direction,  by  which  either 
company  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  agree  to  divide  in  any  manner 
or  proportion,  the  joint  earnings  upon  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
freight  transported  over  such  roads." 

The  difficulty  has  never  been  as  to  the  power  of  Congress  to  regu- 
late commerce  among  the  States,  but  as  to  what  i;9  to  be  deemed  an 
invasion  of  that  power,  for  as  has  been  said  by  the  United  States 
supreme  court,  "legislation  may,  in  a  great  variety  of  ways,  aflfect 
commerce,  and  persons  engaged  in  it,  without  constituting  a  regula- 
tion of  it  within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution." 

In  fact  section  1297  does  not  seek  to  regulate  even  State  com- 
merce, and  its  strict  enforcement  cannot  in  any  sense  bo  called  a  reg- 
ulation of  commerce,  either  state  or  national. 

A  brief  examination  of  the  workings  of  the  contracts  and  stipula- 
tions between  railway  companies,  sought  to  be  prohibited  by  said  sec- 
tion 1297,  will  show  the  importance  of  action  in  this  regard.  By  the 
pool,  in  this  connection,  is  meant  the  generally  accepted  idea  of  an 
arrangement  between  parallel  trunk  lines  by  which  they  agree  on 
charging  given  rates  between  given  points,  each  company  being  en- 
titled to  a  certain  per  cent  of  the  whole  business.  These  arrange- 
ments are,  as  a  rule,  in  vogue  at  all  competing  points. 

While  it  must  not  be  overlooked  that  it  was  left  for  the  railways^ 
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in  great  part,  at  least,  to  make  it  posedble  for  Iowa  farmers  to  get  to 
market  with  their  farm  products,  nevertheless,  the  belief  remains 
and  is  growing,  rather  than  diminishing,  that  freight  rates  should  be 
reduced  in  some  particulars.  In  other  words,  that  there  should  be  a 
more  equitable  equalization  of  rates  between  different  stations  and 
shippers.  And  this  condition  of  things  will  most  likely  continue  as 
long  as  such  agreements,  between  what  should  be  competing  lines,  as 
the  pool  is  understood  to  be,  are  continued,  or,  until  such  time  as  the 
general  public  shall  have  acquired  such  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the 
cost  of  transportation,  in  all  its  various,  intricate  details,  as  to 
know  that  the  current  rates  are  reasonable  notwithstanding  the  pool 
and  its  apparent  inconsistencies  with  fair  competition.  But  the 
people  are  not  yet  in  possession  of  this  knowledge,  and  distrust  sup- 
plants confidence.  Rival  lines  are  built,  and  frequently  with  local 
tax  and  other  aid,  under  the  belief  that  competition  will  thus  be 
secured.  Instead  of  competition  comes  the  pool,  and  former  rates 
are  maintained.  It  is  not  strange  under  these  circumstances  that 
what  is  popularly  known  as  the  pool,  should  meet  with  popular  dis- 
favor. "It  is  hard  to  persuade  the  common  shipper,"  says  Mr.  Joseph 
Nimmo,  Jr.,  "  that  such  tremendous  power  over  the  commercial  and 
industrial  interests  of  the  country,  can  safely  be  entrusted  to  the 
railway  companies,  and  that  during  the  prevalence  of  the  pool, 
freights  are  not  unnecessarily  high."  "  These  objections,"  says  the 
same  authority,  "  to  pooling  arrangements  present  issues  which  must 
be  met  by  the  advocates  of  the  system."  In  the  light  of  present 
practical  results,  it  would  seem  quite  apparent  that,  if  the  pool  is  to 
be  maintained,  it  will  have  to  be  supported  in  the  future  with 
stronger  arguments  and  more  satisfactory  consequences  than  it  has 
been  supported  with  in  the  past.  The  pool  has  never,  as  yet,  accom- 
plished the  things  mainly  claimed  for  it  by  its  advocates,  to-wit.: 
Steadiness  in  rates  and  security  to  railway  properties.  Rates  con- 
tinue to  fluctuate,  and  railway  wars  are  waged  everywhere  on  a 
gigantic  scale.  The  belief  is  common  that  the  pool  is  the  chief 
hindrance  to  legitimate  competition,  and  that  it  exists  in  the  interest 
of  the  railways  only.  And,  until  some  better  reason  is  given  than 
has  appeared  yet  why  railway  companies  should  constitute  an  excep- 
tion to  the  common  laws  of  competition,  this  belief  will  remain. 

The   regulative  influence   of  competition  has  been   suflicient  to 
establish  charges  at  a  reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered 
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in  all  other  departments  of  industrial  enterprise,  and  only  the  strong- 
est and  most  satisfactory  reasons  will  justify  making  railway  com- 
panies an  exception  to  the  general  rule.    The  argument  that  the  laws 
of  supply  and  demand,  and  of  competition,  fail  to  regulate  rates  on 
railways  as  on  free  highways  of  commerce,  and  that  the  railway  sys- 
tem of  the  country' is,  owing  to  the  novelties  of  the  system  itself,  a 
law  unto  itself,  does  not,  on  close  scrutiny,  seem  to  belong  to  this 
class.    In  view  of  the  attributes  of  man's  nature,  with  reference  to 
which  the  law  has  ever  on  a  given  state  of  facts  raised  certain  pre- 
sumptions, the  pool  may  fairly  be  said  to  constitute  a  prima  fade 
case  of  extortion.     And  the  fact  that  all  non-competing  stations 
within  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  miles  of  competing  stations  pay  as 
high,  or  higher,  rates  than  competing  stations,  though  by  these  dis- 
tances that  much  nearer  the  markets;  and  that,  notwithstanding  this 
State  of  facts,  rates  are  so  high  at  competing  stations  that  railways 
not  reaching  them  by  their  own  lines  by  many  miles,  and  incapable 
of  doing  so  except  by  means  of  connections  with  circuitous  lines  that 
greatly  increase  the  distance  between  the  pooling  points,  can  force 
their  way  into  the  pool,  tends  rather  to  confirm,  than  to  remove,  the 
impressions  reached  by  this  line  of  reasoning.    The  fact  alone  that 
non-competing  points,  though  nearer  the  markets  than  competing 
points  on  the  same  lines  of  railway,  pay  the  greater  rate  is  such  an 
apparent  abuse  and  unjust  exercise  of  the  discriminatory  power  of 
the  railway  manafi^er  as  to  not  only  bring  into  great  disfavor  all 
arbitrary  discriminations,  pools,  and  combinations  tha(  produce  such 
results,  but  demands  the  immediate  attention  of  the  law  enforcing 
and  law  making  powers. 

DISCBIMINATIONS   AMONG   STATIONS   AND   SHIPPERS. 

It  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  railway  manager  is  carrying  freight 
to  and  from  competing  points  on  business  principles,  and  that  he  is 
charging,  at  least,  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services;  and, 
from  this  stand-point,  it  is  manifestly  unjust  to  permit  him  to  charge 
a  greater  rate  from  non-competing  points  on  the  same  line  to  the 
same  destination  for  a  less  distance.  If  the  manager  answers  that 
the  competing  rate,  notwithstanding  our  assumptioq,  is  so  low  as  to 
necessitate  a  higher  ]:ate  from  non-competing  points,  the  sufficient 
reply  is  that  that  is  an  unjust,  and  should  speedily  be  made,  if  not 
already  so,  an  Unlawful  discrimination  among  the  patrons  of  his  road. 
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To  state  the  situation  approximately,  the  bailding  up  and  develop- 
ing of  twenty-five  towns,  or  stations,  at  the  expense  of  the  nine  hun- 
dred and  seventy  five  remaining  towns  or  stations  in  the  State,  under 
this  system  of  discrimination,  is  a  work  so  palpably  wrong  on  its 
face,  and  so  in  contravention  of  the  principle  that  demands  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number  in  the  establishment  of  laws 
and  public  policies,  that  it  needs  only  to  be  stated  to  be  condemned. 

Another  class  of  discrimination,  and  one  that  is  the  source  of 
great  and  growing  complaint,  is  the  discrimination  which  the  railway 
manager  claims  it  his  right  to  make,  under  the  law,  between  the 
large  shipper  and  the  small  one. 

It  is  claimed  by  the  advocates  of  this  rule  of  action  that  the  same 
principle  applies  to  the  general  manager  of  a  railway,  in  disposing 
his  freight  rated,  that  applies  in  the  commerce  of  private  individuals 
as  to  wholesale  and  retail  dealers. 

A  question  involving  this  principle  came  before  the  Board  in  the 
oase  of  Merrill  and  Keeney  v.  The  Chicago  it  Northwestern  JRailway 
Co,  and  the  (7.,  M.  <fc  8t.  P,  Railway  Co. 

A  determination  of  this  question  involved  a  construction  of  sec- 
tion 11,  chapter  77,  of  the  laws  of  1878.  A  majority  of  the  Board 
held  the  complaint  of  plaintiff  not  well  founded,  as  said  section 
authorized  the  railway  manager  to  discriminate  in  making  his  rates 
between  a  wholesale  and  retail  dealer,  giving  to  the  larger  shipper  a 
better  rate  than  to  the  smaller. 

From  this  conclusion  the  writer  hereof  dissented,  and,  for  a  better 
and  more  perfect  knowledge  of  all  the  facts,  reference  is  made  tg  the 
case  as  it  is  reported  in  full  in  this  report. 

BLEVA.TOBS. 

There  is  complaint  also  in  various  quarters  under  this  same  head, 
that  grain  buyers  owning  or  controlling  elevators  along  the  lines  of 
railways,  receive  from'  railway  managers  rates,  concessions,  or  draw- 
backs that  are  not  allowed  farmers,  or  men  who  buy  and  load  directly 
from  wagons  into  cars. 

This  Board,  while  holding  in  three  different  cases  that  the  farmer, 
or  track  buyer,  was  entitled  to  the  same  rates,  etc.,  as  the  elevator 
man,  if  loading  in  substantially  the  same  time,  promulgated  a  deci- 
sion to  the  effect  that  a  wholesale  furniture  dealer  was  entitled  to 
bettor  rates  between  same  pointd,  on  •"^•"^  y^^oQ.  for  «nTT»r»  oIoq*?  nf 
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freight,  tlian  a  retail  dealer,  for  the  reason  that  he  (the  wholesale 
dealer)  shipped  more  oars  than  the  retail  dealer.  From  this  decision 
I  dissented.  The  elevator  man  and  the  wholesale  have  already,  in 
their  capital,  sufficient  advantage  over  the  small  shipper  and  dealer. 
For  instance,  without  the  check  upon  the  elevator  man  which  this 
Board's  construction  of  section  11,  chapter  77,  laws  of  1878,  gives 
the  farmer,  he  would  be  helpless  in  the  hands  of  the  elevator  man, 
having  to  submit  to  just  such  terms  as  he  dictated. 

The  right  and  privilege  to  load  cars  on  the  track  from  a  wagon 
may  not  be  one  he  may  choose  often  to  exercise,  but  it  is  a  most 
wholesome  one  for  him  to  have  in  reserve,  and  is  indispensable  to 
his  safety. 

In  my  opinion  section  11,  chapter  77,  laws  of  1878,  already  covers 
this  point,  providing  that  the  car  load  shall  be  the  basis  from  which 
to  reckon  rates,  circumstances  and  conditions  as  to  freight  and  dis- 
tances being  the  same. 

It  would  not  be  safe  for  the  State  to  leave  this  vast  power  of  dis- 
criminating between  stations  and  individuals  to  the  railway  corpora- 
tions, and  I  do  not  think  it  has  done  so.  For  the  State  to  place,  or 
permit  to  remain,  in  the  hands  of  any  person  or  corporation  such 
power  over  the  commercial  and  industrial  interests  of  the  people  of 
the  State,  would  not  only  be  unsafe,  but  would  be  contrary  to  good 
morals.  And  this  expression  of  opinion  is  not  mine,  nor  is  it  the  re- 
sult of  modern  agitation  of  railway  corporation  questions,  but  is  as 
old  as  the  experiences  of  men  and  has  furnished  a  rule  of  action  for 
all  the  ages. 

The  law  of  this  State  bearing  upon  the  question  of  discrimination 
by  railway  companies  anlong  stations  and  shippers  is  found  in  the 
three  sections  following.     Code,  1878,  Sec.  1304 : 

In  the  month  of  June,  in  each  and  every  year,  every  railroad  company 
-operating  a  railroad  in  this  State,  shall  fix  its  maximum  rates  of  fare  for 
passengers  and  freight,  for  transportation  of  timber,  wood,  and  coal,  per 
ton,  cord,  or  thousand  feet,  per  mile,  also  its  fare  and  freight  per  mile  for 
transporting  merchandise,  and  articles  of  the  first,  second,  third,  and  fourth 
classes  of  freight ;  and  on  the  first  day  of  July  following  shall  put  up,  at  all 
the  stations  and  depots  on  its  road,  a  printed  copy  of  such  fare  and  freight, 
and  cause  a  copy  to  remain  posted  during  the  year.  For  willfully  neglecting 
so  to  do,  or  for  willfully  receiving  higher  rates  of  fare  or  freight  than  those 
posted,  the  company  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  State  of  Iowa,  for  the  use 
.•f  the  school-fund,  not  less  than  one  himdred  dollars,  nor  more  than  two 
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hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  any  civil  action  in  the  name  of  the  State; 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  several  district-attorneys,  within  their 
respective  districts,  to  sue  for  and  recover  all  sums  forfeited  as  aforesaid ; 
and  such  company  shall  also  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  person  injured,  double 
the  amount  of  compensation  or  charge  illegally  taken,  to  be  recovered  by 
such  person  in  a  civil  action. 

Sections  11  and  12,  chapter  77,  laws  of  1878: 

Section  11.  No  railroad  corporation  shall  charge,  demand  or  receive  from 
any  person,  company  or  corporation,  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or 
propeity,  or  for  any  other  service  a  greater  sum  than  it  shall  at  the  same 
time  charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  other  person,  company  or  corpora- 
tion for  a  like  service,  from  the  same  place,  or  upon  like  condition  and  under 
similar  circumstances ;  and  all  concessions  of  rates,  drawbacks  and  con- 
tracts for  special  rates  shall  be  open  to  and  allowed  all  persons,  companies 
and  corporations  alike,  at  the  same  rate  per  ton  per  mile  by  car  load,  upon 
like  condition  and  under  similar  circumstances,  imless  by  reason  of  the 
extra  cost  of  transportation  per  car  load,  from  a  different  point,  the  same 
would  be  unreasonable  and  inequitable ;  and  shall  charge  no  more  for  tians- 
p:rting  freight  from  any  point  on  its  line  than  a  fair  and  just  proportion  of 
the  price  it  charges  for  the  same  kind  of  freight  transported  from  any  other 
point. 

Sbc.  12.  No  railroad  company  shall  charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any 
person,  company  or  corporation  an  i^nreasonable  price  for  the  transportation 
of  persons  or  property,  or  for  the  handling  or  storing  of  freight,  or  for  the 
use  of  its  cars  or  for  any  privilege  or  service  afforded  by  it  in  the  traiyuu^tion 
of  its  business  as  a  railroad  corporation. 

The  first  of  these  sections,  1304,  is  in  lieu  of  section  2,  chapter  139» 
laws  of  1862,  above  quoted,  the  validity  of  which  was  sustained  by 
the  State  supreme  court  in  the  Fuller  Case,  31  Iowa,  187.  These 
two  sections  are  substantiallj  the  same,  Ihe  only  material  change  be> 
ing  in  the  penalty  imposed  to  enforce  obedience  to  the  law. 

Section  1303,  now  in  force,  requires  that  in  the  month  of  June  in 
each  year  railroad  companies  shall  fix  rates  for  passengers,  and 
charges  for  transportaion  of  merchandise ;  and,  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  shall  post,  etc.,  a  copy  of  such  rates,  at  all  their  stations  and 
depots. 

This  section  is  a  necessary  prelude  to  sections  11  and  12  of  the 
Commissioner  law  in  that  it  provides  for  publicity  as  to  transporta- 
tion rates.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  also,  that  this  section  im- 
j)08e8  a  penalty  "for  receiving  higher  rates  of  fare  or  freight  than 
those  posted,'^  and  that  this  provision  was  in  the  original  section 
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that  passed  the  ordeal  of  the  supreme  court  and   received   its  ap- 
proval. 

Section  1 1  of  the  Commissioner  law  makes  it  unlawful  for  a  rail- 
road corporation  to  charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  person,  etc., 
for  any  service,  a  greater  sum  than  it  shall  at  the  same  time  charge, 
demand  or  receive  from  any  other  person,  etc.,  for  a  like  service 
from  the  same  place,  or  for  a  service  between  any  other  points  upon 
like  condition  and  under  similar  circumstances ;  and  declares  that  all 
concessions  of  rates,  etc.,  shall  be  open  to  all  persons,  etc.,  alike,  at 
the  same  rate  per  ton  per  mile  by  car  load,  where  the  copditions  and 
circumstances  are  alike  and  similar,  unlessy  by  reason  of  the  extra 
cost  of  transportationy  from  a  different  point,  the  same  would  be  un- 
reasonable and  inequitable ;  and  also  makes  it  unlawful  to  unjustly 
discriminate  between  stations  by  declaring  that  a  railway  corporation 
shall' not  charge  higher  rates  ^'from  any  point  on  its  line  than  a  fair 
and  just  proportion  of  the  price  it  charges  for  the  same  kind  of 
freight  transported  from  any  other  point." 

Section  12,  following,  declares  that  all  charges  for  all  services  by  a 
railway  corporation,  including  the  use  of  its  cars  for  the  storage  of 
freight)  shall  be  reasonable. 

Such  is  the  law  as  it  now  stands  so  far  as  it  relates  to,  or  attempts 
to  regulate  the  transportation  of,  freight  by  railways  doing  business 
in  this  State.    Passenger  fare  is  prescribed  by  another  statute. 

The  knowledge  that  I  have  of  the  nature  of  the  complaints  made 
by  the  people  at  large  against  the  freight  railway  service  of  this 
State  leads  ine  to  conclude,  on  a  careful  examination  of  the  laws  in 
force  bearing  upon  the  question,  that  what  we  need  in  this  State  is  a 
more  rigid  enforcement  and  observance  of  the  laws  we  have,  rather 
than  the  enactment  of  more,  laws.  Not  saying,  however,  that  the- 
laws,  in  some  important  particulars  in  this  respect  may  not  be  im- 
proved upon,  but  what  assurance  have  the  people  that  new  laws  will 
be  enforced  if  those  already  enacted  on  the  same  subject  have  grown 
into  disuse?  If  pooling  by  parallel  lines  can  be  prohibited,  and  un- 
just discriminations  among  shippers  and  stations  be  prevented,  a  long 
step  will  have  been  taken  in  the  direction  of  putting  away  the  ques- 
tions that  now  most  vex  the  railway  companies  and  the  people. 

The  sections  of  the  law  I  have  referred  to,  including  section  1297 
on  pooling,  are  statutes  intended  to  accomplish  these  ends,  and,  in 
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my  judgment,  their  enforcement  would  prove  the  wisdom  of  their 
enactment. 

And  this  enforcement  of  the  law  against  pooling  and  unjust  dis- 
crimination does  not  mean  higher  rates  to  competing  points  and  the 
now  favored  shipper;  but  it  means  cheaper  rates  to  non-competing 
points,  and  to  the  small  as  well  as  the  large  shipper.  It  does  not 
mean  higher  rates  to  a  few  towns  and  to  a  few  favored  shippers,  to 
the  detriment  of  jobbing  and  manufacturing  interests,  etc.;  but  it 
means  the  extension  and  widening  of  the  blessings  they  enjoy  until 
it  will  embrace  all  towns,  all  localities  and  classes.  For  instance,  the 
enforcement  of  the  law  as  it  now  stands  means  that  Denison,  on  the 
Northwestern  road.  Defiance  on  the  Milwaukee,  Atlantic,  on  the  Rock 
Island,  Red  Oak,  on  the  Burlington,  and  Blanchard,  on  the  Wabash 
shall  not  pay  more  per  hundred  on  freight  to  Chicago  than  Council 
Bluffs,  sixty  miles  farther  from  Chicago  on  the  same  line  of  road. 
It  means  that  the  elevator  man  shall  not  have  a  rebate  of  two  or 
three  cents  per  hundred  weight  on  corn,  that  is  not  allowed  the  track 
buyer  or  farmer,  loading  from  wagons  on  the  track,  even  though  load- 
ing in  substantially  the  same  time  as  the  elevator  man.  This  Board 
made  a  ruling  in  three  separate  cases,  w^hich  came  up  from  Mont- 
gomery county,  on  the  question  of  the  discrimination  in  favor  of  the 
buyer  who  loaded  through  an  elevator,  as  against  the  farmer  or  track 
buyer  loading  from  wagons.  We  then  recommended  "that  like 
charges  be  made  where  not  less  than  full  car  load  lots  are  offered  at 
the  same  stacion;  and  if  any  concessions  or  drawbacks  be  given,  they 
should  be  open  to  all  shippers  offering  freight  of  the  same  kind,  in 
the  same  class,  in  the  same  line  of  business." 

"  There  is  no  good  reason,"  it  is  said  in  the  same  case,  "  why  a 
farmer  or  merchant  should  not  get  the  same  rate  as  an  elevator  man 
gets,  provided  he  loads  substantially  in  the  same  time."—  Board  RaUr 
road  Commissioners  report,  of  1882,  p.  554- 

I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  above  ruling  of  the  Board  has 
never  been  respected;  and  I  take  it  that  the  ground  for  disregard  in 
this  instance  by  the  railway  companies  is  the  same  on  which  all  the 
statutes  I  have  quoted,  including  section  1297,  have  come  to  be 
largely,  if  not  altogether,  ignored.  And  this  ground  of  objection  to 
all  these  statutes,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  freight  that  is  the  subject 
of  inter-state  commerce,  is  that  they  are  void  and  of  no  effect,  as  they 
are  in  conflict  with  article  1,  section  8,  Constitution  of  the  United 
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States,  which  gives  to  Congress  the  power  "to  regulate  commerce 
with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  several  States,  and  with  the  In- 
dian tribes.'^  But  the  authorities,  both  State  and  national,  are  against 
this  view.  The  case  of  John  A,  Carton  &  Go,  v.  the  Illinois  Central 
Railway  Cb.,  6  Am.  and  Eng.  railway  Cases,  306,  and  the  case  of 
Kaliser  v.  The  Illinois  Central  JR.  R,  Co,^  recently  decided  by  Judge 
McCrary,  of  the  United  States  circuit  court  for  Iowa,  are  cited  in 
this  connection,  but  they  are  not  in  point.  Those  cases  arose  under 
the  tariff  law  of  1874,  fixing  maximum  rates  for  the  transportation 
of  inter-state  commerce.  The  law  was  held  to  be  a  regulation  of 
inter-state  commerce,  and  an  encroachment  upon  the  power  of  Con- 
gress, though  Justice  Beck,  in  the  Carton  case,  in  a  dissenting  opin- 
ion, announced  a  doctrine  that  would  have  been  both  eminently  wise 
and  just  as  law,  if  it  had  only  secured  the  favor  of  a  majority  of  the 
justices. 

But  the  abuses  I  am  discussing,  and  the  sections  of  law  that  I 
have  quoted  as  intended  for  their  correction,  belong  entirely  to  an- 
other class.  As  we  have  already  seen  in  an  examination  of  Fuller 
V.  Chicago  <fc  Northwestern  Mailibay  Company,  supra,  sections  1297 
and  1304  of  the  Code,  1873,  and  sections  11  and  12  of  chapter  77  of 
the  laws  of  1878,  are  founded  upon  "the  authority  of  the  State  to 
establish  all  proper  police  regulations  necessary  to  preserve  the 
peace,  health,  morals  and  property  of  its  people,  and  to  protect  them 
from  imposition  and  injustice.  Such  laws,  w:hile  they  may  even 
affect  commerce,  and  operate  upon  those  engaged  therein,  are  not 
obnoxious  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States."  They  "  in  no 
sense  interfere  with  the  business  of  the  roads,  or  place  any  restric- 
tion or  impediment  upon  the  free  transportation  by  railroads  of 
either  property  or  persons."  Such  laws  are  enacted  for  the  preven- 
tion of  a  wrong — a  crime — being  committed  against  a  citizen  of  the 
State.  "An  unjust  discrimination,"  it  has  been  well  said,  "is  the 
taking  of  money  wrongfully,  as  much  so  at  common  law,  or  under 
this  statute,  as  if  taken  by  force." 

I  am  not  saying,  nor  seeking  to  say,  that  it  is  competent  for  the 
General  Assembly  to  pass  a  law  to  regulate  charges  on  transportation 
from  points  within  the  State  to  points  without,  and  vice  versa,  but  am 
saying,  or  seeking  to  say,  that  it  is  competent  for  the  legislature  to 
pass  a  law  prohibiting,  under  penalties,  a  railway  company  charging 
one  person  more  than  another  fur  a  like  service,  or  by  charging  more 
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for  a  short  haul  than  a  longer  one,  even  though  the  freight  the  sub- 
ject of  the  charge,  may  go  beyond  the  boundary  of  the  State.  In 
view  of  the  importance  of  this  question  I  have  examined  the  author- 
ities as  fully  and  thoroughly  as  I  am  capable  of  doing.  If  the  doc- 
trine I  am  contending  for  is  sound,  then  the  State  has  ample  power^ 
within  itself,  to  deal  in  its  own  way,  with  some  of  the  most  serious 
phases  of  the  transportation  question  without  waiting  upon  the  slow 
and  doubtful  action  of  Congress. 

^  The  recent  case  of  The  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois  v.  The  Wa^ 
baahy  St.  Louis  db  Pacific  Hailwai/  Company  seems  to  sustain  the 
view  I  am  contending  for.  And  that  is  not  all.  It  seems  in  turn  to- 
be  fully  sustained  by  the  recent  decisions  of  the  United  States  sa- 
preme  court.  The  fact  is  that  an  examination  of  the  authorities 
will  show  that  they  go  even  farther  than  I  am  contending  for,  and^ 
in  connection  with  this  thought  especial  attention  is  called  to  the 
case  of  Peik  v.  The  Chicago  db  Northwestern  Haihoay  Company^  94 
U.  S.  164,  where  Chief  Justice  Waite,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of 
the  court,  as  respects  the  question  involved,  said:  "The  suits  pre- 
seikt  the  single  question  of  the  power  of  the  legislature  of  Wiscon- 
sin to  provide,  by  law,  for  a  maximum  charge  to  be  made  by  the 
Chicago  <fe  Northwestern  Railway  Company  for  fare  and  freight 
upon  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  carried  within  the 
State,  or  taken  up  outside  the  State  and  brought  within  it,  or  taken 
up  inside  the  State  and  carried  without.  *  *  *  As  to  the  effect 
of  the  statute  as  a  regulation  of  inter-state  commerce,  the  law  is  con- 
fined to  State  commerce,  or  such  inter-state  commerce  as  directly 
affects  the  people  of  Wisconsin.  Until  Congress  acts  in  reference 
to  the  relations  of  this  company  to  inter-state  commerce,  it  is  cer- 
tainly within  the  power  of  Wisconsin  to  regulate  its  fares,  etc.,  so 
far  as  they  are  of  domestic  concern.  With  the  people  of  Wisconsin 
this  company  has  domestic  relations.  Incidentally,  these  may  reach 
beyond  the  State.  But  certainly,  until  Congress  undertakes  to  legis- 
late for  those  who  are  without  the  State,  Wisconsin  may  provide  for 
those  within,  even  though  it  may  incidentally  affect  those  without.'* 
This  is  from  the  United  States  supreme  court,  the  special  guardian 
of  the  Federal  Constitution,  in  a  case  wherein  the  point  was  made 
that  the  Wisconsin  statute  referred  to,  was  in  conflict  with  the  Fed- 
eral Constitution.  Certainly  the  court  created  by  that  Constitution 
can  be  entrusted  to  administer  it.    Under  sueh  circumstances  State 
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courts  and  State  officers,  whose  duty  it  is  to  guard  the  interests  of 
the  citizens  of  the  State  as  such,  and  to  see  to  it  that  they  are  secure 
in  their  rights  of  person  and  property,  are  under  no  obligation  to 
take  up  the  task,  unbidden,  of  limiting  and  restricting  the  power  of 
the  State,  in  the  interest  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  by  a  line  of 
reasoning  more  illiberal  than  that  followed  by  the  supreme  court  of 
its  own  creation. 

The  Hailroad  Company  v,  Husen^  95  U.  S.,  465,  and  HaU  v.  De  Cuir^ 
Id.,  485,  relied  upon  by  those  seeking  to  curtail  State  authority 
in  this  behalf,  were  actions  brought  under  statutes  of  a  very  differ- 
ent nature,  and  were  held  to  be  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  for  the  reason,  in  the  first  case,  that  a  certain 
class  of  inter-state  commerce  was  prohibited  altogether,  and,  in  the 
other,  for  the  reason  that  the  statute  imposed  such  a  regulation  as 
materially  influenced  and  controlled  the  carrier  in  the  conduct  and 
management  of  his  business  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  State.  In 
this  connection  I  beg  leave  to  submit  herewith  the  Illinois  case  re- 
ferred to,  in  full,  giving  a  statement  of  the  facts  and  the  opinion  of 
the  court,  together  with  the  opinion  of  the  court  when  it  came  for 
the  second  time  before  it,  and  ask  for  it  and  the  authorities  therein 
cited,  careful  scrutiny. 

Th3b   People   op   the   State   of   Illinois   v.   The   Wabash,   St. 

Louis  A  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

statement  of  the  case. 

This  was  an  action  of  debt  brought  in  the  court  below,  in  the  name  of  the 
People  of  the  State  of  Slinois  against  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  and  Pacific 
Bailway  Company.  The  declaration  contained  several  counts,  but  the  al- 
1^^  cause  of  action  is  substantially  set  forth  in  the  first  count,  which  is  as 
follows: 

For  that  whereas,  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  the  29th  day  of  August,  A.  D. 
1881,  at,  to-wit,  the  county  of  Ford,  aforesaid,  the  said  defendant  was  a  rail- 
road corporation,  duly  organized  and  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  and  was  then  and  there  owning  and  operating  a  certain 
railroad  lying  partly  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  running  from  Peona, 
in  the  county  of  Peoria,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  eastward  through  the 
stations  of  Gilman  and  Sheldon,  in  said  Iroquois  county,  to  Toledo,  in  the 
county  of  Lucas,  and  State  of  Ohio,  commonly  known  as  the  Wabash,  St. 
Louis  and  Pacific  Railroad,  and  was  then  and  there  doing  business  as  a 
common  carrier  of  freight  and  passengers  upon  and  over  said  railroad,  and 
afterwards,  to-wit,  on  the  day  and  year  aforesaid,  to-wit,  at  the  county  of 
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Peoria  aforesaid,  the  said  defendant,  at  the  request  of  Joseph  Elder  and  D. 
McKinney,  partners,  doing  business  under  firm  name  of  Elder  &  McKinney^ 
and  residents  and  citizens  of  said  State  of  Illinois,  carried  and  transported 
eastward,  upon  and  over  said  line  of  railroad,  owned  and  operated  by  it  as 
aforesaid,  and  upon  and  over  raihoads  connected  with  said  defendants,  for 
said  Elder  &  McEonney,  from  Peoria,  aforesaid,  a  station  upon  said  rail- 
road, through  said  Oilman  to  New  York  City,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  a 
large  quantity  of  freight,  to-wit,  one  car  load  of  com,  of  a  great  weight,  to- 
wit,  of  the  weight  of  26,000  pounds,  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  said  Elder 
&  McKinney,  and  that  defendant  afterwards,  to-wit,  on  the  day  and  year 
aforesaid,  at,  to-wit,  the  county  of  Peoria  aforesaid,  charged,  demanded, 
received  and  collected  of  and  from  said  Elder  &  McKinney,  as  and  for  said 
defendant's  entire  toll  and  compensation  for  the  said  carriage  and  transport 
tation  of  said  one  car-load  of  com  upon  and  over  said  railroad,  and  said  con- 
necting lines  of  railroad,  from  said  Peoria  to  said  New  York  City,  a  lai^ 
sum  of  money,  to  wit,  the  sum  of  $39.  And  afterwards,  to-wit,  on  the  same 
day  and  year  last  aforesaid,  at,  to-wit,  the  cotmty  of  Iroquois  aforesaid,  the 
said  defendant,  at  the  request  of  Isaac  Bailey  and  F.  O.  Swannell,  partners, 
as  Bailey  &  Swannell,  and  residents  of  said  coimty,  carried  and  transported 
for  said  Bailey  &  Swannell,  eastward  upon  and  over  said  line  of  railroad 
owned  and  operated  by  the  said  defendant  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  same 
other  lines  of  railroad  connected  therewith,  over  which  said  corn  was  trans- 
ported from  Oilman  aforesaid,  in  the  county  of  Iroquois,  and  State  of  Illi- 
nois, a  station  upon  said  railroad,  to  New  York  City,  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  a  certain  other  large  quantity  of  freight,  to  > wit,  one  car  load  of  oil 
cake,  of  a  great  weight,  to-wit,  of  the  weight  of  26,000  pounds,  of  the  goods 
and  chattels  of  said  Bailey  &  Swannell,  and  that  defendant  afterwards,  to- 
wit,  on  the  same  day  and  year  aforesaid,  at,  to-wit,  the  county  of  Iroquois 
aforesaid,  charged,  demanded,  received  and  collected  of  and  from  said  Bailey 
&  Swannell,  as  and  for  said  defendant's  toll  and  compensation  for  the  said 
transportation  and  carriage  of  said  one  car  load  of  oil  cake  last  aforesaid, 
upon  and  over  its  said  railroads,  and  said  connecting  lines  of  railroad,  from 
said  Oilman  to  said  New  York  City,  a  large  sum  of  money,  to-wit,  the  sum 
of  $65,  which  the  said  Bailey  &  Swannell  then  and  there  paid  to  defendant 
for  such  carriage  and  transportation  of  said  one  car  load  of  cake  last  afore- 
said, from  Oilman  aforesaid,  to  said  New  York  City,  as  aforesaid. 

And  plaintiffs  aforesaid  aver  that  said  goods  and  chattels— oil  cake— last 
aforesaid,  carried  and  transported  by  said  defendant  as  aforesaid,  was  of 
like  quantity,  and  of  the  same  class  of  freight  as  the  freight  first  aforesaid, 
to-wit:  the  one  car-load  of  com  carried  and  transported  by  said  defendant 
as  aforesaid,  and  was  carried  and  transported,  to-wit,  at  the  same  time;  and 
in  the  same  direction,  and  over  the  same  lines  of  railroad,  by  said  defendant, 
as  said  car-load  of  corn  hereinbefore  mentioned.  And  the  plaintiffs  further 
aver,  that  the  distance  over  and  upon  the  line  of  said  defendant's  railroad 
over  and  upon  which  said  com  was  carried  and  transported  from  said  Peoria 
eastward  to  Sheldon,  a  station  on  the  line  of  said  road  near  the  eastern 
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boundary  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  is,  to-wit,  one  hundred  and  nine  miles, 
and  that  the  distance  from  said  Gilman,  a  station  upon  the  line  of  said  rail- 
road, over  and  upon  the  line  of  said  railroad  over  and  upon  which  said  car- 
load of  oil  cake  was  carried  and  transported  to  said  station  of  Sheldon,  near 
the  eastern  boundary  of  said  State,  is  only,  to-wit,  twenty-three  miles,  and 
that  the  distance  from  said  Gilman  to  said  New  York  City,  upon  the  route 
or  railroads  over  and  upon  which  said  goods  and  chattels— oil  cake  aforesaid 
— ^were  carried  and  transported,  is  less  than  the  distance  from  said  Peoria  to 
the  city  of  New  York  aforesaid,  upon  the  route  or  railroads  over  and  upon 
which  said  goods  imd  chattels— com—were  transported,  by  eighty-six  miles. 
And  the  plaintiffs  further  aver,  that  the  said  defendant's  rate  of  freight 
so  charged,  collected  and  received  as  aforesaid,  for  the  carriage  and  ttans- 
portation  of  said  car-load  of  com  from  Peoria  aforesaid  to  said  city  of  New 
York,  was  only  fifteen  cents  per  100  pounds  per  car-load,  making  the  sum 
to-wit,  of  $39  aforesaid,  and  that  the  said  defendant's  rate  of  freight  so 
charged,  collected  and  received,  as  aforesaid,  for  the  carriage  and  trans- 
portation of  said  car-load  of  oil  cake,  from  Gilman  aforesaid  to  said  New 
York  City,  a  less  distance,  was  twenty-five  cents  per  100  pounds  per  car  load, 
making,  to-wit,  the  sum  of  $65  aforesaid.  And  the  plaintiffs  further  aver, 
that  the  said  defendants  made,  demanded,  collected  and  received,  to-wit, 
the  same  proportionate  discrimination  in  the  said  rates  of  freight  for  the 
transportation  of  -said  goods  and  chattels,  to-wit,  said  oil  cake  and  com, 
upon  and  over  its  line  of  railroad  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  that  was  made,  de- 
manded, collected  and  received,  as  heretofore  alleged,  for  said  transporta- 
tion between  said  Peoria  and  New  York  City,  and  said  Gilman  and  New 
York  City,  whereby,  and  by  means  of  the  premises  aforesaid,  the  plaintiffs 
aver  that  the  said  defendant  has  been  guilty  of  making  an  unjust  discrimina- 
tion in  the  rates  of  freight  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  the  carriage  and  trans- 
portation of  said  goods  and  chattels,  to-wit,  one  car-load  of  com  and  one 
car-load  of  oil  cake  aforesaid,  to  the  great  injury  of  the  citizens  of  said 
State,  and  contrary  to  the  form  of  the  statutes  of  said  State  in  suclrcaseli 
made  and  provided,  and  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  people  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  whereby  an  action  hath  accmed  unto  the  said  plaintiffs,  to 
have  and  demand  of  and  from  the  said  defendant  the  sum  of  $5,000,  parcel 
of  the  said  sum  above  demanded.'' 

A  demurrer  was  sustained  to  the  several  counts  in  the  declaration,  and 
the  people  thereupon  sued  out  this  writ  of  error. 

OPINION  OF  THB  COURT. 

Mr.  Justice  Craig  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  Court: 

The  declaration  in  this  case  contained  several  counts,  but  the  substance 
of  the  averments  in  each  was,  that  the  defendant  carried  the  same  class  of 
freight  from  Peoria  to  New  York  City  for  a  less  sum  of  money  than  it  car- 
ried similar  freight  from  Gilman  to  New  York,  and  that  Peoria  was  a  greater 
distance  from  New  York  than  Gilman.  The  decision  of  the  court  sustain- 
ing a  demurrer  to  the  declaration  was  no  doubt  predicated  on  the  view  that 
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the  statute  did  not  in  terms  apply  to  the  transportation  of  property  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  State,  or  that  the  legislature  had  no  power  to  pass  a  law 
regulating  charges  for  the  transportation  of  property  from  a  point  within 
the  State  of  Illinois  to  a  point  within  the  State  of  New  York.  The  action 
was  brought  under  Sec.  87,  Rev.  Stat.,  1874,  page  817,  which  declares:  ^'K 
any  such  railroad  corporation  aforesaid  shall  make  any  unjust  discrimina- 
tion in  its  rates  or  charges  of  toll  or  compensation  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  or  freight  of  any  description,  or  for  the  use  and  transportation  of 
any  railroad  car  upon  its  said  road,  or  upon  any  of  the  branches  thereof,  or 
upon  any  railroads  connected  therewith,  which  it  has  the  right,  license  or 
permission  to  operate,  control  or  use  within  this  State,  the  same  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  having  violated  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  dealt  with  as  hereinafter  provided.^' 

In  order  to  arrive  at  a  proper  construction  of  this  section,  it  should  be 
read  in  connection  with  section  86,  which  precedes  it.  That  section  declares: 
"  If  any  railroad  corporation,  organized  or  doing  business  in  this  State  *  * 
*  shall  cliarge,  collect,  demand  or  receive  more  than  a  fair  and  reasonable 
rate  of  toll  or  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight 
of  any  description,  or  for  the  use  and  transportation  of  any  railroad  car  upon 
its  track,  or  any  of  the  branches  thereof,  or  upon  any  railroad  within  this 
State  which  it  has  the  right,  license  or  permission  to  use,  operate  or  control, 
the  same  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  extortion,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  dealt  with  as  hereinafter  provided.'^  It  will  be  observed  that  this 
section  is  not  limited  to  railroads  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State, 
but  includes  all  railroad  companies  which  operate  railroads  in  this  State, 
regardless  of  the  State  in  which  they  may  be  organized,  and  the  language  of 
the  first  part  of  section  87,  ^^  If  any  such  railroad  corporations  shall/'  etc., 
brings  all  railroad  corporations  which  operate  railroads  in  this  State  within 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  whether  they  may  be  organized  under  our  law 
or  under  the  laws  of  some  other  State.  The  statute  seems  to  make  no  dis- 
tinction whatever  between  a  railroad  organized  in  this  State  and  a  railroad 
organized  in  another  State,  and  by  the  terms  of  the  section  the  oftense  con- 
sists in  an  unjust  discrimination  in  the  rates  charged,— first,  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  or  freight  of  any  description;  second,  for  the  use 
and  transportation  of  any  railroad  car  upon  the  road:  third,  for  the  use  of 
any  railroad  car  upon  any  of  the  branches  of  the  road;  fourth,  upon  any 
railroads  connected  with  the  road  or  its  branches  which  it  is  authorized  to 
use  in  the  State.  There  is  nothing  here  which  would  confine  the  unjust  dis- 
crimination to  charges  for  the  transportation  of  property  within  the  limits 
of  the  State.  The  use  of  the  words,  '^  within  this  State, '^  in  the  last  i>art  of 
the  section,  cannot,  by  any  fair  construction,  be  held  to  limit  the  unjust  dis- 
crimination mentioned  in  the  statute  to  charges  for  the  transportation  of 
freight  wliolly  within  the  State.  The  language,  '*  within  tlie  S'ate,"  has 
reference  to  the  roads  which  a  railroad  company  may  operate  in  the  State. 

Reliance  is  ])laced  upon  the  language  of  the  first  part  of  section  88,  which 
declares:    "  If  any  such  railroad  corporation  shall  charge,  collect  or  receive 
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for  the  transportation  of  any  passenger  or  freight  of  any  description  upon 
its  railroad,  for  any  distance  within  this  State,'^  etc.  But  upon  an  examin- 
ation of  the  whole  section,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  was  not  intended  for  the 
purpose  claimed,  but  its  main  object  is  to  provide  and  declare  that  certain 
things  shall  be  prima  fade  evidence  to  sustain  a  charge  of  unjust  discrimin- 
ation. 

The  title  of  ther  act  is  referred  to,  in  order  to  sustain  the  position  of  the 
defendant.  It  is  true,  the  constitution  requires  the  subject  of  an  act  to  be 
embraced  in  the  title,  but  the  title  of  an  act  is  no  part  of  the  law,  and  we  do 
not  understand  that  the  title  is  to  be  regarded  a  question  as  to  the  intent  of 
the  legislature.  At  all  events  it  can  have  no  controlling  effect..  It  might 
have  a  slight  bearing  when  considered  in  connection  with  the  whole  act,  but 
that  is  all. 

Again,  in  arriving  at  a  proper  construction  to  be  placed  upon  an  act  of  the 
legislature,  it  is  a  legitimate  inquiry  to  ascertain  the  purpose  and  object  of 
the  law,  the  evil  to  be  remedied,  and  the  vvrong  to  be  righted  by  the  passage 
of  the  law.  Now,  if  the  object  was  to  provide  a  reasonable  and  uniform 
system  of  rates,  and  one  which  would  prohibit  a  conmion  carrier  from  charg- 
ing one  person  more  than  another,  why  should  a  system  be  established  which 
would  afford  relief  and  protection  when  the  property  is  to  be  transported 
from  one  point  to  another  in  the  State,  and  make  no  provision  whatever 
where  properly  is  to  be  shipped  from  a  point  within  4;o  some  point 
without  the  State?  It  is  a  part  of  the  history  of  the  country,  with  which 
the  legislature  was  no  doubt  familiar  when  the  law  was  enacted,  that  a 
much  larger  per  cent  of  the  property  shipped  by  rail  was  transported  out  of 
the  State  than  from  one  point  to  another  within  the  State.  This  being  the 
case,  it  is  unreasonable  to  believe  that  the  legislature  would  provide  relief 
in  the  latter  case  and  take  no  action  whatever  to  avert  the  evil  in  the  former. 

But  it  is  urged,  if  we  are  correct  in  the  view  that  the  law  is  broad  enough  to 
include  unjust  discrimination  in  the  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation 
of  property  fipm  a  point  within  to  a  point  without  the  State,  then  the  stat- 
ute is  in  conflict  with  section  8,  article  1,  of  the  Federal  constitution,  which 
declares  that  Congress  shall  have  the  power  '^  to  regulate  commerce  with 
foreign  nations,  and  among  the  several  States,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes. '' 
There  is  no  doubt  in  regard  to  the  light  and  the  power  of  Congress  to  regu- 
late commerce  among  the  States,  but  a  law  of  a  State  which  may  incident- 
ally affect  commerce  among  the  States  has  never,  so  far  as  we  are  informed, 
been  regarded  as  falling  within  the  inhibition  of  the  Federal  constitution. 
In  Halt  V.  De  Gidr^  95  U.  S.,  487,  where  this  question  was  under  discussion, 
it  is  said:  ''  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  exclusive  power  has  been  con- 
ferred upon  Congress  in  respect  to  the  regulation  of  commerce  among  the 
several  States."  The  difficulty  has  never  been  as  to  the  existence  of  this 
power,  but  as  to  what  is  to  be  deemed  an  encroachment  upon  it:  for,  as  has 
been  often  said,  "legislation  may,  in  a  great  variety  of  ways,  affect  com- 
merce, and  persons  engaged  in  it,  without  constituting  a  regulation  of  it, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  constitution."  '

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It  is  no  doubt  tru<3  that  the  statute  to  prevent  unjust  discrimination  in 
the  rates  of  charges  of  railroad  companies,  under  which  this  action  was 
brought,  may  aifect  commerce,  but  in  our  judgment  it  cannot  be  said  to  be 
a  law  regulating  comm^^rce  among  the  States,  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Federal  constitution.    The  law  does  not  purport  to  exercise  control  over  any 
railroad  corporation  except  those  that  own  or  operate  a  railroad  in  the  State 
—such  companies  as  have  domestic  relations  with  the  people  of  the  State— 
and  as  we  understand  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  similar  laws  enacted  by  State  authority  have  been  upheld  and  sus- 
tained, although  such  laws  may  affect  commerce.    Peck  v.  Chicago  cfe  Nartk- 
western  Railway  Company^  94  U.'  S.  164,  is  a  case  in  point.    The  Chief  Justice, 
in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  as  respects  the  question  involved, 
said:     "  The  suits  present  the  single  question  of  the  power  of  the  leg- 
islature of  Wisconsin  to  provide,  by  law,  for  a  maximum  of  charge  to  be 
made  by  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company  for  fare  and 
freight  upon  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  carried  within 
the  State,  or  taken  up  outside  the  State  and  brought  within  it,  or  taken 
up  inside  and  caijied  without."     In  regard  to  the  act  of  the  legislature 
being  in  conflict  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  court 
said:     ^^  As  to  the  effect  of  the  statute  as  a  regulation  of  inter-StAte  com- 
merce, the  law  is  confined  to  State  commerce,  or  such  inter-State  com- 
merce as  directly  affects  the  people  of  Wisconsin.     Until  Congress  acts 
in  reference  to  the  relations  of  this  company  to  inter-State  commerce,  it  is 
certainly  within  the  power  of  Wisconsin  to  regulate  its  fares,  etc.,  so  far  as 
they  are  of  domestic  concern.    With  the  people  of  Wisconsin  this  company 
has  domestic  relations.     Incidentally  these  may  reach  beyond  the  State. 
But  certainly,  until  Congress  undertakes  to  legislate  for  those  who  are  with- 
out the  State,  Wisconsin  may  provide  for  those  within,  even  though  it  may 
indirectly  affect  those  without." 

A  similar  question  arose  in  Chicago^  Burlington  <£  Qidncy  RaUwad  Qm- 
pany  v.  Iowa,  94  U.  S.  165,  and  it  is  there  said:  '^  The  objection  that  the 
statute  complained  of  is  void,  because  it  amounts  to  a  regulation  of  com- 
merce among  the  States,  has  been  suflSciently  considered  in  the  caseof  Jfunn 
V.  Illinois.  This  road,  like  the  warehouse  in  that  case,  is  situated  within 
the  limits  of  a  single  State.  Its  business  is  carried  on  there,  and  its  regula- 
tion is  a  matter  of  domestic  concern.  It  is  employed  in  State  as  well  as 
inter-State  commerce,  and  untU  Congress  acts,  the  State  must  be  permitted 
to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  promotion 
of  the  general  welfare  of  the  people  within  its  own  jurisdiction,  even  though 
in  so  doing  those  without  may  be  indirectly  affected." 

But  it  is  said  the  cases  cited  are  not  authority,  as  the  question  involved 
here  did  not,  and  could  not,  arise  in  those  cases.  In  the  Peck  case,  one  of 
the  allegations  of  the  bill  upon  which  complainant  relied  to  defeat  the  law 
of  the  State  was,  "  that  the  18th  section  is  a  regulation  of  inter-State  com- 
merce ";  and  in  the  argument  before  the  Supreme  Court,  one  of  the  points 
relied  upon,  as  shown  in  the  statement  of  the  case,  was  as  follows:    "The 
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act  is  a  regulation  of  inter-State  commerce,  and  for  that  reason  unconstitu- 
tional." In  the  other  Qase  (Chicago^  BwUngUm  d  Quincy  Bailrxxid  Company 
V.  iotoa),  we  find  a  similar  allegation  in  the  bUl,  and  the  same  question  raised 
in  the  argument.  When  a  question  is  presented  by  a  bill  in  equity,  urged 
and  relied  upon  in  the  argument,  and  passed  upon  by  the  couit  in  the  opin- 
ion, it  cannot  with  reason  be  said  that  the  point  was  not  involved,  and  the 
opinion  of  the  court  on  the  question  is  obiter.  The  question  was  made  by 
the  pleadings,  urged  by  counsel,  and  decided  by  the  court.  Under  such  cir- 
cumstances we  perceive  no  good  reason  why  the  decision  of  the  court  may 
not  be  relied  upon  as  authority.  The  statute  in  question,  as  before  ob- 
served, was  not  passed  for  the  purpose,  or  with  the  view,  of  regulating  com- 
merce among  the  States— its  object  was  to  reach  railroad  companies  which 
derived  their  powers  to  transact  business  from  this  State— those  that  were 
organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  those  that  were  organized  in 
another  State  and  doing  business  in  this  State.  The  regulation  imposed  by 
the  statute  is  a  matter  of  domestic  concern,  pei'taining  to  the  people  of  the 
State  and  the  railroads  of  the  State.  The  Wabash  railroad  company,  which 
was  sued  in  this  case,  is  engaged  in  State  as  well  as  inter-State  commerce, 
and,  as  was  said  in  the  Burlington  case^  aupra,  the  State  must  be  permitted 
to  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  promotion 
of  the  general  welfare  of  the  people  within  its  own  jurisdiction,  even  though 
in  so  doing  those  without  may  be  incidentally  affected.  Should  Congress, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  which  authorizes  the  regulation  of 
commerce  among  the  States,  pass  a  law  regulating  the  charges  of  all  rail- 
roads engaged  in  inter-State  commerce,  it  may  be  that  the  law  of  this  State 
might  then  be  confined  to  charges  for  the  transportation  of  property  wholly 
within  the  State;  but  no  such  law  has  been  passed,  and  that  question  does 
not  arise  here. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  question  involved  is  controlled 
by  the  decisions  in  the  two  cases  cited,  which,  so  far  as  we  can  find,  have 
not  been  modified  by  any  subsequent  decision  of  the  Supreme  CJourt  of  the 
United  States. 

The  judgment  of  the  circuit  court  will  be  reversed,  and  the  cause  re- 
manded. 

.    Judgment  reversed. 

Separate  opinion  by  Mr.  Justice  Walker: 

The  legislature  has  the  power  to  regulate  the  schedule  of  charges  for  pas- 
sengers and  freight,  under  the  15th  section  of  article  11  of  our  constitution. 
In  pursuance  of  that  power  it  adopted  the  87th  section  of  the  chapter  enti- 
tled ^'Railroads  and  Warehouses.''  That  section  provides,  that  '4f  any 
such  raUroad  corporation  aforesaid  shall  make  any  unjust  discrimination  in 
in  its  rates  or  charges  of  toll,  or  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers or  freight  of  any  description,  or  for  the  use  or  transportation  of  any 
railroad  car  ui>on  its  said  road,  or  upon  any  of  the  branches  thereof,  or  any 
railroad  coimected  therewith,  which  it  has  the  right,  license  or  permission 
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to  operate,  control  or  use  within  this  State,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  guOty 
of  iiaving  violated  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  dealt  with  as  hereinbefore  provided. '^ 

The  averment  in  the  declai*ation  is,  that  defendant  in  error,  at  the  times 
stated,  shipped  freight  of  the  same  grade  or  class  for  a  less  rate  from  Peoria 
to  New  York  than  from  Gilman  to  New  York,  the  latter  named  place  being 
a  shorter  distance  than  the  former.  When  it  is  remembered  that  both  dties 
are  on  the  line  of  the  road  of  defendant  in  error,  and  the  freight  shipped 
from  Peoria  to  New  York  passed  through  Gilman  to  reach  its  destination, 
it  is  app^ent  that  there  was  a  discrimination  against  Gilman,  or  the  person 
who  shipped  from  that  point.  The  map  shows,  that  by  that  road  Gilman  is 
between  eighty  and  one  hundred  miles  nearer  New  York  than  Peoria.  The 
haul  of  the  freight  in  this  State  from  Peoria  to  the  Indiana  line  was  over 
one  hundred  miles,  and  from  Gilman  to  that  line  about  twenty-five  miles. 
Thus  it  is  seen  that  the  service  rendered  for  the  shipper  in  Peoria  in  this 
State,  was  four  times,  at  least,  greater  than  for  the  shipper  from  Gilman. 
This  was  a  discrimination  against  the  shipper  at  the  latter  place,  he  being 
charged  at  the  rate  of  more  than  four  times  as  much  for  the  same  service 
within  this'State,  and  comes  clearly  within  the  provisions  of  the  section. 
This  stands  confessed  by  the  demurrer. 

But  it  is  insisted  that  the  discrimination  may  have  been  made  after  the 
freight  passed  beyond  the  boundary  of  the  State.  This  presumption,  if 
there  could  be  such  a  presumption,  is  repelled  by  the  averment  that  defend- 
ant in  error  made  the  charges  complained  of  by  plaintifiFs  in  error.  If  the 
company  undertook  to  make  rates,  it  must  have  been  because  it  had  the  au- 
thority from  the  lines  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State.  We  will  and  must 
presume  that  the  rates  beyond  the  State  line  to  New  York  were  the  fiame  on 
the  same  class  of  freight,  and,  if  so,  then  it  inevitably  follows  that  the  com- 
pany discriminated  in  favor  of  the  longer  haul,  and  against  the  shorter  one, 
for  services  in  this  State,  and  that  brings  the  case  within  the  statute,  and 
renders  the  company  liable.  I,  for  these  reasons,  concur  in  the  decision  of 
the  court  in  this  case,  reversing  the  judgment  of  the  court  below. 

DECISION  OK  THE  MBBITS. 

This  cause  having  been  sent  back  to  Tord  county,  and  judgment  being 
rendered  against  the  railroad  company,  the  case  was  again  brought  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  at  the  January  term,  and  tried  upon  its  merits. 

The  court  sustained  the  principle  laid  down  in  their  former  decision,  and 
on  January  29, 1883,  filed  the  following  opinion: 

Per  Curiam:  We  see  no  reason  to  depart  from  the  conclusion  reached  in 
this  case  when  it  was  here  before.  (See  People  v.  IT.,  St.  L,  dk  P.  By,  Oo,^  104 
111.,  476. 

But,  to  avoid  misapprehension,  we  deem  it  desirable  to  state  explicitly 
that  we  disclaim  any  idea  that  Illinois  has  any  authority  to  regulate  com- 
merce in  any  other  State.  We  understand,  and  simply  hold,  that,  in  the 
absence  of  anything  showing  to  the  contrary,  a  single  and  entire  contract  to 
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carry  for  a  ^*08s  sum  from  Gilman  in  thij  State  to  the  city  of  New  York, 
implies,  necessarily,  that  that  sum  is  charged  proportionately  for  the  car- 
riage on  every  part  of  that  distance.  And  that  a  single  and  entire  con- 
tract to  carry  for  a  gross  sum  from  Peoria  in  this  State  to  the  city  of  New 
Tork,  implies  the  same  thing;  and  that,  therefore,  when  it  is  shown  that 
there  is  charged  for  carriage,  upon  the  same  line,  less  from  Peoria  to  New 
York,  the  greater  distance,  than  from  Gilman  to  New  York,  the  less  dis- 
tance, and  nothing  is  shown  to  the  effect  that  such  inequality  in  charge  is 
all  for  carriage  entirely  beyond  the  Umits  of  sthe  State,  a  prima  Jacie  case  is 
made  out  of  unjust  discrimination  under  our  statute,  occurring  within  our 
State.  We  hold  that  the  excess  in  the  charge  for  the  less  distance  presum- 
ably affects  every  part  of  the  line  of  caniage  between  Gilman  and  the 
State  line,  proportionally  with  the  balance  of  the  Une. 
The  judgment  is  afiOrmed. 

I  have  gone  into  this  matter  to  the  length  I  have  for  the  reason  that 
the  notion  seems  to  have  become  prevalent  that  the  laws  of  our  State 
are  void  and  inoperative  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  any  abuses  in 
connection  vrith  the  transpoitation  of  freight  that  is  the  subject  of  in- 
ter-state commerce.    If  the  authorities  I  have  cited  be  sound,  and  of 
that  there  seems  no  reasonable  doubt,  the  statutes  of  our  own  State 
are  quite  sufficient  for  the  correction  of  the  abuses  of  the  common 
carrier  against  our  own  citizens,  for,  with  pooling  prohibited  to  the 
end  that  fair  competition  may  establish  rates  at  reasonable  compen- 
sation for  the  services  rendered,  and  all  unjust  discrimination  among 
stations  and  persons  prevented  by  a  rigid  enforcement  of  the  law,  the 
abuses  of  the  transportation  system  most  prevalent,  and  of  which 
there  is  most  complaint,  will  be  largely  corrected.     It  may  be  that 
more  power  will  be  needed  for  the  enforcement  of  the  law  against 
unjust  discrimination,  and  unreasonable  freight  charges,   inasmuch 
as  the  idea  so  largely  obtains  that  the  laws  of  the  State  on  this  sub- 
ject are  of  no  effect  where  inter-state  commerce  is  involved.     In 
view  of  these  considerations,  and  the  various  and  constant  complaints 
that  are  being  made  of  the  violation  of  sections  of  the  law  above 
quoted,  prohibiting  pooling  and  unjust  discrimination,  it  would  seem 
to  be  but  right  and  strictly  within  the  line  of  duty  enjoined,  for  the 
proper  law  officers  of  the  State  to  be  directed  to  inquire  into  these 
subjects,  and  where  deemed  best,  institute  suits,  if  found  necessary, 
to  enforce  obedience  to  the  law. 

The  settlement  of  these  questions  will  be  worth  to  the  State  all  it 
will  cost.     It  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  questions  like  these 
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reach  speedy  settlement,  to  the  end  that  the  people  may  know  where 
and  how  to  seek  redress  for  their  grievances. 

Doubt  as  to  jurisdictional  questions  under  our  complex  system  of 
government,  as  a  rule,  inures  to  the  benefit  of  the  wrong  doer  only, 
and  the  people  can  well  afford  all  it  costs  to  remove  at  the  earliest 
practicable  moment  all  such  doubts.

Some  of  the  suggestions  embodied  in  the  following  addenda,  while 
in  the  main  they  are  approved  by  the  other  members  of  the  Commis- 
sion, contain,  nevertheless,  shades  of  opinion  differing  somewhat 
from  some  of  the  previous  holdings  of  the  Board,  and  it  was  thought 
best  to  have  them  appear  as  they  do.

We  take  it  for  granted  that  all  appreciate  the  great  convenience, 
as  Well  as  the  immense  and  indispensable  value  the  railroads  are  to 
the  State,  and  to  every  individual  citizen  of  it.  They  have  been 
mighty  factors  in  developing  the  wonderful  resources  of  this  most 
wonderful  State.  With  the  introduction  of  the  railway,  Iowa  leaped 
to  the  front  rank  as  an  agricultural  State.  The  farmers  have  felt 
their  influence  and  po'^rer  more  than  any  other  class. 

In  dealing,  as  we  have  in  the  following  pages,  so  plainly  and 
frankly  with  the  specific  subjects  taken  up,  we  have  done  so  with  the 
firm  conviction  we  are  consulting  the  highest  good  of  the  real  own- 
ers of  railroad  property  as  well  as  that  of  those  these  railroads  were 
built  to  serve. 

A  broad  and  comprehensive  view  of  both  railroad  corporations  and 
their  rights  and  the  rights  and  wants  of  the  people  reveals  no  real 
antagonism  of  interests. 

Especially  is  this  so  with  the  producing  classes  and  the  roads. 
The  prosperity  of  the  one  leads  to  the  best  good  of  the  other. 

A  wise  add  judicious  management  of  a  railroad  will  always  en- 
deavor to  use  every  means  possible  for  the  most  rapid  development 
of  all  the  rural  districts. 

There  has  been  a  vast  amount  of  misapprehension  on  both  sides. 
Each  has  been  led  to  think  that  the  other  was  hostile  to  its  interests. 
There  is  too  much  of  this  feeling  at  the  present  time.    It  is  the  duty 
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of  this  CommissioD,  so  far  as  it  is  able,  to  plainly  point  to  the  causes 
of  this  hostility  where  causes  exist,  and  to  show  the  groundlessDess 
of  it  when  causeless,  and  so  bring  about  a  better  state  of  feeling  be- 
tween producer  and  carrier. 

In  our  investigations  we  find  faults  sometimes  on  both  sides,  but 
we  must  express  our  great  satisfaction  at  the  readiness  with  which 
both  parties  yield  to  the  right  when  made  clear  by  mutual  investiga- 
tion. A  few  moments  of  explanation  and  interchanging  of  views 
have  settled  what  at  first  seemed  very  aggravated  cases  which  threat- 
ened to  develop  into  long  and  expensive  law-suits. 

There  is  an  almost  limitless  field  of  investigation  and  close  study 
for  a  railroad  commission  to  explore. 

Their  position  is  such  that,  while  they  may  not  be  able  to  see 
any  more  clearly  than  railroad  men  themselves  what  is  needed  for 
the  safety  of  the  men  employed  on  trains,  or  what  is  needed  in  the 
way  of  conveniences  and  accommodations  by  the  public,  yet  having 
no  money  interest  in  these  things,  they  may  be  more  ready  to  con- 
clude that  such  and  such  inventions,  or  improvements,  that  tend  to 
these  ends  should  be  adopted — adopted  for  the  public  convenience 
and  as  preventives  to  the  many  sad  accidents  that  now  attend  train 

men. 
Another  of  the  duties  of  the  Commissioners  would  seem  to  be 

this,  viz.:    As  much  as  their  office  duties  would  allow,  they  should 

often  go  over  the  roads  of  the  State,  at  all  times  of  the  day  and 

night,  and  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  that  they  may  know  by  actual 

experience  and  observation  both  the  comforts  and  discomforts  of 

railroad  travel;   to  stop  off  at  stations  often  and  quietly  note  the 

treatment  the  traveling  public  receives  at  the  hands  of  the  employes 

of  the  railroad  companies,  as  well  as  the  treatment  this  same  public 

gives  to  the  roads. 

In  this  way,  and  only  in  this  way,  can  a  Board  of  Commissioners 
become  able  to  give  intelligent  recommendations  to  railroad  mana- 
gers, to  the  authorities  and  law-making  powers  of  the  State. 

Hence,  then,  in  taking  up  the  subjects  discussed  in  the  following 
pages,  let  it  be  kept  in  mind  that  it  is  done  with  no  partisan  or  prej- 
udiced feelings,  but  that  the  best  good  of  all  is  the  sincere  intent 
and  object  aimed  at. 

The  Commissioners  appreciate  the  delicate  yet  heavy  responsibil- 
ity that  attaches  to  their  position,  and  the  uses  that  may  be  made  of 
the  reoommendations  that  may  be  found  in  this  report. 
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We  would  then  most  respectfully  call  attention  to,  and  ask,  a  can- 
did consideration  of  the  following  matters  as  presented ; 

SUNDAY    TRAINS. 

Hecisona  why  aU  Sunday  trains  shottld  be  abandoned  w/iere  practical  to 

do  80. 

In  the  first  place,  moving  trains  on  the  Sabbath  are  demoralizing. 
Say  what  we  may  about  the  old  puritanic  laws  of  New  England,  the 
'jglory  Ox-  this  nation  are  her  Sabbaths  and  the  influences  growing  out 
of  their  observance. 

We  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  offer  any  apology  for  the  command, ' 
"Remember  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy."    As  surely  as  it  is  for 
man's  highest  good  to  labor  six  days  in  the  week,  just  so  surely  is  it 
good  for  him  to  have  the  seventh  day  for  rest. 

The  intelligent  Christianity  and  high  civilization  of  this  day,  which 
are  in  great  part  the  products  of  the  Sabbath  and  of  Sabbath  institu- 
tions, forbid  questioning  the  right  the  laboring  man  has  to  this  one 
day  of  rest,  or  the  good  it  brings  to  him.  However,  before  discussing 
the  right  of  labor  to  this  seventh  day  of  rest,  we  will  consider  this 
question  of  the  demoralizing  effect  of  running  Sunday  trains. 

Our  State  is  in  a  very  large  sense  a  rural — an  4tgricultural  one. 
Small  towns  will,  in  the  near  future,  stud  it  all  over  with  their  one 
or  more  church  spires  pointing  upward.  The  church  bells  will  ring 
ou^  on  Sunday  morning,  calling  not  only  the  villagers,  bat  the  farm- 
ers for  miles  around,  up  to  the  house  of  prayer  and  worship.  What 
more  out  of  place  and  discordant  at  such  an  hour  than  the  thunder 
and  roar  of  the  long  freight  train  as  it  goes  rattling  by  the  very  ves- 
tibule of  the  church?  Often,  too,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  switching, 
side-tracking  and  passing  of  trains,  taking  up  the  entire  time  of  the 
church  service.  Certainly  this  is  and  will  be  a  nuisance  that  should 
be  abated.  Again,  where  trains  come  and  go  on  Sunday,  there  is 
always  more  or  less  gathering  of  the  people  at  the  station,  and  esper 
cially  of  the  b6ys  of  the  towns.  Among  these  are  sure  to  be  some 
of  the  worst  elements  of  the  neighborhood,  and  their  influence  is 
anything  but  good  on  these  boys  gathered  there  and  who  would  not 
be  but  for  the  expected  train.  In  short,  Sunday  trains  are  demoral- 
izing from  any  point  of  view  we  may  look  upon  them.  They  disturb 
worshiping  assemblies;  they  cause  others  to  work  and  be  absent 
from  church  who  would  otherwise  be  there ;    they  demoralise  the

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young  by  bringing  tbem  unnecesftarily  in  contact  witb  tbe  low  and 
vicious,  and  tbey  gradually  undermine  tbe  reverence  and  regard  for 
tbe  Sabbatb  day  tbat  all  sbould  cultivate. 

Again,  as  a  general  rule  Sunday  trains  are  unnecessary.  When 
sifted  to  tbe  bottom,  every  reason  urged  for  !?unday  trains  rests  on 
mere  mercenary  grounds,  and  ci(n  witb  equal  propriety  be  urged  for 
any  otber  kind  of  work. 

If  railroad  corporations  work  on  tbe  Sabbatb  day,  will  not  private 
individuals  soon  be  following  tbeir  example,  and  will  it  not  be  onlj 
a  question  of  time  wben  tbe  institutions  of  tbe  Sabbatb  will  be  an- 
dermined  and  tbe  morals  of  tbe  wbole  people  greatly  lowered? 

Again,  does  not  public  safety  demand  tbat  Sunday  trains  should 
not  be  allowed?  No  nuui  can  keep  up  continuous  work,  with  no  in- 
tervals of  Sabbatb  rest,  and  be  at  bis  best  at  all  times. 

Without  question,  it  is  a  law  of  man's  nature  tbat  be  must  have  at 
least  bis  one  day  in  seven  to  be  devoted  to  needed  rest  and  to  the 
wants  o£'  bis  bigber  social,  intellectual  and  religious  nature.  Will 
tbe  train  men  wbo  are  worked  continuously  without  due  regard  to  the 
law  demanding  rest  on  the  Sabbatb,  or  tbe  one  day  in  seven,  be  so 
alert  and  in  the  fullest  possible  play  of  all  tbeir  powers  and  so  be  on 
their  guard  and  watchful  carefulness  to  avoid  accidents  as  tbey  conld 
.and  would  were  this  law  of  our  being  and  this  law  of  the  Sabbath, 
which  are  one  and  the  same,  duly  observed? 

We  are  inclined  to  think  that  tbe  history  of  railroad  accidents 
will  bear  us  out  in  this  statement,  and  tbat  instances  are  not  wanting 
where  train  men,  overworked,  have  been  overcome  with  desire  to 
sleep  at  critical  moments  and  serious  accidents  have  resulted. 

We  are  aware  tbat  railroad  managers  are  not  tbe  only  ones  who 
are  to  blame  in  this  matter.  An  over-exacting  and  inconsiderate 
public  has  not  had  a  due  regard  to  what  it  owes  to  the  train  men  in 
this  noLatter. 

Many  a  man  who  would  not  think  of  doing  business  or  of  working 
on  the  Sabbath  day,  has  unthinkingly  allowed  himself  to  be  a  party 
to  this  desecration  of  its  hours  by  demanding  that  his  car  of  live 
stock  should  be  on  its  way  to  market  so  as  to  reach  it  the  first  part 
of  the  coming  week,  even  if  tbat  car  had  to  be  run  on  Sunday,  while 
he  and  his  family  were  at  church  and  much  exercised,  it  may  be, 
over  the  wants  of  tbe  heathen  who  have  no  Sabbath  or  Sabbath  in- 
stitutions, forgetting  all  tbe  while  he  was  doing  his  best  to  make 
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heathen  of  the  train  men  by  making  them  break  the  Sabbath  that  his 
car  of  hogs  might  reach  the  best  market.  The  public  owes  it  to 
these  train  men,  that  it  so  regulate  its  business  and  its  travel,  that 
this  class  of  public  servants  shall  have  the  uplifting  and  healthful 
influence  of  home  life  during  the  quiet  and  restful  hours  of  the  Sab- 
bath day.  These  men  are,  from  the  very  nature  of  their  calling, 
almost  strangers  at  home.  How  many  of  them  are  away  so  early  in 
the  morning  and  back  so  late  at  night  they  are  strangers  to  their 
own  children.  Certainly  they  should  be  allowed  the  one  day  in 
seven,  that  God  has  Himself  set  apart  for  rest,  to  be  with  their  fam-^ 
ilies  and  to  go  with  them,  when  they  so  wish,  to  the  place  of  wor- 
ship of  their  choice,  and  then  not  to  have  the  holy  stillness  of  that 
hallowed  spot  broken  in  upon  by  the  clank  of  }>assing  trains. 

This  much,  surely,  the  public  owes  to  these  its  public  servants. 
We  need  not  stop  here  to  remind  any  one  how  faithfully  these  men 
serve  us,  or  how  much  the  public  owes  to  them,  or  how  much  depends 
on  their  untiring  watchfulness  and  skill.  All  through  the  long  hours, 
of  the  night,  while  passengers  are  asleep  or  resting  perfectly  unmind- 
ful of  danger,  these  engine  men  are  at  their  posts,  peering  constantly 
ahead  to  see  if  the  track  is  clear,  and  ever  on  the  alert  to  carry,  in 
safety  those  they  have  in  charge,  free  from  the  accidents  a  moment'a 
carelessness  might  court.  We  repeal  it,  then,  the  public,  who  is  so 
faithfully  served  by  these  men,  night  and  day  for  six  days  in  the 
week,  should  demand  it  of  itself  and  of  the  railroad  managers,  and, 
if  necessary,  of  the  law-making  and  law-enforcing  powers,  that  this 
one  day  of  the  seven — the  Sabbath — should  be  sacred  to  these  brave 
and  true  men,  for  themselves,  for  their  families,  and  the  rest  and  re-, 
cuperation  they  so  richly[;earn. 

Should  it  be  said  that  train  men  could  not  possibly  be  so  situated 
as  to  be  at  their  own  homes  if  allowed  exemption  from  duty  on  Sun- 
day, I  have  only  to  reply  by  asking,  would  not  a  very  little  con- 
siderate management  onI]the  part  of  those  in  authority  in  railroad 
work  plan  so  that  train  men  could  have  their  runs  so  arranged  that 
Saturday  night  would  find  them,  as  a  rule,  at  their  home  stations? 

Again:  It  is  expected  that  our  laws  shall  work  equally  on  all 
branches  of  business,  and  over  all  classes  of  men.  The  general 
puke  of  business  is  supposed  to  stop  on  the  Sabbath  day.  Should  a 
merchant  or  farmer  disregard  this  law,  he  would  be  dealt  with  at 
once. 
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Why  should  these  corporations  be  treated  differently  in  this 
respect  than  private  citizens? 

The  real  question  before  the  people  of  Iowa  in  this  matter  is 
simply  this,  and  nothing  less  than  this:  Do  the  people  want  to  pre- 
serve the  Sabbath,  and  Sabbath  institutions  and  iniluence,  as  under- 
stood in  the  common  acceptance  of  these  words?  If  so,  then  must 
public  sentiment  be  persistent  in  its  demand  that  this  increasing 
profanation  of  its  hours  by  unnecessary  railroad  work  and  travel  be 
stopped,  or  it  will  gradually  and  surely,  by  its  potent  influence,  lead 
to  its  utter  disregard  and  secularization. 

This  is  a  far  more  serious  question  than  may  at  first  blush  appear. 
we  commend  it  to  the  thoughtful  attention  of  railway  managers,  to 
the  public,  and  to  the  executive  and  law-making  powers. 

BAILBOAD   MANAGERS. 

Right  here,  perhaps,  is  the  place  to  say  some  things,  generally 
overlooked.  Writers  and  speakers  often  refer  to  railroad  corpora- 
tions in  such  a  way  as  to  mislead  and  confuse.  The  public  somehow 
get  the  idea  that  the  presidents,  superintendents,  or  managing  officers 
of  the  roads,  are  the  corporations.  They  seem  to  forget  there  is  a 
"stock-holding  public  "  (to  use  the  words  of  Charles  Francis  Adams), 
back  of  these  men,  and  that  these  officers  are  merely  the  employes, 
the  hired  servants  of  the  corporations,  as  well  as,  and  in  a  very 
important  sense,  too,  officers  of  great  trusts  for  the  general  public 
at  the  same  time.  It  must  ever  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  officers 
are  at  one  and  the  same  time  acting  agents  for  three  different  and 
distinct  parties:  the  stockholders,  the  general  public,  and  the  large 
and  important  numbers  who  are  classed  as  railroad  employes. 

The  presidents  and  the  superintendents  are  as  much  the  employes 
of  a  railroad  company  as  are  the  engine  men  and  the  brakemen,  only 
the  first  are  employed  directly  by  the  company,  and  made  the  over- 
seers and  the  employers  of  the  other  men. 

The  most  of  these  men  in  the  higher  positions  have  gone  up,  step 
by  step,  from  the  lower  until  they  have  reached  the-  higher  and 
responsible  positions  they  now  hold.  This  is  as  it  should  be;  they, 
knowing  all  the  rounds  of  the  ladder,  at  the  top  of  which  they  now 
stand,  can  sympathize  with,  and  realize  the  wants  of,  those  on  the 
rounds  below,  and  at  the  very  foot.    Still  it  may  be  no  small  pft^ 
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of  the  duties  of  a  railroad  commission  to  remind  these  men  at  the 
top  of  their  obligations  to  those  below. 

A  manager  of  a  railroad  wants  to  make  the  best  showing  possible 
to  the  owners  of  the  road,  his  immediate  employers.  He  has  a  repu- 
tation to  make  or  sustain  for  making  the  road  he  manages  profitable 
for  those  who  hire  him.  He  may,  or  he  may  not,  be  designing  to 
remain  in  their  employ  for  any.  great  length  of  time.  He  may  be 
ambitious  to  gain  the  same  position,  as  now  held  by  him,  in  a  much 
larger  field,  and,  to  gain  the  desired  end,  he  may  forget  or  ignore  his 
obligations  to  the  other  two  classes  who  have  claims  upon  him,  viz., 
the  general  public  and  the  employes.  He  could  in  this  way  make  it 
burdensome  upon  the  public  by  exorbitant  rates,  and  oppressive  upon 
the  employes  by  unreasonable  hours  of  work.  The  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  corporation  that  employs  him  may  be  entirely  ignorant 
of  the  methods  used  by  him,  or,  if  known  to  them,  might  not  be 
approved. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  dwell  for  a  moment  longer  on  the  threefold 
nature  of  the  obligations  resting  upon  these  managers  of  railroads, 
and  especially  that  part  which  the  general  public  have  in  it.  These 
railroads  do  not  belong  wholly,  but  only  in  part,  to  the  stock-holding 
public.  The  general  public  have  a  certain  proprietary  interest  in 
them  from  the  fact  of  its  yielding  up  to  them  certain  great  rights 
and  privileges.  This  interest  of  the  general  public  can  only  be 
guarded  by  direct  legislative  action,  or  by  the  creation  of  a  commis- 
sion, who  shall  be  charged  with  this  responsibility. 

Hence  it  becomes  the  duty  of  a  railroad  commission  to  inquire 
i^arefully  into  the  management  of  the  railroads  of  the  State,  in  order 
that  it  can  intelligently  recommend  such  legislation  as  will  tend  to 
secure  the  rights  of  the  general  public,  of  the  stockholders,  and  that 
of  the  employes,  from  mismanagement,  if  any  should  be  found  to 
exist.  The  public  has  somehow  stood  in  awe  of  these  head  man- 
agers of  roads,  and  have  allowed,  in  some  instances,  its  rights  to  be 
trampled  upon,  the  stockholders  to  be  wronged,  and  the  rights  ot  the 
employes  to  be  ignored. 

Thpse  men  are  men  of  brains  and  of  great  executive  .ability,  as 
they  should  be  to  stand  at  the  head  of  such  wide  reaching  and  com- 
plex business  as  is  theirs  to  manage.  Still  in  legislating  on  railroad 
matters  these  men  must  be  regarded  only  as  the  agents,  not  only  of 
the  real  owners  of  the  road,  but  also  as  public  State  officers,  in  a 
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lense  such  as  will  enable  the  public  through  direct  legislative  actioB, 
or  through  commissions  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  review  their 
acts,  and  so  supervise  and  control  them  that  the  public  shall  receive 
its  proper  service,  and  the  rights  of  the  employes  be  respected. 

This,  then,  is  the  province  of  a  board  of  commissioners,  to  so  coh- 
trol  the  acts  of  the  managers  of  railroads  as  to  secure  to  all  these 
three  classes  their  just  rights. 

This  leads  to  the  discussion  of  one  of  the  most  important  and 
perplexing  questions  connected  with  the  carrying  business  of  the 
State. 

DISCBIMINATION. 

That  question  is  nothing  less  than  this:  Shall  all  the  people  of 
the  State  share  equally,  so  far  as  their  location  will  allow,  in  the 
iad vantages  of  railroad  carriage? 

One  of  the  crowning  glories  of  Iowa  is  that  she  is  bound,  sooner 
or  later,  to  be  dotted  all  over  with  small,  thriving  and  intelligent 
towns,  or  rather,  villages.  These  towns  will  be  the  centers  of  trade 
knd  the  market  places  for  enterprising  and  thrifty  farmers  within  a 
radius  of  a  few  miles  of  these  villages.  Comparatively  few  of  these 
towns  will  have  more  than  one  railroad  to  take  away  the  products 
and  bring  in  the  goods  for  that  town  and  the  surrounding  comma- 
hity. 

The  question  is,  should  these  numberless  small  towns  have  rates 
io  that  farmers  can  haul  their  products  to  them,  and  get  as  good 
prices  for  them  as  in  towns  as  far  or  farther  from  the  main  market, 
on  the  same  line  of  road,  but  which  have  competing  lines  of  road? 

We  unhesitatingly  answer^  yea, 
'  Our  reasoning  is  this:  In  the  first  place  the  public  has  given  great 
privileges  to  railroad  companies  for  the  very  purpose  of  having  these 
l^ame  roads  for  the  public  good.  The  producers  of  the  State  are  in  a 
great  measure  the  public.  They,  too,  are  the  ones  who  have  in  real- 
ity given  more  to  these  roads  than  any  other  class. 

Has  not  every  farmer  who  has  taken  a  homestead  inside  the  rail- 
road grants  virtually  given  eighty  acres  of  that  homestead  to  the 
railroads?  And  every  man  who  has  taken  a  pre-emption  given  $1.25 
tnore  an  acre  for  that  pre-emption  than  he  would  had  he  gone  oat- 
side  the  grant?  '  Do  not  the  men  who  buy  odd  sections  in  these 
grants  pay  from  three  to  ten  dollars  per  acre  for  his  farm  which  he 
6ould  have  got  by  homestead  or  pre-emption  had  no  grant  been 
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made?  Have  not  these  farmers  thus  done  their  part  in  a  contract, 
implied  though  it  may  be,  that  promised  them  equal  and  reasonable 
shipping  facilities  and  rates? 

A  station  is  established  within  easy  distance  of  a  man's  farm. 
Ten  or  twenty  miles  farther  away  from  his  farm,  and  also  farther 
jaway  from  the  market  to  which  he  naturally  sends  his  products, 
there  is  another  town  having  competing  roads  to  this  same  market. 
His  station  has  only  one.  Now  shall  the  railroads  at  the  competing 
station  give  such  rates  as  shall  compel  that  farmer  to  haul  his  pro- 
duce these  extra  ten  or  twenty  miles  in  order  to  get  the  price  the 
market  will  really  bear,  or  what  he  would  have  received  at  his  own 
station  did  the  railroad  carry  his  stufif  over  the  shorter  distance  as 
cheaply  as  they  do  over  the  longer  distance,  but  from  the  competing 
point? 

One  of  the  great  arguments  used  in  favor  of  granting  lands  and 
aids  to  railroads  has  been  this,  viz. :  The  nature  of  the  soil  in  this 
State  is  such  that  in  some  seasons  of  the  year  the  wagon  roads  must 
necessarily  be  bad  if  much  used  in  hauling  heavy  loads,  and  to  have 
railroads,  with  stations  at  convenient  distances,  would  obviate  this 
heavy  tax  of  drawing  the  farm  products  so  far  over  these  bad  roads. 
This  was  one  of  the  considerations  in  making  grants,  vesting  rights 
and  voting  aids  to  railroads.  Now  shall  the  farmers  have  what  they 
have  paid  for  and  expected? 

We  are  well  aware  of  the  arguments  used  in  favor  of  the  less  com- 
parative expense  of  the  long  haul,  and  of  all  that  can  be  said  of 
the  saving  of  time  in  running  through  trains,  and  of.  the  bother  and 
expense  of  setting  out  and  picking  up  single  cars  at  thc^se  way  sta- 
tions. Still  does  this  alter  the  obligations  of  the  cpn tract,  implied, 
if  not  specified,  when  the  right  of  eminent  domain  was  yielded,  and 
the  grants  of  land  were  made,  and  the  money  aid  voted)  and  the  pri- 
vate donations  paid,  that  all  should  have  fair  and  equal  facilities? 

Do  not  the  farmers,  who  are  naturally  contributory  to  these  way 
and  non-competing  stations,  have  rights  in  this  matter?  It  certainly 
seems  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  railroads  should  consider  the 
reasonableness  of  the  complaints  made  by  the  producers  naturally 
contributory  to  these  non-competing  points.  When  it  is  remembered 
that  these  discriminations  in  rates  are  sometimes  the  arbitrary  rulings 
of  freight  agents,  who,  from  the  very  nature  of  their  positions  and 
occupations,  can  have  but  little  sympathy  with  the  farmers,  and 
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also  that  these  agents  are  the  mere  hired  men  of  corporations  whose 
individual  members  may  live  so  far  outside  of  our  State  as  to  know 
nothing  of  the  rulings  of  these  agents,  or  of  the  difficulties  and  ob- 
stacles farmers  meet  with  in  opening  up  tliis  country  so  as  to  make 
their  railroading  possible,  the  tyranny  of  such  discriminations  be- 
comes all  the  more  odious  and  unbearable,  and  the  need  of  interfer- 
ence by  proper  authorities  all  the  more  clear  and  urgent. 

The  Commissioners  are  aware  of  the  delicacy  of  their  position  in 
thus  taking  this  ground. 

They  are  aware  that  certain  concessions  must  necessarily  be  made 
to  a  large  class  of  through  or  trans-continental  freight.  It  should 
not  be  expected  that  the  freight  rates  of  this  State  should  be  con- 
trolled by  that  brought  to  our  roads  by  the  long  trunk  lines  reaching 
to  the  oceans  and  to  the  gulf.  All  that  can  be  reasonably  asked  in 
these  matters  is,  that  all  the  producers  of  the  State  should  have  fair 
and  equal  rates,  as  the  very  law  creating  the  Commission  and  defin- 
ing its  powers  seems  to  have  in  view.  See  last  clause  of  section  11, 
chapter  77,  of  the  Seventeenth  General  Assembly,  which,  referring 
to  railroads,  reads:  ^^And  shall  charge  no  more  for  transporting 
freight  from  any  point  on  its  line  than  a  fair  and  just  proportion  of 
the  price  it  charges  for  the  same  kind  of  freight  transported  from 
any  other  point." 

We  have  dwelt  thus  somewhat  at  large  on  this  subject  of  discrim- 
ination as  it  affects  the  producing  classes.  It  may  not  be  amiss  to 
discuss,  for  a  moment  longer,  discrimination  as  it  affects  the  towns. 

Keeping  in  mind  the  position  taken  in  the  preceding  pages,  we 
would  respectfully  ask,  should  it  be  ady  part  of  a  common  carrier^s 
business  to  lend  his  aid  and  influence  to  build  up  one  town  to  the 
detriment  of  another?  The  mass  of  the  producing  classes  are  best 
accommodated  by  a  multiplicity  of  convenient  trading  towns,  though 
they  may  be  small.  These  small  towns  are  as  contributory  to  the 
larger  towns  as  the  farmers  are  to  the  small  ones.  All  the  natural 
flow  of  business,  from  the  producers  to  the  small  towns  and  from 
these  to  the  large  towns,  should  be  untouched  by  the  arbitrary 
rulings  of  common  carriers. 

These  carriers,  or,  as  it  is  now  in  our  State,  the  railroad  corpora- 
tions, have  been  granted  extraordinary  gifts  and  powers  for  the  very 
purpose  of  serving  the  general  public  as  common  carriers.  This  is 
their  proper  and  legitimate  business,  and  when  they  step  outside  of 
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this  and  by  a  system  of  discriminations  destroy,  or  even  interfere 
with,  the  natural  flow  of  business  of  the  towns  and  producers  who 
have  created  and  empowered  them,  and  whose  creatures  they  are, 
then  should  not  the  power  that  granted  to  them  extraordinary  rights 
and  privileges  step  in  and  say:  .  ''Thus  far  shalt  thou  go  and  no 
farther"? 

The  great  fact  stands  out  clear  and  distinct,  that  the  very  exist- 
ence of  the  railroads  in  the  State  is  a  result  of  a  solemn  compact 
between  the  public  and  these  corporations.  The  public  yielded  up 
its  rights  and  granted  large  subsidies  for  the  purpose  of  having  the 
cheapest  and  most  convenient  carrying  system  possible,  and  that,  too, 
without  any  interference  with  its  natural  laws  of  trade  and  com- 
merce. 

Does  not  then  public  policy  demand  that  railroad  companies  which 
have  accepted  charters  under  these  conditions  and  with  these  expecta- 
tions in  the  mind  of  the  general  public,  viz.:  that  every  station  should 
have  fair  and  equal  rates  according  to  its  location,  should  now  fulfill 
their  part  of  the  contract? 

If  it  be  a  fact  (which  is  much  doubted)  that  rates  have  been  cut 
down  BO  low  at  these  competing  points  that  there  is  no  profit  in  haul- 
ing the  freight  from  these  way  stations  at  the  same  or  lower  rates, 
then  we  would  say,  let  the  tariff  be  revised. 

It  may  be  held  by  all  those  best  informed  in  these  matters,  that 
the  rates  now  charged  from  these  non-competing  points  are  fair  and 
reasonable ;  yet  so  long  as  it  is  a  patent  fact  that  station^  at  com- 
peting points,  and  farther  from  ,the  same  'market  sought,  have  less 
rates,  the  common  man  doing  business  at  these  non-competing  points 
will  feel  that  he  is  unjustly  discriminated  against. 

We  would  suggest  to  railroad  corporations  whether  or  not,  in  the 
long  run,  the  good-will  of  their  patrons  would  not  be  really  of  more 
worth  to  them  than  the  little  extra  freight  charges  made  by  this  kind 
of  discrimination. 

UNION   DEPOTS. 

One  of  the  conveniences  demanded  for  the  public  good,  is  a  system 
of  union  depots  in  towns  where  two  or  more  roads  center  or  cross. 
Each  road  maintaining  its  own  separate  depot,  necessitates  the  em- 
ployment of  a  small  army  of  transfer  men  and  teams  (when  the  ag- 
gregate is  considered).  This  is  a  great  burden  and  source  of  annoy- 
ance to  the  public,  that  should  be  remedied.  When  one  looks  forward 
12 
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into  the  coming  years  and  considers  tiie  teemii^  thoosaiids  that  are 
to  traTely  and  attempts  to  realize  the  incojiTenience  and  the  vnBeeet- 
aarj  expense  ineritable  to  this  system  of  separate  depoCa,  eompelling 
the  great  traveling  publiCy  through  all  hours  of  the  day  and  BighV 
through  storm  and  sunshine,  to  be  carted  across  towns  from  me  depot 
to  another,  it  does  seem  the  part  of  wisdom  and  economy  and  a  real- 
ization by  railroad  companies  of  what  is  due  to  a  patronizing  pablic, 
to  give  it  anion  depot  facilities. 

Sach  depots  once  boilt,  the  trouble  is  over  for  all  time.  The  troo- 
ble  and  expense,  though  large  it  may  be  in  some  places,  is  once,  and 
then  it  is  over ;  bat  on  the  other  hand,  with  separate  depois  for  each 
road,  the  annoyance  is  constant  and  perpetual  and  the  expense  with- 
out end.  The  Commission  would  net  be  understord  as  reecMnmend- 
ing  legislation  that  would  compel  the  road5  of  the  State  to  build 
these  union  dei^Xa  forthwith. 

The  Board  fully  appreciates  the  expense  and  the  difficulties  in- 
TolTcd  in  such  a  course.  What  they  recommend  is  this :  thai  the 
roads  should  so  shape  their  future  policy  as  looking  to  this  desirable 
end,  so  that  in  the  very  near  future  this  much-needed  cooTenieiice 
should  be  awarded  to  the  public 

The  Board  is  decided  in  its  opinion,  howcTer,  upon  this  point,  and 
must  insist  that  steps  be  taken  without  unnecessary  delay,  to  reach 
•o  reasonable  and  economical  a  consummation. 

COXVnSIJCSCBS   AT  CROS8U(G& 

One  of  the  most  prolific  causes  of  complaint  comii^  befoie  the 
Board  is  the  apparent  unwillingness  of  some  of  the  railroad  cdb- 
panies  to  give  the  necessary  accommodations  at  crossings.  The 
Commission  feel  that  the  traTeling  public  should  not  be  made  to  cof- 
fer on  account  of  any  petty  jealousies  of  rival  roads^ 

While  it  appreciates  how  a  road  already  built,  with  stations  etub- 
lished,  may  feel  a  justifiable  ambition  to  build  up  its  own  bssincss  at 
the  towns  already  established,  yet,  when  it  does  become  necessarr  for 
a  needed  road  to  cross  its  line,  and  a  station  is  abont  to  be  esub- 
lished  on  the  new  line,  at  or  near  the  crossing,  it  wonld  be  bvt  a  Teir 
small  matter,  as  far  as  expense  is  concerned,  for  both  roads  to  nnite 
in  union  facilities  for  changring  passengers  from  one  road  to  another. 
We  would  therefore  respectfully  submit  whether  there  should  n«>t  be 
such  legislation  as  shall  in  the  future  forestall  all  such  causes  of  eoia- 
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plaint;  and  also  again  suggest  that,  in  making  outlays  for  depot 
grounds  and  buildings  in  towns,  regard  should  henceforth  be  had  to 
the  recommendations  hereinbefore  made  as  to  union  depots. 

NO    INDSPBNDBNT   BIGHTS   IN   RAILWAYS. 

It  should  always  be  understood  that  no  railroad  company  has  an 
exdusive  right  in  any  one  of  the  roads  of  the  State,  as  a  man  may 
have  an  exclusive  right  of  property  to  a  horse,  or  to  a  farm.  In  a 
Tery  important  sense  the  State  has  a  joint  ownership  in  every  road. 
The  public  has  an  ownership  in  the  railways,  such  as  to  enable  it  to 
•ecure  to  itself  all  the  privileges  and  conveniences  the  road  is  sup- 
posed capable  of  giving. 

It  also  has  such  a  right  to  the  control  of  the  managers  of  the  roads 
that  it  can  say  to  t^em  they  must  not  curtail  any  of  the  accommoda- 
tions the  public  has  a  right  to  demand,  for  the  sake  of  building  up 
private  enterprises  of  their  own,  by  favoring  certain  locations  to  the 
detriment  of  others. 

FBNCINa    BAILBOADS. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  there  should  be  no  delay  in 
fencing  all  railroads  in  counties  where  the  stock  law  is  not  in  force. 

There  is  not  so  much  urgent  need  of  fencing  in  counties  where  the 
herd  law  is  in  use.  In  them,  through  the  grazing  months  the  stock 
i«  supposed  to  be  under  the  eye  oi  a  herder.  Yet,  even  then  the 
stock  is  often  allowed  to  get  upon  the  track,  to  the  great  annoyance 
and  danger  to  the  train  men  and  passengers.  In  counties  where  stock 
ki  allowed  to  run  at  large,  the  danger  is  constant  and  imminent. 
-  The  reason  given  for  not  fencing  is,  that  it  is  cheaper  to  pay  for 
the  stock  kiUed  than  to  fence. 

This  is  so  low  and  mercenary  an  excuse  it  is  not  worthy  of  notice. 
When  the  lives  of  human  beings  are  offset  against  the  saving  of  a 
few  paltry  dollars  and  cents,  such  an  excuse  should  be  treated  with 
the  contempt  it  deserves. 

The  farmers  of  this  State,  in  non-hcrd-law  counties,  are  obliged  to 
fence  against  roving  stock.  We  can  see  no  good  reason  why  rail- 
road property  should  be  an  exception  to  this  rule,  and  the  more  espe- 
cially so  when  so  much  danger  is  incurred  in  the  latter  case. 

It  nouiy  be  said  that  some  of  the  railroads  are  so  poor  they  are  una- 
ble to  fence.    While  this  may  be  a  misfortune,  still  is  it  any  more  of 
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s  hardnbip  to  compel  a  poor  railroad  to  fenee  xx»  laikd  tkia  to 
a  poor  fanner  fence  his? 


HIGH  BATES,  OB  SUPPOSED  HIGH 

There  is  one  very  serious  and  significant  fact  the  Boaxd  feel  thej 
mast  recognize.  There  is  a  feeling  in  the  gieaaal  vind  agaiast  the 
•apposed,  or  real,  encroachments  of  corporadoss  upam  the  rights  of 
the  people.  The  impression  seems  to  prerail  that  oKire  is  paid  for 
the  conveniences  and  privileges  giTen  hy  oc»poratioBs  than  a  £air 
and  reaconable  return  on  the  oaUaj  or  original  inTestm^rt.  We  do 
not  say  that  the  general  pablic  is  always  correct  in  its  estimate  of 
the  investments  made,  or  of  the  dividends  received.  The  feding 
referred  to,  nevertheless,  exists  in  the  pablic  mind.  The  feeling  is, 
in  short,  that  too  high  rates  are  charged.  If  there  is  real  cause  for 
the  existence  of  this  feeling,  it  should  be  carefully  sought  out  and 
removed*  If  causeless,  that  fact  also  should  be  as  carefully  learned 
and  shown  to  the  people. 

Should  not  our  railroad  managers  ever  keep  In  mind  that  they  are 
running  roads  in  a  nation  the  most  intelligent  of  any  on  the  globe? 
The  people  the  railroads  serve  are  the  peers  of  the  men  who  run 
them.  We  here  know  and  acknowledge  no  superior  classes,  and  so 
peculiar  are  the  relations  the  public  holds  to  the  railways  of  the 
country  it  feels  it  is  its  privilege  to  know,  when  it  so  wishes,  what 
are  the  inside  workings  of  these  roads. 

The  intelligence  of  the  general  public  is  such  that  it  will  sooner  or 
later  come  to  at  least  an  approximate  knowledge  of  what  the  cost  of 
the  roads  should  be,  and  what  would  be  a  fair  compensation  for  the 
services  rendered.  The  people  of  this  State  are  proverbial  for  being 
fair  minded,  and  willing  always  to  pay  a  reasonable  price  for  what 
they  receive.  We  think  this  constant  distrust  and  suspicion  which 
lurks  in  the  minds  of  the  people  against  railroad  corporations,  and 
which  can  be  so  easily  fanned  into  a  flame  of  hate  by  unprincipled 
and  designing  men  who  may  not  have  anything  to  lose  in  any  social 
disturbances  they  might  be  able  to  bring  about,  is  altogether  unnec- 
essarv. 

m 

This  distrust  comes  from  what  has  been  supposed  to  be  the  rule 
(taken  in  its  bad  sense)  for  railroad  carriage,  viz.:  that  the  rate 
should  be  all  that  the  articles  carried  would  bear  and  still  be  produced 
for  traffic.    We  do  not  say  this  supposition  on  the  part  of  the  public 
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is  correct.  We  merely  allude  to  the  fact  of  its  existence  as  a  ground 
for  the  suggestion  we  wish  to  make. 

Would  it  not  be  the  part  of  wisdom  and  deep  sagacity  on  the  part 
of  railroad  men  to  solve  as  soon  as  may  be  this  problem,  viz.:  How 
cheaply  can  the  different  staple  articles  of  freight  traffic  be  carried 
and  give  a  fair  return  for  the  money  invested?  We  are  fully  of  the 
opinion  that  the  people  of  this  State  are  competent  to  be  trusted 
with  this  knowledge.  They  are  willing  to  pay  a  fair  price  for  any 
such  service  rendered.  What  is  wanted  is  more  confidence  given 
from  one  to  the  other.  When  this  confidence  is  once  established,  all 
this  friction  and  hard  feeling  now  existing  and  causing  so  much  bad 
blood  will  be  done  away.  When  once  it  could  be  understood  that 
the  underlying  principle  on  which  managers  were  to  run  their  roads 
was  this  of  doing  the  work  the  cheapest  possible,  we  feel  assured 
that  such  an  impetus  would  be  given  to  all  the  producing  interests 
as  would  be  highly  satisfactory  to  railroad  men,  because  of  the  large 
increase  of  the  volume  of  business  brought  to  the  roads. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  surprise  to  thinking  men  that  this  policy 
has  not  been  the  rule  with  railroad  officials.  So  profoundly  con- 
vinced are  we  of  the  desiraqleness  of  this  line  of  policy,  and  of  its 
healthful  influence  on  the  public  mind,  we  cannot  refrain  from  urging 
these  views  upon  the  attention  of  all,  both  that  of  the  public  and  of 
railroad  management. 

OBJSCTIONABLS    LITBBATUBE   SOLD   ON   TBAIKS. 

We  would  respectfully  suggest  to  railroad  officials,  if  it  would  not 
be  well  to  give  a  more  careful  scrutiny  to  the  kind  of  books  and 
papers  the  newsboys  are  allowed  to  offer  for  sale  on  the  trains.  Has 
not  the  public  a  right  to  expect  that  our  wives  and  daughters  can 
travel  on  these  public  highways  without  any  danger  of  being  of- 
fended or  insulted,  by  being  importuned  to  buy  such  literature  $^s  we 
would  not  tolerate  in  our  parlors  at  home?  We  do  not  deem  it  best 
to  specify  any  particular  periodical  or  book,  but  consider  it  sufficient 
to  thus  call  attention  to  this  matter.

7b  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  d:  Northern 
Bailway  Company: 

Gentlemen— Blanks  for  the  annual  return  of  your  corporation,  to  this 
Board,  as  required  by  sections  4  and  5,  chapter  77,  laws  of  the  Seventeenth 
General  Assembly,  are  herewith  transmitted. 

The  value  of  the  returns,  not  only  to  the  legislature  and  the  public,  hut  to 
the  corporatioTis  tiiemselves,  depends  upon  their  accuracy  and  completeness. 
The  Commissioners  would  therefore  again  urge  upon  the  managers  of  the 
roads  that  they  take  special  pains  to  maJce  their  returns  as  perfect  as  possible^  so 
that  they  may  be  more  valuable  for  the  purpose  of  comparison,  and  that  all 
deductions  from  them  may  be  reliable. 

The  Commissioners  in  arranging  their  blanks  have  endeavored  to  modify 
their  questions  to  meet  the  distribution  of  expenses  and  classifications  of 
accounts  as  adopted  by  the  convention  of  State  Railroad  Commissioners, 
held  at  Saratoga,  in  June,  1879.  They  publish  in  this  blank  the  distribution 
of  railroad  expenses  aj  adopted  by  the  auditors  and  accountants  of  the  rail- 
way systems  of  Michigan. 

In  his  preface  to  the  publication.  Commissioner  Williams  says:  ''  For  the 
purpose  of  securing  as  nearly  as  possible  uniformity  in  the  charging  of  ex- 
penses to  the  same  general  heads  of  accounts  by  all  the  companies  doing 
business  in  the  State,  a  meeting  of  the  auditors  and  accountants  of  the  dif- 
ferent railroads  was  called  by  the  commissioner  of  railroads  at  Detroit,  on 
the  19th  day  of  January,  1882,  and  their  deliberations  resulted  in  the  adop- 
tion of  the  distribution  that  follows. 

^^  It  is  believed  to  be  a  comprehensive  and  logical  distribution  of  railway 
expenses,  and  it  is  desired  that  it  is  be  closely  adhered  to  by  all  officers  and 
employes  having  relations  with  the  accounting  departments  of  their  respect- 
ive roads." 

This  Board  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  paper  referred  to, 
which  is  published  as  an  appendix  to  the  blanks,  and  would  ask  for  it  a  care- 
ful examination  on  the  part  of  those  to  whom  the  keeping  ofrailroad  accounts 
are  entrusted,  feeling  assured  that  if  this  arrangement  is  followed,  the  mak- 
ing of  the  annual  returns  to  this  Board  by  the  several  companies  will  be 
simplified,  and  the  information  furnished  by  all  the  companies  will  be  uni- 
form. 

Every  question  asked  has  been  for  a  specific  purpose.  In  case  it  cannot 
be  answered,  please  so  state.  It  is  too  often  the  case  that  the  questions  are 
passed  by  without  any  effort  to  understand  or  answer  them. 

You  are  respectfully  reminded  that  the  law  requires  that  the  annual  re- 
turn shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  ffteenth  day  of  September,  under  a  penalty 
of  one  hundred  dollars  a  day  for  each  day's  neglect.

Gbntlbmbk— I  Inclose  a  statement  of  facts  in  reference  to  excessive  charges  on  one 
animal  by  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St  Paul  Railway  and  Burlington,  Cedar  HaipMB 
^^  Northern  Railway,  from  Iowa  City  to  this  point  My  case  has  been  submitted  lo 
the  general  freight  agents  of  both  these  roads,  and  they  refuse  to  do  anything.  It 
will  be  seen  by  the  Inclosed  bill  that  the  companies  put  on  a  fictitious  weight,  and 
make  that  a  basis  for  first  class  rates ;  the  fictitious  weight  being  four  times  the  actnal 
weight  as  estimated* by  the  agent  at  Iowa  City  of  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y.  In  the  statement 
presented  the  Granger  law  of  1874  is  used,  to  get  at  what  that  legislature  thought  would  b«  a 
fair  rate  for  such  service.  I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  statement  of  Hon.  lieri 
Robinson,  of  Iowa  City,  from  which  you  will  see  that  I  have  been  liberal  in  the  weight  and 
distance,  and  in  the  item  of  feed  used  in  the  statement  made.  If  either  of  these  roads  de- 
sired a  piece  of  ray  land,  for  which  they  thought  I  asked  too  much,  it  would  have  the  light  k> 
ask  a  jury  to  assess  a  value.  These  roads  have  asked  me  an  excessive  price  for  caniage  iMr.

Drar  Sir— In  reply  to  youn  of  December  4th,  in  regard  to  complaint  of  C.  M.  Brown,  of 
overcharges  on  shipment  of  one  cow,  from  Iowa  City  to  Anamosa,  would  say,  that  this  ani- 
mal was  taken  from  Iowa  City  to  Cedar  Rapids  at  our  regular  rate,  on  an  estimated  weight 
of  two  thousand  pounds,  at  twenty-nine  cents  per  hundred,  making  $6.80.  This  cow  occu- 
pied an  entire  car  and  it  certainly  seems  to  me  that  this  small  sum  for  a  haul  of  thirty- two 
miles  is  not  unreasonable,  and  for  the  very  reason  that  stock  of  this  kind  especially,  is  gen- 
erally oflPered  in  small  quantities  (often  a  single  animal),  and  of  course  must  not  be  delayed 
until  such  time  as  it  can  be  shipped  with  other  freight ;  hence  an  estimated  weight  is  neces- 
sary in  excess  of  the  actual  weight  in  order  to  compensate  in  some  measure  for  such  an  ex- 
traordinary expense.  This  car  or  some  other  in  the  place  of  It  (in  the  course  of  business 
empty  cars  being  needed  at  the  coal  mines  on  the  Iowa  City  Division),  most  be  returned 
from  Cedar  Rapids  to  Iowa  City  empty,  thus  In  fact  doubling  the  haul  of  this  car,  for  which 
the  charges  on  this  animal  were  the  only  remuneration.  I  trust  that  this  explanation  will  be 
sufHcient  to  satisfy  not  only  the  Honorable  Commissioners,  but  Mr.  Brown,  that  no  injustice 
was  done  him  in  this  matter.

A  copy  of  each  of  the  above  letters  was  sent  to  Mr.  Brown,  and  he  was 
asked  by  the  Board  whether  he  had  any  understanding  with  either  of  the 
railway  companies  as  to  weight  or  rate,  and  if  it  was  not  the  universal  cus- 
tom of  all  railway  companies,  when  shipping  a  single  homed  animal,  either 
large  or  small,  to  estimate  the  weight  at  two  thousand  i)ounds.  Mr.  Brown 
replied  that  he  did  not  know  what  the  custom  was.

Board  of  Raliroitd  CommlMioners,  Des  Moines,  Iowa: 

GsNTLEMKir— In  reply  to  yours  of  I3th  Inst.,  would  say,  that  before  shipping  the  animal  in 
question,  I  got  rates  from  our  express  agent  from  Iowa  City  to  this  point,  which  were  $1.00 
per  hundred  or  f  7.50  for  the  shipment.  My  correspondence  with  Mr.  Robinson  will  show 
that  I  stated  this  fact  to  him,  since  I  was  aware  that  he  had  been  shipping  more  or  less  for 
some  time,  and  asked  his  advice  as  to  method  of  shipment ;  his  reply  was  that  he  had  always 
shipped  by  freight,  and  had  found  that  method  satisfactory.  I  thereupon  wrote  him  to  ship 
by  freight,  which  he  did,  writing  me  that  the  agent  at  Iowa  City  could  not  give  rates  from 
that  point  to  Cedar  Rapids  on  a  single  animal,  but  could  only  tell  him  what  rates  were  on 
car  load  lots.  Mr.  Robinson  was  as  much  astonished  at  the  charge  as  myself,  and  wrote  Mr. 
Ives  of  the  'B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  concerning  it.  I  submitted  the  statement  made  up  to  Mr. 
Robinson  for  any  suggestions  or  endorsement  he  might  see  fit  to  make ;  bis  endorsement 
IS  before  you.  His  suggestion  was  that  I  correspond  w&th  the  General  Freight  Agents  of  the 
two  roads,  which  I  did,  and  have  their  replies,  Mr.  Merrill  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
I  do  not  know  what  the  universal  custom  of  railroads  is,  as  to  estimating  a  weight  of  two 
thousand  pounds  for  homed  animals.  I  only  know  what  these  two  roads  did  In  this  case.  I 
suppose  conceding  that  the  rate  charged  was  the  usual  first  class  rate,  the  only  question  is, 
what  should  I  pay  for,  at  the  proper  rate— fire  hundred  pounds,  one  thousand  pounds,  two 
thousand  pounds,  or  ten  thousands  pounds?  Can  a  railroad  company 'place  any  fictitious' 
weight  on  any  article,  and  collect  therefor?  And  if  there  is  a  reasonable  line,  where  shall 
that  line  be  drawn  and  by  whom?

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DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

This  is  a  case  wherein  C.  M.  Brown,  of  Anamosa,  Jones  county,  Iowa,, 
complains  that  he  is  charged  too  much  for  transportation  of  an  animal  from 
Iowa  City,  in  Johnson  county,  to  Anamosa,  in  Jones  county. 

On  November  2, 1882,  a  Jersey  heifer  was  shipped  from  Iowa  City  by  Levi 
Bobinson,  consigned  to  0.  M.  Brown,  at  Anamosa,  by  the  Burlington,  Cedar 
Bapids  &  Northern  and  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railways. 

The  distance  from  Iowa  City  to  Cedar  Uapids  is  thirty- two  miles,  and  the 
charge  $6.30.  The  distance  from  Cedar  Bapids  to  Anamosa  via  the  C,  M.  & 
St.  P.  B'y  is  twenty-four  miles,  and  the  charge  $5.60.  The  total  distance  is 
fifty-six  miles,  and  the  total  charge  $11.90. 

Mr.  Brown  cites  the  law  of  1874  as  limiting  the  charges  on  homed  animals 
to  double  first  class.  On  Class  A  roads  it  would  be,  he  states,  for  thirty-two 
miles,  on  an  estimated  weight  of  six  hundred  i)Ounds,  $2,502,  and  for  thirty- 
four  miles,  Class  C,  $8,052;  total,  $5,644,  or  $2.50  on  the  B.,  C.  B.  &  N.  By 
and  $8.05  on  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  B'y. 

The  B.,  C.  B.  &  N.  Bail  way  Company  say  that  they  estimate  single  animals 
at  two  thousand  pounds,  and  charge  twenty-nine  cents  per  hundred;  that 
the  heifer  occupied  a  whole  car;  that  stock  of  this  kind  is  offered  in  small 
quantities— often  a  single  animal— and  cannot  be  delayed  until  such  time  as 
it  can  be  shipped  with  other  freight;  that  an  estimated  weight  is  necessary 
to  compensate  for  the  exti'aordinary  expense;  that  cars  go  to  Iowa  City  to 
bring  back  coal;  that  this  animal  took  the  place  of  a  car  load  of  coal  in  this 
instance.  The  question  in  this  case  is  whether  under  the  circumstances  the 
charges  were  excessive.  The  amounts  allowed  by  the  law  of  1874,  referred 
to  by  complainant,  are  evidently  too  little  for  the  use  of  a  car  for  the  dis- 
tance  and  time.  A  decision  of  the  Iowa  Supreme  Court  (McCune  v.  B.,  C. 
B.  <£  N,  E*y  Co.,  52  Iowa,  p.  600),  holds  carriers  liable  for  greater  damages  in 
the  moving  of  thoroughbred  animals  than  common  stock,  which  would 
justify  carriers  in  making  heavier  charges  as  insurance  not  contemplated  by 
the  law  of  1874,  providing  for  the  transportation  of  horned  animals.  The 
space  occupied  by  a  single  animal  justifies  an  estimated  weight— or  pay  for 
car  space.  The  rate  is  greater,  being  for  short  hauls  over  two  roads,  justi- 
fied in  consequence  of  the  greater  time  occupied  of  the  car  in  each  case. 
One  car  running  fifty-six  miles  over  one  road  takes  less  time  than  two  cars 
making  the  same  distance  over  two  roads,  owing  to  time  of  unloading,  tcwosr 
ferring  and  reloading,  switching  and  billing. 

The  Board  is  not  of  the  opinion  that  the  charge  in  either  case  was  more 
than  reasonable  compensation  for  the  service.  It  would  not  be  reasonable 
to  require  a  class  ^^  A  "  railroad  company  to  haul  a  single  animal  thirty-two 
miles  for  $2.59,  nor  to  require  a  class  '^C"  road  to  haul  a  single  animal 
twenty-four  miles  for  $8.05,  when  dispatch  requires  the  assignment  of  a 
whole  car.

GsMTLKMSN— I  have  a  little  matter  of  interert  to  myself,  and  perhaps  to  you,  to  bring  be- 
fore you,  in  reference  to  an  excursion  over  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad.  On 
the  fifteenth  of  November  I  saw  a  poster,  or  handbill  of  an  excursion  over  the  above  named 
road  to  Nebraska.  It  said  nothing  about  the  rates,  but  said  at  the  bottom  of  the  bill,  "  For 
further  information,  address  E.  S.  Van  Noorden,  General  Agent,  Ottumwa."  I  wrot«  to  him 
for  rates  to  Omaha  and  Wahoo,  Nebraska.  I  will  enclose  his  letter  and  you  can  see  what  he 
wrote  me  concerning  the  expense.  On  Wednesday,  November  I5th,  I  started  with  my  family 
to  go  on  the  trip.  When  we  got  to  Ottumwa  I  went  to  the  0.  B.  &  Q.  ticket  agent  to  get  my 
tickets,  and  he  said  they  did  not  sell  tickets  until  9  p.  m.  I  asked  him  what  the  fare  would 
be  to  Wahoo,  and  he  said  $9.20.  Then  I  went  back  to  the  hotel  where  I  had  left  my  wife  and 
child,  and  stayed  until  9  p.  m.,  when  we  went  to  the  depot  to  get  our  tickets  and  have  our 
baggage  checked.  I  went  to  the  ticket  office  and  called  for  two  tickets  for  Wahoo  and  he 
said  •S8.80.  "  I  guess  you  are  mistaken,  sir. "  He  said  **  I  am  not,''  and  said  he  woifld  explain 
to  me.  I  showed  him  the  letter  I  had  received  from  him,  and  he  then  said  that  the  reason  it 
was  910.40  more  on  two  tickets  was  that  not  as  many  came  as  was  expected  would  be  there. 
I  told  him  he  did  not  state  anything  of  the  kind  in  his  letter  to  me  or  I  should  not  have  come. 
Bee  if  you  can  find  anything  like  that  in  his  letter  to  me.  Have  they  any  right  to  defraud  & 
man  that  way?  It  was  a  damage  to  me  that  I  could  not  go,  as  I  am  a  poor  man  and  had  bus- 
iness  out  there  to  transact,  and  I  thought  I  would  go  oh  that  trip  as  It  would  only  cost  me 
about  half  fare,  but  when  they  raised  the  fare  I  could  not  go.  I  think  I  ought  to  have  dam> 
ages  for  it.  Flease  look  into  the  matter  and  let  me  know  if  there  is  anything  due  me.  I  waa 
instructed  by  some  business  men  here  to  lay  the  case  before  you  for  investigation.

A  copy  of  Mr.  Curl's  complaint  was  sent  to  Thomas  J.  Potter,  General 
Manager  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Bailroad,  asking  him  as  to  the  facta 
in  the  case,  and  if  the  railroad  company  did  advertise  to  run  an  excursion 
train  to  Nebraska,  why  said  train  was  abandoned.  Mr.  Potter's  reply  was 
as  follows:

DsAB  Sib— Your  favor  of  the  twenty-flrst  in  regard  to  complaint  of  0.  E.  Curl,  Bloomfield, 
Iowa,  which  you  communicated  to  me  December  7th,  is  received.  Delay  in  replying  to  your 
former  letter  has  been  owing  to  investigations,  which  I  immediately  instituted  on  receipt 
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tliereof,  but  which  have  just  been  completed.  The  excursion  in  question  was  got  up  by  S.  E. 
Van  Noorden,  who  is  an  excursion  agent  for  the  Union  Pacific  Railway,  in  the  land  depart* 
ment,  and  in  no  way  connected  with  this  company.  Our  passenger  department  named  a 
one-fare  rate  from  Ottumwa  to  Council  Bluffs  and  return,  on  the  express  condition  that  t^ere 
should  be  fifty  people  in  the  party,  but  at  the  time  the  excursion  was  to  leave  only  about  a 
dozen  persons  made  their  appearance,  and  accordingly  the  agreement  for  reduced  rates  of 
fare  became  void.  We  had  nothing  to  do  with  these  rates  beyond  Council  Bluffs,  but  in  order 
to  make  the  disappointment  of  those  who  desired  to  make  a  trip  to  Nebraska  as  light  as  pos- 
sible, our  passenger  department  i»old  them  land  explorer's  tickets  to  Columbus,  Nebraska, 
which  are  considerably  lower  than  regular  tickets.  As  we  did  not  get  up  the  excursion  or  adver- 
tise it  or  were  in  any  way  interested  in  it  except  to  the  extent  of  naming  reduced  rates  of  fare 
on  certain  conditions,  I  fail  to  see  wliereiu  this  company  is  to  blame  for  the  failure  of  the  ex- 
cursion to  take  place.    Mr.  Curl's  letter  and  correspondence  attached  returned  herewith.

Dear  Sib— The  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners  have  investigated  your 
complaint  against  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Qulncy  Bailroad  Company, 
and  find  the  facts  to  be  that  the  company  had  agreed  with  one  S.  £.  Van 
Noorden  to  sell  him,  for  an  excursion,  fifty  tickets  from  Ottumwa  to  CouDcil 
Bluffs  and  return,  the  excursionists  to  leave  Ottumwa  on  a  certain  train 
agreed  upon,  and  that  Mr.  Van  Koorden  had  a  similar  arrangement  with  the 
Union  Pacific  Bailway  Company.  The  conditions  were  expressly  stated  that 
there  should  be  fifty  people  in  the  party  and  the  company  provided  to  cany 
that  man3(  extra  on  that  train.  At  tbe  time  Mr.  Van  Noorden's  fifty  persons 
were  to  leave  only  about  a  dozen  made  their  appearance.  The  company  said 
that  having  failed  to  perform  his  contract,  there  is  properly  no  claim  upon 
them;  this  is  technically  true,  and  legally  you  have  no  remedy.  The  Board 
are  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  the  railroad  company  should  not  deal  with 
irrespoDsible  parties,  whereby  the  public  suffer  loss  and  inconvenience,  and 
suggested  to  the  general  manager  that  your  case,  under  the  circumstances, 
deserved  consideration.  The  Board  have  sent  the  papers  to  him  with  their 
views,  and  think  you  will  receive  some  communication  that  will  be  satiflr 
factory,  in  a  few  days.

Dear  8ir— We  learn  that  you  are  one  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for  the  State,  and 
if  so,  we  desire  to  present  a  little  matter  for  your  consideration,  viz. :  On  October  3d  we 
bought  a  car  of  lumber  in  Minneapolis,  and  had  it  shipped  to  Fort  Dodge  via  the  Minneap- 
olis A  St.  Louis  Railway,  who  placed  it  on  our  transfer  track  at  that  place,  and  charged  us 
their  regular  tariff,  ten  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  The  Illinois  Central  take  the  car  from 
the  transfer  and  charge  95.10  for  doing  so  ;  add  the  same  in  freight  bill  as  advanced  charges, 
and  then  charge  us  their  regular  freight  tariff  in  addition,  from  Fort  Dodge  to  this  place. 
If  they  have  the  legal  right  to  make  the  charges,  as  above  shown,  we  have  nothing  more  to 
say,  but  if  not,  we  want  the  amount  refunded.  We  have  received  m»ny  cars  from  other 
railroads  connecting  with  this  line,  but  have  not  been  obliged  to  pay  swiiching.     An  early

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

On  December  16, 1882,  Messrs.  Swezey  &  Borman,  dealers  in  lumber  at 
Newell,  Iowa,  wrotct  the  Board  that  on  the  6th  of  October  they  received  a 
car  of  lumber  from  Minneapolis,  that  was  hauled  to  Fort  Dodge  over  the 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  and  delivered  at  the  transfer  to  the  Illi- 
nois Central  Bailroad. 

The  charge  for  freight  from  Minneapolis  to  Ft.  Dodge  was $S6.70 

Switching  charge  at  Ft.  Dodge 5.10 

Freight  from  Ft.  Dodge  to  Newell 24.20 

Total $68.00 

They  say  that  the  Illinois  Central  road  takes  the  car  at  the  tiansfer  and 
for  switching  it  into  their  trains  charges  $5.10  in  addition  to  the  leguUr 
rates  from  Fort  Dodge  to  Newell,  and  they  ask  if  the  company  has  tbe 
legal  right  to  make  this  charge.  Mr.  J.  F.  Tucker,  Greneral  Traffic  Man- 
ager, replies  that  the  case  is  analogous  to  the  Maiden  case  decided  by  the 
Commissioners,  in  which  tAey  allowed  charges  for  switching  at  one  and  one 
half  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  The  transfer  track  on  which  this  car  was 
left  by  the  M.  &  St.  L.  Company  was  three-fourths  of  a  mile  west  of  the 
Fort  Dodge  station,  and  it  was  switched  from  there  to  the  yard  at  the  sta- 
tion and  put  into  the  train.  The  Board  held  in  the  Maiden  case  that  tbe 
company  was  entitled  to  compensation  for  switching  from  the  transfer,  and 
from  the  evidence  before  them,  concluded  that  three  dollars  per  car  was  a 
reasonable  charge  for  the  service.  On  the  second  day  of  May,  1881,  in  de- 
ciding the  Maiden  case,  the  (following  language  is  used:  ^'  The  Commis- 
sioners deem  it  proper  to  submit  the  above  evidence  for  examination,  and 
any  reply  you  may  think  fit  to  make.  As  at  present  adviaed  the  Commis- 
sioners regard  the  transfer  charge  of  five  dollars  per  car  exorbitant,  and 
they  are  strengthened  in  this  opinion  by  the  fact  that  only  three  dollars  per 
car  is  charged  for  the  delivery  of  goods  at  the  same  transfer  from  tbe  gyp- 
sum mill,  more  than  three  times  as  far.'' 

The  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  three  dollars  per  car  for  switdi- 
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ing  these  cars,  even  if  the  load  weighs  thirty-four  thousand  seven  hundred 
pounds,  is  a  liberal  compensation  for  the  service,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  company  gets  on  this  lumber  only  the  short  haul,  or  $24.20  per  load 
from  Fort  Dodge  to  Newell,  forty-three  miles. 

The  cost  of  switching  a  car  loaded  with  thirty-four  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred pounds  is  not  materially  greater  than  for  one  loaded  with  twenty 
thousond  pounds,  and  three  dollars  is  a  liberal  price  for  the  service.  Tliey 
are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  $2. 10  should  be  refunded  to  Messrs.  Swe- 
zey  &  Borman.

Pleaiie  Do(e 
complete  statement,  dated  Estherville,  November  30, 1882,  which  was  made  by  C.  S.  Bennett 
one  of  our  special  adjusters  who  was  sent  out  on  certain  i>ortions  of  our  Pacific  Divi«ion  u> 
investigate  the  origin,  causes,  and  extent  of  many  prairie  fires  which  prevailed  during  tbe 
month  of  October,  1882,  on  this  section  of  our  Ime,  especially  north  of  Iowa  Falls,  all  of  which 
were  attributed  to  our  engines  by  the  inhabitants  of  that  vicinity.  From  fact^  reports  u> 
me  by  Mr.  Bennett  in  this  particular  case,  I  do  not  see  that  the  company*s  liability  is  estab- 
lished in  any  respect,  and  I  therefore  instructed  liim  not  to  entertain  the  claim.  In  tlii.<«  cn- 
nection  please  note  that  the  engine  which  is  reported  to  have  set  the  fire  Ls  re]K>rted  to  havr 
been  in  good  condition  by  both  engineer  and  fireman,  who  examined  the  stack  next  day  after 
the  fire  occured,  and  also  by  the  foreman  of  our  round  house  in  this  city,  who  keeps  a  re^»nl 
of  the  condition  of  all  the  engines  on  our  line.  I  understand  the  law  lo  be  that  if  we  can 
prove  our  engines  to  be  in  good  condition,  it  is  a  complete  defense  against  our  liabilit}  U*t 
fires.

Deab  Sir— In  case  of  A.  N.  Haskins,  living  west  of  Estherville  who  claims  to  hare  had  bi« 
hay,  stabling,  etc.,  burned  October  21st,  caused  by  sparks  from  an  engine  run  on  the  BurUng- 
ton,  Cedar  Bapids  &  Northern  Railway.  I  have  examined  into  it  thoroughly,  and  it  t^  rery 
questionable  in  my  mind  whether  it  was  caused  by  the  company's  engine  or  not  The  Utt^ 
are  simply  these  :  Engine  No.  6,  pulling  train  sixty-seven,  set  a  fire  near  mile-iKist  215  ab*Mji 
three  p.  m.,  October  20th.  The  wind  was  blowing  from  the  south  and  the  fire  is  said  to  have 
burned  up  to  near  Jack'son,  Minnesota,  some  fifteen  miles  distant.  Some  time  iu  the  nlgl^t. 
or  morning  following,  the  wind  changed  to  the  northwest  (as  Haskins  claims  and  has  sworn 
to),  and  about  three  p.  m.  of  the  twenty-first,  twenty-four  hours  after  the  fire  was  set,  a  tw 
came  from  the  northwest  and  burned  out  Haskins,  living  about  two  miles  southesst  of  where 
the  fire  originated.  There  is  no  proof  that  it  was  caused  by  the  fire  set  by  an  engine  on  the 
road,  but  mere  supposition.  You  will  see  that  the  fire  would  have  run  fifteen  miles  north  and 
seventeen  miles  southeast  before  reaching  Haskins.  This  being  the  case,  I  could  not  in  )■»- 
tice  to  the  company,  pay  the  claim.

That  dead  grass  and  weeds  were  allowed  to  remain  and  cover  the  right  of  way  at  tiM 
point  where  said  lire  originated  or  was  set  out  Section  V2S9,  Code,  provides,  **  That  any  cor- 
poration operating  a  railway  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  by  fire  that  is  set  out  or  caused 
by  operating  of  any  such  railway,"  thus  creating  an  absolute  liability  when  the  fact  of  set- 
ting out  the  fire  is  shown.  By  a  judicial  annex  of  a  divided  court  this  section  has,  tn  the  case 
of  SmaU.V8.  C\,  B.  I.  A  P.  A'y  Co.,  fio  Iowa,  338,  been  construed  as  making  the  fact  of  an  in- 
jury so  occurring  %r\ma  facie  evidence  of  negligence.  Also,  SmaU  os.  C,  R.  7.  <t  P.  R*y, » 
Iowa,  682.  Mr.  Brady's  statement  is  not  upheld  by  authorities  he  cites,  as  in  SmdU  ot.  GL,  R 
1.  A  i^  B*y,  60  Iowa,  343,  the  court  especially  excepts  cases  where  fire  originates  on  right  of 
way.  The  two  elements  making  absolute  liability,  1st,  setting  out  fire,  2d,  negligence,  are  ii 
this  case  so  clearly  shown  that  we  believe  the  Honorable  Board  will,  from  the  facts  showa, 
Justly  award  us  an  order  for  payment

That  on  or  about  five  o'clock,  p.  m.,  October  20th,  1882, 1  saw  engine  No.  5  set  out  a  fire  nesr 
mile  post  216  on  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway ;  that  said  flre  was  set  oat 
in  the  dead  grass*  and  weeds  that  had  been  allowed  to  accumulate  and  remain  on  the  right  of 
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way  of  said  B.,  C.  &  &  N.  B'y ;  that  at  the  time  said  engine  of  said  railway  set  ont  the  fire 
they  were  going  ap  the  heavy  grade  and,  as  I  thought,  with  a  yery  heavy  trabi.  At  the  time 
the  fire  was  set  out  the  wind  was  in  the  south  and  the  Are  soon  communicated  to  the  prairie 
north  of  the  railway  company's  right  of  way.  The  «wind  continued  In  the  south  until  the 
next  diy  about  1  o'clock,  p.  m.  That  the  Are,  from  the  time  it  started,  continued  to  spread 
side-ways,  and  at  the  time  the  wind  changed,  October  2tst,  it  was  stiU  burning  on  the  east 
Itaie,  and  directly  east  of  the  starting  point.  At  said  time  the  wind  changed  and  blew  from 
the  northwest,  spreading  the  fire  along  its  entire  length  to  the  east,  and  buinmg  the  property 
of  Mr.  A.  N.  Haskins.  I  know  it  to  be  the  same  fire  that  started  from  said  engine  No.  5,  oper- 
ated by  the  B.,  C.  B.  &  N.  B'y  Co.,  that  communicated  with  and  burned  the  piopeTty  of  Iffr.

Dear  Sir —Tour  letter  of  the  I4th  instant,  in  relation  to  the  above  claim,  has  been  duly 
received.  The  fire  that  is  complained  of,  in  the  opinion  of  the  solicitor  of  this  company, 
which  caused  the  damage.  Is  too  remote  to  be  charged  to  any  alleged  negligence  of  this  com- 
pany. The  damages  that  resulted  occurred  some  ten  or  twelve  miles,  as  we  are  informed, 
from  the  railway  track,  and  under  such  circumstances  as  that  we  think  your  honorable  body 
will  agree  with  us  as  to  the  law  that  the  damages  in  question  are  too  remote  In  law  to  locate 
the  liability.  Moreover  this  company  can  show  conclusively  that  the  engine  complained  of 
was  suppUed  with  the  latest  and  best  known  appliances  for  the  prevention  of  the  escape  of 
fire  and  sparks,  and  was  operated  by  the  most  skillful  and  careful  employes.  Under  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  case  of  Small  w.  C,  R.  X,  A  P.  B.  B.,  65  Iowa,  682,  if  the  com- 
pany can  show  the  facts  it  is  a  complete  defense  of  the  action,  whether  the  right  of  way  was 
free  from  combustible  material  or  not  Under  these  facts,  we  respectfully  submit  that  your 
honorable  body  should  not  hold  the  company  liable  for  this  alleged  damage.  If,  after  the 
plaintiff  has  made  his  showing,  you  desire  affidavits  on  the  part  of  this  company  as  to  the 
truthfulness  of  the  above  allegations,  we  stand  ready  to  furnish  them.  We  would  further 
•uggeat  that  the  fire  complained  of  occurred  on  the  aoth  of  October,  1882,  and  the  damages

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for  wliicb.  thla  plaintiff  asks  relief  did  not  happen  until  the  2lst ;  further  it  Is  very  Improb- 
able that  there  could  be  proof  sufficiently  certain  to  fix  it»  as  the  damages  OGCurrini  fron 
the  fire  of  the  20th.

Dear  Sib— In  your  letter  of  April  16th  to  this  Board  you  say  that  the 
damage  to  the  property  of  Mr.  Haskins  is  too  remote  to  be  charged  to  the 
negligence  of  your  company;  that  it  was  ten  or  twelve  miles  from  the  rail- 
way track;  that  the  engine  was  supplied  with  the  best  known  appliances  for 
the  prevention  of  the  escape  of  Are  (we  infer  from  the  context  that  it  was  in 
good  order).  The  Board  would  be  pleased  to  have  you  furnish  evidence  to 
contradict  Mr.  McCuUa's  affidavit ''  that  the  same  fire,  started  by  engine  No. 
5,  on  the  20th  of  October,  continued  to  spread  sideways,  and  at  the  time  the 
wind  changed  on  the  21st  was  still  burning  on  the  east  line  and  directly  east 
of  the  starting  point;  the  wind  blew  from  the  northwest,  spreadin^^  the  fire 
along  its  entire  length  to  the  east,  and  burned  the  property  of  Mr.  Haskina. 
I  know  it  to  be  the  same  fire." 

You  further  state  that  your  engine  being  supplied  with  the  best  known 
appliances  for  arresting  sparks,  you  are  not  liable  even  if  the  right  of  way 
was  not  free  from  combustible  material.  The  Board  does  not  find  anything 
in  the  case  of  Bmall  vs  C,  B,  1. 1&  P.  R.  R,  that  combustible  material  left  on 
the  right  of  way  is  compatible  with  the  exercise  of  due  diligence  on  the  part 
of  tlie  company.  Mr.  Bennett,  in  his  letter  to  Genersil  Agent  Brady,  says 
fire  was  set  out  near  mile  post  215,  by  engine  No.  5,  on  October  2ath,  and  at 
3  p.  M.,  on  October  21st,  a  fire  came  from  the  northwest  and  burned  out 
Haskins,  about  two  miles  southeast  of  where  the  fire  originated,  not  ten  or 
twelve  miles,  as  in  your  letter.  If  you  will  carefully  compare  Mr.  Bennett's 
letter  and  Mr.  McCulla's  affidavit,  you  will  see  that  there  is  nothing  in  the 
two  that  necessarily  contradict  each  other. 

The  Board  would  be  pleased  to  get  any  further  testimony  that  you  can 
furnish.

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the  fire  along  Its  entire  length  to  the  east,  and  burned  the  property  of  Mr.  Hasklns.    I  know 
It  to  be  the  same  fire.*' 

I  would  respectfully  state  that  testimony  contradictory  of  the  above  cannot  now  be  ob- 
tained.

DECISION  OF  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  complaint  of  A.  N.  Haskins,  of  Emmet  county,  is,  that  about  5  o'clock 
p.  M.,  on  the  20th  day  of  October,  1882,  engine  No.  5,  operated  by  the  Bur- 
lington, Cedar  Bapids  &  Northern  Bailway  Company,  set  out  a  fire  near  mile 
post  216,  in  the  dead  grass  and  weeds  that  had  been  allowed  to  accumulate 
and  remain  on  the  right  of  way,  in  Emmet  county,  about  four  miles  west  of 
Estherville;  that  this  fire  spread  and  ran  north,  the  wind  being  from  the 
south,  until  about  1  p.  m.,  of  the  21st,  when  the  wind  changed,  the  fire  still 
burning  on  the  east  line  and  directly  east  of  the  starting  point,  and  blew 
ff om  the  northwest,  carrying  the  fire  in  a  southeasterly  direction,  and  de- ' 
stroying  the  property  of  Mr.  Haskins  about  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  of  the  2l8t,  it 
being  situated  about  three  miles  southeast  of  where  the  fire  originated. 

Mr.  Haskins  makes  an  affidavit  of  the  value  of  the  property  destroyed  as 
follows:  Thirty-four  and  a  half  tons  of  hay,  value  $2.50  per  ton,  $86.25;  one 
single  harness,  $4;  eight  hundred  feet  of  lumber,  $14;  lumber,  joists,  raft-ers 
and  sheeting,  $10;  stable,  $5;  farm  implements,  $5;  chickens,  $3;  wagon-box, 
$12;  twelve  fence  posts,  $1.50;  wheel  com  plow  and  beam  of  breaking  plow, 
$4;  total,  $144.75. 

Mr.  Haskins  asserts  that  the  engine  (No.  5)  was  defective,  and  on  several 
occasions  before  had  set  out  fires  in  the  vicinity,  and  under  the  provisions  of 
section  1289  of  the  Code  of  Iowa  asks  payment  for  his  losses  occasioned  by 
the  fire,  and  claims  that  the  two  elements  making  absolute  liability  are  (1) 
setting  out  the  fire  and  (2)  negligence. 

The  railway  company  answer  (1st)  that  the  distance  was  too  remote  from 
the  starting  point  to  connect  the  fire  that  destroyed  Mr.  Haskins'  property 
on  the  21st  with  the  one  set  out  by  their  engine  on  the  20th;  (2d)  that  the 
engine  was  supplied  with  the  latest  and  best  known  appliances  for  the  pre- 
vention of  the  escape  of  fire  and  sparks  and  operated  by  the  most  skillful 
employes,  and  that  under  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa 
(SmaU  V8  C,  B.  L  <&  P,  B,  B.,^  Iowa,  page  582,)  these  facts  form  a  perfect 
defense,  even  if  the  right  of  way  was  not  free  from  combustible  material. 

The  railway  company,  among  the  papers,  submitted  a  letter  from  C.  S. 
Bennett,  special  adjuster,  who  investigated  this  complaint.  He  says  that 
^*  engine  No.  5,  pulling  train  No.  67,  set  a  fire  near  mile  post  215,  about  3  p. 
jc.,  October  20th.  The  wind  was  blowing  from  the  south,  and  the  fire  is  said 
to  have  burned  up  to  near  Jackson,  Minnesota,  some  fifteen  miles  distant. 
Some  time  in  the  night  or  morning  following  the  wind  changed,  as  Haskins 
claims  and  has  sworn,  and  about  3  p.  m.  of  the  21st  (twenty-four  hours  after 
the  fire  was  set)  burned  out  Haskins,  living  about  two  miles  southeast  of 
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whese  the  fire  originated."  Engineer  W.  B.  Cane  and  fireman  W.  F.  Le- 
fronick  both  say  '^  engine  five's  netting  was  all  right;  looked  at  it  the  neit 
day  after  the  fire." 

The  foreman  of  the  round  house  at  Cedar  Rapids,  who  keeps  a  record  of 
all  engines  on  the  line,  also  reports  the  netting  in  good  condition. 

In  this  case  there  seems  to  be  very  little  conflict  either  in  the  statement  of 
the  case  or  the  main  facts.  Mr.  Haskins'  claims,  and  the  company  admit, 
that  engine  Ko.  5,  drawing  a  train,  about  5  o'clock  p.  m.,  started  a  fire  in  the 
dead  grass  and  other  combustible  material  along  the  right  of  way,  which  firo 
burned  northward  into  Minnesota.  Mr.  Haskins  claims,  and  proves  by  the 
positive  affidavit  of  Mr.  W.  J.  McCuUa,  **  thdt  about  5  o'clock  p.  m.,  of  Octo- 
ber 20, 1882,  that  he  saw  engine  No.  5  set  out  a  fire  near  mile  post  216,  on  the 
B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R.  R.,  and  that  said  fire  was  set  out  in  the  dead  grass  and 
weeds  that  had  been  allowed  to  accumulate  and  remain  on  the  right  of  way. 
*  *  *  That  at  the  time  the  fire  was  set  out  the  wind  was  in  the 
south,  and  the  fire  soon  communicated  to  the  prairie  north  of  the  railway 
company's  right  of  way.  The  wind  continued  in  the  south  until  the  next 
day  about  1  o'clock  p.  m.;  that  the  fire,  from  the  time  it  started,  continued 
to  spread  sideways,  and  at  the  time  the  wind  changed,  October  21st,  was 
still  burning  on  the  east  line  and  directly  east  of  the  starting  point.  ♦  »  ♦ 
At  this  time  the  wind  changed  and  blew  from  the  northwest,  spreading  over 
the  prairie  along  its  entire  length  to  the  east,  and  burning  the  property  of 
Mr.  Haskins.  He  knew  it  to  be  the  same  fire  that  started  from  said  engine 
No.  5,  operated  by  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  Co.  that  communicated  with  and 
burned  the  property  of  Mr.  Haskins." 

The  Commissioners  called  the  attention  of  the  company  to  this  afiidavit  of 
Mr.  McCulla,  but  they  were  unable  to  furnish  any  evidence  to  contradict  him. 
It  is  therefore  safe  to  conclude  that  the  fire  that  was  set  out  by  engine  No. 
6  on  the  20th  of  October  burned  Mr.  Haskins'  property  qp  the  21st.  The 
clause  in  section  1289  of  the  Code,  "  That  any  corporation  operating  a  rail- 
way shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  by  fire  that  is  set  out  or  caused  by  oper- 
ating of  any  such  railway"  *  *  ♦  would,  construed  literally, 
entitle  Mr.  Haskins  to  payment  for  his  loss.  The  effect  of  the  statute  may 
have  been  modified  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court.  This  court,  in 
the  case  of  Small  vs.  C,  E.  I.  c6  P.  B.  R.  Co,,  had  presented  to  it  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  railroad  company  was  absolutely  liable,  without  regard  to 
negligence,  if  the  fire  was  set  out  by  sparks  escaping  from  one  of  its  engines. 
It  held  that  the  fire  caused  by  the  escape  of  sparks  from  an  engine  was  prima 
facie  evidence  of  negligence,  and  the  burden  of  proof  rested  with  the  com- 
pany to  show  that  it  was  not  negligent.  The  court  says  that  ^*  sparks  escap- 
ing from  an  ordinary  chimney  used  in  the  ordinary  way,  carried  by  a  strong 
wind  to  a  building  in  the  neighborhood,  if  they  lodged  in  material  sufficiently 
combustible,  a  fire  might  be  set  out.  *  *  *  Where  the  person  using 
the  chimney  was  without  fault,  we  should  say  ordinarilyfthat  the  fire  was 
caused  simply  by  the  wind  and  sparks.  If  in  the  ordinary  use  of  a  locomotive 
sparks  escape  without  any  fault  on  the  part  of  the  company,  and  are  carried 
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by  the  wind  to  combustible  material  outside  of  the  company's  right  of  way, 
and  a  fire  is  set  out  from  them,  the  setting  out  of  the  fire  is  not  caused  by 
the  operating  of  the  road  in  any  different  sense  from  that  in  the  case  of  the 
chinmey." 

The  statute  as  modified  by  the  decision  of  the  court  admits  that  the  bur- 
den' of  proof  rests  with  the  company  to  show  that  it  is  not  negligent.  When 
this  is  done  the  common  law  doctrine  prevails,  and  liability  attaches  to  the 
railroad  company  as  to  an  individual.  The  company  in  this  case  shows  be- 
yond question  that  their  engine  was  in, good  condition,  but  admits  that 
it  started  the  fire,  and  that  the  fire  was  communicated  to  combustible  mate- 
rial on  the  right  of  way. 

Leaving  the  combustible  material  on  the  company's  right  of  way  the  Com- 
missioners regard  as  negligence,  it  being  in  testimony  that  on  several  other 
occasions  in  that  vicinity,  in  the  fall  of  1882,  the  same  engine  had  set  fires  on 
the  company's  lands,  in  drawing  a  heavy  train  up  the  grade.  The  Supreme 
Court,  in  the  decision  already  quoted,  makes  the  distinction  very  clearly  in 
drawing  the  line  as  to  combustible  material  outside  the  company's  lands, 
where  they  can  exercise  no  control,  and  inside,  where  they  are  able  to  re- 
move it. 

The  company  do  not  question  the  correctness  of  Mr.  Haskins'  claim.  He 
swears  to  the  amount  of  his  loss,  and  as  this  seems  to  be  reasonable,  the 
Commissioners  conclude  that  the  company  should  pay  him  the  amount 
claimed,  $144.75,  and  so  recommend.

decision  of  the  commissioners. 

The  complainants  are  merchants,  doing  business  at  West  ^tchell,  Iowa, 
who  had  summer  apples  shipped  to  them  from  Bethany,  Missouri,  over  the 
roads  designated  in  the  title  to  this  complaint,  and  in  the  order  thereiQ 
named.  Complainants  allege  that  said  apples  were  so  negligently  bandied, 
and  so  delayed  in  shipment  by  the  carriers  forwarding  them,  that  they  were 
damaged  to  the  extent  of  their  entire  value,  to-wit:  ten  dollars  auid  ninety 
cents,  for  which  amount,  together  with  the  amount  advanced  thereon  as 
freight,  to- wit:  eight  dollars  and  seventy-three  cents,  they  ask  remuneration 
from  the  company  or  companies  found  liable  therefor. 

The  evidence  shows  that  A.  D.  Smith,  of  Bethany,  Missouri,  shipped  from 
that  point  six  Darrels  of  apples,  well  packed  and  in  good  order,  marked 
*^  Shanks  &  Coats,  West  Mitchell,  Iowa,  via  Lyle,  Minnesota.''  The  apples 
were  shipped  at  ^^  owner's  risk,"  five  barrels  on  the  18th  day  of  August.  1892, 
and  one  barrel  on  the  19th  of  same  month.  The  goods  passed  over  the  Chi- 
cago, Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  from  Bethany  to  Ottumwa,  from  Ot- 
tumwa  to  Mason  City  over  the  Central  Iowa  Railway,  though  billed  from 
Albia  to  Mason  City,  and  over  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway 
from  Mason  City  to  West  Mitchell,  the  point  of  destination.  There  was  a 
guarantee  of  freight  by  the  consignee  over  all  lines.  The  Central  Iowa 
Railway  Company  admit  the  loss,  while  in  its  possession,  of  the  single  bar- 
rel, thus  leaving  the  question  of  liability  as  to  the  five  barrels  for  considera- 
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tion.  These  were  received  at  Bethany  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Qiiincy 
Railroad  Company  August  18, 1882,  and  delivered  to  the  Central  Iowa  Rail- 
way Company  on  the  19th  day  of  the  same  month.  It  is  true  the  way-bill  of 
the  Central  Iowa  Railway  Company  shows  the  apples  to  have  been  billed  out 
of  Albia  on  the  21st  of  August,  but  the  agents'  tracer,  submitted  in  this 
case,  shows  that  the  agent  of  the  Central  lov.a  Railway  Company  received 
thelBve  barrels  of  apples  on  the  19th  of  that  month,  and  if  this  were  not 
true  it  would  be  just  as  easy  for  the  agdnts  of  that  company  to  say  so 
as  to  call  attention  to  the  date  of  the  Albia  way-bill.  We  assume,  then, 
that  the  apples  were  not  only  received  by  the  Central  Iowa  Railway  Com- 
pany on  the  10th  day  of  August,  but  that  they  were  on  that  day  in  apparent 
good  order. 

Five  days  later,  not  including  the  19th,  they  were  received  at  Mason  City. 
This  was  on  the  24th.  The  charge  that  these  apples  were  then  left  standing 
for  several  days  on  the  platform  is  not  sustained,  but  it  does  appear  that  on 
the  next  day  the  agent  of  the  Central  Iowa  Railway  made  a  "  bad  order  " 
statement,  in  which  thege  apples  are  described  as  ^'  two  barrels  heads  out- 
all  more  or  less  decayed  and  heating,  juice  running  out  of  barrels.''  The 
Sigent  of  the  Central  Iowa  Railway  at  Mason  City  Junction  is  also  the  agent 
at  the  same  place  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway.  !No  rea- 
son is  given  why  the  agent  of  the  Central  Iowa  Railway  Company  did  not 
offer  these  apples  to  the  agent  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Rail- 
way Company  on  the  day  of  their  arrival.  He  did  not  do  so,  however,  until 
the  next  day,  and  then  the  agent  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
Railway  refused  to  take  them  without  pre-payment  of  freight,  as  they  were 
'*  almost  worthless,"  and  not  worth  the  back  charges  then  on  them.  It  is 
in  evidence  that  the  consignee  had  guaranteed  the  freight  through,  and  this 
statement  is  not  denied.  In  arranging  for  the  pre-payment  of  this  freight 
six  days  were  consumed,  notwithstanding  the  use  of  the  telegraph  both 
ways. 

Such  are  the  material  facts  in  this  case,  as  established  by  the  evidence 
submitted.  That  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  is 
not  liable  is  clearly  established.  It  is  shown  that  the  apples  were  in  a  dam- 
aged and  '*  almost  worthless  "  condition  when  tendered  to  that  company. 
Common  carriers  may  demand  payment  in  advance  as  the  condition,  and 
may  refuse,  on  reasonable  grounds,  to  carry  the  goods  at  all.  Schouler's 
Bailments  and  Carriers,  page  355. 

We  will  not  inquire  as  to  whether  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  Co.,  is  liable  for 
the  damage  sustained  by  complainants.  This  company  is  not  liable  for  any 
acts  of  its  own  while  in  actual  possession  of  the  freight,  as  it  received  it  in 
good  order,  transported  it  with  reasonable  promptness,  and  delivered  it  in 
good  order  to  the  C.  I.  R'y  Co.,  its  connecting  line.  If  liable  then  it  is  by 
special  contract,  or  by  reason  of  such  acts  and  circumstances  as  it  is  gener- 
ally admitted  such  contract  is  inferable  from,  such  as  the  acceptance  of 
goods  marked  to  a  destination  beyond  the  terminus  of  its  road,  the  payment 
in  advance  of  full  freight  for  the  entire  route  and  the  like  when  the  <',arrier 
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makes  no  clear  reBervation  of  risk,  or  does  not  show  a  different  nsage  known 
at  the  time  to  the  iE(hipper.  A  special  contract  to  carry  beyond  one's  term- 
inus is  not  uUra  vires.  By  special  contract  a  carrier  may  in  America  as  well 
as  in  England  assimie  to  transport  beyond  its  own  limits,  and  such  contract, 
it  is  generally  admitted,  is  inferabU  fram  circumstances,  independently  of  an 
express  stipulation. 

Our  own  Supreme  Court,  following  the  English  rule,  has  held  that  the  ac- 
ceptance by  a  carrier  of  goods  marked  to  a  designation  beyond  the  terminm 
of  its  road  creates  a  prima  faxie  liability  to  transport  and  deliver  at  that 
point,  but  that  this  may  be  modified  by  proof  of  a  different  usage  known 
at  the  time  of  making  the  consignment.  Ar^le  dk  Co.  v.  The  M.  d  M.  B.R 
Co.f  9  Iowa,  487. 

Collection  of  full  freight  charges  by  the  first  carrier,  when  the  carrier 
makes  no  clear  reservation  of  risks,  is  certainly  a  strong  circumstance  in 
favor  of  the  assumption  that  such  carrier  has  undertaken  a  through  lia- 
bility, and  the  courts  of  this  coimtry  have  so  held  repeatedly.  Schouler  ob 
Bailments  and  Canriers,  page  335.  But  in  the  absence  of  such  contract  ex- 
pressed or  implied,  the  law  does  not  impose  upon  common  carriers  the  duty 
of  transporting  beyond  the  termini  of  their  respective  routes,  and  they  may, 
therefore,  by  special  agreement,  contained  in  a  bill  of  lading  or  receipt,  law- 
fully stipulate  that  they  shall  not  be  liable  beyond  such  points.  Mulligan  v. 
lllmoiH  Central  Bailroad  Company,  36  Iowa,  181. 

The  evidence  in  this  case  shows  that  at  the  time  of  the  shipment  the  agent 
of  "the  C,  B.  &  Q.  B.  B.  Co.,  delivered  to  the  consignee  of  the  freight  in- 
volved here,  a  biU  of  lading  or  receipt  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy:

the  G.,  I).  &  Q.  R.  R.  Co.,  to  be  transported  to  Ottnmwa,  Iowa,  the  following  articles  m 
marked  and  described  below,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  regulations  of  the  published 
freight  tHriflf  of  said  company  applying  on  shipment  of  freight  from  tliis  station  to  the  des- 
tination named,  it  being  expressly  agreed  and  understood  that  the  said  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  Oo.. 
in  reoelviiiK  the  said  packages  to  be  forwarded  as  aforesaid,  assume  no  other  responsibility 
for  their  safety,  than  maybe  incurred  on  their  own  road.    Not  negotiable.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  goods  were  marked  to  a  destination 
beyond  the  C,  fi.  &  Q.  B.  B.,  and  it  is  in  evidence  in  addition  to  this  thai 
there  wa»  a  guarantee  of  the  freight  to  the  agent  of  said  road  for  the  entiie 
shipment,  but  in  said  way-bill  which  the  Supreme  Court  has  very  property 
said  possesses  the  dual  character  of  a  receipt  and  contract,  ''it  is  expressly 
agn^eed  and  understood  the  said  C,  B.  &  Q.  B.  B.  Co.,  in  receiving  said 
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ages  to  be  forwarded  as  aforesaid  assumed  no  other  responsibility  for  their 
safety  than  may  be  incurred  on  their  own  road." 

It  is  competent,  as  we  have  abready  seen,  for  a  railroad  company  to  stipu- 
late that  it  shall  not  be  liable  as  a  common  carrier  beyond  its  own  line. 
Such  a  contract,  says  the  Supreme  Court  in  MuUiganv  lU,  Cent,  B.  B.  O., 
supra,  is  not  in  conflict  with  section  1308  of  the  Code,  which  simply  provides 
that  a  common  carrier  shall  not  exempt  itself  by  contract,  etc.,  from  the 
full  measure  of  liabilities  as  such,  which,  in  the  absence  of  such  contract, 
etc.,  would  exist,  and  by  the  same  high  authority  it  is  said,  ''that  the  ship- 
per in  accepting  and  acting  on  such  bill  of  lading,  his  knowledge  of  its  stip- 
ulations will,  in  the  absence  of  fraud  or  mistake,  be  conclusively  presumed, 
and  he  will  be  bound  thereby." 

Hence  it  seems  clear  that  this  special  contract  limiting  its  liability  to  its 
own  line  of  road,  in  view  of  the  law  applicable  thereto  as  construed  by  our 
Supreme  Court  exonerates  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  B.  B.  Co.,  from  any  liability  for 
any  injury  that  occurred  to  these  goods  after  leaving  its  road. 

Now  as  to  the  liability  of  the  Central  Iowa  Bailway  Company.  We  have 
already  recited  the  facts.  This  company  received  the  goods  at  Ottumwa, 
Iowa,  August  19, 1882,  in  apparent  good  order,  to  transport  over  its  road  to 
Mason  City  Junction,  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred  and  seventy  miles. 

They  did  not  reach  Mason  City  Junction  until  the  24th  of  August  01'  six 
days  after  the  company  received  them  at  Ottumwa;  then  they  were  not  ten- 
dered to  the  connecting  line  until  the  next  day,  when  they  were  refused  by 
the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  B'y  Co.,  for  the  reason  that  they  were  in  "bad  order," 
and  the  freight  was  not  prepaid.  The  agent  of  the  C.  I.  B^y  Co.  then  makes 
a  ''bad  order"  statement  showing  the  heads  out  of  two  barrels,  all  decayed 
more  or  less,  and  juice  running  out  of  all  of  them.  The  agent  of  the  C.  I. 
B'y  Co.  then  telegraphed  for  prepayment  of  freight,  and  on  the  30th  of  Au- 
gust, six  days  later,  received  a  satisfactory  answer,  and  the  goods  were  sent 
forward  to  their  destination,  reaching  there  within  two  days  from  that  date 
in  an  entirely  worthless*condition. 

These  apples  were  shipped  at  owner's  risk,  but  this  does  not  modify  the 
measure  of  the  liability  of  the  common  carrier  in  this  State  as  to  injuries 
received  while  in  its  actual  possession,  and  on  its  own  line.  The  common  law 
rule  fixing  the  liability  of  common  carriers  obtains  in  this  State.  It  follows, 
then,  that  the  injury  to  the  apples  having  occurred  while  in  the  possession 
of  the  C.  I.  B'y  Co.,  that  it  is  liable  for  the  damage,  unless  the  case  comes 
within  one  of  the  exceptions  to  the  general  rule  of  law  as  established  in  this 
State,  excusing  the  common  carrier  from  liability.  These  exceptions  are 
the  intervention  of  the  public  enemy,  the  act  of  God,  or  such  losses  as  arise 
by  reason  of  some  inherent  characteristic  of  the  article  conveyed. 

Of  these  exceptions  only  the  last  could  be  of  any  avail  to  respondent  in 
this  case.  It  is  true  the  freight  in  question  here  was  what  is  known  as 
"perishable  property."  But  whUe  this  fact  may  excuse,  on  the  one  hand, 
it  imposes  .increased  obligation  on  the  other.    In  determining  the  degree  of

care  necessary  in  such  case  to  excuse  the  carrier  from  liability,  the  nature  and 
characteristics  of  the  article  to  be  conveyed  must  be  considered.  The  nature 
and  characteristics  of  the  freight  in  this  case  was  notice  to  the  carrier  that  care 
in  handling  and  promptness  in  carrying  and  delivering  on  its  part,  were  essen- 
tial elements  of  its  contract  with  the  shipper.  Taking  the  most  favorable 
view  of  the  facts  for  respondent,  and  we  are  satisfied  it  did  not  exercise  the 
care  and  promptness  in  this  case  that  will  excuse  it  from  liability,  notwith- 
standing the  nature  and  characteristics  of  the  property  in  question.  It  has 
been  shown  that  the  apples  were  injured  while  upon  respondent's  train,  or 
in  its  possession  as  a  common  carrier,  which  constitutes  a  prima  fade  case 
for  complainants,  placing  the  burden  upon  respondent  to  prove  that  care 
and  skill  on  its  part  would  not  have  prevented  the  loss  or  injury.  This 
respondent  has  not  done.  The  rule  here  announced  is  fully  sustained  by 
our  Supreme  Court,  18  Iowa,  555;  31  Iowa,  583;  44  Iowa,  424.  Nor  can  nat- 
ural waste  be  alleged  in  defense  by  the  common  carrier  successfully  when 
he  has  full  knowledge  of  that  fact  and  has  omitted  his  duty,  and  is  in  de- 
fault.   Leech  v  Baldwin^  5  Watts,  446;  Ship  Invincible^  3  Sawyer  W.  S.,  490. 

As  to  the  value  of  the  apples,  the  extent  of  the  damages  thereto,  and  the 
amount  of  freight  paid  thereon  there  is  no  controversy. 

The  Conmiissioners  therefore  recommend  in  this  case  that  the  respondent 
pay  to  the  complainants  the  sum  of  nineteen  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents 
($19.63),  the  amount  of  their  damage  in  the  loss  of  the  six  (6)  barrels  of 
apples  and  the  freight  advanced  thereon.  And  the  Commissioners  further 
recommend  that  hereafter  respondent  exercise  more  care  and  promptness  in 
handling  the  class  of  freight  which  is  the  subject  of  thi?  complaint.

Dear  Sir— To  your  favor  of  the  sixteenth  Instant,  enclosing  copy  of  the  decision  of  the 
Railroad.  Commissioners  in  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  Shanks  &  Coats  against  this  con- 
pany. 

The  very  evident  desire  manifested  by  the  Honorable  Board  of  Commissioners  to  perfeetlf 
advise  themselves  of  the  facts  In  the  case,  has  induced  the  looking  up  more  carefully  such 
points  us  was  thought  and  expressed  in  the  decision  above  referred  to  that  we  were  dereliet 
in.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  never  received  freight  from  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy 
Railroad  Company  at  Ottumwa.  The  several  barrels  of  apples  referred  to  as  being  received 
at  Ottumwa,  from  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Company,  is  a  mistake  as  to  point 
of  delivery  of  such  apples  to  this  company.  Transfer  of  apples  in  question  was  made  at  Junc- 
tion of  this  line  with  C,  B.  &  Q.  road  at  Albia. 

As  special  stress  is  laid  upon  the  date  of  delivery  of  the  apples  to  this  company,  to-wil : 
•*  Tlie  Central  Iowa  Railway  Company  received  the  five  barrels  of  apples  on  the  nineteenth 
of  that  month,  and  if  this  were  not  true,  it  would  be  Just  as  easy  for  the  agents  of  that  com- 
pany to  say  so,  as  to  call  attention  to  the  date  of  the  Albia  way  bill.  We  assume,  etc*"  It  i* 
at  this  point  I  wish  to  correct  your  premises,  and  fully  respecting  the  courteoiLs  consideratioo 
shown  to  the  C,  B,  &  Q.  R'y  Co.,  and  baud  you  for  inspection  the  original  transfer  bHl  to  this 
company,  which  clearly  shows  the  date  to  have  been  the  twenty -first  of  August,  rather  ttuui 
the  nineteenth,  when  apples  were  delivered  to  this  company.    As  a  matter  of  fact,  they  were 
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delivered  not  in  season  for  shipment  north,  that  day,  but  took  the  first  train,  No.  five, 
(leaving  Albia  at  seven  a.  m.)  August  22, 1882,  to  point  of  delivery,  and  as  shown  by  Joint 
agent  (Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  and  Central  Iowa  Railway),  .T.  M.  HUlyer's  letter  at- 
tached, same  was  received  on  No.  five,  due  at  five  p.  m.  August  23, 1882,  having  been  but 
thirty-four  hours  in  transit  on  this  company's  line. 

In  explanation  of  "  No  reason  is  given  why  the  agent  of  the  C.  I.  B'y  Co.  did  not  offer  these 
apples  to  the  agent  of  the  C. ,  M.  &  St.  F.  Co.,  on  the  day  of  arrival,"  Is  the  fact  that  Mr.  Hillyer 
was  joint  agent,  and  no  formal  tender  was  necessary,  as  first  train  by  which  the  apples  would 
go  forward,  would  not  pass  until  the  twenty-fourth,  it  then  being  as  before  stated,  five  p.  m. 
of  the  twenty-third. 

It  will  be  readily  seen  from  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  billing  that  there  Is  no  mention  of  siny  guarantee 
of  charges,  and  It  is  not  necessary,  under  the  circumstances,  to  speak  of  the  courtesy  shown 
by  this  company,  toward  the  shippers,  in  forwarding  apples.  Tou  further  say,  '^taking  the 
most  favorable  view  of  the  facts  for  the  respondent,  we  are  satisfied  it  did  not  exercise  the 
care  and  promptness  in  the  case  that  will  excuse  it  from  liability." 

I  am  very  confideut,  in  view  of  the  above  explanation,  coupled  with  such  evidence  as  is 
produced  In  the  form  of  the  C.  B.  &  Q.  transfer  bill,  and  joint  agent  HUlyer's  letter,  that 
your  Honorable  Board  will  fully  acquit  this  company  of  having  done  other  than  its  full  duty 
in  the  premises.

Petition  for  Rehearing  on  part  of  Central  Iowa  Railway  Company. 

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  petition  for  a  reheaiing  in  this  case  makes  the  point,  /Irst,  that  the 
freight  in  question  was  not  received  by  the  Central  Iowa  fUilway  Company 
until  August  21st,  and  second,  that  it  reached  Mason  City  August  23d,  or 
thirty-four  hours  after  shipment  on  said  road  at  Albia.  When  taken  in  con- 
nection with  other  well  established  facts  in  this  case,  the  matter  of  the  date 
of  the  reception  of  these  apples  becomes  immaterial.  The  fact  still  remains 
that  the  apples  were  in  good  order  when  received  by  the  Central  Company, 
and  in  bad  order  when  delivered  by  it  at  Mason  City  Junction.  The  bad 
order  statement  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Hillyer,  made  on  August  25th,  stated  that  the 
juice  was  running  from  the  barrels;  that  the  heads  of  one  or  more  of  the 
barrels  were  broken  in;  and  conceded  that  they  came  in  *^  an  almost  worth- 
less condition,"  showing  at  once  that  the  apples  were  not  only  tardily  trans- 
ported but  roughly  and  negligently  handled.  The  second  point,  that  the 
apples  reached  Mason  City  Junction  on  August  23d,  or  twenty-four  hours 
sooner  than  conceded  in  the  former  decision,  and  which  point  is  supported 
by  the  letter  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Hillyer,  under  date  of  June  19th,  1883,  is  not  sus- 
tained. The  Commissioners  have  two  letters  from  Mr.  Hillyer,  dated  Jan- 
uary 24th,  1883,  one  to  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Sanborn,  Superintendent,  and  one  to  Mr. 
C.  A.  Jewett,  General  Freight  Agent,  in  which  he  clearly  and  positively 
states  that  the  five  barrels  of  apples  were  received  at  Mason  City  Junction 
August  24th,  and  also  his  bad  ordiar  statement,  made  out  on  August  25th,  to 
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the  same  effect.  The  fact  also  appears  from  Mr.  Hillyer's  own  evidence 
that  a  prepayment  of  the  freight  was  not  demanded  until  August  26tfa. 
The  fact  that  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Bailway  Company  accepted 
a  guarantee  of  the  freight  on  these  apples  is  immaterial  in  this  case,  as  tbe 
damage  is  shown  to  have  occurred  while  the  apples  were  in  possession  of 
the  Central  Company,  and  vrithout  fault  of  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  Company.  For 
these  reasons  the  Commissioners  see  no  reason  for  reversing  or  modifying 
their  original  decision  in  this  case,  and  it  therefore  stands  as  originally 
entered.

Please  say  to  Mr.  Ackerman  for  me,  that  I  have  no  doubt  of  his  intention  to  serve  the  tnv- 
eling  public  well,  and  for  his  information  will  say  that  the  state  of  affairs  Janoaiy  6th  ww 
not  uncommon.  The  first  week  of  December,  1882, 1  waited  several  hours  for  a  train,  and  the 
smoke  was  so  unbearable  that  I  went  out  and  paced  the  platform  in  order  to  breathe  oxygeo. 
I  was  there  again  the  first  week  in  March,  and  there  were  from  three  to  five  men  amoktiic 
all  the  time.  I  looked  for  the  card  prohibiting  it,  but  saw  none.  If  there  is  one  in  the  nam 
it  is  too  small  to  be  seen.  If  the  Commissioners  could  visit  the  stations  along  the  line  of  tbt 
Illinois  Central  they  would  doubtless  see  that  they  are  not  fit  places  for  their  wives  aad  chil- 
dren to  wait  for  delayed  trains.

Dear  Sir— I  inclose  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mrs.  McKinney,  in  which  she 
states  that  your  agent  at  Independence  must  be  mistaken  in  regard  to  his 
facts,  and  she  instances  a  similar  experience  the  first  week  in  December  and 
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the  first  week  in  March.  The  Board  has  received  information  from  various 
sources  that  the  stations  generally  on  the  line  of  your  road  in  Iowa  have  but 
one  room  for  ladies  and  gentlemen,  are  kept  in  a  slovenly  manner  and  often 
filled  with  a  crow^d  of  loafers,  whose  obscene  and  disgusting  conversation  is 
unfit  for  the  hearing  of  ladies  and  children  and  unpleasant  for  gentlemen. 
It  seems  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  public  have  a  right  to  demand  that

and  shipping  said  stock  over  the  road  of  said  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R.  Co.,  via  Cedar  Rapids  and  the 
Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  to  Chicago,  Illinois.  That  by  agreement  made  with  said 
B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R.  Co.,  through  their  station  agent  at  Clarion,  the  complainants  were  accus- 
tomed to  notify  said  company  through  their  said  agent  two  or  three  days  in  advance,  of  the 
number  of  cars  desired  by  them,  to  make  such  shipments  as  their  business  demanded ;  and 
said  company.  In  compliance  with  such  agreement,  were  accustomed  to  furnish  cars  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  notice.  That  on  the  I9th  of  February,  1881,  complainants  notified  said 
company  through  said  agent,  that  they  would  need  four  cars,  as  they  wished  to  ship  two  car 
loads  of  cattle  and  two  of  hogs  to  Chicago  on  the  23d  day  of  February,  1881,  and  requested 
said  company  to  furnish  the  necessary  cars  for  that  purpose,  and  were  assured  by  the  said 
agent  that  said  cars  would  without  doubt  be  ready  for  them  at  the  date  named.  That  rely- 
ing 4ipon  the  same,  complainants  purchased  two  car  loads  of  hogs  and  two  car  loads  of  cattle 
and  had  them  placed  in  their  yards  on  the  line  oC  said  road  at  Clarion,  ready  for  shipment ; 
but  said  company  without  just  cause  or  reasonable  excuse,  neglected,  failed,  and  refused  to 
furnish  complainants  with  said  cars  or  any  of  them,  until  the  first  day  of  March,  1881,  when  it 
delivered  at  Clarion  for  their  use  two  cars  only^  That  on  the  following  day  fMurch  2, 1881), 
being  furnished  with  two  more  cars,  they  loaded  their  hogs  into  the  siime,  and  shipped  them 
to  Chicago.    While  on  the  road  from  Cedar  Rapids  to  Chicago,  the  train  containing  said  two 
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car  loads  of  hogs  was  blockaded  in  the  snow,  and  delayed  about  five  days  beyond  the  inul 
and  ordinary  time  occupied  In  such  shipments.  That  by  reason  of  such  delay  and  exposure, 
said  hoKS  shrank  largely  in  weight,  and  the  market  price  and  value  of  such  hogs  mean- 
while depreciated  at  least  twenty  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  whereby  complainants  loet  tbe 
sum  of  about  #237.00,  as  follows  :

Dear  Sir— I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  January  20th,  enclosing  copy  of  complaint  of  MesBo. 
Way  Ss  Packard,  in  regard  to  failure  on  the  part  of  our  company  to  furnish  stock  can  at 
Clarion,  in  February,  1881.  At  this  late  day  it  is  impossible  to  recall  all  the  circumstaneei 
which  may  have  caused  the  delay  in  furnishing  the  ears  for  this  shipment,  but  it  was  doabt- 
less  owing  to  the  extreme  severity  of  the  winter,  which  occasioned  extensive  blockades, 
especially  on  that  portion  of  our  line,  making  it  impossible  to  transact  the  busincais  promptly 
or  with  any  regularity. 

It  would  seem  that  a  portion  of  the  cars  ordered  were  furnished  in  time  to  make  one  ship- 
ment safely,  but,  unfortunately,  the  second  shipment  was  delayed  one  day  longer,  which,  ii 
is  claimed,  involved  the  loss.  This  dehiy  of  the  shipment  on  the  road  occurred  at  Sterilng, 
on  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway. 

In  April,  1881,  claim  was  presented  to  our  company  for  this  loss,  and  we,  showing  a  prorapc 
movement  on  our  Hue,  referred  it  to  the  C.  &  N.  W.  Railway  Company,  by  whom  it  was  tawm- 
tigated,  and  they  declined,  under  the  circumstances,  to  allow  the  claim.  In  regard  to  tlMlr 
statement  that  similar  claims  were  allowed  by  us,  I  would  say  that  similar  claims  are  od  file 
in  our  office  as  refused  and  not  paid,  and  I  think  that  under  the  circumstanees  \te  are  < 
from  liability  for  this  claim.

Mr.  Packard  verifies  by  affidavit  the  main  facts  stated  in  the  complaint, 
though  evidently  in  some  minor  matters  his  memory  is  in  fault. 

There  are  two  causes  for  which  the  complainants  claim  damages.  First, 
the  loss  occasioned  by  the  fluctuation  of  market;  the  second,  the  shrinkage 
by  detention  at  Sterling.  As  the  losses  did  not  occur  on  the  Une  of  the  re- 
spondent, the  matter  is  reduced  to  the  simple  investigation  as  to  whether 
the  company  could,  in  the  regular  fulfillment  of  its  order,  with  justice  to  all 
applicants  for  cars,  have  supplied  them  early  enough  to  have  reached  Chi- 
cago before  the  blockade.  Neither  party  seems  to  have  any  record  that  they 
have  attempted  to  introduce  showing  the  actual  state  of  facts.  Two  of  the 
Commissioners  were  on  this  line  of  road  on  the  23d,  24th,  and  25th  days  of 
February— the  road  was  blocked  with  heavy  drifts  from  a  point  four  miles 
east  of  Dysart,  at  various  places,  th3  entire  distance  to  Clarion,  eighty-four 
and  two-thirds  miles.  The  Commi93ioners  are  informed  by  a  party  who 
was  on  the  first  passenger  train  tliat  went  through  that  the  road  was  not 
open  to  Clarion  until  March  1st.'  On  that  day  it  seems  two  cars  were  furn- 
ished Way  &  Pa3kard  and  two  on  the  following  day. 

The  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  under  these  circumstances 
which  seem  to  have  been  overlooked  by  both  parties,  the  cars  were  furnished 
as  soon  after  the  blockade  was  raised  as  could  reasonably  be  expected,  and 
therefore  find  there  is  no  good  gro  md  for  the  complaint.

Your  petitioner  shows  to  3'our  Honorable  Board  that  on  or  about  the  1st  of  August.  1883,  he 
shipped  two  cars  of  stock  from  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  to  Shelton,  Nebraslsa.  That  in  one  of 
the  cars  so  shipped  by  him  there  were  twenty-five  head  of  cattle  and  four  head  of  hones. 
That  at  the  time  he  shipped  said  stock  at  Council  BlutEB  he  had  a  conversation  with  the  agent 
of  said  company,  by  and  through  his  partner,  Wm.  L.  McKenzie,  at  which  time  he  was  as- 
sured by  said  agent  that  the  car  containing  said  cattle  and  horses  would  cost  him  twenty 
per  cent  more  for  freight  in  consequence  of  said  horses  being  in  said  car.  That  when  said 
two  cars  of  stock  reached  Shelton,  Nebraska,  and  before  he  was  allowed  to  take  the  same 
from  the  cars,  he  was  required  to  pay,  and  did.pay  to  the  agent  of  said  eompany  at  said  sta- 
tion, the  sum  of  about  •129.10.  That  upon  one  of  the  freight  bills  he  was  charged  for  one  car 
of  stock  at  940.60.  and  four  horses  •18.10,  and  upon  the  other  car  the  sum  of  forty  and  80-100 
dollars.  That  he  had  but  two  cars  of  stock  altogether,  and  that  upon  the  car  containing  the 
horses  there  were  the  charges  herein  befere  specified,  to- wit ;  the  sum  of  eighty-eight 
and  60-100  dollars,  or  thereabouts.  That  said  railway  company,  If  charging  said  car  as  a  ear 
of  horses  at  twenty  per  cent  advance  upon  cattle  rates,  should  hare  charged  thb  petitioner 
the  sum  of  forty-eight  and  60-100  dollars  only.  That  if  charged  for  cattle,  their  charges 
should  have  been  but  forty  and  60-100  dollars.  That  your  petitioner  Is  entitled  in  any  event 
to  the  return  of  forty  and  60-100  dollars  as  an  overcharge  upon  said  way  or  freight  bill  eov- 
ering  the  horses  and  cattle  which  were  in  said  car.

Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway,  and  copy  of  his  reply  to  same,  to  A.  O.  War- 
field,  agent  at  this  station.  Our  letter  to  Mr.  Utt  explains  the  whole  situation.  The  lumber 
tariff  in  use  before  January  1st  last  is  the  same  as  has  been  in  existence  for  the  past  four 
years  to  our  certain  knowledge,  and  we  think  evqr  since  the  completion  of  this  division  of 
the  road.  The  question  we  would  like  to  have  determined  by  your  Board  is  the  Justness  and 
reasonableness,  as  well  as  the  right,  of  a  railroad  corporation  to  advance  rates  in  this  man- 
ner, without  notice  to  either  its  customers  or  its  local  agent.  The  point  is  here  :  our  cus- 
tomer, Mr.  Fischer,— or  any  othei^mlght  have  sold  one  hundred  cars  of  lumber,  as  well  as 
the  three  which  he  did  sell,  on  what  he  had  a  right  to  expect  was  the  tariff  which  he  would

Dbar  Sir— Referring  to  complaint  of  Hershey  Lumber  Company  through  Railroad  Com< 
missioners  I  beg  leave  to  say  :  1st.  The  rates  in  force  on  lumber  since  January  1st,  eumnt 
month,  are  our  local  tariff,  and  are  the  same  that  prevailed  during  the  year  188S ;  any  other 
rates  named  were  by  special  arrangement.  2d.  It  is  the  custom  of  railroad  companies  doing 
freight  business  to  annul  all  special  rates  at  the  close  of  each  year,  and  renew  them  at  their 
pleasure.  In  the  mouth  of  November  I  issued  a  circular  to  all  agents,  as  Is  usual,  notifying 
them  of  the  annulment  of  all  rates  other  than  the  regular  tariff,  and  asking  them  to  famisli 
a  list  ^>t  specials  that  they  considered  should  be  renewed. 
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Mr.  Warfleld,  agent  at  Muscatine,  made  answer  giving  me  a  list  that  Included  the  lumber 
rates  from  Muscatine  indicating  that  he  had  conferred  with  Muscatine  lumber  dealers. 
Whether  Warfleld  notified  the  Hershey  Lumber  Company  or  not  does  not  seem  to  be  im- 
portant, because  the  Arm  knows  the  rule  in  force  among  lines,  including  the  C,  B.  I.  &  P., 
the  road  they  are  closely  identified  with.  8d.  We  only  make  special  rates  on  shipping  when 
it  is  necessary  to  protect  our  interests,  very  often  against  competition  of  other  lines,  and  I 
have  not  renewed  last  year's  specials,  notwithstanding  some  good  reasons  for  doing  so.  I 
have  considered  to  some  extent  the  lumber  rates  from  Muscatine  to  points  on  that  divisioR, 
and  am  inclined  to  think  renewal  unnecessary  in  some  instances.  In  the  case  of  Kinross 
I  had  concluded  to  put  in  force  nine  cents,  because  I  find  on  investigation  that  is  the  rate 
to  points  directly  south  on  the  C,  K.  I.  &  P.  K'y.  There  are  some  reasons,  however,  why 
there  should  be  no  reduction  to  this  station,  to-wit :  Marengo  is  a  point  directly  north,  and 
the  rate  on  lumber  from  the  Mississippi  river  is  ten  and  a  half  cents  per  hundred.  Again, 
the  usual  difference  on  lumber  between  Chicago  and  the  Mississippi  river  points  is  five  cents 
|}er  hundred,  and  the  rate  from  Chicago  to  Kinross  is  seventeen  cents ;  therefore  ta equal- 
ize and  not  shut  out  other  markets,  Muscatine  should  be  twelve  cents.  I  am  unable  to  find 
the  letter  from  this  office  referred  to.  - 1  have  had  several  similar  complaints,  however,  and 
have  in  each  instance  answered  that  I  was  investigating  the  matter  of  lumber  rates  from 
Muscatine,  and  would  i&sue  si)eciuls  probably  soon,  and  that  any  rate  named  should  apply  on 
all  shipments  since  January  1st.

The  railway  company  does  not  furnish  us  ears  to 
do  business.  They  are  using  almost  all  their  cars  for  company  coal,  leaving  the  balance  of 
the  mines  standing  idle  when  the  people  are  sulTering  for  fuel.  Two  years  ago  we  made 
complaints  and  the  State  Commissioners  came  here  and  heard  our  complaint,  and  the  rail- 
way company  by  their  superintendents  on  their  sworn  statements,  said  thty  had  just  got 
posse&sion  of  the  Iowa  J)i vision,  and  they  found  it  very  poorly  equipped,  and  the  ear  works 
were  all  behind  with  their  orders,  and  they  could  not  buy  cars  to  take  care  of  the  trade. 
That  was  two  years  ago.  They  have  had  plenty  of  time  to  get  cars  since  then.  Now,  the 
question  is,  under  the  law,  can  the  Commissioners  compel  them  to  furnish  us  with  cars.

Dbab  Sib— You  will  please  find  statement  of  some  of  our  coal  operators.  I  suppose  tlie 
Governor  gave  you  my  statement,  also  that  of  some  of  my  men.  If  we  can  get  any  relief  «« 
would  ask  it  at  once,  as  we  are  losing  a  great  amount  of  money,  and  our  miners  must  go  on 
the  county  or  starve.  In  some  places  our  customers  are  burning  com  to  keep  from  freeiing. 
We  are  willing  to  make  due  allowance  forbad  weather  and  a  few  days  of  snow  blockade.  The 
road  is  doing  a  big  through  busmess  and  not  paying  any  attention  to  local  points— I  meaa 
coal  points.  We  have  got  contracts  with  parties  that  must  be  filled,  and  our  bonds  up  and 
unless  we  get  cars  we -will  be  compelled  to  pay  the  bonds.  You  will  see  by  looking  up  the 
sworn  statements  of  W.  F.  Merrill  and  E.  N.  Armstrong  two  yean  ago  when  I  made  eom- 
plaint,  that  the  company  had  Just  acquired  the  road,  and  it  was  poorly  equipped,  and  all  they 
asked  was  time  to  get  in  shape.  Unless  we  get  some  relief  from  you,  our  coal  property  is  not 
worth  anything.  I  have  waited  three  years  and  have  lost  over  $5,000  on  the  promise  of  the 
railway  company  to  be  taken  care  of  the  same  as  stock,  grain  and  other  shippers,  and  it  is 
getting  worse  every  year.

DECISIOK  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  letter  of  complaint  in  the  above  entitled  cause,  forwarded  to  this  Board 
by  His  Excellency  the  Govemer,  stated  that  complainants  were  coal  miners 
at  Centerville,  and  dependent  upon  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific  Railway 
Company  for  transportation,  and  that  the  railway  company  neglected  and 
refused  to  furnish  them  cars  in  sufficient  numbers  to  ship  the  product  of 
their  mines. 

Complainants  submit  affidavits  to  support  their  charges. . 

One  of  the  Commissioners  went  to  Centerville,  and  personally  inquired 
into  the  facts  complained  of.  He  also  visited  Mr.  Dresser,  superintendent 
of  that  division  of  the  \y.,  St.  L.  &  P.  Ry. 

It  was  found  that  the  charges  against  the  railway  company  were  substan- 
tially true.  Superintendent  Dresser  admitted  that  complainants  had  not 
received  as  many  cars  as  they  asked  for,  and  perhaps  needed,  but  excused 
the  company's  failure  to  supply  them  by  referring  to  the  blockaded  condi- 
tion of  the  road,  caused  by  the  heavy  snow  storms  along  the  line,  the  scarc- 
ity of  water,  and  finally  the  scarcity  of  cars,  the  company  had  not  been  able 
to  supply  the  miners  as  it  desired,  and  as  was  for  the  interest  of  the  company 
to  do;  but  added  that  these  difficulties  were  now  somewhat  abated,  and  that 
the  company  would  be  able  to  do  better  by  complainants  in  the  future  than 
it  had  done  in  the  past,  and  thatlhe  would  make  every  exertion  to  supply 
complainants  all  the  cars  they  needed,  and  had  hox>es  of  success. 

In  answer  to  the  charge  of  discrimination  against  the  Centerville  coal  in- 
terest as  in  favor  of  the  through  traffic.  Superintendent  Dresser  made  a 
most  emphatic  denial,  saying  that  the  scarcity  of  cars  in  that  line  of  traffic 
wiis  as  great  as  anywhere,  and  that  the  difficulty  was  general  and  substan- 
tially the  same  at  all  points. 

Tho  Commissioners  urged  and  recommended  Superintendent  Dresser  to 
do  all  in  his  power  to  remove,  for  the  future,  all  grounds  of  complaint,  and 
it  is  hoped  and  believed  by  the  Commissioners  that  the  grounds  of  the  pres- 
ent complaint  are  removed,  and  that  there  will  not  be  further  cause  of  com- 
plaint in  the  future.

E.  6.  MOBOAN,  Esq.,  Secretary  Iowa  BaOroad  Commissioners: 

Dkab  Sib— Tour  favor  of  1st  instant,  stating  complaint  of  J.  A.  Breazeale,  is  received.  I 
will  say  in  reply  that  I  have  made  every  effort  to  supply  the  mines  at  Centerville  and  Tiein- 
ity  with  coal  cars,  that  I  have  partially  done  so,  and  have  inereased  the  supply  as  fist  as  I 
could  get  more.  As  the  supply  of  cars  on  tliis  division  is  limited,  I  am  obliged  to  depend  oo 
-other  divisions  for  any  additional  supply,  hut  circumstances  have  combined  to  pcevnt 
them  from  doing  much  to  help  me  out.  We  have  had  no  snow,  it  is  true,  and  have  plenty  <rf 
water  now— too  much,  in  fact.  You  are  probably  aware  that  the  bridge  over  the  Des  Moines 
river  was  carried  away  February  I6th,  cutting  us  off  on  the  east.  Our  lines  in  Illinois  have 
also  been  interrupted,  three  of  them  entirely  cut  off  by  hiich  water.  This  has  forced  Uie  bus- 
iness that  formerly  went  through  four  channels  into  one,  overcrowding  it  and  rendering  it 
impossible  to  give  proper  attention  to  mine  interests.  I  mention  these  as  reasons  why  «e 
have  not  received  an  extra  supply  of  cars  from  other  divisions.  In  spite  <^  thi«,  however,  w 
have  increased  our  stock,  and  now  have  fully  one-third  more  cars  than  we  had  at  the  time 
of  Mr.  Anderson's  visit.  Mines  aie  better  supplied  now,  and  I  think  you  will  find  upon  in- 
quiry that  the  mine  operators  generally  have  no  complaints  to  make,  although  they  may  not 
get  quite  as  many  cars  as  they  think  they  should  have.  As  for  Breazeale,  I  don*t  think  say- 
thing  would  satisfy  him.  If  he  had  all  the  cars  he  wanted,  he  would  find  some  ground  for 
-complaint  He  seeks  to  attract  attention  by  making  a  noise ;  he  has  found  tliat  his  baiklac 
attracts  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners,  and  he  wiU  probably  keep  it  up  whether  lie  has 
any  cause  for  it  or  not. 

I  will  say  in  conclusion,  that  I  am  working  earnestly  to  remove  any  cause  for  eomplaint  in 

the  matter  of  the  supply  of  coal  cars.    You  cannot  expect  too  much  to  be  done  in  three  wveks 

under  adverse  circumstances,  and  it  is  less  than  one  week  since  I  received  your  letter  givhig 

the  decision  of  the  Commissioners  which  gave  me  an  intimation  of  what  was  expected.  I 

^ think  I  can  satisfy  the  Commissioners  that  I  will  do  as  I  promised.

We,  tbe  undersigned  citizens  of  Gilmore.  located  on  the  extension  of  the  Des  Moines  &  Ft. 
Dodge  Railroad,  would  respectfully  say  that  we  have  had  no  train  on  said  railroad  since 
January  18, 1883,  and  we  are  nearly  out  of  coal  and  not  more  than  five  hundred  pounds  of 
flour  in  town  and  other  provisions  proportionately  low.  That  we  depend  upon  said  railroad 
f  >r  our  supplies.  That  unless  we  have  relief  soon  we  shall  suffer  for  the  necessaries  of  life 
Now  we  sincerely  pray  that  you  cause  the  said  extension  of  the  Des  Moines  &  Ft.  Dodge 
Railroad  running  from  Tara  Junction  north  to  Ruthven  to  be  opened  at  once,  and  thereby 
relieve  the  people  of  the  following  towns  ;  Clare,  Gilmore,  Rolfe,  Plover,  Mallard,  Curlew^ 
Ayrshire  and  Ruthven,  making  flfty-seven  and  eight-tenths  miles  of  railroad.

Dear  Sir— The  communication  of  E.  P.  Jackson  and  twenty-eight  others,, 
residents  of  the  town  of  Gilmore  and  viciiiity,  was  duly  received.  The 
Commissioners  learn  from  Mr.  Gilmore,  superintendent  of  the  Des  Moines. 
&  Fort  Dodge  Railroad,  that  the  road  was  closed  by  the  storm  on  the  eight- 
eenth of  January  and  opened  on  the  twenty-eighth.  •  That  owing  to  the  in- 
tensity of  the  cold  it  was  impracticable  to  open  it  earlier.  He  thinks  the 
storm  of  to-day  will  probably  again  block  them,  but  if  the  weather  remains, 
mild  the  detention  will  not  be  serious.  The  two  items  in  the  complamt  are 
scarcity  of  flour  and  coal.  The  supply  of  the  former  he  has  no  means  of  de- 
termining; of  the  latterlie  thinks  there  must  be  some  mistake,  or  there  has 
been  a  serious  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  dealers  in  laying  in  supplies.  His- 
road  has  had,  since  the  first  of  September,  cars  enough,  of  sixteen  tons  to 
the  car,  and  motive  power  sufficient,  to  put  two  car  loads,  or  thirty-two  tons, 
of  coal,  into  every  station  on  his  road  every  day  from  that  date  imtil  the 
blockade  of  January  18th  (this  includes  the  usual  time  consumed  in  loading 
and  unloading  the  cars).  Fully  three-quarters  of  his  coal  cars  have,  during 
that  time,  been  in  the  service  of  other  railroad  companies,  simply  because 
there  was  no  demand  for  th^m  on  his  line.  He  has  supplied  all  demands 
with  one-fourth  of  his  coal  equipment.  This  fall  the  people  of  Gilmore  and 
vicinity  have  obtained  most  of  their  coal  by  hauling  it  in  wagons  from 
Humboldt.  The  Bailroad  Commissioners  for  the  last  two  years  have  in  the 
early  fall  issued  circulars  urging  the  importance  of  laying  in  supplies  at  all 
stations  in  northwestern  Iowa  in  anticipation  of  such  storms  as  this  which 
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often  blockade  the  railroads  during  the  winter.  These  circulars  have  been 
copied  into  the  newspapers  and  the  subject  has  been  generally  discussed. 
Under  the  circumstances  it  is  hardly  fair  to  throw  the  blame  of  a  scarcity  of 
coal  on  the  carrier,  when  ordinary  forethought  on  the  part  of  the  dealer  or 
consumer  could  have  prevented  it.  Mr.  Gilmore  will  use  due  diligence  to 
keep  his  road  open.  It  is  probable  that  the  same  effort  and  exposure  that 
his  men  are  subjected  to  in  opening  the  road,  might  bring  in  supplies  from 
other  points,  if  the  case  is  as  serious  as  represented.  The  distance  from 
Fort  Dodge  is  not  more  than  twenty  miles,  or  the  coal  banks  twenty-five.

Dear  Sir— As  you  have  been  one  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for  Iowa.  I  write  for  in- 
formation. I  had  a  flock  of  one  hundred  and  twelve  sheep  shipped  from  Toledo,  Tuitt 
county,  to  Bradgate,  Humboldt  county,  via  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway.  It  was  not 
thought  necessary  for  any  one  to  come  with  the  sheep,  the  distance  being  so  short  When  I 
took  them  from  the  car  at  Bradgate  I  found  fifteen  dead  and  four  or  five  more  badly  crippM, 
entailing  a  loss  of  over  f  lOO.  The  car  was  not  run  properly  up  to  the  shute.  The  agent  refused 
to  help  me  move  the  car  or  even  to  allow  the  dead  sheep  to  remain  on  the  grounds  over 
night,  as  the  train  was  five  hours  late,  and  the  weather  intensely  cold.  The  "impodeut 
officiousness"  of  the  agent  caused  me  a  deal  of  trouble  and  inconvenience.  I  wish  to  learn 
whether  I  can  obtain  redress  through  the  Railroad  Commission.  If  so,  please  infonn  ice 
where  to  write,  or  whether  I  must  look  for  satisfactioif  by  going  to  law.  Hoping  to  hear  from

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The  above  letter  was  forwarded  to  the  Board  from  Washington,  D.  C,  by 
Mr.  Carpenter,  and  was  immediately  sent  to  Marvin  Hughitt,  general  man- 
ager Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway ,  who  replied  as  follows:

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commisslonere  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

DiSAB  SiBS— I  have  investigated  the  matter  complained  of  by  Mr.  John  Nickson,  and  cov- 
ered by  your  communication  of  the  fifth  instant,  and  now  think  I  may  confidently  assert  that 
he  has  no  Just  ground  of  complaint.  The  car  containing  Mr.  Nickson's  sheep  was  left  in  the 
proper  place  for  unloading.  He  stated  at  the  time  that  tlie  man  of  whom  he  bought  the 
sheep  agreed  to  send  a  man  in  charge  of  them,  but  had  neglected  to  do  so,  and  that  as  he  had 
paid  in  advance  for  the  sheep,  he  probably  would  not  be  able  to  obtain  satisfaction  for  the 
dead  sheep  from  the  seller.  Our  agent  at  Bradgate  gave  Mr.  Nickson  all  necessary  assist- 
ance, an4  would  willingly  have  given  him  permission  to  leave  the  dead  sheep  on  our  grounds 
over  night  if  he  had  asked  for  it,  which  he  did  not  do.  The  loss  of  the  sheep,  which  is  the 
Important  point  in  this  complaint,  this  company  is  in  no  wise  responsible  for ;  and  I  believe 
the  actions  of  our  employes  at  Bradgate  have  been  by  Mr.  Nickson  either  greatly  misunder- 
stood or  misrepresented.  Assuring  you  of  our  constant  endeavor  to  promote  the  mutual  in- 
terests of  the  public  and  of  this  company  as  a  common  carrier,  I  remain

This  letter  was  forwarded  to  Mr.  Nickson,  on  February  27th,  of  which  he 
was  notified  on  March  29th,  and  again  on  April  20th,  to  which  on  April  26th, 
he  replied  as  follows: 

Wacou8t.\,  Iowa,  April  28, 1883. 

E.  G.  MOKGAN,  Des  Moines,  Iowa: 

Dear  Sir— Id  answer  to  your  favor  of  March  29th,  I  beg  to  state  that  immediately  uimhi 
receipt  of  your  communication  of  February  27tli,  I  replied  to  it  at  once  and  answered  all 
your  Inquiries  fully,  but  it  seems  you  never  received  my  letter.  I  assure  you  that  Mr.  Hughitt 
has  been  misinformed  in  regard  to  the  truth  of  the  whole  matter.  He  says  that  I  told  some 
one,  does  not  mention  who,  that  the  party  I  bought  the  sheep  of  agreed  to  send  a  man  with 
the  sheep.  So  far  true  ;  but  when  the  sheep  were  shipped  at  Toledo  the  agent  assured  him 
that  they  would  go  through  all  right,  a  distance  of  only  one  hundred  and  forty  miles.  I  have 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  sheep  came  four-fifths  of  the  distance  all  right,  but  they 
started  out  from  Eagle  Grove  with  a  defective  engine.  They  were  bothered  a  good  deal. 
Finally,  unable  to  get  through  with  the  broken  engine,  tliey  switched  off  at  Thor,  eight  miles 
west  of  Eagle  Grove,  and  had  to  go  back  to  Eagle  Grove  for  another  engine.  The  train  was 
five  hours  late  at  Bradgate.  I  think  most  of  the  time  was  lost  between  Eagle  Grove  and 
Dakota,  a  distance  of  sixteen  miles.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  my  sheep  were 
killed  with  the  jostling  they  received  In  trying  to  make  headway  with  the  broken  engine,  as 
they  were  all  piled  up  in  front  end  of  car.  When  I  came  to  unload  them  they  were  all  warm  ; 
had  they  been  killed  in  early  part  of  transit  they  would  have  been  cold.  I  went  to  Dakota, 
thirteen  miles  east  of  Brodgate  and  met  the  train.  I  saw  that  the  sheep  had  been  very 
roughly  used.  I  asked  the  conductor  why  they  had  not  been  taken  better  care  of.  His  reply 
was.  that  he  "  would  not  touch  them  for  the  worid."  Mr.  Hughitt  makes  another  statement 
that  is  entirely  false.  I  never  said  I  paid  the  man  of  whom  I  bought  the  sheep  in  advance 
and  consequently  I  could  hope  for  no  redress  from  him.  I  did  not  pay  for  the  sheep  for  over 
a  month  after  I  got  them.  If  I  get  any  redress  I  get  it  from  the  railroad  company.  They 
alone  are  responsible  for  my  loss  and  from  them  I  expect  to  be  reimbursed  if  I  get  Justice. 
Had  it  not  boen  for  the  broken  engine  I  believe  my  sheep  would  h:ive  come  through  without 
the  loss  of  a  single  one.    The  eiir  wjts  switched  off  at  Bradgate.  hut  was  not  left  with  door 
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opposite  runway.  I  could  only  get  them  out  by  one  and  two,  taking  me  three  times  as  long 
as  if  car  had  been  left  in  proper  place.  There  was  no  pinch  bar.  I  sent  twice  for  agent  but 
he  did  not  come  down  till  I  had  sheep  unloaded.  The  day  was  one  of  the  most  intensely  cold 
of  last  winter.  I  asked  the  privilege  of  leaving  the  dead  sheep  in  car  over  night  as  I  had 
six  miles  to  drive  sheep,  and  it  was  getting  late.  He  (the  agent),  would  not  grant  my  re- 
quest ;  he  was  captious,  insulting,  officious  and  anything  but  the  gentleman.  So  I  was  com- 
pelled to  hire  a  sled,  haul  carcasses  away  and  lose  them  ;  had  to  leave  some  of  them  nn- 
skinned.  I  found  fifteen  dead,  three  more  have  died  since,  two  more  cripples  and  many 
more  hurt,  more  or  less,  entailing  a  very  serious  loss  on  me  in  my  transaction.  I  think  in  all 
Justice  and  honor,  that  the  company  should  pay  for  at  least  the  sheep  they  killed.  I  ask 
nothing  but  a  righteous  verdict  from  your  Honorable  Board.  I  can  qualify  by  affidavit  from 
several  witnesses  every  statement  I  have  made.  I  will  cheerfully  answer  all  future  inquiries ; 
pressure  of  farm  work  and  other  business  prevented  me  from  replying  earlier.  I  rest  my 
case  in  your  hands,  fully  believing  you  will  do  what  you  conceive  to  be  right.

P.  S.— The  inclosed  card  will  explain  itself.  While  shipping  cattle  from  Wisconsin  to  FL 
Dodge  via  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  I  lost  a  very  nice  heifer,  valued  as  yon  will  see  per  card 
at  918.00,  but  worth  to  me  $40.  The  heifer  was  lost  by  a  car  door  breaking  and  she  nas 
crowded  through.  Mr.  Wright,  the  ageiit  at  Ft.  Dodge  at  that  time,  was  instnicted  to  pay 
me  98.00,  but  I  would  not  accept  it  Mr.  Wright  thought  I  should  get  it  all,  but  he  moved 
away.  I  live  forty  miles  from  Ft  Dodge,  so  I  could  never  get  my  claim  settled.  Tou  will  see 
my  claim  is  a  legal  one.    Please  do  the  best  you  can  for  me.

Dear  Sir— In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  John  Nickson,  Humboldt 
county,  Iowa,  claiming  damage  of  your  company  for  injury  to  sheep  while 
in  transit  from  Toledo  to  Bradgate,  on  the  third  day  of  January  last. 

The  Commissioners  find  from  evidence  presented  to  one  of  their  number 
who  went  to  the  farms  of  Mr.  Nickson  and  Mr.  Withington  (the  shipper), 
also  to  Eagle  Grove,  the  following  facts:    Tlie  sheep  came  from  Toledo  to 
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Eagle  Grove,  one  hundred  miles,  on  the  night  of  the  second,  and  were  all 
right  at  Eagle  Grove.'  The  record  of  the  movement  of  trains  and  engines  at 
this  station  show  that  the  train  was  some  five  hours  late  in  reaching  Da- 
kota, seventeen  miles  west.  A  defective  engine  necessitated  the  side-track- 
ing of  the  train  at  Thor,  and  another  engine  was  sent  out  from  Eagle  Grove. 
When  the  train  reached  Dakota,  Mr.  Nickson  met  it  and  found  fifteen 
dead  sheep  in  the  forward  part  of  the  car,  and  several  more  hadly  injured. 
Mr.  Nickson  claims  that  twenty-two  sheep  in  all  have  died  from  the  injuries 
then  received,  and  two  others  are  crippled.  Have  you  any  testimony  you 
wish  to  offer  the  Commissioners  in  explanation  of  how  the  sheep  could  be 
injured  between  Eagle  Grove  and  Dakota,  a  distance  of  seventeen  miles,  as 
by  the  testimony  of  your  own  men  they  were  all  right  at  Eagle  Grove,  after 
coming  a  hundred  miles  in  the  night.

Mt  Dbab  Sir— I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  20th  ultimo,  respecting  the  claim  made 
by  Mr.  John  Nickson,  of  Humboldt  county,  Iowa,  that  out  of  a  carload  of  sheep  shipped  from 
Toledo,  Iowa,  and  consigned  to  him  at  Bradgate,  no  less  than  fifteen  sheep  were  killed  out- 
right, and,  from  the  effects  of  Injuries  received,  seven  afterwards  died ;  maUDg  a  total  of 
twenty-two  sheep,  for  which  Mr.  Nickson  claims  damages  of  this  company. 

I  have  carefully  Investigated  this  matter,  with  this  result.  As  you  state  in  your  letter,  the 
car  in  which  the  sheep  were  loaded  arrived  at  Eagle  Grove  on  time,  but  two  hours  were  un- 
avoidably lost  at  that  place  in  making  up  the  train  for  the  west.  The  temperature  had,  dur- 
ing the  Bight,  fallen  to  twenty-two  degrees  below  zero.  The  sheep  were  apparently  in  good 
condition  on  leaving  Eagle  Grove.  Between  that  place  and  Thor,  the  train  was  caught  in  a 
snow  drift,  and  one  hour's  time  was  lost  in  reaching  Thor,  at  which  place  the  engine  broke  a 
pnmp  plunger,  owing  to  the  extr*)me  cold,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  send  to  Eagle  Grove 
for  another  engine.  This  delayed  the  train  two  hours  more  :  it  reached  Bradgate  five  hours 
late,  as  you  have  stated.  Ail  of  these  delays  were  entirely  unavoidable ;  as  I  have  said,  the 
weather  was  extremely  cold,  and,  under  such  conditions,  railway  transportation  is  rendered 
difficult. 

On  the  aiTlvai  of  the  train  at  BiiPgate  it  was  found  that,  in  order  to  protect  themselves 
from  the  severity  of  the  weather,  the  sheep  had  huddled  together  at  one  end  of  the  oar,  and 
many  were  trampled  upon  by  the  others,  and,  in  this  manner,  killed. 

Instead  of  allowing  the  uninjured  sheep  to  rest  comfortably  over  night,  under  shelter  near 
the  station,  as  I  am  informed  he  was  given  permission  to  do  by  a  farmer  living  in  the  vlelnity, 
Mr  Nickson  insisted  upon  driving  his  stock  a  distance  of  five  miles,  to  his  home.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  the  remaining  seven  sheep,  which  he  claims  died  from  the  effects  of  injuries  re- 
ceived while  in  transit,  really  died  from  the  exposure  to  which  he  subjected  them  that  night. 
The  evidence,  as  I  interpret  it,  clearly  shows  that  it  was  not  the  fault  of  the  company  that 
the  sheep  were  killed.  The  unfavorable  conditions  of  the  weather  then  existing,  combined 
v^th  Mr.  Nickson's  mismanagement,  will,  I  think,  fully  explain  the  loss  of  which  he  com- 
plains.

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BECISION  OF  THE  COMXISSIONBBS. 

In  January  of  this  year  Mr.  John  Nickson  shipped  by  the  Chicago  A 
Northwestern  Bailway,  from  Toledo,  Tama  oonnty,  to  Bradgate,  in  Hum- 
boldt comity,  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  miles,  in  one  car,  one 
hundred  and  twelve  sheep.  The  sheep  were  a  very  small  breed,  and  it  is  not 
claimed  they  were  overloaded  in  the  car. 

Mr.  Nickson  makes  complaint  of  the  company's  negligence  in  transporting 
these  sheep,  by  reason  of  which  fifteen  sheep  died  outright  in  the  car  and 
seven  others  afterwards  from  the  injuries  there  received.  It  is  also  con- 
ceded that  the  sheep  were  in  apparent  good  order  when  received  by  the  com- 
pany. 

It  is  also  agreed  that  the  sheep  were  apparently  in  the  same  condition  at 
Eagle  Grove,  which  was  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  distance  the  sheep 
were  to  be  carried. 

Mr.  Nickson  went  out  from  Bradgate  to  Dakota,  thirteen  miles,  to  meet 
the  sheep,  and  found  them  in  bad  condition;  and  states  that,  from  the 
warmth  of  the  dead  sheep,  the  injury  had  been  recent,  and  done  between 
Eagle  Grove  and  Dakota,  a  distance  of  sixteen  miles. 

Mr.  Nickson  alleges  that  from  Ei^le  Grove  a  defective  engine  was  started 
out  with  the  train,  which  gave  great  bother  and  caused  great  delay,  and 
that  finally  at  Thor,  eight  miles  west  of  Eagle  Grove,  the  company's  agents 
switched  the  train  out  and  went  back  to  get  another  engine;  and  that  be 
^'  believes  that  his  sheep  were  killed  with  the  jostling  they  received  in  tid- 
ing to  make  headway  with  the  broken  engine.'* 

One  thing  from  all  these  statements,  including  Mr.  Marvin  Hughitt's^ 
seems  clear,  and  that  is  that  the  trouble  with  the  engine  and  the  train,  and 
the  injury  to  the  sheep,  occurred  at  the  same  time  and  place. 

The  whole  distance  to  be  traveled  was  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  miles. 
The  train  reached  Eagle  Grove,  a  distance  of  over  one  hundred  miles,  on 
time,  when  ''  the  sheep,''  says  Mr.  Hughitt,  "  were  apparently  in  good  con- 
dition." 

Between  this  point  and  Bradgate,  a  distance  of  about  thirty  miles,  Mr. 
Hughitt  says  the  train  lost  five  hours  time;  and  between  Eagle  Grove  and 
Dakota,  a  distance  of  sixteen  miles,  the  sheep,  says  Mr.  Nickson,  received 
their  injuries.  There  is  no  controversy  as  to  the  extent  of  the  injury  to  or 
value  of  the  sheep. 

But,  says  Mr.  Hughitt, ''  the  evidence,  as  I  interpret  it,  clearly  shows  that 
it  was  not  the  fault  of  the  company  that  the  sheep  were  killed." 

But  on  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  facts  in  this  case  we  cannot  see  it 
in  that  light.  The  evidence  shows  that  so  long  as  the  train  was  properly 
managed  the  sheep  were  well  behaved. 

We  see  nothing  to  excuse  the  company  from  liability  as  a  common  car- 
rier,  unless  there  be  some  1^^  excuse  for  its  apparent  neglect,  and  this  we 
do  not  find. 

Of  course,  as  our  duties  are  rather  for  the  prevention  of  future  wrongs 
than  looking  to  the  redress  of  those  in  the  past,  we  can  only  say  that  we 
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believe  the  company  liable  in  this  case,  and  recommend  that  it  pay  Mr.  Nick- 
son  for  his  sheep.

Drar  Sib— November  iith,  1882,  I  arrived  at  Nora  Junction  too  late  for  the  paRsenfrer 
train  going  south  on  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway.  I  was  on  m>  way 
from  Charles  City  to  Marble  Rock.  Business  was  to  obtain  a  witness  required  that  1  could 
get  citizen  papers  at  the  District  Court  held  at  Charles  City,  Monday,  the  13th,  for  tlie  pur- 
pose of  proving  up  on  land  in  Dakota.  I  found  at  Nora  Junction  that  there  would  be  no 
passenger  train  till  Monday.  There  were  also  two  grand  Jurymen  with  me,  H.  Loosee  and 
Sam.  Rex.  Some  time  after  dark  a  freight  train  stopped  about  eighty  or  a  hundred  rods 
north  of  the  station,  and  we  went  to  see  if  we  could  not  ride  to  Marble  Rock.  We  asked  tlie 
engineer  if  he  thought  we  could  ride  and  he  said  he  did  not  know,  we  could  ask  the  con- 
ductor. We  went  on  and  found  the  conductor  and  brakeman,  busy  with  an  axle  that  was 
heating.  Just  then  two  passengers  came  past  and  we  concluded  it  was  all  right  and  went  on 
to  the  way  car.  When  the  train  started  the  conductor  came  in  and  told  us  he  did  not  carry 
passengers  and  to  get  off.  We  said  we  met  two  passengers,  and  that  we  were  ready  to  pay 
our  fare.  He  said  thase  passengers  had  passes,  and  that  he  could  not  take  us.  We  got  up  to 
get  off,  but  the  train  was  going  fast  and  he  only  let  one  get  off,  and  said  he  would  stop  the 
train  and  for  us  to  be  ready  and  get  off  when  the  train  stopped.  I  stepped  off  and  went 
headlong  through  the  air,  struck  something,  and  then  through  the  air,  and  struck  on  a  wagon 
road.  The  other  man  was  hanging  by  his  arms  when  he  heard  me  make  a  noise,  and  hauled 
himself  on  again.  The  conductor  went  back  to  the  Junction  and  got  the  other  man,  and 
they  carried  me  up  into  the  way  car  and  took  me  on  to  Marble  Rock.  The  doctor  found  no 
bones  broken,  but  a  badly  damaged  leg.  I  have  got  back  here  and  can  get  around  a  little 
now.  One  of  the  men,  Sam  Rex,  went  to  the  place  the  Wednesday  following,  and  found  I 
had  fallen  twenty-eight  feet  from  a  trestle-work  over  a  ravine  some  one  hundred  rods  from 
the  station.  The  conductor  said  he  knew  where  he  was  and  was  coming  to  tell  us  not  to  get 
off  till  they  started  up  a  little  ways.  I  told  the  conductor  I  did  not  blame  him,  but  ou  my 
return  home  and  seeing  the  distance  he  had  taken  us  I  changed  my  mind  very  much.  Also 
my  Injuries  are  more  severe  than  I  thought.  I  can  barely  get  areund,  and  do  a  little  by  u»ing 
a  cane,  and  some  days  I  cannot  do  anything.  I  do  not  know  anything  about  railroad  law, 
and  s(>eing  a  report  in  the  EUgisUr  from  you  as  a  Railroad  Commissioner,  I  thought  I  would 
ask  you  if  I  was  entitled  to  damages  from  the  railroad  company,  and  how  to  go  about  it  to 
get  it,  and  perhaps  you  would  find  time  to  send  me  an  answer.  Damages  for  the  piUn  and 
suffering  all  the  railroad  companies  in  the  United  States  could  not  pay  me  ;  but  if  I  could  get 
enough  to  pay  my  expenses  and  doctor  bills,  and  for  time  lost  and  will  be  likely  to  lose,  it 

would  help  me  very  much.

Dbab  8iRr-Tbe  State  Univenity  has  a  contract  with  the  Muscatfne  Mining  and  Coal  Com- 
pany, by  which  that  company  agrees  to  tarnish  the  University  all  the  good,  clean,  lump  coal 
required;  at  91.65  per  ton  on  the  cars  at  the  mine,  at  What  Cheer,  Iowa.  We  require  a  little 
over  two  oar  loads  per  week.  We  received  the  coal  promptly  and  well,  in  accordance  with 
contract,  for  some  time,  but  when  the  severe  weather  set  in,  the  coal  company  failed  to  sup- 
ply us,  and  gave  as  a  reason  that  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  Compa:iy 
claimed  the  right  to  take  ali  the  lump  coal  for  themselves,  and  would  not,  or  did  not,  furnish 
cars  for  the  coal  company  to  ship  us  the  coal  required,  and  hence  they  could  not  do  it.  A 
fair  sample  of  the  company's  excuses  and  letters  is  shown  In  the  enclosed  letter  of  the  coal 
company's  agent,  Mr.  Witter. 

Mr.  Ives,  Superintendent  of  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  Railway,  was  very  clever  with  the  Univer- 
sity, and  gave  us  two  car  loads  of  coal,  to  prevent  the  school  from  stopping,  and  in  sucli  case 
is  willing  to  give  more  coal  from  the  company  cars  at  t2.l2^  per  ton  at  the  mines.  Now, 
the  point  is  here  :  We  can  have  coal  at  tl.65  at  the  mines  under  our  contract,  while,  by  the 
favor  of  Mr.  Ives,  It  costs  92.12^  at  the  mines,  or,  by  the  management  of  the  railroad,  our  coal 
costs  us,  per  car  of  twenty  tons,  $9.60  more  than  contract  price.  Now,  at  two  cars  per  week, 
we  are  out  919.00,  or  at  the  rate  of  976  per  month,  and  we  are  no  better  off.  We  bought  coal 
of  the  agents  here  at  even  much  worse  figures. 

Could  not  your  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  or  yourself  personally,  request  Mr.  Ives 
to  order  cars,  so  we  cai)  get  the  benefit  of  the  contract,  or  give  us  coal  at  our  contract  price? 
As  I  think  this  is  in  the  line  of  your  official  duty,  I  ask  your  assistance.

582  ADJUSTMENT  OF  COMPLAINTS.

Dbar  Sib— In  reply  to  yours  of  February  22d,  containing  copy  of  complaint  of  Mr.  W.  J. 
Haddock,  Secretary  Iowa  State  University,  would  say,  that  the  gist  of  his  complaint  seemi 
to  be  that  he  is  compelled  to  pay  more  for  the  coal  furnished  hiiu  by  our  company,  than  bis 
contract  with  the  coal  company  requires.  It  would  seem  that  he  was  a  little  hasty  in  enter- 
ing this  complaint  before  the  Commissioners,  he  not  haying  paid  anything  for  the  coal,  lod 
orderH  liaving  been  given  that  the  price  should  be  made  the  same  for  the  University  as  their 
contract  called  for.  As  to  the  matter  of  not  being  able  to  furnish  the  coal  pramptly.  I  havs 
only  to  say,  that  the  extraordinary  severe  winter  is  ample  excuse  for  any  tntemption  of 
business.  The  facts  are  that  we  were  unable  to  move  coal  enough  from  the  mines  at  What 
Cheer  to  keep  our  trains  running,  and,  at  times,  not  even  able  to  do  that,  and  had  to  take 
coal  shipped  to  private  parties,  wherever  it  might  be  found  along  the  line,  ami  wMek  we 
have  been  replacing  as  fast  as  possible,  since  the  embargo  was  raised.  It  would  seem  to  be 
a  matter  of  prudence  for  a  State  institution  to  set  a  better  example  to  the  coal  consomen  of 
the  State,  and  lay  in  a  reasonable  stock,  so  as  not'to  be  left  in  danger  of  having  to  close  the 
school,  for  want  of  sofflcient  ooal  to  warm  the  buildings,  when»  as  any  prudent  person  should 
know,  storms  and  floods  may,  at  any  time,  cut  off  the  supply.

Kind  Sir— Having  been  unable  to  obtain  cars  to  ship  corn  on  account  of  a  monopoly  that 
exists  here  in  the  shape  of  an  elevator  who  appear  to  have  a  corner  on  cars  and  hiw  been  the 
cause  of  driving  others,  as  well  as  ourselves,  out  of  the  market  as  regards  com.  We  have 
com  on  hand,  taken  on  debt,  that  we  wanted  to  move  for  over  a  month,  in  order  to  get  our 
money  out  of  it.  The  rallioad  company  refused  to  furnish  cars  as  long  as  the  elevator  can 
UM  all  they  send,  and  they  appear  to  be  particular  not  to  send  any  more  than  the  ele- 
vator can  use.  Have  they  the  right  to  discriminate  against  outside  parties  in  favor  of  ele* 
yators?  It  has  been  the  cause  of  keeping  com  from  three  to  seven  cents  lower  than  at  other 
competing  points,  and  has  been  a  great  damage  to  the  town.

Dear  Sir— I  duly  received  yours  of  February  22d,  containing  a  copy  of  a  complaint  m:ide 
by  L.  W.  Bussell  &  Co.,  of  Sliver  City.  I  have  fairly  Investigated  the  matter,  and  I  And  ihere 
is  not  a  single  word  of  truth  in  the  statements  of  Bossell  ft  Co.,  or  perhaps  It  would  be  bet* 
ter  to  tell  you  that  they  have  attempted  to  deceive  the  Board.  L.  W.  BusseU  ft  Co.  are  not 
gnin  buyers,  but  merchants ;  they  have  taken  in  some  com  on  a  debt ;  and  when  they  state 
to  you  that  there  is  a  **  monopoly  "  at  Silver  City  in  the  shape  of  an  elevator,  **  who  appear 
to  have  a  comer  on  cars,"  they  deliberately  He  ;  and  when  they  state,  as  they  did  In  their 
letter  to  you,  that  the  railroad  company  "  r^uM8  "  to  furnish  cars  to  take  away  their  com, 
they  make  a  statement  which  is  not  in  any  sense  true. 
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During  the  month  of  February  the  Wabash  road,  which  nms  in  six  diOereot  Stat».  hM 
either  been  under  snow,  ice  or  water.  In  some  of  the  States,  neariy  all  the  time.  We  hare 
had  many  bridges  washed  away,  and  it  has  been  impossible  for  as  to  handle  our  eais  with 
any  sertainty  or  promptitude.  Nothing  would  have  pleased  as  so  mneh  had  we  been  able  to 
give  our  Omaha  branch  flYe  times  as  many  cars  as  we  had  at  our  dlsposaL  There  has*  been 
no  refuaal  on  the  part  of  the  road  to  furnish  ears,  but  there  has  been  an  mabUih/  to  foraish 
them  as  promptly  at  Silver  City,  and  every  other  station,  as  we  woold  hare  done  under  or- 
dinary condition  of  weather. 

As  to  the  monopoly  In  the  shape  of  an  elevator :  I  do  not  know  who  owns  it ;  bot  men 
who  handle  grain  at  that  place,  and  who  load  it  Into  cars  from  wagons,  have  had  nesriy 
twice  as  many  cars  furnished  them  during  the  months  of  January  and  February  as  the  ele- 
vator had  ;  the  order  being  to  divide  the  cars  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  grain  on  hand 
by  the  different  parties.  I  could  send  you  a  large  amount  of  correspondence,  incladlng  the 
daily  orders  for  cars,  if  you  desire  to  see  it ;  but  my  object  in  writing  is  simply  to  deny  the 
Statements  made  to  you  by  Bussell  &  Co.

Dkab  Sib— The  facts  in  this  matter  are  that  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Com- 
pany admit  the  receipt  of  ttUs  case  of  canned  goods  at  their  »tatlon  in  Chicago,  and  report 
it  as  shipped  in  car  No.  1237,  with  other  freight,  consigned  to  the  same  party  at  Whiting  Sta- 
tion. This  freight  with  other  for  local  stations  on  our  road  between  Missouri  Valley  and 
8ioax  City,  was  all  billed  through  on  through  way  bills.  The  car  was  received  by  us  at  Mis- 
souri Valley,  on  April  8, 1832,  with  all  doors  properly  sealed  with  Chicago  seals,  and  so  for- 
warded the  same  day  by  our  train  to  Sioux  City,  without  opening  the  car  or  checking  the 
freight  at  Missouri  Valley  at  all.  This  car  was  opened  and  freight  taken  therefrom  at  four 
stations  before  reaching  Whiting,  it  being  re-sealed  each  time.  When  the  goods  were  mi- 
loaded  at  Whiting,  this  case  of  canned  goods  was  not  found.  Search  was  made  for  it  when 
the  car  was  again  opened  at  Sloan,  and  again  at  Sioux  City  on  arrival  there.  Examinations 
of  freight  unloaded  at  the  stations  between  Missouri  Valley  and  Whiting  failed  to  find  It. 
We  sent  tracers  to  every  station  on  the  line  of  our  road  so  that  if  by  mistake  the  Northwest- 
em  Company  had  put  it  in  some  other  ear  coming  to  us  It  might  be  found,  but  without  any 
result.  Under  these  circumstances  we  offered  to  pay  our  share  of  the  loss  .based  on  the  di- 
Yision  of  earning  between  us  and  the  C.  &  N.  R'y  Co.,  treating  the  matter  as  what  is  known 
as  "  concealed  loss."  The  C.  &  N.  W.  Co.  declined  this  proposition.  I  suppose  it  will  be  fair 
that  that  company  give  their  reasons  for  making  such  declination,  and  can  only  say  that 
after  hearing  from  the  C.  &  N.  W.,  should  your  Board  entertain  the  idea  that  we  should  be 
held  responsible  for  any  more  than  our  proportion  as  above,  I  should  like  to  be  beard  again 
in  this  matter.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners: 

Gehtlkmen— I  am  in  the  grain  business,  and  we  want  about  two  cars  of  com  a  week,  reg- 
ularly, to  sell  to  the  farmers  to  feed  their  stock.  I  have  been  trying  to  supply  them  for  the 
last  four  months,  but  have  been  d<^ing  it  at  a  great  disadvantage.  Some  times  we  have  to 
wait  ten  to  fifteen  days  to  get  cars  to  put  our  com  in  ;  then  we  have  to  wait  from  five  to 
twenty-five  da]rs  for  the  com  after  it  is  loaded  before  it  arrives  here  from  Riverton,  Hillsdale 
or  Emerson.  Now,  is  there  no  remedy  for  such  delays?  If  not,  I  want  to  change  my  business, 
for  I  am  doing  it  at  a  loss.  I  am  disappointed  in  not  getting  the  com  and  of  course  I  have  to 
disappoint  the  farmers.    Sometimes  the  company  side  track  the  grain  and  it  will  lie  there 
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ten  to  flfteen  days  In  one  place,  amd  if  I  write  for  the  nilraaii  acnt  m  hmt,  'a  vp.  tkry  v- 
DcA  answer  me.  as  much  as  to  ulj,  it  is  none  of  mj  batfaess.    I  ka««  becA  viidif  fv  rar» 
now  for  orer  two  weeiu  at  Bixerton  to  put  eon  tn,  aad  hsTe  ber«  wailtac  tea  ts  tvc^e  4st« 
for  two  cam  that  I  shipped  from  Birefton  ten  or  twelTe  dafs  aea.    IviD  send  y<BaaBmf«>i- 
pense  MIIji  whieh  show  the  days  the  eom  was  shipped  and  tke  daji  k  caae  in  hoe.

As  very  nnfavorable  conditions  for  speedy  traiisportaticm,  I  woold  call  yoor  attcntioo  to 
the  fact  that  the  two  of  these  cars  delayed  were  loaded  npon  a  tManeh  line ;  were  bOM  !<« 
welgtiing  at  a  division  point  on  the  main  line,  and  then  for  dellrcsy  at  an  animportant  os- 
tion.  The  following  letter  from  onr  general  anperintendent^  with  attached  weather  reports. 
Explains  that  the  principal  delay  was  on  aeeoont  of  snow  blockade  and  conditions  over  vliieh 
we  tiad  no  control :  "You  will  note  that  both  of  the  bad  delays  oceorred  at  the  time  wbco  ve 
were  having  a  great  deal  of  trouble  with  snow.  SStock,  coal  and  perishable  freight  wen*  |dT«9 
the  preference,  and  In  this  way  loads  accumnlaied  very  fast  at  ^1  stations,  and  many  dHaji 
occurred  which  were  unavoidable.  For  }'onr  further  information  in  recard  to  the  eondidi* 
of  the  weather  at  the  time  of  the  delay  of  these  cars.  I  liand  you  herewith  weatlier  reports 
corering  the  time  referred  to  for  the  west  and  middle  Iowa  dtTisions.  which  shows  for  itself 
what  we  liad  to  contend  with  at  that  time.  We  regret  the  delays  exeeedin^y,  but  as  a  finc- 
tical  matter  they  were  unavoidable." 

i  hope  the  above  will  impress  the  Commissioners  that  the  elements,  and  not  our  de«i$n  ••r 
negligence,  was  the  cause  of  the  delay.

DECISION  OF  THE  COHHI88IONEB8. 

Mr.  Currier  states  that  he  is  in  the  grain  husiness,  and  to  supply  hLs  cus- 
tomers needs  regularly  two  car  loads  of  com  per  week;  which  com  he  ships 
over  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad,  from  Biverton,  HillMigle. 
Hawthorn  and  Emerson.  That  sometimes  he  has  to  wait  from  ten  to  fiftem 
days  for  cars,  and  sometimes  from  five  to  twenty-five  days  after  it  is  londed 
before  it  reaches  him.  ''  That  if  he  writes  to  hurry  it  up,  the  compnnys 
agents  will  reply  that  it  is  none  of  my  (their)  business.^'  In  proof  of  the 
general  statements  contained  in  the  complaint,  he  sends  three  receipts  for 
freight  on  three  car  loads  of  com.  These,  the  Board  presume,  to  be  among 
the  most  aggravated  cases. 

The  first  car,  No.  8696,  was  shipped  from  Uawthom  to  Russell,  one  bun- 
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dred  and  twenty-three  miles.  The  date  of  the  way-bill  was  December  6, 
1882;  the  receipt  at  Russell  is  dated  December  2l8t;  the  weight  of  the  load, 
33,400  pounds.  The  railway  company  trace  the  car,  and  show  that  it  left 
Hawthorn  on  the  10th  of  December  and  reached  Russell  early  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  13th.  Why,  or  whose  fault  it  is,  that  it  was  not  delivered  to  the 
consignor  before  the  21st,  does  not  appear.  Why  it  lay  at  Hawthorn  after 
being  loaded  from  December  5th  to  the  10th,  is  explained  by  the  following 
from  the  weather  reports  of  the  middle  division,  which  are:  December  5th, 
cold  and  snowing;  December  6th,  heavy  snow  storm;  December  7th,  snow- 
ing and  drifting,  thermometer  12P  below  zero;  December  8th,. extremely  cold; 
December  9th,  cloudy  and  cold. 

The  second  car.  No.  3446,  was  shipped  from  Riverton  to  Frederic,  one 
hundred  and  eighty  miles.  The  date  of  the  way-biU  is  January  10th;  the 
receipt  is  January  27th,  1883;  weight  of  com,  28,200  pounds.  This  car 
reached  Red  Oak  at  6.55  p.  h.  of  same  day,  and  remained  there  until  Janu- 
arv  14th;  left  on  the  11.40  p.  m.  train  and  reached  Creston  at  12.50  p.  h.  of 
the  15th;  left  Creston  on  the  evening  of  the  24th  and  reached  Avery  January 
26th. 

The  weather  record  of  the  nine  days  the  car  lay  at  Creston  is  as  follows: 
15th,  snowing;  16th,  snowing;  17th,  cold;  18th,  heavy  snow;  19th  snowing  and ' 
blowing,  temperature,  26P  below  zero;  20th,  20^  below;  21st,  20^  below,  blow 
ing  and  drifting;  22d,  26^  below;  28d,  15^  below;  24th,  calm. 

The  third  car,  No.  1084,  was  shipped  from  Riverton  to  Tyrone,  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two  miles.  The  date  of  the  way-bill  was  February  1st;  the 
receipt  at  Tyrone  is  dated  February  13th;  weight,  27,300  pounds.  This  car 
did  not  leave  Riverton  until  February  7th.  The  report  of  the  weather  shows 
February  2d,  snowing  and  blowing  very  hard;  February  Sd,.  snowing,  blow- 
ing and  sleeting;  February  4th,  20^  below  zero;  February  5th,  15P  below. 

The  Board  see  no  evidence  of  intentional  delay  in  the  cases  presented,  and 
are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  there  is  nothing  unusual  under  the  circum- 
stances that  may  not  happen  to  local  freight  whieh  was  not  perishable 
during  an  extremely  cold  and  stormy  winter,  when  the  capacity  of  motive 
power  is  much  less  than  at  more  favorable  times.  On  certain  days  during 
this  period  the  record  shows  that  freight  trains  were  abandoned. 

The  duty  of  the  carrier  is  to  receive  and  forward  with  reasonable  dispatch, 
but  this  does  not  justify  the  shipper  in  neglecting  to  make  provision  against 
the  contingencies  of  the  season.  We  have  not  examined  the  first  allegation 
of  complainant,  that  he  had  to  wait  from  ten  to  fifteen  days  for  cars,  as  he 
gives  no  dates  of  the  time  of  application  and  the  time  when  cars  were  fur- 
nished. It  is  not  our  intention  to  require  th-^  companies  to  answer  to 
charges  that  are  not  specific. 

While  that  is  the  rule  long  since  adopted,  we  cannot  refrain  from  alluding 
to  a  branch  of  the  complaint,  that  the  answer  received  on  application  for 
information  in  regard  to  the  status  of  his  grain,  by  the  agent  of  the  com- 
pany, that  it  was ''  not  his  business  to  ascertain." 

The  shipper  has  the  right  to  know  (if  his  goods  are  detained)  where  they 
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are,  and  why  it  is  so.  The  railway  company  has  the  means.,  and  in  our  judg- 
ment it  is  their  duty  to  ascertain  and  report.  While  we  do  not  wish  to  med- 
dle with  the  complicated  divisions  in  the  management  of  the  road,  we  ue 
sure  that  its  patrons  are  entitled  to  courtesy,  and  that  it  is  the  business  of 
some  one  to  ascertain  and  report  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  that  Uus 
person  should  be  accessible  to  all  parties  entitled  to  information.

Dear  Sir— In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  George  L.  Rich,  Fort  Dodge,  Iowa,  against 
the  Ft.  Dodge  &  Ft.  Ridgely  Railroad  and  Telegraph  Company,  and  the  Minneapolis  &  St. 
liOuis  Railway  Company,  for  a  violation  of  section  5,  chapter  123,  laws  of  the  Sixteenth  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  answer- 
ing such  complaint,  says : 

First— That  the  Honorable  Railroad  Commissioners  have  no  Jurisdiction  to  entertain  the 
subject  matter  of  said  complaint.  In  that  the  complaint  does  not  set  forth  any  violation  of 
any  law  of  the  State  of  Iowa  by  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company. 

Second— The  complaint  does  not  show  that  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company 
is  under  any  obligation  to  issue  the  alleged  stock  claimed  by  George  L.  Rich. 

TTi^rd— The  claim  of  George  L.  Rich  (if  any  he  has)  is  against  the  Ft  Dodge  &  Ft.  Ridgeley 
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RaHroad  and  Telegraph  Company,  and  not  ;against>  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  LoiiU  Railway 
Company.  By  the  articles  of  consolidation,  under  which  the  two  companies  wer<*  united, 
the  holders  of  stock  in  the  Fort  Dodge  &  Fort  Ridgely  Railroad  and  Telegraph  Company  are 
entitled  to  exchange  the  stock  of  that  company  for  the  common  stock  of  the  new  company, 
hut  no  stock  was  presented  to  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company  for  exchange. 
So  far  as  the  Fort  Dodge  &  Port  Ridgeley  Railroad  and  Telegraph  Company  is  concerned,  the 
defendant  is  not  authorized  to  represent  it  In  thLs  proceeding,  and  does  not  represent  it,  hot 
suggests  that  the  claim  of  Mr.  Rich  against  that  company  is  invalid  and  unfounded  :  First, 
because  a  large  amount  of  the  certificates  for  which  stock  is  claimed  consists  of  interest  and 
penalties  for  which  he  is  not  entitled  to  stock  nnder  the  law.  Further,  the  application  to 
issue  the  stock  matured  when  the  tax  was  paid,  and  the  tax-payer  was  then  entitled  to  his 
certificate  from  the  county  treasurer.  That  was  a  personal  obligation  which  rested  upon  the 
treasurer  who  received  the  taxes,  and  no  certificate  from  any  subsequent*  treasurer,  issued 
one,  two,  three  or  four  years  after  the  payment  of  the  tax,  would  form  a  sufficient.basis  apon 
which  to  issue  stock.  In  other  words,  when  the  party  paid  the  tax.  if  he  then  neglected  to 
receive  his  certificate,  and  let  the  matter  run  along  until  the  officer  who  received  the  tax 
died,  or  went  out  of  office,  he  waived  his  right  to  the  only  certificate  which  could  form  the 
basis  upon  which  to  Issue  the  stock.  In  addition,  the  certificate  was  not  sufficient  in  fonn, 
for  that  the  property  upon  which  the  tax  is  paid  is  not  specified  or  described  in  the  certifi- 
cate. And  again,  it  does  not  show  that  the  party  paying  the  tax  was  thejowner^ofl^the  prop- 
erty upon  which  the  tax  was  paid. 

It  is  suggested  in  behalf  of  the  Fort  Dodge  &  Fort  Ridgeley  Railroad  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany, that  the  Honorable  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  to  entertain  the  complaint,  for  the  saiM 
reasons  as  set  up  by  the  Minneapolis  &  St  Louis  Railway  Company.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMIB8IONBR8. 

Geo.  L.  Rich,  of  Fort  Dodge,  represent|9  to  the  Commissioners  that  in  the 
year  1877,  there  was  levied  upon  the  taxable  property  of  Wahkonsa  town- 
ship, Webster  county,  Iowa,  a  tax  of  five  per  cent  in  aid  of  the  Fort  Dodge 
&  Fort  Bingeley  Bailroad  and  Telegraph  Company,  which  said  tax  was  lev- 
ied in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  said  township  at  an  election 
held  in  pursuance  of  chapter  128,  laws  of  1876,  and  that  said  tax  was  duly 
and  l^^y  certified  by  the  trustees  of  said  township  under  the  provisions 
of  said  law. 

That  a  large  number  of  tax-payers  in  said  township,  having  paid  the  said 
tax  as  levied  against  their  property,  respectively  became  and  were  entitled 
to  and  did  receive  from  the  treasurer  of  said  Webster  county  oertificatos 
therefor,  as  provided  in  section  five  of  said  chapter  123.  That  afterward, 
the  owners  of  said  certificates  asigned,  for  a  valuable  consideration,  said 
certificates  to  complainant,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  sec- 
tion five,  and  that  as  such  assignee  of  said  certificates  he  became  and  was 
entitled  to  receive  on  presentation  thereof  to  the  proper  officers  of  said  Fort 
Dodge  &  Fort  Ridgeley  Railroad  and  Telegraph  Company,  stock  of  said 
company  to  the  amount  of  said  certificates.  Complainant  alleges  that  he 
presented  said  certificates,  in  such  sums  and  in  such  manner  as  is  provided 
by  law,  to  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  company,  who  refused  to  issue 
him  shares  of  stock  to  cover  the  same,  as  required  by  law. 

This  refusal  by  said  railroad  company  to  issue  him  shares  of  stock  for  his 
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said  certificates  complainant  charges  to  be  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  five,  chapter  128,  laws  of  1876,  and  calls  the  attention  of 
the  Commissioners  thereto. 

The  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  the  lessee  of  the  Ft.  D. 
&>  Ft.  R.  R.  R.  and  T.  Co.,  answers  the  complaint  of  Mr.  Rich,  and  denies— 

1st,  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Commissioners  to  entertain  the  subject  mat- 
ter of  said  complaint,  on  the  ground  that  it  does  not  set  forth  any  violation 
of  law  by  the  M.  &  St.  L.  R'y  Co. 

2d,  That  the  complaint  does  not  show  that  the  M.  &  St.  L.  R'y  Co.  is 
under  any  obligation  to  issue  the  stock  claimed  by  complainant;  and, 

3d,  Ttiat  the  claim  of  Geo.  L.  Rich  is  against  the  Ft.  D.  &  Ft.  R.  R.  R.  & 
T.  Co.  and  not  against  the  M.  &  St.  L.  R'y  Co.  It  is  conceded  in  this  con- 
nection, however,  by  Superintendent  Ryder,  who  answers  on  behalf  of  the 
M.  &  St.  L.  R'y  Co.,  that,  ^^by  the  articles  of  consolidation  under  which  the 
two  companies  were  united,  the  holders  of  stock  in  the  Ft.  D.  &  Ft.  R.  R. 
R.  &  T.  Co.  are  entitled  to  exchange  the  stock  of  that  company  for  the  com- 
mon stock  of  the  new  company,  but  no  stock  was  presented  to  the  M.  &  St. 
L.  R'y  Co.  for  exchange." 

Superintendent  Ryder  then  excuses  the  original  company  for  not  issuing 
stock  to  complainant  by  saying  that  '^  so  far  as  the  Ft.  D.  &  Ft.  R.  R.  R.  & 
T.  Co.  is  concerned,  the  defendant  is  not  authorized  to  represent  it  in  this 
proceeding,  and  does  not  represent  it,  but  suggests  that  claim  of  Mr.  Rich 
against  that  company  is  invalid  and  unfounded;  1st,  because  a  large  amount 
of  the  certificates  for  which  stock  is  claimed  consists  of  penalties  and  in- 
terest, *  *  *  *  *  and  that  the  application  to  issue  the  stock  matured 
when  the  tax  was  paid,  and  the  tax-payer  was  then  entitled  to  his  certificate 
from  the  county  treasurer.  That  was  a  personal  obligation  which  rested 
upon  the  treasurer  who*  received  the  taxes,  and  no  certificate  from  any 
subsequent  treasiirer,  issued  one,  two,  three  or  four  years  after  the  pay- 
ment of  the  taxes,  would  form  a  sufi&cient  basis  upon  which  to  issue  stock." 

We  will  consider  the  points  of  defense  in  an  inverse  order.  These  suggest- 
ions, which  may  be  fairly  taken  as  the  answer  of  the  Ft.  D.  &  Ft.  R.  R.  R. 
&  T.  Co.  as  to  why  it  refuses  to  issue  stock  to  complainant  upon  his  certifi- 
cates, are  not  sufiicient.  Section  five  of  said  chapter  123  provides  that  '^it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  when  so  required,  in  addition  to  a 
tax  receipt,  to  issue  to  each  tax-payer,  on  his  payment  of  taxes,  *  *  *  ♦ 
a  certificate  showing  the  amount  of  tax  paid  by  him  in  aid  of  said  railroad 
company,  and  when  the  same  was  paid."  By  the  same  section  these  certifi- 
cates are  made  assignable.  These  certificates  are  legular  upon  their  face, 
and  show  that  the  tax-payer  paid  so  many  dollars  taxes  '*  voted  in  aid  of  the 
Ft.  D.  &  Ft.  R.  R.  R.  So  T.  Co.,"  and  sti^  the  date  of  said  payment.  It  is 
immaterial  as  to  the  name  of  county  treasurer  who  signed  the  certificate, 
as  the  issuance  of  such  certificate  is  an  official  *^duty  of  the  county 
treasurer." 

The  charge  of  this  complainant  is  against  the  Ft.  D.  &Ft.  R.  R.  R.  &  T. 
Ck).,  and  consequently  the  question  of  jurisdiction  raised  by  respondent  is 
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not  involved.  Notice  of  the  complaint  was  served  on  the  M.  &  St.  L.  B'v 
Co.,  as  the  lessee  and  legal  representative  of  the  Ft.  D.  &  Ft.  R.  B.  R  & 
Tel.  Co.,  as  shown  by  its  report  to  this  Board  for  the  year  1880.  The  an- 
swer of  the  Superintendent  of  the  M.  &  St.  L.  K'y  is  held  to  be  the  answer 
of  the  Ft.  D.  &  Ft.  B.  B.  B.  &  T.  Co.  On  this  issue  the  Commissioners  are 
clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  Ft.  D.  &  Ft.  B.  B.  B.  &  T.  Co.  is  legally 
bound  to  i^sue  stock  of  its  company  to  complainant  in  an  amount  sufficient 
to  cover  his  certificates,  and  that  a  refusal  of  said  company  to  do  so  is  a  fail- 
ure to  comply  with  the  laws  of  the  State. 

The  Commissioners  therefore  recommend  to  the  Ft.  D.  &  Ft.  B.  B.  B.  k 
T.  Co.  that  it  issue  the  stock  of  said  company  to  George  L.  Bich,  the  com- 
plainant herein,  in  such  amounts  as  to  cover  his  said  eertificates.

ule of  tax  certificates  issued  in  the  different  counties  and  the  capital  stock  issued  in  lieu 
thereoL  He  states  to  me  that  from  his  knowledge  of  the  manner  in  which  these  various 
certificates  have  been  issued  in  the  past,  there  is  no  means  of  checking  them  to  see  whether 
duplicate  tax  certificates  have  been  issued  or  not.

They  however  regard  it  as  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant that  has  been  before  them,  and  as  it  is  in  some  respects  without 
precedent,  they  felt  willing  to  hear  anything  further  you  might  have  to  offer. 
They  have  no  pride  of  opinion,  and  are  ready  to  recede  from  their  position 
provided  the  logic  of  the  case,  the  law,  or  the  decisions  of  courts  that  are 
authoritative  lead  to  such  conclusion.  As  you  cannot  prepare  and  make 
the  oral  argument  in  less  than  three  months  they  would  prefer  a  written 
argument,  which  you  will  have  no  difficulty  in  making,  having  the  printed 
copy  of  the  decision  bef  6re  you.  For  this  they  are  willing  to  afford  you  a 
reasonable  time.

Argument  of  respondent  upon  rehearing. 

To  (he  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commiaskmers  of  the  State  of  lovja: 

In  presenting  what  we  shall  say  at  this  rehearing,  we  start  with  the  statement  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Commissioners,  found  on  page  472  of  their  report  for  1882,  that  "the  voluntary 
lease  made  by  respondent  is  the  only  one  (question)  with  which  we  have  to  deal,*'  for  this  is 
exactly  the  question.  ' 

On  the  same  page  the  Commissioners  propound  three  questions  : 

1.  Was  the  Central  Railroad  Company  of  Iowa  legally  bound  by  Its  charter  articles  and 
statutory  obligations  to  operate  its  road  as  construct-ed? 

2.  Is  the  Central  Iowa  Railway  Company,  the  respondent,  likewise  liable  to  operate  the 
road? 

3.  If  so  liable,  can  respondent  lease  or  alienate  any  portion  of  its  road  or  property  neces- 
sary to  the  discharge  of  its  corporate  obligations. 

The  first  of  the  three  questions  as  It  reads,  without  any  limit  or  qualiflcation,  may  be  an- 
swered. No  !  it  Is  not  legally  bound  to  operate  its  road,  if  it  be  meant  by  the  (tuestion  to  In- 
<|tHre  whether  the  company  was  bound  to  keep  possession  without  lease  or  sale,  and  operate 
it  by  Itself  and  Its  own  officers,  agent  and  employes. 

And  the  same  answer  may  be  given  to  the  second  of  these  questions. 

The  third  question  begs  a  conclusion  which  we  do  not  allow.  The-words  "  necessary  to  the 
discharge  of  Its  corporate  obligations,"  leads  to  the  inquiry,  what  are  its  corporate  obliga- 
tions, and  when  this  is  answered  the  case  is  closed.  This  question,  as  a  whole,  as  much  as 
concludes  the  case  against  the  respondent,  for  It  asks, "  Can  respondent  lease  or  alienate  any 
portion  of  its  road  or  property  which  it  is  bound  not  to  lease,  but  is  bound  to  keep  in  order 
that  it  may  discharge  its  corporate  obligations?  "  In  other  words.  It  says  that  the  respondent 
cannot  disch'arge  its  corporate  obligations  if  it  shall  lease  or  alienate  any  portion  of  its  road 
or  property.  No  one  can  read  this  question  without  seeing  that  the  Commissioners  have 
closed  the  case  against  the  respondent  by  the  very  terms  of  the  question  itself.  But  the  Com- 
missioners evidently  did  not  so  intend.  If  we  turn  to  the  Code  of  Iowa,  from  which  all  Iowa 
corporations  get  their  power,  we  shall  see  what  powers  they  have. 

And  while  section  1068  Impliedly  says  that  persons  associated  and  Incorporated  may  have 
all  the  powers  and  privileges  possessed  by  natural  persons,  paragraph  6,  of  section  1069,  ex- 
pressly says,  that  among  the  powers  of  a  body  corporate,  is  the  power  "  to  make  contracts, 
acquire  and  transfer  property,  possessing  the  same  powers  in  such  respects  as  private  Indi-

YidoalB  now  enjoy  "  !  which  is  to  say,  the  powers  in  such  respects  as  private  indlyiduals  now 
enjoy  with  respect  to  their  own  private  property. 

Now,  most  follu  would  think  that,  in  connection  with  section  1300  of  the  Code,  viz  :  **  Sac. 
1 1900.  Any  such  corporation  may  sell  or  lease  its  railway  property  and  franchises  to,  or  may 
make  joint  running  arrangements  with,  any  corporation  owning  or  operating  any  connecting 
railway,  and  the  corporation  operating  the  railway  of  another,  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  liable 
in  the  same  manner  and  extent  as  though  such  railway  belonged  to  it,  subject  to  the  laws  of 
this  State."   This  settled  the  controversy  in  our  favor.    We  think  so. 

In  this  connection  we  copy  the  seventh  paragraph  of  the  lease,  viz  :  "  VII.  Should  tlie 
second  party  fail  to  pay  all  taxes  upon  said  leased  premises  within  three  months  after  due, 
or  should  said  party  fail  for  thirty  days  to  keep  the  property  in  reasonable  repair,  and  orer- 
ate  the  same,  or  should  said  party  fail  for  thirty  days  to  pay,  in  full,  the  prescribed  rent,  then, 
at  any  time  thereafter,  at  the  option  of  first  party,  it  may  declare  this  lease  void  thencefor- 
ward, and  at  an  end— may  take  Immediate  possession,  and  collect  arrears  and  damages  for 
failure  of  second  party. 

Turning  again  to  paragraph  6,  of  section  1060,  let  us  inquire  what  powen  a  private  individ- 
ual, and  consequently  under  this  section,  a  corporation  does  enjoy  over  his  and  Its  own 
property,  including  the  right  to  *'  acquire  and  transfer." 

What  is  property?  Take  a  railroad :  It  is  property  because  the  corporation  or  priv;.te 
person  owning  it  has  dominion  over  it,  legitimate  dominion.  You  separate  that  dominion 
without  transferring  that  dominion  to  somebody  else,  and  it  ceases  to  be  property ;  it !»  a 
thing  only,  having  no  relation  to  anything  else,  except  in  the  natural  order  that  the  iron  lalto 
and  ties  are  things  that  may  have  relation  to  the  material  out  of  which  it  Is  made.  It  is  im- 
possible to  conceive  of  the  idea  of  property,  without  you  conceive  in  the  same  moment  of 
time,  and  Inseparable  from  it,  the  idea  of  some  being  (peaon  or  corporaltoB)  we  recognize  as 
existing  in  this  world  (either  natural  or  artificial)  which  has  domlnUm  over  it.  That  is  all 
there  is  in  property. 

Now,  this  railroad  was  our  property,  and  we  are  as  unlimited  in  our  dominion  over  it  as  a 
private  person  is  unlimited  over  any  private  property  he  has  poeseasion  of  and  owns.  We 
have  done  nothing  with  it  nor  attempted  to  do  anything  with  it  which  the  Code  does  not 
permit,  unless  we  have  some  lesser  dominion  over  it  than  a  private  person  has  over  his  o«  n 
private  property. 

The  Commissioners  have  quoted  from  Chancellor  Zabrlskie,  in  the  case  of  Black  w.  Tht  D. 
A  K.  Canal  Company,  22  N.  J.  (Equity),  idO,  and  we  shall  content  ourselves  by  calling  the 
attention  of  the  Commlasionen  to  the  full  report  of  that  case,  as  it  bears  ns  out  fully  in  tLe 
position  we  have  taken.  The  case  is  very  lengthy,  beginning  on  page  lao  and  ending  on  paice 
430~three  hundred  pages. 

The  opinion  of  the  Chancellor  begins  on  page  303,  and  we  beg  to  ask  the  Commissioners 
and  all  of  them,  to  read  the  whole  case.    It  Is  full  of  meat  and  marrow. 

But  the  Commissioners  seem  to  be  "  strict  constructionists,"  and  although  the  Code,  section 
1068,  says  that  a  body  corporate  may  "  make  contracts,  acquire  and  transfer  property,  posses- 
sing the  same  powers  in  such  respects  as  private  individuals  now  enjoy,"  snd  section  IJOO 
says  **  such  corporation  may  sell  or  lease  its  railway  property  and  franchise  to  *  *  any 
corporation  owning  or  operating  any  connecting  railway."  •  •  •  •  Ycithey 
say  that  while  these  sections  give  us  the  power  to  sell  or  lease  the  whole  of  our  road,  they  do 
empower  us  to  lease  a  part  of  it. 

Mr.  Chief  Jastice  Marshall,  in  giving  the  opinion  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Conit,  in 
the  year  18M,  in  the  celebrated  case  of  Otbbons  «s.  Ogden,  9  Wheatoo,  1,  iHiich  involved  an 
interpretation  of  a  provision  of  the  Constitution,  uses  language  applicable,  in  our  judgoieot, 
to  the  interprepation  of  these  sections  1060  and  1800.    He  says,  speaking  of  the  Constitutloo : 

"This  instrument  contains  an  enumeration  of  powers  expressly  granted  by  the  people  to 
their  government  It  has  been  said  that  these  powers  ought  to  construed  strictly.  Bat  why 
ought  they  to  be  so  construed?  Is  there  one  sentence  in  the  constitution  which  gives  counte- 
nance to  this  rule?  «  •  •  xor  is  there  one  sentence  in  the  constitution  which  has 
been  pointed  out      *      *      *      or  which  we  have  been  able  to  discern  that  prescribes  this 
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rule.  We  do  not  therefore  think  ourselves  justifled  In  adopting  it.  What  do  gentlemen  mean 
by  a  strict  construction?  If 'they  contend  only  against  that  enlarged  construction  which 
would  extend  words  beyond  their  natural  and  obYlous  import,  we  might  question  the  appli- 
cation of  the  term,  but  should  not  controvert  the  principle.  If  they  contend  for  that  narrow 
construction,  which,  in  support  of  some  theory  not  to  be  found  in  the  constitution,  would 
deny  to  the  government  those  powers  which  the  words  of  the  grant  as  usually  understood, 
import,  and  which  are  consistent  with  the  general  views  and  objects  of  the  instrument ;  for 
that  narrow  construction  which  would  cripple  the  government  and  render  it  unequal  to  the 
objects  for  which  it  is  declared  to  be  instituted  and  to  which  the  powers  given,  as  fairly  un- 
derstood, render  it  competent,  then  we  cannot  perceive  the' propriety  of  this  strict  construc- 
tion, nor  adopt  It  as  the  rule  by  which  the  constitution  is  to  be  expounded.  As  men  whose 
intentions  require  no  concealment,  generally  employ  the  words  which  most  directly  and 
aptly  express  the  ideas  they  intend  to  convey,  the  enlightened  patriots  who  framed  our 
coastltution,  and  the  people  who  adopted  it,  must  be  understood  to  have  employed  words  In 
their  natural  sense,  and  to  have  intended  what  they  have  said.  If,  from  the  imperfection  of 
human  language,  there  should  be  serious  doubts  respecting  the  extent  of  any  given  power,  it 
is  a  well  settled  rule  that  the  objects  for  which  it  was  given,  especially  when  those  objects 
are  expressed  in  the  instrument  itself  should  have  great  Influence  in  the  construction.  We 
know  of  no  reason  for  excluding  this  rule  from  the  present  case."  (See  pp.  187  and  188  of  the 
opinion  in  the  case,  9  Wheat), 

And  we  know  of  no  reason  for  excluding  this  rule  from  the  Interpretation  of  section  1060, 
paragraph  6,  of  the  Code  of  Iowa ;  nor  from  the  Interpretation  of  section  1300. 

We  think  the  Commissioners  have  put  too  narrow  a  construction  upon  these  sections,  not 
Intended  nor  contemplated  by  the  legislature  and  one  which  the  common  sense  of  men  gen- 
erally and  the  courts  will  not  sustain  nor  justify. 

We  most  respectfully,  therefore,  ask  the  Commissioners  to  review  and  reconsider  their  ad- 
vise in  this  behalf  and  place  themselves  upon  the  record  as  in  accord  with  the  letter  as  well 
as  the  true  spirit  and  intent  of  the  law  in  the  premises.

Now,  gentlemen,  it  is  impossible  to  ship  goods  over  that  road  unless  said 
railroad  company  does  like  the  other  companies  of  the  same  class,  and  charges  legal  rates. 

We  inclose  the  receipted  expense  bill,  and  it  shows  again  an  overcharge  of  tS.W  on  one  bill 
and  $1.10  on  the  other,  making  a  total  overcharge  of  $4.05.  If  the  Board  has  any  power  to 
remedy  this  great  wrong,  we  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you.

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This  complaint  was  sent  J.  F.  Barnard,  Superintendent  Kansas  City,  St. 
Joseph  &  Council  Bluffs  Railroad,  who  replied  as  follows:

E.  G.  MOKOAK,  Esq.,  Secretary  Ra{lroaid  CommisBioners,  Des  Moines,  Iowa: 

Dkab  Sib— I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  twenty-third  instant,  with 
enclosures,  which  latter  I  return  herewith. 

With  regard  to  the  suggestion  made  tliat  in  former  case  referred  to  you  by  the  same  parties, 
the  Board  recommend  that  this  company  should  refund  what  was  considered  by  them  an 
overcharge,  to  Mr.  J.  J.  Hoffner,  of  Hamburg,  Messrs.  Groneweg  &  Uchonentgen  understand 
that  this  company  did  so.  The  fact  was  that  we  offered  Mr.  Hoffner  the  money,  which  he 
declined  to  receive,  saying  he  had  no  claim  or  complaint  against  the  Kansas  City.  St.  Joe  & 
Council  BluiZS  Bailroad  Company.  Considering  the  fact  that  the  consignee,  who  has  to  pay 
the  charges,  has  made  no  complaint,  and  has  declined  to  receive  money,  as  before  intimated, 
in  a  similar  case,  we  submit  that  Messrs.  Groneweg  &  Schoentgen  have  no  ground  of  com- 
plaint whatever.  If  the  party  in  Hamburg  can  buy  of  them  in  Council  BluiZS,  and  is  content 
with  the  rates,  why  should  not  the  party  selling  the  goods  be  content  too? 

It  our  charges  are  not  reasonable,  they  should  be  made  so,  and  upon  the  fact  being  pointed 
out,  this  company  will  do  what  is  right  in  the  matter,  but  who  is  to  determine  what  is  reason- 
able, the  consignee  in  this  case,  who  has  to  pay  the  freight  charges,  or  the  shipper,  who  lias 
not? 

As  I  advised  you  in  a  former  case,  the  business  of  this  road  has  never  yet  yielded  sufficient 
returns  to  pay  any  dividend  to  the  stockholders,  and  up  to  the  year  1882  was  borrowing 
money  to  pay  a  small  portion  of  the  Interest  on  its  bonds.  The  year  1882  enabled  the  com- 
pany to  pay  back  the  borrowed  money,  and  have  some  surplus  above  operating  expenses,  all 
of  which  surplus  was  expended  in  improving  the  road,  and  not  a  cent  went  to  the  stockhold- 
ers. Moreover,  a  full  proportion  of  this  was  expended  on  that  portion  of  the  road  in  Iowa, 
and  a  large  amount  was  put  in  near  Hamburg  in  putting  in  an  iron  bridge  over  a  slough 
there,  and  raising  the  track  on  rock,  which  protects  the  people  of  Hamburg  from  damages 
by  overflow  of  the  Nishna  river  high  water. 

Last  autumn  I  submitted  to  yourself  and  General  Wilson,  a  memoranda  showing  large 
amount  of  money  expended  by  this  company  in  resisting  the  encroachments  of  the  Missouri 
river,  and  recovering  from  the  effects  of  the  flood  of  1881. 

Taking  all  the  circumstances  into  account,  the  question  Is,  are  our  charges  reasonable,  or 
are  they  not?  The  local  traffic  on  this  road  between  points  in  Iowa  is,  and  always  has  been, 
very  light.  The  towns  in  the  Missouri  bottoms,  with  the  exception  of  Hamburg,  which 
stretches  to  the  bluffs,  have  hardly,  if  at  all,  increased  in  size  for  years  past,  nor  are  they 
likely  to  increase,  owing  to  their  location.  Under  such  circumstances,  is  it  reasonable  that 
this  company  should  carry  freight  in  small  amounts  with  the  same  initial  and  terminal  ex- 
penses, at  same  rates  as  other  roads  carry  it,  who  are  not  subject  to  the  same  conditions, 
whose  towns  are  growing,  and  business  is  very  much  larger,  and  who  are  surrounded  by  more 
favorable  circumstances.  Such  roads  can  hardly  be  taken,  we  think,  as  a  standard  In  our 
case.  \ 

The  larger  consignment  in  this  case,  as  shown  by  the  expense  bills,  is  composed  of  a  large 
number  of  small  items  of  various  classifications,  «nd  upon  which  the  chances  of  loss  and 
damage  are  much  greater  than  in  the  same  toimage  of  heavier  goods  of  one  class ;  the  ter- 
minal expenses  of  handling  and  of  clerical  work,  are  much  greater  in  such  case  than  they 
would  be  for  the  same  amount  of  tonnage  of  one  kind  and  class  of  freight 

I  know  not  what  special  reason  Messrs.  Groneweg  &  Schoentgen  have  to  make  these  com- 
plaints, they  being  the  only  party  who  has  lodged  such.  I  think  their  action  unjustifiable, 
but  respectfully  submit  that  we  are  willing  to  abide  by  the  judgment  of  your  Board  in  this 
case.  If  there  were  reason  to  believe  that  this  company  could,  by  reduction  of  rates  between 
local  stations,  thereby  increase  its  net  earnings,  I  should  be  most  happy  to  make  such  reduc- 
tion. 
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The  capital  stock  of  this  company  at  the  present  time,  after  various  reductions  in  amount 
by  consolidations,  and  putting  of  second  mortgages,  afterward  converted  into  Income  boodii, 
into  stock,  stands  at  $6,284,666.71 ;  upon  which,  as  I  have  before  said,  no  dividend  has  ever 
yet  been  paid,  and  the  money  has  been  a  good  many  years  in  the  road.  All  the  company's 
net  money,  over  and  above  that  necessary  to  meet  interest  on  its  first  mortgage  bonds,  has 
been  put  into  steel  rails.  Iron  bridges,  rolling  stock,  power,  etc,  from  which  the  public  have 
derived  greater  benefit  than  this  company.  The  company  will  hope,  by  getting  its  road  into 
better  condition  in  all  respects  and  with  increased  business,  eventually  to  pay  some  dividends 
to  its  stockholders ;  in  the  meantime,  however,  the  only  benefit  it  derives  is  a  closer  ^piox- 
imatlon  to  economical  operation  year  by  year,  the  public  receiving  the  advantages  of  a  better 
and  safer  road  and  increased  facIlltieA  for  travel  or  movement  of  merchandise. 

I  respectfully  submit  that  Messrs.  Oroneweg  &  Schoentgeu  have  not,  in  the  opinion  of  this 
company,  l>een  charged  unreasonable  rates,  and  offer  as  support  of  the  opinion  the  facts  that 
the  consignee  declined  to  receive  any  rebate  on  a  former  occasion  which  we  offered  him.  in 
accordance  with  the  expressed  views  of  your  Board.

Dear  Sir— 1  returned  from  the  Bast,  where  I  have  been  for  some  six  weeks,  yesterday, 
finding  here  yours  of  March  29th,  with  enclosures,  as  stated.  This  morning  I  have  yours  of 
May  4th,  calling  my  attention  to  that  of  the  29th,  for  aU  of  which  I  thank  yoo.  As  I  tepn- 
sent  a  large  interest  In  the  Kansas  City,  St  Joseph  &  Council  Bloffs  road,  I  an  very  glad  to 
have  an  opportunity  to  he  heard.  It  seems  to  me  that,  as  the  complaint  in  this  case  ta  not 
by  the  party  who,  if  any  one,  has  been  injured,  It  might  be  thrown  out  on  that  groond.  Mr. 
Barnard,  in  his  communication  of  March  26th,  states  that  when  he  offered  to  retun  the 
money,  under  a  former  decision  of  the  Board  in  a  similar  case,  the  party  at  Hambuif  de- 
clined to  receive  it.  I  should  hope,  therefore,  that  the  Commission  would  return  the  eon- 
plaint  to  Messn.  Oroenweg  &  Schoentgen,  and  decline  to  act  upon  it.  If,  howew,  the  Oon- 
mission  shall  decide  not  to  take  this  course,  but  to  consider  the  case  on  its  merits,  I  shall 
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advise  Mr.  Barnard  to  make  a  more  extended  statement  of  his  views,  as  regards  the  reason- 
ableness of  the  charge  made. 

The  question  of  what  constitutes  a  reasonable  charge  for  transportation  by  rail  is  one  to 
which,  I  think,  no  general  answer  can  be  given ;  each  particular  ca«e  must  stand  by  itself. 
▲  reasonable  rate  would  seem  to  be  a  rate  for  which  good  reasons  can  be  given.  The  Kansas 
City,  St.  Joseph  &  Council  Bluffs  Railroad  Company,  as  Mr.  Barnard  shows,  has  never  been 
able  to  earn  anything  for  its  stockholders,  and  not  always  enough  to  pay  the  interest  on  its 
debts.  I  do  not  say,  and  I  do  not  think,  that  this  fact,  of  itself,  constitutes  any  argument 
for  or  against  the  reasonableness  of  the  charge  made  in  the  case  under  discussion.  All  it 
amounts  to  is,  to  show,  in  a  general  way,  that  the  owners  of  the  property  are  certainly  not 
receiving  any  unreasonable  return  upon  their  investment ;  so  that  we  may  eliminate  entirely 
from  the  discussion  one  feature  of  the  railroad  question,  to  which  some  persons  .attach  im- 
portance, although  I  myself  do  not. 

If  the  rates  charged  in  this  instance  were  unreasonable,  it  must  be  shown,  not  by  a  compar- 
ison with  rates  charged  by  other  roads,  or  under  other  circumstances  and  conditions,  but  by 
proving  that  they  interfere  with  the  transaction  of  a  commerce  which  it  is  for  the  interest  of 
the  public  to  liave  carried  on.  The  purchaser  of  these  goods,  to  whom  they  were  shipped 
from  Council  Bluffs,  has  the  choice  of  several  markets ;  he  may  buy  in  Chicago,  or  in  Burling- 
ton, or  In  St.  Joseph,  or  Kansas  City,  or  St.  Louis,  or  Council  Bluffs.  He  makes  no  complaint ; 
he  is,  apparently,  satisfied  with  the  charges  that  are  made.  It  is  to  be  supposed  that  he  is 
able  to  conduct  his  business  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  himself,  and  to  compete  fairly  with 
those  In  the  same  business  who  are  similarly  situated.  But,  even  if  the  complaint  had  come 
from  the  consignee,  and  he  should  assert  that  the  rates  charged  between  Council  Bluffs  and 
Hamburg  are  higher  in  proportion  than  the  rates  charged  between  Kansas  City,  or  St.  Joseph, 
or  Chicago,  and  Hamburg,  I  should,  nevertheless,  still  say  that  that  is  no  evidence  that  the 
charge  made  is  an  unreasonable  one.  It  might  even  be  shown  that  if  the  rate  between  Coun- 
cil Bluffs  and  Hamburg  were  considerably  reduced,  there  would  be  an  increase  of  buslaess  ; 
but  it  is  not  at  all  probable  that  the  total  business  of  Hamburg  would  be  thereby  increased  ; 
and  any  increase  between  Council  Bluffs  and  that  point  would  mean,  probably,  a  decrease 
.somewhere  else,  perhaps  in  the  amount  of  business  from  Kansas  City  or  St.  Joseph.  The  busi- 
ness of  Hamburg  is  limited  ;  it  supplies  a  surrounding  region  small  in  extent ;  and  no  reduction 
in  rates  would  materially  increase  the  amount  of  business  done,  while  the  revenues  of  the  com- 
pany would  be  directly  affected.  These  revenues  would  not  only  be  affected,  as  regards  the  busi- 
ness of  Hamburg,  t>ut,  inasmuch  as  all  the  other  towns  on  the  line  of  that  road  would  ask  for 
similar  reductions,  and  would,  I  suppose,  get  them  if  Hamburg  did,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  the 
Income  of  the  company  would  be  very  seriously  affected.  At  all  events,  this  is  the  view  which 
is  taken  by  those  who  own  the  property  ;  and  they  would  not  be  willing  to  make  a  general 
reduction  of  rates,  on  the  theory  that  they  would  more  than  make  it  up  by  an  increase  of 
business,  unless  those  who  think  that  such  a  course  would  be  a  wise  one  would  be  willing  to 
guarantee  that  it  should  not  result  disastrously  to  the  company. 

As  Hamburg  is  a  competing  point,  It  might  be  argued  that  rates  between  Council  Bluffs  and 
that  place  could  be  properly  enough  reduced  without  affecting  the  rates  to  local  stations  on 
the  line  of  the  Council  Bluffs  road  thus  bringing  In  business  to  that  company,  to  the  loss  of 
its  competitor,  the  line  between  Hamburg  and  Chicago.  But  it  is  necessary  in  considering 
this  argument,  to  remember  that  the  Kansas  City,  St.  Joseph  &  Council  Bluffs  road  is  largely 
dependent  on  this  same  competitor  for  a  direct  eastern  outlet  and  inlet,  which  is  frequently 
of  great  benefit  to  it,  and  that,  to  make  war  on  the  competitor  for  the  sake  of  a  little  increase 
in  Hamburg  business,  if  such  would  result, disturbing  thereby  all  of  the  relations  existing  be- 
tween the  two,  would  not  be  a  wise  or  a  profitable  policy,  on  the  whole. 

This  caae  is  Important,  not  only  because  the  revenues  of  the  company  may  be  affected  by 
the  decision,  but  also  because  it  raises  the  question,  whether  there  Is  any  geaeral  measure 
for  determining  the  reasonableness  of  railroad  charges,  in  particular  instances.  The  cost, 
in  any  particular  case,  cannot,  obviously,  be  taken  as  a  basis  ;  nor  does  the  average  cost  on 
any  particular  railroad  constitute  a  baals.  Average  cost  all  over  the  country  undoubtedly  ex- 
ercises a  great  influence  in  tke  determination  of  rates ;  but  we  are  all  familiar  with  a  good 
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many  railroad  which  have  never  been  able  to  obtain  what  it  cost  them  for  the  tnmsportatlon 
of  freight  and  passengers,  meaning,  by, "  cost ",  the  actual  cost  of  operatiOD  and  maintenance, 
and  a  moderate  rate  of  Interest  upon  the  Investment 

II  what  I  have  said  in  this  letter,  and  what  Mr.  Barnard  has  said,  and  the  fact  that  this 
complaint  is  not  made  by  the  party  who,  if  any  one,  has  suffered,  are  not  sufficient  to  justify 
the  Commission  in  throwing  the  case  out,  or  in  deciding  It  in  favor  of  the  railroad  compauy ; 
I  hope  you  will  give  Mr.  Barnard  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  orally  ;  and  if  my  engagements 
will  permit  me  to  do,  I  should  try  also  to  be  present ;  because  I  am  very  anxious,  if  poesible, 
to  have  the  Commission  lay  down  such  a  rule  on  this  question  of  the  reasonableness  of  tnns- 
portation  charges,  as  will  stand  the  test  of  time,  and  increasing  intelligence  upon  this  sub- 
ject.

The  replies  of  Messrs.  Barnard  and  Perkins  were  sent  Messrs.  Gronew^f^ 
&  Schoentgen,  who  answered  as  follows: 

Council  Blupps,  Iowa,  July  18, 1883. 
E.  G.  Morgan,  Esq.,  Secretary  Board  of  Railroad  CommianUmart^  Dea  Jdttuu*,  Iowa: 

Dear  Sir— Your  letter  of  May  11, 1883,  with  enclosure  as  stated,  has  been  duly  receired. 
We  have  read  very  carefully,  the  letters  of  President  Perkins  and  Superintendent  Barnard. 

We  now  propose  to  answer  the  objections  that  they  have  made,  to  our  complaint.  In  the 
order  in  which  they  have  been  made  ;  and  first,  with  reference  to  the  charge  that  we  are  not 
the  party  who  properly  should  make  this  complaint.    We  instituted  this  proceeding : 

Ist.  In  order  to  protect  the  rights  of  our  customers,  because  an  interference  with  their 
rights,  by  unjust  and  illegal  freight  taxation,  directly,  and  immediately  affects  our  bosinesa. 

2d.  In  this  case,  we  were  directly  authorized  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Hoeppner,  to  make  and  support 
this  complaint ;  and  in  support  of  this  position,  we  refer  to  letter  of  Mr.  Hoeppner  herein 
Inclosed. 

3rd.  We  are  deeply,  and  peculiarly  interested  in  the  prosecution  of  this  complaint, 
because  we  here  charge,  and  are  able  to  prove,  that  the  Kansas  City,  St  Joseph  dt  Council 
Bluflis  Railroad  Company  has,  and  does  discriminate  against  the  Jobbers  in  the  city  of  Coun- 
cil Bluffs,  and  to  the  advantage  and  in  favor  of  the  Jobbers,  in  the  cities  of  St.  Joseph  and 
Kansas  City,  Missouri.  The  Jobbers  in  the  two  latter  named  cities,  receive  from  this  com- 
pany, the  advantage  of  lower  rates  for  shipments  from  their  respective  places  and  covefiog 
twice  the  distance,  from  Council  Bluffs  to  the  same  points. 

We  do  not  propose,  nor  is  it  necessary,  to  enter  into  a  disciLssion  with  the  president  of  ihi% 
road,  as  to  what  is  a  reasonable  charge  for  the  transportation  of  freight.  We  rest  our  case 
upon  the  ground  that  this  company  charge  more  than  the  rate  fixed  and  allowed  by  law. 
The  wisdom,  or  the  policy  of  this  law  is  not  now  in  question ;  nor  sir,  do  we  base  our  case 
upon  the  ground  that  the  charges  made  in  this  case  were  unreasonable  as  compared  with  the 
charges  made  by  other  roads,  under  similar  circumstances  and  conditions.  The  principal 
ground  upon  which  Mr.  Perkins  desires  to  relieve  his  company  from  the  charge  of  an  unreas- 
onable tax  for  the  transportation  of  freight  is,  that  this  company  has  never  been  able  to  earn 
anything  for  Its  stockholders :  and  Superintendent  Barnard  in  his  letter  to  the  secretary,  re- 
cites fully,  the  peculiar  and  uncomfortable  difficulties,  whidi  this  road  has  experienced,  and 
the  money  which  has  been  expended  by  the  company,  in  repairs  made  necessary  by  floods, 
and  the  encroachments  of  the  Missouri  river.  We  do  not  think  this  to  be  a  defenst.  Tbe 
mere  inability  upon  the  part  of  a  railroad  company  to  transport  freight  for  the  tax  allowed  by 
law,  is  no  excuse  for  its  violation  ;  nor  does  the  argument  made  by  Mr.  Perkhis,  that  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  tariff  would  not  increase  the  business  of  the  company  and  a  reduction  would 
"  disastrously"  affect  it,  apply,  and  we  will  dismiss  what  he  says  in  this  regard  with  ike 
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statement  that  we  deplore  the  fact  that  after  this  company  has  coustructed'lts  line,  it  can- 
not now  so  operatf"  it  as  to  carry  freight  for  the  tariff  fixed  by  law. 

It  is  claimed  by  Mr.  Perlcins  that  if  a  reduction  is  made  on  the  tariff  to  Hamburg,  it  would 
establish  a  precedent  for  a  demand  upon  the  part  of  other  towns  along  the  line  of  the  road,, 
and  if  a  reduction  is  made  to  Hamburg,  it  could  in  justice  be  asked  for  the  other  points,  and 
if  this  general  reduction  was  made  again,  the  Income  of  this  company  would  be  seriously  af- 
fected. If  this  company  has  asked  for  the  transportation  of  freight,  a  greater  tariff  than  that 
allowed  by  law,  it  has  violated  the  law.  Now,  how  can  It  with  consistency  be  ivged  as  a  de- 
fense, that  if  it  complied  with  the  law,  its  revenues  would  be  seriously  affected.  If  it  cannot 
transport  freight  for  the  amount  allowed  by  law,  then  it  should  shut  off  its  steam  and  should 
not  be  permitted  to  carry  on  its  business  upon  a  revenue  derived  from  an  excessive,  illegal  * 
taxation. 

There  is  nothing,  either  in  Mr.  Perkins'  or  Mr.  Barnard's  letter,  outside  of  the  arguments 
to  which  we  have  called  your  attention  in  this  letter.    The  burden  of  their  complaint  is,  that 
if  we  reduce  the  tariff  our  revenues  would  be  "seriously"  and  "disastrously"  affected.    We 
submit  that  they  have  assigned  no  other  reason  for  the  violation  of  this  law.   They  have  not . 
attempted  to  deny  but  what  they  have  charged  more  than  the  tariff  allowed  by  law,  but  uponi 
the  other  hand  Impliedly  admit  it.    Mr.  Barnard  in  his  letter  says  that  he  thinks  that  the- 
charge  made  by  us  is  unjustifiable,  and  especially  so  in  the  face  or  the  fact  that  the  consignee- 
declined  to  receive  any  rebate  on  a  former  occasion  which  the  company  offered  him.    In^ 
answer  to  this  we  desire  to  say  that  when  the  company  offered  to  refund  the  amount  exces- 
sively collected,  Mr.  Hoeppner  expected  a  refund  for  overcharges  on  all  shipments  to  him,, 
and  which  the  agent  of  the  company  refused  to  make,  and  in  support  of  this  position  we  en- 
close a  letter  received  from  Mr.  Hoeppner,  dated  at  Hamburg,  Iowa,  on  May  26, 1883. 

As  we  have  hereinbefore  said,  we  find  nothing  in  the  letters  of  Mr.  Perkins  or  Mr.  Bamardr 
answering  the  charges  we  have  made,  except  what  we  have  herein  referred  to,  and  until 
some  other  argument  is  made  by  the  representatives  of  this  company  in  support  of  their  po- 
sition of  the  right  to  charge  this  unreasonable  rate,  we  have  nothing  more  to  say,  and  we 
hope  that  the  Commission  will  adhere  to  the  opinion,  or  decision,  they  filed  upon  the  nine- 
teenth of  June,  1882,  and  found  in  their  report  of  1882,  upon  page  633.

Dear  Sib— Your  letter  of  July  aoth  has  been  forwarded  to  me  here  by  Mr.  Howlaud,  with 
the  other  papers  in  the  Groneweg  &  Schoentgen  case. 

I  have  read  carefully  the  letter  of  that  firm  addressed  to  yourself,  dated  July  13th.  Messn. 
Groneweg  &  Schoentgen  seem  to  dwell  on  what  they  assume  to  be  a  fact,  namely :  that  the 
rates  charged  by  the  Kansas  City,  St.  Joseph  &  Council  Bluffs  Railroad  Company  aie  In  vio- 
lation of  some  statute.  But  there  is  no  such  statute,  and  the  question,  as  I  understand  it, 
which  is  submitted  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  is,  are  the  rates  charged  by  the  K.  C,  St 
J.  &  C.  B.  Co.  for  the  transportation  of  merchandise  between  Council  Bluffs  and  Hamboig 
reasonable  rates? 

Messrs.  Groneweg  &  Schoeuigeu  say  in  their  letter  of  July  13th  :  "  We  do  not  propose,  nor 
is  it  necessary,  to  enter  into  a  discussion  with  the  President  of  tliis  road  as  to  wliat  is  a  rea- 
sonable charge  for  the  transportation  of  freight  We  rest  our  case  on  the  ground  that  this 
company  charge  more  than  the  rate  fixed  and  allowed  by  law.  The  wisdom  or  the  pcdicy  of 
this  law  is  not  now  in  question  :  nor,  sir,  do  we  base  our  case  upon  the  ground  that  the 
charges  made  in  this  case  are  unreasonable,  as  compared  with  the  charges  made  by  other 
roads  und^  similar  circumstances  and  conditions."  In  other  words,  they  do  not  dispute  the 
reasonableness  of  the  charge  made  by  the  railroad  company. 

They  say,  referring  to  Mr.  Barnard's  statement  that  the  road  has  never  been  able  to  earn 
anything  for  the  stockholders  of  the  company,  "  We  do  not  think  this  to  be  a  defense.  The 
mere  inability  on  the  part  of  a  railroad  company  t(f  transport  freight  for  the  tax  allowed  by 
law  is  no  excuse  for  its  violation."  And  again  :  "  We  deplore  the  fact  that  after  this  com- 
pany has  constructed  its  line  it  cannot  now  so  operate  it  as  to  carry  freight  for  the  tariff  lixed 
by  law."  This  may  seem  somewhat  Inconsiderate  of  others  as  coming  from  one  who  is  ask- 
ing the  greatest  consideration  for  himself,  but  It  admits  practically  all  that  the  railroad  com- 
pany has  claimed. 

It  seems  to  me  hardly  necessary  to  trouble  you  and  the  Railroad  Commissioners  with  any 
further  argument  In  this  matter,  and  I  am  willing  to  submit  the  case  on  what  has  been  said 
on  both  sides,  unless  it  should  be  the  wish  of  the  Commission  to  hear  further  argument,  orally 
or  otherwise. 

A  volume  might  be  written  on  the  question,  what  is  the  measure  of  leasonableness  in  flxinc 
railroad  charges?  But  the  Commissioners  have  doubtless  had  occasion  to  go  overihat  groood 
many  times,  and  they  doubtless  understand  it  better  than  I  do.

Honorable  Board  Rafilr  tad  Commititoners: 

GBNTLEinBN— The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  has  again  raised  the  rate  on  lumber 
from  Dubuque  to  this  point,  and  as  a  large  proportion  of  our  trade  to  this  point  comes  from 
the  east  of  us  on  the  road  to  Fort  Dodge,  and  thjB  I.  C.  B.  R.  Co.  are  giving  lumber  dealers  a 
rate  from  Dubuque  to  Fort  Do  Ige  of  ten  cents  per  hundred,  whereas  our  rates  at  present  are 
fifteen  and  five- tenths  cents  per  hundred,  which  enables  the  Fort  Dodge  dealers  to  undersell 
us  at  this  point,  in  consequence  of  the  rates  being  much  lower  at  Fort  Dodge  than  to  Man- 
son.  The  rate  to  Fort  Dodge  is  lower  to  lumber  dealers  in  consequence  of  the  opposition  of 
the  Minneapolis  &  St  Louts  Railway  at  that  point.  As  a  result  of  the  great  difference  in 
rates,  a  large  portion  of  the  trade,  which  Is  legitimate  territory  to  this  point  now  goes  to 
Fort  Dodge,  and  we,  the  undersigned,  dealers  of  Manson  petition  your  Honorable  Board 
to  compel  tl)e  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  to  give  us  a  rate  from  Dubuque  to  Man- 
son  that  will  enable  us  to  compete  with  Fort  Dodge  dealAs.  As  it  now  stands,  we  are  at  great 
loss  financially  by  the  unequal  rate.

This  complaiiit  was  investigated  by  Commissioner  Coffin,  who  visited 
Manson  and  Fort  Dodge  for  that  purpose.  The  matter  was  referred  to  J. 
F.  Tucker,  Traffic  Manager  Illinois  Central  Bailroad,  who  replied  as  follows: 

Chicaqo,  April  18,  1888. 
E.  G.  Moboak,  Esq.,  Secretary  Railroad  Commission: 

Dbab  SiB—Your  favor  of  the  llth  inst.  to  our  President,  with  enclosure  of  complaint 
abont  rates  to  Manson,  has  been  referred  to  me.  The  advance  in  rates  complained  of  Is 
three-tenths  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  equivalent  to  sixty  cents  per  car  of  twenty  thousand 
pounds.  In  making  the  new  tariff  we  continued  the  old  rates,  but  dropped  the  small  frac- 
tions, making  the  car  load  rates  less  In  some  cases  and  a  little  more  In  others.  Our  rate 
from  Dubuque  to  Manson,  two  hundred  and  ten  miles,  is  fifteen  and  one  half  cents  per  hun- 
dred. This  Is  the  Commissioners'  rate  for  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway,  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Qulncy  Bailroad,  and  other  lines,  having  four  times  the  volume  ^  business 
that  we  have.  Therefore  we  think  it  is  very  reasonable.  As  to  the  Fort  Dodge  rates  we  are, 
and  have  been  for  some  time,  making  a  ten  cent  rate  by  rebate.  Tlie  Minneapolis  &  St.  Loufs 
Railway  have  taken  the  ground  that  Minneapolis  and  Dubuque  rates  shall  be  the  same,  and 
published  a  fourteen  cent  rate,  the  same  as  ours  from  Dubuque.  This  we  considered  not  fair 
to  Dubuque  or  the  State  of  Iowa,  and  we  did  not  propose  to  let  it  go  by  default.    We  asked 
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them  to  make  a  fllfferf^nrial  me  in  aemvdaaee  vrtii  zhi^  prl'ws  of  laaibifr  at  boch  plate*,  tat 
they  refined.  At  Waterloo  and  Cedar  Falls  ve  are  aHiywed  a  dffferesee.  aatf  we  trass  to  hare 
a  meeting  shortly  with  those  parties,  and  advaaee  the  Fort  Dod^  nt*A.  ytirnvm  b  twenty 
miles  from  Fort  Dodge.  I  do  ihiC  ihink  they  futtT  any  oomwciahie  eoaipetixktt  whateTir 
from  the  lower  rate  to  Fort  Dodge.  I  will  hare  oar  travc^L.-.g  trn;^  acenc  >;>^  into  this 
matter  and  see  how  this  i»,  bnt  we  win  be  ftjreed  to  adranee  the  rates  froM  Dnbo^ne  to  Fvrt 
Dodge  if  onr  action  in  tliis  ease  »  wti  approved,  in  whieh  ereat  Dttb»qar  and  the  State  win 
be  the  chief  sufferers ;  for  it  will  be  iraponsiblefor  as  to  defend  oar  jvBeti#MS  if  we  are  called 
upon  to  make  these  sweeping  reduction^  at  other  points. 

I  would  most  respectfully  request  that  the  iBfonnatioa  herein,  which  we  are  Tcry  glad  to 
furnish  the  Commission,  is  not  made  pnbUc,  as  it  only  fwiMet  oar  neighhoo  to  again  beat 
us. 

We  are  interested  in  the  State  of  Iowa,  while  th«>»  other  lines,  ftcm  their  sitaation.  hare 
their  interests  elsewhere. 

I  trust  our  views  will  meet  the  Commi'ssiooefs'  approvaL

DECISION  OF  THE  COICMISSIOSEBS. 

Messrs.  T.  £.  Maiden  and  Whitley  &  Jackson,  lumber  dealers  of  Manson^ 
complain  that  the  rate  on  lumber  from  Dabaqne  to  Fort  Dodge  is  ten  cents 
per  hundred  pounds,  while  that  from  Dubuque  to  Manson  is  fifteen  and  five 
tenths  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  These  towns  are  stations  on  the  Slinois 
Central  Bailroad,  Fort  Dodge  192  miles  and  Manson  210  miles  west  of 
Dubuque. 

As  the  Board  understands,  the  complainants  do  not  charge  that  the  rate 
rate  from  Dubuque  to  Manson  is  excessiye,  but  that  the  rate  fnun  Dubuque 
to  Fort  Dodge  is  so  low  that  it  diyerts  a  large  part  of  the  business  of  Man- 
son,  especially  that  from  the  east,  to  Fort  Dodge  to  the  injury  of  the  busi- 
ness of  Manson,  the  difference  on  a  car  load  of  90,000  pounds  being  $16.00. 
They  ask  the  Board  to  recommend  to  the  I.  C.  B.  R.  Co.  a  rate  on  lumber 
from  Dubuque  to  Manson  that  will  enable  them  to  compete  with  Fort  Dodge. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Tucker,  Traffic  Manager  of  the  I.  C.  R.  R.,  to  whom  the  com- 
plaint was  submitted,  says  in  reply,  that  the  rate  from  Dubuque  to  Manson 
on  lumber  is  the  same  as  charged  on  class  A  roads  by  the  tariff  adopted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  1874.  The  rate  from  Dubuque  to  Fort  Dodge  is 
fourteen  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  but  they  have  latterly  been  giving  a  ten 
cent  rate  by  rebate.  The  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Bailway  having  given 
from  Minneapolis  a  fourteen  cent  rate,  the  same  as  from  Dubuque,  his  com- 
pany was  obliged  to  make  a  rate  that  would  equalize  the  prices  of  lumber 
between  Dubuque  and  Minneapolis  or  abandon  the  point— Fort  Dodge— as 
a  market  for  their  lumber.  This  he  considers  unMrto  the  Dubuque  lumber 
manufacturers,  that  his  company  will  be  unable  to  defend  the  manufac- 
turers on  his  line  if  a  lowering  of  rates  at  competing  points  compels  the 
same  relative  reduction  at  all  points  on  the  road. 

In  the  case  of  the  Rand  Lumber  Company  vs.  the  Chicago,  Burlington  & 
Quincy  Railroad  Company  (Fifth  Annual  Report  of  Commissioners,  page 
&50)  the  Board  held  that  railroad  companies  could  properly  encourage  man- 
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ufacturing  on  their  lines  by  rates  that  enable  competition  with  points  in 
other  States;  that  ^'  to  a  great  extent  a  railroad  company  must  protect  the 
business  on  its  lines  in  competition  with  like  business  conducted  on  rival 
lines,  under  more  favorable  circumstances,  or  it  loses  that  particular  busi- 
ness; that  the  Railroad  Commission  do  not  think  it  their  duty  to  interfere 
to  destroy  business  so  helped  by  a  railroad  company  at  its  expense  for  the 
purpose  of  adding  that  business  to  another  locality." 

In  the  case  of  Lighthall  vs.  the  I.  C.  R.  R.  Co.  (Fifth  Annual  Report  of 
Commissioners,  page  564)  the  Board  held  ^'  that  the  true  theory  of  transpor- 
tation requires  that  producers  should  be  accommodated  at  the  nearest  sta- 
tion, and  not  be  required  to  travel  long  distances  to  do  business  at  a  com- 
peting point;  that  the  rates  to  stations  near  competing  points  should  so 
sympathize  with  the  rates  at  competing  points  as  to  retain  home  business  * 
to  merchant  and  farmer  and  railroad." 

The  Commissioners  have  made  a  limited  examination  of  the  facts  cover- 
ing the  relative  situation  and  business  of  the  two  points,  and  are  unable  to 
find  that  the  reduced  rate  at  Fort  Dodge  has  materially  affected  the  lumber 
or  other  business  of  Manson.  They  are  pleased  to  learn  that  the  I.  C.  R.  R. 
Co.  has  voluntarily  reduced  its  rate  on  lumber  to  Manson  to  fourteen  cents 
per  hundred  pounds,  and  trust  that  this  will  be  satisfactory.  In  that  case 
it  will  be  unnecessary  for  them  to  take  any  further  action.

Enclosed  are  papers  that  prove  that  we 
charge  the  same  to  the  gypsum  mill  as  on  the  lumber,  and  I  |trust  the  Commissioners  will 
agree  with  us.

Dbar  Sir— Referring  to  the  enclosed  coniplalnt,  made  by  Swezey  &  Borman,  Newell,  Iowa, 
as  to  switching  charges  at  Fort  Dodge  on  lumber  coming  from  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis 
Railway,  our  records  show  that  the  same  switching  charge  is  exacted  on  this  business  as  to 
and  from  the  gypsum  mill— three  dollars  per  car  of  twenty  thousand  pounds.  Is  this  not  as 
you  understand  it,  and  are  not  your  charges  made  accordingly,  one  and  one-half  cents  per 
one  hundred,  actual  weight,  minimum  twenty  thousand  pounds,  both  on  switching  from  the 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway,  and  to  tkud  from  the  gypsum  mill?

He  was 
finally  answered  as  follows:

J.  F.  Tucker,  Esq.,  Traffic  Manager  III  Cent.  1?.  B.,  Chicago: 

Dear  Sir— Your  letter  of  March  SO,  with  letters  of  H.  L.  Shute  and  A. 
D.  Hallock,  agent  at  Fort  Dodge,  have  been  considered.  While  the  Com- 
missioners are  ready  to  admit  the  correctness  of  your  proposition,  that  the 
one  hundred  pounds  rather  than  the  car  load  should  be  the  unit  for  deter- 
mining charges  on  freight,  they  cannot  divest  themselves  of  the  conviction 
that  $3.00  per  car  is  largely  more  than  a  reasonable  rate  for  the  switching 
required  for  this  transfer. 

With  a  view  of  protecting  your  road  in  its  lumber  interests  from  the  com- 
petition of  a  rival  line,  they  have  sanctioned  what  they  believed,  independ- 
ent of  such  consideration,  to  be  more  than  a  just  coitipensation  for  the  serv- 
ice rendered,  in  addition  to  the  high  local  rate.  They  think  this  should  be 
satisfactory.  If,  however,  you  insist  on  the  one  hundred  pounds  as  the 
standard,  they  would  suggest  seventy-five  one  hundredths  (75-100)  cents 
about  a  fair  rate  on  full  car  load  lots.

I  enclose  you  another  receipt,  where  they  charge  ne 
only  twenty-two  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  to  the  same  point ;  but  because  there  was  a 
few  onions  inSthis  car,  which  are  charged  on  all  other  roads  the  same  as  potatoes,  they  charge 
me  forty-one  cents  on  these.    Is  there  no  remedy?

Board  of  Railroad  CommissUmen,  Des  Moina,  Iowa: 

Gentlbmbn— I  am  doing  business  at  Le  Mars  and  also  at  Remsen,  ten  mlleH  east  of  here 
ou  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  and  find  some  complications  In  shipping.  I  sometimes  find 
it  to  my  Interest  to  ship  lumber  from  the  north  over  the  St.  Paul  and  Omaha  line,  and  some- 
times my  coal  rates  for  hard  coal  are  better  from  the  north.  But  the  Central  folks  are  bound 
that  I  shall  ship  from  the  east,  regardless  of  what  I  can  buy  for,  and  went  so  far  at  one  time 
as  to  notify  their  agent  at  Le  Mars  not  to  receive  cars  from  the  St.  Paul  Company  destined  to 
Remsen.  Some  things  cannot  be  got  from  the  east  at  a  price  that  the  consumer  can  afford  to 
pay,  and  they  are  obliged  to  paas  through  Remsen  and  go  ten  miles  farther  to  do  their  trad- 
ing. Yet  by  allowing  the  Central  their  regular  rates  from  here  to  Remsen  the  goods  can  be 
got  there  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  company.  Now  the  query  is,  cannot  the  Illinois  Central 
folks  be  compelled  to  accept  and  transport  these  cars  on  reasonable  time?  Again,  I  pur- 
chase grain  and  live  stock  at  Remsen,  a  business  that  no  one  could  handle  successfully,  for 
the  reason  that  the  northern  or  Minneapolis  grain  market  was  so  much  better  than  the  east 
that  Le  Mars  could  pay  much  more  than  Remsen  that  people  would  be  obliged,  and  did, 
haul  all  their  produce  to  Le  Mars.  But  I  have  procured  from  the  Minneapolis  grain  markets 
and  the  St.  Paul  &  Omaha  Railroad  rates  on  grain  that  would  allow  me  to  pay  people  around 
Remsen  such  prices  that  they  were  satisfied.  So  far,  all  right ;  but  when  I  call  for  a  car  to 
ship  my  grain,  the  railroad  company  refuse  to  let  their  cars  go  off  their  line  for  that  purpose. 
Then  I  called  for  a  St  Paul  &  Omaha  car,  which  I  have  learned  is  ready  for  me  as  soon  as  ' 
the  Illinois  Central  orders  it  But  they  have  not  ordered  it,  and  I  am  quite  well  satisfied  do 
not  intend  to  order  one,  but  have  telegraphed  me  to  ship  east  and  they  will  make  it  all  right 
To  make  it  all  right  means  to  haul  for  nominally  nothing,  as  I  have  a  special  offer  for  my 
grain  at  this  time. 

The  vital  question  Is,  can  they  not  be  compelled  to  furnish  me  a  car,  either  their  own  or 
one  from  the  line  that  I  wish  to  ship  over,  within  a  reasonable  length  of  time,  and  is  It  any  of 
their  business  where  I  ship  my  grain  to?  One  word  more  in  explanation  :  I  have  paid  to  the 
Illinois  Central  folks  some  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  the  past  two  years  for  freight  into  Le 
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Mars  and  Remsen.  While  their  rates  are  low  enough  considering  the  number  of  miles  they 
have  to  haul,  yet  the  road  runs  in  the  wrong  direction  for  either  lumber  or  wheat,  or  even 
com,  In  this  part  of  Iowa. 

To  ship  all  of  my  lumber  over  their  line  to  Remsen  means  to  tax  the  consumers  from  two  to 
four  dollars  per  thousand,  and  to  ship  grain  east  would  again  tax  tliem  four  to  six  cents  per 
bushel.  The  Central  folks  know  this,  but  claim  the  right  to  handle  the  grain  and  take  it  east 
against  the  protest  of  everyone.  I  went  with  this  to  Hon.  I.  3.  Struble,  and  he  referred  me 
to  you.   An  early  reply  will  be  considered  a  great  favor.

Dear  Sir.— Your  letter  of  March  3l8t  received  and  contents  noted.  If 
we  understand  your  complaint,  it  is  that  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany refuse  to  furnish  you  cars  at  Bemsen  station  to  load  for  Minneapolis, 
and  points  on  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Bailway,  and 
that  they  refuse  to  haul  the  cars  of  the  C.  St.  P.  &  M.  &  O.  road,  loaded 
with  lumber  or  hard  coal,  tendered  them  by  you  at  Le  Mars  for  Bemsen,  or 
to  haul  the  empty  cars  from  Le  Mars  to  Bemsen  to  be  loaded  with  grain  for 
Minneapolis  and  other  points  on  the  Omaha  road.  Also  that  when  hauled, 
the  Illinois  Central  Company  subjects  the  cars  to  such  unreasonable  delay 
that  it  practically  amounts  to  a  refusal  to  allow  produce  to  go  that  way. 

The  Board  has  decided  these  questions  as  follows : 

No  railroad  company  can  be  compelled  to  furnish  cars  to  be  loaded  at 
points  on  their  line,  to  be  shipped  over  another  road ;  or,  in  other  words,  is 
compelled  to  furnish  cars  for  the  business  of  a  rival  route.  The  Board  also 
decided  that  the  cars  of  all  transportation  companies  or  persons  shaU  be 
received  and  hauled  by  any  railway  in  this  State,  where  connection  exists, 
to  be  loaded  and  returned,  or  received  loaded  and  returned  empty,  the  com- 
pany receiving  and  hauling  being  entitled  to  their  full  local  rates  on  such 
haulages.  If  this  should  cover  your  case,  your  proper  course  is  to  tender 
I.  C.  li.  B.  Co.,  at  some  siding  accessible,  and  on  which  they  have  the  right 
to  run,  cars  for  the  transportation  of  your  grain,  noting  the  number  of  cars 
and  date;  also,  if  taken,  the  length  of  time  delayed,  should  it  be  unreason- 
able. If  refused  or  delayed,  so  state  to  this  Board,  verifying  the  facts  by 
affidavit.  Any  attempt  to  deprive  you  of  your  rights  by  unreasonable  de- 
lay will  be  regarded  as  a  refusal.  The  Board  will  then  call  the  attention  of 
the  company  to  the  subject. 

I  send  you  a  copy  of  the  advanced  sheets  of  our  report  for  18H0.  The  Lil- 
bum  case,  pages  77  to  108,  covers  nearly  the  same  ground  as  your  case.

March  Slst,  I  boarded  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  North- 
ern train  at  Nora  Junction  (due  there  at  about  l  :30  p.  m.,  from  the  west,)  for  Waterloo,  and 
on  account  of  the  burning  (the  day  before)  of  the  depot  at  Nora  Junction,  I  was  unable  to 
purchase  a  ticket,  and  the  conductor  charged  me  12.80.  At  Waterloo  I  ascertained  that  the 
regular  fare  was  only  $1.80.    He  charged  the  next  man  $2.70  for  the  same  trip.

This  letter  was  acknowledged  and  sent  to  C.  J.  Ives,  General  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway.  He  answered  as 
follows:

Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  at  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  in  neglecting  to  deliver 
freight  to  connecting  lines. 

Messrs.  Gardner,  Batchelder  &  Wells,  of  Lyons,  this  State,  shipped  ear  No.  18294,  C,  M.  & 
St.  P.  R'y,  to  us  on  February  19, 1883,  via  Council  BlufEs.  It  was  just  thirty  days  In  transit. 
We  could  learn  nothing  about  it,  except  that  it  was  in  Council  Bluffs  sereral  days.  No  ex- 
planation was  glYen  for  the  delay,  although  we  wrote  their  agent  there.  The  same  Arm 
shipped  us  car  No.  80170,  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  R'y,  on  March  29th.  This  we  never  heard  from  until 
the  16th  of  this  month,  when  the  writer  was  in  Council  Bluffs.  I  was  Informed  by  a  Milwao- 
kee  man  that  the  car  had  been  sent  over  to  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad,  on 
the  fifth  of  this  month,  and  that  the  car  had  been  returned  on  the  sixth.  By  his  answer  I 
was  led  to  believe  that  the  trouble  was  with  tlie  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.,  consequently  on  Monday 
morning  I  went  to  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  office,  where  I  was  informed  that  the  car  had  been 
8en(  to  their  yard  and  had  been  returned  to  the  Milwaukee  folks,  together  with  an  extra  car 
to  transfer  It  into.  This  was  ten  days  after  they  had  the  car.  As  my  train  was  then  due  to 
leave,  I  came  home  and  \^ote  the  freight  agent  of  the  Milwaukee  to  know  what  was  the 
matter  and  the  reason  it  was  not  transferred  and  delivered  to  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  B.  R.  Co.  Jand 
as  yet  we  do  not  receive  the  car  nor  a  reply  from  their  agent  at  Council  Bluffs.

The  agent  offered  to  let  me  have  two  cars  to  Alton,  on  the  Chicago,  Bariington  ft 
Qulncy  road,  for  thirty-two  dollars  per  car.  I  submit  that  the  aboTc  charge  of  forty-nine 
dollars  (918)  per  car  from  Glendale  to  Kew  is  extortionate  and  unjust,  and  I  respectfully  re- 
quest the  Board  of  Oommlssloners  to  investigate  this  matter  and  afford  me  the  neeeasary  !•- 
lief.

Dbab  SiBr-Answering  yours  of  April  28th,  enclosing  the  complaint  of  Henry  Webb,  tbat 
he  was  charged  exorbitant  rates  on  two  cars  of  emigrant  outfit  from  Glendale  to  Kew,  Iowa, 
I  would  say  that  Mr.  Webb's  shipments  were  from  Glendale,  Iowa,  a  point  on  the  f?hV^^p>, 
BuUnflcton  &  Qulncy  Railroad,  to  Kew,  Iowa,  a  point  on  the  Humeston  ft  Shenandoah  Baft- 
load,  the  two  lines  intersecting  at  Humeston.  To  Humeston  was  as  tar  as  oar  company  oonM 
carry  the  goods,  and  we  charged  Mr.  Webb  for  that  service,  according  to  our  pubUahed  Iowa 
distance  tariff,  one  hundred  and  six  miles,  thirty  dollars  per  car.    For  tlie  conTenieaee  «f 
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shippera  on  our  line,  the  general  manager  of  the  Humeston  &  Shenandoah  Bailroad  has  con- 
sented that  we  bill  freight  through  Humeston  direct  to  stations  on  his  line,  provided  he  re- 
ceives his  regular  tariff  from  Humeston  to  destination.  In  the  case  in  question  the  tariff  on 
emigrants'  outfit,  Humeston  to  Kew,  is  per  car,  nineteen  dollars.  Our  agent  simply  named 
the  above  rates  to  Mr.  Webb,  and  at  his  request  billed  the  cars  through  at  the  sum  of  the 
above  rates,  or  forty-nine  dollars  per  car.  Hoping  the  above  explanation  will.be  satisfac-

Mr.  Webb  resided  at  Glendale,  Jefferson  county,  Iowa,  and  desiring  to 
move  his  household  goods,  farm  machinery  and  twelve  head  of  stock  to 
Kew,  a  station  in  Ringgold  county,  Iowa,  on  the  line  of  the  Humeston  & 
Shenandoah  Railroad,  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  miles  southwest,  he  ap- 
plied to  the  agent  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &Quincy  Railroad  Company 
for  two  cars.  The  agent  informed  him  that  the  charges  on  these  two  cars 
would  be  forty-nine  dollars  each;  that  the  company  would  deliver  the  two 
car  loads  at  Af ton,  the  coimty  seat  of  Union  county,  a  station  on  its  own 
road  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  miles  west  of  Glendale,  and  about  twenty 
miles  north  and  a  little  east  of  Kew,  for  thirty-two  dollars  per  car.  Mr. 
Webb's  complaint  seems  to  be  based  upon  the  theory  that,  as  the  distance 
from  Glendale  to  Kew  is  but  sixteen  miles  further  than  from  Glendale  to 
Afton,  the  charge  should  be  about  the  same  or  slightly  in  excess,  and  that 
the  seventeen  dollars  per  car  difference  is  extortion,  or  at  least  thatmuch 
of  it  more  than  the  jm>  rata  difference  of  distances. 

A  principle  long  since  settled  in  all  railway  transportation,  and  recog- 
nized in  the  "  Granger  legislation  "  of  1874,  is  that  where  freight  passes  over 
two  distinct  lines  of  road,  each  carrier  is  entitled  to  its  local  or  short  rate; 
and  if  by  an  agreed  arrangement  the  freight  goes  through  without  re-hand- 
ling on  the  same  cars,  the  rule  is  not  changed.  The  Iowa  distance  tariff  in 
this  case  gives  the  C,  B.  &Q.  R.  R.,  Glendale  to  Humeston,  one  hundred  and 
six  miles,  thirty  dollars  per  car,  and  the  H.  &  S.  R.  R.,  for  the  forty-eight 
miles  from  Humeston  to  Kew,  nineteen  dollars  per  car.  The  tariff  adopted 
by  the  legislature  of  1874  would  have  given  the  two  roads  for  this  freight 
hauled  the  same  distance,  fifty  dollars  and  forty  cents. 

There  is  no  evidence  before  the  Commissioners  to  lead  them  to  suppose 
that  other  parties  are  charged  less  for  this  service;  and  if  it  is  greater  than 
the  amoimt  for  which  Mr.  Webb  might  have  shipped  his  freight  to  Afton,  he 
has  no  ground  for  complaint,  as  he  knew  the  rates  to  both  pointslbefore  he 
shipped.  Under  the  statement  of  the  case,  the  Commissioners  find  that  the 
charges  were  not  imreasonable.

On  the  10th  day  of  May,  1888,  Mr.  Oresswell,  of  Bonaparte,  Iowa,  com- 
plained to  the  Commissioners  as  follows :  That  he  shipped  from  Bonaparte 
station  on  the  Chicago,  Bock  Island  &  Pacific  Bailway,  on  the  16th  of  Octo- 
ber, 1882,  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  head  of  stock  hogs,  in  car  number 
10,590,  consigned  to  £.  Cresswell,  Lamar,  Missouri,  the  car  going  via  Kan- 
sas City.  On  arriving  at  its  destination  the  car  contained  but  one  hundred 
and  thirty-five  head  of  hogs ;  that  he  wrote  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Kansas  City  stockyards,  who  reported  that  car  number  10,590  was  received 
from  the  C,  B.  I.  &  P.  B'y  on  October  18, 1882,  at  8.15  A.  m.,  and  that  said 
car  contained  only  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  hogs ;  that  on  November  4th 
he  addressed  a  letter  to  the  agent  of  the  C,  B.  I.  &  P.  B'y  at  Bonaparte, 
stating  his  claim,  and  received  answer  that  he  would  have  to  prove  by  relia- 
ble witnesses  the  number  of  hogs  loaded  in  the  car  before  his  claim  would 
receive  attention.  Mr.  Cresswell  asked  the  Board  if,  in  their  opinion,  the 
testimony  of  his  sons,  who  helped  load  the  hogs,  was  not  admissible.  The 
complaint  was  immediately  forwarded  to  Hugh  Biddle,  President  of  the  C, 
B.  I.  &  P.  B'y,  who  referred  it  to  the  claim  agent.  The  company  took  the 
ground  that  many  of  the  hogs  were  very  small,  scarcely  more  than  sucking 
pigs,  and  that  the  missing  ones  could  easily  have  escaped  through  the  stock- 
yard fence  before  the  loading  b^^an ;  in  fact,  Mr.  Cresswell  had  boys  there 
all  night  to  see  that  they  should  not  thus  escape.  Mr.  Cresswell,  however, 
stated  positively  that  the  hogs  were  carefully  counted  when  put  into  the 
stockyards,  and  again  just  before  they  were  loaded ;  hence  he  was  certain 
that  he  loaded  the  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  head  as  stated.  Affidavit  was 
also  made  by  Mr.  Cresswell's  sons  to  the  above  effect. 

Mr.  Given,  Superintendent  of  the  Iowa  Division  of  the  C,  B.  I.  &  P.  B'y 
finally  went  to  Bonaparte  in  person  and  settled  the  claim  with  Mr.  Cress- 
well, paying  him  sixty  dollars  for  his  loss,  and  complainant  asked  the  Com- 
missioners to  dismiss  the  case.

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To  illustrate  a  case  In  point,  we  will  say  that  an  agent  with  750  pounds  of  baggage  (or  600 
pounds  excess),  wishes  to  make  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  St  St  Paul  Railroad,  from  Marlon 
Iowa,  to  Council  Bluffs,  and  stop  at  every  station.

$1  for  handling  the  agent's  three  trunks  at  each  station.  Now,  we  claim  the  above  to  be  ex- 
cessive and  unjust,  in  that  it  particularly  discriminates  In  favor  of  the  party  making  the  long 
ran,  and  virtually  compels  the  western  Jobbers  who  make  the  short  runs*  to  retire  their 
lines  of  samples  from  the  railroad  and  to  use  other  modes  of  conveyance.  While  we  realize 
that  the  railroads  have  rights  and  should  receive  a  fair  compensation,  as  carriers,  we  do  not 
believe  that  the  late  charges  are  either  reasonable  or  Just,  inasmuch  as  the  charges  for  the 
labor  performed  are  entirely  too  high.  We  believe  that  the  following  charges  and  rules 
would  be  Just  to  both  the  carrier  and  the  traveler,  and  we  specially  request  your  most  careful 
investigation  into  this  question  of  charges  for  handling,  which  we  consider  excessive.  We, 
therefore,  believe  that  the  old  excess  baggage  rates  of  prior  to  April  1, 1889,  should  be  re* 
stored,  and  that  a  reasonable  amount  be  charged  for  loading  trunks,  say  twenty-five  cents 
for  three  trunks  or  less,  and  ten  cents  each  for  each  additional  trunk ;  this  would  give  the 
railroad  for  the  43  stations  illustrated  above,  a  total  of  $5.07  for  carrying,  and  $ia76  for  hand- 
ling, making  a  total  of  $15.82,  against  $48.16,  the  present  charges,  and  $6.07,  the  old  charged 
In  addition  to  the  old  form  of  mileage  baggage  tickets,  an  additional  coupon  loading  ticket 
could  be  attached,  each  coupon  representing  one  trunk  or  the  price  for  loading  the  same, 
and  to  be  detached  when  the  baggage  Is  checked. 

We,  therefore,  claim  the  handling  charges  to  be  excessive,  and  desire  your  particular  in- 
vestigation into  the  question  as  to  whether  twenty-five  cents  for  loading  (no  charge  for  un- 
loadlngj,  and  ten  cents  for  each  additional  trunk  be  not  sufficient.

Okktlbmkk  -At  a  meeting  of  the  Jobbers  and  Manufacturers  Association  of  this  dty,  the 
undersigned  were  chosen  as  a  committee  to  confer  with,  and  call  your  attention,  to  the  Iih 
crease  in  the  charges  on  excess  baggage,  which,  we  think,  are  unjust  in  some  respects. 

Our  trade  with  all  the  towns  within  160  miles  of  Des  Moines,  and  these  towns  are  from  three 
to  fifteen  miles  apart :  to  make  it  plain  to  you  and  illustrate  a  case  in  point,  we  attach  **  Sk- 
hiblt  A,"  an  excess  baggage  permit  for  two  hundred  pounds  from  Des  Moines  to  Metz,  on  the 
Chicago,  Bock  Island  ft  Pacific  Bailway,  about  thirty  miles  east  of  Des  Momes,  bought  befote 
the  advance  in  rates,  for  sixty  cents,  to  go  and  return,  and  stop  ofF  when  and  where  we  have 
a  mind  to. 

We  also  attach  "Bxhibit  B,'^  the  cost  of  making  the  same  town  and  stopping  off  at  the 
same  towns,  under  the  new  prices.  You  will  notice  that  the  expense  is  on  us  who  make  the 
short  runs,  as  it  costs  no  more  to  go  direct  to  Metz  than  to  stop  at  the  first  station. 

We  cannot  see  that  it  is  either  reasonable  or  Just  that  the  rates  should  be  changed,  and  we 

pray  that  your  honorable  body  will  investigate  the  matter,  and  do  what  you  can  to  restote 

the  old  rates.

This  circular  is  presumed  by  the  GommisRioners  to  be  an  agreed  modifica* 
tiou  of  the  charges  on  baggage  adopted  by  the  Iowa  pool  lines  on  April  1st, 
and  seems  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  complaining,  parties,  except  the  clause 
that  '^  No  charge  less  than  twenty-five  cents  will  be  made."  They  seem  to 
feel  that  this  should  be  fifteen  cents.  They  reason  in  this  way:  The  com- 
mercial travelers  from  the  eastern  cities  only  stop  at  the  large  towns,  and, 
these  not  occurring  very  frequently,  this  charge  of  twenty-five  cents  is  not 
oppressive. 

The  jobbing  business  of  the  Iowa  towns  is  in  the  main  done  at  the 
smaller  stations,  which  are  probably  not  more  than  seven  miles  apart.  In 
passing  the  same  distance  the  Iowa  jobber  would  have  his  baggage  handled 
seven  times  where  an  eastern  man  would  once,  and  the  ten  cents  difference 
would  to  many  houses  amount  to  five  doUars  per  day. 

Please  inform  the  Board  whether  the  rates  in  this  circular  as  quoted 
above  have  been  adopted  by  your  company,  and  if  so  whether  the  Iowa  job- 
bing trade  is  not  entitled  to  a  concession  of  ten  cents  in  the  Tninimum  of 
charges.

Dbab  Snfr— Replying  to  your  oireular  of  the  17th  instant,  I  Inclose  copy  of  our  latest  ex- 
cess bagxage  tariff.  As  to  the  provision  that  no  charge  less  than  twenty-five  eents  will  be 
made,  I  beg  to  say  : 

FirsL  The  transportation  of  samples  on  baggage  cars,  on  passenger  trains,  is  an  entire 
departure  from  the  legitimate  use  of  those  cars,  which  is  to  carry  the  wearing  apparel  and 
personal  effects  of  passengers.  Samples  are  property  freight,  and  should  be  cairied  by 
freight  or  express  service. 

Second,  The  increase  in  the  volume  of  samples  has  become  a  serious  matter  to  the  laflvay 
companies  and  their  employes,  on  account  of  the  time  required  to  load  and  unload,  and  the 
weight  and  unwieldly  size  of  the  sample  packages. 

TMrd.  The  loading  and  unloading  constitute  a  considerable  part  of  the  expense  of  trans- 
portation, and  the  short  hauls  on  the  commercial  baggage  increase  the  cost  of  its  transporta- 
tion beyond  the  ratio  to  the  amount  received  for  its  cairiage,  which  is  predicated  on  an 
average  of  about  fifty  miles  per  trip. 

The  very  fact  stated,  upon  which  the  complaint  is  predicated,  would  justify  an  increase  d 
the  limit  of  twenty-five  cents  on  the  short  trips,  viz. :  that  the  average  trip  refened  to  is 
seven  miles. 

Fourth,  The  amount  charged  under  the  tariff,  when  taken  In  connection  with  the  amooot 
carried  free,  is  very  much  less  than  it  would  cost  by  any  other  mode  of  transportatloiL  ▲ 
commercial  traveler  willingly  pays  a  hotel  porter  twenty-five  cents  for  catrytng  his  bagp«e 
from  the  wagon  to  his  room,  while  he  objects  to  the  tariff  of  a  railway  company  which 
riee  two  hundred  pounds  free  and  one  hundred  pdunds  additional  for  twenty-five  oenla. 

Fifth,   On  the  short  trips  of  seven  miles,  the  commercial  traveler  pays  fare  fonrteea 
aud  for  three  hundred  pounds  of  baggage  twenty-five  cents ;  total,  thtrty-nlne  cents,  fbis 
Is  as  low  a  rate  for  the  service  as  can  be  claimed  on  any  ground.   The  railway  eompaaiea 
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cannot  certainly  be  asked  to  equalize  such  disadvantages  as  those  stated  in  the  complaint 
unless  their  rates  are  excessiye  or  unreasonable,  which  is  clearly  not  the  case. 

Sixth,  The  railway  companies  would  be  much  better  off  if  they  did  not  carry  a  pound  of 
excess  baggage  on  passenger  trains.  The  volume  has  so  greatly  increased  that  it  is  a  serioua 
question  whether  they  will  not  be  forced  to  cut  off  the  excess  baggage  entirely.

At  a  meeting  of  the  General  Managers  and  General  Passenger  Agents  of  the  followliig  lines, 
viz  :  Ct^icago,  Borlington  &  Qulncy ;  Chicago  &  Northwestern ;  Chicago,  Milwankee  9t  9L 
Paul ;  Chicago,  Bock  Island  &  Pacific ;  Missouri  Pacific,  and  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Padfle. 
held  at  Commissioner  Mldgley's  office,  In  this  city,  on  the  29th  ultimo,  the  following  actkm 
was  taken  regarding  the  "  Excess  Baggage  Tariff."  and  I  was,  at  said  meeting,  directed  to 
•communicate  with  your  Board  concerning  the  action. 

"  Resolved,  that,  taking  effect  June  1st  ensuing,  the  agreement  regarding  excess  baggage 
be  so  modified  that  the  following  rates  per  one  hundred  pounds  shall  be  charged : 

For  one  to  thirty  miles 16  cents  per  cwt 

For  thirty-one  to  fifty  miles , 26  cents  per  cwt. 

It  being  understood  that  the  minimum  charge  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five  centa." 

The  General  Managers  very  carefully  considered  the  matter,  and  taking  into  account  an 
the  circumstances  attending  the  transportation  of  excess  baggage,  they  feel  that  the  rates  to 
take  effect  the  1st  Instant,  are  as  low  as  the  lines  can  afford  to  carry  at 

The  trouble  seems  to  be  that  the  tariff  of  rates  of  April  1st  and  May  1st  (complained  of  in 
your  circular  of  May  17th)  is  compared  to  the  standard  of  a  year  ago,  when  there  were  really 
no  rates  at  all.  At  that  time  jobbers  generally  throughout  the  country  procured  extra  bag- 
gage books  for  their  traveling  men  at  mere  nominal  price,  less  than  one-half  (Vi)  cent  per 
one  hundred  pounds  per  mile.  This  rate  was  much  below  any  possible  standard  that  would 
be  generally  considered  fair,  by  which  to  gauge  what  the  charges  on  extra  baggage  should 
be. 

The  amount  carried  had  so  greatly  increased,  and,  taking  into  consideration  the  time  re- 
■quired  to  load  and  unload  and  the  weight  and  unwleldly  size  of  sample  packages,  the  rail- 
road companies  felt  themselves  obliged  to  agree  to  advance  the  rates  so  as  to  enable  them  to 
secure  a  reasonable  compensation  for  doing  the  business,  and  the  rates  agreed  on  are  hardly 
in  proportion  to  what  express  or  even  freight  rates  would  be  on  the  same  class  of  freigiht. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  expense  of  handling  the  baggage,  so  far  as  loading  and 
unloading  is  concerned,  is  just  as  great  for  the  short  hauls  as  for  the  long,  and  when  you  con- 
sider that,  for  a  trip  of  seven  miles  the  commercial  traveller  is  charged  fourteen  centi  for 
fare  and  twenty-five  cents  for  three  hundred  pounds  of  baggage,  making  a  total  of  thirty- 
nine  cents,  it  does  not  seem  as  though  any  just  ground  for  complaint  exists. 

The  railroad  companies  are  all  interested  In  helping  to  build  up  the  jobbing  trade  of  the 
States  of  Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  they  will  not  take  any  action  liable  to  cripple  the  jobber,  for 
the  latter's  prosperity  will  certainly  be  shared  by  them  ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  they  feel  that 
they  are  entitled  to  a  reasonable  compensation  for  services  performed.  Hoping  that  the  ac- 
tion of  the  roads  in  this  matter  will  meet  the  approval  of  your  Honorable  Board,  1  am.

DECISION  OF  COMMISSIONBRQ. 

A  paper  bearing  date  April  29th,  signed  by  thirty-one  manufacturers  and 
jobbers  doing  business  at  Dubuque,  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Commis- 
sioners.   Similar  papers  from  Des  Moines  and  other  towns  also  appealed. 

This  paper  complains  that  the  rate  on  the  baggage  of  commercial  travel- 
ers has  been  so  increased  as  to  be  practically  prohibitory.  This  tariif  went 
into  effect  on  April  Isi,  and  was  subsequently  modified  about  May  1st  On 
the  sixteenth  of  May  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  White,  Harbach 
and  Bentley,  of  Des  Moines,  appeared  before  the  Board,  and  expressed 
themselves  satisfied  with  the  tariff  of  May  1st,  except  the  one  item,  vix: 
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that  ^'  no  charge  for  handling  a  single  package  for  any  distance  shall  be  lesa 
than  twenty-five  cents."  This  Board  addressed  a  circular  to  all  the  railroad 
companies  operatuxg  lines  in  the  State  and  have  received  replies,  and  in  ad- 
dition a  letter  from  Hon.  Greorge  M.  Bogue,  Arbitrator  of  the  Southwestern 
Bailway  Association,  in  which  he  says  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  General 
Managers  and  General  Passenger  Agents  of  the  lines  represented  in  Iowa, 
on  the  29th  day  of  May,  it  was  ''  resolved  that  taking  effect  June  1,  ensuing, 
that  the  agreement  regarding  excess  baggage  be  so  modified  that  the  follow- 
ing rates  per  one  hundred  pounds  be  charged:  For  1  to  30  miles,  16  cents 
per  cwt.;  for  31  to  50  miles,  25  cents  per  cwt.;  and  that  no  charge  shall  be- 
less  than  25  cents." 

He  also  says  ^^  that  extra  baggage  books  were  sold  under  the  standard  of 
a  year  ago  at  less  than  one  half  cent  per  one  hundred  pounds  per  mile,"  and 
that  the  rate  was  much  below  any  possible  standard  that  could  be  considered 
fair.  The  result  of  this  has  been  to  increase  the  volume  of  extra  baggage 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  lead  to  the  consideration  of  excluding  from  passen- 
ger trains  any  amount  of  excess  of  two  hundred  pounds.  The  time  re- 
quired to  load  and  imload,  the  weight  and  unwieldy  size  of  the  sample  pack- 
ages, compel  them  to  advance  the  rates  or  do  something  to  lessen  th& 
amount. 

The  Commissioners  find  tl^at  under  the  rulings  of  the  com-ts  the  samples- 
of  traveling  salesmen  are  not  regarded  as  baggage,  and  that  they  may  be 
properly  confined  to  freight  trains.  They  conclude  that  a  fair  rate  if  allowed 
on  passenger  trains  would  be  the  charges  made  to  the  express  companies  for 
freight  carried  in  passenger  trains.  This  averages  from  one  and  one  half  to 
twice  first-class  rates.  The  rate  of  merchandise  imder  the  tariff  of  1875  was, 
for  seven  miles,  about  fifteen  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds.  We  think 
this  a  fair  standard  by  which  to  measure  the  value  of  this  service,  and  it 
should  be  acceptable  to  both  parties.  As  the  rates  made  in  the  excess  bag- 
(;age  tariffs  furnished  us  by  the  railroad  companies  do  not  exceed  this  we- 
do  not  think  it  necessary  to  interpose.

DsAB  Sm— Myself  yb.  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company,  claim  for  detention  of 
household  goods  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  (addressed  Mrs.  L.  S.  Swanton.  care  of  Charies  F. 
Doyle,  Fanora  Iowa,)  from  November  29, 1882,  until  December  22, 1882.  Having  failed  In 
getting  any  satisfaction  from  the  above  company,  after  a  long  and  tedioos  delay,  I  hafe 
been  awaiting  the  appointment  of  Hon.  James  Wilson's  sncoossor  on  your  Board,  to  mafcs 
complaint  to  your  honorable  body,  and  to  request  your  aid  toward  getting  an  e<iuitaMe  ad- 
justment of  my  claim. 

If  necessary,  shall  appear  before  your  Board  at  Des  Moines  with  ample  proof  of  every  ftec 
set  forth  herein,  and  in  my  complaint  to  the  officials  of  the  Chicago  ft  Noithwesten  Bafl- 
way  Company. 
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The  facts  are  these :  I  am  a  Canadian,  and  came  west  In  November,  1881,  Intending  to  lo- 
-cate  at  Cedar  Baplds,  In  business  with  the  Cedar  Bapids  Insurance  Company.  Shortly  after 
arriving  there  I  found  that  concern  to  be  simply  an  organized  band  of  legalized  swindlers, 
and  so  abandoned  the  idea  of  connection  with  them.  Meanwhile  household  goods  had  ar- 
rived from  Canada  at  Cedar  Baplds,  and  remained  there  while  I  was  looking  up  a  location 
and  acting  as  special  agent  of  the  Hawkeye  Insurance  Company,  of  Des  Moines.  In  June, 
1882, 1  had  furniture  removed  from  Cedar  Rapids  depot,  or  freight  house  of  Chicago  ft  North- 
western Railway,  and  placed  in  storage  with  O.  D.  Merrymau,  of  Cedar  Rapids.  Towards 
end  of  November  (29th)  Merryman  delivered  goods  at  Cedar  Rapids  station  of  Chicago  & 
Northwestern  Railway,  addressed  as  above,  to  Panora.  The  Chicago  &  Northwestern  agent 
at  Cedar  Rapids,  it  appears,  refused  to  forward  them  without  prepayment  Merryman  did 
not  advise  me  of  that  requirement  until  December  11, 1882,  in  answer  to  my  letter  asking 
causeof  delay,  dated  December  7, 1882.   The  message  ran  as  follows : 

"Cedar  Rapids,  December  11, 1882.  Charles  T.  Doyle  :  I  delivered  your  goods  to  the  de- 
pot Monday,  November  ?^,h.  The  freight  will  have  to  be  prepaid.  The  agent  has  tele- 
graphed to  find  out  wnat  the  charges  will  be  ;  then  I  will  let  you  know.  G.  D.  Merryman 
37,  collect." 

Immediately  on  the  receipt  of  which  I  wrote  the  freight  agent.  Cedar  Rapids,  Inclosing  a 
stamped  envelope  for  answer,  asking  amount  of  charges,  which  I  stated  would  be  sent  him 
or  paid  at  Jefferson,  as  he  wished ;  mailed  letter  by  evening  mail  north  December  11, 1882. 
He  made  no  answer  up  to  evening,  December  14, 1882,  when  I  sent  following  message : 

"Freight  agent  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y,  Cedar  Rapids,  please  wire  your  Jefferson  agent  about 
household  goods  Immediately.    Revere  House,  there  to-night. 

"CHA0.T.  DOTLB. 

"  13  paid  thirty-one  cents." 

I  drove  to  Jefferson  after  sending  that  message,  and  about  1.90  P.  m.,  15th  December,  1882. 
called  on  Jefferson  agent  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y  to  find  he  had  no  advice  re  my  goods  from  Cedar 
Rapids  office.  He  had  received  of  Cedar  Rapids  office  asking  him  on  29th,  1882.  to  name 
the  rate  for  household  goods  Jefferson  to  Panora,  and  of  prompt  answer  twenty-nine 
-cents  per  hundred.  Jefferson  agent  kindly  offered  to  help  me  out,  without  the  expense  of 
my  going  to  Cedar  Rapids  for  goods,  and  I  then  proffered  him  advance  payment  there  of 
•charges  at  proper  rates  upon  the  receipted  bill  of  the  weight  of  same  goods  and  charges  to 
Oedar  Rapids.  He  declined  accepting  such  advance  payment,  stating  as  reason  that  he  did 
not  want  to  be  blamed  for  any  future  delay.  He,  however,  immediately  asked  Cedar  Rapids 
agent  (I6th  instant,  p.  h.))  for  advice  re  charges  on  my  goods,  i  waited  vainly  for  answer 
imtll  nearly  night,  when  Jefferson  agent  reported  no  reply,  so  I  left.  Returned  next  day. 
16th  December,  to  Jefferson  depot  about  1.30  p.  h.  Still  no  advice  from  Cedar  Rapids.'  Then 
at  1.36  p.  M .,  16th  December,  I  handed  Jefferson  operator  following  message : 

"  R.  H.  Jones,  Maxwell  &  Jones,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa.  Kindly  see  freight  agent  Northwest- 
ern Railway  immediately.  Wire  answer  here  why  my  goods  have  lain  there  over  fortnight. 
He  won't  answer  letter  or  telegrams. 

"CHA8.  T.  DOYDE." 

"28  paid  ninety-five  cents." 

To  which  I  again  wafted  for  reply  until  3.60  p  h.,  at  Jefferson  depot  None  came.  Then 
I  sent  the  following  repeated  message  : 

"  December  16, 1882,  freight  agent  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa.  See  letter  eleventh 
instant  about  household  goods.    Please  answer  Panora  immediately. 

"CHAS.  T.  DOYLB." 

"  11  paid  sixty-five  cents." 

I  then  left  Jefferson  depot  for  home  (Panora),  but  was  overtaken  by  a  messenger  about  an 
hour  later,  saying  they  had  advice  from  Cedar  Rapids,  upon  which  I  returned  to  Jefferson 
•depot  Agent  there  reported  Cedar  Kaplds  agent's  answer  to  be  "  waiting  for  advice  re  rate 
on  household  goods,  Jefferson  to  Panora."  That  Information  he  got  from  Jefferson  ottiee, 
November  29, 1882,  nearly  three  weeks  before.  Then  I  went  home,  and  on  following  Monday, 
asth,  received  following  message  : 
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'*Obdab  Kapids,  16U),  vm^ 
*'  C.  F.  DOYUB,  Panora: 
"  Will  forward  goods  as  soon  as  Merryman  prepays  freight 

"G.  A.8TXVKnL 
"25,  collect." 

Thus  exasperated  beyond  endurance,  I  answered  the  above  message  thus : 

"  Pakoba,  December  it,  ittL 

"A.  D.  Stsybks,  Chieaoo  A  Northwestern  BaXbuxKy,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa: 

**  Damages  follow  your  Infamous  inaction  regarding  my  goods.  Finally,  I  demand  dellTeiy 
at  Jefferson,  tomorrow  night 

"Ghabl  T.  Dotlb. 
"16,  paid." 

Then  I  again  drove  to  Jefferson,  and  on  the  I9th  of  December  again  called  on  Mr.  Lumelln^ 
Chicago  &  Northwestern  agent  at  Jefferson,  and  again  proffered  him  advance  payment  of 
charges,  whatever  he  would  name.  Again  he  declined  payment,  but  ordered  goods  on  t» 
Jefferson,  and  assured  me  they  would  finally  come  by  Christmas,  to  Panora.  Then  I  made 
formal  complaint  of  this  gross  outrage,  setting  forth  in  detail  every  fact  The  annoyance, 
expense  and  loss  of  time  I  had  suffered  by  reason  of  Cedar  Bapids  agent's  ccmtemptooas, 
overbearing  and  exasperating  conduct,  and  mailed  it,  registered,  at  Jefferson,  December  Si» 
1882.  Arriving  home,  on  Saturday,  23d  of  December,  1882, 1  received  the  following  message, 
inspired  by  Cedar  Rapids'  agent,  when  he  found  th^re  was  to  be  a  future  to  this  gross  oat- 
rage,  finally  giving  information  wanted : 

"  Cbdab  Bafum,  itth.  1882. 
"  Chas.  T.  Doyub,  Panora: 

"  The  charges  on  your  goods  are  sixteen  seventy. 

"  6.  D.  Mjbbrtmav. 
"9,  collect  26  cents." 

Finally,  goods  arrived  here  Christmas  morning,  after  I  had  lost  nearly  a  month*ii  time  ti» 
a  busy  season  in  my  business  in  hand.  After  I  had  had  my  household  of  five  cooped  up  in  a 
small  hotel  for  twenty-five  days,  with  wife  and  child  ill  most  of  the  time,  and  the  fomier 
worrying  constantly  about  detention  of  goods,  besides  paying  rent  for  a  vacant  house  fnia 
December  1st 

About  January  7th  I  received,  in  view  of  the  facts,  the  followhig  weak  and  Imbecile  de- 
fense of  his  agents'  dumb  indifference  to  duty,  from  Superintendent  Whitman  :

"  Dbab  EbB— Your  registered  letter  of  December  I8th  was  received  on  the  2ld.   I  at  ooee 
commenced  an  investigation  to  determine  the  cause  cf  delay  to  your  household  goods.  I 
find  the  goods  were  delivered  to  agent.  Cedar  Bapids,  November  29,  1888,  and  no  reeelpc 
issued,  for  the  reason  that  it  would  have  been  in  direct  violation  of  the  instmctlons  of  our 
general  freight  department,  which  are  as  follows :  '  Hereafter  freight  chaises  on  household 
goods,  in  less  than  car  loads,  destined  to  points  beyond  the  line  of  our  road,  east  or  west  of 
Chicago,  beyond  Council  Bluffs  or  Omaha,  or  Junction  with  connecting  lines  in  lUlnois  and 
Iowa,  must  be  prepaid  to  ultimate  destination.   No  guaranty  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  pn- 
payment'   At  the  same  time  that  the  goods  were  received  the  agent  at  Cedar  Kapids  tel- 
egraphed agent  at  New  Jefferson,  asking  rate  New  Jefferson  to  Panora.    Also  again  on  De- 
cember 6th  or  8th,  and  on  December  I6th  he  received  a  message  ftom  agent  New  Jeffenoo 
as  follows :  '  Have  you  any  goods  for  C.  T.  Doyle?   If  so,  forward  them  to  me  at  once.'  to 
which  the  agent  at  Cedar  Bapids  replied  that  he  would  as  soon  as  he  oould  oc^eet 
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In  tbe  meantime  the  agent  had  explained  to  you  the  cause  of  delay ;  also  on  December  iith 
Merryraan  explained  that  goods  were  held  awaiting  prepayment ;  and  up  to  December  22d 
you  had  made  no  arrangements  to  prepay  the  freight,  and  the  agent  concluded  to  take  the 
risk  upon  himself  and  forward  the  goods,  which  he  did^  This  was  done  by  the  agent  at  Ce- 
dar Rapids  to  assist  you.  He  had  done  all  he  could,  even  violating  instructions.  Had  you 
arranged  with  Merryman,  or  anyone  else,  to  have  paid  the  charges,  as  you  should  have  dono, 
the  delay  would  have  been  avoided.  The  agent  at  New  Jefferson  did  all  he  could,  as  ynu 
admit.  He  had  no  knowledge  of  the  goods,  and  no  payment  was  made  or  offered  for  tele- 
graphing for  the  information,  all  of  which  was  requested  by  you.  The  agent  at  N^w  Jeffer- 
son had  no  right  to  receive  prepayment  of  freight  and  obligate  company  for  Cedar  Rapids 
business.  I  must  say  that  everything  was  done  by  the  agent  that  could  be,  and  believe  you 
will  come  to  the  same  conclusion  after  thinking  the  matter  over.  Of  course,  it  must  have 
been  very  perplexing  to  you,  as  it  has  been  annoying  to  us.

*'  P.  S.  On*<December  80th  I  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  yours  of  I8th,  and  stated  that  I 
was  investigating  the  matter." 

Portions  of  the  above  letter  are  not  only  grossly  untrue,  but  simply  add  Insult  to  Injury  to 
a  patron  of  his  road,  who  has  been  sacrificed  and  robbed  by  the  offending  agent,  only  to  find 
the  higher  officials  of  the  C.  &  If.  W.  R'y  posing  as  accomplices  after  the  fact  to  such  rob- 
bery. In  ^o  other  country  claiming  to  be  civilized  would  such  an  outrage  be  condoned  and 
defended  by  respectable  superintendents  of  a  reputable  road.  I  have  claimed  damages  at 
9300,  which  is  well  within  the  amount  lost  by  reason  of  such  detention  of  goods. 

The  General  Superintendent  at  Chicago  has  been  advised  by  me  of  the  matter  In  detail. 
He  promised  fairly 'enough  that  a  thorough  investigation  would  be  made  at  his  hands,  **  to 
find  out  Just  who  is  right,"  and  referred  all  the  papers  to  his  General  Claim  Agent  Richards 
Tlie  latter  advised  me,  January  27th,  1883,  that  the  papers  had  all  been  referred  to  him  ;  that* 
he  would  investigate  ;  and  when  he  had  arrived  at  a  conclusion  would  advise  me.  Have- 
frequently  written  him  and  the  General  Superintendent  since,  who  ignore  every  letter  audi 
remain  as  dumb  as  the  pyramids.  May  I  ask  your  advice  in  this  matter,  after  you  have  con- 
sidered the  facts  set  forth  herein  and  sworn  to  in  my  original  complaint  to  Whitman,  as  to 
whether  It  is  a  case  coming  within  your  Jurisdiction,  and  if  so  whether  your  Board  have 
power  or  Inclination  to  aid  me  in  my  simple  fight  for  my  riglits,  and  for  principle,  against 
what  appears  to  me  to  be  a  combination  of  thieves,  who  laugh  at  law  and  Justice?  I  want  to 
know  if  a  law.abiding  alien  has  any  rights  which  railway  companies  can  be  made  to  respect^ 
outside  the  courts,  as  within  that  circle  the  longest  purse  invariably  wins  here. 

In  "HOMR  AND  Continental  Echos,"  published  in  "Traveler"  herewith,  you  will 

find  a  few  testimonials,  speaking  for  themselves,  to  any  of  whom  I  would  respectfully  refer 

you  as  to  myself.

Dkab  Sir— Yonr  letter  of  tlie  25tli  iiLstant.  enclosing  a  complaint  from  Mr.  Chaa.  T.  Doyle. 
Panora,  Iowa,  is  received.  On  tbe  presentation  of  the  goods  in  question  for  shipment,  the 
agent  at  Cedar  Rapids  informed  one  Merryman,  who  delivered  the  goods,  that  they  could  not 
be  forwarded  unless  the  charges  were  prepaid  to  destination.  Mr.  Merryman  neglected  to 
advise  Doyle  of  the  fact  until  the  11th  of  December,  two  weeks  after  the  dellver>*  of  tbe 
goods  to  the  railway  company.  On  receipt  of  Mr.  Doyle's  Inquiry  as  to  the  rate,  the  agent 
promptly  telegraphed  to  Jefferson  for  the  through  rate.  Owjng  to  some  error,  the  reply  from 
the  Jefferson  agent  was  not  delivered  at  Cedar  Rapids,  being  lost  In  transmission.  The  Cedar 
Rapids  agent  simply  obeyed  instructions  governing  such  cases,  when  he  declined  to  for«*ard 
the  goods  without  prepayment  of  charges.  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  learn.  Mr.  Doyle  niaile  no 
effort  to  have  the  charges  prepaid  at  Cedar  Rapids,  but  wasted  his  time  telegniphing  for  his 
goods.  As  to  Mr.  Doyle's  complaint  that  the  agent  at  Jefferson  declined  to  receive  the 
oliarges,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  his  declination  to  receive  the  money  was  entirely  proper,  as 
he  had  no  knowledge  of  the  weight  of  the  goods.  In  my  opinion,  Mr.  Doyle  has  no  Just  foun- 
dation for  his  complaint,  the  delay  in  the  arrival  of  his  goods  being  entirely  the  result  of  mis- 
management on  his  part.  His  letters  on  this  subject,  addressed  to  several  officers  of  this 
company,  have  been  politely  answered,  but  his  claim  could  not  be  entertained.  I  return  Mr. 
Doyle's  letter.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

Charles  T.  Doyle,  residing  at  Panora,  Guthrie  county,  had  stored  with  G. 
I).  Meniman,  at  Cedar  Rapids,  his  household  goods.  On  the  29th  of  No- 
vember, 1882,  Mr.  Merriman  delivered  the  goods  at  the  station  of  the  Chi- 
cago &  Northwestern  Railway  Company  in  Cedar  Rapids,  consigned  to  Mr. 
Doyle,  at  Panora.  The  agent  of  the  C,  &  N,  W.  R'y  at  Cedar  Rapids  refused 
to  give  a  receipt  or  forward  the  goods  to  Panora  without  prepayment  of 
freight.  Mi*.  Merriman,  on  December  llth,  notified  Mr.  Doyle  of  this  re- 
quirement in  answer  to  inquiry  as  to  the  cause  of  delay,  and  further  says 
that  the  agent  has  telegraplied  to  find  out  what  the  charges  w^ill  be. 

On  December  15th  Mr.  Doyle  tenders  the  agent  of  the  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y  at 
Jefferson  the  freight  on  his  goods,  provided  he  will  give  him  a  receipted  bill 
of  the  weight  and  charges  from  Cedar  Rapids.  On  December  Kith  the  agent 
fo  the  C.  &  N.  \V,  R'y  at  Cedar  Rapids  telegraphs  for  rate  on  liousehold 
goods  from  New  Jefferson  to'  Panora.  On  December  18th  he  telegraphs  Mr. 
Doyle  that  he  will  forward  goods  as  soon  as  Mr.  Merriman  prepays  the 
freight.  On  December  18th  Mr.  Doyle  again  tenders  the  freight  charges  to 
the  agent  at  New  Jefferson,  which  he  decline<l.  On  December  23d  Mr.  Mer- 
riman telegraphed  Mr.  Doyle  that  tlie  charges  oh  his  goods  are  sixteen  dol- 
lars and  seventy  cents.    The  goods  arrived  at  Panora  December  2oth. 

The  time  consumed  after  the  goods  were  delivered  by  Mr.  Merriman  at  the 
Cedar  Rai)ids  freight  house  was  twenty-six  days;  tliey  were  actually  two 
days  in  transit.  For  this  twenty-four  days'  delay  Mr.  Doyle  claims  of  the 
railway  company  three  hundred  dollars'  damages. 

A  rule  seems  to  have  been  in  operation  at  the  time  on  the  C  &  X.  VV.  R'y: 
**That  liousrhold  goods  in  less  than  car  load  lots  (h^stiii^d  for  points  on  con- 
nectin*;  lines  in  Illinois  an-l   lo'Aaniii^l  Ij  •  jM^p  i:.l  tou!;iini;.'  d-  v.lt.ali  )ii 
no  ifuarantee  will  he  a '<M'j»i»nl  in  lieu  <»t'  jMvpavai  iiv,' 
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To  determine  the  question  it  is  first  necessary  to  ascertain  whether  the 
company  had  the  right  to  refuse,  as  they  did,  to  receipt  for  the  goods  and 
forward  them  until  charges  were  prepaid. 

Hutchinson  on  Carriers,  section  116,  page  91,  lays  down  this  rule:  *'  While 
the  law  compels  the  carrier,  from  motives  of  public  policy,  to  deal  with  all 
persons,  and  leaves  him  no  choice  as  to  his  customers,  it  does  not  bind  him 
to  deal  on  credit,  and  he  may  demand  the  price  of  his  labor  before  it  is  per- 
formed." 

Angell  on  Carriers,  chapter  5,  section  124 :  *^  But  in  order  to  render  a  car- 
rier liable  in  an  action  for  refusing  to  take  charge  of  goods,  there  must  be 
tendered  him  a  reasonable  compensation.  Indeed  no  person  is  a  common 
carrier  in  the  sense  of  the  law  who  is  not  a  carrier  for  hire,  and  it  is  the  re- 
ward which  renders  him  liable.  As  Lord  Coke  says :  ^  The  carrier  hath  his 
hire,  and  thereby  implicitly  undertaketh  the  safe  delivery  of  the  goods  de- 
livered to  him.' " 

From  these  declarations  of  the  doctrine  laid  down  it  does  not  appear  that 
the  rule  adopted  by  the  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y  Co.  is  repugnant  to  the  common  law. 
The  statement  of  Mr.  Doyla  is,  that  on  December  15th  he  tendered  the 
agent  of  the  company  at  New  Jefferson,  a  station  on  the  line  of  the  road, 
and  where  the  goods  would  be  transhipped,  the  amount  of  the  '^  chai^ges  at 
proper  rates  upon  the  receipted  bill  of  the  weight  of  same  goods,  and 
charges  to  Cedar  Bapids,"  and  on  the  19th  proffered  him  advance  payment 
of  charges,  "'  whatever  he  would  name."  It  does  not  appear  from  anything 
before  the  Commissioners  that  a  tender  to  this  agent  would  affect  the  case 
one  way  or  the  other,  and  they  would  hardly  regard  this  as  a  tender  of  pre- 
payment, this  agent  being  intermediate,  and  having  no  control  of  the  goods 
Q^fier  than  to  forward  on  another  line  on  receipt,  and  had  no  right  to  receive 
prepayment  of  freight  and  obligate  the  company  for  Cedar  Rapids  business^ 
that  being  entirely  out  of  the  line  of  his  duties. 

From  the  statement  of  the  [case,  as  made  by  Mr.  Doyle  (these  papers  not 
having  been  sent  to  the  company),  the  Commissioners  do  not  see  that  a 
claim  for  damages  can  be  sustained.  Had  Mr.  Doyle,  through  bis  agent, 
Mr.  Merriman,  tendered  the  charges  to  the  Cedar  Bapids  agent,  the  com- 
pany would  have  been  in  fault  had  they  then_held  the  goods.  It  seems  to  the 
Conmiissioners  that  there  was  imnecessary  delay  in  ascertaining  the  amount 
of  these  charges ;  but  as  there  was  no  effort  to  pay  them  at  the  only  point 
where  they  could  properly  be  received,  we  have  not  felt  it  our  duty  to  in- 
quire whether  there  was  any  explanation  that  could  be  offered. 

We  have  never  hesitated  to  condemn  in  specific  terms  the  negligence  of 
the  station  agent,  and  have  expressed  our  views  repeatedly,  but  in  this  case 
it  does  not  appear  that  the  party  complaining  used  due  diligence.

DxAR  Sib— I  have  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  copy  of  your  Board's  decision  in  re  my 
complaint  against  CThicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company,  and  to  briefly  refer  you  to  sev- 
eral important  points  seemingly  not  considered,  or  at  least  not  referred  to,  in  your  decision. 

First.  The  fact  that  the  Cedar  Rapids  agent  was  advised  on  November  2dth  (the  day  goods 
were  delivered  to  him)  by  the  New  Jefferson  agent  the  rate  from  Jefferson  to  Panora,  twen- 
ty-nine cents  per  100. 

Second.    The  failure  of  the  Cedar  Rapids  agent  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  my  letter  to  hin\^ 
of  December  ilth,  asking  him  to  name  amount  of  charges  to  be  remitted  to  him  or  paid  at 
Jefferson,  whichever  he  advised,  although  I  enclosed  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for 
his  reply. 

Third.  Cedar  Rapids  agent's  failure  to  answer  subsequent  telegrams  of  myself  or  New 
Jefferson  agent  by  a  simple  statement  of  charges. 

There  was  clearly  repeated  efforts  on  my  part  to  get  Cedar  Rapids  agent  to  name  the 
amount  of  charges,  which  I  was  only  too  eager  to  pay  at  the  proper  point.  There  was  clearly 
due  diligence  on  my  pait,  extending  over  nearly  two  weeks,  in  trying  to  get  Cedar  Rapids 
agent  to  so  advise  me. 

By  no  process  of  honorable  reasoning  can  his  failure  to  respond  be  Justified  by  the  company 
or  by  your  Honorable  Board,  but  it  seems  the  lot  of  the  people  to  be  thus  sacrificed  and 
robbed  by  railway  companies  and  their  employes  here  in  Iowa,  where  no  fair  administration 
of  Justice  prevails  and  where  the  people  have  correspondingly  small  confidence  in  obtaining 
justice  in  her  courts.    With  thanks  for  your  enclosure  of  decision  of  your  Board,

When  they 
came  there  was  three  dollars  and  thirty  cents  charges  on  them.  Now  please  let  me  know  If 
the7  have  a  right  to  it.  I  am  told  they  have  not,  and  that  I  can  get  damai^es  for  their  being 
detained.  As  I  said,  I  started  the  3d  and  got  here  the  4th  of  April,  and  my  trunks  got  here 
the  19th.  I  have  written  to  the  Junction  for  him  to  refund  the  money,  and  got  a  leply  that  I 
was  mistaken,  that  there  were  no  such  trunks  there  In  April.  Now  to  convince  you  there 
was  I  send  you  the  number  of  the  checks.  I  trust  you  will  not  see  an  old  widow  wronged 
that  Is  seventy-two  years  old  and  penniless  In  her  old  age.    Please  let  me  hear  from  you.

Dear  Sir— Concerning  your  letter  of  May  30tli,  addressed  to  our  late  Pre&itlenI,  Mr.  Rid- 
dle, and  referring  therein  to  a  letter  you  have  received  from  Mrs.  Patience  G«hmIwId.  of 
Traer,  Iowa,  a  copy  of  which  you  encIOHe.  This  matter  lias  been  thoroughly  in>estlgated 
and  I  find  that  this  company  did  not  check  this  lady's  baggage,  and  consequently  could  not 
liavtt  made  any  misrepresentations  concerning  it.  Tlie  baggage  was  received  by  u&  at 
Kansas  City,  April  3d,  trahi  No.  2.  It  bore  the  clieck  of  the  Central  Branch  of  the  rnlon 
Paciflc  Railway,  number  28  and  01,  and  was  tagged  for  Colimibus  Junction,  Iowa,  and  it  was 
promptly  delivered  to  that  point  by  us.  The  agent  who  checked  the  baggage  at  the  station 
on  the  C.  B.  of  the  U.  P.  R*y.  undoubtedly  told  the  lady  that  he  had  no  checks  for  Trier, 
Iowa,  and  that  the  best  he  could  do  for  her,  would  be  to  check  it  to  the  Junction  point  of  the 
Burlington,  ('edar  Rapids  &  Northern  Riiilway  with  us,  which  was  Columbus  Junction,  but 
being  a  very  aged  lady  as  you  state,  she  very  likely  became  confused,  and  did  not  remem- 
ber what  was  told  lu^r.  Tiie  charges  spoken  of  are  -ours  and  are  the  regular  rates  for  stor- 
age, charged  on  all  baggage,  which  is  not  claimed  within  twenty-four  iiours  after  its  arrtral. 
Tlie  baggage  laid  at  Columbus  Junction  several  days,  until  Mr.  B.  F.  Mills,  General  Ticket 
and  Passenger  Agent  of  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  wired  us  for  it,  when  It  was  promptly  for- 
warded t(»  Cedar  Rapids.  Considering  the  age  of  the  lady,  and  to  make  her  as  happy  ba 
possible,  I  inclose  you  herewith  a  check  for  $3.38,  the  amount  of  such  changes,  which  I  will 
h»k  that  you  kindly  forward  to  her  wiih  your  reply.

Have  railroads  in 
this  State  the  rij^hi  to  pool  their  earniiiKH  at  a  competing  point  and  htdd  a  higher  rate  of 
freight  from  that  point  than  other  points  at  a  greater  distance?  Say,  for  a  car  of  cattle  or 
hogs  from  this  station  is  $47.50  to  Cliicago,  and  west  of  this  place  they  nia1(c  a  rate  with  ship- 
pers of  live-stock  at  ?40,  ontside  of  this  pool  liere  l)ut  in  tliis  Stat(;,  with  a  still  greater  distance 
to  haul. 

2.  Have  tiiey  a  right  to  furnish  large  cars  at  a  station  and  eharge  the  same  price  for  smaller 
ones,  where  there  is  a  difference  in  capacity  of  two  thousand  pounds  i)er  car? 

3.  Where  large  cars  are  furnished  to  carry  stocl\  osist.  Imve  they  a  right  to  refuse  to  send 
large  ears  west,  when  the  shipper  pays  them  their  tariff  rate?  For  instance  :  I  wanted  to 
ship  ln)gs  to  Ottumw.a  from  here  or  from  stations  near  by,  and  the  stock  oars  were  there 
ready  for  loading,  and  if  I  wanted  to  ship  to  Chicago  it  would  be  all  right  in  the  large  cars  ; 
but  to  Ottumwa  they  refused  to  take  my  stock  in  large  cjirs,  and  I  hail  to  hokl  it  until  they 
furnished  small  ones.  There  is  so  much  difference  in  the  size  of  the  cars  that  the  shipper 
cannot  tell  how  to  gauge  his  loading  to  g(M>d  advantage,  unless  he  knows  what  size  his  car  is 
going  to  be. 

4.  When  a  shipper  has  but  one  ear  of  cattle  he  is  not  entitled  to  a  pass  according  to  their 
rules.  Is  it  liis  duty  to  pay  his  way,  or  is  it  the  duty  of  the  company  to  take  charge  of  the 
cattle  and  sec  tliat  they  go  in  good  ord«'r? 

6.    What  is  the  proper  length  of  time  a  shipper  should  have  to  load  a  car  of  grain  and  un- 
load, after  notice  is  given  him?

Dkar  Sir— Answering  your  favor  of  the  3istult.,  regarding  <|uestions  asked  by  .1.  N.  Smitli, 
of  Fairfield,  I  would  say  :  Mr.  Smith  asks,  "  Have  railroad  companies  in  this  State  (Iowa)  a 
right  to  pool  their  earnings  at  competing  points?  "  This  is  a  question  for  the  Railroad  C(mi- 
missioners  to  decide,  and  I  suppose  they  hardly  expect  ns  to  decide  it,  but  it  may  be  well  to 
remark  that  so  long  :is  the  rates  charged  are  reasonable  and  all  parties  are  treated  alik(>,  it 
is  diHicuIt  to  see  how  any  one  is  Injured  by  the  pricfice  of  pooling.  In  fact  It  seems  to  be  a 
better  condition  of  things  for  the  shipper  than  a  competition  under  which  different  rates  are 
likely  to  be  ma4le  to  different  individuals,  and  the  ratios  (Charged  are  me:isured  by  the  si/e  of 
tlie  shipment  and  the  desire  of  the  competing  roads  to  punish  each  other.    Second  :  "  Have 
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they,  the  railroads,  a  right  to  charge  $47.60  on  stock  from  Fairfield,  and  $10  a  car  from  points 
west  of  Fairfield?  "  To  this  it  may  be  replied  that  so  long  as  no  one  at  Fairfield  Is  injured 
by  such  practice,  no  one  has  a  right  to  complain.  Competition  sometimes  renders  it  necessary 
to  temporarily  reduce  rates  at  a  given  point,  while  no  reductions  are  necessary  at  others,  and 
while  we  deprecate  the  necessity  for  such  action,  we  do  not  in  such  cases  intend  to  injure 
any  locality  or  individaal,  and  fn  case  of  such  apparent  injury,  shall  always  be  willing  to  ad- 
just the  rates  so  as  to  remedy  the  complaint.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  we  have  iio  rate  of 
$40  at  any  point  west  of  Fairfield,  and  if  this  is  intended  as  an  accusation  against  us,  it  Is  un- 
true. Third  :  **  Have  they,  the  railroads,  a  right  to  furnish  large  cars  fur  Chicago  shipments, 
and  compel  parties  shipping  to  Ottumwa  to  use  small  cars?  "  I  think  we  have  the  right  to 
do  tills,  for  the  reason  that  the  haul  to  Ottumwa  is  so  short  that  hogs  will  bear  some  crowd- 
ing, while  for  the  long  haul  to  Chicago  more  room  should  be  given.  It  is  the  universal  prac- 
tice to  use  large  cars  for  the  long  haul,  and  while  we  have  very  few  small  can,  and  are 
seldom  obliged  to  furnish  them  for  any  business,  It  is  perfectly  proper  on  humane  as  well  as 
on  business  grounds  to  give  the  longer  shipment  the  larger  car.  Fourth  :  "  When  a  shipper 
has  but  one  car  of  stock  and  is  not  entitled  to  a  pass  under  the  rules,  is  it  his  duty  to  buy  a 
ticket  and  care  for  the  stock,  or  is  it  the  duty  of  the  company  to  take  charge  of  the  stock  and 
see  that  it  goes  through  In  good  order?"  Or,  in  other  words,  does  the  company  in  refusing 
to  give  the  shipper  a  pass,  when  care  is  required  for  the  stock,  assume  the  responsibility  of 
loss?  The  answer  to  this  is  that  the  care  of  live  stock  in  transit,  that  is,  the  feeding,  water' 
ing,  etc.,  is  the  business  of  the  owner  and  not  of  the  carrier ;  that  the  carrier  is  l>oand  to 
guard  the  stock  against  damage  by  accident  to  trains,  but  not  against  the  effect  of  the 
weather,  the  physical  condition  of  the  animals,  or  the  injury  they  may  do  each  other. 

The  shipper  may  or  may  not  accompany  the  stock,  at  his  option.  If  he  ships  twotaiH  the 
railroad  furnishes  him  transportation  gratis.  We  hold  that  this  Is  voluntary,  and  not  obliga- 
tory, and  that  in  the  case  of  shipment  of  one  car  no  passes  should  be  given.  It  Ls  notorious 
that  even  under  the  present  practice  of  giving  a  pass  with  not  less  than  two  cars,  the  rail- 
roads are  constantly  being  swindled  out  of  fares.  Parties  will  ship  two  cars  of  hogs,  and  sell 
the  permission  to  accompany  them.  The  hogs  receive  no  attention  from  such  parties,  and 
the  road  Is  defrauded  out  of  the  price  of  a  ticket.  Fifth.  What  Is  the  proper  length  of  time 
a  shipper  should  have  to  load  and  unload  a  car  of  grain  after  notice?  The  proper  place  for 
the  loading  and  unloading  of  grain  Is  at  the  elevator,  which  is  the  legitimate  depot  of  the 
company  for  that  purpose,  just  as  Its  freight  house  Is  the  legitimate  depository  for  merchandise. 
A  car  of  grain  can  be  loaded  or  unloaded  at  an  elevator  In  a  couple  of  houn,  and  we  bold 
that  no  person  has  the  right  to  demand  and  retain  the  use  of  our  cars  for  a  louger  time  to 
unload  on  track  without  compensation.  In  practice,  however,  no  such  rule  in  enforced,  nor 
U  there  any  standard  rule  in  force  by  all  roads.  The  general  rule  is  that  no  extra  charge  is 
made  for  track  loading  or  unloading  when  shippers  use  due  diligence,  or  when  there  is  no 
pressing  demand  for  cars.  It  Is  easy  to  see  that  no  absolute  rule  can  be  l^d  down  which 
would  be  fiUr  to  both  the  public  and  the  roads,  under  any  and  all  circumstances,  and  the  fifth 
question,  as  put,  cannot  be  satisfactorily  answered.

Dear  Sir— In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  May  28th,  the  Board  instruct  me 
to  say  in  answer  to  your  first  question  that  section  1297  of  the  Code  positively 
forbids  pooling  and  prescribes  a  penalty  as  punishment  for  the  same.  This 
applies  to  all  railway  commerce  in  the  State  of  Iowa.  Whether  it  applies  to 
inter-state  commerce  is  a  question  that  they  understand  has  never  been  ju- 
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tUcially  determined,  but  would  infer  from  the  holding  of  our  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  John  A,  Carton  vs,  Illinois  Central  i^aiZroad  J  American 
and  English  R.  R.  cases,  Vol.  6,  page  805,  that  they  would  probably  hold 
that  the  State  could  not  control  pooling  where  the  hauling  was  from  a  point 
within  the  State  to  a  point  without  the  State. 

Question  2,  Have  the  railroads  a  right  to  charge  $47.50  per  car  for  cattle 
and  hogs  from  Fairfield  to  Chicago  and  $40  'per  car  from  stations  west  on 
the  same  line  of  road,  with  a  greater  distance  to  haul?  The  officers  of  the 
Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Company  say  that  they  have  no  rate 
of  $40.00  at  any  point  west  of  Fairfield,  and  i^  this  is  intended  as  an  accusa- 
tion against  them  it  is  untrue.  An  examination  of  sectton  11,  chapter  77, 
of  the  laws  of  the  Seventeenth  General  Assembly,  would  seem  to  give  color 
to  the  idea  that  the  Legislature  intended  by  the  use  of  the  words  ^^  like  con- 
ditions and  similar  circumstances  "  to  admit  of  a  less  rate  at  a  competing 
than  at  a  non-competing  point,  although  the  latter  might  be  a  less  distance. 
Questions,  Have  the  railroads  a  right  to  furnish  large  cars  for  Chicago 
shipments  and  compel  parties  shipping  to  Ottimiwa  to  use  small  cars?  The 
Commissioners  think  if  the  road  has  not  enough  large  cars  to  supply  all  their 
customers  that  they  have  the  right  to  say  that  the  smaller  cars  shall  be  used 
for  the  short  haulage;  hogs  will  bear  crowding  for  short  distances.  It  is  the 
universal  practice  as  far  as  they  have  been  able  to  ascertain  to  furnish  the 
large  cars  for  the  long  haul,  and  they  think  this  discrimination  proper. 

Question  4.  In  shipping  a  single  car  of  cattle,  the  company  refuse  to  give 
a  pass.  They  give  a  pass  for  two  cars.  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  shipper  to  buy 
a  ticket  and  take  care  of  his  stock,  or  does  the  railroad  company  by  its  refusal 
to  furnish  a  pass  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  care  of  the  stock?  The 
shipping  contract,  as  the  Commissioners  understand,  is  simply  a  price  for  the 
•carriage  of  a  carload  of  live  stock.  The  pass  is  voluntary  and  does  not  enter 
it,  an4  while  the  railroad  company  cannot  refuse  to  take  the  stock  when  ten- 
dered, they  may  refuse  a  pass  unless  custom  may  have  added  the  pass  to  the 
original  contract.  At  all  events  regulations  governing  its  issue  are  proper, 
and  they  think  generally  reserved  by  the  companies.  The  Board  understand 
the  holdings  of  the  courts  to  be  that  the  carrier  is  bound  to  carry  the  cattle 
safely,  and  is  liable  for  any  injury  that  may  happen  to  them  by  accident  to 
trains,  rough  handling,  or  anything  that  belongs  to  the  management  of  the 
train. 

Hutchinson  on  Carriers,  section  218  says:  ''  The  liability  of  the  common 
carriers  of  animals,  it  is  said,  is  essentially  different  from  that  of  the  car- 
riers of  merchandise.  While  the  common  carriers  are  insurers  of  inani- 
mate goods  against  all  loss  and  damage  except  such  as  is  inevitable  or 
•caused  by  public  enemies,  they  are  not  insurers  of  animals  against  injuries 
arising  from  their  nature,  and  which  could  not  be  prevented  by  vigilance 
and  care.  ♦  *  *  Animals  may  injure  or  destroy  themselves  or  each  other; 
they  may  die  from  fright  or  from  starvation,  or  they  may  die  from  heat  or 
4K)ld.    In  all  such  cases  the  carrier  is  relieved  from  responsibility  if  he  can 
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show  that  he  has  provided  all  suitable  means  of  li-ansportation  and  exer- 
cised that  degree  of  care  that  the  nature  of  the  property  requires."  ♦  ♦  ♦ 
''  If  the  animals  are  hurt  from  the  carrier's  negligence,  or  any  misfortune 
happening  to  the  train  though  not  his  negligence— as,  for  instance,  the  car 
leaving  the  track  through  some  obstruction  laid  upon  it— then  he  would  be 
liable." 

Lawson  on  Contracts,  section  175:  *'  The  carrier  of  stock  takes  upon  him- 
self the  duty  of  watering,  feeding,  and  bestowing  such  care  upon  them  a.s 
they  may  require.  But  by  special  contract,  and  in  consideration  of  reduced 
fare,  this  duty  may  be  assumed  by  the  shipper.  In  sucli  case,  for  a  loss  hap- 
pening from  a  want  of  attention  in  this  respect  the  carrier  is  not  responsi- 
ble if  he  has  been  guilty  of  no  negligence— if  he  furnished  adequate  car- 
riage, afforded  reasonable -opportunities  to  the  owner  or  his  agent  t<»  take 
care  of  the  stock,  and  subjected  them  to  no  unnecessary  delay  in  transpor- 
tation." The  Commissioners  have  not  before  them  a  copy  of  the  live  stock 
contracts,  but  as  the  above  quoted  authorities  seem  to  authorize  a  limita- 
tion of  liability,  presume  the  railroad  companies  have  framed  them  to  meet 
all  the  contingencies  that  the  law  allows. 

The  railroad  companies  say  that  the  passes  as  granted  now  are  subject  to 
great  abuse.  That  parties  ship  hogs  and  sell  the  permission  to  accompanT 
them,  the  hogs  receive  no  attention,  and  the  carrier  is  defra^ided  of  the 
price  of  a  ticket. 

The  fifth  question,  what  is  the  proper  length  of  time  a  shipper  should 
have  to  load  or  unload  a  car?  It  takes  about  two  hours  to  load  or  unload  a 
car  at  an-  elevator.  In  the  judgment  of  tlie  Commissioners  double  this 
time,  or  four  hours,  would  be  the  standard  if  the  line  was  closely  drawi). 
Cars  in  the  busy  season  are  worth  probably  in  use  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  twenty-four  hours,  the  limit  that  they  are  to  stand  idle 
should  be  the  shortest  practicable  time.  This  Board  in  the  case  of  the 
Township  of  Bed  Oak  vs.  the  C,  -B.  cfe  Q.  R.  R.,  page  566  of  the  report  of  ls>>:2, 
say  that ''  there  is  no  good  reason  why  a  farmer  or  merchant  should  not  get 
the  same  rate  an  elevator  man  gets,  provided  he  loads  in  substantially  the 
same  time,"  recognizing  the  length  of  time  a  car  stands  idle  as  the  reason 
why  rates  might  vary.  The  general  rule  as  adopted  by  the  railroads  is  that 
no  extra  charge  is  made  for  loading  on  track  when  there  is  no  pivs^iiig 
demand  for  cars  and  the  shippers  use  due  diligence.

Drar  Sir— Pletise  present  to  the  Hoard  the  foUowhii!:  complaint  versus  the  Chicago  & 
Northwestern  Railway  Company,  for  their  investigation  and  recommendation. 

Tlie  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  crosses  the  Dcs  Moines  &  Fort  Dodge  Railroad  at 
Rolfe,  Iowa,  hut  refuses  to  take  freight  or  baggage  from  this  point  or  deliver  here,  yet  they 
jvccept  goods  marked  Rolfe,  even  when  marked  via  Ues  Moines  &  Fort  Dodge  Railroad,  and 
carry  them  to  Bradgate,  the  nearest  "billing"  station  on  their  line  to  Rolf^,  ilnd  hold  there, 
refusing  to  deliver  at  Rolfe.  I  enclose  you  bill  of  lading  and  letter,  to  give  you  an  idea  of  the 
course  pursued  by  the  C.  &  N.  W.  R*y  at  this  place. 

I  would  re])resent  further  in  this  connection  that  Bradgate  is  on\  the  east  side  of  the  Des 
Moines  river,  and  whilst  it  is  but  seven  miles  from  Bradgate  to  Rolfe.  by  the  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y, 
it  is  more  than  ten  miles  by  wagon  road,  and  It  is  inconvenient  for  the  public  to  get  their 
freight  from  Bradgate  to  Rolfe.  Would  not  the  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y  Co.  be  obliged  to  deliver 
goods  at  Rolfe  when  they  assume  a  eoutra<'t  to  that  effect,  which  tliey  do  when  they  pick  up 
freight  marked  Rolfe?  The  case  I  allude  to  is  only  one  of  a  score  of  simihir  cases  that  are 
constantly  coming  to  my  knowledge,  and  wliich  I  will  furnish  proof  of  when  necessary.

I  have  a  case  to  lay  before  your  honorable  body.  I  bought  a  second-class  ticket  at  Cedar 
Baplds  to  Bloomlogton.  Nebraska,  for  which  I  paid  $14.10.  I  took  the  sleeper  at  Belle  Plaine, 
Iowa,  for  the  night,  for  which  I  paid  $2.60  for  a  berth.  Then  the  conductor  would  not  let  me 
sleep  in  the  berth  unless  I  paid  eighty-six  cents  more  from  there  to  Boone.  I  was  tlied  so  I 
paid  the  eighty-six  cents  under  protest  Then  the  conductor  left  the  train  at  Boone  and  toM 
the  other  conductor  that  he  had  a  kicker  in  the  sleeper  and  he  must  look  out  for  him,  so  be 
came  in  the  sleeper  and  woke  me  up  at  twenty  minutes  of  three  o'clock  and  demanded  of  me 
$1.40  more.  I  asked  him  for  what,  and  he  said  I  had  no  right  In  that  car  unlen  I  paid  ooe 
cent  per  mile  for  every  mile  I  rode  in  the  sleeper.  So  I  told  him  I  would  get  oat  of  the 
sleeper  before  I  would  pay  that  amount  from  that  time  until  daylight,  which  would  be  about 
one  hour  and  a  half.  I  claim  I  paid  the  amount  of  railroad  fare,  $14.10.  I  further  claim  I 
paid  all  the  sleeping  conductor  demanded  of  me,  and  I  had  Just  as  good  right  to  sleep  In  the 
sleeper  as  any  one  who  had  a  first-class  ticket.  I  want  nothing  only  my  rights,  and  I  hope 
you  will  endeavor  to  inform  me  as  to  the  question  I  ask.  If  I  am  right  let  me  know,  and  if  I 
am  not  right,  please  let  me  know.

This  letter  was  acknowledged  June  7th  and  referred  to  the  CommissioD- 
ers,  who  dictated  the  following  reply:

A.  B.  DowELL,  Esq.,  Vinton,  Iowa: 

Dear  Sir— Your  letter  of  June  2d  is  received,  in  which  you  state  that 
you  bought  a  secohd-class  ticket  from  Cedar  Rapids  to  Bloomington,  Ne- 
braska, and  that  you  purchased  a  ticket  for  the  sleeping-car,  but  were  re- 
fused by  the  conductor  the  privilege  of  occupying  the  sleeping-car  without 
paying  in  addition  to  your  second-class  fare  the  amount  necessary  to  make 
your  rate  while  in  the  cai*  the  same  as  a  first-class  passenger. 

In  reply  to  the  complaint  the  Commissioners  would  state  that  sleeping- 
cars  are  put  upon  the  railroads  as  an  additional  attraction  for  first-class 
passengers;  that  they  are  not  run  at  a  profit  to  the  railroad  company.  The 
Pullman  Palace  Car  Company  receives  the  entire  earnings  of  the  cars,  the 
railroad  company  keeping  them  in  order  and  hauling  them  without  any 
compensation.  If  the  purchaser  of  a  second-class  ticket  had  the  same 
rights  in  the  sleeping-car  that  the  purchaser  of  a  first-class  ticket  did,  there 
would  be  no  first-class  tickets  sold,  and  the  loss  in  passenger  fares  would  be 
so  serious  as  to  compel  the  companies  to  withdraw  these  second-class 
tickets. 
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The  Commissioners  would  regard  this  as  a  misfortune  to  the  public,  so 
long  as  men  are  willing  to  submit  to  the  inconvenience  of  less  comfortable 
accommodations  for  the  purpose  of  gettii^g  cheaper  transportation,  they 
think  that  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  make  any  ruling  that  would  deprive  the 
second-class  ticket-holder,of  the  advantages  of  his  economy.  They  are  of 
the  opinion  that  you  have  no  right  to  complain  in  the  case  as  stated.

G'ektlbmbv— The  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Qutncy  Railroad  passes  through  ray  fann,  cut- 
ting through  a  hedge  that  I  had  planted,  and  which  had  grown  very  strong.  The  section 
men  belonging  to  the  railroad  carelessly  allowed  flre  to  get  in,  ane  burned  the  brush  all  off 
the  hedge,  leaving  the  stumps  standing.  The  trains  on  the  railroad  were  continually  fright- 
ening my  cattle  and  horses  and  driving  them  through  the  hedge,  or  through  the  board  fence 
built  by  the  company.  In  the  summer  of  1880, 1  think  in  June,  one  of  my  two-year  old  heif- 
ers was  ruptured  in  the  flank  and  died  ;  another  was  also  killed  in  September  of  the  same 
year.  In  the  spring  of  1881  one  of  my  colts  was  frightened  by  the  ears  and  rendered  worth- 
less ;  and  in  1882  they  run  one  of  my  mares  so  that  both  her  hind  legs  were  spavined.  It 
was  agreed  by  Mr.  Mallory  and  Mr.  Stewart,  of  Chariton,  that  If  I  would  give  the  right  of  way 
through  my  farm  they  would  give  me  a  fence  along  their  road.  Having  confidence  in  the 
men  I  gave  them  the  right  of  way,  but  no  fence  has  been  built  as  yet.  The  two  heifers  were 
thoroughbred  Short-horns,  and  were  worth  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each, or  three  hun- 
dred dollars  for  both.  The  colt  waa  worth  fifty  dollars,  and  the  mare  two  hundred  dollars, 
being  a  fine  Hambletonian  that  I  brought  from  Pennsylvania.  The  foregoing  Is  a  statement 
of  facts,  as  I  verily  believe.    Please  give  this  your  consideration,  and  let  me  hear  from  you.

(rSNTLRMEN— I  lIvc  on  the  e;istern  line  of  Henry  county,  Iowa.  The  Burlington  &  Nuilh- 
we-stern  Rjiilway  runs  through  my  farm  about  the  center,  and  in  building  the  road  th^v 
(lammed  the  water  back  on  the  south  side  of  the  road  until  it  i<  ruining  my  farm,  or 
that  portion  that  lies  south,  a  little  more  than  half  of  it.  The  water  comes  from  the 
south  until  It  strikes  the  wcxmI  embankment,  and  then  there  is  not  sufficient  escape 
for  It.  To-day  the  water  is  just  literally  covering  the  south  part  of  my  place,  and  I 
expect  will  ruin  ray  crops  before  it  can  get  away.  I^ast  fall  and  this  spring  I  tiled 
my  land  at  a  heavy  expense,  and  now  the  water  btvcked  up  on  it  by  the  railroad 
renders  it  of  no  use  whatever.  I  have  tried  ever  since  the  road  was  built  to  have 
them  remedy  it,  and  they  continually  promise,  but  never  do  anything.  A  few  weeks  ago 
I  wrote  to  Mr,  Gerry,  the  Superintendent  at  Burlington.  He  \^'rote  me  he  would  inve^- 
gate  the  matter  the  flrst  time  he  passed  over  the  road  I  learn  he  has  passed  over  It  !«lnce> 
but  I  see  nothing  to  remedy  the  thing  yet.

They  instruct  me,  however,  to  write 
tlie  Superintendent  of  the  B.  &  N.  W.  R'y  and  call  his  attention  to  your 
complaint,  and  as  soon  as  I  hear  from  him  I  will  write  you.

A  copy  of  Mr.  Shopbeirs  complaint  was  sent  to  John  T.  Gerry,  Superin- 
tendent Burlington  &  Northwestern  Railway,  and  he  was  requested  to  see 
if  the  matter  could  be  remedied. 

Mr.  Gerry  replied  as  follows: 

Burlington,  Iowa,  June  14, 1883. 


Dkak  Sill— I  am  in  ri'ceipt  of  your  conimunicutiuu  of  June  13th,  euclusin^  complaint  of 
Mr.  Henry  Sliopbell,  relative  to  insutTlcient  <Irain2i^e  on  Ills  farm,  across  our  roadbed.  Mr. 
Shopbell's  farm  land  is  very  flat,  witli  scarcely  any  natural  drainage,  and  prior  to  the  buUd- 
ing  of  the  railmad.  and  the  cutting  of  ditches  altng  our  embankment«i,  the  case  was  much 
worse  than  at  present.  No  crops  have  been  raised  during  the  last  two  y>?ars  on  these  flats, 
and  I  presume  Mr.  Shopbell,  unfortunately,  is  no  exception  to  the  rule.  Tlie  drainage  scenLs 
to  be  free  across  our  rojwlbed,  and  I  really  can  see  no  cause  of  compiaint.  I  wa4  over  the 
mad  the  morning  of  June  r»th.  after  an  extremely  heavy  rain  storm.  Mr.  Slu)pbeirs  land 
showed  no  signs  whatever  of  any  overflow  from  this  storm.  In  fact  there  was  less  water  than 
on  any  laud  I  saw  in  this  vicinity  on  either  side  of  the  railway. 

The  acreage  drained  through  the  opening  of  which  Mr.  Shopbell  complains,  does  not  exceed 
a  lialf  section— say  three  hundred  Jicres.  The  opening  is  not  far  from  three  feet  by  ten  feet— 
a  great  deal  more  waterway  than  is  asually  coiLsid«red  necessary  In  these  places.  I  have 
ne\  er  seen  along  our  embankments  any  evidence  of  back  water.  Several  wet  seasons  in  .suc- 
cession have  rendered  the  com  crop  In  this  part  of  the  State  a  total  failure  .'and  brought  great 
luir<l^hip  on  the  people  and  loss  to  the  railway  company,  and  has  led  land  owners,  when  they 
could  command  the  means,  to  expend  large  sums  for  drainage,  and,  perhaps,  also,  to  blame 
the  railroad  for  insufllcient  waterway  without  just  caiLse.  This  compiaint  is  one  of  a  good 
many  similar  ones,  which,  if  the  complainants  could  succeed  in  making  good,  would  render 
an  enlargement  of  all  the  small  waterways  necessary  on  all  of  the  old  lines.  I  really  cannot 
>ee  that  Mr.  Shopbell  has  any  cause  of  complaint.

'  Gentlemen— I  wish  to  inform  your  Honorable  Body  of  the  Injustice  done  by  the  offi- 
cers or  agents  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company.  I  shipped  a  box  of 
goods  from  North jMcGregor,  Iowa,  to  be  sent  to  Logan,  Kansas,  over  the  Miifsouii  Pacific 
Railway  from  Council  Bluffs  ,and  I  have  never  heard  from  it.  I  have  written  to  the  general 
manager  of  the  road,  bUt  can  get  no  answer  from  him.  I  wrote  and  informed  him  that 
unless  I  tieard  something  from  the  box  in  ten  days,  I  should  be  compelled  to  present  a  bill  for 
the  valve  of  it.  There  are  things  in  the  box  that  I  cannot  afford  to  lo6e.  I  worked  for  the 
company  all  last  winter,  and  then  had  to  spend  part  of  my  wages  to  come  home  over  their 
road,  and  yet  they  cannot  condescend  to  deliver  me  my  goods.  I  wish  to  know  how  I  shall 
proceed  to  secure  the  goods  or  the  money  for  them.  I  would  rather  have  what  is  In  the  box 
than  fifty  dollars.  That  is  what  I  claim  clear  of  all  expenses  and  will  have  to  rely  on  your 
decision  to  get  it.  I  am  invalid  soldier  and  hav<^  to  live  mostly  on  my  pension,  which  is 
small.

They  laid  in  the  Council  Bluffs  freight  house  during  the  re- 
cent flood,  until  everything  was  wet  and  ruined.  As  soon  as  the  tf  issourl  Pacific  refused  to 
take  the  freight,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  agent  at  Council  Bluffs  to  notify  the  agent  at  North 
McGregor,  to  inform  me  of  the  matter,  he  having  my  address.  The  bedding  and  other 
clothing  were  entirely  ruined.  I  also  find  that  the  box  had  been  opened  and  some  articles, 
are  missing,  the  box  having  been  nailed  up  again.  I  had  bought  hoop  iron  and  fastened  it  all 
around.  I  think  the  company  ought  to  refund  the  freight  charges  which  were  eight  dollars 
and  sixty  cents.  I  will  leave  this  for  your  Honorable  Board  to  decide.  If  you  can  collect 
the  amount,  I  shall  feel  grateful  to  you  for  your  kindness.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

On  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  1883,  Joseph  A.  Wasson  delivered  to  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  at  Korth  McGregor,  for  shipment, 
a  box  of  household  goods. 

The  station  agent  gave  the  following  receipt: 

^' North  McGregor  Station,  March  18,  1888. 
''Received  of  J.  A.  Wasson  in  apparent  good  condition  as  below.    Marked 
and  consigned  to  J.  A.  Wasson,  Logan,  Kansas.    Description— One  box  of 
household  goods, '  Owner^s  risk.'    Charges  guaranteed. 

"A.  E.  Smith,  AgenV' 

On  June  8th,  1883,  eighty-seven  days  after  shipment,  Mr.  Wasson  writer 
the  Commissioners  that  the  box  has  not  been  received,  that  he  has  written 
the  general  manager  of  the  road  and  can  get  no  answer,  and  that  the  value 
of  the  contents  of  the  box  was  more  than  fifty  doUars. 

On  June  23d,  one  hundred  and  two  days  after  shipment,  Mr.  Wasson 
writes  the  Board  that  he  has  received  a  letter  from  the  agent  at  North  Mc^ 
Gregor  saying  that  the  box  was  shipped  on  March  15th,  but  that  the  Union 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  refused  to  accept  it  because  the  charges  were  not 
prepaid,  and  the  box  was  held  in  the  freight  house  at  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P. 
B'y  at  Council  Bluffs  for  prepayment  of  charges. 

On  the  first  of  August,  Mr.  Wasson  writes  the  Commissioners  that  the 
box  was  received  two  weeks  before,  or  about  July  17th,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-six  days  after  shipment,  the  contents  in  a  damaged  condition,  that 
it  lay  in  the  Council  Bluffs  freight  house  during  the  flood  and  that  every- 
thing was  wet  and  ruined,  that  the  box  had  been  opened  and  some  articles 
taken  out,  and  had  been  nailed  up  again.  It  was,  when  delivered  to  the 
company,  bound  with  hoop  iron,  and  fastened  all  around.  He  asks,  in  lieu 
of  all  damages,  that  the  company  refund  the  freight  charges,  which  are 
eight  dollars  and  sixty  cents. 

The  railroad  company  raised  no  question  as  to  the  facts  as  stated  by  Mr. 
Wasson,  but  for  answer  say  that  they  accepted  the  shipment  with  charges

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guaianteed  and  upon  lea^^  ng  their  oonnectioD  prepajiDent  of  fm^ 
demanded  and  the  delay  was  oocasi<»ied  by  their  waiting  t^  reeeiTe  the 
amount  of  the  charges  from  Mr.  Wasson.  The  aecaeplanoe  oi  the  fivs^t 
with  the  ehaiges  goaranteed  subjected  them  to  the  tiouldectf  afterwaid  ob- 
taining the  amount  of  freight  ehaiges  before  the  goods  eoukl  be  forwarded, 
and  the  effort  to  accommodate  Mr.  Wasson  has  really  Itecaaie  the  sooree  oi 
his  complaint. 

This  case  brings  up  for  settlement  a  matter  that  has  been  inodentaOr 
reaehed  before,  but  upon  which  no  opinion  has  era-  been  given  br  the  Com- 
missioners. That  is,  what  are  the  duties  imposed  upon  a  railway  company 
by  accepting  goods  and  shipping  than  with  freight  diaiges  guaranteed?  It 
is  true  that  the  railway  company  might  properly  have  refused  to  reodre 
this  box  without  prepayment  of  freight.  This  right  it  did  not  choose  to 
exercise,  and  waived.  It  carried  the  goods  to  its  western  terminus,  and  the 
legitimate  inference  from  the  facts  as  stated  is  that  they  were  left  in  the 
freight  house  without  any  effort  to  forwaid  them  for  about  one  hundred 
days,  or  until  the  inquiries  from  this  office  set  some  one  to  looking  them  up. 
M.  Wasson's  statement  that  his  letters  of  inquiry  were  unanswered  has  not 
been  questioned,  and  we  presume  is  admitted.  If  Mr.  Wasson's  statement 
is  correct,  during  the  one  hundred  days  the  goods  were  in  the  freight  house 
at  Council  Bluffs  they  were  injured  by  the  flood.  It  will  hardly  be  claimed 
that  a  flood  in  June  would  be  such  an  act  of  God  as  to  relieve  the  ccMnpany 
from  liability  for  goods  that  should  not  have  been  in  transit  more  than  six 
days  and  were  shipped  from  North  McGregor  March  loth. 

The  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  duty  imposed  on  the  com- 
pany, notwithstanding  all  the  guards  that  could  be  thrown  around  the  bill 
of  lading,  requires  that  after  accepting  the  guarantee  for  the  freight  cfaaiges, 
on  the  refusal  of  the  connecting  line  to  take  them  without  prepayment,  was 
to  use  due  diligence  to  procure  the  money  for  payment  and  accept  the  re- 
sponsibility voluntarily  assumed  of  forwarding  them  to  destination  without 
unnecessary  delay,  and  that  the  company  has  failed  to  exercise  it,  in  had 
been  guilty  of  gross  neghgence. 

They  believe  under  the  cireumstances  that  the  claim  of  Mr.  Wasscm  fw 
damages  to  the  amount  of  eight  dollars  and  sixty  cents  is  certainly  moder- 
ate, and  say  to  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  B'y  Co.  that  this  amount  should  be  paid 
by  them  to  Mr.  Wasson.  While  it  was  not  necessary  in  this  case  to  enun- 
ciate their  views  on  this  point  fully,  the  Commission  are  prepared  to  go 
further  and  say  that  the  acceptance  of  a  guarantee  means  something,  and 
voluntarily  entering  it  upon  the  bill  of  lading  places  the  company  in  the 
relation  of  guarantor  to  connecting  lines,  and  if  advanced  charges  are  de- 
manded, imposes  on  it  the  duty  of  advancing  the  freight  to  all  connecting 
lines.  The  railway  company  is  not  compelled  to  accept  any  guarantee,  but 
when  it  does  accept,  has  the  means  of  knowing  whether  the  guarantor  is 
responsible  and  the  alternative  of  demanding  prepayment.

I  think  the  Commissioners  err,  however,  in  their  construction  of  the  effect  of  a  guaranty  of 
charges,  and  claim  that  it  is  nothing  more  than  a  guaranty  that  the  charges  will  be  paid  at 
-destination.  It  is  not  by  any  means  equivalent  to  prepayment,  nor  does  it  involve  the  rail- 
road conipany  Id  an  obligation  to  advance  money  to  prepay  the  freight  on  connecting  lines— 
for  which  the  company  receives  no  consideration. 

It  may  be,  as  stated,  that  the  acceptance  of  a  guaranty  of  charges  obligates  the  company 
^accepting  the  guaranty  to  assume  the  relation  of  guarantor  to  a  connecting  line.  Such  is  the 
custom,  but  it  clearly  does  not  impose  upon  it  the  obligatlbn  to  actually  prepay  the  charges 
-of  a  connecting  line  which  refuses  to  accept  its  guaranty.

I  have  noted  In  pencil  the  correct  figures,  as  per  our  current 
tariff  and  the  different  classifications  in  force. 

The  differences  arise  from  the  fact  that  there  are  three  different  classifications  and  tartib 
In  effect  upon  business  between  the  points  in  question.  Between  Chicago  and  all  the  placet 
named*  Joint  Western  Classlflcatlon  applies. 

Between  local  stations  upon  the  lines  of  this  company,  within  the  State  of  Iowa,  business 
is  subject  to  Revised  Joint  Classification  and  Iowa  local  distance  tariff,  while  between  Cedar 
Rapids  and  Elmore,  Minnesota,  Inter-State  Classification  and  distance  tariff  are  at  present 
in  effect. 

This  company  and  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  have  already  de« 
dded  to  adopt  Joint  Western  (Classification  upon  Ititer-State  traffic,  and  If  the  same  should 
be  adopted  locally  within  the  State  of  Iowa,  the  uniformity  desired  will  be  thereby  seeored. 

Below  is  a  comparative  statement  showing  rates  now  in  effect  between  the  points  design 
nated  by  Messrs.  Shaver  &  Dows,  under  the  present  classification,  and  the  rates  which  woohl 
apply  under  Joint  Western  Classification,  upon  crackers  in  lots  of  less  than  1,000  pounds : 
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In  April  last  there  was  a  material  reduction  upon  crackers,  less  than  1,000  pound  lots,  in 

Joint  Western  Classification,  from  second  to  fourth  class.

Gentlembit— We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  I2th,  carefully  noting  contents  of  let- 
ters. We  cannot  see  anything  in  Mr.  Mellen's  letter  that  gives  us  any  encouragement.  We 
don't  understand  him  to  say  that  he  will  put  In  force  tiie  Joint  Western  Classification  so  as  to 
apply  in  our  State  ;  but  does  say  what  the  advantages  would  be  to  us  if  adopted.  We  would 
be  quite  satisfied  with  the  rate  named  if  put  in  force,  but  this  is  only  one  road  we  ship  over. 
What  say  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  and  Chicago.  Kock  Island  &  Pacific  people?  We 
ship  largely  over  all  these  roads,  and  the  discrimination  equally  affects  us.  We  have  always 
supposed  that  the  State  Railroad  Commission  was  created  to  handle  Just  such  difficulties,  and 
to  have  tliem  properly  adjusted.  But  we  have  waited  about  two  months  relying  on  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  to  help  us  out,  and  in  our  correspondence  with  the  railroad  people,  they 
claim  that  our  State  Commission  stands  in  the  way,  or  this  Joint  Westsm  Classification  would 
have  been  adopted  in  our  State.  If  this  be  true,  we  will  simply  say,  you  are  killing  the  man- 
ufacturers of  our  State  by  giving  the  manufacturers  of  other  States  the  advantage  of  us.  If 
you  cannot  help  us,  say  so,  and  we  will  try  some  other  means.

The  classiiication,  adopted  May  Slst,  to  take  effect  Jane  loth,  vas  be- 
fore the  Board  on  the  application  of  Mr.  William  S.  MeUen^  chairman  of  the 
Joint  Western  Classification  Committee,  representing  eighteen  lines  of  rail- 
iray,  including  those  doing  business  in  the  State  of  Iowa,  to -wit :  Barlings 
ton.  Cedar  Bapids  &  Xorthem  Railway,  Central  Iowa  Railway.  Chicago. 
Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad,  Chicago,  Milwaokee  &  St.  I^nl  Bailvay:

Gbntlbmsn— We  write  you  regarding  a  claim  we  have  against  the  Burlington,  Cedar 
Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  Company.  The  facts  in  the  case  are  these  :  The  firm  of  Damson 
&  Cutler,  now  Cutler  &  Llndon,  loaded  into  Minneapolis  &  St  Louis  cars  2940  and  2896, 06,000 
pounds  of  ground  feed,  consigned  to  A.  B.  Taylor,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota.  These  cars  were 
shipped  May  6, 1882 :  were  wreclted  the  same  day  at  Glenvllle,  Minnesota.  The  feed  was 
sold  in  St.  Paul  at  thirty  dollars  per  ton,  "  to  arrive." 

The  cars  were  a  total  wreck,  and  the  feed,  which  was  in  sacks,  had  to  he  transferred  into 
other  cars.  The  feed  did  not  arrive  in  St.  Paul  until  several  days  past  due,  and  part  of  It  the 
buyer  refused  to  take  at  price  sold  at,  and  made  a  reduction  of  oneMolIar  per  ton  on  twelve 
tons ;  and  in  weighing  out  the  feed  it  was  8,928  pounds  short. 

We  put  in  a  bill  for  damages  as  follows  :  8,928  pounds  of  feed  at  $90  per  ton,  S133.92 ;  loss 
of  sale,  one  dollar  per  ton  on  twelve  tons,  S12 ;  total,  S145.93.  The  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids 
&  Northern  Company  seem  to  pay  no  attention  to  our  claim  whatever.  It  seems  to  us  the 
claim  has  run  so  long  that  we  are  entitled  to  interest  on  it. 

We  can  send  afUdavlts  of  our  weights  here,  also  of  our  commission  firm  regarding  the  sale 
of  the  feed.  The  account  of  sales  of  the  feed  that  remained,  also  our  bill  for  damages,  are 
at  the  general  office  of  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  in  Cedar  Rapids  ;  and 
our  claim  is  numbered  3,109.  We  do  not  wish  to  bring  suit  against  the  railway  company  un- 
less absolutely  necessary,  as  we  have  been  in  business  here  six  years  as  shippers,  and  are  on 

the- best  of  terms  with  the  company,  this  being  the  first  claim  for  damages  we  have  ever  had.

GsiTTLKMKN— Some  six  weeks  since,  one  Mrs.  Watson  made  a  contract  with  the  Chicag* 
A  Alton  Railroad  Company  to  transport  a  carload  of  household  goods  from  St  Louis  to  Sioux 
City,  Iowa,  for  the  price  of  fSO-OO.  On  their  arrival  here,  some  five  weeks  since,  the  Slonz 
City  &  Pacific  Railroad  Company  refused  to  deliver  the  same  unless  the  sum  of  968.00  was 
paid,  viz  :  $18.00  over  and  above  the  contract  price.  This  918.00  was  paid,  on  the  distinct  un- 
derstanding that  the  same  was  to  be  repaid  within  a  week,  when  the  matter  would  be  settled. 
The  Chicago  &  Alton  people  say  that  they  have  done  their  part,  and  cannot  understand  why 
the  S.  C.  &  P.  R.  R.  Co.  does  not  pay  this  $18.00.  The  question  arises,  has  the  8.  C.  &  P.  R.  &. 
Co.  any  right  to  charge  over  and  above  what  contract  calls  for,  and  put  the  same  in  their 
treasury?  I  have  written  to  the  manager,  Mr.  Morehouse,  and  called  on  the  agent  here,  bat 
have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  satisfaction.  Under  section  3,  chapter  77,  Laws  of  Seven- 
teenth General  Assembly,  it  is  provided  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners "to  examine  and  inspect  each  railroad  in  the  State,  with  reference  to  public  conven- 
ience," etc.  Under  such  section,  1  trust  you  will  deem  It  your  duty  to  investigate  this  matter, 
and  compel  Justice  to  be  done  in  the  premises.

Deak  Sib— I  herewith  return  the  letter  of  J.  O'Donovan  Bossa,  received  in  yoiin  of  June 
-28th.  On  investigation,  I  find  the  matter  of  the  shipment  of  the  car  of  household  goods  by 
Mrs.  G.  A.  Watson,  from  St.  Louis  to  Sioux  City,  to  he  as  follows  :  The  car  was  billed  through 
by  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company  from  Council  Bluffs  to  Sioux  City  under  a 
joint  tariff  arrangement  with  our  company,  it  being  billed  out  of  Council  Bluffs  on  weight  of 
^,000  pounds,  rate  ten  cents,  charges  $20,  with  advance  charges  of  948,  making  a  total  of 
$68,  which  our  agent  at  Sioux  City  collected  on  delivery  of  the  car.  I  also  find  that  the  reg- 
ular through  tariff  from  St.  Louis  to  Sioux  City  t^  the  Wabash  or  Missouri  Paciflc,  is  thirty- 
two  cents  per  hundred  ponnds,  of  which  the  lines  north  of  Council  Bluffs  get  twenty -five  per 
cent,  and  the  lines  south  of  Council  Bluffs  get  seventy-five  percent ;  and  that  our  line  did 
not  join  with  the  Chicago  &  Alton  Railroad  Company  on  the  through  rate  of  $60  per  car,  <ir 
in  any  manner  agree  to  accept  any  less  than  our  proportion  of  the  through  rate.  On  this 
through  rate  of  thirty-two  cents,  this  car  should  have  been  billed  from  Council  Bluffs  to 
Sioux  City  by  the  Northwestern  Company  at  eight  cents  per  hundred.  Instead  of  ten.  When 
the  matter  of  this  overcharge  reached  our  general  traffic  office  at  Missouri  Valley,  we 
promptly  made  claim  on  the  lines  south  of  Council  Bluffs  for  the  excess  which  they  had  col- 
lected over  what  the  bill  of  lading  called  for,  and  asked  their  authority  to  pay  the  claim  of 
Mrs.  Watson  for  their  account  We  have  called  the  attention  of  the  Kansas  City,  Si.  Joseph 
&  Council  Bluffs  road  to  this  matter  more  than  once,  all  of  which  Mr.  O'Donovan  Roasa  hai 
been  advised  of.  As  he  does  not  seem  to  be  satisfied  with  our  efforts  on  behalf  of  his  ciiest, 
we  shall  be  quite  willing  to  refund  the  very  small  portion  of  the  overchai^e  which  was  made 
on  our  line,  or  rather  made  over  our  line  by  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company, 
and  leave  him,  with  your  assistance,  to  make  the  collections  from  the  Chicago  &  Alton,  and 
other  lines  south  of  Council  Bluffs,  as  I  am  quite  clear  that  no  one  would  hold  that  our  oom- 
pany  was  hound  to  make  good  a  contract  in  which  it  was  not  a  party  and  of  which  It  had  do 
knowledge.  The  trouble  we  have  taken  in  trying  to  get  Mrs.  Watson's  money  being  entlrNy 
gratuitous  on  our  part.

The  situation  seems  to  the  Commissioners  to  be  this:  The  Chicago  ft  AlUm 
Bailroad  Company,  a  foreign  corporation  doing  business  in  the  States  of  Illi- 
nois and  Missouri,  contracted  to  carry  a  car  load  of  household  goods  for  Mis^ 
Watson  from  St.  Louis  to  Sioux  City  for  the  sum  of  $50.00  per  car.  The  Kansas 
City,  St.  Joseph  &  Council  Bluffs  Bailroad  Company  carried  the  car  from 
Kansas  City  to  Council  Bluffs  and  coUected  $18.00,  their  own  and  the  advance 
charges,  which  amount  was  paid  by  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Bailwmy 
Company.  The  usual  charge,  $20.00  per  car,  was  collected  fromX>>imcO  Bluffs 
to  Sioux  City  in  addition  by  the  Sioux  City  &  Pacific  Bailroad  Company.  The 
C.  &  S.  W.  By.  and  the  S.  C.  &  P.  B.  B.  Co.  have  no  through  contract  rates 
with  the  C.  &  A.,  but  are  willing  to  take  their  proper  proportion  of  a  through 
rate  from  St.  Louis  to  Sioux  City,  and  have  so  proposed  to  the  connecting 
lines.  While  without  any  power  to  'reach  the  lines  outside  the  State,  the

Gbntlrmbn— During  a  severe  snow  storm  about  the  last  of  January  the  section  forenivi 
ou  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway,  and  two  men,  came  to  my  hoose. 
which  ts  about  half  way  between  Nozthwood  and  Kensett,  and  nearly  half  a  mile  from  the 
track,  and  reported  that  the  morning  passenger  train  going  north  was  snow-bound,  and  that 
some  of  the  passengers  had  had  nothing  to  eat  since  the  day  before.  It  was  then  aftemooo. 
The  sectiou  foreman  requested  some  food  to  take  to  the  train,  and  said  the  railway  company 
would  pay  for  it.  They  were  given  what  my  wife  had  cooked,  and  she  and  two  assistants 
worked  until  late  in  the  evening  cooking  provisions  for  them.  The  next  morning  one  of  the 
passengers,  Mr.  F.  A.  Rozlene,  of  Charles  City,  Iowa,  came  to  my  house  and  said  tliat  the 
flres  were  nearly  out,  and  the  passengers  suffering  with  cold.  My  recollection  is  that  it  was 
theu  more  than  twenty  degrees  below  zero,  and  a  strong  wind  blowing.  He  in'anted  ne  to 
send  a  team  and  bring  the  women,  children,  and  one  or  two  men  that  were  unable  to  walk 
through  the  snow,  to  my  house,  which  I  did.  A  bill  of  eleven  dollars  was  sent  to  the  rail- 
way company,  which  has  not  been  paid.  Of  this,  six  dollars  was  for  meals  furnished  at  the 
house,  thirteen  to  passengers  and  eleven  to  railroad  employes ;  five  dollars  for  provisloBfl 
taken  by  them  to  the  train.  Mr.  Rozlene  hired  three  teams  to  take  the  passengers  to  North- 
wood,  one  of  me  and  two  of  others.  I  am  informed  the  railway  company  paid  him  back 
what  he  paid,  thirteen  dollars,  four  dollars  to  each  of  the  teamsters  and  one  dollar  to  a  maa 
that  helped  shovel  snow.   The  road  was  blocked  with  snow  so  that  it  took  all  day. 

Should  they  pay  my  bill?  I  do  not  think  the  railway  company  will  question  the  eoncet- 
ness  of  my  statement,  or  claim  that  the  bill  is  unreasonable.  Should  they  do  so  I  would  refer 
you  to  Mr.  Rozlene,  or  will  furnish  any  proof  that  may  be  necessary. 

I  have  a  case  in  court  against  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  Compaay 
which  has  been  running  over  five  years.  Lit  is  for  grain  and  hay  burned  by  a  fire  sec  by  aa 
engine  September  3, 1877.  I  got  judgment  in  the  circuit  court  of  this  county.  The  tailway 
company  took  it  to  the  Supreme  Court,  where  it  was  reversed  (51  Iowa,  2M).  They  then  took 
a  change  of  venue  to  Floyd  county,  where  I  got  judgment.  The  railway  company  took  it 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  where  it  was  affirmed  (10  N.  W.  Reporter,  MS).  A  rehearing  was  asked 
and  granted.  On  rehearing  it  was  reversed  (14  N.  W.  Reporter,  2I6)l  At  the  June  tern  <tf 
Floyd  County  Circuit  0)urt  the  railway  company  took  a  change  of  venue  to  district  eont. 
where  it  now  stands.  Will  you  give  it  a  hearing,  and  take  Into  consideration  the  costs  ia  the 
case  as  well  as  the  original  damage.

On  the  17th  July,  1883,  Messrs.  Merrill  A  Keeney  appeared  befbre  the 
Commissioners  and  made  complaint,  the  substance  of  which  was  transmit- 
ted to  the  general  managers  of  the  railways  complained  of,  as  follows:

Dear  Sir— Messrs.  Merrill  &  Keeney,  furniture  dealers  in  this  dty.make 
the  following  complaint  to  this  Board:  That  they  have  been  in  the  business 
about  twenty  years,  and  during  that  time  have  transacted  a  general  whole 
sale  and  retail  furniture  business;  that  there  is  strong  competition  in  their 
trade,  and  that  any  rebate  or  concession  of  rates  to  any  parties  works  to  the 
Injury  of  others. 

They  charge  that  your  company  discriminates  against  them  by  treating 
them  as  retail  dealers  only,  and  refuse  them  the  rebates  that  you  give  tbdr 
competitors  in  the  wholesale  furniture  business. 

The  amount  of  this  rebate  they  are  unable  to  give,  but  have  reason  to  be 
lieve  that  it  amounts  to  about  ten  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  or  giving  tbor 
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competitors  an' advantage  of  about  thirteen  and  five  tenths  per  cent  in  the 
haulage,  which  is  sufficient,  in  the  close  competition  that  exists  here,  to 
materially  affect  their  wholesale  business. 

They  claim  this  is  a  violation  'of  section  ten,  chapter  seventy-seven,  of 
the  laws  of  the  Seventeenth  General  Ajssembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa. 
The  Board  wish  to  know  whether  the  charge  of  discrimination  is  true.

My  Dbar  Sir— I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  19th  instant,  stating  the  complaint  of 
Messrs.  Merrill  &  Keeney,  furniture  dealers  at  Des  Moines :  that  they  a^  discriminated 
a-xainst  by  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  in  the  tariff  of  rates  charged  them  on  ship- 
ments of  freight  over  its  road. 

We  have  one  uniform  rate  of  freight  which  Is  applied  alike  to  all  shippers  between  all  local 
stations  on  this  line  of  road  in  the  State  of  Iowa.  It  is  not  the  Intention,  nor  has  it  l>een  the 
)»ractice,  of  this  company,  at  any  time,  to  discriminate  between  shippers  on  Its  lines. 

The  Central  Iowa  Traffic  Association,  comprising  all  of  the  roads  competing  for  the  freight 
traffic  of  Des  Moines  originating  at  or  destined  to  St.  Louis,  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  other 
common  points,  which  associated  roads  are  goremed  by  unifotm  rates  and  rules,  does  make 
s  jme  concession  from  the  tariff  rates  in  favor  of  the  wholesale  dealers  at  Des  Moines.  I  am 
not  able  to  say  that  in  the  case  presented  by  you  there  has  been  any  diseriminatloh,  but  if 
the  parties  believe  that  the  volume  of  their  business  is  such  as  to  entitle  them  to  areeognlclon 
as  wholesale  dealers,  with  the  customary  concession  in  rates  under  similar  circumstances,  I 
would  suggest  that  they  make  application  to  the  Association,  as  the  individual  roads  In  the 
Association  cannot  act  independently  in  the  matter.  If  they  should  prefer  it,  I  will  direct 
our  General  Freight  Agent  to  present  their  claim  for  such  a  recognition.

Dear  Sir  -I  have  your  letter  of  19th  July,  as  to  complaint  of  Merrill  &  Keeney,  fnmitiure 
dealers.  Des  Moines.    I  beg  to  say  that  the  Central  Iowa  Traffic  Association,  which  com- 

• 

prises  the  roads  which  handle  the  freight  traffic  of  Des  Moines  from  or  to  St  Louis,  Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee  and  other  common  points,  makes  a  concession  from  the  tariff  rates  in  favor 
of  wholesale  dealers  at  Des  Moines.  If  Messrs.  Merrill  St  Keeney  can  properly  be  considered 
wholesale  dealers,  and  the  volume  of  their  business  is  equal  to  other  wholesale  dealers  who 
receive  the  concession,  I  have  no  doubt  that  an  application  to  the  Association  would  secure 
them  the  same  rate.  As  an  individual  party  to  the  Association  we  are  not  at  liberty,  nnder 
our  agreement,  to  make  independent  rates,  and  I  woul4,  therefore,  suggest  that  an  applica- 
tion be  made  by  them  to  the  Association.  As  to  the  general  question  of  discriraiiuaion,  it  Is 
o  ir  intention  and  has  been  our  practice,  as  far  as  I  know,  to  treat  all  shippers  on  our  line 
impartially.

Drar  Sir— We  think  the  admissions  of  Mr.  Rosweli  Miller  are  all  we  claimed,  and  we  now 
claim  the  protection  of  the  law  as  the  best  that  could  be  obtained  at  the  time  it  was  passed 
to  prolcot  small  capitalists  from  the  power  of  larger  ones.  Mr.  Harba<*h  Is  a  retailer  as  well 
as  ouiSelves.  Tou  can  readily  see  the  injustice  of  allowing  him  to  put  his  retail  stock  In  his 
store  over  a  common  carrier  road,  regulated  by  law  of  the  State,  at  a  less  rat«  than  ouiselveai 
It  does  seem  to  us  that  the  amount  of  goods  a  firm  ships  is  not  a  condition  or  circumstance, 
when  both  ship  by  car  load  or  both  by  the  hundred.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMIS8IOKEB8. 

The  complaint  of  Messrs.  Merrill  &  Keeney  seems  to  be  not  so  mach  in 
the  nature  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  discrimination  in  favor  of  the  whole- 
sale as  agains^  the  retail  trade,  as  with  the  action  of  the  Central  Iowa 
Traffic  Association,  which  by  the  rules  adopted  classes  them  as  simply  retail 
dealers.  Their  principal  competitor  is  both  a  wholesale  and  retail  dealer, 
and  their  complaint  is,  that  by  reason  of  his  being  a  wholesale  dealer  he 
gets  wholesale  rates  for  his  retail  business. 

With  the  same  freight  rates  they  could  do  fully  as  large  a  business,  and 
the  unjust  discrimination  has  a  tendency  to  always  keep  them  retail  deal- 
ers.   With  the  same  freight  rates  they  would  alse  become  wholesale  dealers. 

The  Commissioners  believe  that  this  states  their  position  accurately. 

The  replies  of  the  two  railway  companies  that  are  named  in  the  complaint 
are  identical;  they  both  deny  discrimination  in  intention  or  practice,  and 
claim  that  they  treat  all  shippers  over  their  lines  impartially,  and  for  fur- 
ther reply  say  that  ''  the  Central  Iowa  Traffic  Association,  comprising  ail 
the  roads  competing  for  the  freight  traffic  of  Des  Moines,  originating  at  or 
destined  to  St.  Louis,  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  other  common  points,  which 
associated  roads  are  governed  by  uniform  rates  and  rules,  does  make  some 
concessions  from  the  tariff  rates  in  favor  of  the  wholesale  dealers  at  Dea 
Moines.  We  are  not  prepared  to  say,  in  the  case  presented,  whether  there 
has  been  any  discrimination,  but  if  the  parties  believe  that  the  volume  of 
their  business  is  such  as  to  entitle  them  to  recognition  as  wholesale  dealers 
with  the  customary  concessions  in  rates  under  similar  circumstances,  we 
would  suggest  that  they  make  application  to  the  association,  as  the  individ- 
ual roads  cannot  act  independently  in  the  matter.  If  they  should  prefer  it 
we  will  direct  our  general  freight  agents  to  present  their  claim  for  such 
recognition." 

The  reply  of  ^ierrill  &  Keeney,  the  Commissioners  conclude,  admits  that 
under  the  ruling  of  the  Central  Iowa  Traffic  Association  their  business 
would  only  entitle  them  to  the  rates  furnished  retail  dealers.  They  claim 
that  the  commissioner  law  was  passed  ^'to  protect  the  small  capitalists 
from  the  power  of  the  larger  ones;  that  their  competitor,  Mr.  Ilarbach,  is  a 
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retail  dealer  as  well  as  themselves;  that  the  Commissioners  can  readily  see 
the  injustice  of  allowing  him  to  put  his  retail  stock  in  his  store,  over  a  com- 
mon carrier  road,  regulated  by  the  law  of  the  State,  at  a  less  rate  than 
themselves.  It  does  not  seem  to  them  that  the  amount  of  goods  a  firm  ships 
is  a  condition  or  circumstance  authorizing  less  rates,  when  both  ship  by  the 
car-load  or  the  hundred." 

:5ection  1297,  of  the  Code  of  Iowa,  prohibits  railways  running  in  the  same 
general  direction  from  making  any  contract  by  which  they  divide  the  joint 
earnings  upon  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  freight  transported  over  their 
roads.  The  Central  Iowa' Traffic  Association,  as  the  Commissioners  under- 
stand, makesr  no  division  of  earnings,  but  establishes  certain  fixed  rates  to 
c  )mpeting  points  in  Iowa,  which  all  the  roads  composing  the  association 
a  lopt,  and  then  each  road  secures  all  the  business  it  can.  If  we  are  correct 
in  our  information,  there  is  in  this  no  violation  of  the  statute. 

Afr.  Harbach  is  a  wholesale  and  retail  dealer  in  furniture  at  Des  Moines, 
carries  on  his  business  in  two  different  buildings,  on  different  streets,  sends 
traveling  salesmen  through  the  adjacent  country  soliciting  orders,  and  if  a 
different  rate  is  made  to  wholesale  and  retail  dealers,  the  Conmiissioners 
know  of  no  method  that  can  be  adopted  to  prevent  his  supplying  his  retail 
from  his  jobbing  house. 

The  question  resolves  itself  Into  this  proposition:  Are  the  railways  of 
Iowa  justified  in  making  any  discrimination  in  freight  rates  between  whole- 
sale and  retail  dealers  who  each  ship  in  car  load  lots;  or,  in  other  words, 
should  the  car  load  be  the  unit  for  fixing  rates  independent  of  the  quantity 
;Shipped? 

This  was  presented  to  the  Commissioners  in  the  case  of  the  Excelsior  Coal 
Company  and  the  Hickory  Grove  Coal  Company  vs.  the  Eeceiver  of  the  Central 
Iowa  Eailway^  reported  in  Railroad  Commissioners'  Report  for  1878,  pages 
19  to  28.  The  Board  then  held  ''  that  the  meaning  of  the  law  seemed  to 
them  to  be  that  all  wholesale  dealers  under  similar  circumstances  and 
€  )nditions  shall  be  treated  alike,  and  all  retail  dealers  under  similar  circum- 
stances and  conditions  shall  be  treated  alike."  This  interpretation  of  the 
law  has  been  followed  in  every  decision  made  by  the  Board  since  that  time 
where  the  question  was  involved. 

Section  11  of  the  Commissioner  law  read  as  follows:  ^'  No  railroad  corpo- 
ration shall  charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  person,  company  or  corpo- 
ration, for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property,  or  for  /my  other  serv- 
ice, a  greater  sum  than  it  shall  at  the  same  time  charge,  demand  or  receive 
from  any  other  person,  company  or  corporation  for  a  like  service  from  the 
same  place  or  upon  like  condition  and  under  similar  circumstances;  and  all 
concessions  of  rates,  drawbacks  and  contracts  for  special  rates  shall  be  open 
to  and  allowed  all  persons,  companies  and  corporations  alike,  at  the  same 
rate  per  ton  per  mile  by  car  load,  upon  like  conditions,  and  under  similar  cir- 
cumstances, unless  by  reason  of  the  extra  cost  of  transportation  per  car 
load,  from  a  different  point,  the  same  would  be  unreasonable  and  inequita- 
ble; and  shall  charge  no  more  for  transporting  freight  from  any  point  on  its 
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line,  than  a  fair  and  just  proportion  of  the  price  it  charges  for  the  same 
kind  of  freight  transported  from  any  other  point." 

The  Commissioners  have  never  been  compelled  in  any  case  broagfat  before 
them  to  define  the  meaning  or  fix  the  limits  of  this  section,  although  on  sev- 
eral occasions  they  have  discussed  it. 

As  an  abstract  proposition  they  would  admit  that  a  railway  company, 
during  a  fixed  period,  between  the  same  points,  could  as  cheaply  transport 
one  thousand  loaded  cars  for  one  thousand  persons  as  for  one  person,  yet 
they  are  also  aware  that  the  magnitude  of  the  business  in  transportation,  as 
in  all  other  transactions,  has  always  been  regarded  as  a  reason  for  conces- 
sion to  the  large  dealer.  To  this  the  State  of  Iowa  owes  the  growth  and  ex- 
tent of  its  jobbing  trade,  and,  to  a  certain  degree,  its  manufEustunng  inter- 
ests, which  are  important  parts  of  the  business  of  many  of  the  lai^ge  towns. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  Des  Moines  gives  the  wholesale  sta- 
tistics for  the  year  1882  as  $a0,«356,348.00.  This,  however,  includes  the  prir- 
cipal  manufactories.  We  think  we  may  safely  place  the  legitimate  jobbinic 
trade  that  would  be  affected  by  this  question  at  $10,000,000.  Estimating 
the  jobbing  trade  at  all  other  points  in  the  State  at  $40,000,000,  we  would 
have  an  interest  amounting  to  $50,000,000  that  could  not  be  sustained  if  the 
jobber  was  compelled  to  pay  the  same  rate  that  the  retailer  pays. 

In  our  judgment  the  effect  of  interference  would  be  to  increase  the  rate  of 
the  jobber ;  not  to  decrease  the  rate  of  the  retail  dealer. 

It  is  probable  that  the  discrimination,  for  such  it  is,  that  has  built  up  the 
jobbing  interest  is  in  violation  of  correct  economic  principles,  and  that  the 
business  might  and  should  be  done  at  the  great  centers  of  trade,  like  New 
York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  New  Orleans,  St.  Louis  and  Chicago. 

Still,  this  interest  having  been  built  up,  and  accommodated  itself  to  the 
wants  of  the  people,  the  Commissioners  do  not  feel  it  their  duty  to  interfere 
in  such  manner  as  to  crush  it  out. 

If  it  was  a  new  question,  without  any  money,  time,  skill  and  experience 
having  been  invested  to  develop  this  trade  and  bring  it  to  its  present  status, 
the  Board  might  be  induced  to  hold  that  the  conditions  and  circumstances 
did  not  justify  special  rates  to  jobbers  under  the  provisions  of  section  11. 
just  quoted ;  but  the  railway  policy  as  hitherto  adopted  having  built  them 
up,  these  interests  have  acquired  a  right  to  the  discrimination,  it  being 
necessary  to  their  continued  existence.  We  understand  the  theory  of  fixing 
jobbers'  rates  at  xK)ints  where  they  are  given  is  that  the  jobbers^  rate,  plos 
the  local  rate  to  the  point  where  the  goods  are  sold,  is  about  equal  to  the 
local  rates  from  Chicago  or  St.  Louis  to  these  points,  placing  the  Iowa  job- 
ber in  the  matter  of  railway  rates  nearly  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  Chi- 
cago or  St.  Louis  jobber. 

While  fully  appreciating  the  situation  in  which  the  complainants  are 
placed,  the  Commissioners  are  convinced  that  the  holding  they  ask  would 
inflict  a  great  injury  to  the  business  of  the  State,  and  would  not  reduce  the 
price  of  any  article  to  the  retail  dealer  or  consumer. 

They  are  compelled  to  say  that  they  cannot  recommend  a  discontinnance 
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of  the  special  rate  to  jobbers.  They  feel  the  full  responsibility  of  their 
action,  as  they  are  satisfied  that  the  railway  companies  would  readily  accede 
to  a  request  from  them  to  withdraw  the  special  rates  heretofore  given  job- 
bers.

DISSENTING  OPINION  BY  A.  B.  ANDERSON,  COMMISSIONBB. 

The  complaint  in  this  case  involves  a  charge  of  unjust  and  unlawful 
discrimination  aj^ainst  respondents  in  the  shipment  of  freight  from  Chicago 
to  Des  Moines.  The  complaint  and  answer  are  stated  in  the  majority  opin- 
ion, as  are  the  facts.  I  think  it  a  mistake  to  say  that  the  complaint  of 
Messrs.  Merrill  &  Keeney  is  '^  not  so  much  in  the  nature  of  dissatisfaction 
with  the  discrimination  in  favor  of  the  wholesale  dealer  as  against  the  re- 
tail trade,  as  with  the  action  of  the  Central  Iowa  Traffic  Association,  which 
by  the  rules  adopted,  classes  them  simply  as  retail  dealers."  This  is  an  issue 
under  section  11,  chapter  77,  laws  of  1878,  between  Merrill  &  Keeney  and  the 
two  railroads  named.  It  seems  clear  to  my  mind  that  this  section  does  not 
mean  that  there  shall  be  no  limitation  upon  the  discrimination  made  in 
rates  between  large  and  small  shippers,  and  m  any  event  it  is  utterly  imma- 
terial how  the  Central  Iowa  Traffic  Association  classified  complainants. 
Neither  complainant  or  this  Commission  know  anything  about  or  have  any 
business  with  this  Association,  and  it  is  incompetent  and  against  a  sound 
public  policy  for  the  railway  companies  of  this  State  to  create  a  master  by 
their  joint  action,  or  otherwise,  from  whom  they  must  obtain  leave  to  make 
answer  to  complaints  by  shippers,  or  to  whom  they  are  bound  by  the  rules  of 
the  association  to  refer  complaints, ''  as  the  individual  roads  in  the  associa- 
tion cannot  act  independently  in  the  matter".  This  is  simply  a  plain  charge 
of  unlawful  discrimination  by  complainants  against  the  two  roads  named^ 
and  to  this  charge  the  individual  roads  must  answer  for  themselves.  They 
cannot  shield  themselves  behind  an  association  of  their  own  creation,  un- 
known to  the  laws  of  this  State  and  not  amenable  thereto. 

So  much  then  of  the  reply  of  respondents  as  refers  to  the  Central  Iowa 
Traffic  Association  is  not  material.  Eespondents  deny  discrimination  gener- 
ally, but  admit  that  ^*  the  Central  Iowa  Traffic  Association,  comprising  all 
the  roads  competing  for  the  freight  traffic  originating  at,  or  destined  to, 
St.  Louis,  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  and  other  common  points,  which  asso- 
ciated are  bound  by  uniform  rates  and  rules,  does  make  some  concession 
from  the  tariff  rates  in  favor  of  the  wholesale  dealers  in  Des  Moines." 
Without  conceding  the  right  of  the  Central  Iowa  Traffic  Association  to  an- 
swer in  this  case,  this  admission  in  its  behalf  may  well  be  taken  as  the. 
admission  of  the  companies  themselves.  Here  then  is  an  admission  by 
respondents  of  discrimination.  The  only  remaining  question  is:  Does 
the  discrimination  admitted  constitute  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
section  11,  chapter  77,  laws  of  1878?  That  some  limitation  be  placed  upon 
discrimination  between  wholesale  and  retail  dealers  seems  not  onlyjust^ 
but  is  supported  by  every  consideration  of  a  sound  public  policy.  The  spirit 
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of  our  laws  is  to  protect  the  weak  against  the  encroachments  of  the  strong. 
To  not  place  this  limitation  somewhere  between  the  large  shipper  and  the 
small,  is  to  reverse  the  order  and  foster  and  encourage  the  strong  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  weak.  It  is  not  a  question  of  breaking  down  or  even  curtail- 
ing the  jobbing  business  of  Des  Moines  and  other  Iowa  points.  It  is 
rather  a  question  of  building  up,  extending  and  strengthening  the  jobbing 
interests  of  these  points  by  enforcing  a  broader  and  more  equitable  distri- 
bution of  cheap  transportation,  to  the  end  that  monopoly  therein  may  be 
restricted  and  healthy  competition  increased.  And,  if  in  placing  proper 
limitation  on  discrimination  between  wholesale  and  retail  dealers  in  their 
shipments  of  freight  over  the  railways  of  the  State,  harm  oomes  to  the  job- 
bing interests  of  Des  Moines  and  other  Iowa  points,  by  reason  of  the  rail- 
ways withdrawing  their  special  rates  from  the  favored  few,  rather  than 
extending  it  to  the  many  who  are  entitled  thereto  under  the  operations  of 
this  just  and  proper  limitation,  the  responsibility  for  that  harm  will  be  with 
the  railway  companies  and  not  with  the  GommissionnnB. 

What  hardship  can  a  just  limitation,  such  as  making  the  car  load  the  unit, 
work  to  the  railway  companies,  and  why  they  withdraw  their  special  rates 
to  the  few  jobbers  and  "^  crush  out ''  the  whole  business,  when  we  are  told 
by  the  majority  opinion,  and  told  truly,  that  the  railway  companies  can 
carry  between  given  points,  for  a  given  period  of  time,  one  thousand  loaded 
cars  to  one  thousand  persons  as  cheaply  as  to  one  person?  A  contrary  pol- 
icy to  this  works  the  gradual  but  constant  diminution  of  the  number  of 
jobbers  at  a  given  point.  If  the  wholesale  dealer  or  large  shipper  gets  con- 
cessions over  the  retail  dealer  or  small  shipper,  a  greater  wholesale  dealer  or 
still  larger  shipper  will,  in  turn,  get  yet  still  other  concessions  over  the 
wholesale  dealer  of  limited  means,  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  ^dien 
the  survival  of  the  strongest  will  have  been  accomplished,  and  monopoly, 
most  hateful  and  hurtful  to  everybody  save  its  proprietors,  finally  estab- 
lished amidst  the  wreck  of  the ''  small  fisted ''  dealers  who  did  not  do  busi- 
ness sufficient  to  secure  the  cheap  rate,  flow  long,  under  this  policy, 
would  it  take  to  put  the  jobbing,  and  any  other  business  in  tiiis  country, 
in  the  hands  of  the  few  men  in  each  line  of  trade  that  the  railway  manager 
bad  singled  out  for  favorite  rates  in  consequence  of  his  business  having 
reached  just  the  precise  volume  that  entitled  him  theroto?  It  would  only 
be  a  question  of  time.  To  prevent  this  very  result  the  law  has  interposed 
a  limitation  between  large  and  small  sitiippers,  making  the  car  load  the  unit 
or  base  from  which  to  reckon  rates.  I  need  not  quote  the  law.  It  is  found 
in  said  section  11,  already  quoted  at  length  in  the  majority  opinion.  It  ia 
admitted  in  the  majority  opinion  '^  that  a  railway  company,  during  a  fixed 
period,  between  the  same  points,  could  transport  as  cheaply  one  thousand 
loaded  cars  for  one  thousand  persons  as  for  one  person,''  and  if  said  section 
11  does  not  mean  that  the  railway  company  shall  not  do  this,  I  have  not  a 
dawn  of  a  conception  as  to  what  it  does  mean.  ''  Yet,"  says  the  m^ority 
opinion, ''  they  are  also  aware  that  the  magnitude  of  the  business  in  trans- 
portation, as  in  all  other  transactions,  has  always  been  regarded  as  a  reason 
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for  concession  to  the  large  dealer.  To  this  the  State  of  Iowa  owes  the 
growth  and  extent  of  its  jobbing  trade,  which  is  an  important  part  of  the 
business  of  many  of  the  large  towns."  Yet,  it  is  quite  as  true,  perhaps^ 
that  under  a  wiser  and  more  liberal  policy  we  would  have  enjoyed  greater 
growth  and  prosperity  in  this  same  direction.  The  wonderful  energy  and 
resources  of  our  people  are  such  that  they  may  enjoy  greal  prosperity  under 
even  bad  policies.  Hence,  I  cannot  concur  in  the  statement  ^^  tbat  the  effect 
of  intiBrference  would  be  to  increase  the  rates  of  the  jobber,  not  to  decrease 
the  rates  of  the  retail  dealer."  If  the  limitation  imposed  is  the  car  load, 
and  the  proposition  that  the  roads  can  carry  between  given  points,  in  a 
given  time,  one  thousand  loaded  cars  to  one  thousand  persons  as  cheaply  as 
to  one  person  is  true,  it  would  seem  that  the  assumption  that  such  limita- 
tion would  "  crush  out "  or  even  injure  the  jobbing  trade  in  this  State  is  not 
well  founded.  It  does  not  at  all  follow  that  the  construction  of  law  here  in- 
sisted on  would  in  any  manner  injuriously  affect  Des  Moines'  great  jobbing 
interest.  As  to  whether  the  retail  dealer  and  the  jobber  paid  the  same  rates 
Would  depend  on  whether  each  made  shipments  in  car  load  lots.  I  cannot,, 
therefore,  see  how  the  application  of  this  rule  would  in  any  sense  justify  the 
railway  companies  in  increasing  jobbers'  rates,  and  do  not  believe  they 
would,  for  such  reason,  assume  the  responsibility  of  doing  so.  The  jobber 
in  his  large  means  has  sufficient  advantage  in  the  markets  over  the  retail 
dealer,  without  this  undue  advantage  over  the  highways  of  the  country. 

The  man  with  large  means,  and  who  buys  large  quantities  of  gooda 
at  a  time,  has  quite  enough  advantage  over  the  man  with  small  means,  who 
buys  small  quantities  of  goods  at  a  time.  This  is  the  purely  private  affairs^ 
of  men  with  which  it  has  never  been  the  policy  of  the  law  to  interfere,  and 
this  field  is  quite  ample  to  afford  man  a  sufficient  opportunity  to  display  all 
his  powers  in  amassing  wealth.  This  principle,  without  limitations,  cannot 
safely  be  applied  to  the  management  of  the  railways  of  the  country.  They 
have  been  held  by  the  courts  to  be  public  highways,  and  the  corporations 
operating  them  are  common  carriers.  They  must  be  open  to  all  alike,  as 
nearly  as  possible,  and  this  object  was  no  doubt  in  view  and  sought  to  be 
attained  as  nearly  as  could  be  by  the  imposition  of  the  limitation  imposed 
in  said  section  eleven. 

And  in  all  deference  to  the  majority  opinion,  this  construction  was  given 
to  said  section  by  this  Commission  in  the  case  of  the  Trustees  of  Bed  Oak 
Towmship^  Montgomery  County^  vs,  the  Chicago,  Burlington  d  Quincy  Bailroad 
Company,  and  two  similar  cases  from  same  county,  which  will  be  found  in 
the  fifth  annual  report  of  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners,  for  year  1882, 
at  page  554.  The  Commissioners  there  held  "that  like  charges  be  made 
where  not  less  than  full  car-load  lots  are  offered  at  the  same  station,  and  if 
concessions  or  drawbacks  be  given,  they  should  be  open  to  all  shippers  offer- 
ing freight  of  the  same  kind,  in  the  same  class,  in  the  same  line  of  busness." 

In  view  of  the  law  as  I  understand  it,  and  the  former  decisions  of  this 
Commission,  I  conclude  that  complainants,  when  making  shipments  by  car- 
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load  lots,  are  entitled  to  any  and  all  concessions  open  to  any  and  all  ship- 
pers,  no  matter  in  >^'hat  quantity  offering  freight  of  the  same  kind,  in  the 
same  class,  in  the  same  line  of  business.

My  griev- 
ance is  that  my  stock  and  goods  were  held  at  Emmetsburg  until  Saturday  evening  at  a  large 
expense,  and  my  family,  six  person,  kept  at  a  hotel  on  expense.  The  railway,  I  found,  nm 
but  one  train  a  week.  Just  as  suited  their  own  convenience.  I  found  a  number  of  others  had 
suffered  great  loss  and  Inconvenience  by^the  same  kind  of  treatment.

Your  petitioner,  W.  H.  Saucer,  a  resident  of  and  dealer  in  marble  at  Ackley,  Hardin  county, 
owa,  hereby  complains  of  the  defendant  as  follows  : 

FHrst.  The  said  defendant,  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  June,  1883,  transported  for  your  pe- 
itioner  from  Farley,  Iowa,  to  Ackley,  Iowa,  one  car  load  of  base  rocks,  charging  your  petl- 
loner  therefor  the  sum  of  twelve  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  which  your  petitioner  charges 
B  and  was  wrongful,  discriminating  and  excessive.

Pacific  Railway  in  Iowa  since  April  24,  1879,  and  as  I  understand  it  was  submitted  by  the 
tliree  lines  mentioned,  to  the  Commissioners,  and  approved  by  them  as  reasonable  ibefore 
being  issued,  and  the  rates  charged  are  less  than  is  charged  by  Chicago,  Milwaukee  ft  St 
Paul,  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  ft  Northern,  and  other  roads  in  Iowa.

DBCISIOK  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

W.  H.  Saucer,  a  .dealer  in  marble  at  Ackley,  Hardin  county,  Iowa,  com- 
plains  that  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1888,  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany  charged  him  on  a  car  load  of  base  rock,  twelve  cents  per  hundred 
pounds,  and  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  July,  1883,  they  charged  him  on  two 
base  blocks  twenty  cents  per  hundred  pounds  from  Farley  to  Ackley,  which 
he  claims  was  wrongful,  discriminating  and  excessive. 

The  distance  from  Farley  to  Ackley  is  one  hundred  and  nine  miles.  The 
Granger  tariff  rate  on  this  stone  for  a  class  B  road  would  be,  in  car  Joad 
lots,  $21.69,  or  ten  and  seventy-eight  hundredths  cents  per  hundred  pounds; 
on  stone  in  detached  lots  would  be  twenty  and  thirty-seven  hundredths 
cents  per  hundred  pounds. 

In  car  load  lots,  Mr.  Saucer  paid  one  and  twenty-two  hundredths  cents 
more  than  the  rate  fixed  by  that  law,  and  in  the  single  piece  he  pays  tiiiity- 
seven  hundredths  of  a  cent  less  than  the  rate. 

There  is  no  discrimination  in  the  case,  and  the  Board  are  of  the  opinioB 
that,  in  view  of  the  volume  of  business  on  the  road,  the  rate  is  not  excessive.

DECISION  OF  COMMISSIONERS. 

Messrs.  Renken  &Tammen,  of  Parkersburg,  Iowa,  complain  that  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  charges  them  $38.45  for  a  car  load  of 
eight  thousand  brick,  weighing  30,750  pounds,  hauled  from  Dubuque  to  Par- 
kersburg, a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  eighteen  miles;  that  the  price  is 
enormous,  and  an  advantage  taken  of  the  public;  that  from  prices  charged 
the  previous  winter  it  is  an  overcharge  of  $6.45. 

The  answer  of  Mr.  Tucker,  Traffic  Manager,  is,  that  the  rate  cl)arged  is 
that  of  the  printed  tariff  of  March  22, 1883,  and  is  the  same  per  mile  on  all 
classes  as  adopted  by  the  trunk  line  roads,  and  has  been  in  effect  from 
April,  1879;  that  it  is  less  than  the  rates  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  and  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railways.  He  claims 
that  the  rate  is  reasonable  for  the  service. 

The  Granger  tariff  for  the  same  service,  which  was  supposed  to  be  rear 
sonable,  would  have  been  on  this  car-load  lot  $84.74,  or  $3.71  less  than 
charged. 

The  Commissioners  understand  that  there  is  no  discrimination  charged, 
and  considering  the  business  done  think  the  rate  not  excessive.

Fort  Dodge  Raitroad  Company  on  July  2d,  about  3  p.  m.  by  the  passenger  train  going  north. 

My  steer  with  one  or  two  others  was  standing  on  a  crossing  (highway) ;  the  track  Is  strafgh 

for  miles  and  slightly  down  grade,  the  stock  could  have  been  seen  for  a  long  distance.   The 

company  had  damned  up  a  pond  of  water  near  the  crossing  which  drew  the  cattle  there  and 

after  drinking  they  would  stand  on  the  crossing,  as  it  was  high  and  cool     I  have  four  or  five 

witnesses  living  In  the  vicinity,  who  saw  the  whole  transaction.    We  wrote  to  their  lawyer 

who  gave  us  to  understand  they  would  do  nothing  unless  sued.    I  have  had  one  killed  since 

in  the  same  place  ;  she  ran  on  track  ahead  of  train,  and  I  don't  know  that  they  are  liable  in 

such  a  case.

Dear  Sir— Your  letters  of  August  8th  and  10th  have  been  considered  by 
the  Commissioners.  The  case  of  Smith  v.  C  ^  B.  I  dk  P.  Ry,,  Iowa  Reports, 
volume  34,  page  508,  says:  "  Now  if  the  cattle  were  in  the  habit  of  fre- 
quenting the  track,  as  between  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant,  it  became 
the  plaintiff's  duty  to  be  the  more  diligent  in  his  efforts  to  keep  them  off ; 
and  while  this  fact  might  require  greater  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  de- 
fendant, yet  if  neither  the  plaintiff  nor  the  defendant  used  greater  care 
they  were  equally  negligent  and  neither  could  recover  from  the  other.  In 
other  words,  the  owner  of  the  cattle  may  not  turn  them  out  and  enable  them 
to  frequent  a  place  of  great  peril  on  the  depot  grounds  or  track  of  a  rail- 
road company  and  then  demand  that  the  railroad  company  shall  stops  its 
trains  and  drive  off  his  cattle,  or  slacken  the  speed,  or  change  the  time 
table,  in  order  to  deliver  his  cattle  from  the  peril  in  which  he  has  voluntar- 
ily placed  them." 

The  Commissioners  are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  case,  as  you  have 
stated  it,  would  hardly  entitle  you  to  recover,  under  the  law  as  interpreted 
by  the  Supreme  Court.

DECISION  OP  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

A  petition  of  forty  (40)  citizens  of  Elawarden,  indorsed  by  the  Hon.  I.  S. 
"Struble,  was  presented  to  the  Board,  asking  that  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  & 
St.  Paul  Railway  Company  be  required  to  locate  and  erect  a  suitable  passen- 
ger station  at  Hawarden,  where  their  road  crosses  the  Chicago  &  North- 
western Railway.  The  petitioners  state  that  the  town  of  Hawarden  has 
about  ^we  hundred  inhabitants;  that  it  is  a  division  station  for  both  passen- 
ger and  freight  trains  of  the  Toledo  &  Northwestern  and  Dakota  Central 
Railways,  both  branches  of  the  Northwestern  road;  that  a  regular  passen- 
ger station  at  this  point  would  be  of  great  advantage  and  convenience  to 
the  people  of  Hawarden,  which  is  fast  becoming  a  town  of  prominence  for 
all  kinds  of  business. 

The  papers  were  submitted  to  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Rail- 
way, and  Mr.  Roswell  Miller,  assistant  to  the  manager,  replies  that  their 
station  at  Calliope  is  less  than  a  mile  from  Hawarden;  that  they  can- 
not at  present  afford  to  maintain  two  stations  so  close  together,  and  cannot 
abandon  their  station  of  Calliope.  The  station  Calliope,  on  the  C,  M.  &  St. 
P.  R'y,  was  established  and  has  been  a  station  on  that  line  of  road  ever 
since  it  was  completed,  at  least  five  years  before  the  Northwestern  road  was 
built  in  that  locality. 

The  question  whether  the  railway  company  could  abandon  this  station  or 
transfer  it  to  another  point,  without  the  consent  of  all  parties  interested,  or 
who  have  acquired  some  rights  by  the  establishment  and  existence  of  Cal- 
liope station,  is  probably  intended  to  be  a  part  of  Mr.  Miller's  reply. 

The  complaint  is  made  under  the  following  provisions  of  section  3,  of  the 
Commissionf  r  law: 

'*  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  it  shall 
appear  that  any  railroad  corporation  fails  in  any  respect  or  particular  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  its  charter  or  the  laws  of  the  State  ***** 
or  any  addition  to,  or  change  of  its  stations  or  station-houses  ***** 
or  any  change  in  the  mode  of  operating  its  road  and  conducting  its  business, 
is  reasonable  and  expedient  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience,

and  accommodation  of  the  public,  said  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  in- 
form such  railroad  company  of  the  improvements  and  changes  which  they 
adjudge  to  be  proper,  *  *  *  *  *  and  a  report  of  the  proceedings  shall 
be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioners  to  the  legislature.'' 

The  matter  for  the  Commissioners  to  determine  is  whether  the  busineat 
with  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  road,  of  the  five  hundred  people  living  at  Hawarden, 
is  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  justify  the  Commissioners'  requiring  them  to 
erect  and  maintain  another  passenger  station  "within  less  than  a  mile  of  a 
station  that  was  established  long  before  the  petitioners  had  any  interest  in 
their  present  location,  and  which  it  is  fair  to  presume  they  cannot  now 
abandon. 

As  at  present  advised  the  Commissionei'F  do  not  feel  justified  in  making 
the  recommendation  asked.

SiBr-We  are  lumber  dealers.  We  want  to  know  If  the  Railroad  Commiaslonen  have 
powers  In  the  following  cases,  or  case.  We  ship  eur  lumber  from  Dubuque ;  the  rallnxA 
company  has  it  weighed  at  that  point ;  we  have  been  weighing  the  lumber  here  since  last 
spring,  and  find  a  good  many  cars  fall  short  from  the  railroad  company's  weights,  all  the  way 
from  one  thousand  to  seven  thousand  pounds  on  such  cars.  We  have  fUruished  the  raHroad 
company's  agent  with  scale  tickets  showing  corrected  weights,  and  paid  freight  on  eoirpcled 
weights.  They  kicked  on  such  weights,  but  we  had  their  agent  weigh  one  car,  which  fel 
short  seven  thousand  pounds.  He  reported  same  and  received  correction  ;  but  they  have 
now  ordered  their  agent  not  to  correct  weights,  but  make  us  pay  freight  on  Dubuque  wei^ils» 
claiming  that  they  are  supposed  to  be  right.  We  are  willing  to  pay  on  all  such  as  are  right, 
but  don't  like  to  submit  to  highway  robbery  in  such  a  way. 

A  good  many  cars  have  been  overcharged  from  five  to  twelve  dollars,  which  we  ibiok  la 
tpo  much.  Please  let  us  know  by  mail  if  there  can  be  anything  done  in  the  case  if  ibtj 
should  overcharge  us,  as  they  have  done  in  the  past.

You  will  notice  what  the  agent  at  Dubuque  says  with  regard  to  the  manner  in  «hi«-h 
he  weighs  the  cars ;  also,  the  corrections  which  have  been  made  by  us  on  eight  of  tue 
thirty-five  cars  that  this  firm  has  received  since  January  1st.  We  very  cheerfully  leave  tiis 
matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Ck)mmissioners,  submitting,  however,  that  we  are  full  as  likely  to  ba 
correct  in  our  weighing  at  Dubuque  as  they  are  at  Meriden.    I  would  like  to  have  all  the  pa* 
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pen  returned  to  roe  wtth  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners.  I  need  not  assure  you  that  it  is- 
our  policy  to  charge  only  on  what  is  actually  transported  :  and  with  all  due  respect  to  our 
patrons,  upon  whom  we  depend  for  every  cent  of  our  revenue,  and  for  whose  good  opinion 
we  aim  to  do  everything  consistent,  yet,  in  my  Judgment,  in  the  course  of  a  year  we  move  a 
great  deal  of  overweight  tonnage,  for  which  we^et  no  money.

Dbab  Sib— I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  corrections  made  on  Dubuque  way-bills  1281 
and  2753.  I  have  instructed  Dubuque  to  honor  the  corrections,  but  as  to  the  future,  wish  to 
say  that  this  lumber  is  all  carefully  weighed  on  the  track  scales  at  Dubuque,  and.  it  is  fair  to 
presume  that  our  weights  are  correct  If,  however,  at  any  time,  there  is  manure  or  other 
dirt  in  the  stock  cars,  or  any  other  evidence  of  overcharge,  advise  me  before  making  correc- 
tions, sending  memoranda  of  weights  or  such  other  evidence  as  you  have.

Dbab  Sib— Enclosed  I  hand  you  statement  as  requested,  shipments  of  lumber  for  Cline  & 
Bennett,  Meriden,  Iowa,  January  1st  to  date.  We  formerly  weighed  lumber  In  cars  coupled, 
moving  very  slow  over  the  scales.  Sincp  eariy^  summer  we  have  weighed  the  cars  detached, 
and  that  is  the  orders  to  the  men  now.  Last  winter  we  could  not  clean  stock  cars,  and  many 
cars  were  loaded  with  manure  in  them,  but  a  reasonable  amount  of  weight  was  deducted  to 
cover  the  weight  of  the  manure,  but  of  course  in  many  instances  the  estimate  would  be  low, 
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as  the  Immber  covered  the  manure  and  a  man  could  uot  see  ft.  I  hare  no  doubt  many 
were  billed  under  weight,  too  much  having  been  allowed  for  the  manure  and  sand,  bat  no 
one  was  ever,  to  my  recollection,  anxious  enough  about  the  company  to  come  f  n  and  tell  us 
they  were  undercharged  on  one  car,  and  that  we  could  add  three  to  seven  hundred  pounds  to 
the  next  car  to  make  up  our  loss  on  the  former  car.  Our  scales  sometimes  get  out  of  order. 
but  the  scales  man  comes  around  occasionally,  and  if  not  all  right  he  puts  them  in  good  order. 
During  the  last  three  months  he  has  been  here  twice  and  reported  to  me  both  times,  after  he 
made  examination,  that  he  found  the  scales  all  right.  The  enclosed  report  shows  the  cor- 
rections that  have  been  made  on  their  lumber.

Attached  to  this  letter  were  way-bills,  showing  that  thirty-five  cars  of 
lumber  had  been  forwarded  to  Messrs.  Gline  &  Bennett,  and  that  corrections 
in  weight  had  been  made  on  eight  of  these  cars. 

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

On  the  17th  of  August,  1883,  Messrs.  Cline  &  Bennett,  lumber  dealers  at 
Meriden,  enter  complaint  to  the  Commissioners  that  they  have  been  ship- 
ping lumber  £rom  Dubuque  over  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad ;  that  they 
have  been  weighing  the  lumber  since  last  spring  and  find  many  cars  fall 
short  of  the  railroad  company's  weight;  that  they  furnished  the  agent  at 
Meriden  with  tickets  showing  the  corrected  weight,  and  the  freight  bills 
were  allowed  to  be  paid  on  the  corrected  weights. 

On  the  13th  of  August,  H.  L.  Shute,  general  freight  agent,  writes  from 
Chicago  to  the  agent  at  Meriden,  instructing  him  in  the  future  to  make  no 
corrections  without  the  approval  of  his  office  after  sending  the  evidences  of 
overcharge,  Mr.  Shute  claiming  that  the  weight  was  quite  as  likely  to  be  cor- 
rect weighed  on  the  track  scales  at  Dubuque  as  at  Meriden.  lie  directed 
the  corrected  way  bills  of  July  12th  and  25th  to  be  allowed.  This  order  gave 
rise  to  the  complaint.  On  September  Ist,  Mr.  Tucker,  traffic  manager, 
writes  Mr.  Willis,  the  agent  at  Meriden,  asking  him  how  Cline  &  Bennett 
weigh  their  lumber.  The  reply  is,  ^^  By  wagon  loads,  on  a  common  hay  scale, 
the  weighing  being  done  by  a  disinterested  party."  The  railroad  company 
furnished  the  Commissioners  the  way  bills  of  lumber  from  Dubuque  to  Mer- 
iden,  consigned  to  Cline  &  Bennett,  frop  January  1st  to  September  7th. 
The  total  number  of  cars  shipped  during  that  time  was  thirty-five;  the  first 
corrected  bill  was  on  February  17th;  the  last  allowed,  paid  by  the  agent, 
was  July  25th.  Between  February  17th  and  July  25th  twenty-three  cars 
were  shipped  to  the  firm ;  of  this  number,  eight  were  allowed  a  dedaction 
for  over- weight  by  the  station  agent  of  $41.19,  the  overcharge  running  from 
$1.70  to  $9.36  per  car.  The  over- weight  was  as  follows ;  On  car  Febmary 
17th,  1,000  pounds;  March  17th.  1,100;  March  24th,  3,850;  April  2d,  4,400; 
May  23d,  2,600 :  June  2d,  5,500 ;  July  12th.  4,900 ;  Julv  25th,  900. 

The  amount  seems  large,  but  the  Meriden  agent,  in  allowing  this,  if  he 
properly  regarded  the  interests  of  his  employers,  had  ample  reason  to  be 
satisfied  that  the  weights  as  furnished  by  Cline  &  Bennett  were  correct,  Ko 
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explanation  of  the  cause  of  the  incorrectness  of  \veij?hts  was  furnished  by 
the  complainant,  but  Mr.  L.  H.  Parker,  agent  at  Dubuque,  supplies  the  in- 
formation, lie  says  that  the  lumber  is  often  loaded  in  stock  cars  with  ma- 
nure in  them,  and  the  men  were  supposed  to  deduct  a  reasonable  amount  to 
cover  the  weight  of  the  manure,  but  in  many  instances  the  estimate  would 
be  low,  as  the  lumber  covered  the  manure  and  the  men  could  not  see  it. 

The  Commissioners  can  hardly  believe  that  the  officers  of  the  Illinois 
Central  Railroad  would  claim  this  method  of  determining  the  weight  as  cor- 
rect \vhen  compared  with  the  weight  of  the  lumber  weighed  on  even  a  hay 
scale  by  the  wagon  load.  The  looseness  of  this  method  of  doing  business  i& 
hardly  creditable  to  the  company.  To  guess  at  the  weight  of  the  manure 
and  water  in  a  sanded  car  is,  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  a  very 
questionable  practice ;  when  the  car  is  filled  with  lumber  so  as  to  cover  it, 
no  estimate  can  be  made.  We  suppose  the  practice  is  to  deduct  from  the 
total  weight  the  registered  weight  of  the  car,  with  such  allowance  as  may  be 
thought  best.  The  entire  practice  seems  reprehensible.  It  is  the  businesa 
of  the  railway  company  to  provide  some  means  of  doing  this  accurately  and,, 
if  no  other  method  can  be  arrived  at,  the  stock  cars  should  be  weighed  be- 
fore they  are  loaded  as  well  as  afterwards. 

The  company  have  no  right  to  complain  if  their  men  guess  too  little.  The 
lumber  dealer,  in  exercising  all  the  means  in  his  power  to  attain  accuracy,  la 
certainly  doing  a  commendable  thing. 

The  Board  would  recommend,  if  the  railroad  company  can  devise  no  bet- 
ter means  for  getting  at  the  weight  of  lumber  accurately,  that  they  adopt 
that  furnished  by  the  weigh-master  at  Meriden.  They  regret  to  have  com- 
plaints of  this  character  to  investigate ;  the  lumber  and  cars  are  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  company,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  the  public  and  themselves  to 
provide  for  accuracy.

Mr.  a.  R.  Anderson  : 

Dear  Sir— Having  a  matter  of  difference  with  the  Burlington  &  Northwestern  Railway 
in  the  way  of  stock  guards  and  fence,  thought  I  would  lay  the  matter  before  your  honorable 
body  for  adjustment,  having  appealed  to  company  time  and  again  for  relief,  and  receivd 
none.  In  the  flrst  place,  when  the  road  was  built  through  my  land  four  years  ago,  they  gave 
me  a  contract  in  which  they  agreed  to  pay  me  $300  in  cash  and  fence  the  road  with  hog  proof 
fence  on  both  sides.  They  paid  the  9300  in  about  one  year,  and  that  is  all  they  have  done.  I 
will  say  in  regard  to  the  contract,  there  was  no  time  specified  when  fence  should  be  put  in 
but  conveyed  the  idea  to  me  that  it  would  be  in  the  course  of  one  year.    I  received  the  con- 
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tract  for  fence  as  a  part  of  my  damage.  Now,  I  have  in  the  time  changed  my  land  to  meadow 
and  wish  to  pasture  during  fall  months  In  which  it  becomes  necessary  for  me  to  have  a  feiiM 
or  stock  guards,  which  I  have  asked  for,  and  the  company  refuses  to  give  me  either.  Last 
(all  I  pastured  by  keeping  my  boy  from  school  to  herd  the  stock  from  their  track.  I,  In  the 
meantime,  fenced  up  to  their  track  east  and  west,  and  then  asked  for  a  stock  guard  to  pro- 
tect my  crop,  when  Mr.  Gerry,  the  superintendent  of  the  road,  would  promise  fair,  but  prom- 
ises was  all  I  would  get.  Seeing  your  operations  elsewhere,  thought  perhaps  you  eoold  give 
me  some  means  of  relief.    Hoping  to  hear  from  you,  I  am,

told  him  he  could  have  stock  guard  when  he  had  any  fence.  His  trouble  seems  to  have  been 
that  he  wanted  it  before.  He  now  has  fence  and  roadmaster  is  instructed  to  put  in  guard.  So 
far  as  fencing  right  of  way  is  concerned,  we  are  unable  to  do  anything. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  crop  failures  of  the  past  few  years  have  been  a  very  serloos  mat- 
ter to  us,  and  although  we  would  like  very  much  to  not  only  bniid  this  fence,  which  we  are 
under  peculiar  obligations  to  undertake,  but  also  in  other  places  where  the  obligation  Is  quite 
as  strong,  even  though  not  set  out  in  an  agreement

Dear  Sir— The  Commissioners  forwarded  your  letter  of  August  31th  to 
the  officers  of  the  Burlington  &  Northwestern  Hallway  Company.  Mr. 
John  T.  Gerry,  Superintendent,  says  that  he  has  instructed  the  Boad  Master 
to  put  in  cattle  guards  on  your  land  and  would  have  put  them  in  sooner  had 
your  fence  been  built. 

Mr.  Gerry  acknowledges  the  obligation  to  build  the  fence,  but  pleads  the 
poverty  of  his  company.  He  says  the  crop  failures  of  the  past  two  years 
have  been  a  very  serious  matter  with  them,  and  they  have  failed  to  comply 
with  this  contract  with  you  from  utter  inabUity  to  meet  it. 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  have  no  power  to  enforce  the  performance  of 
a  contract;  their  duties  are  largely  in  the  nature  of  arbiters. 

In  your  ease  there  is  no  question  between  you  and  the  company  but  the 

failure  to  perform  a  contract  the  force  of  which  they  admit.

They  class 
from  one  to  ten  ton  lots  of  flour  in  cotton  saclcs,  owner's  risk  of  wet  and  waste,  at  third  class, 
which  is  too  high.  Qive  no  class  for  6,000  to  10,000  pound  lots.  As  it  Is  now  it  costs  us  twenty- 
tix  cents  ton  lots  to  Greston,  car  lot  sixteen  cents  ;  Des  Moines  thirty  cents,  car  lot  nineteen 
cents ;  Davenport  forty  cents,  car  lot  twenty-two  and  a  half  cents,  while  Kansas  Gity  ships 
to  any  point  in  Iowa  on  the  five  lines  at  twenty  cents  car  lots,  being  an  unjust  discrimination 
against  Iowa  mills  in  favor  of  more  distant  mills  and  over  two  lines  of  railroad,  at  less  cor- 
responding rates.  And  we  earnestly  ask  |your  early  consideration  of  this  claim,  and  such 
recommendations  as  your  wisdom  deems  Just  in  the  premises,  for  which  we  shall  ever  pray.

Dkar  Sib— I  ani  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  1st  instant,  covering  complaint  of  the 
Crystal  Mill  &  Grain  Company,  of  Council  Bluffs,  of  unjust  discrimination  on  the  part  of  the 
Iowa  lines  in  tbe  classification  of  flour ;  and  sq  far  as  it  refers  to  there  being  no  rates  fixed, 
imder  the  present  classification  in  use  in  Iowa,  for  shipments  weighing  over  2,000  pounds  and 
less  than  20,000  pounds,  the  difficulty  will  be  removed  by  the  adoption  of  the  Joint  Western 
Classification,  September  2^th,  which  will  make  shipments  of  flour  as  follows : 

In  barrels  any  quantity  less  than  full  car  loads,  fourth  Iclass. 

In  cotton  sacks,  owner's  risk  of  wet  and  waste,  fourth  class. 

In  paper  sacks,  owner's  risk  of  wet  and  waste,  third  class. 

Gar  load  lots  whether  in  barrels,  cotton  or  paper  sacks  owner's  risk  of  wet  and  waste,  to 
be  carried  at  wheat  rates. 

We  are  not  directly  interested  in  the  movement  of  flour  from  Kansas  City  to  Iowa  points, 
as  such  shipments  are  not  made  to  stations  on  our  line.  We  understand,  however,  that  the 
differences  existing  in  the  present  rates  from  Council  Bluffs  and  Kansas  Gity  to  Iowa  points 
on  car  load  lots  has  been  referred  to  a  committee  composed  of  the  freight  representatives 
of  the  roads  interested  in  carrying  the  property,  with  Instructions  to  roport  a  plan  for  ad- 
Justing  and  equalizing  the  rates  at  an  early  date.  We  have  no  doubt  the  committee  will 
reach  a  conclusion  which  will  be  equally  satisfactory  to  your  Honorable  Board  and  the 
Crystal  Mill  &  Grain  Company.

Mr.  Winkler,  a  dealer  in  grain  and  live  stock,  at  Woodward  station,  on  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway,  complains  that  J.  A.  Ilartman, 
the  owner  of  an  elevator  at  the  station  Woodward,  has  been  receiving,  be- 
tween the  first  of  April,  1882,  and  the  present  time,  from  the  company,  a 
drawback  on  grain  by  the  hundred  and  on  the  car  load  of  live  stock.  H« 
has  no  means  of  knowing  the  amount,  and  asks  the  Board,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  9,  chapter  77,  laws  1878,  to  examine  under  oath  the  agents 
and  the  books  of  the  company  to  determine  the  amount  of  this  drawback., 
Mr.  Winkler  states  that  since  the  opening  of  the  road,  April  1, 1882,  J. 
A.  llartman  has  shipped  from  Woodward  station  two  hundred  and  forty 
cars  of  grain  and  stock;  J.  W.  Winkler  and  J.  W.  Winkler  &  Co.  eighty- 
seven  cars  grain  and  stock. 

lie  claims  that  he  is  discriminated  against  in  his  business  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  section  11  of  the  Commissioner  law.

duly  received,  and  has  been  handed  to  me  for  reply.  It  appears  from  said  complaint  that 
Mr.  Winkler  is  not  Cbmplalnlng  of  any  present  action  of  the  company,  or  any  that  has  taken 
place  within  a  year  past.  He  complains  of  transactions  that  took  place  prior  to  November. 
1882,  and  during  the  first  few  months  that  our  road  was  operated  in  that  section,  and  before 
our  business  there  was  properly  organized. 

The  freight  agent  who  was  In  charge  of  that  bminess  at  that  time  Is  not  now  in  the  employ 
of  the  company,  and  whether  any  irreflfularitles  were  practiced  by  lilm  of  the  kind  com- 
plaMed  of.  we  are  not  advised  ;  and  we  would  barely  suggest  that  In  our  opinion  such  a  com- 
plaint hardly  comes  within  the  purview  of  the  statute  creating  your  Commission. 

He  is  not  complaining  of  the  present  conduct  of  the  company  and  we  hardly  think  that  we 
should  now  be  called  to  an  account  for  matters  that  took  place  more  than  a  year  ago  and  be- 
fore the  business  of  our  road  on  that  line  had  been  properly  organized  ;  and  as  the  freight 
agent  Who  made  those  arrangements,  whatever  they  were,  is  now  out  of  our  employ,  It  might 
be  olfflcult  for  us  to  determine  whether  the  action  imputed  to  us  was  ever  taken  by  him.  And 
we  most  respectfully  submit  that  we  ought  not  to  be  called  upon  to  make  further  aoswvrr  to 
said  complaint.

Dkab  8ik— Your  letter  of  November  17th  received  and  conteDts  noted. 
It  is  true  that  the  transactions  of  which  Mr.  Winkler  complains  were  prior 
to  November,  1882,  but  that  portion  of  the  road  with  which  his  business  te- 
lations  existed  was  built  some  years  after  the  passage  of  the  Commissioner 
law,  and  the  Board  see  no  reason  why  you  should  have  cause  to  complain  of 
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its  provisions.  They  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  careful  examination  of  sec- 
tions 10, 11  and  12  of  the  law  will  satisfy  you,  if  Mr.  Winkjler^s  complaint  is 
true,  that  the  provisions  have  been  violated.  Section  3  of  the  law  defines 
the  duties  and  powers  of  the  Board,  and  the  Commissioners  in  calling  your 
attention  to  this  case  do  not  believe  they  are  assuming  any  powers  not  con- 
ferred by  the  statute. 

They  would  prefer  that  the  adjustment  should  be  made  between  the  par- 
ties, but  if  this  cannot  be  done,  will  feel  it  their  duty  to  examine  into  the 
facts  and  advise  the  compaay  of  their  fiudlng  in  the  cas3.

Dbab  Sib— Absence  rrom  home  has  prevented  an  earlier  reply  to  your  letter  of  Norember

I  did  not  Intend  In  my  letter  to  question  your  right  or  power  to  act  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Wink* 
ler,  provided  you  deemed  it  a  case  requiring  your  action.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

Mr.  Winkler's  complaint  is  that  between  the  first  of  April,  18S2,  the  time 
of  opening  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  railway  line  to  station  Wood- 
ward, and  the  fourth  of  October,  1883,  J.  A.  Hartman,  the  owner  of  an  ele- 
vator at  that  station  and  a  dealer  in  grain  and  live  stock,  received  a  draw- 
back on  grain  shipped  by  the  hundred  pounds,  and  on  live  stock  by  the  car 
load ;  and  that  this  drawback  is  a  violation  of  the  Commissioner  law.  The 
company  admit  the  discrimination,  as  claimed,  but  from  October  4th,  1883. 
say  they  have  given  all  parties  at  this  station  the  same  rates. 

Mr.  Winkler  asks,  on  the  eighty-seven  car  loads  that  he  has  shipped,  the 
same  drawback  given  his  competitor,  who,  in  the  same  period,  shipped  two 
hundred  and  forty  cars. 

In  the  case  of  the  Th-ustees  of  Red  Oak  i*a.  the  Chicago^  Burlington  <§  Quincy 
Railroad  Company^  reported  on  page  554  of  Railroad  Commissioners'  Re- 
port, 1882,  the  Commissioners  construe  section  11,  of  chapter  77,  of  the  acts 
3f  the  Seventeenth  General  Assembly,  to  mean  that  the  mere  fact  of  own- 
ing or  operating  an  elevator  furnishes  **  no  good  reason  why  a  fanner  or 
merchant  should  not  get  the  same  rate  as  an  elevator  man  gets,  provided  he 
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loads  siibstantially  in  (he  same  tim«."  *'  We  do  not  believe  that  the  law  re- 
quiring like  rates  under  like  conditions  and  circumstances  justifies  distinc- 
tion between  owners  of  elevators  and  other  shippers.^' 

The  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Winkler  is  entitled  to  the 
same  drawback  that  the  company  has  voluntarily  paid  Mr.  Ilartman.  They 
have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  determine  the  amount  that  the  company 
should  return  to  ^Ir.  AVinkler,  as  rebate,  further  than  is  indicated  above.

Dk  AR  S IB—Referring  to  complaint  of  H.  F.  Shipley,  Hemdon,  Iowa,  the  cnatlng  referred 
to  Is  about  one  and  one-half  miles  west  of  our  station,  Jamaica.  We  do  not  name  K  on 
time  cards«,  nor  do  we  consider  It  a  station.  We  cannot  afford  to  maintain  anoCber 
BO  near  to  Jamaica,  nor  is  there  sufficient  business  to  Justify  it.  We  placed  the  platfoiB 
there  solely  as  a  matter  of  accommodation  to  the  few  passengers  who  may  desire  to  take  or 
leave  nur  traiirs  while  we  make  the  crossing  stop.  It  seems  to  have  been  a  mistake  to  » 
accommodate  them. 

Not  long  since  the  Post-master  attempted,  through  the  Post-office  Department,  to  eonpel 
US  to  5<top  onr  tnilns  on  the  east  side  of  the  crossing,  that  is.  to  make  two  stops  of  east  bonad 
trains.

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DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

On  the  19th  day  of  September  the  Commissioners  received  a  complaint 
signed  by  H.  F.  Shipley,  postmaster  of  Herndon,  that  either  he  or  his  assist- 
ant were  compelled  to  carry  the  mail  from  Herndon  to  the  platform  erected 
by  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Itailway  at  the  crossing  of  the  nar- 
row gauge  road,  and  that  during  inclement  weather,  when  the  trains  were 
late,  it  was  very  unpleasant  to  remain  there  without  shelter. 

In  answer  to  questions  from  the  Board  he  says  that  the  distance  from  the 
post-office  to  the  platform  is  about  forty  rods;  the  distance  that  the  com- 
pany should  deliver  the  mail  is  at  all  points  within  eighty  rods  of  the  sta* 
tion;  that  the  company  receives  and  delivers  passengers  at  these  platforms, 
but  provides  no  protection  for  them  while  waiting.  Mr.  Sawyer,  mail  mes- 
senger, under  date  of  September  24th,  makes  about  the  same  complaint. 
Dr.  F.  C.  Jones,  on  October  28d,  makes  the  complaint  that  passengers  for 
these  trains  suffer  great  inconvenience  and  discomfort  for  failure  of  the 
company  to  provide  shelter. 

These  letters  are  followed  by  two  petitions,  one  dated  October  29, 1888, 
signed  by  L.  G.  Bice  and  thirty-eight  others,  and  the  other  dated  October 
27,  signed  by  H.  F.  Shipley  and  one  hundred  and  twelve  others,  asking  the 
Commissioners  to  order  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  suitable  station- 
house  or  shelter  for  passengers  at  the  crossing. 

In  answer  to  the  complaints,  Boswell  Miller,  Assistant  to  the  General 
Manager  of  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  B'y,  writes  that  the  crossing  is  one  and  one 
half  miles  from  the  station  Jamaica  on  their  line;  they  do  not  regard  this 
point  as  a  station,  do  not  name  it  on  their  time-cards,  although  as  a  matter 
of  accommodation  to  the  few  passengers  who  may  desire  to  take  their  trains 
while  making  the  crossing-stop,  they  have  placed  platforms.  He  says  the 
ultimate  object  is  a  regular  station  which  would  compel  them  to  deliver 
mails  to  and  from  trains  and  in  effect  to  maintain  a  complete  station. 

The  authority  for  the  Commissioners  to  interfere  in  this  case,  if  such  is 
intended  by  the  law,  is  found  in  section  3,  chapter  77,  of  the  laws  of  the 
Seventeenth  General  Assembly,  which  reads:  *^  Said  CommisiBioners  shall 
have  the  general  supervision  of  all  railroads  in  the  State  operated  by  steam, 
and  sliall  inquire  into  any  neglect  or  violation  of  the  laws  of  this  State  by 
any  railroad  corporation  doing  business  therein,  or  by  the  officers,  agents  or 
employes  thereof,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  carefully  examine  and  inspect 
the  condition  of  each  railroad  in  the  State  and  of  its  equipment  and  the 
manner  of  its  conduct  and  management  with  reference  to  the  public  safety 
and  convenience. '\  ♦♦»♦**  '^Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Railway  Commissioners,  it  shall  appear  that  any  railroad  corporation  fails 
in  any  respect  or  particular  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  its  charter  or  the 
laws  of  the  State,  or  whenever  in  their  judgment  any  repairs  are  necessary 
upon  its  road,  or  any  addition  to  its  rolling  stock,  or  any  addition  to  or 
change  in  its  stations  or  station-houses  *****  »  is  reasonable  and 
expedient  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience  and  accommodation 
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of  the  public,  said  Etailroad  Commissioners  shall  inform  such  railroad  cor- 
poration of  the  improvements  and  changes  which  they  adjudge  to  be 
proper  by  a  notice  thereof  in  writing,"  etc. 

The  first  question  to  be  determined  is  whether  at  this  crossing  a  passen- 
ger station  should  be  maintained.  From  personal  examination  and  the  in- 
formation that  the  Commissioners  have  been  able  to  obtain,  they  are  clearly 
of  the  opinion  that  it  should,  and  that  it  should  be  kept  comfortable  for 
passengers  waiting  for  trains. 

The  second  question  is  as  to  their  powers  under  the  law.  The  Commis- 
sioners, after  examining  the  sections  of  the  law  quoted  above,  have  reached 
the  conclusion  that  they  did  not  intend  to  convey  power  to  the  Board  to 
compel  the  companies  to  erect  and  maintain  passenger  stations  at  these 
points. 

There  are  about  thirty  cases  of  the  same  character  in  the  State,  and  they 
would  suggest  that  the  simplest  and  surest  method  of  accomplishing  this 
would  be  the  passage  of  a  general  law,  as  in  Missouri  and  Michigan,  requir- 
ing all  railways  crossing  at  grade  to  erect  and  maintain  suitable  station- 
houses  at  the  crossing,  to  be  maintained  jointly  at  the  expense  of  the  roads. 
This  would  readily  solve  a  question  that  will  always  be  troublesome  until 
finally  settled  in  some  such  way. 

The  Missouri  law  reads  as  follows:  ^'  Every  railroad  corporation  in  this 
State,  which  now  is  or  may  hereafter  be  engaged  in  the  transportation  of 
passengers  or  property,  shall  give  public  notice  of  the  regular  time  of  start- 
ing and  running  its  cars,  and  shall  furnish  sufficient  accommodations  for  the 
transportation  of  all  such  passengers,  baggage,  mails  and  express  freight  as 
shall,  within  a  reasonable  time  previous  thereto,  be  offered  for  transporta- 
tion at  the  place  of  starting,  at  the  junctions  of  other  railroads,  and  at  the 
several  stopping  places;  and  shall,  at  all  crossings  and  intersections  of 
other  railroads,  where  such  other  railroad  and  the  railroad  crossing  the 
same  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  made  upon  the  same  grade,  and  the  char- 
acter of  the  land  at  such  crossing  or  intersection  will  admit  of  the  same, 
erect,  build  and  maintain,  either  jointly  with  the  railroad  company  ¥rfao9e 
road  is  crossed,  or  separately  by  each  railroad  company,  a  depot  or  passen- 
ger house  and  waiting  room,  or  rooms  sufficient  to  comfortably  accommo- 
date all  passengers  awaiting  the  arrival  and  departure  of  trains  at  such 
junction  or  railroad  crossing,  and  shall  keep  such  depot  or  passenger  bouse 
warmed,  lighted,  and  opened  to  the  ingress  and  egress  of  all  paasengos  a 
reasonable  time  before  the  arrival  and  imtil  after  the  departure  of  all  trains 
carrying  passengers  on  said  railroad  or  railroads;  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  stop  all  trains  carrying  passengers,  at  the  junction  or  intersection 
of  other  railroads,  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  allow  the  transfer  of  passen- 
gers, personal  baggage,  mails  and  express  freight,  from  the  trains  of  rail- 
roads so  connecting  or  intersecting,  or  they  may  mutually  arninge  for  the 
tmnsportation  of  such  persons  and  property  over  both  roads  without  change 
of  cars;  and  they  shall  be  compelled  to  receive  all  passengers  and  freight 
from  such  connecting  or  intersecting  roads  whenever  the  same  shall  be  de- 
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livered  to  them.  Every  railroad  corporation  or  company  which  shall  fail, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  this  section  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  July,  1881,  shatll,  for  each  day  said  corporation  or  rail- 
road company  refuses,  neglects  or  fails  to  comply  therewith  after  said  day, 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  which  may  be  recovered  in 
the  name  of  the  State  of  Missouri  to  the  use  of  the  school  fund  of  the 
county  wherein  said  crossing  is  situate;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pros- 
ecuting attorney  to  prosecute  for  and  recover  the  same." 

The  Michigan  law  reads  as  follows:  *^  All  railroad  corporations  «  *  * 
shall,  at  all  points  of  connection  or  intersection  with  the  roads  of  other 
corporations,  unite  with  such  corporations  in  establishing  and  maintaining 
suitable  platforms  and  station  houses  for  the  convenience  of  passengers  de- 
siring to  transfer  from  one  road  to  the  other,  and  for  the  transfer  of  bag- 
gage or  freight,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  desired  by  either  corporation, 
or  ordered  by  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads;  the  expense  of  coiistructing 
and  maintaining  such  station  house  and  platform  shall  be  paid  equally  by 
such  corporations.  Such  corporations,  connecting  or  intersecting  as  afore- 
said, shall  also,  whenever  desired  by  either  of  them,  or  ordered  bj  the  Com- 
missioner of  Railroads,  so  unite  and  connect  the  tracks  of  said  several 
corporations  as  to  permit  the  transfer  from  the  track  of  one  corporation  to 
the  other  of  loaded  or  unloaded  cars  designed  for  transportation  upon  both 
roads.  ♦  *  ♦  ♦  Any  railroad  corporation  refusing  tp  comply  with  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars."

I  beg  to  say  that  the  eaniings  of  passenger  trains  on  our  Iowa  and  Dakota  Division  do  not 
justify  the  complaint  Our  average  earnings  per  train  per  mile  are  only  (cents  96.4),  viiQe 
our  average  earnings  per  train  per  mile  in  Wisconsin  is  f  1.24.  If  Mr.  Bradford  makes  fre- 
quent trips  on  the  Iowa  and  Dakota  Division,  he  may  reduce  the  cost  by  purchasing  thoosaad 
mile  tirkefs  at  two  and  a  half  cents  per  mile.

r.  B'y  in  Iowa  is  all  classed  as  a  "  C  "  road.  Would  not  this  entitle  them  to 
charge  four  cents  per  mile?

Complaint  of  Commissioner  Coffin  against  the  dangerous  crossing  of 
tracks  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  and  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis 
Railway  companies  at  the  west  end  of  the  Illinois  Central  station 
grounds  in  Fort  Dodge,  Iowa. 

Dss  Moines,  Iowa,  October  12,  1883. 
E.  T.  Jeffert,  Superintendent  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  Chicago,  Illinois: 

Dear  Sir— Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  matter  of  the 
danger  to  which  the  public  is  exposed  who  have  occasion  to  cross  your 
tracks  at  Fort  Dodge. 

At  this  time  we  would  call  more  especial  attention  to  the  road  crossing  at 
or  near  the  west  end  of  your  yard  at  the  Fort  Dodge  station.  We  under- 
stand the  court  has  decided,  in  the  case  between  you  and  the  M.  &  St.  L. 
Ry.  Co.,  that  the  latter  company  shall  move  their  track  down  the  hill  and  go 
under  your  road.  Cannot  you  insist  on  having  this  done  at  once?  There  is 
scarcely  one  hundred  feet  between  your  track  and  that  of  the  M.  &  St.  L. 
Co.  at  the  place  where  the  road  crosses,  and  the  building  now  used  for  oil 
storage  near  your  track  completely  hides  the  view,  so  that  teams  coming  up 
the  hill  cannot  see  anything  in  your  yard.  A  team  coming  into  town  may 
pass  over  the  M.  &  St.  L.  road  and  then  be  stopped  by  moving  trains  before 
it  crosses  yours,  and  then  a  train  passing  on  the  M.  &  St.  L.  would  shut 
the  team  right  in  between  the  two  moving  trains;  a  very  bad  place  for  nerv- 
ous teams.  As  it  now  is,  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  some  bad  acci- 
90 
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dent  will  happen  there.  That  oil  house  should  be  moved,  at  any,  rate  at 
once.  Even  after  the  M.  &  St.  L.  Go.  cease  using  the  track  nearest  yon, 
with  the  oil  house  there,  there  is  more  or  less  danger. 

The  Board  would  suggest  whether  it  would  not  be  well  for  your  company 
to  take  into  consideration  the  feasibility  of  having  a  good  wagon  road  imder 
your  track  at  one  or  both  ends  of  your  yard  at  Fort  Dodge.  These  cross- 
ings are  very  dangerous  and  unless  something  of  the  kind  suggested  can  be 
done  will  not  public  safety  demand  that  a  flagman  be  stationed  at  these 

crossings?

Joseph  &  Council  Bluffs  division  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Kailroad  in  Iowa,''  or 
that  the  Kansas  City,  St.  Joseph  &  Council  Bluffs  Railroad  Company  is  an  organization  en- 
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tlrely  dLitinct  and  separate  from  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Qulncy  Railroad  Company  m  a 
matter  of  fact. 

The  complainants'  charge  is  sul)stantially  that  this  company  charges  the  same  rate  on  floor 
from  Council  Bluffs  to  McPmuI,  a  distance  of  31.9  miles,  that  It  does  from  St  Joseph  to  Mc- 
Paul.  a  distance  of  97.3  miles,  or  from  Kansas  City  .to  McPauI,  a  distance  of  16B.3  miles.  The 
rates  charged  by  this  company  on  flour  to  MePaid  are  for :

The  rates  mentioned  in  the  complaint,  viz.,  from  Kansas  CUy,  eighteen  cents,  and  from  8L 
Joseph  sixteen  cents,  are,  as  you  will  see,  the  rates  for  car  load  lots.  The  rate  for  ear  load 
lots  from  Council  Bluffs  Ut  ten  eenl$.  The  rate  quoted  by  oomplainantii,  sixteen  oonta,  from 
Council  Bluffs  to  McFauI  is  the  rate  on  flour  in  /ess  than  ear  load  Zote. 

While  it  Is  true  that  the  Chicago,  Burlington  it  Qulncy  Iowa  Dbtanoe  Tariff  makes  a  rate 
<t  twelve  cents  per  hundred  pounds  on  flour  for  a  distance  of  thirty  mllea  In  leal  than 
load  lots.  It  is  equally  true  that  the  volume  of  bualness  done  by  the  G,  B.  &0.  b 
greater  than  that  done  by  this  line.  I  think  I  have  said  sufficient  to  show  yon  that  tlie 
plaint  of  the  Crystal  Mill  and  Grain  Company  is  based  upon  enor ;  but  even  were  tbe 
plaint  based  upon  substantial  fact,  it  certainly  could  not  be  called  a  "  dlscrimlnatkon 
Council  Bluffs  "  that  some  other  place  should  be  made  /equally  well  off  with  Oonncll^hib 
In  the  matter  of  rates  to  McPauI. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  chief  error  of  the  Crystal  Mill  and  Qrals 
Company  lies  in  comparing  car  load  rates  from  Kansas  City  and  St  Joseph  with  rates  os 
less  than  car  load  lots  from  Council  Bluffs ;  another  lies  in  considering  this  road  a  division  of 
the  C,  B.  &  Q.  K.  R.  Co.,  as  they  twice  represent  it ;  and  still  another  lies  In  the  Idea  ttiat  a 
road  doing  approximately  fifty  per  cent  of  tbe  volume  of  business  done  by  a  larger  line  should 
do  business  at  the  same  rates.

Gkntlkmen— Youps  of  November  I5th  was  duly  received,  with  copy  of  Superintendent 
Barnard's  letter  of  '*  bluff."  It  Is  a  public  fact  that  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  own 
and  control  the  Kansas  City,  St  Joseph  &  Council  Bluffs  Kallroad,  as  much  and  fully  as  any 
part  of  their  line.  It  is  true  it  is  under  a  local  organization,  the  same  as  a  great  many  of  its 
branches,  and  at  all  common  points  the  C,  B.  A  Q  and  K.  C.  officers  are  one  and  the  same. 
While  the  rate  may  appear  as  Superintendent  Barnard's  statement,  hut  to  all  shippers  from 
Kansas  City,  Atchison  and  St.  Joseph,  north,  that  the  special  r,ite  is  the  one  tliat  does  the 
business,  and  there  is  not  a  syllable  in  all  of  Superintendent  Barnard's  letter  to  Justify  the 
extortionate  rate  charged  by  his  company  on  ton  lots  of  flour  to  points  in  Iowa  from  Council 
Bluffs  on  his  road.  During  good  roads  we  supply  by  team  as  far  south  ns  thirty- five  miles. 
Perhaps  this  may  account  in  part  for  the  complaints  of  the  small  amount  of  iiusinpss  his  road 
does,  but  I  am  informed  the  K.  C.  road  does  four  times  the  business  out  of  ihis  town  to  timt 
of  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  In  fact,  we  do  not  consider  the  answer  of  Superintendent  Barnard  lo  our 
charges  of  discrimination,  at  all  satisfactory,  but  evasive  of  the  issue.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  complaint  filed  is  for  discrimination  by  the  "  Kansas  City,  St.  .Toseph 
&  Council  Bluffs  Division  "  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Qiiiiicy  Railroad 
against  the  mills  in  Council  Bluffs,  and  in  favor  of  the  mills  at  St.  Joseph 
and  Kansas  City. 

The  station  McPaul,  twenty-nine  mills  from  Council  Bluffs,  is  used  as  an 
illustration,  and  it  is  charged  that  the  rate  is  sixteen  cents;  from  St.  Joseph, 
ninety  miles,  it  is  sixteen  cents,  and  from  Kansas  City,  one  hundred  and 
sixty  miles,  it  is  eighteen  cents  per  hundred. 

The  rate  on  the  main  line  of  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  B.  R.  in  Towa.  for  like  dis- 
tance, twenty-nine  miles,  is  twelve  cents  per  hundred.  They  claim  the 
same  discrimination  at  Hinton,  Pacific  Junction,  Bartlett,  Percival,  Ne- 
braska City  and  Hamburg,  all  stations  in  Iowa ;  and  the  complaint  closes 
with  a  request  that  this  division  of  the  C  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  be  required  to  adopt 
the  same  distance  tariff  as  the  main  line. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Barnard,  General  Superintendent  of  the  K.  C,  St.  J.  &  C.  B.  R. 
R.  denies  that  his  road  is  a  branch  of  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.,  and  claims  for 
it  a  distinct  and  separate  organization.  lie  gives  the  distance  from  Council 
Bluffs  to  McPaul  as  31.9  miles;  from  St.  Joseph,  97.3. miles;  from  Kansas 
City,  165.3  miles.  He  gives  the  rate  on  flour  from  these  stations  to  McPaul 
as  follows : 


IN  CAR  LOAD  LOTS. 

From  Kansas  City,  18  cents. 
From  St.  Joseph,  16  cents. 
From  Council  Bluffs,  10  cents. 


LESS  THAN'CAR  load  LOTS. 

From  Kansas  City,  32  cents. 
From  St.  Joseph,  2*1  cents. 
From  Council  Bluffs,  10  cents. 


The  Crystal  Mill  &  Grain  Company  have  evidently  made  the  error  of  com- 
paring the  rates  in  car  load  lots  from  the  otl^er  points  with  less  than  carload 
lots  from  Council  Bluffs. 
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The  rates,  as  quoted  by  Mr.  Barnard,  do  not  impress  the  Gommiasioners 
as  being  discriminatory  against  Council  BlufEs ;  they  think  they  preserve 
about  the  usual  relation  of  the  longer  and  shorter  haul  recognized  in  the  or- 
dinary railroad  tariffs. 

The  rates  fixed  by  the  tariff  law  of  1874  on  flour  were  as  follows :  Coun- 
cil Bluffs  to  McPaul,  32  miles,  in  car  load  lots,  per  hundred  pounds,  8.10 
cents ;  in  sacks,  two  thousand  pounds  and  over,  15.73  cents ;  less  than  two 
thousand  pounds,  19.50  cents. 

St.  Joseph  to  McPaul,  97  miles,  in  car  load  lots,  15.89  cents  per  hundred; 
in  sacks,  two  thousand  poundb  and  over,  2L3R  cents;  less  than  two  thousand 
pounds,  30.82  cents. 

Kansas  City  to  McPaul,  165.3  miles,  in  car-load  lots,  nineteen  and  sixty- 
eight  one  hundredths  cents  per  hundred  pounds;  in  sacks,  two  thousand 
pounds  and  over,  thirty-two  and  fifty  one  hundredth  cents;  less  than  two 
thousand  pounds,  forty  and  sixty-two  one  hundredth  cents. 

Complainants'  request,  that  the  rate  be  made  the  same  as  on  the  main  lii 
of  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  B.  R.,  strikes  the  Commissioners  as  hardly  fair. 
latter  corporation  carries  more  freight  over  its  line  than  any  other  road  in 
the  State,  and  it  would  not  be  just  to  require  a  line  of  road,  where  through 
business  is  light  and  its  local  traffic  limited  to  a  narrow  tract  of  country 
along  the  Missouri  river,  to  do  its  business  at  the  same  rates. 

The  Commissioners  aro  of  the  opinion— 

1st.    That  the  rates  are  not  discriminating  against  Council  Blui&L 

2d.  That  the  rates  charged  by  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  B.  R.  Co.  are  not  the  cri- 
terion to  measure  the  rate  on  this  road. 

dd.  That  the  road  is  an  independent  corporation,  and  holds  no  relation 
to  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  that  should  affect  its  rates.  It  is  possible  that  par- 
ties interested  in  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  may  own  some  of  the  stock  of  this 
road,  and  the  relations  of  the  two  companies  at  common  points  may  be  in 
harmony,  but  the  public  and  the  State  have  always  treated  this  road  as  an 
independent  corporation,  as  stated  by  its  Superintendent. 

The  Commissioners  therefore  do  not  think  it  their  duty  to  interfere  with 
the  rate.

Referring  to  your  favor  of  the  first  ult.,  complaint  of  W.  C.  Earle,  Waukon,  Iowa,  I  find 
upon  investigation  that  three  car  loads  of  hogs  were  shipped ;  one  from  Harper's  Ferry,  June 
«tb,  and  two  from  Waukon,  June  Sth.  The  usual  stock  contracts  were  signed,  by  which  it 
was  provided  that  the  shipper,  in  consideration  of  the  rates  given,  agreed  that  the  company 
should  not  be  liable  for  loss  by  delay  of  trains.  The  stock  was  delayed  in  consequence 
of  the  derailment  of  a  preceding  train.  The  shipper  expressly  assumed  the  risk  of  such 
delay.

DsAB  Sis—Beplying  to  youn  of  the  seTeoth  instant,  we  are  aware  of  your  itatnte  and  tte 


decision  of  your  Supreme  Court  thereunder,  but  our  general  solicitor  Is  of  opinion  that  a  i 
tract  for  the  shipment  of  live  stock  embracing  more  than  one  Stale  comes  within  the  prta- 
clple  of  Inter-State  commerce,  and  any  decision  Interfering  with  that  principle  would  occet- 
sarlly  be  declared  void  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States ;  and  secondly,  under  the 
decision  of  that  Supreme  Court  and  of  yonr  own  State,  we  think  there  is  no  liability  in  thb 
particular  case.  Our  company  has  a  reasonable  time  within  which  to  deliver  stock,  and  is 
not  liable  for  unavoidable  delays.  In  this  particular  case  the  delay  was  caused  by  the  de- 
railment of  a  preceding  train,  and  occurred  without  any  fault  of  any  kind  oo  the  part  of  oar 
company.  This  we  thiuk  is  a  well  establish<Hl  ground  that  would  relieve  us  of  any  babPlty, 
even  under  your  statutes  and  the  decisions  of  yonr  courts.  It  is  a  well  settled  rule  of  law, 
recognized  all  the  world  over,  that  railroad  companies  are  not  liable  for  delays  of  freight 
(whether  dead  or  alive)  when  such  delays  are  caused  by  the  derailment  of  a  preceding  tnla. 
The  delay  in  this  case  was  caused  by  an  accident  which  was  wholly  unavcrfdable,  and  doe 
diligence  was  used  by  our  company  to  hasten  the  stock  forward  with  all  possible  speed. 

We  do  not  think,  however,  it  Is  worth  while  for  so  small  an  amount,  to  make  this  a  test 
case,  and  therefore  I  have  directed  voucher  to  be  made  In  favor  of  Mr.  Earie.

Dear  Sirs— Yours  of  November  I4th  is  received.  I  send  you  a  copy  of  the  original  con- 
tract, and  an  explanation  of  it. 

This  road  was  first  New  Sharon,  Coal  Valley  &  Eastern.  It  was  then  changed  to  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Pacific.  This  contract  was  made  with  the  original  company,  under  the  origi- 
nal name. 

Mr.  Ogg,  their  *' right  of  way  "  man,  came  to  my  house  bringing  Wm.  Bell,  an  attorney  of 
Morning  Sun,  with  him.  We  agreed  on  this  contract,  and  Mr.  Ogg  made  on&  copy,  but  said 
he  did  not  have  time  to  make  a  duplicate  for  me.  I  told  him  I  would  not  sign  his  copy  unless 
he  would  hand  it  over  to  Mr.  Bell ;  he  to  make  a  true  copy,  and  deliver  to  me.  The  next  time 
I  saw  Mr.  Bell  he  handed  me  this  copy,  saying :  '*  It  is  In  the  hand  writing  of  my  daughter." 
I  told  Mr.  Ogg  J  did  not  believe  the  company  intended  to  keep  this,  or  any  other  contract 
they  made,  if  they  could  avoid  it.  But  Mr.  Ogg  promised  me  in  Mr  Bell's  presence  that  the 
eontract  should  be  "  kept  to  the  letter."  The  road  has  been  ''  regulaily  operated  "  Just  about 
one  year,  but  there  are  no  indications  of  a  fence.  I  arranged  for  early  winter  pasture  south 
of  the  railroad,  but  now  can*t  use  it  for  want  of  this  fence.  Consequently  have  to  feed  my 
eattle  until  the  whole  farm  is  clear.  Last  harvest  I  prevailed  on  them  to  lay  down  one  of 
these  crossings  so  I  could  get  a  reaper  over ;  they  have  now  torn  it  up  and  taken  the  lumber 
away,  so  I  can't  cross  the  track  anywhere.

Also  the  cattle-guard  between  my  neighbor  and  I,  is  so  poor 
it  will  not  turn  stock.  Besides,  they  have  never  put  a  fence  on  either  side  of  this  guard. 
Last  year  I  fixed  it,  tiiis  year  he  did  it.  The  original  fence  was  posts  and  boards.  The  sur- 
veyors took  the  lumber  for  line  stakes,  another  party  used  the  posts  for  grade  stakes.  They 
have  left  It  open  to  this  day.  We  have  furnished  material  and  put  it  in.  Deed  has  been 
Biade.

Your  favor  of  November  22d  was  received,  and  contents  noted.  I  herewith  send  you  ail  tbe 
papers  In  my  possession.  If  you  need  affidavits  In  regard  to  car  having  been  disturbed  dur- 
ing transit  I  can  send  it  in  also,  but  I  think  it  will  not  be  necessary,  as  the  Union  Pacific  Com- 
pany will  not  deny  it  My  damage  I  can  figure  at  fifteen  dollars  (ten  dollars  for  repairing 
furniture,  and  five  dollars  for  repairs  on  a  Shining  Light  base  burnerwstove).  Besides  delay  of 
five  days  in  receiving  the  ear. 
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When  I  told  the  agent  at  this  place  of  the  damage  he  cordially  suggested  to  me  to  notify 

'the  freight  agent  at  headquarters  of  my  loss,  and  that  gentlemen  would  certainly  look  and 
see,  so  future  annoyance  could  be  avoided,  but  to  recover  damages  from  the  U.  P.  R*y  would 
be  impossible,  and  I  am  told  by  every  citizen  that  nobody  can  get  any  satisfaction  of  the  rail- 
road in  Nebraska,  and  our  Railroad  Commissioners  can  do  nothing  on  account  of  defective 
legislation  in  regard  to  their  duties.  I  hate  not  the  me  ins  to  fight  these  large  eorporatSoos 
personally,  and  especially  not  becawte  of  such  an  insisiiificant  sum,  but  it  is  this  riding  over 
all  and  everybody,  and  no  consideration  for  solemn  pledges  and  promises,  which  has  created 
your  honorable  body  to  represent  the  grievances  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Iowa. 

I  told  the  of&cers  at  headquarters  in  Omaha  the  natiure  of  my  busines.*,  and  my  intention 
to  move  into  the  State  of  Nebraska ;  also  inquiring  about  cost  of  transportation  In  box  car. 
and  passenger  rates  for  myself  and  family.  The  Union  Pacific  general  freight  Mgent  told  ipe 
I  could  obtain  a  car  in  Keokuk  by  the  Rock  Island  or  Wabash,  and  they  would  accept  the 
same  in  Council  Bluffs,  and,  without  opening^  it  would  pass  right  through  to  Kearney  for  fifty- 
five  dollars,  the  whole  distance  from  Keokuk  to  Kearney.  The  agent  furthermore  stated 
that  they  were  always  very  prompt  in  running  emigrant  moveables,  in  preference  to  other 
freight,  as  the  car  could  not  be  disturbed,  and  they  would  notify  the  agent  of  the  Rock  Island 
at  Keokuk,  through  the  Rock  Island  headquarters  at  Chicago,  to  have  car  ready.  In  my 
presence  the  Union  Pacific  agent  dictated  at  once  a  letter  to  his  clerk,  notifying  the  Chicago 

-&  Rock  Island  agent  of  my  desire,  and  reiterating  the  statements  made  to  rae  in  r^^gaid  to 
price  and  checking  through.  A  copy  of  the  letter  will  be  found  at  Union  Pacific  headquar- 
ters, Omaha,  October  12th.  About  a  week  afterwards  Mr.  Pollock  received  notice  at  Keokuk 
from  Chicago  to  that  effect,  and  stated  everything  as  the  agent  in  Omaha,  only  saying  that 
the  Rock  Island,  of  course,  could  only  be  held  responsible  as  far  as  her  own  line  extended, 
virhlch  was  all  I  expected. 

On  the  27th  of  October  I  commenced  to  load  the  car  right  in  front  of  Mr.  PoUock*&  offlee, 
and  finished  it  Monday,  the  29th.    Mr.  P.  had  during  all  this  time  every  opportunity  to  in- 

-  spect  the  character  of  the  goods,  and  the  excuse  of  the  agent  at  Council  Bluffs  is  rather  thin, 
when  claiming  that  I  should  have  more  to  pay  for  freight  than  agreed  upon.  After  closing 
up  the  car  Mr.  Pollock  suggested  to  me  to  style  the  freight  **  emigrant  movtahU*"  as  the 
best  and  most  appropriate  sentence  he  could  think  of.  I  stated  to  Mr.  Pollock  that  I  had  all 
'my  store  fixtures,  such  as  show  cases,  benches,  safe,  tools,  clocks,  and  materials,  and  ny 
household  furniture,  stove,  etc.  But  there  %Das  nothing  of  valuable  jeurelry  or  iratcheM^n  I 
preferred  to  take  them  with  me  in  a  satchel.  So  far  so  good.  Now  came  Mr.  Pollock  ud 
stated  that  I  had  to  sign  a  relecwr,  which  I  enclose  herewith,  I  objected,  but  I  had  to  eitlier 
sign  or  unload  the  car,  so  I  signed,  and  thought  surely  I  was  beyond  further  trouble.  If  the 
Union  Pacific  afterwards  want  to  take  exception  as  to  the  character  of  the  goods,  I  fail  to 
see  why,  and  especially  how,  they  can  claim  that  a  safe  and  clocks  (about  one  draen)  are 

-contraband  goods,  and  if  an  emigrant  is  not  allowed  to  have  a  safe.  After  disturbing  the 
car,  it  must  have  passed  their  mind  that  they  had  better  acquiesce  and  reload  it  again,  fear- 
ing, perhaps,  to  get  into  trouble  by  your  honorable  body.  I  have  suffered  as  much  as  five 
<lollars  per  day  loss  in  waiting  every  day  above  the  time  specified.  This  is  all  I  can  do  for 
you  at  present.    If  you  can  do  anything  for  me,  all  right,  if  not,  I  shall  have  to  do  as  every 

'Citizen  in  Nebraska  does  now,  acquiesce,  until  our  Railroad  CommissioDers  have  legal  aa- 
thprity  to  compel  the  roads  in  Nebraska  to  do  what  you  can  in  Iowa.    It  Is  not  worth  whUe 

'for  any  man  to  institute  a  damage  suit  for  forty  dollars.

Until  recently  they,  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y,  have  requested  us  to  ship  over  the  Chicago  Sc 
Northwestern  Railway,  as  being  more  direct,  but  now  they  change  their  tune  and  work  for- 
the  C,  R.  L  &  P.  R'y. 

The  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y  have  lowered  their  rate  to  Cedar  Rapids,  and  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  dcv 
not  give  us  any  rates  or  advanced  charges,  but  figure  the  bills  at  same  rates  as  old  charges,^ 
making  more  than  old  local  rates  from  Cedar  Rapids  here  (sixty-nine  miles).

Dbab  Sib— In  reply  to  yours  of  December  12th,  inclosing  complaint  of  Nye  &  Bourne  of 
Grundy  Center,  would  say  that  I  do  not  perceive  how  these  gentlemen  are  damaged  one 
cent's  worth.  They  are  getting  their  goods  at  the  same  rate  as  heretofore.  On  shipments 
from  Chicago  to  Grundy  Center  the  rates  are  the  same  by  the  three  different  lines,  Chicago 
ft  Northwestern,  Chicago,  Rock  Island  ft  Pacific,  and  Chicago,  Burlington  ft  Qulncy  Rail- 
ways, and  there  has  been  no  endeavor  to  divert  shipments  over  the  other  roads  from  the 
C.  &  N.  W.  R'y,  but  the  0.  ft  N.  W.  people  have  taken  the  initiative  in  forwarding  id  these 
shippers  their  division  of  the  through  rate.  How  this  rate  is  divided  I  do  not  understand  if 
a  matter  of  any  consequence  to  the  consignor  or  consignee,  as  long  as  the  business  Is  handled 
at  the  regular  rates,  and  promptly.

<}ontents  noted.    I  am  mstructed  by  the  Commissionera  to  inquire— 

1st.  Whether  the  through  rates  from  Chicago  to  Traer,  Dysart  and 
Grundy  Center  are  the  same  as  they  have  been,  and  the  same  by  all  the 
competing  lines,  viz.:  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern,  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island  Pacific,  and  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railways? 

2d.  Whether  the  the  rate  from  Chicago  via.  the  Northwestern  road  to 
-Cedar  Rapids  is  the  same  on  goods  delivered  to  your  company  that  it  has 
been  for  the  past  year  or  more  as  you  state,  rates  made  at  figures  for  car- 
load lots. 

3d.  With  regard  to  the  division  of  the  through  rates  to  the  above  points, 
are  you  allowed  by  the  connecting  lines,  in  your  through  contracts,  a  per- 
centage of  the  through  rate  from  Chicago  to  and  from  these  points?  Is 
this  percentage  in  the  nature  of  a  rebate  on  freight  gathered  and  furnished 
these  roads  in  east-bound  and  for  the  distribution  of  west-bound  freights? 
From  what  I  can  gather  from  the  complaints,  your  proportion  of  the 
through  rate  is  considerable  in  excess  of  the  local  rate  as  published  in  your 
tariff.  The  Board  do  not  care  for  a  discussion  of  the  propriety  of  this  kind 
of  division,  but  merely  to  ascertain  whether  I  have  the  facts  correctly 
stated.  Has  the  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y  lowered  its  proportion  of  the  through  rate 
from  Chicago  to  Cedar  Rapids?  I  understand  that  your  company  does  not 
attempt  to  divert  freight  to  either  of  the  lines  east  of  Cedar  Rapids,  but 
allows  the  business  to  take  its  natural  course,  and  that  each  road  east  of 
Oedar  Rapids  gets  just  as  large  a  percentage  of  the  entire  freight  as 
formerly.

Dear  Sir— Have  yours  of  December  20th,  and  answering  the  questions  propounded  by  the 
Honorable  Commissioners,  would  say  in  reply  to  the  first,  that  the  rates  from  Chicago  to 
Traer,  Dysart  and  Grundy  Center  are  the  same  that  they  have  been,  and  are  the  same  by  the 
Chicago  &  Northwestern,  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  and  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy 
railways.  In  reply  to  the  second,  would  say,  that  the  rate  from  Chicago  via  tlie  G.  &  N.  W. 
B'y,  to  Cedar  Rapids,  is  the  same  on  goods  delivered  to  us,  that  it  has  been  for  the  past  year 
or  more.  In  reply  to  the  third,  we  are  allowed  a  division  of  the  through  rates  on  a  percent- 
age basis.  This  percentage  is  not  in  the  way  of  a  rebate,  but  is  settled  in  the  Joint  account 
through  the  Auditor's  oflUce,  by  dividing  the  earnings  on  the  percentage  agreed  on. 

On  some  articles,  especially'high  class  freight,  our  percentage  is  higher  than  our  local  rate. 
On  the  other  hand,  on  all  low  class  freights,  such  as  grain  of  all  kinds,  coal,  lumber,  salt,  ce- 
ment, etc.,  our  percentage  is  very  much  less  than  the  local  rate.  The  C.  &  N.  W.  li'y  has 
not  lowered  its  proportion  of  the  through  rate  from  Chicago  to  Cedar  Rapids. 

In  regard  to  the  jUvIsIoh  of  the  freight  between  the  three  lines.    We  endoavor,  when  not

DECISION  OF  THE    COMMISSIONERS. 

The  complainants,  Messrs.  Nye  &  Bourae,  of  Grundy  Center,  sent  the 
Commissioners  a  postal  card  frem  A.  D.  Stevens,  agent  of  the  Chicago  & 
Northwestern  Railway  [Company  at  Cedar  Rapids,  giving  the  freight  on  a 
range  weighing  five  hundred  pounds  from  Chicago  to  Cedar  Rapids  as  sev- 
enty-five cents.  They  enclose  with  it  a  bill  from  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids 
&  Northern  Railway  of  freight  on  Diis  range  irom  East  Chicago  of  two  dol- 
lars and  eighty-five  cents,  from  which  deducting  the  charges  to  Cedar  Rap- 
ids, seventy-five  cents,  leaves  the  charges  from  Cedai*  Rapids  to  Grundy 
Center  two  dollars  and  ten  cents.  They  regard  this  rate  as  entirely  out  of 
proportion  for  the  service  rendered  and  excessive,  the  distance  being  bat 
sixty-nine  miles,  that  from  Chicago  to  Cedar  Rapids  two  hundred  and 
twenty  miles. 

They  also  charge  that  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  Co.  endeavors  to  compel 
them  to  ship  by  the  C/hicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway.  They  state  in 
addition  that  the  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y  Co.  has  lowered  its  rates  from  Chicago  to 
Cedar  Rapids,  and  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  Co.  does  not  give  them  the  benefit  of 
the  reduction. 

In  reply  to  the  charges  made,  Mr.-  Ives,  General  Superintendent  of  the  B., 
C.  R.  &  N.  R'y,  states  that  the  rates  from  Grundy  Center,  Traer  and  Dysart, 
to  and  from  Chicago,  are^the  same  by  the  three  roads  competing  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  and  the  rate  from  and  to  that  point  by  the  C.  &  N.  W.  R*y  is  the 
same  as  the  other  roads,  and  is  the  same  on  all  goods  delivered  to  his  com- 
pany that  it  has  been  for  the  past  year  or  more.  That  on  the  business  from 
there  and  other  points  on  his  lines  of  railway  his  company  is  allowed  a 
division  of  the  through  rates  on  a  percentage  basis,  not  by  way  of  rebate, 
but  a  percentage  of  the  entire  earnings  voluntarily  agreed  upon  between 
the  parties.  On  some  articles  of  high-classed  freights,  this  percentage  is  in 
excess  of  local  rates;  on  low-classed  freights  it  is  much  less  than  the  local 
rates.  In  regard  to  the  division  of  the  freight  between  the  three  lines  when 
not  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  shipper,  it  is  their  endeavor  to  direct  as 
much  of  the  freight  as  [they  can  over  the  C,  R.  I.  &  P.  and  the  C,  B.  &  Q. 
railroads,  both  being  large  owners  in  the  property  under  his  management, 
but  they  do  not  divert  any  business  especially  consigned  by  the  shipper  over 
the  C.  &  X.  W.  R'y. 

It  seems  that  the  competing  Unes  have  given  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  Ry.  Co.  a 
very  liberal  percentage  of  the  through  freight  on  its  lines  north  and  west  of 
Cedar  Rapids,  the  agent  of  the  C.  &  N.  W.  Ry.  giving  public  notice  of  the 
percentage  that  his  road  has  been  receiving  for  the  last  year  or  more,  has 
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caused  the  dissatisf action.  That  it  has  carried  this  freight  very  low,  will  ap- 
pear from  an  examination  of  its  rates  on  distance  tariffs  in  Illinois  and 
Iowa.  Under  the  joint  western  classification  adopted  by  this  company 
''  stoves  released  "  in  less  than  car-load  lots  are  classed  as  third  class.  On 
the  revised  schedule  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  Illinois,  adopted  by 
this  company, ''  stoves  released  '^  are  third  class.  On  the  latest  C.  &  N.  W. 
R'y  Iowa  freight  tariff,  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioners,  the  freight  on 
third  class,  per  hundred  pounds,  for  two  hundred  and  twenty  miler  is  36 
cents;  or  from  Chicago  to  Cedar  Rapids  would  be  $1.80  instead  of  75  cents. 
On  the  Railroad  Commissioners^  tariff  for  Illinois  the  rate  for  third  class 
for  two  hundred  and  twenty  miles  is  38.60  cents;  or  for  five  hundred  pounds 
$1.67i  instead  of  76  cents.  The  rates  in  both  cases  are  presumably  reason- 
able. 

The  practice  of  allowing  to  branch  and  smaller  lines,  that  gather  up  and 
distribute  the  traffic  of  the  main  lines,  a  larger  per  centage  of  the  entire  joint 
rate  than  a  'pro  rata,  is  universal,  and  so  fkr  as  the  Commissioners  are  able 
to  judge  is  correct.  Without  it,  few  branch  lines  in  the  State  could  proba- 
bly earn  operating  expenses.  The  weak  lines  with  light  traffic  must  derive 
subsidy  from  tlie  main  lines  to  whose  large  business  they  contribute,  other- 
wise it  would  be  impossible  to  equalize  the  rates,  and  stations  on  main  lines 
would  get  very  low  rates  while  the  smaller  lines  would  be  compelled  as  a 
matter  of  necessity  to  exact  very  high  rates.  The  Des  Moines  and  Fort 
Dodge  Railroad  Compimy  reports  for  the  year  1882,  that  it  received  on 
through  freight  4.17  cents  per  ton  per  mile  on  freight  received  from  or 
carried  to  other  roads,  while  it  received  on  local  freight  but  2.39  cents; 
for  the  year  1888,  from  and  to  other  roads,  8.41  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  while 
its  local  rate  was  but  2  cents.  With  all  this  percentage  of  discrimina- 
tion in  its  favor,  this  road  hardly  earns  money  enough  to  pay  the  interest  on 
its  debt.  The  books  of  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  Co.  have  been  so  kept  that 
the  officers  are  unable  to  furnish  the  Commissioners  the  rates  per  ton  per 
mile,  either  on  local  freight  or  that  received  from  or  given  to  other  roads ; 
but  it  is  probable  that  it  would  show  about  the  same  disproportion  over  a 
reasonably  high  lo^al  rate.  With  the  liberal  percentage  in  it^favor  this  road 
has  been  able  to  pay  the  interest  on  its  debt,  but  does  not  pay  any  dividend 
to  its  stockholders. 

The  Conmiissioners  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y,  in 
allowing  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  through 
freight  from  Chicago  to  Grundy  Center,  so  long  as  the  freight  is  no  higher 
to  the  shipi)er,  is  pursuing  a  policy  that  is  correct  both  in  theory  and  prac- 
tice, and  will  be  sustained  by  all  railway  experience. 

If  the  C.  &  N.  W.  R'y  Co.  is  dissatisfied  with  its  proportion  of  the  joint 
freight  rate  and  wishes  to  withdraw  from  the  arrangement,  it  can  do  so.  It 
can  bill  all  third  class  goods  to  Cedar  Rapids  at  16  cents  per  hundred 
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pounds,  or  freight  of  any  description  at  a  rate  that  is  ^'  reasonable.*'  In 
that  case  the  B.,  G.  B.  &  N.  R'y  Co.  will  be  compelled  by  law  to  bill  and 
carry  the  freight  from  Cedar  Rapids  to  Grundy  Center  and  other  points  at 
its  regular  local  rates.

•eyldence,  signed  by  the  trial  judge  after  his  term  of  office  has  expired,  will  be  disregarded ; 
t>at  where  it  appears  that  the  cause  was  submitted  on  depositions  and  documentary  evi- 
<dence,  and  the  clerk  certifies  that  the  depositions  and  papers  on  file  are  contained  In  the 
record,  it  is  sufficient,  even  if  not  certified  until  a  term  of  court  has  intervened. 

:  AB8TSA0T :  BviDENCB.   Where  the  evidence  consisted  of  depositions  and  papers 

on  file,  and  the  abstract  stated :  "This  is  ail  the  evidence  in  the  case,"  it  will  be  sufflcient

-offered  or  received.^

be  had  in  accordance  with  the  statute  in  force  at  the  time  the  new  issues  were  Joined. 

Rallroadfls  yukdor's  jjxjx.  Two  railroad  companies  were  consolidated,  the  consolida- 
ted company  to  own  all  the  property  and  assume  all  the  debts  of  either  company,  and  to 
issue  stock  to  persons  entitled  thereto  in  either  company.  Plaintiff,  who  was  a  stock- 
holder  in  one  of  the  companies  prior  to  the  consolidation,  and,  as  such,  had  an  interest  in 
Its  right  of  way,  which  passed  to  the  consolidated  company  and  over  which  said  company 
operated  its  road,  brought  suit  upon  notes  given  him  by  the  new  company  for  his  interest  in 
the  former  company,  claiming  a  vendor's  Hen  on  such  right  of  way :  Held,  that  these  facts 
did  not  entitle  him  to  a  vendor's  lien.
